RABANUS MAURUS (Magnentius) 


a celebrated archbishop of Mentz, and 
one of the most learned divines in the 
gth century, born 788, at Mentz, or 
rather at Fulde, descended from one of 
the most noble families in that country. 
His parents devoted him at ten years 
old in the monastery of Fulde, where 
he was instructed in leafning and vir- 
tue, and sent him afterwards to study 
under the famous Aleuinus, at Tours. 
In this situation he made $0 rapid a 
progress, as to acquire great reputation 
from his writings at the age of 36. On 
his return to Fulde, he was chosen 
abbot there, and reconciled Louis /c 
Debonnaire to his children. Rabanus 
wrote a letter of consolation to this 
prince when unjustly deposed, and 
3 a ttact on the respect due 
from children to their parents, and 
from subjects to their princes, which 
may be found in Marca de Concordid, 
published by Baluze. He succeeded 
Orgar, archbishop of Mentz, 847, dis- 
covered great zeal and charity in the 
government of that church, condemned 
Sodeschale, and died at his estate of 
Winsel, $56, aged 68; after having

Fulde, and St. Alban, leaving a great 
number of works printed at Cologny

RABUTIN (Roger count de Bussy) 
colonel of the French light horse, lieu- 


tenant-general of the royal armies, - 


connsellor of state, King's lieutenant 
in Nivernois, and one of the greatest 
wits at the court of Louis XIV. born 
April 3, 1618, at Epiry in Nivernois, 
- descended from a family which ranks 
among the most noble and ancient of 
the duchy of Burgundy. He served in 
his father's regiment from 12 years old, 
and distinguished himself so much by 
his prudent conduct in several sieges 
and battles, that he would certainly 
have risen to the rank of marechal, 
had he but conquered his propensity to 


criticising and jesting. Being left a 


widower, 1648, he fell violently in 
love with mad. de Miramion, and 
carried her off, but in vain; she would 
not return his passion. 'M. de Rabutin 
was admitted into the French academy, 
1665, and the same year a scandalous 
history in MS. was circulated under 
his name, which 1s called The amorcus 
History of the Gauls, containing the 
' amours of two ladies, (d'Olonne, and 
de Chatillon) who had great infinence 
at court. It has since been joined to 
other novels of that time, and printed 
in Halland, 2 vol. 12mo. and at Paris, 
under the title of He/land, 5 vol. 12mo. 
This MS. being shown to the King, his 
majesty was extremely angry, and to 
satisfy the offended parties, sent M. de 
Rabutin to the bastile, April 7, 1665. 
That nobleman wrote several letters 
from his prison, acknowledging that 
he was the author of the history, and 
had entrusted the original to the mar- 
chioness de la Baume, who had be- 
crayed his confidence by taking a copy ; 
but alledging that the characters had 
been changed and spoilt, for the pur- 
pose of raising up enemies to him. 
Falling sick in December, the same 
year, he was set at liberty, and ob- 
tained leave to stop a month in Paris, 
after which he retired to his own 
estate, where he remained in banish- 
ment till 1681. The King then per- 
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mitted him to return to Paris, and not 
only recalled him to court in 16382, but 
even suffered him to attend his levee, 
at the duke de Saint-Aignan's earnest 
solicitation. M. de Rabutin however 
perceived in a week's time, that his 
majesty avoided looking at him, and 
this continuing during two months, he 
retired again to his estate. In 1687, 
he revisited the court for his children's 
interests, and returned home the year 
following; but ceased not to offer his 
Services to the King, from whom he 
obtained several favours for his family. 
He died April 9, 1693, at Autunz aged

this sacrilegions artifice, (of which he 
afterwards repented,) he used the book.

He was one of the first members of the

house of Benil, one of the greatest in 
France. Racan had never studied, and 
was even so extremely dull with res- 
pet to the Latin tongue, that he 
could never repeat the Confiteor by 
memory, but was always obtiged to 
read it when he went to confession. 
The weakness of his voice made it 
extremely difficult to Know what he 
said. One day, after telling a very 
pleasant story in a large company, 
tinding that nobody laughed, he turned 
to Menage, saying, I perceive clearly, 
that these gentlemen have not under- 
Stood me; pray translate me into the 
valgar tongue, His matrimonial con- 
nection did not abate his love for the 
muses. He died in February 1670, 
aged 82. Racan is one of the best 
French poets in the pastoral and lyric 
style. The greatest part of his works 
were printed at Paris by Coutelier, 
1724, 2 vol. 12mo. Boileau says of 
him in the first canto of his art of 
poetry : | 


Malherbe d'un heros peut vanter les exploits, 
Racan chanter Philis, les bergers et les bois.

RACINE (John) a very celebrated 


French poet, born December 21, 1639, 


at la Ferte-Milon, and educated at 
Port Royal, to which place Mary de 
Moulins, his grandmother had retired, 
having a daughter, who was a nun

M. Racine became first known as a 
good poet in 1660, by two Odes on the 
king's martiage, one entitled, La Re. 
nommer aux Maes, the other, La Nymphe 
de la Seine, M. Colbert, on Chapelain's 
recommendation, sent him tc louis 
from the king, and soon after placed 
him on the establishment for a pension 
of 600 livres, which Racine enjoyed 
during his life. An uncle on the mo- 
ther's side, Father Sconin, regular 
canon of St, Genevieve, prior of $t, 
Maximin, official and grand vicar of 
Usez, took much pains in persuading 
him to chuse the regular state, but his 
reluctance to engage in it, and some 
other ohstacles having occasioned him 
to return to Paris, he began his dra- 
matical career, and published his TA 
baide, when but 21. This tragedy, 


productions of Corneille, was received 
with applause. Racine published ten 
other tragedies successively, no less 
admired than Corneille's, and the pub- 
lic are still divided in their opinion, 
which of these eminent men wrote the 
most perfect tragedies; but whatever 
side we take, we must allow Racine 
to have genius, expression, and all the 
talents that charaRerize the most cele- 
brated poets. Before he offered his 
tragedy of Alexander to the theatre, he 
showed it to Corneille, who told him 
on perusing the piece, that ke had grea? 
talents for Poetry, but none for Tragedy ; 
which proves that a man of the highest 
abilities, may want taste to decide on 
those of another. Racine about the 
same time formed a friendship with 
Boileau, whom he ever after consulted, 
and considered as his master; and it 
was also about this period that he 
quarrelled with Mess. of Port Royal, 
on the following occasion; M. Nicole 
had ridiculed Des Marets de Saint Sor- 
lin, in his letters, entitled, Fis/onnatres, 
and said in the first of them, at Ro- 
mance writers, and Dramatic Poets, ere 
the public poizoners of men's Souls, Racine, 
with whom Mess. of Port-Royal had 
refused all connexion, since he devoted 
his talents to that style of poetry, ap- 
plied these words to himself, and fan- 
cying that M. Nicole wanted to mortify 


nim, wrote a letter against * 2 
ort 
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Port-Royal, which made much noise, 
and was refuted by Barbier d' Aucour, 
and M. du Bois, The young poet re- 
\lied by a second letter, as severe as 
the former; but would not publish it 
without his friend Boileau's advice. 
' Foileau read the letter, and told him 
that it would do honour to his head, 
but not to his heart, because he had 
attacked men of merit, to whom he 
was under the greatest obligations. 
Then said Racine, deeply penetrated 
by this reproof, the Public all never 
see it, He accordingly suppressed this 
letter, nor was it printed till after his 
death. His Andromaque appeared 1667, 
and received the highest applause, but 
cost the celebrated actor Mont-Fleury 
his life, who exerted himself too vio- 
lently in the part of Orestes. Racine 
was then presented to the priory of 
Epinay, which benefice he did not 
long enjoy, for a regular gained it 
from him after a law suit, which neither 
he nor his judges ever understood, as he 
says in his preface to the Pleaders, a 
comedy written by him on this occa- 
sion, in imitation of the Wasps of Aris- 
tophanes. In this play he ridicules 
several persons well known at that 
ume. The phrensy of the judge, who 
will always be judging, alludes to a 
president, who exercised his profession 
in his family; and the dispute between 
the countess and Chicaneau, really 
passed between the countesss de Cressę, 
and a famous pleader, at the house of 
Boileau, the register. The defendant's 
speech, who in the cause of the Capon, 
hegins with this exordium from Cicero, 
, res duæ plurimum poswunt .c.. » 
pratia et cloaquentia, is meant for an ad- 
vocate, by whom that exordiupm was 
used, in the cause of a pastry cook 
against a baker; and 80 of several 
other strokes. This comedy was fol- 
lowed by Britannicus, Berenice, Bajazet, 
Mithridates, Iphigenie, and Phedre, tra- 
gedies which had the most brilliant 
zuccess. Racine became a member of 
the French academy, 1673, and Louis 
XIV. made choice of him to write his 
history, jointly with Boileau, in 1677. 
Phedre, which appeared the same year, 
was the last of our author's profane 
pieces. The strong religious impres- 
$:0ns which he had received in his 
childhood, then revived, and he de- 
termined to give up all connexion with 
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the stage for ever, though he was then 
but 38. So far did his zeal carry him, 
that he even wished to turn Carthu- 
Sian; but his director considering this 
plan as rash, and by no means likely 
to suit his disposition, prudently coun- 
selled him to remain in the world, and 
marry some worthy woman. Racine 
submitted to his advice, married Ca- 
therine de Romanet, daughter of a 
treasurer of France, and was appointed 
by M. Colbert, to a similar office in 
the court of finances at Amiens, which 
post had lapsed to the king. In 1690, 


he was made gentleman in ordinary to 


his majesty, and with that place held 
one of King's secretary. Upon his 
marriage, being anxious for a recon- 
ciliation with Mess. of Port-Royal, he 
waited first on M, Nicole, for that 
purpose, by whom he was received 


with open arms, and Boileau Son 


after attended him to M. Arnauld, 
who had most reason to be angry, on 
account of the pointed sarcasms which 
the poet had written against Mother 
Angelique, this celebrated doctor's 
sister. M. Arnauld was sitting in a 
large company, when Racine, sub- 
missive and abashed, threw himself at 
his feet; the doctor fell immediately 
at the poet's feet, they embraced, and 
swore an eternal friendship. Though 
Racine had made it a point of con- 
science to renounce poetry, his atten- 
tion was recalled to that subject by 
Mad. de Maintenon, who almost com- 
pelled him to employ his pen for the 
young ladies of St. Cyr. To his com- 
pliance with her wishes, we owe the 
tragedy of Estler, which, was ated 
before the whole court, by the ladies 
above-mentioned, whom Racine had 
himself instructed in speaking. This 
piece received universal applause; the 
subject too was happily chosen, and 
well suited both to the place, and to 
the circumstances of the court at that 
time. The young and tender trans- 
planted flowers resembled the young 
ladies of St. Cyr, Vusiti, the mars 
chioness de Montespan, Esther was 
Mad. de Maintenon. These particular 
applications contributed still farther to 
the success of this tragedy, which ap- 
peared in 1689. The same year Racing 
wrote four Cantiques spirituels, (Spiritual 
Songs,) for the house of St. Cyr, in a 
most beautiful and. pious style. The 
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king heard them performed several 
times, and at the words, 


Mon Dieu, quelle guerre cruelle ! 
Js trouve deux hommes en moi, 


turning to Mad. de Maintenon, said, 
These two men, Madam, are well known t9 
me. Though Esther met with such de- 
served success, Racine nevertheless 
perceived its defects, and determined 
to form a more perfect tragedy upon 
another subject from Scripture. He 
accordingly wrote Athalia, which ap- 
peared in 1691, and is perhaps the 
finest tragedy in the French language. 
This noble piece was however but 
cold ly received at first, and the poet, 
fearing that he had failed in the sub- 
ject, lamented it to his friend Boileau, 
ho assured him on the contrary, that 
Athaliak was his master piece, I un- 
derstand these things, said he, and the 
Public qwill be nndeceived in time. They 
were $0, but not till the duke of Or- 
Jean's regency, nor had Racine the 
pleasure of seeing his friend's predic- 
tion accomplished. After this he 
turned his attention wholly to writing 
2 history of Louis XIV. for his majesty 
had given orders that he should be fur- 
nished with all necessary memoirs, 
and even wished him to attend his 
campaigns, that he might be an eye 
witness of the facts he was to transmit 
to posterity, Whenever Racine had 
finished any part that was particularly 
interesting, he read it to the king, 
who conceived a great esteem for him, 
and took pleasure in hearing him, be- 
cause he had an uncommon talent for 
displaying to advantage whatever he 
read; but he did not live to finish this 
work, his too great sensibility shortened 
his days. A witness of the people's 
distress, he drew up a AMemiir, con- 
taining very good and solid reasoning, 
on the means of relieving them, While 
Mad. de Maintenon, to whom he 
communicated this memoir, was read- 
ing it, the King entered her apartment, 
took the paper, and insisted upon 
knowing its author, though the mar- 
chioness had promised secrecy. His 
majesty praised Racine's zeal, but was 
offended at his interfering in matters 
which did not belong to him, and 
added with a look of displeasure, Does 
he think he understands every thing, becaus? 
he is perfectly mavter of verze? Must he be

These words were like a thunder-bolt 
to Racine, he was from that time ; 
prey to melanchuly ideas, and died 
soon after at Paris, April 21, 1699 
aged 60, having previously desired 19 
be buried at Port-Royal in the Field; 

A 
splendid edition of his works was pub- 
lished at Paris, 1765, 2 vol. 4to.; one 
had before been printed in Londen, 
1723, 2 vol. qto. There is an edition 
with commentaries, Paris, 7 vol. $vo.- 
the common ones are in 2 or 3 vol. 

He also left a Hzstory of Port- 
Roya/, 1767, 2 parts 12mo. and other 
works, published by his son, 1747, 2 
vol. 12mo. under the title of Mme 
de la Vie et Lettres de Jean Racine; The 
History of Port- Royal, according to the 
abbe d'Olivet, and in our opinion the 
two Letters which he wrote against 
Mess. of Port-Royal, are master-pieces, 
nor have we any work in prose, 
written with greater wit, purity, and 
elegance of style. These MSS. con- 
taining what he had finished of Louis 
the fourteenth's history, being com- 
mitted by Boileau to the care of M. de 
Valincourt, were burnt with that gen- 
tleman's house at St. Cloud. Mad. de 
Romanet, his widow, died at Paris, 
November 1732, having had by NM. 
Racine two sons and five daughters 
The eldest son had the same office of 
gentleman in ordinary to the King, 
which his father held.

RACINE (Lewis) son of the pre- 
ceding, born 1692, at Paris.

RACINE (Bonaventure) born No- 
vember 25, 1708, at Chauny. He com- 
pleted his studies at the Mazarine col- 
lege at Paris; acquired great $Kill in 
Latin, Greek, Hebrew, and all eccle- 
siastical learning, and was sent for by 
M. de la Croix-Castries, archbishop of 
Alby, in 1729, to re- establish the col- 
lege at Rabastens, the inhabitants hav- 
ing requested its restoration. M. Ra- 
eine remained in this college two 
years, and brought learning and piety 
into 2 flourishing state; but, being af- 
terwards banished for his attachment 
to the anti-constitutionists, retired to 
M. Colbert at Montpellier, who em- 
ployed him in superintending the col- 
lege of Lunel. This situation he pri- 
vately quitted in a short time, to avoid 
some rigorous orders; visited M. Senez 
at Chaise-dieu; then went to Cler- 
mont, where he 8aw M. Pascal's cele- 
brated niece; and, going afterwards to 
Paris, undertook the education of some 
young men at the college of Harcourt. 
This college he was obliged to quit in 
1734, by cardinal Fleury's order; from 
which time he lived sequestered from 
the world, wholly occupied in his re- 
treat by Study and prayer. M. de Cay- 
lus, bishop of Auxerre, being deter- 
mined to attach M. Racine to himself, 
gave him a canonry at Auxerre, and 
admitted him to sacred orders. But 
thee new titles occasioned no change 
in his way ob life. He died at Paris, 
worn out by application, May 15,1755, 
aged 47, and was buried at St. Severin. 
His works are, four traQs relative to 
the dispute which had arisen concern- 
ing Fear and Confidence; written with $0 
much moderation, that they please all 
parties: an Abridgement of Eecclesiastical 
History, 13 vols. 12mo. and 4to. This 
work has been extremely admired, 
particularly by those who are against 
the bull Urigenitus, and dislike the je- 
suits, that Order being much abused in 
it. The author intended to have con- 
tinned this Abridgement down to the 
year 1750 at least, had he lived long

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enough. A History of the first 33 years 
of the 18th century has been published 
by one of his friends, 2 vol. 12mo.; 
and some Reflections, by M. Racine, 
on Ecclesiastical History, have ap- 
peared, 2 vol. 12mo. which are an 
abridgement of his Abridgement. 

RACONIS (Charles Francis d' Abra 
de) born 1 580, at the castle of Raconis; 
in the diocese of Chartres, after hav- 
ing been professor of philosophy in the 
college du Plessis, and of divinity in 
the college de Navarre. He was ap- 
pointed bishop of Lavaur 1637, and 
died 1646, His works are, Conferences 
avec les Heretiques, 1618, 12mo.; a Syn- 
tem of Divinity, and another of Pliloso- 
Py, both in Latin; Vie de la Duchesse 
de Mercœur; Oraison funebre du Marcchal 
de Scſiumberg; Reponse a ia Trad. de E- 
glize de M. Arnaud 

RADEGONDE (St.) queen of 
France, celebrated for her beauty and 
virtue, born 519, daughter of Berthaire, 
King of Thuringia, She was educated 
in the Pagan religion till ten years old, 
when Clotaire I, took the care of her, 
and had her instructed in Christianity. 
This prince married Radegonde when 
She grew up, and is said to have per- 
mitted her to turn nun 6 years after. 
She received the veil from the hangs 
of St. Medard at Noyon; went from 
thence to pay homage to the tomb of 
St. Martin at Tours; and, having after- 
wards fixed her abode at Poitiers, died 


there piously, August 13, 587, aged 68, 


in the abbey of St. Croix, which she 
had herself founded, We have a Life 
of St. Radegonae, Poitiers, 1527, 4to. 
translated from the Latin by John Bou- 
chet; and a more modern one by fa- 
ther de Monteil, Redez, 1617, I2mo. 
Her Testament is in the ColleRion of 
Councils, 

RADEMAKER, a skilful Dutch 
painter, who excelled in landscapes. 
His works are scarce, and much sough 
after by connoisseurs. | 

RADERUS (Matthew) a learned 
Jesuit, born at Tirol, author of Bava- 
ria sanfla et Bavaria pia, 4 vol. fol.; 
Viridarium Sanctorum, and several other 


works, which contain great erudition, 


He published, in 1615, the Alexand: ian 
Chronicle, qto. which is curious and va- 
luable. He died Dec. 22, 1634, aged 74. 

RADULPH, or RAOUL, v. RO- 
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RADZIWIL (Nicholas) palatine of 
Wilna, grand marshal and chancellor 
of Lithuania, descended from one of 
the most illustrious Polish families. In 
his youth he visited the greatest part 
of the European countries, and, when 
returned from his travels, acquired the 
esteem and friendship of Sigismond 
Augustus, King of poland, who made 
him captain of his guards. Radziwil 
distinguished himself among the great- 
est generals of his age, and commanded 
the Polish forces three times in Livo- 
nia, which province he subjected to 
Poland, having gained a complete vic- 
tory over the Germans, on which occa- 
sion the archbishop of Riga, and the 
grand-master of the Livonian knights, 
were taken prisoners. Not long after 
this, he openly turned to the Protestant 
religion, by the persuasion of his wife; 
ordered its ministers to preach in Wil- 
na, and to translate the Bible into the 
Polish language. This translation Rad- 
Zivil printed at his own expence, 1563, 
fol. and died 1567, leaving four sons, 
who at last embraced the Catholic re- 
ligion. 

RAGOTSKI (Francis Leopold) a 
Hungarian nobleman, who, being ac- 
cused of having attempted to raise his 
native country against the emperor, 
was committed to prison 1701, but 
found means to intoxicate the Keepers, 
and so made his escape, at two in the 
afternoon, in a soldier's dress, with 
which a captain furnished him, This 
unfortunate captain had his hand cut 
off, was beheaded and quartered; 
prince Ragotski's wife was shut up in 
a convent, his children committed to 
the care of the bishop of Raab's stew- 
ard, and all their servants imprisoned. 
The prince placed himself at the head 
of the Hungarian malcontents; but, 
peace being afterwards restored in that 
kingdom, he went to France, and from 
thence into Turkey, where he died 
1735, at Rodosto, aged 56. A Political 
Textament, 2 vol. 12mo. has been pub- 
lished in his name. His heart 1s buried 
at the Camaldulite convent of Gros- 
bois, where he staid a considerable 
time during his residence in France. 
The Memeirs of prince Ragotski may 
be found in the Revolutions of Hun- 
gary, Hague, 1730, 2 vol. qto. or 6 vol.

His principal works 
are, Les Aſenumens de Rome, Paris, 1700, 
and 1702, 12mo. This little book 
procured its author the patent of a 
Roman citizen, which title he took 
from that time.

RAGUSA (John de) v. JOHN, 

RAHAB, a woman of Jericho, who 
Sheltered the two spies sent by Joshua 
to survey the land. When that city 
was taken, 1451 A. C. Joshua spared 
Rahab, and all those that were in her 
house, according as the spies had 
Sworn to her, when she concealed 
them, and saved their lives. Rahab 
afterwards married Salmon, a prince 
of the tribe of Judah, by whom she 
had Boaz, one of our Saviour's ances- 
tors. It is not allowed by all the 
learned that Rahab was a profligate 
woman. Pagninus, Arias Montanus, 
and many others, aftirm, that the He- 
brew word, Zonab, which is applied 
to Rahab in the book of Joshua, does 
not there signify a harlot, but #otess, 
or Innkeeper ; considering it to the high- 
est degree improbable either that the 
Spies sent by Joshua should go to such 
a woman's house, or that Salmon, 2 
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(St.) born 1175, at the castle of 
pegnafort, near Barcelona. He taught 
canon law with reputation, was after- 
wards canon and provost of the church 
at Barcelona, and took the Dominican 
habit 1222. Pope Gregory IX. ap- 
ointed him his chaplain and peni- 
tentiary; employed him in compiling 
the Decretals, and would have given 
him the bishopric of Tarragona; but 
st. Raimond refused it, and obtained 
leave to retire to the monastery of his 
Order at Barcelona, that he might de- 
vote himself, with less interruption, to 
study and prayer. He was elected ge- 
neral of the Dominicans, May 24, 1238, 
and resigned that dignity June 3, 1240, 
preferring the calm and tranquil life 
he led in his retirement to the functions 
of a general. St. Raimond had a great 
share in founding the Order of Mercy. 
The Inquisition was established through

Maguelone. He died January 13, 1249, 
leaving several works: the most con- 
siderable among them is, a theological 
dictionary, entitled, Pantheologia; in 
which he has arranged the theolopical 
Subjects in alphabetical order. The

RALEGH, RALEIGH, or RAW- 


LEIGH (Sir Walter) a famous English 
admiral, born of an ancient and re- 
Spectable family at Budley in Devon- 
Shire, He went into North America 


1584, and, having made himself mas- 


ter of the country of Mocosa, settled 
the first English colony there, and 


called the country Virginia, in honour 


of queen Elizabeth. In 1592 he sailed, 
with 15 men of war, having under 


him lord Borrough, and the celebrated 


his influence in the kingdom of Arra- Martin Frobisher; was extremely suc- 


gon, and the province of Languedoc; 
and the popes gave him authority to 
appoint the officers of that formidable 
tribunal. He died at Barcelona, Ja- 
nuary 6, 1275, being full gg years old, 
Pope, Clement VIII. canonized him, 
April 29, 1601. Besides the Collectian 
of Decretals, St. Raimond of Pegnafort 
has left an excellent Summary of Case, 
ef Conscience, The best edition is by 
father Laget, Lyons, 1718, fol, 
RAIMOND (Peter) Low Pre, i. e. 
the worthy, and the valiant, a native 
of Toulonse, who was a great warrior, 
and as good a Provengal poet. He fol- 
lowed the emperor Frederick to the 
Holy Land, and signalized himself in 
that expedition; but the military pro- 
fess1on did not hinder his writing seve- 
ral poems in Syria, which he addressed 
to Jofferande de Puech, of an ancient 
2nd noble family of Toulouse. At his 
return home, he chose a lady of the 
Cadolet family for the object of his 
verses, and died in the war between 
the earls of Provence and the Albi- 
genses, 1225, He had written a Poem 
against the Arian errors, and another 
in which he blamed the kings and 
emperors for letting. the clergy grow 
too powerful. Petrarch has imitated 
this poet in many things. 
RAIMONDI, v. MARK ANTHONY. 
RAINIER, a learned Dominican, 
born at Pisa, appointed vice-chancellor 
of the Roman church, and bishop of 


cessful against the Spaniards, and took. 
from them a galleon estimated at two 
millions. Raleigh was appointed cap- 
tain of the queen's guards at his re- 
turn, and married one of her maids of 
honour, ' He embarked again 1595; 
attacked the Spaniards in the isle of 
Trinidado, burnt the town of St. Jo- 
seph, took the governor prisoner, and 
afterwards advanced up the river Oroo- 


noko; but, being unable to land in 


Guiana, burnt the city of Corona to 


ashes. At his return to England he 


presented the queen with some golden 
images which he had met with during 
his voyages, and gave her majesty $0 
advantageous a description of the 
country, that he was sent out in 1597 
with the grand fleet, destined to cap- 
ture the Spanish galleons. In the reign 
of James I, Raleigh was accused of a 
design to place Arabella Stuart (a lady 
of the blood royal) on the throne, and 
Sentenced to be beheaded ; but his ma- 


jesty only confined him in the tower of 


London, where he remained 13 years. 
This interval Raleigh employed in 
writing a History of the World, the 
first part of which was printed in 1614, 
and is one of the best works we have 
of that kind. The author had finished 
a second part; but his book seller tell- 
ing him that the demand for the first 
had been but small, he instantly threw 
his MS, into the fire; which was con- 
sidered as a great loss to the public. 

B 2 Sir 
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Sir Walter Raleigh obtained his liberty 
in 1616, and sailed to Castile d'Oro, 
and the coasts of Guiana; but, his ex- 
pedition proving unfortunate, he was 
beheaded at Westminster, October 29, 
1618, on various pretences, at the so- 
licitation of the Spanish ambassador. 
His execution is considered by his 
countrymen as one of the greatest 
blots in James the First's reign. Be- 
sides his History of the World, 8 vo. he 
left, in Latin, an Account of his first 
Voyage to America, or, The Discovery 
of Guiana, Nuremb. 1599, 4to. 

RAMAZZINI (Bernardine) a skil- 
ful Spanish physician, born Novem- 
ber 8, 1633, at Carpi. After practising, 
with success, at his native place, and 
at Rome, he went to exercise that 
science, and also be professor of phy- 
sic at Modena, where he died Novem- 
ber 5, 1714, aged 81. Ramazzini was 
a member of several academies, and 
had three children. He left a treatise, 
in Latin, on the Discases of Artificers ; 
another, in the same language, on the 
Preservation of the Health of Princes; and 
Several other works on physic and na- 
tural philosophy, which are esteemed. 
A collection of them was printed at 
London, 1716, 4to. One of his lead- 
ing principles was, that, to preserve 
health, Our employments, and exercises, 
Should be frequently varied; and he fol- 
lowed it himself. 

RAMBAM, v. MAIMONIDES, 

RAMBOUILLET (Charles d'Angen- 
nes, marquis de) Knight of the king's 
orders, counsellor of state, and major- 
general, sent as ambassador into Pied- 
mont 1627, to procure a peace between 
the king of Spain and the duke of 
Savoy. He died February 26, 1652, at 
Paris, aged 75, His wife, Catherine 
de Vivonne, whom he married in 1600, 
possessed great wit and genius, and 
took pleasure in conversing with men 
of learning, It was through this lady, 
and her four daughters, whose minds 
were highly cultivated, that the hotel 
de Rambouillet became so celebrated 
among the witsin Louisthe Thirteenth's 
reign, and at the beginning of Louis 
the Fourteenth's. She died Decem- 
ber 27, 1665, Two of these daughters 
were abbesses of Hieres, one abbess of 
St. Stephen's at Rheims, and the fourth 
married the D. de Montacer. v. SAINT. 
MAURE, AN CENNES, FARCIS. 
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RAMBOUTS (Theodore) a painter 
of Antwerp, who excelled in small; 
and has left pictures representing 
smoakers, drinkers, and similar sub. 
jects; in which the lightness and deli. 
cacy of his touch is much admired. He 
died 1642. 

RAMBURES (David, sire de) King's 
chamberlain, and grand- master of the 
bowmen of France 1411, descended 
from the ancient and illustrious house 
of Rambures in Picardy. He rendered 
signal services to King John, Charles v. 
and, Charles VI. and was killed at the 
battle of Agincourt, with three of his 
SONS, 1415. 

RAMEAU (John Philip) born 1683, 
at Dijon. Having naturally a strong 
inclination to music, he followed the 
Strolling operas, from an idea that prac. 
tice forms the artist. Rameau exhi- 
bited his first essays in music at 18, 
but without success, because they re- 
sembled nothing in that science which 
was then known. He afterwards ap- 
plied himself particularly to the harpsi- 
chord; played the organ at Dijon and 
Clermont, and then went to Paris, 
where he received letters from the ce- 
lebrated Marchand, who unfolded to 
him all the magic of his art, Rameau 
however perceived, that he should 
never excel as a performer, and there- 
fore gave up that plan, to devote his 
attention to the theory of music. By 


his labours the opera exhibited a new 


spectacle, and a new orchestra. The 
difficulty of executing his music was 
a discouragement at first; but he stood 
firm, and charms appeared till then 
unknown. Rameau was a man of un- 
blemished morals, and happily united 
to a beloved wife. He died 1764. His 
works are, La Demonstration du Principe 
de I” Harmonie, 4to, and the Code de Mu- 
gi que, 1760, 2 vol. 4to His operas are, 
Hippelyte et Aricic, les Indes galantes, 
Caster et Pollux, les Fites d' Hehe, Dar- 
danus,  Platce, les Fete de Polymnie, le 
Temple de la Gloire, les Feites de ! Hymen, 
Zais, Pygmalion, Nals, Zoraastre, la 
Guirlande; Acante et Cephise, Daphnis et 
Egle, LI et Delie les Sibarites, la Nais- 
tance d' Ociris, Anacrfon, les Surprives de 
{* Amour, and les Paladins. The King 
had made him a knight of St. Michael, 

and given him a patent of nobility. 
RAMELLI (Augustine) a captain, 
who rose to that rank less by his ex- 
ploits 
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ploits than his talents for inventing 
military machines. They have been 
collected under the title of, % diverse 
Machines, dA. Ramelll, Italian and 
French, Paris, 1588, fol. fig. scarce. 
He lived in the 16th century. 
RAMESSES, or RAMES, king of 
Lower Egypt when Jacob went thither 
with his family, 1706 A. C.; supposed 
to have given his name to the country 
of Rames, where the Israelites dwelt, 
as mentioned in Genesis, chap. 47. 
Several Egyptian Kings of this name 
may be found in ancient history, and 
it is believed that one of them erected, 
at Thebes in Egypt, a magnificent obe- 
lisk in the temple of the Sun, which 
the emperor Constantine sent to Alex- 
andria in the year of our Lord 334. 
After Constantine's death, his son, 
Constantius, transported this superb 
obelisk from Alexandria to Rome 352, 
and set it up in the grand Circus. It 
was 132 feet high; and a golden buckle 
had been fixed to the top, which the 
lightning beat down. When the Goths 
besieged Rome, 409, they overthrew 
this obelisk, and it remained buried in 
the dust till the time of Sixtus V. 
That pope having ordered a search to 
he made under ground, the obelisk 
was found broken in three pieces 1577 
and, these pieces being joined, it was 
set up in the square of St. John Lete- 
ran. On the four sides of this curions 
_ obelisk, are numerous figures and hie- 
roglyphical characters, which contain 
eulogiums on Ramesses, according to 
the explanation given of them by Am- 
mianus Marcellinus, b. xvii. chap. 4. 
RAMSAY (Andrew Michael) a 
knicht haronet of Scotland, knight of 
St. Lazare in France, and doctor of the 
university of Oxford, born June 9, 1686, 
at Daire in Scctland, descended from a 
vounger branch of the ancient house 
of Ramsay. He discovered, from his 
carliest youth, a particular taste for the 
sciences, especially mathematics and 
theology; but his studies led him into 
a state of scepticism, from which NI. 
de Fenelon, archbishop of Cambray, 
drew him, by fixing him in the Catho- 
lic religion 1709. This great master, 
as long as he lived, honoured, by his 
particular esteem and friendship, a dis- 
ciple with whose merit and integrity 
he was so well acquainted. Ramsay 
soon made himself known, both in 
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France and other countries, by his 
works, which, though not extensive 
in their subjects, discovered great ta- 
lents. The son of James II. of Eng- 
land invited him to Rome 1724, to as- 
sist in the education of his children; 
but court intrigues, and dissensions, 
obliged him to solicit permission to go 
into France, where he was appointed 
tutor to M. the duke of Chateau. 
Thierry, and afterwards to M. the 
prince of Turenne. These occupations 
did not, however, hinder the chevalier 
Ramsay from publishing the following 
works: a good Dissertation on Epic Poe- 
try, prefixed to the best edition of Tele- 
machus, 1717; Histoire de la Vie et des 
Curm ages de M. de Fenelon, archivegue de 
Cambrai, 12mo.; Essai zur le Gouverne- 
ment civil, 12mo. ; le Psychometre, ou Re- 
Plexions zur les diffirens Caractères de PEs- 
prit, par un Milord Anglo; les Vorages 
de Cyrus, 1730, 4to. or 2 vol. 12mo, an 
admired work ; a System of Education 
by the author of the Travels of Cyrus, 
in English; several small poems in the 
same language; l' Histoire de M. de 
Turenne, tolerably good, Paris, 1735, 
2 vol. 4to. or Holland, 4 vol. 12mo, 
A posthumous work was printed in 
English, at Glasgow, entitled, The Phi- 
losophical Principles of Natural and 
Revealed Religion, unfolded, and ex- 
plained, in Geometrical Order. M. de 
Ramsay died May 6, 1743, at St. Ger- 
main-en-Laye, aged 57, His body was 
interred in the parish church there, 
and his heart in a chapel belonging to 
the Nuns of the Holy Sacrament at 
Paris. » 

RAMUS, or LA RAMEE (Peter) 
son of a gentlemen of Liege, born 
1502, at Cuthe, a village of Verman- 
dois. His taste for literature deter- 
mined him to go to Paris, where he 
found it $0 difficult to maintain him- 
self, that he was obliged to enter as a 
servant in the college de Navarrd; but 
he pursued his studies there with such 
success, as to be admitted master of 
arts, with great credit, some years af- 
ter. An excessive eagerness br refut- 
ing Aristotle, both in his discourses 
and printed works, raised him many 
enemies, particularly Anthony de Go- 
vea, a Portuguese, and one of the 
greatest philosophers of his time, who 
was then at Paris, Francis I. at their 
Solicitation, ordered Peter Dan6s, and 
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other learned men, to examine the 
doctrine and conduct of Ramus; and, 
from the opinion given in 1543, he 
was forbidden to profess philosophy ; 
and his books were prohibited. He 
continued to teach the following year 
in the college de Presles, of which he 
was principal ; and, notwithstanding 
an attempt to drive him from thence, 
supported himself in his office by a 
decree of parliament. Ramus was ap- 
pointed professor-royal by Henry II. 
in 18 5t, but the persecution he after- 
wards suffered, under pretence of his 
adopting the Protestant doctrines, 
obliged him to conceal himself in se- 
veral different places, and visit the 
German academies. He was kindly 
received there by several among the 


literati; but Beza, and the principal 


Protestants, did not like him; nor 
would they give him a professorship at 
Geneva. Being at length returned to 
France, he hid himself in a cellar, 
during the massacre of St. Bartholo- 
mew ; but Charpentier, his rival, sent 
the murderers to him, wha dragged 
him out; and, after having given a 
large sum of money, and received se— 
veral wounds, he was thrown from a 
window into his court-yard 1572, and 
his dead body treated with indignity 
by his scholars. He left a fund of 500 
livres for founding a mathematical pro- 
fessorship at the royal college. His 
works are, a Tr. de Militia Ctaris, 1559, 
8vo.; another, de Moribus veterum Gal- 
lorum, 15 89, and 1562, 5vo.; Grammaire 
Grecque, 1560, 8v0.; Grammaire Latine, 
1559, and 1564, 8vo.; Grammaire Fran- 
goizey, 1571, 8vo.; and a large number 
besides; from which it appears that 
he was a great genius, well acquainted 
with the belles lettres, philosophy and 
mathematics, and that he exhorted the 
learned to make new enquiries, and 
not confine themselves to Aristatle's 
opinions, One of his most celebrated 
pupils was cardinal d'Oseat, who, 
when young, wrote a work in his 
master's defence, entitled, E-<po5itio 
Arnaldi Ossati, in disputationem Jacob. 
Carpentarij de Methode, 8 vo. the style of 
which is pure, lively, and ingenious. 
RAMUSIO, or RAMNUSIO (John 
Baptist) an able secretery to the re- 
public of Venice, his native place, 
who died at Padua 1557, aged 72, 
leaving a Tr. de Nili increments, in his 


Asnacreon's Poems, in Greek, with Notes, 
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collection of Voyages, written by gif. 
ferent authors, 3 vol, 12mo. The most 
complete editions of this collection are 
1606, and 1615. 

RANC (John) a skilful French 
Painter, horn 1674, at Montpellier 
He was Rigault's pupil, and excelled 
in portraits, by which he acquired 
great reputation, became a member of 
the academy of painting 1703, and first 
painter to the King of Spain 1724. He 
died 1735, at Madrid, aged 62, A 
gentleman, whose picture this artist 
had drawn, found fault with the per- 
formance one day, because his friends 
did not think it like him. Ranc, 
piqued at this unjust criticism, pre- 
pared a canvass with a hole, in which 
he desired him to place his head. The 
gentleman, entering into the painter's 
idea, fixed his face properly in the 
canvass, the moment his critics were 
announced. They failed not to abuse 
the picture as usual; upon which the 
head replied, You are mistaken, 
gentlemen; it is I myself, M, de la 
Motte has introduced this singular ad- 
venture into his Fables. 

RAN CE“ (Dom. Armand John le 
Bouthillier de) a very celebrated abbot 
and reformer of la Trappe, born ]a- 
nuary 9, 1626, at Paris; nephew of 
Claudius le Bouthillier de Chavigny, 
Secretary of state, and superintendant 
of the finances. He made $0 rapid a 
progress in the belles lettres from his 
infancy, that, between 12 and 13 
years of age, he published, with his 
tutor's assistance, a new edition of 


1639, 8vo. At 10 years old, he was 
appointed canon of Notre Dame in 
Paris, and hecame possessed of several 
benefices in a short time. The abbe 
de Rance took a doctor of divinity's 
degree in the Sorbonne, February 10, 
1654, and afterwards entered the world, 
where he made himself beloved and 
esteemed by his wit, politeness, and 
every other quality which renders 2 
man amiable in society. He refused 
the bishopric of Leon from a motive 
of vanity; was almoner to the duke 
of Orleans, and distinguished himself 
greatly in the assembly of the clergy 
1655, as deputy from the second order. 
At length he determined to renounce 
the vanities of the age, and, from that 


time, live only to God. It has been 
said, 
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said, that this resolution was made in 
consequence of a visit he paid to a fa- 
vourite lady, whom he found in her 
coffin, and whose death deeply af- 
flicted him; which account is taken 
from, Les veritable Matei de la Conver= 
won de P Abbe de la Trappe, published by 
Daniel de la Roque, Cologn, 1635, 
12m0.; but one of the authors of his 
life treats it as fabulous. Marsollier, 
with greater appearance of probability, 
attributes his conversion to the follow- 
ing circumstance. The balls of a fusil, 
which, according to all appearance, 
could not but enter his body, having 
struck his gibec/ere, or pouch, it parried 
the blow, and he immediately exclaim- 
ed, Alas! where sheuld I have been, had 
not God taken pity upon me. This, how- 
ever, is certain, that the abbe de 
Ranc retired from the world, and re- 
fused even to be a coadjutor to his 
uncle, who was archbishop of Tours. 
He placed his abbey of la Trappe in 
the hands of the fathers of the strict 
Cistertian observance; sold his estate 
at Veret for too, oo crowns, which 
zum he gave to the Hotel Dieu at Paris, 
and took the monastic habit in the 
abbey of Notre Dame de Perseigne, 
where he made profession, June 6, 
1664. He afterwards took possession 
of the abbey de la Trappe, reformed 
it, and introduced that regularity which 
has made it the admiration of 'all Eu- 
rope. In this retreat he lived devoted 
to the exercises of the most eminent 
piety ; and, having resigned his abbey 
in 1695, died holily, on his bed of 
ashes and straw, in presence of the 
bishop of Seez, and the whole com- 
munity, October 26, 1700, aged 74, 
leaving many pious works; among 
which the principal are, a book de /a 
Saintete des Dewvirs de U Etat minastique, 
1683, 2 vol. 4to.; Eclaircissemens zur ce 
Livre, 1685, 4to.; Explication sur la 
Kegie de S. Benvit, 120m0.; Reflexions mo- 
rales tur les quatre Evangiles, 4 vol. 12mo.; 
Conferences wr les Evangiles, 4 vol. 12mo. z 
Initruttions et Maximes, 12mo ; Conduite 
Caretienne, written for mad. de Guise, 
12Mo.; a great number of Spiritual 
Lettert, 2 vol. 12mo.; several pieces in 
tavour of Menastic Studies; Accounts of 
the Lives and Deaths of rome Monks of Ia 
Trappe, 4 vol. 12mo. continued to 6 
vol.; lastly, The Consitutions and Rules 
of the Abbe of la Trappey 1701, 2 vol. 
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tzmo. M. de Maupeou, M. Marsol- 
lier, and Dom. le Nain, brother of M. 
de Tillemont, have written his life, 2 
vol. 12mo. 

RANCHIN (Stephen) an ingenious 
professor of law in the University of 
Montpellier, Who died 1583, aged 73, 
leaving a learned work, entitled, A.- 
cellanea Decisionum Juris, Geneva, 1 709, 
fol. This book has been translated 
into French. | | 

RANCHIN (William) related to the 
preceding, King's advocate in the 
court of aids at Toulouse, and author 
of a book, now rather scarce, entitled, 
Revision du Concile de Trente, 1600, 8vo. 
from which his Catholicism has been 
called in question. This family has 
produced several other eminent men 
of the robe. Heory de Ranchin, coun- 
Sellor to the court of accounts, aids 
and finances, at Montpellier, published 
a translation of the Psalms, in French 
verse, 1697. James de Ranchin, ori- 
ginally of Montpellier, counsellor to 
the chamber of the edict, wrote seve- 
ral poems; among others, the cele- 
brated trieiet which begins, 


Le premier jour du mois de Mai 
Fut le plus beau jour de ma vie, &c. 


RANCONET (Aimar de) a native 
of Perigueux, or, according to Menage, 
of Bourdeaux; son of an advocate in 
the last mentioned city. He was well 
skilled in the Roman law, true philo- 
Sophy, mathematics and antiquities; 
and appointed president of the parlia- 
ment of Paris, after having been coun- 
Sellor to that of Bourdeaux, M. Ran- 
conet Seldom read in the day-time; 
his custom was to take a light supper, 
go to rest early, and rise, after his first 
Sleep, about the time that the monks 
Say matins ; then, covering his head 
like a capuchin, he spent four hours in 
Study, and, going to bed again, finished, 
after a quiet and sweet sleep, what he 
had meditated upon during the night. 
By this plan, he asserted that the most 
rapid progress might be made in learn- 
ing. The president de Ranconet wrote 
well, both in Greek and Latin; and, 
if we may believe M. Pithou, it was 
he who composed the Dictionary which 
goes under the name of Charles Ste- 
phens. M. Pithou adds, that, when 
cardinal de Lorraine assembled the 
parliament of Paris to take their ad- 
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vice respecting the punishment of he- 
retics, Ranconet carried with him the 
works of Sulpitius Severus, and read 
the passage concerning Priscillian, in 
the life of St. Martin of Tours; at 
which the cardindf being displeased, 
he was sent to the Bastille, and died 
there of grief 1559, aged above 60. 
Others say that Ranconet's confinement 
proceeded from his having been falsely 
accused of a capital crime. He left in 
MS. Le Treter de la Langue Fraugoise, 
tant ancienne que moderne; which has 
setved as a foundation to the Diction- 
aries of Nicot and Monet.

RANDOLPH (Thomas) a celebrated 
English poet of Northamptonslire, wi 
died 1634, leaving several poems in 
his native language. 

RANGOUSE, author of an Sv. vo- 
lume, printed 1648, entitled, 'Lettres 
Paneg yriques, aua Her; do ta France, 
Each of these panegyrics were printed 
on a Separate page; and, the pages not 
being numbered, he took care, when 
they were bound up, to place that first 
which suited the person to whom he 
presented his book ; and this method 
procured him very lucrative returns, 

RANS (Bertrand de) a native of 
Rheims, who, after living some time 
as a hermit, gave out that he was Bau— 
douin 1. emperor of Constantinople, 
and earl of Flanders, which prince had 
been taken by the Bulgarians 1205, 
and put to death the year following, 


Jane, daughter of Baudouin, refused 


to acknowledge him; but he was ac- 
knowledged as earl of Flanders by 
Some Flemish lords. Jane, assisted by 
Louis VIII. king of France, found 
means to have him scized: he con- 
fessed all when put to the torture, and 
was publicly hanged at Lille, after 
having been led through all the cities 
of Flanders, to undeceive the people, 
RANTZAU (Josias, count de) a 
native of the duchy of Holstein, who 
served in the Swedish army till 1635, 
and then entered the French service. 
He lost an eye at the siege of Dole 
1636, and compelled that of St. ſean 
de Losne to be raised 1640. At the 
Siege of Arras he lost a leg, and was 
lamed in one hand, which did not 
prevent his attending the siege of Aire 
1641, M. de Rantzau was appointed

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marechal of France 1645, and turned 
Catholic the same year. Some SUSP1= 
cions which arose respecting his fide. 


lity, occasioned his being arrested in 


1649; but, having cleared himself, he 
obtained his liberty January 22, * 
and died of a dropsy on the fourth of 
September following, leaving no chil.

RAOUL ARDENT, so called from 
his lively genius and ardent zeal, a 
priest in the diocese of Poitiers who 
followed William IX. earl of Poitiers 
to the crusade, ro, in which there 5 
reason to believe he perished. He has 
left some homilies in Latin, 1586, 3vo, 
translated into French, 1575, 2 vol. 
8vo. 

RAOUX (John) a French painter, 
born 1677, at Montpellier, He was 
Bon-Boutogne's pupil, went to [taly 
for improvement; ani, on his return, 
the grand-prior, M. de Vendome, gave 


him lodgings in his palace of the 


temple, Raoux excelled in colouring ; 
painted portraits, historical subjects, 
and fancy-pieces, with success; and 
was admitted into the academy of 
painting 1717. He died 1734, at Paris. 

RAPHAEL d' Urbino, the greatest, 
the most sublime, and most excellent 
painter, that has appeared since the 
revival of the ſine arts, born at Urbino 
on Good Friday 1482, son of a mode- 
rate painter, whose name was Sarzio, 
Pope Julius II. and Leo X. employed 
Raphael, and loaded him with honours 
and riches. It is even said, that car- 
dinal de Sainte Bibiana valued him 80 
highly as to offer him his niece in mar- 
riage. He was Peter Perugino's pupil, 
but soon excelled his master, and 
quitted him entirely, that he might 
form himself from the works of bro- 
ther Barthelemi di san Marca, Leonardo. 
da Vinci, and Michael Angelo. Ra- 
phael's admirable genius discovers it- 
self in all his pictures. His contours 
are free, the disposition of his subjects 
grand, his designs correct, his figures 
elegant, his expressions easy, his atti- 
tudes natural, his heads graceful. He 
is every where beautiful, great, sub- 
lime; and every where displays judg- 
ment and charms. These perfections 
were not only the effects of his un- 
common talents, but of his having stu- 
died antiquities and anatomy, and of 


the friendship he contracted with 
| Ariosto, 
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Ariosto, which contributed not a little 
to form his taste. This painter's re- 
maining pictures are chiefly to be 
found in Italy, and at Paris. The 
Transfiguration in the church of St. 
Peter AMeontoris at Rome, is considered 
as his master-piece. His drawings are 
not so scarce as his paintings: he com- 
monly used a red pencil. Raphael was 
handsome and well made; mild, po- 
lite, affable, and modest ; but his too 
great fondness for a life of pleasure oc- 
casioned the disorder of which he died 
at Rome, 1520, aged 37, on Good- 
Friday, his birth-day. He left many 
pupils; among others, Julio Romano, 
and John Francis Penni, who were also 
his heirs; Polidoro, Caravaggio, &c. 
Several sKilful engravers have copied 
his works, particularly Raimondi, 
Ceorge, the Mantuan, and Bloemart. 

RAPHAEL d' Arezzo, a painter, son 
of 2 peasant. He learnt his art from 
Frederic Zuccharo; and several of his 
pieces in the Vatican, and at Santa 
Maria Majore, &c. are esteemed. 

RAPHELENGIUS (Francis) a learn- 
el writer of the 16th century, profes- 
sor of Oriental languages at Leyden, 
born February 27, 1539, at Lanoy, 
near Lille. The civil wars obliged 
him to go into England, where he 
tauzht Greek at Cambridge; but he 
returned to the Netherlands, and, in 
1505, married a daughter of Cliristo- 
pher Platin's, the celebrated printer, 
4naptelengius assisted his father-in- 
law in correcting his books, which he 
a! enriched with Notes and Prefaces, 
and was particularly engaged in the 
Polyglot Bible of Antwerp, printed 
1571, by -order of Philip II. King of 
Spain. In 1585 he settled at Leyden, 
were Platin had a printing-office ; la- 
bourcd there with his usual assiduity, 
and was chosen, for his learning, to 
he professor of Hebrew and Arabic in 
that university. He died July 20, 1597, 
aged 58, leaving, Remarks and Correc— 
tian on the Chaldee Paraphrase; a Hebrexv 
Crammar; a Chatdee Die.; in the Dic- 
tionary to the Polyglot of Antwerp, 
an Arabic Lexicon, 1613, 4to.; and other 
works, One of his sons, of the same 
name, published Notes on Seneca's 
Tragedies. 

RAPIN (Nicholas) a French poet, 
born at Fontenai-le-Comte, in Poitou. 


He was vice-senechal of his native 
VOL, IV, | 
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province, and went afterwards to Paris, 
where Henry III. made him provost 
of the high-constable's jurisdiction, 
which office he held till 1598. In his 
old age he determined to retire to Fon- 
tenai-le-Comte, and died at Poitiers, 
February 15, 1609, aged 74, leaving a 
family. A considerable part of his 


Latin poems may be found in tom, 3. 


of Les Delices des Poetes Latins Frangoais ; 
and his Epigrams are particularly ad- 
mired : the best among his French ones 
are, Les Plaigirs du Gentilhomme Cham- 
Petre, printed 1533; and those which 
he wrote on mademois?lle de Roche's 
Flea. Rapin also attempted to write 
French blank verse, in the manner of 
the Greek and Latin verses, by follow- 
ing the measure of their syllables; but 
succeeded no better than Bait, who 
nad made the same trial before him. 
He was one of those, concerned in the 
famous Satire, Menippee; the verses of 
which he wrote with Passerat; and the 
Speeches of the archbihop. of Lyons, 
an the rector, Rose. All his works 
were printed at Paris 1610, 4to. 
RAPIN de Theoyras (Paul) son of 
James de Rapin de Thoyras, born 
March 25, 1661, at Castres, of a noble 
and ancient family, originally of Sa- 
voy. He was admitted advocate at 
his native, place; but, on the revoca- 
tion of the Edict of Nantes, set out for 
England, arrived there 1686, and went 
into Holland not long after, where he 
enlisted in a regiment of French vo- 
lunteers, Which was then at Utrecht, 
and commanded by M. de Rapin, his 
ſirst cousin. In 1688, he attended the 
prince of Orange to England, and lord 
Kingston made him ensign in his own 
regiment the year following, with 
which he went into Ireland. Rapin 
was afterwards lieutenant, then cap- 
tain in the same regiment, and dis- 
played great courage in several sieges 
and battles. He resigned his company 
to one of his brothers 1693, and un- 
dertook the office of tutor to lord 
Portiand, whom he attended frequently 
to Holland and France, and accompa- 
nied him in his travels into Germany, 
Italy, and elsewhere. This nobleman's 
education being finished, Rapin went 
to the Hague, and there applied wholly 
to the study of History and fortifica- 
tions; but, in 1707, he settled with 
his family at Wezel, where he wrote 
his 
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his IIistory of England, aud died there 
May 16, 1725, aged 64, leaving a son 
and six daughters, His works are, a 
good Dissertation bn Whips and. Tories, 
Hague, 1717, 12m0.; a Hist-ry of Eng- 
land, printed at the Hague 1725 and 
1726, and reprinted at Teri, 17/28, 
10 vol. 4to.; to which is added a Con- 
tinuation in 3 vol, with Notes by Tyn- 
dal, 2 vol. Observe, that the 10 vol. 
printed at 7reveux contain an Extract 
from Rymer which is not in the Dutch 
edition; but the best is that. by NI. le 
Fevre de St. Marc, 1749, Ib vol. 4to.: 
there is an Abridgement, 10 vol. 12mo, 
This history is universally esteemed ; 
but the French Refugee may be disco- 
vered in it; for his countrymen, and 
their Kings, are too frequently blamed. 

RAPIN (Rene) a Jesuit, born 1621, 
at Tours. He taught the belles lettres 
in his Order with uncommon reputa- 
tion, and is justly considered as one of 
the best Latin poets and finest geniuses 
of his time. He died October 27, 1687, 
at Paris, aged 66, leaving the follow- 
ins works. Some excellent Sacred 
Helagues, and many other Latin Poems, 
r665, 4to. which have rendered his 
name celebrated throughout Europe ; 
that o Gardens is esteemed his master- 
piece. Reflexions on Filequence, Poetry, 
Hictery, and Piilossphy, These last are 
not esteemed. Comparizons between Ho- 
mer and Virgil, Demesthenes and Cicero, 
Pato and Arititotle, Thucydides and Lisi. 
Several religious books, the last of 
which is entitled, /a ie des Predestinec's, 
Kc. The whole collected at -{mitcr- 
dam, 1709, 3 vol 12mo. The best edi- 
tion of father Rapin's Latin poems is, 
Paris, 1681, 3 vol. 12mo. 

RAPINE (Claudius) a learned Ce- 
lestine, who was born in the diocese of 
Auch, and lived in a convent at Paris, 
till sent into Italy to reform some mo- 
nasteries of his Order, Which he did 
with great success. He was also chosen 
by the general chapter to correct the 
constitutions of this Order, conform- 
ably to the decrees of tlie preceding 
chapters. He died 1493. His princi- 
pal works are, De studiis Philosophie et 
Theologiz;, De itudiis Menachkerum, in 
which he proves that monks ought to 
study. Mabillon has made use of this 
book in his treatise n Monastic Studies. 

RASARIO (John Baptist) born of a 
zoble family at Valdugia in the No- 
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varese, a plilosopher and physiciax, 
well acquainted with ethics, why 
taught rhetoric with reputation at Ve. 
nice aud Milan, was a member of the 
academy de 84 aj}. tati at Padua, and 
died of a malignant fever 1578, aged 
above 60. Rasario was intimate 
with Sigonius, Manutius, Muret, Fer. 
rari, and several other learned men of 
that time. He has left Latin transla- 
tions of Galen, Oribasins, &c. 
RASCAS (Bernard) a geutleman 96 
Limosin, said, by sone authors, to 
have been related to popes Clement VI. 
and Innocent VI. He was celebrated 
in the 14th century for his genius ang 
education, his skill in law, his Pro- 
vengal poetry, and his Knowledge of 
the Holy Scriptures. His works were. 
also much admired, 
RASCHI, or RACHI, v. JARCEL, 
RASIS. v. RHASES, , 
RASSICOD (Stephen) an able ad- 
vocate to the parliament of Paris, born 
at la Ferté-sous-Jouare, in Brie. He 
devoted his studies wholly to the 
Poets and Historians, Greek, Latin, 
and French, for several years; but af- 
terwards attached himself to M. de 
Caumartin, and applied to the law. 
M. Rassicod assisted in the Feurnal ds 
Swans from 1701; was appointed cen- 
sor royal, and died March 17, 1713, 
aged near 73, leaving a son. We have 
a book of his, entitled, Notes wr ie 
Concile de Trente ... avec une Dissertation 
wr la Reception et 1 Autorite de le Conciie 
n France, vo. This work, which is 
esteemed, was printed without the 
author's Knowledge, and has passed 
through several editions. He wrote it 
for the Conferences held on the Coun- 
cil of Trent by mess. de Caumartin 
Bignon, le Pelletier, and de Besons, 
counsellor of state. 6 
RASTIGNAC (Lewis james de 
Chapt, or de Chat de) third son of 
Francis de Chapt, marquis de Rastig- 
nac, descended from a noble and illus- 
trious family, which traces its origin 
as far back as the ancient Sires de Cla- 
banngis in Limosin, celebrated in the 
French history from the end of the 
11th century, born 1685, in Perigord. 
He became a doctor of the house and 
society of the Sorbonne, grand-vicar 
and dignitary of the chapter of Lucon, 
and bishop of Tulles 1721. M. de 
Rastignac was deputed to the assem- 


bly 
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pl of the clergy, 1723, and there dis- 
tinguished himself so wuch, as to be 
translated to the archbishopric of Tours 
o months after that assembly broke 
up, In this character he was depnted 
to a similar assembly, 1726, where, 
being entrusted with the principal bu— 
einess, aud with the speech made to 
lis majesty at the close, he so entirely 
zained the esteem and conhdence of 
the clergy and court, that he had from 
that time a considerable share in the 
most important affairs of ecclesiastical 
government. M. de Rastignac attended 
the assembly of rhe clergy, 1734, had 
the management of almost all the bu- 
siness, and closed it by a speech, 
which the King honoured with his ap— 
probation. The harangue which he 
made at opening the assembly, 1745, 
was universally applauded, and he 
presided as chief, during almost the 
hole course of this meeting, as M. de 
Vintimile, archbishop of Paris, could 
attend but seldom, on account of his 
great age. M. de Rastignac's uncom- 
mon talents occasioned his being chosen 
to preside in the assemblies of 1747, 
and 1748. The verbal process of these 
Ai ferent assemblies remained a monu— 
ment of his eloquence, learning, and 
care to preserve the faith, and banish 
all strange doctrines, by which it 
might be corrupted. He possessed in 
a superior degree the inestimable art 
of governing; while naturally gene- 
rous, and conciliating, he employed 
lis influence only to make peace in 
families, and promote the welfare of 
his flock, by whom he was sincerely 
beloved. He took pleasure in culti- 
vating the talents of the young eccle- 
$231Cs at his own expence, and in- 
ring his clergy with a taste for the 
sclences. This worthy prelate died 
with sentiments of the most fervent 
p.ety, August 3, 1750, aged 65. He 
as abbot of Marmoutier, la Couronne, 
14 Trinite, at Vendome, and Vau- 
Iuisant, dean of the chapter of St. 
Martin at Tours, and commander of 
the order of the Holy Ghost, with 
wich he was invested, 1746, being 
_ the second of his name who have had 
that honour, (v. CHAT.) His works 
are, Harangues, Disceurses, and other 
Pieces, that may be found in the verbal 
process of the clergy ; Letters, Mandates, 
and Pantera! Instructiens, in which he

zealously defends the doctrine of the 
church, and the authority of the bull 


Unigenitus; Pastoral Initruftions concerns. 
ing penitence, the Communion, and Chris- 
tian Rightecusness, against the famous 


book written by Father Pichon, a 
Jesuit. These Pastoral Instructions, 
which are M. de Rastignac's principal 
works have been highly applauded by 
some persons, while others have at- 
tacked them with equal warmth, on a 
supposition that this learned prelate, 
in opposing a relaxed doctrine, contra- 
dicted what he had before said, and 
written, in favour of the constitution; 
but he declared invariably to his last 
moments, both in words, and by a 
public writing, that he had never 
varied in his doctrine, nor in his senti- 
ments concerning the bull Unigenitus, 
RATHERE, or RATHIER, a monk 
of the abbey of Lobbes, and one of the 
most learned men in the 1oth century. 
Having been carried into Italy, he be- 
came bishop of Verona, but refusing 
to resign the greatest part of his epis- 
copal revenues to Hugh, king of Italy, 
was imprisoned, then banished. The 
emperor Otho afterwards placed him 
with his brother Bruno, who was ap- 
pointed archbishop of Cologn, 953, 
and through this illustrious prelate's 
interest, Rathere obtained the bishop- 
ric of Liege, but was deprived of it at 
the end of two years. A council held 
at Paris, having restored him to the 
see of Verona, he quarrelled with his 
clergy, and was obliged to quit it again, 
Going then into France, he purchased 
lands there, had the abbies of St. 
Arnand, Hautmont, and Aupai, and 
died at Namur, 974. His works are, 
Apelegies, Synodal Ordinances, Letters, 
and Sermons, which may be found in 
tom. 2. of Dom. Luke d' Acheri's Spi- 
cilegium. Six books of Discourses Þ: &- 
[aquiorum, in which he explains the 
duties belonging to all states and con- 
ditions. These discourses are in tom. 
9. of the Amp/issima Collect io, by Fathers 
Martenne, and Durand. Rathere ex- 
presses himself strongly in bis works 
against the disorders of his time. 
RATRAMN, RATRAM, or BER- 
TRAMN, a celebrated monk, and 
priest of the abbey of Corby, in the 
gth century, jn the reign of Charles 
the Bald. He wrote a treatise against 
the object ions raived by the Greeks, another

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on the Birth of Jesus Christ, which is in 
d' Acheri's Spicelegium; two on predes-

dogs. But of all Ratramn's works, his 
treatise 61 the Þody and Blood of Christ 


made the most noise. This treatise at 


first appeared to favour the Protestant 


errors, respecting the real presence in 
the Eucharist; for which reason many 
learned menconsidered it as an heretical 
and spurious book ; but its authenticity 
was clearly proved afterwards by Pere 
Aabillon, M. Eoileau, and à doctor of 
the Sorbonne, who has published an 
excellent edition in Latin and French, 
1686, 12m0, reprinted with a defence 
in Latin only, 1712, 12mo. has also 
shown the work to be orthodox. In 
this book Ratramn undertakes to prove 
Ist. that in the Eucharist, the body and 
blood of Christ are figures, by the 
visible appearance of the bread and 
wine, though they are really the body 
and blood of Christ: 2dly. that the 
body of Christ in the Eucharist, differs 
not in substance, but in the manner of 
its existence, from the body of Christ 
as it was upon earth, and as it is in 
heaven, without vail or figure, 
RAVAILLAC (Francis) a famous 
man, but whose memory will be ever 
execrated, He was the son of a prac- 
titioner in the law. at Angouleme, and 
followed his father's profession for 
some time, then took the religious 
habit among the Feiullans, who ex- 
pelled him during his noviciate, on ac» 
count of his gloomy ideas, visions, and 
extravagances. Not long after this, 
he was committed to prison, on suspi— 
vion of a murder, but not being con- 
victed, obtained his liberty, and again 
became a solicitor; till the loss of a 
cause of his own, respecting a succes- 
sion, reduced him to such poverty, 
that he was obliged to Keep a school 
at Angouleme for his support. Ra- 
vaillac was a melancholy man; the 
vutrages, libels, and Sermons: of the 
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Leaguers, had unsettled his head in 
his early youth, and inspired him with 
a violent hatred to Henry IV. pos- 
sessed with the detestable idea, that it 
1s lawful to Kill all those from whom 
the Catholic religion is in danger, or, 
Who make war against the pope, the 
very name of Huguenot threw him 
into a rage. The necessitous state to 
which he saw himself reduced, joined 
to the loss of his law-suit, and the 
melancholy reflections which he made 
on his imprisonment, and his expulsion 
from the cloyster, increased his gloomy 
disposition more and more, and led 
him to form the execrable resolution of 
assassinating Henry IV. whom his 
heated imagination represented to him 
as an unzust tyrant, who was about to 
attack the pope, and took no pans 
for the conversion of Hunuenots, 
Fixed in his design, and prepared for 
the horrid attempt, he seated himself 
on a stone at the gate of the Louvre, 
and when he saw the King get into his 
coach about four in the afternoon, un- 
attended by any guards, and set out. 
for the arsenal to speak with the duke 
of Sully, he carefully observed where 
his mazesty placed himself, and fol- 
lowed the carriage at the distance of 
ten steps, watghing for an opportunity, 
A confusion of carts having stopped 
the coach in the middle of the street 
called la Feronnerie, which was then 
very narrow, Ravaillac got upon the 
hind wheel, and leaning forward just 
as Henry turned to whisper to the duke 
d'Epernon, who sat by his side, 
Stabbed him twice in the breast, and 
the second stroke cutting the artery of 
the lungs, so violent an eſſusion of 
blood followed, that this great prince 
was instantly suffocated, and expired 
without uttering a single word, May 
14, 1610, Had Ravaillac thrown ay 
his Knife, he might have escapedd un- 
known, but he remained on the spot, 
holding it still dropping with blood, 
upon which the duke d'Epernon or- 
dered him to be arrested. He was first 
carried to the hotel de Retz, where 
every body was allowed to speak to 
him, and removed to the conciergerie 
two days after, but still permitted to 
see Several persons. His trial at length 
came on, which being ended, he Was 
pulled in pieces by four horses in the 
place de Greve at Paris, May 27 _ 
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when about 32 years of age, after hav- 
ing persisted in replying to all inter- 
rogations, that he had no accomplices. 
This cannot however be easily believed, 
for after the horses had begun to draw, 
Rayaillac, moved by the pressing soli- 
citations of mess. de Filesac, and de 
Gamache, doors of the Sorbonne, 
who attended his execution, and ex- 
norted him to declare his accomplices, 
under pain of eternal damnation if he 
did not, desired leave to speak, and 
diftated his dying testimony. But the 
register Voisin wrote $0 inn, that it is 
impossible to read it, and this depo— 
sition has also been omitted in the 
verbal process of Ravaillac's punish— 
ment. To what purpose all these arti- 
fices, if he confessed nothing, nor had 
any accomplices? probably the judges, 
alarmed by the number and rank of 
the persons concerned in this horrid 
crime, avoided making too strict an 
enquiry concerning the motives, and 
the authors of it. Henry IV. received 
as is asserted, several intimations of 
the detestable plot formed against him, 
and was frequently admonished to be 
upon his guard; but notwithstanding 
this advice, and the great reason he 
had for mistrust, he neglected to take 
proper precautions, and this neglect 
unhappily proved the cause of his 
death. The enraged populace exlii- 
bited the strongest marks of attach- 
ment and love to their great King, both 
at the time of Ravaillac's execution, 
ind afterwards, | 
-RAVANYNEL, chief of the Camisards, 
who knowing that a price was set upon 
lis head, went to marechal de Villars, 
made himself known, and demanded 
the thousand crowns offered as a re- 
ward, The marechal pardoned him, 
and gave him the money; but Ravanel 
vetng discovered the year foilowing as 
louder of a conspiracy in Languedoc, 
was burnt alive, June 1705. | 

RAVISIUS TEXTOR, a celebrated 
grammarian of the 16th century. v. 
TIXIER. 

RAVIUS, or RAVE (Christian) born 
as is supposed at Berlin, 1613. He 
went into the East, where he learnt 
the Turkish, Persian, and Arabic lan- 
guages, brought from thence some 
very valuable MSS. and at his return 
to Europe taught the Oriental lan- 
guages with reputation at Utrecht. 
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Ravius aftetwards resided at queen 
Christina's court, then taught at Keil, 
and lastly at Francfort on the Maine, 
where he died June 21, 1677, aged 64.

RAULIN (John) a doctor of the 
Sorbonne, and . professor of divinity, 
born at Toul, who entered the order of 
Clumy, 1497, and died in February 
1514, aged 71, leaving Sermons, 1541, 
8v0, and some religious books, All 
his works were printed at Antwerp, 
1512, 6 vol. 4to. Another Raulin 
(John Facond) a Spaniard of the 18th 
century, has published an Ecclesiastical! 
Iliitory of Aalabar, printed at Reme, 4to. 
which 1s interesting. 

RAWLEGH, v. RALEGH, 

RAY (Jobn)- an eminent English 
botanist, and natural philosopher, born 
1625, in Essex, and educated at Cam- 
bridge. After taking his degrees, he 
applied to the study of divinity, and 
was ordained priest by the bishop of 
Lincoln; but his sentiments not being 
entirely conformable to those of the 
episcopal party, he never obtained any 
preferment, and this circumstance led 
him to follow his inclination towards 
natural history, To this science Mr. 
Ray devoted himself with indefatigable 
ardour; he travelled through England, 
Scotland, Holland, Germany, Italy, 
France, and several other countries, in 
pursuit of knowledge, and became a 
member of the royal society, 1667. 
Francis Willoughby, a learned natu- 
ralist, was his intimate friend, and he 

published 
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published that gentleman's Hi:rory of 
Fiihes, 1688, and Ornitholrg y, 1676, fol. 
with beautiful plates. M, de Salerne 
has given a translation of them en- 
larged, the first volume of which ap- 
peared in 1767, 4to. Ray was modest, 
affable, communicative, frugal, and 
very studious, and no less distinguished 
by his integrity, than by his learning.

RAYNAUD (Theophilus) a cele. 
brated Jesuit, born 1583, at Sospello, 
in the county of Nice. He resided 
almost wholly in France; and though 
lis singular opinions, joined to a tem- 
per naturally morose, and satirical, in- 
volved him in many disputes with his 
society, he would not quit it. Father 
Raynaud died at Lyons, October zi, 
1663, aged So, and the Carmelites paid 
him funeral honours in all their con— 
vents on account of the book he had 
written on the Scapulary. A complete 
collection of his works was printed at 
JI. von, 1665, 20 vol. fol. tom. 20, is not 
numbered so, but entitled Apopomperns, 
1669, and falsely marked Cracow; it 
contains those works which Father 
Raynaud would not have dared to own, 
They discover uncomman learning and 
extent of reading; but as almost all the 
subjects he has chosen are very singu— 
lar, and he treats them in a singular 
manner, his books sold slowly at first, 
and Boissat, who printed them, was 
rained, and died in an hospital.

REAUMUR (René Anthony Fer- 
chault, steur de) born 1683, at Ro- 
chelle, descended from a family of the 
robe. He studied mathematics, natu- 
ral philosophy, and natural history, 
and going afterwards to Paris, was ad- 
mitted into the academy of sciences, 
1703, from which term he devoted 
himself wholly to natural history, a 
branch of knowledge to which his in- 
clination particularly led, and of which 
he explored every part, His memoirs, 
observations, enquiries, and discove- 
ries concerning the formation of shells, 
spiders, spinners, muscles, sea fleas, 
the grains of which purple dye is made, 
and the cause of the benumbing quality 
of the torpedo, excited public curiosity, 
and early acquired M. Reaumur the 
well deserved character of an able, in- 
genious and agreable naturalist, He 
discovered the Turquoise mines in 
Languedoc, also the method of co- 
louring false stones, the materials for 
which are taken from a small fish 
called Able, or Ablete, (a Blay, or 
Bleak,) on account of its whiteness, 
His experiments on the means of turn. 
ing iron into n steel, concerning which 


he published a book, 1722, 4to. pro- 


cured him a pension of twelve thou- 
sand livres, and he obtained a grant for 
its being continued to the academy, as 
a supply for the expences necessary to 
the progress of the arts. M. de Reau- 
mur afterwards studied the method of 
making tin, and china, and construct- 
ing thermometers superior to those 
then in use, by rendering them uniform. 
He wrote the interesting history of the 
Auriferous rivers in France, with a full 
account of the simple, easy way, by 
which the grains of gold are extracted 
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from their sands, and also made curious 
and important observations on the 
nature of flints, on the bank of fossil 
Shells, whence materials are dug in 
Tourain for fertilizing the ground, on 
birds, and their preservation, on the 
skill with which they build their nests, 
on digestion, on insects, and many 
other subjects equally curious and use- 
ful. M. de Reaumur was the first who 
introduced the custom of varnishing 
eggs to Keep them fresh; but the time 
ic took up, added to the expence and 
other inconveniences attending this 
method induced him to have recourse 
to that which has been followed time 
immemorial in Greece and the islands 
of the Archipelago, viz. dipping or 
placing the eggs in oil or melted fat; 
and thus being no longer exposed to 
the air, nor the frost, they Keep ex- 
tremely well, and contract no bad 
Scent. But another and much more 
important attempt of M. Reaumur's 
was to ſurnish us with the art of hatch- 
ing and bringing up chickens and other 
birds, as practised in Egypt, without 
the hen's assistance. Exact in his re- 
marks and experiments, no circum- 
Stance escaped him, and hence his 
writings are well calculated to form 


excellent observers. M. Reaumur's 


sweet and agreeable temper made him 
greatly beloved and esteemed in $0- 
ciety. He died in his 76th year with 
the most pious sentiments, October 18, 
1757, in consequence of a fall in the 
castle de la Bernardiere, where he 
went to spend his vacation. M. de 
Reaumur left his MSS. and cabinet of 
natural history to the academy of sci- 
ences. We have a great number of his 
Alemeirs and Obserwatigns, on different 


parts of natural history published in 


the memoirs of that academy, and a 
large work printed separately, 6 vol. 
gro. entitled, Histcire naturelle des Iu— 
seFes. M. de Reaumur's works are 
accurate, curious, interesting, and very 
ingenious, but rather too diffuse. Nor 
can it be denied that his discoveries 
when reduced to practice do not always 
prove $0 useful as he seems to promise 
in his writings.

rules, entitled, De Plicipliuis ecelestasti- 
cis, et de Religione Christiana. This last 
he compiled at the solicitat-on of Rat- 
bode, archbishop of Treves, to which 
City he had retired, after being obliged 
to quit his abbey, 899. M. Baluze has 
published an excellent edition of this 
collection with Notes, 1671, 8y0. Re- 
ginon died at Treves, 915. 
REGIOMONTANUS, y. MULLER. 
REGIS (Peter Sylvanus) a celebrated 
Cartesian philosopher, born 1632, at 
la Salverat de Blanquefort in Agenois. 
Having finished his studies at Paris 
under Rohault, he went afterwards to 
Toulouse, and there established public 
conferences on the new philosophy, 
for which he received a pension from 
that city. M. Regis returned to Paris, 


1680, but the archbishop, out of defer- 


ence to Aristotle's philosophy, forbad 
him ta teach that of Descartes. He 
was chosen a member of the academy 
of Sciences, 1699, and died at Paris, 
January 7, 1707, leaving a Cue of 
Phitssophy, 3 vol. to.; A book entitled, 
Usage de la Rain et de la Fol, 4to.; An 
Auster to M. Huet's work, entitled, 
Cenmra Philcrnphia Cartesiana, 1691, 
12m0.; Another e et to M. du Ha- 
mel's Critical Reflettions, 1691, 12mo.; 
Some Jad, against Mallebranche, to 
prove that the apparent magnitude of 
an object depends entirely on the size 
of its image painted on the retina, &c.; 
Si le Plaizir nus rend actuellement heureux, 
1694, 4to. 

*REGIS (Peter) an ingenious physi- 
cian, born 1556, at Montpellier. He 
was admitted doctor at the age of 22, 


in 1675S, and formed a friendship with 


Peter Sylvanus Regis, whom he con- 
sidefed as his mater, and took for the 
D director 
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director of his studies. M. Regis prac- 
tised physic with success at Montpel- 
lier, till 1685, when the revocation of 
Nantes obliged him to retire with his 
ſamily to Amsterdam, being a Calvin- 
ist, and he died in that city, of an ab- 
cess in his stomach, September zo, 
1726, aged 70. His works are, 4 
(Cnaubin, on the proportion in 
dee air condenses; this may be found 
in Leclerc's Beth. universelle; O55ere 
wations touchant der petit chien d'une 
vent ree, qui sont net aiant le cut a tu¹νẽ 
hors de la Peitrine, in the Jeursal des 
Satans, 1681; An edition of the lcarned 
Malpighi's posthumous works, 1695, 
gto.; Uber vations tn the Plague in Pro- 
Vence, 1721.

KEGIUS, or LE ROY (Urban) a na- 
tive of Langenargen, on the Lake of 
Constance. He took private pupils at 
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Ingolstadt, for whose expences he was 


to be answerable, which reduced him 
to a Kind of bankruptcy, so that he 
was obliged to deliver up his books 
and furniture, and enlist himself as a 
Soldier. Professor Eckius, who had 
been his master, discovering him at a 
review, Procured lis discharge, and 

2stored him to the service of the 
muses. Regius made so great a pro— 
gress in the sciences at Ingolstadt, that 
ne TECTIVEU the oratorical and poetic 
crown in that city, from the emperor 
Maximilian's own hand. He was ap- 
pointed professor of rhetoric and poe— 
uy SOME time atter, and applied to the 
study of divinity, but adopted the 
Lutheran errors. This occastoned a 
breach between him and Eckius, his 
master and benefactor, to avoid whose 
reproaches, Regius retired to Augsburg, 
where he established a Protestant 
church. He was for some time a 
Zuinglian, but became atterwards a 
z2alous Lutneran. Eckius- went to 
Augsburg, in hopes of bringing him 
bach to the Catholic communion; but 
his endeavours proved vain. Regius 
devoted himself ro the duke of Bruns- 
wic's service, 1530, by whom he was 
made $upeiinteadant of the churches 
at Lunenburg, and married a lady of 
good family at Augsburg, who under— 
stood Hebrew cxamremely well, and 


brought him thirteen children, 
died 1541, at Zell.

. His works have 
been printed in 3 vol. fol. the two first 


containing his Latin pieces, the third 
what he wrote in German, 

REGIUS, or DU ROL (Henry) born 
July 29, 1508, at Utrecht, where he 
became professor of physic. His esteem 
for the philosophy of Descartes, grey 
into an absolute passion, and drew 
upon him great persecations from Voc. 
tius and other enemies of Degcartes 
who had nearly deprived him of his 
char; but Descartes disapproving some 
particular opinions advanced by Regius, 
in his E/ements of Natural Philosphy, the 
latter quarrelled with him, and pub- 
licly renounced Cartesianism, 1645. 
He nevertheless retained the greatest 
part of his master's doctrines, but made 
many alterations in them, His princi- 
pal works are, A System of Phy«ic!g\, 
Utrecht, 1641, 4to. ; Fundamenta Phys. 
ces, 1646, 4to. It was the latter that 
Descartes disapproved. Regius is ac- 
cuzed of having stolen a copy of Des- 
cartes' treatise on animals, andinserted 
nearly the whole of it in this work. 
A System of Natural Philosophy, 1661, ato, 
which has been translated into French, 
Utrecht, 1686, 4to.; Praxis medica, Sc 

REGNARD (John Francis) one of 
the best comic poets, after Moliere, 
born 1656, of a respeRable family at 
Paris. He was extremely fond of tra— 
velling in his youth, and after having 
visited Italy, embarked at Genoa, in 
an English vessel for Marseilles; but 
the ship being taken by corsairs, Reg- 
nard was carried to Algiers as a slave, 
and in danger of losing his life there. 
The French consul however ransomed 
him, and he returned to France, but 
left that Kingdom again in 1687, wer: 
into Flanders and Holland, afterwards 
to Denmark and Sweden, travelled 
also over Laponia, by the King of 
Sweden's desire, and wrote a very cu- 
rious Account of this last journey. He 
returned to Paris, through Poland and 
Germany, purchased the office of 
liemenant, in Eyre, of the forest of 
Dourdan, and obtained not long after, 
the estate of Grillon near Dourdan. 
In this agreeable retreat Regnard wrote 
the greatest part of his Comedies, and 
died there of chazrin, in September 
1710, aged 54. The most complete

NEGNAULDIx (Thomas) an inge- 
nious sculptor of Moulins, member of 
the royal academy of painting and 
sculpture, who executed the Autumnus 
and Faustinay in the gardens of Ver- 
sailles, and the Rape of Cybele, by Saturn 
under the figure of Time, at the Tuille- 
lies. He died 1706, at Paris, aged 79. 

REGNAULT (Noel) a Jesuit, born 
1683, at Arras, and died 1762, at 
Paris, author of Les Entretiens Phy sique 5 
- vol. 12mo.; Les Entretiens Mathema- 
tiqueis, 3 vol.; 'L'Origine ancienne de lu 
Physique nouvelle, 3 vol.; La Loegique, 
12min. 

REGNIER (Mathurin) a celebrated 
French satirical poet, born December 
21, 1573, at Chartres, son of james 
Regnier, a citizen there, and Simone 
des Portes, sister of the celebrated 
Philip des Portes, abbot of Tiron. He 
held a canonry ot Chartres some time, 
and had other benefices, with an, an- 


nuity of 2000 livres, on the abbey of 


Vaux de Cernai. Regnier was one of 
the first who wrote satirical French 
verses. His licentious life occasioned 
the discase of which he died at Rouen, 
October 22, 1613, aged 40. His re- 
mains were 1nterred at the abbey of 
Royaument. He has left 17 Satires, 
and other Poems, that have gone 
through several editions; the best is 
London, 1733, 4to. with M. Brossette's 
remarks. There is an edition by Elze- 
vir, 1652, 12mo. and one of Paris, 1746, 
12m0, See the judgement passed 
on Regnier by Boileau in his Are of 
Poetry, | 
REGNIER DESMARAITS, or rather 
DESMARETS (Francis Seraphin) horn 
August 13, 1632, at Paris, son of John 
Regnier esquire, seigneur Desmarets, 
and Mary Faure, sister of Pere Faure, 
general and reformer of the regular 
canons de Sainte Genevieve, He attach- 
ed himself to the count de Lillebonne, 
then to the duke de Bournonville, go- 
vernor of Paris, attended the duke de 
Crequi to Rome, 1662, as secretary to 
the embassy, and afterwards published 
a very interesting Account of the affair 
of the Corsicans, to which he had been 
an eye witness, 1707, 4to, Desmarais 
wrote with so much facility in Italian, 
both verse and prose, that he was ho- 


mon. 
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noured with a place in the academy 
della Crutca, 1667, His majesty gave 


him the priory of Grammont near Chi- 


non the year following, upon which he 
took the ecclesiastical habit. He was 
admitted into the French academy, 
1670, and from that time attended the 
court or one of the principal noblemen, 
and died at Paris, secretary to the 
French academy, and abbot of St. Laon 
de Thouars, September 6, 1713, aged 
$1, in consequence of having eaten too 
much melon, His principal works 
are, a good Frene Grammar, Paris, 
1706, gto.; A French translation of 
Rodriguez, on Cir is/ian Perfection, 3 vol. 
to. 6 vol. 12mo. or 4 vol. 8vo. This 
he undertook at the request of the je- 
suits, and it is esteemed. A French 
translation of Cicero's two books de 
Divinatione, 1210, and of the 5 books 
De finihus hong rum et malorum, with Re- 
marks, 12mo.; Several other pieces in 
prose and verse, Italian, French, and 
Spanish, Paris, 1708, 2 vol. 12mo. 
The French ones have been enlarged, 
1716, and 1750, 2 vol. 12mo, 
REGULUS. v. ATTILIUS. 
REHOBOAM, king of Judah, suc— 
ceeded his father Solomon, 975, A,C, 
He had no sooner ascended the throne, 
than Jeroboam, at the head of the 
people, went to entreat relief from the 
heavy taxes laid upon them by Solo- 
Rehoboam desired three days to 
consider of this request, during which 
time the aged part of his counsellor: 
advised him to ease his subjects; but 
he, chusing rather to follew the advice 
af the young lords, with whom he had 
been educated, threatened them with 
still hardertreatment. In consequence 


of this obstinacy, ten tribes, revolted, 


chusing Jeroboam for their King, and 
thus began the Kingdom of Israg}. 
Rehoboam, to whom only two tribes 
remained, was afterwards attacked by 
Shishack, king of Egypt, which prince 
besieged Jerusalem, with a strong 
army, and was about to take it, when 
Rehoboam turned to the Lord at the 
persuasion of Shemaiah, a prophet, and 
the Lord, moved by his repentance, 
saved the city from destruction. Shi- 
shak having concluded a peace with 
Rehoboam, carried all the treasures 
from the temple, and Rehoboam made 
Shields of brass, instead of the golden 
ones which had been taken away.

He fortified and built several cities in 
the tribe of Judah, but drew upon 
himself the wrath of God by his im- 
piety and idolatries, and died 938, 
A. C. aged 58, leaving 28 sons and 
60 daughters, by 18 wifes and concu- 
bines. 

RH DAN US (Everard) a celebrated 
historian of Deventer, who was Rurgo— 
master of Arnheim, and deputed from 
the States General. He died Feb. 25, 
1602, aged 52, leaving a Histery of 
Flanders, from 1559 to 1601, translated 
into Latin by Denis Vosius, Leyden 
1633, tol.-which is esteemed. 

REIHING (James) born 1579, at 
Augsburg. He entered among the 
Tens, taught ethics, philosophy and 
rheology, with uncommon reputation 
at Ingolstadt, and strongly combated 
the errors of Luther, during several 
years ; but growing weary of celibacy, 
retired afterwards to the court of 
Wirtemburg, turned Lutheran, and 
married, He was appointed profes- 
sor of Divinty and Director of the 
college at Tubingen, and died 1628, 
leaving several controversial works, 
containg different doctrines, according 
to the different times at which he 

wrote them.

REINECCIUS (Reinier) a learned 
German writer, born at Steinheim, in 
Paderborn, who taught the belles let- 
tres during a considerable time in the 
untversities of Franckfort and Helm— 
stadt with general applause. He died 
1595. His works are, a good treatise 
on the method of reading and study- 
ing history, Metiodus legendi Hitorias, 
Helmstadt, 1583, fol.; ilisteria Julia, 
the most complete and scarce edition 
of which, is 1594, 1595, and 1597, 3 
vols. fol. it is a curious work and much 
valued for the part respeQing the an- 
cient families, Histeri Orientalis, 4to, 
(.hronicon Hieresolymitanum, 4to. Scarce, 
and many other works in Latin, chiefly 
relative to the historical genealogies 
of the princes of different ancient na- 
tions, particularly the Jews, Greeks, 
and Romans, 

REINSIUS (Thomas) born Dec. 13, 
1587, at Gotha. He was well acquaint - 
ed with the belles lettres and physic; 
became a burgomaster of Altemberg, 
and counseller to the elector of Saxony, 
but settled afterwards at Leipsic, 
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where he practised physic, and died 
there Feb. 25, 1667, aged 80; after 
having been twice married. His works 
are, Six books, containing various le. 
tures, Altemberg, 1640 ꝗto. full of deep 
learning; 3 vol. 4to. of Letters, one 
1667, and two 1670, printed at Leip- 
sick and Jena; a good Supplement to 
Gruter's large Collection, entitled, $y,. 
tagma inscriptionum antiquarum, Lipsiæ, 
1682, 2 vol. fol.; and a great number 
of others in Latin. Reinesius was 
among the Literati who experienced 
the liherality of Louis XIV. 

REINOLD or REINHOLD (Erasmus) 
a,sKilful astronomer and mathematici- 
an of the 16th century, born at Salfel4 
in Thuringia, author of some mathe- 
matical works. He died 1553, repeat- 
ing the following line: 


Vixi, & quem dederas cursum mihi, Christe, peregi. 


There was in Germany about the same 
time, another Erasmus of Salfeld, who 
has left some works on the same 
SCIENCE. 

REISK (John) a celebrated rector of 
the college of Wolfembuttle, well ac- 
quainted with the belles lettres, orien- 
tal languages and antique medals. He 
died 170, aged 60, He wrote on 7th: 
Hern of Ammon; the Sibylline, and other 
ancient oracles; the Ahasuerus mention- 
ed in the book of Esther; Job's disease; 
the mages of Christ, and the language 
Wick he spoke ; on the Glassopetra, &c, 
Reisk also published an edition of 
Wolfgang Drechter's Chronicon Sarrece- 
nicum et [urcicum with an Appendix and 
Notes. 

REISKE (John James) born in Mis- 
nia. He was doctor of physic and pro- 
fessor of Arabic in the university of 
Leipsic, and has distinguished himself 
by publishing excellent editions of va- 
rious ancient authors; among others, 
Oratores Græci 12 vol. 8vo. ; Dionysius 
Halicarnassensis, 6 vol. Svo.; &C6. Pla- 
tarch 7 vol. 8vo. &c. This learned man 
died 1678, aged 58. 

RELAND (Adrian) born July 17, 
1696. ar Ryp, a village in North Kol- 
land, of which his father was then Ni- 
nister, as he afterwards was at Amster- 
dam. He obtained a professorship of 
philosophy at Haderwick, when only 
24 years, but resigned that chair after- 
wards to be professor of oriental lan- 


guages and ecclesiastical antiquities at 
Utrecht,

brated painter and engraver in the 17th.

to a tolerably good painter of Amster- 
dam, whose name was Lesman. He 
studied neither correct drawing, nor 
the antique taste, his whole aim being 
to imitate nature, as it appears; for 
which reason he succeeded in portraits. 


His paintings and prints, are very nu- 


merous and much admired for their 
bold and natural s:yle. He died 1688, 
at-Amsterdam. Rembrant excelled in 
the Chiara scuro. He has left a great 
number of engravings which are es- 
teemed. | 

REMI (St.) a very celebrated arch- 
bishop of Rheims; born of an illus- 
trious family and heir to great wealth, 
He vas raised to the see of Rheims 
about 460; distinguished himself by 
his learning and virtue, converted and 
baptized king Clovis, and died about 
January 23, 533- Some Letters and a 
[eitament, inthe library of the Fathers, 
and in Marlot's History of Rheims, are 
attributed to him. 

REMI (St.) an illustrious archbishop 
of Lyons in the gth century, who had 
been grand almoner to the emperor Lo- 
tharius, and Succeeded Amolo in his 
archbishoprick, 853. It is supposed to 
have been St. Remi, who, in the name 
of the church of Lyons, wrote an an- 
5\wer to the three letters of Hincmar 
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of Rheims, Pardulus of Laon, and Ra- 
banus of Mente, in which he defends 
St. Augustine's doctrine on grace and 
predestination, which he apprehended 
to have been attacked by the condem- 
nation of Godescale, This answer may 
be found in the Vindicie Predeirinat;- 
ois ef (rratize, 1650, 2 vol. 4to.; aud 
in the library of the Fathers, as als a 
translation by the same author, % 
condemnation of all men in Adam, and the 
deliverance of some by Jeu Crit. He 
presided at the Council of Valence, 
$55, attended that of Langres and of 
Savonierers near Toul, 859, settled 
Severai pious foundations, and died 
October 28, 875. A 

REMI, of Auxerre, a learned monk 
of the Abbey of St. Germain d'Auxerre; 
who died about 903, leaving a transla— 
tion oz the Divine Offices in Alcuin, and 
Several other works, which may be 
called Superficial, if we except his Come 
mentary 6; the Psa/ms, Cologn, 1536, fol. 
and the library of the Fathers.

REMI, Remmius (Abraham) a Latin 
poet and professor of rhetorick at the 
Royal College; born 1600 at Rem, a 
village in Beauvaisis, and died 1646. 
He has left several Poems in Latin, 
published 1646, 12mo. which placed 
him among the best poets of his time, 
His name was Revaud, 

REMOND DE SAINT MARD 
(Toussaint) a native of Paris, nearly 
related to M. Remond, who has written 
on games of chance, and several meta- 
physical questions. (v. MONTMORT) 
M. Remond de Saint Mard chose to live 


like a philosopher, free from all res- 


traint, dividing his time between the 
study of the belles lettres and the so- 
ciety of some persons of genius. Thus 
he enjoyed entire liberty, and though 
his constitution was weak, sickly and 
delicate, lived to the age of 75 at least. 


He died October 29, 1757, at Faris, and 


was buried in the parish of St. Roch. 
His works were printtd 1705, in 5 
small vol. 12mo. and consist of, Dia- 
logues des Dieux; Reflexions sur la passions; 
Lettres Galantes er Philosophiques 3 His-

RENAU D'ELESAGARY (Bernard) 
bron 1652, in Bearn, descended from 
the ancient house of Elisagaray in Na- 
varre. The Count de Vermandois, 
admiral of France, engaged his ser— 
vices in 1679, giving him a pension of 
a thousand crowns; and his opinion 
concerning the construction of ships 
was preferred to that of M. Duguesne, 
even by that gentleman himself. In 
consequence of this, M. Renau receiv- 
ed orders to visit Brest and the other 
ports, that he might instruct the ship- 
builders, hose sons of 15 or 20 yeais 
old he taught to build the largest ships, 
which had till then required the ex- 
perience of twenty or thirty years. 
{[avins advised the bombardment of 
Algters in 1680, he invented bomb 
boats for that expedition, and the un- 


dertaking succeeded. After the ad- 


mirab's decease, M. Vauban placed M. 
Renau in à situation to conduct the 
sieges of Cadaquiers in Catalonia, of 
Philipsburg, Manheim, and Franken— 
dal. In the midst of this tumultuous 
lite, he wrote his LVechrie de la manaeuvre 
des Vaisszcaun, which was published 
1689, Vo. The King, as a reward for 
M. Renau's services, made him captain 
of a ship, with orders that he should 
have free access to, and a deliberative 
voice in the councils of the generals, 
an unlimited inspection of the navy, 
and authority to teach the oiticers any 
ne methods of his invention; to 
which was added a pension of 12.050 
livres. The Grand Master of Malta 
requested his assistance to defend that 
ifand against the Turks, Who were ex- 
pected to besiege it; but the siege not 
taking place, M. Renau went back to 
France, and on his return was appoint- 
ed counsellor to the navy, and grand 
croix of St. Louis, and died Sept. za, 
1719. He had been admitted an ho- 
nourary member of the Academy of 
Sciences, 1699. XI Renau has left se-

He was a man of reflection, read

RENAUDIE (John du Bary de la) 
descended from an ancient family of 
Perigord. He was banished for for. 
gery, and passed the time of his exile 


at Geneva; after which, thinking to 


wipe off his disgrace by some brilliant. 
ation, he offered him elf to assist the 
Huguenots against the Guises, by as. 
sembling their partisans, whom he ap- 
pointed to meet on the first of Feb, 
at Nantes, They assembled accord- 
ingly, and resolved tu execute the 
conspiracy at Amboise, the courr being 
at that time there. This plot, Le Re- 


naudie was so imprudent as to com- 


municate to Peter Avenelles, an ad. 

vocate with whom he lodged; and 
Aveneltes, terrified by the danger, 
discovered the matter to Cardinal de 
Lorraine's Steward. La Renaudie was 
Killed in the forest of Chateau Renard, 
near Amboise, as he was conducting

RENAUDOT (Theophrastns) a phy- 
Sician of Loudun, who $2ttled at Paris, 
i623; and first published in 1631, the 
public news papers, so well known by 
the name of Gazettes, for which he 
obtained a patent from Louis XIII.

RENAUDOT (Eusebius) grandson of 
thc preceding, a member of the French 
Academv, the Academy of Inscriptions, 
and the Academy della Crusa; one of 
the most learned men of his time, in 
uistory and the Oriental languages; 

He en- 
ered the Congregation of the Oratory, 
tit quitted it Shortly after in 1665.

RENE', Earl of Anjou, descended 
ſrom the second branch of Anjou, and 
appointed by Queen Jane J. to succeed 
her in the Kingdom of Naples; born 
{january 16, 1408, at Angiers. He was 
zreat grandson of King John, and 
married 1420, to Isabella of Lorraine, 
Jaughter and heiress of Charles II. but 
his attempts to succeed his father 
in law in that Duchy proved fruitless. 
Although it had been adjudged to him, 
both by the Fathers of the Council of 
Basil and by the Emperor Sigismoni, 
Anthony, Larl of Vaudemont expelled

lim by force of arms, took him prisoner 
and compelled him to give his daughter 
Isabella in marriage to his son, Ferri 
de Vaudemont, whose descendants 
have continued to possess the sove— 
reiznty of Lorraine. He took a useless 
journey to Naples, to succeed Queen 
Jane II. who had declared him her 
heir in 1435, and died at Aix in Pro- 
vence, 1480. His second wife was jane 
de Laval, by whom, as by the first, 
he had chiidren, but they all died be- 
fore him. His nephew was his heir.

REYS (Anthony de) born 1620, at 
Pernes, three leagues from Santaren. 
Ke entered the order of the Oratory 
of St. Philip de Neri at Lisbon ; dis- 
tinzaished himself by his preaching, 
2nd was afterwards appointed histo- 
riographer of his congregation, qualifi- 
cator of the Holy Office, counsellor 
for the Bull of the Crusade, synodal 
examiner to the patriarch of Lisbon, 
and the three military orders of Por- 
tugal, chronologer to that Kingdom 
for the Latin language, and censor and 
academician of the Portuguese histori- 
cal academy. Father Reys understood 
Latin perfectly, and is said to have 
been well acquainted with all the liv- 
ing languages, He refused several 
bishoprics, and died at Lisbon, May 19, 
1698, leaving many works, both printed 
and manuscript; the principal among 
the former are: Some very elegant 
Latin Poems; his Epigrams are parti- 
cularly admired, being written with 
that strict regard to decency becoming 
his situation; The Life of Ferdinand de 
Meneze, in Latin; An Introduction to 
the Collection of the best Portuguese 
Poets, Svo.; An edition of the Corpus 
illuitrium Poetarum Lusitanorum qui La- 
tine seripserunt, in 7 vol. 4to, &c.

RHADAMANTHUS, son of Lycas- 
tus, and King of Lycia, exemplary for 
his severity and exact administration 
of justice; whence the Poets have 
feigned that he was one of the three 
judges of Hell, and colleague of Racus 
and Minos. 

RHADAMISTUS son of Pha- 
ramanes, King of Iberia and nephew 
of Mithridates, king of Armenia, to 
whose court he retired under pretence 
that a disagreement had happened be- 
tween him and his father, and there 
married his daughter Zenobia. But 
he afterwards r2ised a powerful army 
against Mithridates, and having drawn 
him to conference, treacherously caused 
him to be smothered; his crime did 
not, however, remain unpunished, for 
being defeated by Artabanns, king of 
the Parthians, he was forced to fly, 
after killing his wife Zenobia with 
his own hand. This happened in the 
year of our Lord, 52. His father Pha- 
rasmanes put him to death as a traitor, 
M. Crebillon's best tragedy is founded 
on the above history. | 

RHASES (Abubeker Mohammed, 
Surnamed) also Almansor, which sig- 
nifies Great; his surname of Arazi or 
Rliases comes from the city of Ray 


in Persia, where he was born in the 


year 860 of the Christian ra, and 
where there was at that time a very 
celebrated academy. In this academy, 
Rhases learnt philosophy and physic, 
and at the age of 40 was considered as 
the most skilful physician of his time. 
He had the care of several hospitals, 
and must have died at a very advanced 
age, being physician to the Caliph 
Moklader Billah, when that prince 
was Killed in 935. Rhases was a. Ma- 
hometan, and left several works pub- 
liched 1548, fol. with Tra/lianus, His 
Treatise on the small pox, was printed at 
London in Arabic and Latin, 1767, 8yo, 
RHENANUS (Beatus) son of An- 
thony Bilde, who having settled at 
Schelestadt, was called Rhenanus, from 
the little city of Rheinac in Alsace, 
his native place. Beatus Rhenanus, the 
subject of this article, born at Schele- 
Stadt, 1415, was correQor of the press 
to Frobenius at Basil, married at the 
latter end of his life, and died at Stras- 
burg, May 20, 1647, aged 62, He had 
a great esteem for Luther and some 
writers reproach him with having been 
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z Lutheran in his heart; but he cer- 
tainly never professed that doctrine 
openly. It was Rhenanus who first 
published the two books of Pelleins 
Paterculus, he also wrote the elegant 
preface to the works of Erasmus, pub- 
lished good notes on Tertullian, Pliny 
the Naturaliit, Livy, and Cornelius T aci- 
tus, and was author of several other 
works; the most esteemed is his His- 
tory of Germany, entitled, Res Ger- 
manic, 1683, 4to. which is considered 
as his master-piece. 

RHENFERD (James) born Aug. 15, 
£654, at Mulheim. He taught the 
Oriental languages and sacred philo- 
logy, with great reputation at Frane- 


ker, near 30 years, and died there 


November 7, 1712, aged 59, leaving a 
great number of curious Tr-atises and 
Dizzertations printed at Utrecht, 1712, 
one vol. 4to, This author was fond of 
Singular subjects, and piqued himself 


on Saying nothing but what was new. 


RHODIGINUS (Ludovicus Ezlius) a 
celebrated professor of Greek and Latin 
at Milan; born at Rovigo in the Ve- 
netian State, 1450. His family name 
was Riechieri, After teaching at Milan 
he went to Padua for the same pur- 
pose, and died there 1525, aged 75. 
His principal work is his ancient Lec- 
tures, Basil, 1566, and Francfort, 1666, 
fol. 

RHODIUS (Ambrose) a doctor of 
physic, born August 18, 1577, at Hem- 
berg near Wirtemberg. He practised 
physic at Anslv in Norway aud became 
professor of natural philosophy and 
mathematics of the college in that 
city; but having interfered too much 
in public affairs, was committed to 
prison, where he is supposed to have 
died, August, 26, 1633. His works 
are, Disputationes de Scorbuto ; A System 
of Optics, with a translation of the Cre- 
puscule in Latin, Witt. 1618, 8vo'; 
Dialogus de tranimigratione animarum Py- 
thagorica, qnomodo cadem concipi & defendi 

sit. This last has made much noise. 

RHODIUS (John) an ingenious 
physician and antiquary, born about 
1587, at Copenhagen. He went into 
Italy, and being at Padua, 1614, was 
so pleased with the city, that he settled 
in it, and determined to remain at 
liberty, rather than accept the pro- 
ſessorships Which were offered him, 
both there and at Copenhagen. He 
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died, February 14 or 24, 1659, at a.

RHODOPE, a celebrated courtezan 
of Thrace, who was a slave with Esop. 
Charaxus, a merchant of Mitylene, 
Sappho's brother, purchased her of 
Xanthus, and set her at liberty, Rho- 
dope was afterwards a courtezan at 
Naucratis, and acquired such immense 
riches, that she is said to have built 
one of the famous Egyptian Pyramids; 
this however appears fabulous, as well 
as the story of her slipper, and of her 
marriage with Psammeticcus, king of 
Egypt. 

RHOTENAMER (John) an eminent 
painter, born 1654, a Munich. He 
went to Italy for improvement, and 
acquired great reputation afterwards 


by his pictures, which partake both 


of the Flemish and the Venetian taste, 
Those most admired are, the Banquet 
of the Gods, painted for the Emperor 
Rodolphus II.; the Ball of the Nymphs, 
tor Ferdinand, duke of Mantua; and 
his picture of all the Saints, which is 
at Augsburg. 0 
RIBADENEIRA (Peter) a cele- 
brated Jesuit of Toledo, one of Igna- 
tius de Loyola's first disciples. He 
taught rhetoric at Palermo; was em- 
ployed by St. Ignatius in the most im- 
portant affairs, and died at Madrid, 
October 1, 1611, aged 84, leaving the 
lives of St. Ignatius, St. Francis di Bor- 
gia, Father Lainez, and Father Salmeron, 
Cologne, 1604, 8vo.; The Flowers of the 
Lives of the Saints, 2 vol. fol. filled with 
fables; A treatise on the Scham of Eng- 
land, 1594, 8vo.; The Library of the 
writers belonging io the Society of Femits, 
Lyons, 1609, 8vo, (v. OUDIN) A book, 
entitled, the Prince, which treats on 
the virtues of a, Christian prince, but 
contains some reprehensible maxim. 
It has been translated from Spanisn 
into Latin, Antwerp, 1603, fol, &c. 
RIBAS (John de) a learned divine, 
and celebrated preacher of the Domi- 
nican order, and native of Cordoua, 
where he taught philosophy and the- 
| ology 
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ology with reputation, during a con- 
siderable time, and was also regent 
and director of the studies in his order. 
This father wrote the fawous book, 
entitled, Theatro Jesuitico, Coimbra, 
1654, 4to. which has been falsely at- 
tributed to Don Idefonsus, de St. Tho- 
mas, a Dominican, and bishop of Ma- 
laga. Father Ribas also left Sermons 
and other works, most of them against 
the jesuits. Of this Kind is his piece, 
entitled, Parragan Hotere, with which 
Philip IV. king of Spain, was so much 
pleased, that he had it read to him 
after dinner, by way of conversation 
and amusement. 

RIBEIRO (John Pinto) a Portu- 
guese lawyer, who died 1649, leaving 
some works which have been col- 
leted in one vol. fol. Lisbon, 1729, 
and contain a copious Apology for the 
revolution of 1640. 

RIBERA (Francis de) a learned 
Spanish Jesuit, who taught theology 
with reputation at Salamanca, and 
died in that city, 1591, aged 54, leav- 
ing Commentaries en the twelve minor Pro- 
pets, Cologne, 1599, fol.; on St. Jon's 
Gespel, Lyons, 1623, fol.; on the Epistle 
to the Hebrews, Cologne, 1600, Svo.; 
and on the Revelarions, Antwerp, 1603, 
8vo.; also a treatise en the Temple, with 
the preceding and the Life of St, The- 
resa, Cologne, 1620, Sve. 

RIBERA (Anastasius Pantaleon de) 
a celebrated Spanish poet, one of the 
most humourous and agreeable ones his 
country has produced ; a native of Ma- 
drid, who lived in the 17th century, 
under Philip IV. His poems were 
printed at Sarrag»55a, 1640, and at Ma- 
drid, 1645, He is the Scarran of 
Spaing 

RIBIERA (Joseph) a painter v. 
ESPAGNOLET. 

RICARD (John Mary) a very emi- 
nent advocate to the parliament of 
Paris, and one of the best writers on 
the French law; born 1622, at Beau- 
vais. Like many other great men, he 
was not a ready pleader ; but one of 
the best in his profession for consul- 
tations or arbitration, and the greatest 
families of the kingdom chose him 
for their counsellor. He died 1678, 
aged 56, leaving a treatise oz Donations, 
the best edition of which is 1754, 
2 vol. fol. with the Commentary on the 
Customs of Senlis.

RICAUT or RYCAUT (Sir Pant) 
an English knight who travelled in 
Europe, Asia, and Africa, was secre- 
tary tothe earl of Winchelsea, ambas- 
sador from king Charles II. to Sultan 
Mahomet IV. and afterwards appoint- 
ed British consul at Smyrna, secretary 
to lord Clarendon, privy counselior 
to King james II. and resident at the 
Hanse towns of Hamburg, Lubeck, 
Bremen, &c. He died 1700, in Eng- 


land. His principal works are, The 


present State of the Ottoman Empire, an 
excellent book ; there are two French 
translations, one by Briot, well exe- 
cuted; the editions of 1670, 4to, and 
12mo. with plates is much valued;

RICCATI (Vincent) a native of 
Castel Franco, in the territory of Tre- 
viso, who entered among the Jesuits, 

726, as the age of 19, and taught ma- 
thematics at Bologna, till the the sup- 
pression of his order in 1773. At 
this period he returned to his native 
place, and died there of a cholic, 1775, 
aged 68, leaving some good mathemati- 
cal works, among others, a large trea- 
tise on Integral Caculation, 3 vol. 4to. 
He had been much employed about 
the course of rivers, and the republic 
of Venice, ordereda gold medal, worth 
a thousand livres, to be struck in ho- 
nour of him, 1774. 

RICCI (Matthew) a celebrated je- 
suit, born October 6, 1552, of a good 
family at Macerata. He went to the 
Indies, finished his theological studies 
at Goa, taught rhetoric there, and 
being in the meantime appointed mis- 
sionary to China, learnt the language 
of that country, nor did he neglect 
mathematics, which he had studied at 
Rome, under the learned Clavius. After 
many troubles ahd difficulties, Father 
Ricci arrived at Pekin, where he was 
esteemed by the emperor, the manda- 
rines, and all the learned, acquired 
great reputation, drew a rgap for the 
Chinese, and preached the Christian 
religion in China, He purchased a 
house at Pekin, whefe he built a 
church, and died there 1610, aged 58, 
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leaving some very curious memoirs res- 
pecting China, which father Frigualt 
has made use of in writing his history 
of that vast empire. Father d4'Orleans, 
a Jesuit, who published a Life of Ricci, 
1693, 12mo. says, that this father drew 
up a short catechism for the Chinese, 
in which he introduced scarcely any but 
Such points of morality and religion, as are 
most conformable to Christianity, These 
words of father d'Orleans have fur- 
nished the enemies of the Jexuits, 
with abundant matter for critical re- 
flections. | 

RICCI (Joseph) a regular clerk of 
Somasquo, who made himselt known 
in the 175th century, by two historical 
works, one of which is a Heister of the 
German Far, from 1618 to 1648, Com- 
monly called the thirty years war, 
Fenice, 1649, 4to.; then a History of the 
Wars of Italy, from 1613, 1653, Fenice, 
1655, 4to. They are both written in 
tolerably good Latin, and are esteemed 
accurate and interesting as to facts. 
The author was obliged to retrench 
some satirical strokes in the second, 
which has rendered it less entertaining. 

RICCI (Michael Angelo) a learned 
cardinal, born 1619, at Rome. He 
was well skilled in mathematics and 
divinity, aud created cardinal by Pope 
Innocent XI. 1681, but did not long 
enjoy that dignity, dying May 12, 1683, 
aged 64. Cardinal Ricci left a good 
treatise de Maximis & Minimis, which 
has been printed several times. 

RICCI (Sebastian) a good Ttalian 
painter, born 1659, at Belluno, who 
after having been employed in almost 
every court in Europe, settled at 
Venice, and died in that city, 1734. He 


_ was admitted into the Royal Academy 


of Painting 2nd Sculpture in his way 
through Paris. 

RICCI (Laurentius) the last general 
of the Jesuits, who though he saw the 
Storm rising which destroyed his so- 


ciety, remained fixed in his opinion 


that the world could not do without it. 
According to this idea, when he re- 
ceived propositions of reformation from 
France, he replied haughtily, that 
there was nothing in his order to re- 
form. The French monarch left the 
tribunals of his Kingdom to act on this 
occasion, who annibilated the society 
in France, 1763, and his majesty con- 
firmed the sentence. Other sovereigns 
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did the same in their respective states 
till Clement XIV. published a Bull in 
1773, declaring the society extin& 
throughout the Christian world. Ricci 
was carried to the castle of St. Angelo, 
with several of his brethren, some of 
whom regained their liberty under 
Pius VI. Clement's successor, but Ricci 
died there, 1775. The king of Prussia 
had tolerated the Jesuits in his terri— 
tories, which Pius VI. approved, by 
permitting them to elect a general. in 
1775, for the houses subsisting under 
the Prussian dominion; but these were 
also secularized, February 19, 1776, 
and dressed like the Prussia almonet. 

RICCIAVELLI (Daniel) v. VOL.

RICCIOLI (John Baptist) a learned 
Italian Jesuit, born 1593, at Ferrara, 
who taught theology at Parma and Bo- 
logna, and was well acquainted with 
astronomy and mathematics, He died 
1671, Ciranolegia rejormatia, Bologna, 
166g, 2 tom, in one vol. fol. Grp 
S Hydrographiz, Libri, Bononiæ, 1661,

fol, Venice, 1672, enlarged; Arm-

RICCOBONI (Lewis) an actor of 
the Italian theatre, known by the 
name of Lelis, who formed a company 
in 1716, and died 1753. His works 
are, Italian Come lies, 3 vol. 1200, ; 0 
Servaticns 01 the Theatres of Europe, 1738, 
8V0.; An Es5ay on the reformation of the 
Stage, 1743, I2Z mo.; Observations 
la Comedic & le genie de Molirre, 1730, 
I2mo.;  Histcire du Theatre Italien, 1730, 
and 1731, 2 vol. Svo. 

RICHARD I. king of England, surna- 
med Cæur de Lian, Succeeded lis father 
Henry II. July 6, 1189, being at the 
sametime, earl of Poitou and duke of 
Normandy, He embarked for the 
Holy Land, 1190, took the island of 
Cyprus, and went afterwards to the 
Siege of Acra, which place surrendered 
July 13. It was in this voyage that 
he gave the isle of Cyprus to Guy de 
Lusignan, in exchange for the title of 
king of Jerusalem. Richard gained a 
complete victory over Saladin the year 
following, and afterwards took several 
towns; but the retreat of king Philip 
Augustus, and the dukes of Burgundy 
and Austria, prevented his further pro- 


gress, Having therefore concluded 3 
truce 
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truce for three years with Saladin, he 
embarked at Ptolemais on his way to 
England, but was shipwrecked near 
Aquileia and arrested December 20, 
1192, by Leopold duke of Austria, 
whom he had treated ill at the siege 
of Acra. This duke sold him the 
year following to the emperor, Henry 
VI. who did not set him at liberty till 
1194, after exacting 10,000 marks in 
silber for his ransom. Richard being 
returned to his Kingdom, dispelled the 
faction that his brother John had 
formed there, and engaged afterwards 
in a war against Philip Augustus with 
various success. He died April 6, 1199, 
of a wound received before the castle 
of Chalus. Brave, terocious, and in- 
vatiable in his thirst for military glory, 
he was among those princes of the 
crusade whom the Saracens and in- 
fdels beheld with the greatest terror, 
lohn Lactlaud, his brother succeeded 
him. 15 
RICHARD II. king of England, son 
of the famous Prince of Wales, and 
[ane of Kent, succeeded his grand- 
father Edward III. ſune 23, 1377, 
when only eleven years old, This 
king's reign was much troubled by 
Seditions. At length, after having 
condemned the duke of Gloucester to 
death, and caused the duke of Lan- 
caster's estate to be siezed, he set out 
1399, with a view of subduing Ireland, 
which had rebelled the preceeding 
year, leaving the duke of York regent. 
But during his absence, the malecon- 
tents called the duke of Hereford, 
now become duke of Lancaster by his 
father's death; and this prince having, 
made himself master of London, com- 
pelled the King to sign a declaration, 
that he was unworthy and incapable 
of governing and confined him in the 
tower, whence he was soon after re- 
moved to Pontefract, and there mur- 
dered in 1400, at the age of 33. He 
defended his life better than his throne, 
For, having seized a battle axe from 
one of his assassins, he killed four of 
them out of eight. Isabella of France, 
this King's second wife, was the prin- 
cipal cause of his misfortunes. 
RICHARD III. king of England, 
son of the duke of Gloucester, and 
brother of Edward IV. from whom he 
usurped the throne, and caused him- 
self to be proclaimed king, June 22, 
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1483. He put to death Edward V. and 
the duke of York, the lawful heir of 
England, and assembled a parliament 
by which his mother was declared 


an adultress, and all her sons illegiti- 


mate but himself. Richard crushed a 
conspiracy formed against him by the 
duke of Buckingham, who was taken 
and beheaded; but Henry, earl of Rich- 
mond going into France and obtaining 
powerful assistance, both of men and 
money, from Charles VII. engaged all 
Wales on his side at his return. The 
usurper 1mmediately marched against 
him, and was killed at the bloody 
battle of Bosworth, August 22, 1486, 


being the last King of the house of 


York, or P/axtagenet, of which Henry 
II. was head. His death terminated 
the civil wars which had lasted $0 
long between the houses of York and 
Lancaster. The earl of Richmond 
reigned afterwards by the name of 
Henry VII. and was the Solomon of the 
North. | | 
RICHARD DE ST. VICTOR, a cele- 
brated divine of the 12th century, born 
in Scotland, who studied at Paris, 
where he entered himself as a regular 
canon in the Abbey de St. Victor, of 
which he was Prior, 1164, and became 
celebrated for his learning and virtue, 
and died March 10, 1173. He has 
left many works, in which he reasons 
very justly and methodically, and dis- 


covers great knowledge of divinity. 
The best edition of this author is, 


Rowen, 1650, fal. | 
RICHARD of Armagh, an eminent 
divine in the 14th century, a native 
of Ireland, who studied at Oxford, was 
appointed chancellor of that Univer- 
Sity, afterwards archdeacon of Litch- 
field, and lastly, archbishopof Armagh 
in Ireland, 1347. He strenuously 
maintained the jurisdiction of the 
bishops and curates in opposition to 
the mendicant orders and died about 
13 50, leaving a large treatise against the 
Errors of the Armenians, Paris, 1512, 
8v0.; Several Sermons; A book, entit- 
led, Defensio Curatorum adversus Medi- 
cantes, Paris, 1496, Svo.; and another, 
de Audientia Confessionum. These 
works prove their author to have 
thoroughly studied the holy scriptures, 
and his reasoning 1s very ingenious and 
forcible; but not entirely free from the 
errors, which were afterwards revived 
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by Wicklif. This celebrated divine 


is also known by the name of Fitz 
Rolfe, i. e. Son of Rodolphus, and by 
that of Armackanus, because he was 
archbishop of Armagh, and primate of 
Ireland. 

RICHARD (Martin) a painter of 
Antwerp, who though born with only 
the left arm, excelled in landscapes. 
He died 1636, aged 45. His brother, 
David Richard, applied also to paint- 
ing, but with much less success. | 

RICHARD (Rene) born June 23, 
1654. at Saumur, son of a notary in 
that city. He entered early into the 
congregation of the Oratory, in which 
he taught ethics and rhetoric, and was 
afterwards employed as one of the 
missionaries sent by his majesty's 
order into the dioceses of Lugon and 
ja Rochelle; but at length quitted the 
Oratory, became canon of St. Oppor- 


tune at Paris, and preached a long 


time in that capital. He died August 
21, 1727. His works are pretty nume- 
rous, and full of singular things, the 
principal are, Maximes Chretiennes, and 
Le Choix d'un bon Directeur, both writ- 
ten for the ladies of St. Cyr; Vie de F. 
A. le Vather, Pritre, Institutcur des 
Seeurs de Punicn Chretienne, 12mo,; His- 
teure de la Vie du Pere Juieph du Tremblay, 
Capuchin, 2 vol. 12mo. In this work 
the abbe Richard paints Father Joseph 
as a holy and virtuous Capnchin, such 
as he ought to have been; but he gave 
the public his true picture shortly after, 
and represented him as he really Was, 
in the book entitled, Le writable P. 
Joseph Capuchin, contenant ] Histoire anec- 
dot e du Cardinal de Richelieu, S. Jean de 
Maurienne, (Rouen,) 1704, 12mo. re- 
printed, 1780, 2 vol. 12mo. and to dis- 
guise himself the more effectually, 


wrote a criticism on this history, under

RICHARD (John) a native of Ver- 
dun in Lorraine, who was admitted 
advocate at Orleans, and though a lay- 


man, and married, passed his life in 


composing and selling Sermons. He 
died 1719, aged 81. His works are,

vol.; Advent and Lent, 5 vol.; The Mys-

RICHARD (John) a Parisian, ba. 
chelor of divinity, and curate of Triel, 
which parish he had carefully instruct- 
ed for 18 years, when he was confined 
in the official prison, for having writ. 
ten against the signature of the Form. 
/ary, He changed his curacy in 1673, 
for the priory of St. Avoie, near Chey. 
reuse, and died at Paris, 1686, agel 
65, leaving the following works; 
L' Agncau Pazca, 1686, Svo.; Pratique 
de Piu pour honorer le S. Sac ement, 
1683, 8vo.; Sentimens d' Erasme conforme: 
a Eglise Cathclique; Apharizme de Con- 
troverse, 

RICHARDOT (Francis) a celebrated 
bishop of Arras, born in Franche 
Comte, He entered the Augustine 
order, in the monastery of Champlite, 
was afterwards professor in the univer. 
sity of Besangon, and Succeeded cardi. 
nal de Granvelle in the bishopric of 
Arras, 1561, M. Richardot preserved 
his diocese from the errors of the Pro- 
testants, distinguished himself at the 
council of Trent, had a great share in 
founding the university of Douay, and 
died July 26, 1574, aged 67, leaving 
Synodal Ordinances, a treatise on Contri- 
versies, and other works. John Ri- 
chardot, his nephew, president of the 
conncil at Brussels, distinguished him- 
self by his abilities and fidelity, in se- 
veral important negociations, and was 
plenipotentiary at the peace of Ver- 
vins. He died 1609. 

RICHARDSON (John) a learned 
English divine, born at Chester, He 
was bishop of Armagh in Ireland, 


and died 1653, leaving Select Obier- 


vations on the New Testament, fol. in 

English. : 
RICHARDSON (Samuel) an English 

author, who died about the middle of 


the 18th century, known by his very 


celebrated novels, of which the abbé 
Prevot has given a French translation; 
Clarissa, 13 parts; Grandisen, 8 parts;

RICHEOME (Lewis) a Jesuit, born 
at Digne in Provence, who after hav- 
ing been rector and provincial, became 
assistant-general of France at Rome, 
1598, and died at Bourdeaux, Septem- 
ber 15, 1625, aged 87, leaving several 
Contreversial Trafs, and religious works 
printed at Paris, 2 vol. fol, 

RICHER (Edmund) born September 
30, 1560, at Chource, in the diocese of 
Langres, He had been at first drawn 
into the party and sentiments of the 
Leaguers, and even dared in one of his 
theses, to defend James Clement, but 
soon saw his error, and was one of the 
forwardest to acknowledge his legiti- 
mate Sovereign, after having taken his 
doctor's degree, 1590, Richer became 
grand master of the college of le Moine, 
then syndic of the faculty of divinity 
at Paris, January 2, 1608, in which 
office he strenuously defended the an- 
cient maxims of the doctors of this 
faculty, and opposed the thesis of a 


Dominican in 1611, who maintained 


the pope's infallibility, and his supe- 
riority over the council. He published 
a small tract the same year, O the Civil 
and Eccles iastical Power, 8 vo. to esta- 
blish the principles on which he as- 
berted that the doctrine of the French 


rested there. 
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church, and the Sorbonne, respeRing 
papal authority, and the authority of 
the general conncil, were founded. 
This little book made much noise, and 
raised its author enemies in the Nuncia, 
and some doctors, who undertook. to 
have him deposed from the syndicate, 
and his work condemned by the faculty 
of theology; but the parliament pro- 
hibited the faculty from interfering ia 
that affair. In the meantime cardinal 
du Perron, archbishop of Sens, assem- 
bled eight bishops of his province at 
Paris, and made them censure Richer's 
book, March 9, 1612. Richer entered 
an appeal (Comme d abus) from this cen- 
sure, to the parliament, and was ad- 
mitted as an appellant, but the matter 
His book was also cen- 
Sured by the archbishop of Aix, and 
three bishops of his province, May 24, 
the same year, and he was proscribed 
and condemned at Rome, A profusion 
of pamphlets now appeared to refute ' 
him, and he received an express order 
from court, not to write in his defence. 
The animosity against Richer rose at 
length to such a height that his ene- 
mies obtained from the king and the 
queen regent letters, (de Jusion) or- 
dering the faculty to ele another syn- 
dic. Richer made his protestations, 
read a paper in his defence, and retired. 
A new syndic was chosen in 1612, and 
they have ever since been elected once 
in two years, whereas till that time 
their office was perpetual. Richer 
afterwards ceased to attend the meet - 
ings of the faculty, and confined him- 
self to solitude, being wholly employ- 
ed in study; but his enemies having 
involved him in several fresh troubles, 
he was seized, sent to the prisons of 
St. Victor, and would even have been 
delivered up to the pope, had not the 
parliament and chancellor of France 
prevented it, on complaints made by 
the university. He refused to attend 
the censure passed on the books of 
Anthony de Dominis, 1617, and pub- 
lished a declaration, 1720, at the soli- 
citation of the court of Rome, protest- 
ing that he was ready to give an ac- 
count of the propositions in his book. 
on the Ecclesiastical and Civil Power, and 
explain them in an orthodox sense; 
and farther, ' that he submitted his 
work to the judgement of the Holy 
See, and of the Catholic church, He 
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even published a, second declaration; 
but all being insufficient to satisfy his 
adversaries, he was obliged to reprint 
his book in 1629, with the proofs of 
the propositions advanced in it, and 
the two declarations Which he had 
made. Cardinal Richelieu for:ed him, 
according to some writers, with a pis- 
tol at his throat, to publish a third 
declaration, Which he signed in Father 
Joseph's chamber. Richer afterwards 
applied himself to revise his works, 
and died November 28, 1631, in his 
Seventy sccond year, .He was buried 
at the Sorbonne, where a mass is said 
annually for the repose of his soul. 
Beside the treatise on Ecclcsiastieα 
Power, written in Latin for the first 
president Nicholas de Verdun, the 
first edition of which 1s 1611, 4to. re- 
printed at Cologn, 1701, 2 vol. 4to. 
with the explanations, the apology for 
Gerson, and his defence. He left a 
Histery of the General Councils, in Latin, 
4 tom. in 3 vol. 4to.; A history of his 
Syndicate, published 1732, Svo.; Vin-

in MS, the principal among which 
consists of copious memo.rs respecting 
the faculty of theology at Paris. All 
Ricker's works discover deep learning, 
great Knowledge, and abilities, in 
every branch of divinity, strong and 
ſorcible reasoning, and much more 
critical knowledge than we find in the 
other divines of his time; but he is ac- 
cused of being too much a republican 
in his principles and sentiments.

RICHER (Henry) born 1635, at 
Longueil, a village near Longueville, 
a town in Upper Normandy, in the 
territory of Caux, three leagues from 
Dieppe.. He was admitted advocate 
to the parliament of Rouen, but soon 
quitted the bar to follow his natural 
taste, and devote himself wholly to 
poetry and literature. None of the 
French poets have succeeded so well 
in fables as M. Richer, since the inimi- 
table la Fontaine; he also wrote tra- 
gedics, and died at Paris, March 12, 
1748, aged 62 years, and 
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Besides his Fables, collected and publish. 
ed, 1748, 12mo. and his two tragedies 
Sabinus, which has been frequently 
acted, and Coriolan, which has not ap. 
peared on the stage; he left a Tran. 
tion in verse, of Virgil's Eclogues, re.

RICHER d4' {be (Francis) cousin of 
M. de Fontenelle, at whose house he 
resided, after having been intendant 
of Soissons, and there died, 1752, aged

RICIUS (Paul) a learned German 

Jew, who having been converted, 
taught philosophy with great credit at 
Padua, and was afterwards invited 
into Germany, by the emperor Maxi. 
milian, and appointed one of his phy. 
sicians. He published many works 
against the Jews, and on different sub- 
jects, in which he maintains that the 
heavens are animated, and advances 
other paradoxes. De Cœles ti Ao riculturd, 
Bas. 1587, fol.; Talmudica Commentaricla, 
Augsburg, 1519, 4to.; De 73 Motaicæ 
Sanctionis Edietis, Augsburg, 1515, 4t0, 
His candour, honesty, moderation, and 
learning, are much praised, He lived 
in the 16th century, and Erasmus has 
given his eulogy in the last letter of 
his first book. 

RICOBINI, or RICOBON Ric25onms 
1541, at. Rovigo, 
where he became eminent for teaching 
the belles lettres, and was in conse- 
quence invited to be proſessor of rhe- 


toric at Padua, in which situation he 


acquitted himself with great success 
during 30 years, and died 1599, in that 
city, leaving Historical Commentaries, 
with fragments of the ancient histori- 
ans; Commentaries on Cicero's orations, 
and some of his other works; A Sytem 
of Rictoric, 1595, 8V0.; Commentaries on 
Aristotle's Rheteric, Ethics, and Poetica, 
4t9.; A Iliitog of the University of Paris, 
Paris, 1592, 4to. with some other 
works, the whole in Latin, He was 
no friend to Joseph Scaliger, in conse- 
quence of which the latter abuses him 

much. 
RIDLEY (Nicholas) a learned 
English divine, born in Northumber- 
land, and educated at Cambridge. He 
Was 
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was made bishop of Rochester by 
Edward VI. and afterwards translated 
to the see of London; but deposed on 
queen Mary's aceession to the flirone, 
and burnt at Oxford, October 16, 1555. 
Bishop Ridley was one of the most ce- 
jebrated Protestant divines, and has 
left a treatise de Cana Deminica, and 
come othet books against the Catholic 
religion. He must be distinguished 
from Thomas Ridley, a learned English 
lawyer, who died 1628, author of 4 
eto of the Civil and Ecclesiastical Law,

RIESCH (Bonaventura) a learned 
Lutheran divine, born 1696, at Lindau, 
where he became pastor and librarian, 
and died 1749, leaving several Disser- 
„tions in Latin; A great number of 
Fermens in German; 1 Hirtory vf be 
thirty years war, and that of the minis— 
try and schools of Lindau, from what 
is called the reformation, These two 
last have not been printed yet 
RIEUX (John de) sire de Rieux, 
and de Rochefort, marechal of France, 
son of John de Rieux, descended from 
one of the most noble and ancient fa— 
milies in Bretany. He did great ser- 
vices to Charles VI. and defeated the 
English, who were ravaging Eretany, 
1404, In 1411, he was deprived of 
his office, but restored to it, 1412. He 
resigned his dignity, August 12, 1417, 
to Peter de Rieux, his son, seigneur de 


Rochefort d' Asserac, and Chàteau- neuf, 


who was also deprived of it in 1418. 
He adhered to the dauphin's party, and 
served that prince with great fidelity 
and success. In 1435, he defended 
the town of St. Deny's against the 
English, retook Dieppe from them, 
and forced them to raise the siege of 
Harfleur, 1438; but William Flavi, 
viscount d' Assi, arrested him before 
the gate of the castle at Compiegne, 
and confined him in a prison, where 
ne died through want. 

 RIEUX (John IV. de) great nephew 
of the preceding. He followed duke 
Francis in the war for the public good, 
1464, was appointed marechal of Bre- 
tany, 1470, and lieutenant-general of 
the armies in that duchy, 1472. The 
duke's favourites forced him to join 
the malcontents, 1484, but having re- 
turned to his duty, the duke appointed 
him tutor to his daughter Anne of Bre- 


tany, whose marriage he concluded 
VOL, IV, 
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with Charles VIII. and followed that 
prince to the wars of Naples, He was 
made marechal of France, 1494, and 
Louis XII. sent him into Roussilton as 
commander, where he fell sick before 
Salces, and died there, 1518, aged 71. 
His family still subsists. 

RIGAUD (Hyacinth) a celebrated 


Painter, born July 25, 1663, at Per- 


pignan, He excelled particularly in 
portraits, and had the honour of paint- 
ing those of all the royal family, to 
the fourth generation, His large pic- 
ture which represents cardinal de 
Bouillon opening the holy year, is a 
master-piece equal to the finest pro- 
ductions of Ruben's. He was made 
professor and direQor of the academy 
of painting, and enohled on account 
of his great talents. He died December 
29, 1743, at Paris, aged 80. A lady 
having sent her footman for a painter 
to paint her chamber, the man applied 
to Rigaud, and our artist, much pleased 
with the mistake, obeyed the sum- 
mons, The lady perceived her ser- 
vant's blunder immediately, but the 
event brought on an acquaintance, 
which terminated in marriage.

RITTANGELIUS (John Stephen) a 


= native of Forcheim, in the bishopric 


of Bamberg, said by some writers to 
have been born a Jew; but others 
assert that he turned Jew, from being 
a Roman Catholic, and from a Jew, 
became a Lutheran. This however is 
certain, that he published several 
books containing Judaical learning, 
was professor of Oriental languages in 
the academy of Konigsburg, and died 
about 1652. His works are, A Com- 
mentary on the book Tezirai, or, the 
Creation, attributed to Abraham, Am- 
iterdam, 1642, 4to.; A treatise de veri- 
tate Religionis Christianæ, Franeker, 
1699; Libra weritatis, 1698, in which 
he asserts that the Chaldee paraphrase 
furnishes arguments against the Jews, 
and Anti-Trinitarians; Letters; A Ger- 
man trantlation of the Prayers used by 
the Jews in their synagogues, on the 
first day of each year, and other works.

RITTERSHUYS (Conrad) Rittershu- 
ius, à native of Brunswic, and learned 
lawyer, author of several valuable 
works containing great learning, and 
critical skill, besides which he pub- 
lisbed some editions of ancient authors. 
He was professor of law at Altorf, and 
died there, 1613. | 

RITTERSHUYS (Nicholas) Ritter- 
i/usius, son of the preceding, born 
1597, at Altorf.

RITTMEIER (Christopher Henry) a 


learned Lutheran divine, and cele- 
brated philologist, born January zo, 
1671, at Helmstadt, and died August 
4, 1719, He was professor of Greek, 
afterwards of divinity, and has left a 
great number of works in Latin, which 
relate chiefly to questions in sacred and 
ecclesiastical philology. 

RIVALZ (Anthony) a skilful paint- 
er, son of John Peter Rivalz, painter 
and architect of the Town Hall at Tou- 
louse, Having learnt drawing from 
his father, he went to Rome, and

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there gained the first prize for painting 
in the academy of St. Luke; but re- 
turned afterwards to Toulouse, where 
he distinguished himself as his father's 
successor, and died 1735, aged 68. 
This artist had a firm touch, a vigorous 
pencil, and his drawing was correct. 
Bartholomew Rivalz, his cousin, has 
engraved from his works, and the 
chevalier Rivalz, his son, maintained 
by his talents the reputation of his fa- 
mily as painters. 

RIVAULT (David) sieur de Fleu- 
rance, born at Laval, about 1571. He 
was educated with Guy, count de 
Laval, and appointed sub- preceptor, 
afterwards preceptor to king Louis 
XIII.

RIVERY (Claudius Francis Felix

RIVET (Andrew) an eminent and 
learned Calvinist minister, born 1572, 
at St. Maixent in Poitou, who acquired 
so high a degree of credit with his 
sect, as to be employed in their most 
important affairs, and presided at seve- 


ral of their synods. He was appointed 


professor of divinity at Leyden, and 
died at Breda, January 7, 1651, aged 
78, leaving a treatise, entitled, Criticus 
sacer, Dort. 1619, 8vo.; Commentaries on 
Several books of scripture; many con- 
troversial tracts, and other works, col- 


lected in 3 vol. fol. William Rivet, 
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one of his brothers, a minister in 
France also, was author of a treatise 
on Futification; A. treatise on Ecclesias- 
tical Liberty, against the papal autho- 
rity, Geneva, 1625, 8vo, and some 
other works, 

RIVET de a Grange (Dom. Anthony) 
of the same family as the celebrated 
Calvinist ministers, Andrew and Wil- 
liam Rivet, but descended from a 
Catholic branch, born October Zo, 
1683, at Consolens, a small town in 
Poitou. He studied philosophy under 
the Jacobins at Poitiers, but an escape 
from very imminent danger, deter- 
mined him to put on the Benedictine 
habit, which he accordingly did at 
Marmoutier, 1704, and took his vows 
there, 1705. In 1716, he was trans- 
ferred to the monastery of St, Cyprian 
at Poitiers, and summoned to Paris 
the year following, to assist Some other 
monks in compiling a history of illus- 
trious men of the Benedictine order; 
but this project failing, Dom. Rivet 
turned his thoughts entirely to the 
literary history of France, which he 
had before formed a design of writing, 
and which employed the rest of his 
life. He was assisted in this work by 
three of his brethren, Dom. joseph 
Duclou, Dom. Maurice Poncet, and 
Dom. John Colomb, who were all his 
particular friends, good critics, accu- 
rate and indefatigable writers, In 
1723, D. Rivet published at Amster- 
Jam, Le Necrologe de Port Royal des 
Cramps, a work of which he was very 
fond, and added to it a long historical 
preface. This publication, joined to 
his warm opposition to the bull Uni- 
genius, from which he had appealed, 
made much noise, and he was com- 
pelled to retire into the abbey of St. 
Vincent at Mans the same vear, where 
he laboured assiduously during more 
than thirty years to complete his Lite- 
rary History of France. He published 
the first volume in 1733, 4to. and was 
ftinishing the ninth, which contains the 
lirst years of tlie 12th century, when he 
died with sentiments of the most fer- 
vent piety, February 7, 1749, in his 
66th year, worn out with intense ap- 
plication, austerities, and the strict 
and rigorous observation of his rule, 
from which he never departed. Dom. 
Tailliandier, one of his brethren, has 
prefixed his eulogy to vol. 9. of the 
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History above mentioned, which ba 
been continued to 12 vols, and is uni. 
versally esteemed. Dom Rivet was an 
appellant and re- appellant, adhering 
to M. de Senez, and very warm against 
the bull Unigenitus. 

RIVIERE (Poncet de) chevalier 
bailiff of Montferrand, mayor of Bowe, 
deaux, counsellor and chamberlain to 
King Louis XI. and commander of the 
company of free archers in his guardz, 
a great statesman and soldier, why 
commanded the Vanguard at the battle 
of Montlhery against the count de 
Charollois, 1464, and is supposed to 
have descended from the ancient fa. 
mily of the vicomtes de Riviere, seig- 
neurs de Labatus. 

RIVIERE (Lazare) a learned pro. 
fessor of physic at Montpellier, auth 
of an excellent Pratique de Medicine, 
and several other works collected in 
one volume, fol. He died 1656. He 
was born at Montpellier, 1590. „.

RIVIERE (Henry Francis de la) a 
native of Paris, well known by his 
law-suit with the celebrated count de 
Bussy, son of Charles Francis de la 
Riviere, gentleman in ordinary of his 
majesty's bedchamber, and controller. 
generalof the queen's houshold. Aiter 
Some slight application to study, he 
went into the army, was at the siege 
of Gigeri in Barbary, with the duke, 
to whom he was aid-de-camp, and 
having distinguished himself in the 
service for some time, retired to an 
estate which he had, near the spot 
where the famous count de Bussy Ra- 
butin at that time resided. The count 
had then with him Frances Louisa de 
Rahutin, his daughter, a very beautiful 
lady, witty, rich, possessed of every 
grace and attraction, who was widow 
ot the marquis de Colligny Langeac. 
M. de la Riviere gained her affection, 
and they were privately. married, May 
I3, 1651. M. de Bussy Rabutin was 
like a mad man when he became ac- 
quainted with the affair, determined 
instantly to get the marriage set aside, 
and even prevailed on his daughter te 
declare against her husband. This 
law-suit made much noise, and gave 
rise to many libels and factums, in 
which the count and his son in law did 
not spare each other. They were quiet 
after the cause had been decided ; but

though sentence was given in favour of 
M. de la Riviere, the marchioness de 
Rabutin refused to live with him, not- 
' withstanding she had at first professed 
4 passion like that of the heroines in 
romance. Some years after this, M. 
de la Riviere quitted this gay world, 
and retired to the institution of the 
Oratory in Paris, where he ended a 
most exemplary life, 1734, at the age 
of 94: His works are, Letters, 1752 2 
vol, l2mo. uninteresting, and written 
in an affected style; the best part of 
this collection is his Fadum, against M.

RIVINUS (Andrew) whose real 
name was Barchman, a native of: Hall 
in Saxony, professor of belles lettres 
at Leipsic. He died 1656, aged 55, 
after having been married three times, 
He left learned dissertatons and com- 
mentaries on ancient authors, that on 
the Pervigilium Veneris, is in the edition 
of the Hague, 1712, Svo. 

RIVIUS (John) an ingenious Augus- 
tine, born at Louvain, son of Gerard 
Rivius the printer, He was prior and 
provincial in his order, and died about 
i656, leaving a life of St. Augustine, 
Which is esteemed, and other works. 
He must be distinguished from john 
Rivius, a learned Lutheran divine of 
Altendorn. This latter taught the 
belles lettres a long time in Germany, 
and was appointed counsellor to George, 
duke of Saxony, then preceptor to 
Augustus, who was afterwards eleQor. 
He died rector of the college at Meis- 
sein, 1553, aged 53, leaving several 
works concerning the Latin authors. 

RIUPEROUX (Theodore de) a 
French poet, born March 4, 1664, at 
Montauban. He wore the ecclesiast- 
cal habit for a time, but M. de Barbe- 
£ieux, who had a great regard for him, 
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Stripped him of it one day in the midst 
of a repast, being persuaded that he 
was not called to that state of life. 
Riuperoux afterwards became secretary 
to the marguis de Crequi; and it is 
said that this nobleman being engaged 
one day to play with the king, laid by 
a thousand louis for the occasion, 
which sum he deposited with his secre- 
tary, lest he should be tempted to 
Spend 1t any other way; but that Riu- 
peroux himself lost them at a gaming 
table. He died 1606, at Paris. He 
left some small poetical pieces, and 
four tragedies, Aunibal; Valerian, La 
Neort & Auguste, and Hypermnestre, which 
last is esteemed, and continues to be 
acted. 

RIZZ IO, RIZZO, or RICCI (David) 
a musician of Turin, who sung well, 
and was carried into Scotland by the 
count di Moretto, when that nobleman 
went thither as ambassador, Queen 
Mary Stuart the reigning sovereign, 
was much charmed with his talents, 
which were not confined to music, and 
made use of him in several important 


negociations. Henry Stuart the queen's 


husband, wanted to be declared king, 
which she opposed, and Henry, sup- 
posing that Rizzio was his enemy, 
found Some noblemen, who promised 
to revenge him, Some days after, the 


-queen being at supper with the coun- 


tess of Argyle, and Rizzio, who was 
Speaking to her about business, the 
duke of Rothsay entered the apartment 
with Retwin, followed by five armed 


men, and Retwin $iezed Rizzio's arm 


to drag him into the next room. Mary, 
who suspected their design, tried in 
vain to prevent it; Rizzio was forced 
out and murdered, 1566. The queen 
revenged his death on some of the 
assassins, whom she ordered to be pub- 

licly cxecuted. | 
ROA (Martin) a Spanish Jesuit, au- 
thor of a singular book entitled, Szara 
dell anime, del purgatorts, de beati in cielo, 
Sc.

ROALDES (Francis) an eminent 
lawyer in the 16th century, descended 
from a noble family of the little city of 
Marsillac in Rouergue. After having 
taught law with reputation at Cahors 
and Valence, he was appointed pro- 
fessor of that science at Toulouse, 
where he died with grief, 1589, aged 
70, 
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70, in consequence of the president 


Duranti's tragical end. M. Roaldes 
left Annotationes in notitiam utramque, tum 


crientis, tum oocidentis; Un discours des 
choses memorables de la ville de Calors, and 
some other works which have not 
been printed. Francis Roaldes, prin- 
cipal lientenant in the presidial of 
Cahors, his cousin-German, was also 
an able lawyer. He died February 22,

ROBBE (James) engineer and geo- 
grapher to his majesty, born 1643, at 
Soiss0ns. He was perpetual mayor of 
St. Denys en France, and advocate to 
the parliament of Paris. He died 1721, 
at Soissons. His two principal works 
are, Methode pour apprendre facilement la 
Geographie, 2 vol. 12mo.; Emblime wr 
ta Paix, presented to the King, March 
29, 1679. They are both esteemed. 
He was also author of % Rapintere, a 
commander, under the name of Bar- 
quebois. 

ROEERT de Courtenay, French em- 
peror of the East, succeeded Peter de 
Courtenay towards the close of 1220, 
and was crowned at Sancta Sophia, 
March 25, 1221. Having suffered 
himself to be blocked up by Vatacius, 
emperor of Nice, even in the territory 
of Constantinople, he was compelled 
to sue for peace. He married the 
daughter of a Knight of Artois, who 
had been promised to a Burguudian 
gentleman, and this gentleman to re- 
venge himself, forced away the em- 
press and her mother, threw the latter 
into the sea, cut off the daughter's nose 
and ears, and left her upon the $hore. 
Robert died of grief in consequence of 
this event, 1228, and the nobility 
chose John de Brienne, who had been 
deprived of his Kingdom of jerusalem, 
to govern the empire, during the mi- 
nority of Baudouin 11. 

ROBERT, or RUPERT, emperor of 
Germany, surnamed /e Þref, and /e De 
bonnarre, prince palatine, and duke of 
Bavaria, raised to the empire, 1400, 
after Wenceslaus, king of Bohemia 
had been deposed. He founded a uni- 
versity at Heidelburg, and died at 
Oppenheim, May 18, 1410. This 
prince by yielding to the German lords 
the power of life and death, cumpleted 
the establishment of their sovereignty. 
He divided his dominions between his 
four sons, from whom different 
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branches of the Palatine family haye 
descended. 

ROBERT, king of France, surnameg 
the Devout, the Upright, and the Mi. 
Succeeded Hugh Capet his father, 997. 
He was compelled to part with Bertha 
his relation, whom he had married 
without a dispensation, and $00n after 
espoused Constance, daughter of Wil. 
liam, earl of Provence and Arle, 


Robert had been excommunicated in 


consequence of his first marriage, on 
which anathema all his domestics for- 
sook him, excepting two, and these 
put all the plates and cups which he 
had 'used into the fire to purify them, 
Henry, duke of Burgundy, his uncle, 
Hugh Capet's brother, dying without 
legitimate issue, he united. that duchy 
to the crown, and invested Henry, his 
second son with it, who, when king, 
ceded it to liis youngest brother Robert, 
This last mentioned prince was head 


of the first royal branch of the dukes 


of Burgundy, which subsisted near 360 
years, Robert appeased the troubles 
of his Kingdom, laboured to promote 
learning and a taste for the sciences, 
and encouraged the devotion of the 
people by building many magnificent 
churches. Nor was this all ; he caused 
the property of the churches to be 
restored, which had been usurped by 
the laity from the end of the first race. 
This depredation had proceeded still 
farther under the second race; bene- 
fices were possessed by hereditary title, 
fathers divided them among their chil- 
dren, and a cure, was given as a mar- 
riage portion; yet no idolaters then 
remained in France, those who acted 
thus were Christians. Hugh Capet 


and his father were abbots of St. 


Denys, St. Germain-des-Prez, St. Mar- 
tin de Tours, Corbie, and Marmoutier, 
Robert beheld this abuse with concern, 
These mercenary priests, whom the 
possessors of benefices hired to do the 
duties of them, discharged their trust 
negligently; the estates which were 
in secular hands remained uncultivated. 
Two motives therefore induced the 
king to restore things to their primitive 
State, the temporal advantage of his 
kingdom, and the desire of having di 
vine Service properly celebrated, and 
his people instructed in religion. His 
endeavours did not however succeed to 
the extent of his wishes. The council 
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in 7 hat 
lacon had decreed in 785, t

church; most of the nobility had ap- 


| propriated a part to thernselves, and 


several lay lords still hold them by en- 


feoffment. The consistorial benefices 
enjoy the greatest part, which is no 
less unjust; for the tithes of a parish 
should be appropriated to the main- 
tainance of the priest who serves it, 
and not to augment the revenues of an 
abbot or the monachal table of an 
abbey, which could subsist very well 
without this addition. With respect 
to the lands they possess, the case is 
iifferent; should these fall into secular 
hands, it would be unfortunate for the 
state. No lands are better cultivated 
than those belonging to the monks, no 
peasants happier than those which sur- 
round them, the produce of the ground 
is consumed on the, spot; instead of 
which the laity would carry away the 
very moisture by which that ground 
'vegetates, if it could produce them 
money to squander in superfluous 
expences, ing the capital, or at court. 
Robert was a compassionate prince, 
mild, free from ambition, and refused 
the empire, and the Kingdom of Italy, 
which were offered to him by the 
Italians, He had his second son Henry 
I. crowned at Rheims, in spite of the 
intrigues of queen Constance, who 
would have persuaded him to prefer 
Robert his youngest son, duke of Bur- 
gundy. King Robert died at Melun, 
July 20, 1031, after having composed 
several hymns which are still sung in 
the church. Henry I. above-mentioned, 
succeeded him. 
ROBERT of Anjou, called the Miie, 
and the Good, K ing of Naples, succeed- 
ed his father to the prejudice of 
Charles II. King of Hungary, his elder 
drother's son. He was a liberal prince, 
and patronized men of learning. He 
died January 19, 1343, at Naples, aged 


64. His daughter Jane succeeded him. 


ROBERT I. duke of Normandy, 
chief of the Danes or Normans, 1. e. 
Men of the Nerth, who $0 frequently 
invaded and ravaged France, in the 
ninth and tenth centuries. To stop 
these inroads, Charles the Simple, moved 
by his people's remonstrances, who 
insisted on peace, concluded at St. 
Ckair-sur-Eptes, in 912, the famous 
treaty, by which he gave his daughter 
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Gisle, or Gizelle, in marriage to Rolls, 


the Norman chief, with that part of 


Neustria, since called Normandy, from 
their name, on condition that he should 
do homage for it, and turn Christian. 
To this Rollo consented, and after 
having received proper instructions, 
was baptized by the name of Robert, 
because Robert, duke of France and 
Paris, attended the ceremony as his 
godfather, This duke of Normandy 
ruled with great equity, and died 917. 
The judicial clause non-obstant clameur 
de Haro, is said to have originated 
from the name of Rolls, or Raoul, 
ROBERT DE BRUIS, or BRUCE, 
king of Scotland, one of the greatest 
and bravest princes in the 14th century, 
descended from the family of David 1. 
king of Scotland, He ascended the 
throne, March 25, 1306, after the ex- 
pulsion of John Bailleul, or Baliol, 
who had usurped it by the assistance of 
Edward, king of England, shook off 
the yoke of the English, drove them 
from his country, and brought Scotland 
into a very powerful and flourishing 
State. This prince died June 7, 1329, 
aged 55, leaving for his $uccessor 
David II. then but five years old, and 
a daughter who carried the sceptre of 
Scotland into the house of Stuart. 
ROBERT of Bavaria, prince palatine 
of the Rhine, duke of Cumberland, ad- 
miral of England, and one of the great- 
est generals in the 17th century, son of 
Frederic, prince, elector-palatine of 
the Rhine, and Elizabeth, daughter of 
James I. king of England, and Scot- 
land. After having signalized himself 
in Holland, he went into England, 
1642, and offered his services to his 
uncle Charles I. who made him knight 
of the garter, and commander of his 
army. Prince Robert had at first great 
success against the parliament forces, 
but was at length obliged to retire into 
France. He afterwards acquired the 
favour of Charles II king of England, 
who appointed him a privy counsellor, 
1662, and commander of his fleet 
against Holland, 1664. Prince Robert 
defeated the Dutch fleet the year fol- 
lowing, was made high admiral of 
England, 1673, distinguished himself 
on several other occasions, and died 
November 29, 1682. N 
ROBERT (St.) first abbot of la

ROBERT (St.) abbot of Molesme, 
founder of the Cistertian order, 1098, 
who died March 20, 1110, aged 92.

ROBERT GROSTUED, in Latin 


Capito, one of the greatest divines, and 


most learned philosophers in the 13th 
century, an Englishman, born of poor 
parents, in the county of Suffolk. He 
became very eminent for his piety and 
learning, was admitted to a doctor's 
degree at Oxford, afterwards made 
archdeacon of Leicester, and at length 
bischop of Lincoln, 1235, de 1253. 
This prelate strenuously defended the 
jurisdiction of the ordinances against 
pope Innocent LV. and the monks, and 
has left some very learned works, in 
Several of winch he reproves freely, 
but perhaps with too great bitterness, 
the vices and irregularities of the 
clergy; among his writings is a very 
Scarce one, entitled, Testamentum All. 
Prophetarum, Ragenz, 1532, SV0. which 
may be found in the Library of the 
Fathers, | | 

ROBERT (Claudius) canon and 
grand archdeacon of Chalons-sur- 
Saone, born about 1654, at Bar-sur- 
Aube. After having distinguished 
himself in his studies at Paris, he was 
appointed tutor to Andrew Fremiot, 
afterwards arch bishop of Bourges, with 
whom he travelled into Italy, Ger- 
many, and the Netherlands. M. Ro- 
bert was esteemed by the cardinals 
Baronius, Ossat, and Bellarmine, and 
many other great men. He died May 
16, 1636. His chief work is the large 
collection, entitled, Gallia Christiana, 
which he published, 1626, one volume 
fol. It has since been considerably 
augmented by mess. de Sainte Marthe, 
and a new edition 1s publishing by the 
Benedictines, of which 12 vol. fol. 
have already appeared. 

ROBERT BOYLE. v. BOYLE. 

ROBERT (N.) a skilful French mu— 
Sician, who died music master of the 
King's chapel about 1586, and has left 


several Morets with grand chorusses. 


ROBERT (Nicholas) an ingenious 
painter of Orleans, who excelled in 
drawing animals and insects, of which 
he made a beautiful set in miniature 
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for Gaston of France, which were kepr 
in the King's library in the cabinet «; 
prints. He also executed 319 plates af 
the plants published by the aca: 
of sciences at Paris. : 
ROBERTSON (William) a learne, 
English divine, author of a good }z., 
brew Dicticnary, London, 1680, 410 
and a (7reex Levicen, Cambridge, 1676 
gto. which is esteemed. : 
ROBERVAL (Gilles Personne, sien 
de) a celebrated mathematician, boy 
August 8, 1602, at Roberval, a paris) 
in the diocese of Beauvais. He wx 
professor of mathematics in the college 
of Maitre Gervais at Paris, and after. 
warts stood candidate for the chair of 
Ramus, witch he obtained. Roberra! 
formed a $trict friendship with Gas. 
sendi, and Morin, the latter of whom 
he succeeded in his mathematical pro. 
fessorship at the royal college, hut 
without resigning that of Ramus. He 
was admitted into the academy of 
Sciences, made experiments on the 
vacuum, invented two new kinds of 
balances, by one of which the air may 
be weighed. He died October 27, 
1675, in the college of Maitre Gervais, 
His principal works are, a treatise © 
Macſtunics, in Pere Mersenne's har. 
mony; An edition of Aristarchus Sa- 
mius, &c. | | 
ROBOREUS. v. ROVERA, 
RORORTELLO (Francis) a cele. 
brated critic in the 16th century, born 
at Udina, who tanght rhetoric and 
moral philosophy with reputation at 
Lucca, Pisa, Venice, Bologna, and 
Padua, in which last city he died, 
March 18, 1567, aged 51. He has leſt 
a treatise en Hit, 1543, 8vo. which 
is of little value; Commentaries on $eve- 
ral Greek and Latin poets; De Vita et 
vic populi Romani ub Imperatoribus, 
1559, fol. and many other works, in 


which he frequently discovers a degree 


of asperity unworthy a hterary man. 
This asperity in disputing, occasioned 
him to receive a wound from the sword 
of Raptist Egnacius, by which his life 
was in danger. 

ROBUSTI. v. TINTORETTO. 

KOCABERTI (John Thomas de) 4 
celebrated general of the Dominicans, 
and one of the most zealous defenders 
of papal authority, born at Peselade on 
the frontiers of Roussillon and Cata- 


lonia, about 1624, son of Francis Joffe, 
vicount 
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de Rocaberti, of an ancient 
var ig Having entered the Domini- 
can order early in life, he became pro- 
vincial of Arragon 1666, general of his 
order 1670, archbishop of Valencia, 
1656, and grand inquisitor of the faith 
1695. His catholic majesty, whose fa- 
vour he acquired, made him twice vice- 


roy of Valencia, He died June 13, 1699, 
leaving a long treatise de Romani Pon- 


tificis Autoritate, 3 vol. fol. esteemed 


by the Ultramontanes ; Bibliotheca Pon- 
tfciz; this is a large collection of all 
the tteatises which have been written 
by different authors in favour of the 
pope's authority and infallibility, Rome, 
1700, and the following 21 vol. fol. 


The parliameut of Paris prohibited 


the sale of this immense collection; 
A treatise, entitled, Spiritual Food, Sc. 
ROCCA (Angelo) an Augustine 


monk, sacrĩstan to the pope, and bishop 


of Tagusta. He died April 7, 1620, at 
Rome, aged 75. He published several 
works which were printed at Rome, 
1719, 2 vol. fol. His Biblioteca Vati- 
cana, illustrata, though inaccurate is es- 


teemed; his Thesaurus Pontificiarum an- 


tiquitatum necnon rituum ac ceremoniarum, 
was also printed there, 1745, 2 vol, fol. 

ROCH (St.) born at Montpellier of 
a noble. and rich family towards the 
close of the 13th century. It is said 
that having lost his parents when but 
:0 years of age, he went on a pilgrim- 
age to Rome, where he cured great 
numbers of the plague ; but stopping 
at Placenza on his return, was himself 
sci ed with that disorder, and obliged 
to leave the city that he might not in- 
tet others. He then retired to a forest, 
where a dog belonging to a neighbuur- 
ing gentleman, named Gothard, carried 
him a loaf every day. When St. Roch 
recovered, he returned to his native 
place, where he died, August 13, 1327. 
His worship is celebrated for the de- 
votion of the faithful, who invoke 
him, particularly in contageous dis- 


eases. 


ROCHE (Anthony Martin) quitted 
the fathers of the Oratory, 1741, to 
avoid the troubles which the formu- 
lary, and acceptation of the bull raised 
in that soclety, and retiring to a poor 
widow's house, died there unknown, 
1755. He published a treatise de /a na- 
ture de Þ Ame contre les nouveaux Philo» 


wphes, 1759, 2 vol. 12mo. 
VOL. Iv. | 
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ROCHE (James Fontaine de la) died 
1767, aged 73, He quitted his curacy 
in the diocese of Tours, 1728, and had 
the principal part in the Nouvelles Ec- 
cles/aitiques, from 1735, but lived quite 
unknown at Paris, 

ROCHE (John de Ja) born in the 
diocese of Nantes, He entered the 
congregation of the oratory and preach- 
ed with applause; both in the provin- 
cial towns and at Paris, He died 1711, 
aged 55, leaving Sermons for Advent, for 
Lent, and on the mysteries, 6 vol. 
12mo.; and Panegyrics, 2 vol. 12mo, 
The latter are most esteemed, par- 
ticularly those of St. Augustine and 
St. Louis, | 

ROCHE-BLAVE (Henry de) a 
learned divine and preacher of what 
is called the reformed religion , born 
1665, He was a man universally es- 
teemed as a minister at Schaffouse, 
when but 20 years of age; went after- 
wards to England, and died minister 
of the French church at Dublin 1709, 
leaving a volume of Sermons, which are 
admired for accuracy and solidity, 

ROCHELOND (Charles Hotman, 
called la) author of the faction of the 
Sixteen who opposed Henry III. but 
were more favourable to the king of 
Spain and the Guises. The curates of 
St. Severin and St. Benoit, with ten 
doctors were the heads of it; and being 
Joined by fanatics of all ranks, they 
cliose sixteen from among themselves 
to superintend their affairs in the six- 
teen quarters of the city. This faction 
united with the great league, but had 
still some little private interests of its 
own. | | 

 "ROCHECHOUART (Rene de) 
baron de Montemar and de Montpi- 
peau, seigneur de Vivonne, de Lussac, 
&c, knight of the King's orders, and 
one of the greatest captains in the 16th 
century, son of Francis de Rochechou- 
art, descended from one of the most 
noble and ancient houses in the King- 
dom, which derives its name from the 
territory of Rochechouart in Poitou. 
He was but 15 when he attended his 
father to the siege of Perpignan, where 
he commanded the nobility of Poitou, 
was at the defence of Metz, 1452, and 
signalized himself in several other 
sieges and battles. He died April 17; 
1587, aged 61, This nobleman had 
married in 1570, Jane de Saulx, daugh- 
G ter 
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ter of Gaspard seigneur de Tavannes, 
marechal of France, by whom he had 
nine children. The eldest, Gaspard 
de Rochechouart, marquis de Morte- 
mar, seigneur de Vivonne, served in 
the armies of Henry III. and Henry IV. 
and died July 25, 1543, aged 68, leav- 
ing Gabriel de Rochechouart, duke de 


Montemar, peer of France, knight of 


the king's orders, first gentleman of 
the bedchamber, afterwards governor 
of Paris, &c. He died Dec. 26, 1675. 
ROCHECHOUART (Lewis Victor 
de) duke of Mortemar and Vivonne, 
prince of Tonnai, Charente, &c. gover- 
nor of Champagne, and Brie, marechaf 
of France, and general of the gallies; 
eldest son of Gabriel de Rochechouart, 
mentioned in the preeeding article. 
He was major general at the capture 
of Gigeri in Africa, 1664, of that of 
Duay, 1667, and at the siege of Lisle. 
The duke of Livonne conducted the 
royal gallies to the relief of Candia, 
was wounded during the Dutch war, 
1672, appointed viceroy of Messina, 
and at length, marechal of France, 
1675; and died September 15, 1688. 
This nobleman owed his elevation 
partly to his sister, madame de Mon- 
sespan, but his own merit might have 
claimed it. He distinguished himself 
among the beaux esprits of the court, 
delighted in bon mots, and also wrote 
verses well. Both he and the marchi- 
onesses de Mortemar and Thiange, his 
sisters, were intimate with Despreaux, 
whom he presented to the king, and 
the poet having recited to that prince, 
the finest part of his first epistle, the 
duke, who was not prepared for it, 
took him by the collar with an imps- 
tuosity which even his majesty's pre- 
sence could not restrain, saying, 4% 
traitor, veu never repeated that to me. The 
dukes of Mortemar are his desccndants. 
ROCHECHOUART (Mary Magda- 
lene Gabrielle de) abbess of Fontev- 
raud, and one of the finest geniuses in 
the 17th century, daugher of Gabriel 
de Rochechouart, duke de Mortemar, 
peer of France, & This lady possess- 
ed talents for every science, she learnt 
the Greek, Latin, Italian, and Spanish 
languages, studied philosophy, the holy 
scriptures, and theology. In the hours 
of recreation, her favourite authors 
were Homer and Plato, with whose 
works she became familiarly acquaint- 
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ed. Her learning, uncommon genius 
exemplary conduct, virtue and piety 
rendered her celebrated ehroughow 
France, She died at Fontevraud, Aug, 
15, 1704, aged 50, leaving many works 
in Ms. 

ROCHECHOUART (Frances Athe. 
nais de) sister of the preceding, married 
to the marquis de Montespan; who 
refused some very advantageous alli. 
ances for her sake, but found that he 
had sacrificed all to an ungrateful wo. 
man. This lady was admitted into 
the dutchess de la Valiere's society, 
and the king, who at first considered 
her merely as a pretty giddy creature, 
grew violently enamoured of her 
beauty; but she gradually lost his 
heart by her haughty and capricious 
temper. She died 1707, aged 66, after 
having retired from court some year, 
Many other 1llustrious persons of both 
Sexes, have descended from the house 
of Rochechouart, 

ROCHE FLAVIN .(Bernard de la) 
one of the most learned lawyers and 
magistrates of his time; born 1552, at 
St. Cernin in Rouerzne. He was at 
first a counse!lor at Toulouse, then to 
the parliament of Paris, afterwards firs: 
president of the chamber of requests 
to the parliament of Toulouse, and 
made counsellor of state to Henry III. 
He died 1627, aged 76. His works 
are, An excellent collection of Remark- 
able Sentences paisxd by the parliament of 
Tonlouse, Toulouse, 1720, 4to.; A large 
treatise on Par/iaments, 1617, fol. which 
is curious and esteemed, &Cc. 

ROCHEFORT (Guy de Montlehery 
Count de). He was engaged in the 
ſirst crusade, 1097, and made Senechal 
1100, by Philip I. who also chose the 
count's eldest daughter to be the wife 
of his son Louis /e Gros, But this 
prince having procured his marriage 
to be declared null three years after, 
without being consummated, on pre- 
tence of kindred, Guy was so enraged, 
that he declared war against the King. 
His enterprise proved unsuccessful, and 
he died 1108. 

ROCHEFORT (Hugh de) called De 
Cressi, from the name of a small city 
which belonged to him, son of the 
preceding. He was also Senechal, but 
his being raised to dignities proved 3 
misfortune to the public, for history 
mentions nothing but his cruelties, in- 

justice, 
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ice, and rapine. His turbulent dis- 
position occasioned all the Wa's be- 
tween Louis Je Gros, and the king of 
England, and against those gentlemen 
who had castles in the neighbourhood 
of Paris. This nobleman having forced 
away one of his cousins, strangled him 
in a tower, and threw his budy out 
at a window, that it might seem as 
though he had Killed himself in at- 
tempting to escape Every one how- 
ever believed him guilty of the murder, 
notwithstanding his denial ; and find- 
ing that he must clear himself by a 
duel, be chose rather to confess it, and 
solicit the King's pardon, He after- 
Wards took the Benedictine habit, in 
W the order of Clugni. 

® ROCHEFORT (Guy de) seigneur de 
pleuvaut and chancellor of France, 
descended from a family originally of 
Burgundy, He studied the belles let- 
tres, and distinguished himself both in 
war and in the councils of Charles, 
duke of Burgundy, who made him his 
counsellor and chamberlain, King 
Louis XI. engaged him afterwards in 
his service, and Charles VIII. appoint- 
ed him chancellor of France, July 9, 
1467. He died January 1507. It was 
he who created the grand council, by 
an edit dated in August, 1497. He 
must be distinguished from William 
de Rochefort his brother and chancel- 
lor of France also. He died August 12, 
1492. | 

ROCHEFORT (Henry Lewis d'Alo- 
igni de) accompanied M. de la Feu- 
lade into Hungary, after the peace 
of the Pyrannees, rose at his return' 
through all the military ranks to that 
of marechal of France, 1576, and died 
the same year. He was captain of the 
life guards and governor of Lorraine, 
His son died unmarried 1701, but he 
tad a daughter, married first to the 
marquis de Nangis of the house of 
Brichanteau, and afterwards to the 
count de Blanzac of the Rochefoucauld 
family. 

ROCHFOUCAULD (Francis VI. 
Duke de la) prince of Marsillac, Knight 
ot the king's orders, governor of Poi- 
tou; one of the greatest men and most 
distinguished genius in the 17th cen- 
tury, son of Francis, first duke de la 
Rochefoucauld, who died Feb. 8, 1650, 
descended from one of the most noble 
and ancient families in France, and 


just 
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M. de la Rochfoucauld died at Paris, 


Cleurs. 
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Which has produced many illustrious 
men. He signalized himself on several 
occasions by his courage, his prudence, 
and wit; was deeply engaged in the 
wars of /a Fronde, in consequence of 
his attachment to the dutchess de Lon- 
gueville; and after the troubles were 
ended, his house became a rendezyous 
for all the brightest geniuses of France, 


March 17, 1680, aged 68, leaving seve- 
ral children. He was author of two 
excellent works, a book of Maxims, 
with Notes, by Amelot de la Houssaye, 
or by the Abbe de la Roche, tzmo.; 
and Memoirs of the Regency of Queen Anne 94 
of Austria, 12mo, 2 vol. Amut. { Trevoux) i; 0 
1723. He assisted in the Princess of 77 


ROCHEFOUCAULD (Frederick de * 
Roye de la) born of a branch which 7 
descended from the great grandfather f 
of the preceding. He was appointed 3 
archbishop of Bourges 1722, abbot of 23 
Clugni, and cardinal 1747, and sent on 14 
an embassy to Rome the following 
year. The king gave him the abbey 
of St. Vandrille 1755, with the Minutes 
of the hbenefices; and his care in chu- 
Sing none but ecclesiastics of moderate 
principles to fill the highest stations in 
the church, restored peace to several 
dioceses. The same spirit of modera- 
tion occasioned his being chosen to 4 
preside in the assemblies of the clergy, 7 
1750 and 1755. He was appointed 1 
grand almoner 1736, and died 1757, 5 
lamented by the unhappy as their com- Ms. 
forter, and by the indigent as their 8 FH. 
father. Ha 

ROCHEFOUCAULD (Francis de la) 
cardinal bishop of Senhs, abbot of St. 
Genevieve at Paris, and of Tournus ; 
grand almoner of France, and com- 
mander of the King's orders; son of 
Charles de la Rochefoucadld, count de 
Randan, and Fulvia Pica de la Miran- 
dola. He was first made bishop of 
Clermont, then of Senlis, and laboured 
earnestly for the reception of the 
council of Trent in France, the des» 
truction of heresy, and the introduce 
tion of a reform inthe Augustine and 
Benedictine orders. M. de la Boche 
foucauld resigned the bishoprick of 
Senlis 1622, and died February 14, 
1645, aged 87. He did great service to 
the Jesuits with whom he had studied, 
and was among the zealous defenders 
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of papal infallibility, and other ultra- 
montane maxims, which made him of 
course a great enemy to the celebrated 
Dr. Richer. Pere de la Moriniere has 
written his life, 1646 12mo. 

ROCHEFOUCAULD (Alexander 
de 1a) brother of the preceding, and 
prior of St. Martin en Vallee. He 
was a complete dupe to the artifices 
of Martha Brossier, a woman who 
pretended to be possessed, which cir- 
cumstance made much noise, and he 
even carried his possessed female to 
Rome; but cardinal d'Ossat, being ap- 
prised of his intentien by M. de Sillery, 
took care that they shauld be very ill 
received there. This treatment $0 
chagrined M. de la Rochefoucauld, 
that he fell sick in consequence of it, 
and died soon after. v. the Abridg- 
ment of Mezeray, the year 1599. 

ROCHEFOUCAULD (John Lewis 
de la) count de Randan, brother of 
the preceding, Killed at Issoire, 1590. 
He left Mary Catherine de la Roche- 


foucauld, duchess de Randan, maid 


of honour to queen Anne of Austria, 
and governante to Louis XIV. during 
his minority. She died 1677, aged 89. 
This lady married the marquis de Sene- 
cey, by whom he had a daughter, who 
married the count de Fleix. v. FOIX. 
ROCHEFOUCAULD (Alexander 
Nicholas de la) marquis de Surgeres, 
born 1709, and celebrated for the de- 
licacy of his wit, and for his amiable 
temper, He went into the army, rose 
to the rank of lieutenant general, and 
died 1670, leaving a short comedy, in- 
titled, Ecole du Monde; An abridgment 
of Cassandre. 3 vol. amo. and of Pla- 
ramond, 4 vol. 12mo. 
ROCHERS (John Andier des) an 
eminent engraver, a native of Lyons, 
known principally by a series of more 
than 703 portraits of illustrious per- 
sons, with verses at the bottom of each 
in praise of the person represented. 
He died 1741, at Paris. 

ROCHES (Mad. and Mlle de) two 
ladies celebrated for their talents, their 
taste for the belles lettres, and their 
tender friendship. United by blood and 
virtue, not death could disunite them, 
for they died both in one day of the 
plague, which ravaged Poitiers in 1587, 
Mad. de Roches was originally named 
Madeleine Nevere, and M. Fredenois,

RODOLPHUS I. of Hapsburg, en. 
peror of Germany, surnamed the Gl. 
ment, son of Albert earl of Hapsburz, 
a castle situated between Basil and 
Zurich. He was elected emperor in

ed at Rome, saying, [hat none of his pre. 
decessors had ever returned from thene, 
without loss either of their rights, or then 
authority, He defeated Ottocarus, kin? 
of Bohemia, and entered into a treaty 
with pope Nicholas III. 1278, by 
which he engaged to preserve the 
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church. Rodolphus gave Austria, 
which he had taken from Ottocarus, 
to his son Albert 1282, and foreseeing 
too many difficulties in the conquest 
of Italy, restored several cities to theit 
freedom. Florence paid 40, ooo, Lucca 
12,000, Genoa and Bologna 6000. He 


Erfort to Spires, September 30, 1291, 
aged 73, and Adolphus of Nassau was 
elected emperor on his decease. 

RODOLPHUS II son of the em- 
peror Maximilian II. born July 3, 
1552. at Vienna. He became king of 
Hungary and Bohemia, was elected 
king of the Romans, and succeeded 
his father, October 12, 1576. His oc 
cupation centered wholly in chemistry, 
astronomy, and the skilful manage- 
ment of horses; whoever wished to 
speak to him was obliged to put on 
the disguise of a groom, and wait for 
him in his stable, for he suffered none 
to approach him any other way. Undet

such a master, the finances were $0 ill 
taken care of, that it Was found ne- 
cessary to collect alms for opposing the 
Turks, who had entered Hungary. The 
duke de Mercæur brought affairs into 
a somewhat better state; but the em- 

eror's brother, Matthias, gave him 
fresh trouble, and he was forced to 
resign Hungary and Bohemia to him. 


He died unmarried, January 20, 1612, 


aged 60. 


RODOLPHUS, earl of Reinfelden, 


duke of Suabia, married to Matilda, 
sister of the emperor Henry IV, which 
did not however prevent his joining 
the party against that prince. He was 
even proclaimed Anti-Czsar, 1077; 
but lost his life at the battle of Wolk- 
sheim, 1080, . His only daughter mar- 
ried Bertholdus, duke of Zeringhen. 


RODON (David) or DERODON, a 


celebrated calvinist in the 17th cen- 
tury, born in Dauphiny. He taught 
Philosophy at Die, afterwards at 


Orange and Nismes, and was one of 


the most subtle logicians and metaphy- 
sicians of his time. Being banished 
from France 1663, he died at Geneva, 
about 1670, leaving the following 
works; a very scarce book, entitled, 
de Supposito, Francfort, or rather in 
France, 1645, 8vo. Geneva, 1662, 8vo. 
Amsterdam, 1682, 12m0o. in which he 
undertakes to justify Nestorius, and 
accuses St, Cyril of counfounding the 
two natures in Christ. He had before 
published“ Imposture de la pretendue Con- 
fesiion de Foi de St. Cyrille, Paris, 1682, 
8v0. more scarce than the other; A 
controversial treatise, entitled, le Tom- 
beau de la Mese, Francfort, 1625, Svo. 
This work occasioned his banishment. 
La Messe trouver dans Þ Ecriture, 1647, 


8vo.; Dispute de la Messe, Geneva, 1662, 


8vo.; De libertate et atomis, Nemausii, 
1662, vo. His sentiments were very 
singular, and he denied that the pre- 
Servation of the creatures was a per- 
' pe: ual creation. Rodon left some 
other works printed at Geneva, 1668, 
2 vol. 4to. | 
RODRIGUEZ (Alphonso) a cele- 
brated jesuit of Valedolid, who taught 
moral theology a long time, and was 
afterwards rector of Monteroi in Ga- 
licia, He died piously at Seville, Feb- 
ruary 21, 1616, aged go, leaving an ex- 
cellent work on the practice perfection 
and the Christian virtuei, which has been

translated into elegant French by the 


Abbé Regnier Desmarais, 3 vol. 4to. 
6 vol. 12mo. or 4 vol. 8 Vo. The Abbe 
Tricalet published an abridgment of 
it, 2 vol. 12mo. and Mess of Port Royal, 
have given a translation in 2 vol. 4to. 
RODRIGUEZ (Simon) a celebrated 
Portuguese jesuit, born at Voussella, 
who was St. Ignatius de Loyala's dis- 
ciple, and refused the bishoprick of 
Coimbra, He had the office of pre- 
c2ptor to Don Juan, went to preach 
in Brasil, and became provincial of the 
Portuguese jesuits. Father Rodriguez 
was also provincial of Arragon, and 
died a Lisbon, July 15, 1579. 
RODRIGUEZ (Emmanuel) a learned 
Franciscan of Estremos in Portugal, 


who was considered as an able divine, 


and good canonist, He died Feb. 25, 
1619, at Salamanca, aged 68. His 
works are, A Summary of Cases of Con- 
Science, Salamanca, 1595, 2 tom. 4to.; 
A Colletion of the Priveleges of the Re- 
gulars, Antwerp, 1623, fol.; Questions 
regular and canonical, 1609, 4 tom. fol. 
and several others. 

ROE (Sir Thomas) a native of Essex, 
who was sent as ambassador to the 
Mogul, to Constantinople, and into 
the North; also made chancellor of 
the order of the garter, and a privy 
counsellor. He died 1644, aged 64. His 
voyage to the Mogul may be found in 
Purchas and Thevenot ; he also wrote 
an account of Sultan Osmon's death, 
1622, 4to. &c. 

ROELL (Herman Alexander) born 
1653, in the territory of Doelberg, of 


which his father was lord, in the county 


of March in Westphalia. He was well 
acquainted with philosophy, theology, 
and the learned languages, appointed 
professor of divinity at Utrecht 1704, 
and died at Amsterdam, July 12, 1718, 
aged 66, leaving a good Discourse, and 
learned Philosxophical Dissertations on na- 
tur:treligion and innate ideas, in Latin, 
Francker, 1700. 8vo. Thesis?s, 1689, 4to. 
and several other works which are 


esteemed. 


ROEMAR (Olaus) born September 
52, 1644, at Arhusen in Jutland. He 
acquired great skill in mathematics, 
algebra, and astronomy; M. Picard of 
the academy of sciences at Paris, being 
sent by Louis XIV. to make obser- 
vatian in the north, 167r, was so much 
pleased with this young man, that he 
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ROH 


invited him into France. Roemar was 


presented to the King, who appoint- 
ed him mathematical teacher to the 
dauphin, and gave hun a pension. He 
became a member of the academy of 
sciences 1677, and was engaged with 
mess. Picart and Cassini in astrono- 
mical observations, during ten years, 
which he spent at Paris. On his re- 
turn to Denmark, he obtained the 
office of mathematician to King Chris- 
tian V. and, astronomical professor 
with. a large salary. This prince also 


_ appoinied him to regulate weights and 
measures, bring coinage and architec- 


ture to pefection, and measure the 
highways throughout his Kingdom. 
Roemar was afterwards made coun- 
Scllor to the chancery, and assessor in 
the supreme court of justice; and be- 
came at length a burgomaster of Co- 
penhagen, and counsellor of state, 
under Frederick IV. and died Sep. 19, 
1710. Peter Horrebow, his pupil, 
professor of astronomy at Copenhagen, 
printed several of his Observations to- 
gether with his method of making 
observations, 1735, 4to. under the title 
of Basis Astronomiæ. 

ROGATUS, a donatist bishop of 
Africa, about 372, who formed a 
middle party opposite to the Catholics 
and to the Donatists. He is accused of 
having adopted the sentiments of Do- 
natus of Carthage, concerning the in- 
equality of the three persons. His 
followers were called Rogatists. 

ROHAN (Peter de) Knight seigneur 
de Gie, &c, and marechal of France, 
more known by the name of Marecha/ 
de Gie, son of Lewis de Rohan, des- 
cended from one of the most illustrious 
and ancient houses in France, orginally 
of Bretany. He was appointed mare- 
chal by Louis XI. 1475, governed the 
kingdom, with three other noblemen, 
while that prince lay sick at Chinou ; 
signalized himself on several impor- 
tant occasions, and commanded the 


vanguard at the battle of Fornou, 1493, 


Louis XII. afterwards made him head 
of his council, lieutenant general in 
Bretany, and general of his forces in 
Italy; but having displeased queen 
Anne of Austria by arresting her equi- 
pages, which she was sending into 
Bretany, during the King's illness, he 
was disgraced, and died at Paris, April 
22, 1513.

ROHAN (Anne and Catharine de) 
v. PARTHENAY. 

ROHAN (Henry duke de) peer of 
France, prince of Leon, colonel gene. 
rat of the Swiss and Grisons, one of 
the greatest men and finest geniuses 
of his age; born August 21, 1572, at 
the castle of Blein in Bretany, He 
distinguished himself at the siege of 
Amiens whey but 16, in presence of 
Henry IV. who had a sincere regard fo 
him, and after the death of that prince 
became chief of the French Calvinists, 
to whom he rendered the most impor. 
tant services, both at the head of their 
armies, and in negociations. He fourht 
with success in Holland, Germany, 
Italy and France, and carried on three 
wars against Louis XIII. in favour af 
the protestants; the last however ended 
to the advantage of the catholics, in 
the capture of Rochelle. But notwith. 
standing the consternation into which 
this event threw the duke's party, lie 
Supported himself by resources with 
which his own prudence furnished him, 
refusing to surrender but on advan- 
togeous terms, and these were granted 
by the peace of 1629. The civil wars 
with the protestants being thus ter- 
minated, he regained the favour of 
Louis XIII. but not chusing to live at 
court, retired to Venice, and was chosen 
by that republic for their generalissi- 
mo, after the unfortunate battle of 
Valleggio, against the Imperialists. 
The treaty of Querasque, concluded 
June 29, 1531, rendered his plans use- 
less. His majesty sent the duke of 
Rohan as ambassador extraordinary to 
the Grisons, to assist them in redu- 


cing to obedience the Valteline, and 


counties of Bormio, and Chiavenes, 
which were supported in rebel- 
lion by the Spaniards and Imperial- 
ists. The Grisons immediately de- 
clared him their general, and their 
choice was confirmed by Louis XIII. 
who appointed him in 1632, ambas- 
sador extraordinary to the Helvetic 
body; but early in 1635, he received 
orders to return to Venice, and having 
staid there some months, was sent 
back to the Grisons. In 1635, the 
duke of Rohan seized the passages of 
the Valteline, took Bormio, Chiavenes, 
and Riva, and defeated the Germans 
and Spaniards. The Grisons having 
tebelled sometime after because France 

delayed 
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delayed to withdraw its forces, ho 
made a new treaty with them Marc 

26, 1637, which did not please the 
court, and this circumstance obliged 
him to retire to Geneva, 1637, that he 
might avoid the tesentment of cardinal 
Richelieu; but ne left that city the 
January following, to Join his friend 
the duke of Saxe Weimar who was 
going to engage the Imp erialists near 


Rhinfeld. The duke of Rohan placed 


himself at the he: 25 the Naussan 
regiment, broke through the enemies 
ranks, was wounded, Feb, 28, 1638, 
and died of his wounds; April 13 fol- 
lowing, aged 59. His works are, Aſe- 
moirs, the most complete editions of 
which, are in 2 vol 12mo. they con- 
tain the transactions of France from 
1610, to 1629 A book, entitled, Yes 
interists des Princes, 12mo.; Le parfuit 
Capitaine, ou Abregè des Guerres, des 
Commentaires de Cesar, 13m. This great 
zeneral's Memoires and Letters, relative 
to the war of the Valtelines, 1758, 
zvol. 12mo. Vol. I. contains the Memairs, 


the two others, the Pieces Justiſicati ves, 


the greatest part of which had never 
been printed before. From the pre- 
{ace we learn the following anecdote : 
This nobleman being at Venice, was 
informed that the grand wignor would se 
kim the kingdom of Cyprus, and grant him 
the indesture of it, on condition of his giv- 
ing the port tus hundred thiusard crowns, 
and agreeing to pay an annual tribute of 
twenty thousand croxwns, The duke being 
a protestant, intended to purchase this 
island, and settle the protestant fa- 
milies of France and Germany there. 
He negociated the affair sKilfully with 
the port, by means of the patriarch 
Cyrillus with whom he was much con- 
nected ; but that patriarch's death, and 
other unexpected incidents, prevented 
the execution of his design. The above 
anecdote is taken from the Memzirs of 
the duchess of Rohan, Margaret de 
Lethune, daughter of the great Sully, 
and married at Paris, to Henry de Ro- 
han, February 7, 1605. This lady, who 
was a protestant, rendered herself ce- 
lebrated by her courage. She defended 
Castres against the marechal de The- 
mines, 1625, lived in strict conjugal 
harmony with the duke her husband, 
and died at Paris, October 22, 1660. 
All Henry de Rochan's works are ex- 
cellent, and extremely proper to form

good soldiers: he writes like a great 
general and able politician, and his 
letters on the war of the mountain 
are very instructive. The duke trod 
in the steps of Sertorius, which he had 
learnt from Plutarch, and the marechal 
de Catinat trod in those of the duke. 
To all these vncommon talents, the 
Juke joined great sweetn®:z of temper, 
me most aflable and leasing manners, 
and a degree of generusity seldom seen. 
Ae discovered neither pride, ambition, 
nor selfi-.1 views; and frequently said, 
that gliry and zeal for the public welfare, 
never encamp where ;rivate intereit is the 
commander, We have two good lives 
of thisgreat man, one by Fauvelet du 
Toc, Paris, 1666, 12mo. the other by the 


Abbé Perau, Paris, 1767, 2 vol. 12mo. 


M. de Voltaire wrote the following 
lines, to be placed under the por- 
trait of Henry duke of Rohan, which

ROHAN (Benjamin de) seigneur de 
Soubise, and brother of the preceding, 
whose undertakings during the pro- 
testant war he strenouously supported, 
having learned the military art in Hol- 
land under prince Maurice of Nassau. 
He made himself master of Lower 
Poitou 1622, and went into England 
soon after to solicit help for the Ro. 
chellers. In 1625, he took the isle of 
Rhe, und ravaged the whole coast 


from the mouth of the Garonne to that 


of the Loire, by the capture of several 
merchant ships. M. Rohan was driven 
from the isle of Rhe sometime after, 
then from that of: Oleron, and forced 
to retire into England, where he was 
active in procuring the suecour sent to 
Rochelle; but that city being taken, 
notwithstanding these Succours, he 
would not retura to France, and died. 
in England 1630, leaving no children. 


He possessed neither the courage nor 


probiry of his brother, 

ROHAN (Maria Elenore de) daugh- 
ter of Hercules de Rohan Guemenee, 
duke of Montbazon, celebrated for 
her virtue and her writings. She took 
the habit of a Benedictine nun in the 

| convent 
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convent of Montargis, made profession 
there, April 12, 1646, and was after- 
wards abbess of la Trinite at Caen, 
then of la Trinite at Malnoue near 
Paris. The nuns in the monastery of 
St. Joseph, rue de Chassemidi at Paris, 
having adopted the office of St. Bene- 
dict, 1669, madame de Rohan under- 
took the government of that house 
also, and furnished it with some 
most excellent constitutions drawn up 
by herself, which are an admirable 
commentary on the rule of St. Bene- 
dict. She died in this convent of 
Chassemidi, April 8, 1681, in her fifty 
third year. The abbe Anselm preach- 
ed her funeral sermon, which has been 
printed. The works of this illustrious 
abbess are, la Morgle du Sage, 12mo. 
containing an elegant Paraphrase of 
the Proverbs, Ecclesiasticus, and the Bock 
of Wisdem. Paraphrase des Pseaumes de la 
penitence, printed several times with the 
work above mentioned. Several very 
fine exhortations, on occasion of giving 
the habit to the virgins which she 
admitted, or their making profession. 
Portraits written in a very pleasing and 


delicate style. 


ROHAN (Armand Gaston de) born 


June 14, 1674. He was admitted a 


doctor of the house and society of the 
Sorbonne, and made bishop of Stras- 
burg, abbot of Monstier, Foigni, la 


Chaise Dieu, and St. Wast at Arras; 


one of the forty members of the 
French academy, an honourary mem- 
ber of the academies of sciences and 
inscriptions, cardinal May 8, 1712, 
grand almoner of France June 10, 1713, 
commander of the order of the holy 
ghost, and provisor of the Sorbonne. 
Cardinal de Rohan was engaged in all 
the ecclesiastical affairs of his time, 
discovered great zeal for the bull Uni- 


genitus, lived in a very splendid and 


magnificent style, and distinguished 
himself by his sweetness of temper, 
affability, and every quality which 
renders men amiable in society. He 
died July 19, 1749, at Paris, leaving 
Letters, Mandates, Pastoral Instru&ions, 
and the Ritual of Strasburg, 

ROHAN (Armand de) nephew of 
the greceding, born December 1, 1717, 
known by the titles of the Abbe de 
Ventador, and Cardinal de Soubize, He 
was prior of the Sorbonne, rector of 
the University of Paris, which he com-

He wa 
banished by Louis XIV. who suspected 
him of drawing his brother, duke of 
Orleans, into dehauchery ; and either 
from a desire of revenge, or a view of 
getting money, formed a plan for de 
livering up Honfleur, Havre, and some 
other place in Normandy, to the count 
de Monterey. His associates in this plot 
were la Truaumont, son of the auditor 
of accounts at Rouen, the chevalier de 
Preau, his nephew, Louisa de Belleau, 


deville and Vanden Ende, a school- 
master. The conspiracy was however 
discovered, Truaumont obliged those 
to kill him who were sent to arrest 
him; Vanden Ende was hanged, and 
the rest were beheaded 1674. 

ROHAULT (James) a very cele- 
brated Cartesian philosopher, born 
1620, son of a merchant at Amiens. 
Having acquired great skill in mathe- 
matics, he went to teach that science 
at Paris, and there became acquainted 
with M. Clersier, an advocate, who 
gave him his daughter in marriage. 
He afterwards taught philosophy in that 
city with uncommon reputation, im- 
proved all the arts, and gave excellent 
lectures to the workmen and artists, 
to enable them to attain still greater 
degrees of perfection. He died 1674, 
at Paris, aged 55. His works are, an 
exceeding good treatise on Natural 
Philosophy, 4to. or 2 vol. 12mo.; Element: 
of Mathematics; a very curious treatise 
on Mechanics, c. comprised in 2 vols. 
12mo. under the title of Eures poit- 
humes, 

ROLLE (Michael) a native of Am- 
bert, member of the academy of sci- 
ences, who published a treatise 01 
Algebra, 1690, 4to. and a Merhod of 
resolving the indeterminate Questions in 
Algebra, 1699. He died 1712, aged 67. 

ROLLENHAGUEN, a celebrated 
German poet, born April 22, 1542;

ROLLWINK (Wernerus de Laet) a 
Carthusian of Cologn, author of Chro« 
nica, ie, fasciculus temperum, Lovanii, 
1476, fol. scarce. He died 1502, aged 
77, 55 years after his entrance into his 
order. 

ROMAGNESI, son of Cinthio, an 
Italian actor. He followed the same 
profession, and excelled in the charac- 
ters of drunkards, of Swiss, and of 
Germans, and 1752. His best pieces 

ere printed 1775, 2 vol. 8Bvo. The 
rest may be found in the new Italian 
1heatre. 

ROMAIN (St.) a celebrated arch- 
bishop of Rouen, descended from the 
French kings, and appointed to that 


See in the reign of Clotaire II. 626. 


His virtue and illustrious birth made 
him greatly respected. It is said that 
by the sign of the cross, he conquered 
a terrible dragon, which devoured both 
men and beasts in the neighbourhood 
of Rouen; and that in memory of this 
miraculous action the King granted the 
church of Rouen power to save one 
criminal every year; which custom is 
still continued. St. Romain died. 
October 23, 539.

ROMANEILI (John Francis) a skil- 
ful painter, born at Viterbo. He was 
Pietro da Cortona's pupil, prince of St. 
Luk's academy at Rome, and went 
into France with cardinal Barberini. 
The king loaded him with honours 
and favours, and took pleasute not only 
in seing him paint, but in conversing 
with him, as did the whole court, 
Romaneli died at Viterbo, in the 
flower of his age. He excclled in

ROMANO (Julio) one of the most 
capital painters of the t6th century, 


and also a good architect; born 1492, 


at Rome. Raphael, who was his 
master, had so great an esteem for 
him, that he made him his heir joint— 
ly with John Francis Penni. Julio 
Romano was employed by cardinal de 


Medicis, afterwards pope Clement VII. 


and then went to Mantua, whither he 
had been invited by Frederick de Gon- 
Zaza, marquis of that city. Thus be 
escaped the just punishment he would 
certainly have suffered at Rome, for 
having furnished drawings for twenty 
licentious prints, engraved by Mark 
Anthony, and to which Aretino added 
as many sonnets. This artist chose his 
subjects from Homer and Virgil; his 
compositions are not deficient in fire, 
but he docs not please in representing 
the beautiful parts of nature. He em- 
bellisched Mantua, both with painting 
and architecture, and died there 1546, 
aged 54, much lamented by the mar- 
quis, who had a sincere regard for him. 
His family name was Guil/io Pippi. The 
most eminent among his pupils were, 
II Primaticcio, who went into France, 
and a Mantuan named Rinaldi, who 
dicd young. 

ROMANUs, succeeded pope Ste- 
phen VI. in October, 827, aud is said 
to have annulled what his predecessors 
had done against Formosus, He died 


about the latter end of January, 896.

ROMUALD (St.) founder and firs: 
abbot of the Cainaldolite order, born 
at Ravenna, of a ducal .family, about 
952. Having chosen the monastic life 
that he might do penance for his sins, 
he placed himself under the direction 
of a hermit named Marino, then living 
near Venice. This hermit, who was 
not a proper person to instruct others, 
repeated the Psalter every day with 
Romuald ; but the latter being unable 
to read, Marino struck him continually 
with a stick on the left side of his 
head. The young Solitary, after hav- 
ing born this a long'time, said at last, 
Pray muster strike me on the right ide, fi- 
I can 5carcely hear n9w with my left ear. 
Marino admiring his patierfce, treated 
him from that time with less rigour 
Romuald built several monasteries,

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of Rhea Sylvia, the daughter of Nu- 
metor, king of Alba. This last men- 
tioned prince being dethroned by his 
brother Amulins, Rhea Sylvia was 
placed among the vestals, that she 
E might have no descendants; but she 
pretended afterwards to be pregnant 
by the god Mars, and was delivered of 
twins, Amulius ordered the children 
to he exposed on the Iiber, where 
Faustulus, the King's chief shepherd 
Ws ;jndins them, had them brought up by 
us wife Laurentia, who was called 
Ina, on account of her licentiousness; 
and hence arose the fabulous story of 
their being suckled by a wolf, When 
Remus and Romulus grew up, they 
assembled a body of thieves and ban- 
ditti, Killed Amulius, and restored 
Numitor to the kingdom of Alba. 
Romulus afterwards founded the city 
of Rome, about 752, A.C. making it a 
«cure asylum for strangers; and as 
his subjects wanted wives he celebrated 
4 solemn festival, during which they 
carried off the Sabine virgins, and 
those of several other nations. The 
neighbouring people immediately took 
up arms to revenge this insult, but 
were defeated, and compelled to make 
peace. He then established a senate, 
made good laws, and disappeared as 
he was reviewing his army near the 
morass of Caprex, during a violent 
itorm; whether he was killed by the 
lightning, or that the senators, who 
began to fear his power, murdered 
lim, about 715, A.C, Romulus gave 
name both to the city of Rome, and to 
tne Romans, and after his death a no» 
bleman called Proculus is, said to have 
declared before the senate, that he had 
«ppeared to him with an air not only 
of majesty, but divinity, and an- 
nounced the future grandeur of Rome, 
of which he was to be the patron. On 
this testimony, divine honours were 
decreed to Romulus, and $acrifices 


of Rome, brother of Remus, and son

annually offered. Such is the account 
commonly given by historians of Ro- 
mulus; but James Gronovius in a 
Dissertation, published 1684, under- 
tak es to prove that the orig in of Romu- 
lus, his birth and education, as well as 
the rape of the Sabines, are mere ro- 
mances, invented by a Grecian named 
Diocles. He also asserts that Romulus 
was not born in [Italy, but in Syria. 
Saumaise on the contrary, thinks that 
he was a Grecian. v. QUIRINUS. 
RONDEL (James du) a learned 
Frenchman, and ingenious grammarian. 
He was a Protestant, and taught the 
belles lettres during a considerable 
time at Sedan; but the academy of 
that city being dissolved, 1681, he re- 
tired to Mastricht, was professor of 
belles lettres in that city, and died 
there at a very advanced age, 1715, 
leaving a Life of Epicurns, Paris, 1679, 
12mo, which does him great honour ; 
A Dissertaticn on the chapter of Theo- 
phrastus, which treats on Swperstition, 
Amsterdam, 1685, 12mo. and several 
other small Tratts. Bayle has ad- 
dressed the preface to his plan for a 
dictionary to james du Rondel. 
RONDELET (William) a celebrated 
professor of physic at Montpellier, in 
which city he was born, September 
27, 1507. After having practised in 


Several small cities, he went to Paris, 


learnt Greek there, and returning to 
his native place, professed physic with 
great credit. So ardent was M, de 
Rondelet's application to anatomy, 
that he opened one of his children 
himself; which operation gained him 
the character of an inhuman and un- 
natural father. He died*at Realmonr 
in Albigeois, July 18, 1566, in conse- 
quence of having eaten too many figs, 
M. Rondelet left a large treatise en 
Fe, in Latin, 1554, 2 tom. fol and 
153S, fol. in French, besides several 
other medical works, Geneva, 1628, 
8vo, which are not equal to the high 
reputation their author had acquired. 
It is this physician whom Rabelais ri- 
dicules under the name of Rendibilis,

RONSARD (Peter de) prince of 
the French poets in the 16th century, 
born September 11, 1524, at the castle 
of la Poissoniere in Vendomois, de- 
scended from a noble and ancient

He 
was educated at Paris in the college de 
Navarre, but quitted it from a dislike 
to study, and became page to the duke 
of Orleans, Who placed him with 
James Stuart, King of Scotland, mar- 
Tied to Magdelaine of France, Ron- 
sard remained with this prince in 
Scotland about two years, and returned 
afterwards to France, where he was 
employed by the duke of Orleans in 
various negociations, He attended 
L.azare Baif to the diet of Spires, and 
having acquired a taste for the belles 
lettres by conversing with that learned 
man, learnt Greek under Dorat, with 
John Anthony Baif, son of Lazare. It 
is said that Ronsard studied till two 
hours after midnight, and then going 
to bed, waked Baif, who took his 
place.

ROQUELAURE (Anthony de) seiz. 
neur de Roquelaure in Armagnac de 
Gaudoux, &c. marechal of France, 
grand master of the King's wardrobe, 
and knight of his orders, perpetiul 
mayor of Bourdeaux, &c. younger son 
of Geraud de Roquelaure, descended 
from a noble and ancient house. Hz 
gained the esteem of Jane d'Albret, 
queen of Navarre, and of her son 
Henry IV. who loaded him with 
wealth and honours, in return for hi 
Services and fidelity; he was governor 
of several places, appointed marechal 
of France under Louis XIII. 1615, 
brought back Clerac, Nerac, with some 
other towns to their duty, and died a 
Leictoure, June 9, 1625, aged 22. 
Gaston, duke de Roquelaure, one of 
his sons, signalized himself in several 
sieges and battles, was taken prisoner 
at that of Sedan, 1641, became aſter- 
wards licutenant-general of the royal 
forces, and was wounded at the siege 
of Bourdeaux, The king, equal!y 
pleased with his services and his wit, 
made him duke and peer of France, 
Knight of the royal orders, and gover- 
nor of Guienne, 1676. He died March

16to. Gaston John Baptist-Ant 10ny, 
duke de Roquelaure, son of this latter, 
commanded as chief in Languedoc, 
and was afterwards appointed mare- 
chal of France, 1724. He died May 6, 
1738, at Paris, aged 42. The family 
became extinct at his decease, as he 
left only to daughters, the princess 
de bons, and the princess de Leon. 

ROQUES (Peter) a pious and learned 
Protestant minister, born 1685, at 
Canne, a small town in upper Langue- 
doc. He was appointed minister of 
the French church at Basil, 1710, in 
which city he acquired the highest re- 
putation by his integrity and his writ- 
ings, and died there, 1748. Those of 
his communion greatly value his very 
numerous works, the principal of 
which are, Le Pavteur Exangelique, 4t0. 
This the Protestants praise in the high- 
est terms, and continually recommend 
the study of it to their young divines. 
Sermons zur divers sujet de morale; A 
theological and critical dissertation, in 
which the author endeavours to prove 
that the soul of Jesus Christ was a pure 
and glorious intelligence in heaven be- 
fore its union with a human body, 
This opinion which is far from new, 
being attacked by M. de la Chapelle, 
in tom. 24. of La Defense du Chrixtianiom, 
M. Roques answered them in the 
journal printed 1640, at Geneva. An 
enlarged edition of Morert's Dictionary, 
Basil, 1731, 6 vol. fol.; The new edt- 
tion of Martin's Bible, 2 vol. 4to.; An 
edition of M. Basnage's Dissertations on

ROQUESANSXT, chief of the Calix- 
tines, attended the council of Basil, 
were he subscribed to the condemna- 
tion of the errors of ſohn Huss, on con- 
dition that his sect should be allowed 
the communion in both Kinds, The 
council agreed to this. 

RORARIUS (Jerome) a learned 
writer of the 16th century, Supposed 
to have been a native of Pordenona in 
Italy. He was nuncio from pop? 
Clement VII. at the court of Ferdinand, 
King of Hungary, and has made him- 
Self famous by a curious. and Singular 
book entitled, Quod animalis bruta ratio

ene utantur melius homine, Parisiis, 164%, 
Svo, or Amsterdam, 1666, 12mo. in 
which he undertakes to prove, nog 
only that beasts are reasonable animals, 
but that they make a better use of rea- 
Son than men do. It was Naude who 
brought this work into notice. 

ROSA ALBA CARRIERA, a Vene- 
tian lady, who distinguished herself by 


her genius for painting in crayon and 


miniature. She died 1761. 
celled particularly in portraits. 
ROSA (Salvator) a very celebrated 
Italian painter, engraver and poet, 
born 1615, at Naples. Poverty obliged 
him at first to expose his pictures to a 
public sale; but Lanfanc having pur- 
chased several, and encouraged him, 
he soon acquired great reputation, and 


She ex- 


grew rich. This artist excelled parti- 


cularly in battles, sea pieces, land- 
Scapes, whimsical subjects, animals, 
and figures of soldiers, whose air and 
countenance he had in uncommon art 
of catching; the foliage of the trees in 
his landscapes is in an exquisite taste; 
he frequently began and finished a 


picture in one day, Having painted 
one for the constabte Colonna, that 


nobleman was $0 much pleased with 
it, that he gave him a purse full of 
gold. Salvator drew a second picture, 
tor which he received a more valuable 
purse. A third and fourth picture ob- 
tained the same present; but for the 
fifth, the constable sent him two purses, 
with a message, signifying that he 
yielded to him the honour of the con- 
test. Salvator was of a lively, gay 
disposition; he wrote Satires, and 
Sonnets, Amsterdam, 1719, Svo. The 
last edition is in 1770, Svo. in which 
there are many ingenious sallies of 
tancy. His house was a Kind of aca- 
demy, where persons of taste and wit 
assembled; his entertainments were 
distinguished by the delicacy of the 
fare, and still more by the joyous 
freedom of his guests. He had apart- 
ments fitted up for acting plays, and 
acted in them himself. Salvator Rosa 
has left several engravings, in which 
the touch is beautiful; his drawings are 
also much admired, This illustrious 
artist retained his lively humour 
through life, and the last word he utter- 
ed was a jest. He died 1673, at Rome. 

ROSCIUS (Quintus) the most cele- 
brated comedian of ancient Rome, a 


native 
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native of Gaul, and contemporary with 
Esopus, another exellent tragic actor. 
Piso and Sylla had a particular re- 
gard for him, and he acquired s0 
high a reputation by his integrity and 
disinterested conduct, that the repub- 
lic allowed him a salary amounting to 
twenty thousand crowns of the present 
money. Though his eyes were bad, 
and he rather squinted, he hñad a very 
graceful appearance, when speaking 
or declaiming. Roscius died at Rome, 
about 6r, A. C. Those writers who 
affirm that he first introduced the mask 
on the stage, are mistaken, for he 
never made use of one, Cicero, his 


particular friend, speaks frequently in 


his praise, and undertook his defence 
against Fannius in the fine harangue, 
entitled, Pro Rocio. This celebrated 
orator says, Roscius had such great ta- 
tents for the stage that he ought never 
to have quitted it, and so much inte- 
grity and virtue, that he ought never 
to have appeared upon it. 
ROSCOMNMION (Wentworth Dillon, 
earl of) one of the finest geniuses and 
most celebrated English poets in the 
17th century, son of James Dillon, 
earl of Roscommon, descended from 
a noble and ancient Irish family. He 
was received kindly by Charles II. on 
his return from his travels, but a dis- 
pute which he had with a lord of the 
privy council, obliged him to retire 
into Ireland, where the duke of Or- 
mond, viceroy of that Kingdom, made 
him captain of his guards. Lord Ros- 
common's passion for .gaming, fre- 
quently endangered hi: life. Returning 
to London, he was appointed master 
of the horse to the duchess of York, 
and married the daughter of Richard, 
earl of Burlington, colonel Courtenev's 
widow, He died January 17, 1694, 
repeating a beautiful prayer comprised 


in two verses. His works are, A trans- 


lation of Hcrace's Art of Pretry, into 
English verse; An Lua on translated 
verse, and Several other excellent 
poems collected with those of Roches- 
ter, London, 1731, 12mo. The cele- 
brated Pope in his Ey on Criticiim, 
Says of him, 


Such was Roscommon,-not more learn'd than 
good, 

With manners generous as his noble blood; 

To him the wit of Greece and Rome was known, 

And every author's merit but his own.

ROSE (St.) a nun of the third order 
of St. Dominick, born at Lima in peru 
where she lived in an exemplary man- 
ner, and died Angust 24, 1617, aged 
31. 

ROSE (William) preacher to Henry 
III. bishop of Senlis, and the most ce. 
lebrated leaguer in France. He went 
the most extravagant lengths, and ren. 
dered himself formidable even to his 
sovereign, as appears from the notes 
on the Catholican d' Espagne, but was 
compelled to make the diene ſanora- 
ble, September 25, 1598, in the grand 
chamber, in his episcopal habit, which 
he refused to lay aside. He died 1602. 
A work entitled, De Fusta Reipublicæ 
Cristian in Reges impios Autoritate, 
Parisiis, 1590, Svo. is attributed to him. 

ROSECRUCIAN (Brethren the) a 
pretended society, which boasted its 
knowledge of the perpetual motion, 
the transmutation of metals, and the 
universal medicine. The Germans 
were in some degree their dupes, and 
the French had a great curiosity to be- 
come acquainted with them, but none 
to enter their society. Naude publish- 
ed in 1623, 8 vo. Iastrudt ien d la France 
Sur les Freres de la Rose Craix, Some of 
the Brethren were hanged, or sent to 
the galhes as sharpers, and no mention 
has been made of them since 1650, 

ROSEN (Conrad de) count de BEol- 
weiler, son of a Livonian gentleman. 
He entered the service of France, 1651, 
distinguished himself during all the 
wars in which that Kingdom was en- 
gaged, and commanded as lentenant- 
general, the troops sent into Ireland 
with James II. who honoured him 
with the title of marshal of Ireland, 
1089. He was appointed marechal of 
France, 1703, and died 1715, aged 83, 
leaving ason. M.de Rosen Knew how 
to maintain military discipline though 
at the greatest hazard. It is said that 
having one day received orders for his 
regiment to change garrison, the oft - 
cers would not move, till they had re- 
ceived some contributions due to them 
from the corps, The marechal de 
Rosen going instantly to the spot, or- 
dered the first captain to depart, and 
on his refusal, shot him through the 
head with a pistol. He then spoke to 
the second, who went immediately, 
and the officers followed very readily.

" ROSIER (Hugh Sareau du) Hugo Su- 
u, Rorarius, a famous Protestant mi- 
aister of Orleans in the reign of Charles 
Ix. born at Rosoi in Picardy, Who in- 
volved himself in great traubles by the 
seditious maxims contained in a book 
attributed to him, and entitled, La De- 
fense civile et militaire des Innucens, et de 
PEglize de Curit, Lyons, 1566. In 
£566, he and another minister held a 
celebrated conference against two doc- 
tors of the Sorbonne, at the duke de 
NMonpensier's house, in presence of the 
dquchess de Bouillon, who was 2 Cal- 
vinist, and daughter of that prince. 
Du Rosier being compelled to abjure 
his heresy for the preservation of his 
life, during the massacre of St. Bartho- 
lomew, 1572, was afterwards employed 
to exhort the King of Navarre, the 
prince of Conde, and Several great 
lords to a union with the Catholic 
church. In this undertaking he suc— 
cecded so well, that the court sent him 
into the province of Messin, with Pere 
Macdonald for the conversion of Here- 
tics, but he was prevented there, by 
the private conferences he had with 
the ministers. Du Rosjer at length te- 
tired to Heidelburg, but found himself 
so much despised by his own party, 
that he was obliged to accept the place 
of corrector to Andrew Wechel's press 
at Francfort, for a maintainance. He 
died of the plague in this city, with all 
his family, leaving several controver- 
Sial works, in which he maintains very 
singular opinions. 

ROSIERES (Francis de) an archdea- 
con of Toul, who pretended to prove 
that France belonged to the house of 
Lorrain, in his Stermmata Lotuaringie ac 
Harri Ducum, 1580, fol. He made the 
amende huet ab/e, before Henry was sent 
to the bastile, and it required all the 
interest of the house of Guise to save 
him from the punishment he deserved. 
He died 1607.

ROSIN Us (John) an eminent anti- 
quary, born December 14, 1551, at 
Eisenach, and died 1626, at Ascherle- 
ben, aged 75, leaving a son. His 
largest and most esteemed work is a 
treatise in Latin, on Roman antiquities, 
in which he was particularly skilled; 
the best edition is Urrecht, 1701, to.

ROSSI (John Victor) Farms Nitius 
Erichrzus, a noble Roman, and cele- 
brated writer of the 17th century, ane 
of cardinal Perreti's domestics, He 
acquired a great knowledge of the 
belles lettres, and literary history, and 
after the cardinal's decease, devoted 
himself entirely to study, making it 
his whole delight to converse with 
men of learning, He died November 
15, 1647, aged above 70. The princi- 
pal among his numerous works are, 
Pinacetheca imaginum illustrium Virorum, 
1729, 8vo.; Epistolæ, 8vo.; Dialogi, 
8vo.; Exempla virtutum et vitiorum, 8 vo. 
He must be distinguished from John 
Anthony Rossi, or Rubeus, an eminent 
lawyer, a native of Alessandro della 
Paglia, who was professor of law at 
Padua, and died in that city, March 

7, 1544, aged 56, leaving several 
works. 

ROSSIGNOL (Anthony) maitre des 
comptes, born January 1, 1590, at 
Albi, of one of the best families in that 
city. He made a rapid progress in the 
mathematics from his childhood, and 
became able from the mere force of 
his own genius, to explain almost every 
Kind of cypher; having scarcely found 


one during his whole life which he 


could not understand. It was in 1626, 
at the siege of Realmont, a city then 
possessed by the Protestants, that he 
made his first essay, and decyphered 
on the spot, a letter which the be- 
sieged had written to the Calvinists 
at Montauban, acquainting them with 
their want of powder, and that if a 
supply was nat provided as soon as 
possible, they suould be forced to sur- 
render. The prince of Condé, who 
commanded the royal army, sent this 
letter back decyphered, and the be- 


sieged surtendered that very day. 
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Cardinal Richelieu being informed of 
this circumstance, invited Rossignol to 
court; he made an advantageous use 
of his talent at the siege of Rochelle, 
and was rewarded as he deserved by 
the cardinal. Louis XIII. recom- 
mended him on his death bed to the 
qucen-mother. Louis XIV. had a 
particular esteem tor Rossignol, grant- 
ed him a large pension, and was con- 
tinually heaping favours upon him. 
After having served the state 56 years, 
he died in his elegant house at Juvis, 
aged 83, leaving a son, Charles Bona» 
venture Rossignol, seigneur de Jjuvisi, 
and president, of the chamber of ac- 
counts at Paris. 

ROSSIGNCL, a celebrated writing- 
master of Paris, the most skilful pen- 
man that has ever appeared. He was 
employed during the regency to write 


bank bills, and died 1736, in conse- 


quence of excessive application. Some 
specimens of his penmanship have 
been engraved. 

ROSSO (Lt) a celebrated painter of 
Florence in the 16th century, com- 
monly called Maitre Roux. After 
having gained great credit in Italy, he 


was invited into France by Francis I. 


who had a particular value for him, 
and gave him a canonry of Notre-Dame, 
with a large salary. II. Rosso painted 
many beautiful pictures, and poisoned 
himself in 1541, in consequence of 
the vexation he felt for having unjustly 
accused his friend Pellegrino of stealing 
money from him, and thus occasioned 
the torments he suffered in undergoing 
the question. 

ROSSMW EIDE (Heribert) a learned 

esuit, born 1569, at Utrecht. He 
was well skilled in ecclesiastical anti- 
quities, and taught philosophy and 
theology with reputation at Douay and 
Antwerp, in. which last city he died, 
October c, 1629, leaving an edition of 
St. Paulinus, with Notes; A Histery of 
the Fathers of the Desert, Antwerp, 1628, 
fol. which is esteemed; An edition of 
Adon's Martyrelegy; Fasti Santtorum, 
$vo. in which he has given the idea 
and plan of the Ada Sanforum, since 
executed by Bollandus, and several 
other works. 

ROTA (Bernardine) an excellent 
Italian poet, born of a noble and an- 
cient family at Naples, in which city 
he also died, 1575, aged 66. He was

esteemed by the literati, and has left 
Several works in verse and 
Naples, 1726, 2 vol. 8vo. whic 
much valued. 
ROTGANS (Luke) a very ce. 
brated Dutch poet, born October 1645 
of a distinguished family at Amster. 
dam. He went into the army during 
tne Datch war in 1672; but bavins 
served two years, retired to a beautify 
country house he had on the Vecht 
and devoted himself wholly to Study 
and poetry. M. Rotgans afteryarys 
took a journey to Paris, and on his re. 
turn home married Ann Adrianna de 
Salingre, who left him a widower with 
two daughters in 1689. He died of 
the small-pox, November 3, 1719, 
aged 66. His works are, The Ii of 
William III. king of England; An epic 
poem in 8 books, much admired by 
his countrymen; Several other poemz 
in Dutch, Lewarden, 1715, 4to. Nut- 
gan, Vondel, and Antonides, are the 
three most celebrated Dutch poets. 
ROTHARIC, king of the Lombard, 
a just prince, possessed of consummate 
prudence, anduncommon courage. He 
was the first who gave written laws to. 
the Lombards, 644; his successors fol. 
lowed his example, and their edictz 
by insensible degrees formed a volume, 
which was called the Lombard laws, 
published by Lindenbruch, Fan 
fort, 1613, fol. These laws became 
celebrated throughout Europe for their 
equity, clearness, and precision. Ro- 
tharic was an Arian, 
ROTHELIN (Charles d' Orleans de) 
born August 5, 1691, at Paris, son of 
Henry d' Orleans, marquis de Rothelin, 
He chose the ecclesiastical proſession, 
distinguished himself as a student, at- 
companied cardinal de Polignac to 
Rome, and visited the principal cities 
in Italy. His taste for learning, and 
antiquities, induced him to form a ba- 
luable cabinet of antique medals, and 
a very large library. He undersood 
not only Greek and Latin, but als 
Italian and English, delighted to en- 
courage and patronize literary men, 
and did them every service in | 
power, He died July 17, 1744, in h 
fifty third year. He was a member of

ROTROU (John de) a celebrated 
French poet, born August 21, 1609, at 
Dreux. He distinguished himself from 
the common poets, both by his come- 
dies, and by his tragedies, and gained 
the favour of cardinal Richelieu, who 
The famous Peter 
Corneille called him his father in tra- 
gedy, and highly valued his works. 
It is said that Rotrou lived at a great 


expence, and when he was distrest for 


money, composed a piece in two 


months. He purchased the place of 


Limutenant Particulier, in the bailiwic 


of Dreux, and held it till his death, 
which happened at Dreux, June 28, 
1650. This author left thirty seven 
dramatic pieces, among which Antigone, 
and Fences/as, are the most esteemed. 
The best of them may be found in the 
Theatre Frangots, Paris, 1737, 12 yol. 
1zmo. When all the poets combined 
azainst the Cid, Rotrou alone refused 
to humour cardinal Richelieu's jea- 
lousy, though he received a pension of 
500 livres from him, and continued 
always the adwirer and zealous partisan 
of Corneille. When settled at Dreux, 
ne gained the esteem of the whole 
province by his integrity, prudent con- 
duct, and piety. That city being 
visited by an epidemical disorder, his 
friends at Paris pressed him in the most 
carnest manner to quit so dangerous a 
situation, and save his life; but he 
replied that he could not answer it to 
his conscience to follow their advice, 
because he was the only person who 
could keep things in any order at that 
time, ending his letter with the fol- 
lowing words; Net but that the hazard 
i run is very great, for while I write, the 
bel'c are tolling for the twenty second person 
1079 has died this day. They will toll for 
me when it please God, He was attack- 
ed limself some days after, and died 
with the most fervent sentiments of 
religion, and piety, leaving three chil- 
dren. 

ROUAULT (Joachim) seigneur de 
Boinmenard, de Gamache, and de 
Chaillon, marechal of France, and one 
of the greatest captains in the 15th 
century, descended from an illustrious 
and ancient house, originally of Pi- 
cardy. He signalized himself in va- 


rious sieges and battles, and besieged 
* VOL, IV, 
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Castillon in Perigord, where he served 
France essentially, by the defeat of the 
famous Talbot, who was killed there 


with his son, 1453. Being afterwards 
appointed marechal of France, and 
governor of Paris, he rendered the 


most important services to Louis XI.; 


notwithstanding which that prince 
ordered him to be arrested, 1476, and 
condemned to forfeit his property. 
This sentence did not however take 
place, and the marechal de Gamache 
enjoyed the whole of his revenues till 
his death, which happened, August 7, 
147, 

ROUELLE (William Francis) born 
1703; at Caen, the restorer of chemis- 
try in France, The greatest chemists 
of Paris glory in having heen his pupils. 
He was an apothecary in that capital, 
chemical lecturer at the royal physic 
garden, a member of several foreign 
academies, and of the academy of 
sciences at Paris; in which city he died, 
August 3, 1770. Several of his Memoirs 
are in the collection of the academy, 
and many persons have his chemical 
lectures in MS, 

ROVERA, an Italian family which 
derives all its lustte from pope Sixtus 
IV. and pope Julius II. The latter 
married his brother to the duke of 
Urbino's daughter, and procured his 
nephew Francis Maria, to be adopted 
by the last duke of Urbino, of the 
Montefeltre family, Francis Mariaz 
who was one of the greatest cap:ains 
of his time, died by poison, September 
21, 1538, aged 48. His wife Eleonora 
Hippolita di Gonzaga, a very virtuous 
princess, and much attached to her 
husband, participated jn all the perse- 
cutions which he suffered from Leo X. 
who endeavoured to crush a family, of 
which his own had reason to complain. 
She died 1570, of grief, on seeing her 
son Guidobaldo, deprived of the terri- 
tory of Camerino; (to which his wife, 
one of the Cibo family, was heiress,) 
by Paul III. who enriched his nephews 
with it. Guidobaldo was captain of 
Philip the second's troops in Italy, and 
died 1574. His grandson Frederic 
Ubaldo died 1623, leaving only a 
daughter named Victoria, who was 
married to Ferdinand de Medicis, 
grand duke of Tuscany, and died 1694, 
aged 72; but she did not carry the 
duchy of Urbino to her husband as a

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dowry, it returned to the holy see. 


There was a noble and illustrious fa- 
mily named la Rovera at Turin, in 
which have been several cardinals. 
Sixtus IV. among others, created two 
of this house to make it appear that he 
descended from it. — 
ROVERA (Jerome de la) or DU 
ROUVRE, in Latin Ruwerius, or Robo- 
reus, descended from the family of la 
Rovera of Turin, his native place; 
bishop of Toulon in 1559, then arch- 
bishop of Turin, and afterwards cardi- 
nal in 1564. He died 1592, aged 62. 
Bailet justly ranks him among the 
celebrated children, for he was but ten 
years old, when a collection of his 
Latin Poems appeared at Pavia, 1540. 
This collection being grown very Scarce, 
was reprinted at Ratisbon, 1683, 8vo. 
ROUILLE' (Peter Julian) a learned 
lesuit, Dorn January 11, 1681, at Tours, 
who assisted Pere Catrou in the exten- 


sive Roman History which he had under- 


taken, and which consists ot 21 vol. 
gto. He wrote the Disertations, and 
the excellent Netes this work abounds 
with, and had also some share in re- 
vising and publishing the Revolutions of 
Spain, 3 vol. 4to. or 5; vol. 12mo. which 
P. d' Orleans had left unfinished. He 
died May 17, 1740, at Paris, aged 59. 
He assisted in the Feurnal de Trevoux, 
from 1733, to 1737. The Second Letter 
in the examination of M. Racine's 
poem on Grace, was written by Pere 
Rouille. | 
ROULLET (John Lewis) an excel- 
lent engraver, born 1645, at Arles. 
He was Francis Poilly's pupil, and 
went ' afterwards into Italy, where 
Ciroferri, a celebrated painter, conceiv- 
ed a friendship for him, and contrived 
much to his reputation. Roullet's love 
for his country however led him back 
to France, and he died at Paris, 1699. 
His prints are particularly admired for 
correctness of drawing, and the purity 
and elegance of the engraving. 
ROULLIARD (Sebastian) an advo- 
cate to the parliament of Paris, who 
died 1639, author of some poems now 
forgotten; A treatise de lu wvirilit d'un 
homme ne laut testicules, 1600, 8vo.

ROUSSEAU (John Baptist) a ve 
celebrated French poet, born 1669, x 
Paris. His father, a Shoemaker, bein 
in easy circumstances, spared nothing 
to give him a good ducation, and gent 
him to study in the best colleges x 
Paris, where Rousseau made a shining 
figure by his wit and genius, e 
afterwards devoted himself wholly t 
poetry, and soon became known þ 
various little pieces, full of lively, 
pleasing imagery, which gained hin 
great reputation, and induced seven 
persons of the highest rank, and most 
retined taste to solicit his acquaintance, 


M. Rousseau was admitted as a pupil 


in the academy of inscriptions, aud 
belles lettres, in 1701, and attached 
himself Almost the whole remainder of 
his life to some noblemen. He attend. 
ed the marechal de Tallard into Egg. 
land as secretary, and there formed z 
friendship with M. de St. Evremond. 
At his return to Paris he was a wel. 
come guest in the most brilliant parties, 
lived among the grandees of the cout, 
and appeared happy in his situation, 
till in 1708, some enemies whom be 
had made by his free and satirical 
poetry, prosecuted him as author of the 
famous Couplers, in which several per. 
sons of genius and merit, were aspersd 
by the most atrocius calumnies. Thi 
prosecution made great noise, and 
Rousseau was banished from France for 
ever, by a decree of the parliament of 
Paris, 1712, but he constantly denied, 
both in words and writing, having been 
the-author of these Couplets, and even 
on his death bed, before he received 
the viaticum. After the above sen- 
tence was passed, Rousseau resided in 
foreign countries, where he found 
some illustrious patrons, M. the count 
du Luc, the French ambassador in 
Switzerland, made him his companion, 
took pleasure in rendering his lite 
agreeable and happy, carried him to 
the congress of Baden in Switzerland, 
1714, where he had been appointed 3 
plenipotentiary, and presented him t9 
prince Eugene. This prince having 
conceived a particular esteem for Rous- 
seau, requested him of the count de 
Luc, and taking him to Vienna, — 
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Juced him at the emperor's court. 
Rousseau remained about three years 
with prince Eugene; but the count de 
Bonneval's affair obliging him to quit 
Vienna, he retired to Brussels, and 
made that city his usual residence. M. 
the duke d' Aremberg gave him an 
artment, and procured him a pension 
of 1500 livres in 1733; but he lost this 
by inserting in a Journal, that M. de 
Voltaire had accused him to the duke 
d' Aremberg, of being author of the 
Couplets, for which he was banished, 
Bouret, a notary of Paris, supplied his 
wants at all times, and he found gene- 
rous patrons in the count de Lannoy, 
governor of Brussels, and M. the prince 
de la Tour-Tassis. M. du Luc, and 
M. de Senosan, invited him to Paris, 
in hopes of getting his sentence re- 
pealed, but this plan failing, Rousseau 
went back to Brussels, where he died 
with sentiments truly religious, March 
17, 1741, aged 72. His works are, 
Four books of Odes, the first consisting 
of Sacred Odes, taken from the Psalms; 
Cantatas; two books of Epistles, in 
verse, two books of Allegories, two 
books of Epigrams; A book of Miscel- 
laneous Poems; Four Comedies in verse, 
two in prose; A very beautiful poem, 
entitled, Epode tirce principalement des 
Livres de Solomon; A collection of Let- 
n, &c. the most elegant edition of 
Rousseau is Paris, 1743, 3 vol. 4to. and 
4 vol, 12mo. published by M. Seguy, 
2 gentleman attached to the prince de 
lu Tour-Tassis. The editor has ad- 
hered in this edition to the author's 
intentions, inserting only such pieces 
as were acknowledged by that great 
poet, and omitting all which were too 
licentious. The edition of 1767, 5 vol. 
12mo. contains these rejected pieces. 
Rousseau is justly considered as the 
best lyric poet of France; the sublimest 
truths are exprest in his odes with a 
degree of elevation, strength, and 
energy, not to be found in any other. 
His images are drawn in a grand style, 
and represented with a majesty suitable 
to the maxims and truths of religion, 
He also excells in Cantatas, a species of 
Poetry which he may almost be said 
to have invented; and all his works 
discover the genius and the talents 
which distinguish a great poet. Five 
volumes 12mo, of his Letters have been 
printed. 
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ROUSSEAU (James) a painter, born 
1630, at Paris, who succeeded in 
painting architecture, by the illusion 
of perspective, and also in landscapes. 
He died 1693, at London. 

ROUSSEAU. (John James) born 
June 28, 1712, at Geneva. He tells 
us that his father, a clock maker, and 
citizen of that place, had a Plutarch, 
a Tacitus, and a Grotius, lying among 
his tools, with which he improved his 
mind, and taught him how to think. 
and reason, while he was earning his 
bread by the labour of his hands. A 
youthful folly, at least what M. Rous- 
Seau calls so, occasioned him to quit 
his parents house without well Know- 
ing what plan he should pursue; and 
necessity having compelled him to turn 
Catholic, in order to procure an asy- 
lum, M. de Bernex, bishop of Geneva, 
placed him with the Jesuits at Anneci, 
requesting mad. de Warens to superin- 
tend his education. This lady, a nas 
tive of Vaud, had given up her for- 
tune, and the Protestant religion in 
1726, to return into the bosom of the 
church. She not only accepted the 
proposal made by M. Bernex, who had 
converted her, but stood godmother for 
M. Rousseau at his abjuration; consi- 
dering him from that time as her son, 
while he looked upon her as his mo- 
ther, which name she well deserved. 
Though mad. de Warens depended 
wholly on a pension from the state of 
Savoy, which was frequently ill paid, 
when that state changed its masters 
during the war, she exerted herself 
to do as it were impossibilities, that 
Rousseau's education might be com- 
pleted, and that he might learn music, 
At twenty he went to Besangon, and 
hoped to have got a place in the king's 
chapel there, through the abbe Blan- 
chard's interest; but this plan failing, 
he was obliged to be contented with 
teaching music at Chamberri. A weak 
constitution deprived him of the posts 
which his talents must otherwise have 
obtained, and left him a long time 
chargeable to M. de Warens; but he 
attended the French ambassador ta 
Venice, 1743, and on his return to 
Paris had the place of clerk to M.

This last work, the 
chief purport of which was to criticise 
the proceedings against him at Geneva, 
made both the clergy and the govern- 
ment his enemies. The administrators 
of government were offended with the 
Seeds of dissention which these letters 
tended to spread between the different 
orders of citizens. The clergy were 
irritated by the victorious arms with 
which M. Rousseau attacked them. 
He objected that one fundamental - 
principle of their reformation, was to' 
acknowledge the Bible as a rule of 
faith and life, and to admit no inter- 
pretations of it, farther than they are 
consistent with the light of reason, 
that he conformed. to this principle, 
but did not admit their explanations, 
because they exceeded the light of his 
reason, M. Vernes wrote in vain that 
he agreed to the truth of this princi- 
ple, but that the interpretations most 
generally received must be admitted. 
M. Rousseau replied that the first re- 
formers cid not admit the interpreta- 
tions generally received, when they 
Separated themselves from the Catho- 
lic church, and thaf he followed their 
M. de Montmolia thought 
himself obliged, out of respect to both 
parties, to summon M. Rousseau be- 
fore the consistory; but he refused to 
appear. The majority of votes was 
not however for excommunicat ion; 
but the pastor took no advantage of 
this opportunity for leaving the conse- 
quences of his steps chargeable on that 
venerable class, nor for ceasing to per- 
secute M. Rousseau. He was at length 
rendered so odious by Sermons, and by 
public conversations, that one day 
during the fair, some drunken people 
made a riot before his door, crying, 
Away with the Atheist. It is also said 
that a stone was thrown in at the win- 

dow, 
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dow, but the magistrates tried in vain 
to discover who threw it; a stone how- 
ever was found in the room, and a 
Pane of glass broken; but on examina» 
tion the stone appeared to be bigger 
than the hole, M. Rousseau persisted 
nevertheless in believing that the popu- 
Jace threw it in; His howiekeeper told him 
30; his kousekerper was incapable of decei u- 
ing him, and if se had 16/4 him it was day 
at midnight, he «hould have believed her, 
He reasoned in the same manner on 
another occasion, when this house- 
keeper said that a louis d'or, which 
was missing from a drawer, had been 
taken by his landlady; nor could the 
known probity of that lady, who wil- 
lingly condescended to justify herself, 
overbalance in his opinion an assertion 
of mademoiselle de Vasseur's. Strange! 
that a philosopher who doubted what 
has been positively declared by jesus 
Christ, the apostles, the brightest lu- 
minaries of the church, should enter- 
tain no doubts respecting an assertion 
made by his housekeeper, however in- 


credible in itself. Finding that he 


must quit Motier Pravers, he sought an 
asylum in the isle de St. Pierre, but in 
vain; the sovereigns of that place sig- 
nified to him that he must seek one 
Somewhere else; he then fixed upon 
England. Mr. Hume secured him a 
comfortable retreat at London, in 1766, 
introducing him to the best company ; 
and when his misanthropy began to 
make the tumult of London disgusting, 
procured him an agreeable country 
residence. Nor did his Kindness stop 
here, for Rousseau complaining of too 
narrow an income, Mr. Hume solicited 
a pension for him from the King. 
This being granted, M. Rousseau had 
only to thank the minister, and enjoy 
it, when he was seized with the most 
unaccountable suspicions respecting the 
motives of Mr. Hume's conduct, re- 
fused the pension, quitted England, 
and asked permission to return to Paris, 
which he obtained, on condition of 
never publishing any thing more. M. 
Rousseau spent the remainder of his 
days in that city, copying music, that 
he might not be chargeable to any one, 
and declining every offer of favour, 
because he would be dependant on 
himself alone. He accepted only the 
friendship of a few persons, Who did 
not enjoy so much of his as they 


ROU 
wished to do. Age having at length 
rendered him incapable of copy ing 
music, M. Gerardin gave him the ue 
of a small house at Ermenonyille 
where he died suddenly, [uly 2, 1778. 
M. Gerarding ordered his corpse to be 


embalmed, and put into a leaden coffin, 


that it might be interred in his beauti. 
ful gardens. He chose for this purpose 
the isle of Poplars, a spot in which *. 
Rousseau delighted while living, and 
has erected a monument to him there. 
Mademoiselle de Vasseur, who had 
been raised by M. Rousseau from tle 
rank of his housekeeper to that of his 
Wife, survived him. We cannot con. 
clude this article better than with the 
portrait which our author has drawn 
of himself. More earnest than en- 
lightened in his researches, but sincere 
in every thing, even against himself; 
artless and good tempered, but captious 
and weak; frequently doing ill, and 
always approving what is good; at- 
tached from friendship, never from 
circumstances; and truer to sentiment, 
than to interest; requiring nothing 
from mankind, nor chusing to depend 
on them; yielding no more to their 
prejudices than to their wills, and pre- 
serving his own as free as his reason; 
fearing God without the fear of hell, 
reasoning on religion without licenti- 
ousness; loving neither impiety, nor 
fanaticism, but hating intolerant $pi- 
rits still more than free thinkers; not 
wishing to conceal his sentiments from 
any one; in all things without disguise 
or artifice, telling his faults to his 
friends, his opinions to the world, his 
truths to the public, unmixed with 
flattery, or with gall; as little anxious 
about offending, as about pleasing 
them. There is an edition of M. 
Rousseau's miscellaneous works, 9 vol. 
8 vo. and 12mo. which with Julie in 4 
vol, and Emile in 4 vol. make 17 vol. 
A tenth volume of miscellaneous 
works has appeared since his death. 
The 17 volumes had been printed at 
Amsterdam, 1762, 11 vol. 8vo. 
ROUSSEL (William) a learned 
Benedictine of the congregation de St. 
Maur, born at Conches in Normandy. 
He made profession, September 23, 
1680, and distinguished himself in his 
order, by his genius and talents for the 


pulpit; but prefering the tranquility of 


a private life, retired to Rheims, Where 


he 
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Je a good French translation of 
2 Letters, which was re- 
printed „1713, 3 vol. 8vo.; The TR 
Eulogy 6n Pere Mabillon, in well turne 
prose, was also written by Dom. Rous- 
Sel. He undertook the Literary His- 
tory of France, but had scarcely traced

ROUSSEVILLE, King's procurator 
in the commission for searching out 
the peerage of Picardy. He persuaded 
the nobility in that province to have 
the peerage to which each family be- 
longs, drawn upon a large leaf in form 
of an atlas, consisting of 417 leaves, 
printed from 1708 to 1717, It is very 
 x«carce and dear.

ROUX (Maitre) v. ROSSO. 

ROUX (Augustine) born Jan. 27, 
2726, at Bourdeaux. He took a doc- 
tor of physic's degree in the univer- 
sity there, 1749, and became doctor 
regent ,of that faculty at Paris 1762, 
In the month of July the same year, 
M. Roux was chosen to succeed NM. 
Vandemond in arranging the medical 
journal, which begins July 1754, and 
continued it till his death, which hap- 
pened in june, 1776. He also assisted 
in the Typographical Annals, 1767, to 
1762, and published besides, Recherches 
r tes moiens de refroidir les liqueurs, 17 58, 
tzmo; a translation of Whytt's Ea 
en Lime Water, 1767, 12mo. &c. M. 
Roux was a member of the academy 
of Bourdeau and of the agricultural 
Society at Paris. 

ROWE (Nicholas) a celebrated En- 
glish poet, born 1673, at Little Beck- 
ford, descended from an ancient De- 
vonshire family, He was well ac- 
quainted with the Greek and Latin 
classics, and also studied Hebrew and 
the law; but afterwards devoted him- 
self wholly to poetry, for which he 
became very celebrated. The duke 
of Queensbury appointed Mr. Rowe 
his secretary, and he held some posts 
in the reign of George I. and died 
1718, in London, aged 45. His works, 
Lenden, 1733, 3 vol. 1i2mo. consist 
of seven Tragedies, among which Ta- 
merlane is much admired; and a trans- 
lation of Lucan, highly esteemed by 


the English, He was buried in West- 
manster abbey,

ROWE (Thomas) a learned English 
writer, of the same family as the pre- 
ceding, born April 25, 1687, in Lon- 
don. His father, who was an excellent 
scholar, took great pains in his edu- 
cation; he acquired a complete know- 
ledge of the ancient authors, Greek. 
and Latin, and discovered much zeal 
for the liberties of his fellow citizens, 
He died May 13, 1715, aged 29. This 
gentleman had undertaken to publish 
the lives of the great men of antiqui- 
ty, omitted by Plutarch; and his ta- 
lents were well suited to such a work, 


but he died before it was cempleted, 


leaving only eight lives, viz. those of 
LEneas, Tullus Hoitilius, Aristomenes, Ta. 
quin the Elder, Lucius Junius Brutus, 
Gelen, (ru, and Jasen. They have 
been translated from English into 
French, by the abbé Ballanger who 


published them 1735, at the end of 


the new edition of Dacier's Plutarch. 
Rowe also left some Pzems in Eng- 
lish : 

ROWE (Elizabeth) wife of the pre- 
ceding, and eldest daughter of Walter 
Singer, celebrated for her virtue, in- 
tegrity, and charity to the poor; born 
September T1, 1674, at Ilchester in 
Somersetshire.. She discovered a great 
taste for drawing and poetry, from 
her childhood, learnt music also, be- 
gan to write verses at 12 years old, and 
was but 22 years old when a collection 
of poems appeared in 1796, which 
met with general applause. This 
young lady married in tro, Mr. Tho- 
mas Rowe, the subject of the prece- 
ding article, who died 1715, and whose 
loss she so deeply lamented, that shere- 
tired to Frome in Somersetshire, where 
the greatest part of her estate lay; quit- 
ting her retirement but very seldom, 
and then only to oblige some ladies 
of rank, particularly the countess of 
Hertford, who had the most sincere 
friendship for her. Though possessed 
of every personal and mental charm, 
and every amiable quality that can 
be desired in a woman, she would 
never consent to a second marriage; 
she died suddenly at Frome, Feb. 20, 
1737, leaving several works in verse 
and prose, universally esteemed by the 
English. The principal are, the His- 
tory of Toxeph, a Poem ; Friendship in 
Death, with Letters moral and entertain« 
ing, interspersed with poetry, which 
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have been translated into French, 
12mo. ; Miscellaneous works in verse and 
proze, Sc. All Mrs. Rowe's writings 
contain great warmth of imagination, 
lively and bold imagery. Their style 
is majestic, grave and smooth; not an 
idea in the least degree offensive to 
modesty is to be found in them, every 
part tends to inspire goodness, chastity 
and purity of manners; in short, they 
every where display the unspotted and 
virtuous sentiments of their amiable 
authoress. * | 

ROXANA, one of the greatest 
beauties of Asia, daughter of Oxiartes, 
a Persian prince. Alexander married 
her after the defeat of Darius, aud 
dying 324, A. C. left her pregnant 
with a son, who was called young 
Alexander; but Cassandra at length 
put both Roxana and him to death. 

ROY (Lewis le) Regius, an able 
critic of the röth century, and well 
acquainted with ethics; born at Cou- 
tances. He acquired great skill in 
the Greek and Latin languages, suc- 
ceeded the celebrated Lambin, as pro- 
fessor of Greek in the royal college at 
Paris 1570, and died July 2, 1577, leav- 
ing Letters, Paris, 1650, 4to.; the Life 
of William Buderus, in elegant Latin, 
Paris 1677, 4to.; A French translation 
of Plato's Timæus de Republica and Sym- 
postum, printed in different years, 4to. 
and of several more Greek works, be- 
sides many other books,

ROY (Peter le) almoner to the 
younger cardinal de Bourbon, and 
canon of Rouen, He published in 
1593, la virtu du cathilicon d' Espagne, 
an ingenious little piece, Which has 
been enlarged by several other writers, 
under the title of Sache Menippee, 
3 vol 8vo. | 

ROY (William le) a learned and 
indefatigable writer and translator, 
born January 10, 1610, of a good fa- 
mify at Caen. He was canon of Notre 
Dame at Paris, but exchanged that 
benefice for the abbey of Haute Fon- 
taine, where he lived retired, devoting 
himself to prayer and labour, and died 
there March 19, 1684, aged 74. Mess. 
Arnauld, Nicole, and du Pontchateau, 
were his intimate friends. He left, 
Instructions recueillies des Sermons de St. 
Agustin zur les Pieaumes, printed by Sav- 
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reux, 7 vol. 12mo.; La Solitudo Chr, 
tienne, printed by Savreux, 3 vol. rams. 
also numerous letters, translations and 
other works, a list of which may de 
seen in the edition of Moreri, publisheg 
1759. M. Huet in his anti; ities of 
Caen, speaks very highly of M. le Roy. 

ROY (Julien le) a very eminent 
clock and watchmaker, born Aug, $ 
1686, at Tours. He had from his child. 
hood so great a genius for mechanics 
that he made some small pieces of 
clockwork when but 13, and going to 
Paris, at 17, was admitted into the 
clockmaker's company 1713. This 
art was then at a low ebb among the 
French, who were far exceeded in it 
by the English, but M. le Roy soon 
became equal to the latter in his in- 
ventions, and the perfection to which 
he brought watches, insomuch that 
Mr. Graham, the most celebrated 
watchmaker in England, admired and 
praised his skill. M. le Roy behaved 
with great Kindness and generosity to 
all the artists and workmen whom he 
employed, or who consulted him. 
He died at Paris, September 20, 173g, 
leaving four sons well educated, and 
worthy of such a parent. An account 
of his inventions and discoveries in 
clockwork may be found in Evxtrene; 
Caronamẽtriques for the year 1760, pub- 
liched by M. le Roy, his eldet son, 
watchmaker to the king. 

ROY (James le) baron of the holy 
empire, born at Brussels, and died at 
Lyons, aged 86; author of Netitia Mar- 
chionatis S. Imperii, 1678, fol. fig; Je- 
pographiæ Brabantiæ, 1692 fol.; Le 
Theatre profane du Brabant, 1730, 2 vol. 
fol. fig. (v. SANDERUS) Caxtella et 
Pretoria nobitium, 1696, fol. 

ROY (Peter Charles le) a French 
poet, who wrote for the opera house 
His best pieces are Les Element, and 
Callerkee, He died 1763. His poems, 
2 vol. 8yo. are but moderate. 

ROY (Guy le) archbishep of 
Rheims, son Matthew seigneur de Roy, 
grand master of the French bowmen, 
descended from an ancient and illus- 
trious family, originally of Picardy. 
He was first canon of Noyon, then 
dean of St, Quintin, and lived at the 
pope's court while they resided 2 
Avignon; but followed Gregory XI. 
to Rome, and afterwards attached 
himself to the party of Clemens VIT 
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and of Peter de Luna, otherwise Bene- 
dict XIII. Guy de Roy was succes- 
sively bishop of Verdun, Castres, and 
Dol, archbishop of Tours, then of Sens, 
and lastly, archbishop of Rheims in 
1391, He held a provincial council 
1407, and set out to attend the council 
of Pisa two years. after; but on his 
arrival at Voutre, a town situated five 
leagues from Genoa, a man of his 
Suite quarrelled with one of the in- 
habitants and killed him, which mur- 
der excited a violent tumult among the 
populace, who surrounded the prelate's 
house; he left his chamber in order 
to appease them, but received a wound 
from a cross bow as he was going 
down stairs, and died in consequence 
of it, june 8, 1409. Guy de Roy 
founded the college de Reims at Paris, 
399. He left a book, entitled Doc- 
trinale Sapientiꝶ, written in 1333, and 
translated into French the year follow- 
ing, by a monk of Clugni, under the 
title of Do&rinal de Sapience, printed in 
to. gothic character, with the ad- 
dition of examples and short stories, 
some of which are humourous enough; 
for instance, page 37 of the translation 
above mentioned: We read, says the 
translator, of a woman who went fre- 
quently to a monastery where the 
priest of the church had a very bad 
voice, and whenever he sung, this 
woman began to cry; the priest ob- 
serving it, and supposing that his fine 
singing occasioned her tears, exerted 
his voice still more, and the louder he 
zung the louder she wept; unable to 
contain himself any longer, he asked 
her why $he cried in the church when 
ne sung: Alas! sir, replied the woman, 
I may well cry, for I have lost an ass 
which was very useful to. me, and 
whenever I hear you sing, methinks 
it is he. The priest, who expected a 
compliment, retired confused and dis- 
appointed. 

0 (Francis de) professor of law 
at Angers, his native place; he died 
1686, His work sare, De jure Patrenatus, 
Angers, 1667, 4to.; De missis Dominicis 
un ge vfcio et potestate, 1672, 4to. 
which last book exposed those to ridi- 
icule, who explained this title in 
French, as meaning the Sunday masses. 

ROYER (Joseph Nicholas Panerace) 
2 celebrated musician of Savoy, who 
*ttled in France about 1925, and dis- 
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tinguished himself both by his taste 
in singing and his skill in playing on 
the organ and harpsicord. He was 
appointed music master to the children 
of France 1746, director of the Concert 
Spiritual 1747, and inspector of the 
opera 1754, and died 1755, aged 50. 
A book of his harpsicord lessons has 
been published. He set to music the 


operas of Pyrrius, Zaide, le Pouvoir de 


P Amour, Amasis, and Prometheus. 
RUAR (Martin) a famous German 
socinian, born at Krempen, who chose 
rather to lose his fortune than re- 
nounce his sect. He was appointed 
rector of the college at Cracon, after- 
wards minister of the socinians at 
Dantzic, acquired great reputation 


among his party, and died 1567, aged 


70, leaving Netes on the catechism of 
the socinian churches in Poland, print- 
ed with this catechism ; two vol. of 
Letters, 1677, and 1681, 12mo. which 
are very curious and interesting, and 
Some other works. 

RUBENS (Peter Panl) a very emi- 
nent painter in the 17th century, born 
June 28, 1577, at Antwerp. After 
having studied drawing under Octavio 
Van-Veen he went into Italy, and 
visited Mantua, Rome, Genoa, and 
Venice; in which last city he deter- 
mined to copy the style of Titian, 
Paul Veronese, and Tintoret. On his 
return to Antwerp, he painted some 
beautiful pictures, and was afterwards 
employed by queen Mary de Medicis, 
the king of Spain, and the king of 
England, This artist's talents were not 
confined to painting, he spoke seven 
languages, was well acquainted with 
history, and so able a statesman as to 
be employed in several very important 
negociations. His ſinest paintings are 
at White- hall in England, the Escu- 
rial in Spain, and the Luxemburg 


gallery at Paris, which contains the 


history of Mary de Medicis. It has 
been engraved by Nattier, 1710, for 
Rubens excells particularly in colour- 
ing, invention, and grandeur of ex- 
pression. He died at Antwerp, May 
30, 1640, leaving a large fortune to 
his children, one of whom succeeded 
him as secretary of state in Flanders. 
His Treatise on painting, was printed 
at Antwerp, 1722; his Italian Archi- 
teFure, Amsterdam, 1754. Anthony 
Vandyke was his most celebrated pu- 
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Pil. Philip Rubens, brother of Peter 
Paul, born 1574, at Cologne, became 
Secretary and librarian to cardinal 
Ascagnio Colonna, afterwards secre- 
tary to the city of Antwerp, where 
he died 1611, aged 31. He published 
Antiquorum rituum emendationes, Ant- 
werp, 1608, 4to. Albert Rubens one 
of the painter's sons was also a man 
of genius, and particularly skilled in 
medals. He wrote a treatise de Re 
 Petiaria et Lato Clave, and a Commen- 
tary on the medals of Charles, duke of 
Arschat. |

RUBRUQUIS (William) a cele- 
brated Franciscan sent by King St. 
Louis to Sartach, a Tartar prince, 1252, 

RUCCELLAI (John) or Oricellarius, 
an ecclesiatic related to Leo X. and 
Clement VII. by the former of whom 
he was sent as Nuncio into France, 
and by the latter appointed a governor 
of the castle of St. Angelo. He died 
152 5, or 1526, aged 50, leaving Ros- 
munda, 1525, 8vo.; le Api, 1539 8vo.; 
Pad, 1711, 4to. translated into Freach, 
by Pigneron, Paris, 1770, 12mo., Oreste, 
1723, Svo. v. Oricellarius. 

RUCCELLAI (the abbot) son of 
one of those Italians who went into 
France to pursue the business of a 
Partizan. He enjoyed benefices to the 
amount of more than thirty thousand 
livres; his father, through whose in- 
terest he had obtained these emolu- 
ments, furnished him with as much; 
and this large fortune enabled him to 
live in a state of indolence and splen- 
dour, by which he contracted the disor- 
der since known by the name of the va- 
pours. Ambition however cured it; he 
had been favoured by the marechal 
d'Ancre, and formed a plan for reven- 
ging his death, and serving Mary de 
Medicis. These affairs required much 
exertion; but the greatest fatigue ap- 
peared nothing to him for the accom- 
plischment of his design. He found 
means to secure the duke d'Epernon 
in his interests; but perceiving that 
this nobleman had a greater $hare in 
the queen's confidence than himself, 
returned to the court, sought the 
friendship of the duke de Luynes, 
procured the disgrace of Pere Arnould, 
and died about 1627. If he had been 
faithful to the marechal d'Ancre, he 
was not less so to the constable de 
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Luynes, whose house was 80 com. 
pletely plundered after his death, by 
his servants, that not even a sheet re. 
mained to wrap him in. The con. 
Stable's brothers were present at his 
last moments, but left him without 
giving any orders for his funeral, and 
it was the abbe Ruccellai and a person 
named Contades, who took care to 
have him embalmed and carried to 
his burrying place at Mallé. 

RUDBECK (Olais) a learned Swe. 
dish physician, born 1630, of a noble 
and ancient family at Arosia, in West- 
ermanland, He was proſessor of phy. 
Sic at Upsal, where he became very 
celebrated for his skill in anatomy, 
physic, music, painting, mechanics, 
and the belles lettres, and died Sep- 
tember, 1792, in his seventy third 
year, leaving children. His principal 
works are: Exercitatio Anatomica ex- 
hibens ductus novos hepaticos agu, et 
wasa glandularum Serosa, 4&0. in which 
he publishes the anatomical discovery 
of the Lymphatick vetsels, and asserts 
that the honour of it belongs to him, 
and has been usurped by Thomas Bar- 
tholine. He wrote several other tracts 
in support of this claim, Anthlantica 
ide Manheim, vera FJaplieti posterorum 
zedes ac patria, 1679, 1619, and 1698, 
3 vol. fol. There should be a fourth 
which remains in MS, For tom. 4. 
is added an atlas consisting of 43 maps, 
with two chronological tables, and the 
portrait of Radbeck prefixed to it. This 
book contains great learning, and dis- 
plays an uncommon extent of reading, 
but the author advances and maintains 
the strangest paradoxes. He asserts 
that his native country, Sweden, was 
the abode of the ancient deities of 
Paganism, and of our first parents; 
that is, the real Arhlantides mentioned 
by Plato; and that the Germans, 
French, English, Danes, Grecians, Ro- 
mans, and all other nations came 
originally from thence, Rudbeck also 
wrote a treatise on the comet of 1667; 
De leges Wast-Gothice, Upsaliæ, fol. 
Scarce; A Description of Plants, engraved 
on wood, 1701, and 1702, 2 vol. fol, 
there should be 12 engravings. His 
son of the same name published La- 
ponia Illustrata, 1701, 4to.; Dizsertation 
on the Bird Selai mentioned in the 
Bible, 1705, 4to. i Specimen lingua Ge- 
tlic, 1717, 4to. RUE 
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Charles de la) born 1643, at 
Fae pay among the Jesuits, early 
in life, The Latin poem which he 
wrote 1667, on the conquests of Louis 
XIV. was translated into French by 
the celebrated Peter Corneille, who 
spoke highly of it to the King, and 
hence proceeded the regard, which 
that great prince frequently showed to 
pere de la Rue. After teaching rhe- 
toric during several years at Paris with 
reputation, he turned his attention to 
the pulpit, and was applauded as a 
preacher in the provinces, at Paris, 
and at court. Being sent some years 
after to the Cevennes, he laboured 
zealously for the conversion of the cal- 
vinists, and had the happiness of bring- 
ins back many to the Catholic faith, 
Pere de la Rue expressed an earnest de- 
sire through life to preach the Gospel 
as a missionary in Canada, but could 
never obtain leave from his superiors. 
He died May 27, 1725, in the college 
of Louis le Grand at Paris, aged 82, 
The following are his principal works, 
Poems in Latin, 4 books, 1680, 4to. and 
12m0.; An edition of Virgil with Netes 
ad ucim Delphini, on vol. 4to. and 4 vol.

RUE (Dom Charles de la) a learned 
Benedictine of the congregation de St. 
Maur, born July 12, 1684, at Corbie in 
Picardy, He gained great credit by a 
new edition of Origen, the two first 
vols. of which he published, and was 
about to publish a third, when he died 
at Paris, October 5, 1739, aged 55. 
Dom. Vincent de la Rue, his nephew, 
completed this edition; it is in 4 vol. 
fol, 

RUELLE (John) a native of Sois- 
zons, canon of the church at Paris, and 
physician to Francis I, He died 1537, 
aged 63. He published de Natur Stir- 
pium, Paris 1536, fol.; Veterinariæ Me- 
dcin Scriptores græci, Paris, 1530, fol, 

RUFFI (Anthony de) an eminent 
counsellor in the Senechal's jurisdic- 
tion of Marseilles, his native place, 
which office he discharged with $0 
much integrity, that not having suf- 
ficiently examined a person's case 
which he was to report, he restored 
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to him all he had lost by the ill s1c- 
cess of his cause. M. de Ruffi's virtue 
was accompanied with great learning, 
and he was appointed counsellor of 
State in 1655, and died 1689, He left 
an excellent History of Marseilles, the 
best edition of which is 1696, 2 vol. 
fol. published by his son Lewis An- 
thony, who died 1724. The Life of Gas- 
pard de Simane, known by the name 
of Chevalier de la Cote, Aix, 1655, 
T2mo. ; A learned History of the Earls 
of Provence, 1655, fol; A History of the 
Generals of the Gallies, in Pere Anslem. 

R UFINUS, favourite and prime 
minister under the emperor Theo- 
dosius, a Gaul, born at Chisa, capital 
of the county now called Armag- 
nac. Though of obscure birth he had 
an elevated genius, was subtle, insinu- 
ating, polished in Eis manners, and 
calculated to gain thefavour of princes. 
Going to Constantinople he became 
Known to Theodosius, who was pleased 
with him, and Rufinus improved this 
beginning of his good fortune so well, 
that he rose in a short time to offices 
of importance. The emperor appoint- 
ed him grand master of his palace, 
admitted him into all his councils, 
honoured him wilh his friendship and 
confidence, and made him consul with 


his son Arcadius. Rufinus maintained 


himself in these posts, as he had risen 
to them, more by his abilities than 
by his virtue. To possess uncommon 
merit was the certain means of having 
him for an enemy; he grew rich with 
the spoil of those whom his calumnies 
had ruined, and caused himself to 
be baptized with great pomp in 394. 
After the emperor's decease, vexed to 
see that Stilico had greater influence 
than himself, he determined to gain 
the throne, and invited the Goths and 
other barbarous nations into the em- 
pire, that amidst their ravages he 
might either sieze it entirely or share 
it with them. This treachery did not 
however go unpunished, for his design 
being discovered during the siege of 
Constantinople, he was killed 395. his 
dead body cut into pieces, and his 
head exposed on a lance to the po- 
pulace, who hated him for his cruelty 

and avarice. | 
RUFINUS, a very celebrated priest 
of Aquileia, surnamed Toranus or Ty- 
ranius, born about the middle of the 
K 2 4h 
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4th century, at Concordia, a small 
City in Italy. He retired to a monas- 


tery in Aquileia and devoted himself 


wholly to reading and meditating on 
the sacred scriptures and the writings 
of the holy fathers; St. Verome pass- 
ing that way became much attached 
to him, and they vowed an indisso— 
luble friendship. When St. Jerome 
retired into the east some years after, 
Rufinus inconsolable for their separa- 
tion, resolved to quit Aquileia in search 
of his friend. He accordingly em- 
barked for Egypt, visited the hermits 
who inhabited the deserts, and having 
been told much of the charity of St, 
Melania tie eller, had the satisfaction 
of seing her at Alexandria, where he 
went to hear the celebrated Didymus. 
The piety which Melania observed in 
Rafinus induced her to make him her 
confident, which he continued to be 


while they remained 1n the east, which 


was about 30 years, But the Arians, 
who ruled in the reign of Valens, 
raised a cruel persecution against Ru- 
finus, cast him into a dungeon, loaded 
with chains, where he suffered the 
torments of hunger aud thirst, and 
afterwards banished him to the most 


desolate part of Palestine. Melania 


ransomed him, with several other ex- 
iles, and returned to Palestine with 
him. It was at this period, that St. 
Jerome, supposing Rufinus would go 


directly to Jerusalem, wrote to a friend 


in that city to congratulate him on the 
occasion, in the following terms: Yeu 
will see the marks of ' koliness ine in the 
perion of Rufinus, whereas I am but his 
dur. It is enough for my weak eyes to 
support the lustre of his virtues, He has 
lately been further purified in the crucible 

persecution, and is now nwhiter than 
now, while I am defiled with all manner 
ef in. Rufinus built a monastery on 
mount Olivet, converted numbers of 
Sinners, reunited to the church above 
400 solitaries, who had engaged inthe 
schism of Antiach, and persuaded se- 
veral Macedonians and Arians to re- 
nounce their errors. He, at the same 
time, translated such Greek books as 
appeared to him the most interesting; 
but his translations of Origen's works, 
particularly ie Brook of principles, c- 
casioned that rupture between him and 
St. Jerome, which made so much noise 
in the church, and so deeply atllicted 
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St. Augustine, and all the great me 

of their time. Rufinus was cited 5 
Rome by pope Anastatius, who con. 
demned his translations of che Bos! 

principles, Being accused of heresy, he 
published some very orthodox apologies 
which discover great depth of F 29 
trine, and in which he declares, That 


he meant to be merely a tranilator, bit 


undertaking to support or defend any thing 
reprehensible in Origen's works, Rufinus 
went after wards into Sicily, and died 
there about 410. He translated the 
following books from Greek into La. 
tin, Josephus; The Ecelesiastical Histo 
by Eusebius, to Which he added, twe 
books; Several of Origen's Writings 
with his Apolagy by St. Pamphilius 
Ten of St. Gregory of Nazianzen's 
Dixcourses, and eight of Sr. Bails, Ru- 
finus takes great hiberties in these trans. 


lations. He has also left a Trad in 


defence of Origen; Two Apzlzic; 
against St. Jerome; Commentaries on 
Jacob's Benedictions, on Hosea, Joel, and 
Ames; Several Lives of the Fathers of th: 
deiert, and an Exposition of the Greed, 
which has always been valued. His 
works were printed at Pari, 1550, fol, 
The Commentary on the Palms, which 
bears his name, was not written by 
him. The abbe Gervase has published 
a Life of Rufinus, 2 vol. 12mo. He 
must be distinguished from a priest 
of Palestine named Ruſinus, who went 
to Rome 399, and was the master of 
Pelagius. A Profession of Faith by 
this latter may be found in Pere Gar- 
nier's Dissertations on Marius Marcator, 
RUFUS, an Ephesian physician, who 
lived in the time of the emperor Tra- 
jan, 112 A. C. and has left several 
works which are in the Artis Medice 
principes, published by Stephens; and 
also printed separately; Appetlationet 
corporis humani partium, Ven. 1552, 4% 
De Veiice renumque morbis, Patis, 1554 
$vo. . 
RUGGERI (Cosmo) a celebrated 
Florentine astrologer, who went into 
France, while Catherine de Medicis, 
ruled there. He gained great influence 
at court by his horoscopes and intti- 
gues, and obtained the abbey of St. 
Make, in Lower Bretany ; but being 
accused 1574, of having conspired 
against the life of king Charles IX. 
was condemned to the gallies, from 


which the queen's mother released him

RULAND (Martin) an eminent 
physician, born at Freisingen in Ba— 
varia, He was professor of physic at 
Lauingen in Suabia, and died Feb. 3, 
1602, aged 70.

RUMPHIUS (George Everard) a 
doctor of physic in the university of 
Hanau, and a member of the academy 
of natural;sts, born 1627, He went 
to Amhoyne, and became consul and 
senior merchant there, which did not 
prevent his employing his leisure mo- 
ments in collectug the plants of that 
country; being $0 fond of botany, as 
to acquire great skill in it, without 
any instruction. Although Rumphius 
lost his sight at 43, he discovered the 
nature and shape of à plant by his 
taste and feeling. He comprised all 
the plants which he had collected in 
the country where he settled, in twelve 
books, and dedicated them to the go- 
vernor and council of the India com- 
pany, 1690, They were not however 
printed then; but John Burman pub» 
lished them from 1740 to 1750, 6 vol. 


fol. which have commonly the date of 


1751, under the title of Herbarium Ame 
boinense, 1755. Burman has added an 


Aucluarium, with the Table usually 


bound at the end of tom. 6. This work 
consists of 702 plates, including the 
engraved frontispiece, two portraits, 
no. 84 and 107 of tom. 3, which are 
double; no. 9o of tom. 5, which is 
wanting, and no. 75 of the same vol. 
which is double. Rumphius also left, 
Imagines piscium testaceorum, Leyden, 
1717, fol. reprinted 1739; the former 
is in request for the plates. He wrote 
besides, the Political History of Amboyna. 


This has never appeared, but a copy

RUNGIUS (David) a learned Lu- 
theran divine, born 1564, in Pomera- 
nia, who taught theology with great 
credit at Wittemberg, attended the 
coloquy of Ratisbon, 1601, and died 
1604, leaving Commentaries on Genesis, 
Exodus, Leviticus, the two Epistles to the 
Corinthians, the Epistle of St. Tamer, Qt. 

RUPERT, v. ROBERT of Bavaria. 

RUPERT (Sc.) a hishop of Worms, 
who went to preach the gospel in Ba- 
varia towards the end of the 7th cen- 
tury, and there converted Theodon, 
duke of Bavaria, whom he baptized 
with great numbers besides of all 


ranks, and afterwards fixed his epis-

eopal seat at Jevave, the city now 
called Saltzburg, and died March 25, 
718. He was of the blood royal of 
France. I 

RUPERT, a pious and learned Be- 
nedictine of the 12th century, born in 
the territory of Ypres. He was abbot 
of Deutsch, became celebrated for 
His piety, learning, and writings, and 
died February 11, 1135, aged 44, leav- 
ing Commentaries on the Holy Scrip- 
tures, wherein he treats of several the- 
ological questions, according to the 
$cholastic method; A treatise de f- 
Feiis, which is considered as his prin- 
cipal work; A large Tr. on the Trinity, 
and several other books. All this 
author's works were printed at Paris, 
1638, 2 vol. fol. and at Venice, 1748, 
to 1752, 4 vol. fot. | 

RUPERT (Christopher Adam) a 
good poet, orator, and historian, born 
1610, at Altorf, in which city he was 
professor of history 9 years, and died 
1647. He wrote commentaries on 
Florus, Velleius Paterculus, Salust, Vale 
rut, Maximus, Sc. and also left Mercu- 
rius Epistolicus et Oratorius : Orator lin- 
goricus, Fc, | fy 

RUSBROCH or RUSBROECH 
(Jobn) prior of the regular canons of 
St. Augustine, at the monastery of 
Groenendall, near Brussels, who took 
his name from the place of his birth, 
a village on the Seine, between Halle 
and Brussels. He devoted himself so 
entirely to meditation, and became $0 
celebrated for his devotional books, 
that he was surnamed the Met excellent 
Contemplator, and the Divine Dactar. He 
died December 2, 1381, aged 88. The 
best edition of his works translated 
from Flemish into Latin, by Laurence 
Sarius, a Carthusian, is Co/ogn, 1692, 
4to. which also contains his Life, 
written by Henry de Pomere; they 
made some noise during the affair of 
the Quietists. 

RUSCA (Anthony) a prebendary of 
Milan, and one of the literati ap- 
pointed by Frederick Baromes to su- 
perintend the Ambrosian library. He 
died 1645. He published de inferno et 
wtatu damonarum, ante mundi exitium, Me- 
diolani, 1621, 4to. SCarce. 

RUSHWORTH (John) an English 
author, celebrated for his Historical 
CelleAions of the parliamentary trans- 
ga ctions from 1618, to 1644, 6 vol. fol.

born about 1607, descended from 3 
good family in Northumberland. He 
was appointed secretary to Sir Thomas 
Fairfax, general of the parliament's 
forces 1643, and had several other 
posts ; but after the last parliament 
was dissolved, lived obscure in West. 
minster, and being at last confined for 
debt, died in prison at the end of 6 
years, 1690, aged 83, 

RUSSIA. The sovereigns of this 
country are little Known till John 
Basilowitz, who freed his natiou from 
the dominion of the Tartars, and laid 
the foundations of the powerful em- 
pire of Russia. He first took the title 
of Czar, and reigned from 1450 to

RUST (George) dean of Connor, 
afterwards bishop of Dromore iu Ire- 
land. He was well acquainted with 
the scriptures, the fathers, and eccle- 
Siatical history, and died young in 
December 1670, leaving some works. 

RUSTICI (John Francis) an emi- 
nent sculptor in the 16th century, born 
at Florence, but settled in France, 
1528, and was employed by Francis I. 
in several considerable works. Most 
of his statues are bronze, and much 
admired by connoisseurs.

RUTGERS (Janus) counsellor to 
the king of Sweden, born at Dort, and 
died 1625, at the Hague, aged 36, He 
wrote Commentaries on Several Latin 
authors, and published Variæ lectiones, 
1611, 4t0.; Poems in Latin with those 
of Hensius, Elzevir, 1645, lazmo. 

RUTH, a celebrated Moabitish wo- 
man, whose history is related at length 
in a book. of the Holy Scriptures, call- 
ed Ruth, which is a Kind of $supple- 
ment to that of Judges. She married 
Roaz about 1254 A, C. and was mother 
of Obed, the father of Jesse and grand- 
father of David. v. NAOMI. 

RUTH, D'ANS (Paul Ernest) born 


February. 25, 1653, of a patrician ' 


family at Verviers, a town in Liege. 
After taking a bachelor's degree at 
Louvain, he went to Paris, and attach- 
ed himself to M. Arnould, whose ad- 
vice he followed, and formed a strict 
friendship with him. He was present 
at the death of that celebrated doctor, 
1594, carried his heart to Port Royal 
in the Fields, November 9, the same 
year, and delivered on that occasion 
the French discourse which 1s inserted 
under the name of M. Guelphe, in Pere 
Queslnel's Abridgement of M. Arnaul:s 
Life. M. Ruth d' Ans being banished 
to the Netherlands by a lettre de 
cachet, January 17, 1704, M. de Pre- 
cipiano, archbishop of Malines, ac- 
cused him of heresy ; but he justified 
himself by an Apology, and a requesrt to 
M. the marquis de Bedmar. He also 
went to Rome on purpose to clear his 
character to pope Innocent XII. who 
received him very Kindly, appointed 
him apostolical prothonotary, wished 
him to take a doctor of divinity's de- 
gree in the college della Sapienza at 
Rome, and delivered to him a brief 
in which he declared him innocent. 


He died February 24, 1723, at Brussels. 


He was almoner to the duchess of 
Bavaria, canon of St, Gudule at Brus- 
sels, and dean of the cathedral at 
Tournay, He wrote vol. x. and xi. of 
M. le Tourneau's Anne Chretienne, and 
was also author of some works. 
RUTILIA, a celebrated Roman 
lady, sister of Publius Rufus, who so 
patiently bore his unjust banishment, 
and wife of Marcus Aurelius Cotta. 
he had a son, a youth of great merit, 
the loss of whom she sustained with 
much fortitude, This son, Caius

Aurelius Cotta, a great orator, was 
raised to the consular dignity, 72 


A. C. Seneca proposes the virtuous 


Rutilia for an example, in the book. 
which he wrote during his exile, to 
console his mother. 

RUTILIUS (Claudius Numatianus, 
Gallus) a very learned and celebrated 
man, prefect of Rome when that city 
was taken by Alric 410. He has left 
an itinerary in elegant verse, in which 


he exclaims against the hermits, and 


the Jews, in favour of Paganism. The 
best edition of this work is Amterlamy 


1687, 12mo. with Notes by several of 
the literati, or in Poeree latini minores, 


Leyden, 1731, 2 vol. 4to. This cele- 
brated writer is supposed to have been 
a native of Toulouse. M, le Franc 
has translated his book into French 
with notes. 8

RUYSCH (Frederick) one of the 
most learned anatomists, physicians, 
and naturalists, which Holland has 
produced, born March 23, 1638, of a 
good family at the Hague, where he 
practised physic with success, till in- 
vited to be professor of anatomy at 
Amsterdam 1665. This office he dis- 
charged with an uncommon degree of 
reputation, made several important 
discoveries in anatomy; and may be 
considered as having invented the art 
of preserving dead bodies. He was 
admitted into the academy of sciences 
at Paris 1787, and died at Amsterdem, 
February 22, 1731, aged 93, leaving 
many learned works, of which the 
following are the principal; Diluci 
datio Valuularum in wvasis limphaticis et 
cafteis; Thesaurus animalium primus; 
Commelin's Descriptions ofthe Botanical 
Garden at Amsterdam, 1697 and 1707, 
2 vol. fol. plates. He had a very va- 
lvable cabinet of natural curiosties. 
Henry Ruysch, his son, who died 1727, 


was a skilful physician and well ac- 


quainted with natural history, ana- 
tomy and botany. He published John- 
ston de Arnimalius, under the title of 


Theatrum animalium, 1718, 2 vol. fol. 


enlarged, 

RUYTER (Michael Adrian) born 
1607, at Flushing, son of a citizen. 
He was successively a sailor, first mate, 
pilot, captain of a ship, commander, 
rear admiral, vice admiral, and lastly, 

lieutenant 
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hentenant admiral general, the high- 
est dignity to which he could aspire, 
that of admiral being annexed to the 
tank of governor of Holland. Ruyter 
distinguished himself on several oc- 
casions; he assisted Portugal against 
Spain, gained immortal glory before 
Sallee, fought several times against 
the English, and took numbers of 
Turkish gallies, with the famous re- 
negado, Armand de Dias, whom he 
ordered to be hanged 1655. He went 
to assist the King of Denmark against 
the Swedes 1659, and displayed such 
uncommon valour in the island of 
Funen, that he was enobled in con- 
sequence of it, with his whole family. 
In 1661, Ruvter forced the Algerine 
corsairs to submission, took numerous 
Hips on the coast of Guinea, gained 
a considerable victory over the English 
1666, and was appointed lieutęnant 
admiral general the same year, as a 
reward for so many noble actions. 
This brave man continued to signalize 
himself till 1676, when he was mor- 
tally wounded by a canon ball, during 
an engagement against the French 
before the town of Agousta in Sicily, 
and died a few days after. His re- 
mains were carried to Amsterdam, 
where the States General erected a 
grand monement to his memory. Ad- 
mirai Ruyter's Life, written in Flemish 
by Gerard Bland, fol. has been trans- 
lated into French.

RYCKIUS (Theodore) advocate at 
the Hague, afterwards protessor of his- 
tory at Leyden. He died 1690. He 
published an edition of Tacitus, Leyder,

Byzantinus, 1683, fol. in which is his 
dissertations de primis Traliz Colonts, 

RYER (Andrew du) sieur de Male- 
sair, a native of Marcigny in Mico- 
nois, gentleman in ordinary of tlie 
king's bedchamber, and knightof the 
holy sepulchre in the 17th century. 
He resided a long time at Constanople 
for his majesty's service, was French 
consul in Egypt, learnt the Turkish and 
Arabic languages, and died soon after 
his return to France. His works are,

RYER (Peter) a celebrated historio- 
grapher to the king, and one of the 
forty members of the French academy, 
born 1605, at Paris, son of Isaac Ryer, 
who died about 163r, aud hw left 
some Pactoral Poems, Peter Ryer gained 
some reputation by his translations, 
though they were not exact, for being 
hired by the booksellers, he had not 
time to finish them properly, He ob- 
tained the place of King's secretary 
1616, but having married imprudently, 
sold it in 1633, was afterwards secre- 
tary to Cxcar, duke de Vendome, 
and had a brevet of historiographer of 
France, with a pension from the Seal. 
He died November 6, 1658, at Paris, 
aged <5}, leaving French translations 
of numerous works. Du Ryer's style 
is pure and smooth; he wrote with 
great ease both in verse and proxse, 
and could douhtless have furnished the 
public with very excellent works, had 
not the necessity of providing for his 
family, deprived him of his leisure to 
polish and bring them to perfection.”

Landen, 1704s 
and the following 17 vol fol. to which 
Sanderson added three more in 1726. 
The whole was printed at Landen, 
1727, and the following 20 vol. fol. 
and at the Hague 1739, and the fol- 
lowing 10 vol. fol.

A, or SAA (Emmanuel) a learned 

portuguese Jesuit, a native of 
Condé in Portugal, who taught at 
G:ndia, Coimbra, and Rome, preach- 
ed with apptause in the principal 
cities of Italy, and was employed by 
ope Pins V. in the new edition of 
the bible. He died December 30, 
1606, at Aronna, in the diocese of 
Milan, aged 66, leaving short and 
literal Notes on the four Evangelists, 
1520, fol. and on the whole bible 1637, 
fol. ; also a book, entitled, {phorieme 
CUnfocsariorum, Rouen, 1617, 12MO. 
which contains some dangerous max- 
ims respecting morality and the au- 
thority of Kings. 

SA DE MIRANDA (Francis) a 
native of Coimbra, knight of the order 
of Christ in Portugal, and so highly 
celebrated for his Portuguese Poms, 
that his countrymen compare him to 
Camoens. He died 1558, aged 65. 
He is the most ancient among the 
good poets of that kingdom. The 
best edition of his works is Lisbon 
1614: they consist of Satires full of 
poignancy and delicate wit, Comedies, 
Pastorals, &c. | 

SAADIAS GAON, i e. ihe Excellent, 
a celebrated rabhi of the roth century, 
head of the Jewish ac3demy estab- 
lished at Sora, near Babylon, who 
acquired great reputation by his works, 
and died 942, aged 50, leaving a Tr. 
entitled, S-phey Haemounoth, in which 
he treats on the principal articles of 
the ſewish faith, Constantiæ, 1562, 4to. ; 
An explanation of the book Fezira ; 
4 (ommentary e Daniel; An Arabic 
translation of the Old Testament and 
viher works, 

SAAS (John) born February 3, 1703, 
and ordained priest 1728; learning 
and the Study of books, employed all 
his leisure hours which his profession 
afforded; he was successively secre- 
tary to M. the archbishop and keeper 
of the public library belonging to the 
Chapter, The academy of the imma- 
culate conception at Rouen admitted 
him a member 1729, in 1742, he ac- 


cepted the curacy of St. Jacques sur 
vol 1y,

Darnetal, to which the Carthusians 
had appointed him, and remained 
there till 1751, when he obtained a 
canonry in the Metropolitan church of 
Rouen. M. Saas died April 10, 1774, 
of an apoplexy, leaving a very large 
library. His various works turn chiefly 
on criticism, as Letters to the Aut lar 
of the new Supplement to Morerts Dice 
tionary, 1735, 12m 0; Letters on the Ca- 
talogue of the King's Library, 1749, 
z mo.; Letters from a professor at Dovay, 
t a Prefessor at Louvain; on the Abbe 
Laduocat's Historical Difionary, 1762, 
8vo.; Letters on the Eucyclopetlie, 1764, 
8vo.

SAAVEDRA FAJARDO (Diego) 
descended from a noble family in the 
kingdom of Murcia, He was resident 
from the court of Spain in Switzerland, 
Knight of St. Jago, counsellor to the 
Supreme council of the Indies, and 
died 1648, leaving The [tea of a politic 
Prince; The Gothic Crown, &c, Ante 
werp, fol. His Literary Republic was 
translated at Lausanne, 1770, 12mo.

SAEADINO (John) the countryman 
and bad imitator of Boccacio, author 
of seventy Nedeli under the title of 
Porretane, Bologna, 1483, fol. scarce. 
The Venetian editions, 1504, and x 510, 
fol. are not uncommon; those of 153 
and 1540, Svo. contain an additional 
W. 8 
SABAEUS (Faustus) born about 


t oo at Brescia, in the state of Venice. 


He employed himself in Latin poetry 
till a journey to Rome gave him a 
taste for ecclesiastical antiquities. Sa- 
bæus left a Collection of Epigrams, Rome 
1556, and an edition of Arnobins, Rome 
1542, fol. 

SABAS (St.) abbot and superior 
general ot the monasteries of Pales- 
tine, born 439 at Mutalloseo, a town 
Situated in the territory of Cxsarea in 


Cappadocia, He zealously defended 
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the faith at the council of Chalcedon, 
and died December 5, 531, aged 92. 

SABELLICUS (Marcus Antaniuus 
Coccius) a celebrated writer of the 
15th century, born about 1436, at Vi- 
covaro, on the Teverona, of a res- 
pectable family, not the son of a 


poor farrier, as Paul Jovius asscrts.: 


He was professor of belles lettres at 
Udina, afterwards at Venice 1484, and 
died of an illness brought on by de- 
bauchery, April 18, 1506, aged 70. His 
works are, a Univerial Histery, not very 
accurate; A History of the Republic of 
Fenice, tilled with base and servile flat- 
tery, 1487, fol. and in the Colleotinu rf 
Venetian Histortes, 1718, 10 vol. gto. 
Several other works in verse and prose, 
printed 1502, fol. All his works were 
printed together, 1560, 4 vol. fol. 

SABELLIUS, a famous heresiatch 
in the zd century, a native of Ptolemais 
in Lybia, Noctus of Smyrna's disciple. 
He confounded the persons of the 
Holy Trinity, and maintained that 
there was no other distinction between 
them, than between the different ope- 
rations of the same thing, whence it 
tollowed that the Father and Holy 
Ghost had suffered death, as well as 
the Son. The errors, which he taught 
about 250, were condemned in the 
council of 261, and in several other 
councils. St. Dionysius of Alexandria 
wrote some excellent tracts against 
the errors of Sabellius, whose sectaries 
were called Sabel/tans. 

SABINIANUS a deacon of the Ro— 
man church, and nuncio from St. Gre- 
gory the great to the emperor Mauri- 
tius at Constantinople. He succeeded 
St. Gregory, September 13, 604, and 
died February 22, 606. 

SABINUS (George) born 1508 in 
the Marche of Bradenberg, and edu- 
cated by Melancthon, Whose daughter 
he afterwards married. He was ap- 
pointed professor of belles lettres at 
Francfort upon Oder, then teacher in 
the new academy at Konigsburg, and 
counsellor to the elector Bradenburg. 
This prince sent him on various em- 
bassies, in which Sabinus gained great 
credit by his eloquence and skill in 
public affairs, He was enobled by the 
emperor Charles V. at the diet of Ra- 
tisbon 1 540, and died at Francfort upon 
Oder, December 2, 1560, leaving $e- 
veral Pceris in Latin, which are es-

SABINUS (Floridus) v. FLORIth(s

SABINUS GALLUS, a native ot 
Langres, who imprudently caused hir.

with Vitetlius. Sabinas finding hi, 


party deteated, hid himself among the 


vaults of a country house to Which he 
set fire, that it Might be reported he 
was dead, and two of his freed mei 
who were in the secret, carried him 
food. Eponine, his wife, was incon. 
solable, till he being informed of her 
distress, acquainted her with the place 
of his concealment. She went thither 
and was delivered of twins there, hu; 
her frequent absence having raised 
suspicions and occasioned her to be 
watched, Sabinus was discovered and 
carried to Rome. Eponine threw her- 
self at Vespasian's feet, intreating him 
to pardon her husband, but her re- 
quest was denied, and she accompanied 
him to execution. 

SABLIERE (Anthony de Rambouil- 
let de la) King's Secretary and author 
of some Madrigals, 12mo, written in 
a style of refinement from which na- 
ture is not excluded. He died 1689, 
at Paris, It was at the house of this 
gentleman's wife, mad. de Sabliere, 
that the celebrated la Fontaine lived 
in a peaceable and tranquil retirement 
during near twenty years. 

SABBURRANUS, commander at 
the pretorian guard under Trazan, That 
emperor, on presenting him with the 
sword at his appointment to the abovs 
office, thus addressed him: Receive 74 
swword and employ it in my fert ice, 10 l.

SACCHETTI (Francis da Benci) 


born 1335 at Florence. During the. 


early part of life he was engaged in 
commerce, but afterwards held seve- 
ral offices in his republic, and died 


1408, having outlived three Wives. 


Sacchetti ranks among the distinguish- 
ed geniuses, and good poets of that 
age, and has left a Callectian of Novelli, 
Flor. 1724, 2 Vol, 8vo. His works te- 


main in MS, SACCHI 
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SACCHI (Andrea) an excellent 
ainter, born 1599, at Rome, He 
was Alban's pupil, imitated his grace- 
ful style in expressing the beauties of 
nature, and even surpassed him in his 
taste for drawing, never finishing any 
ming without consulting nature. He 
died at 1661, at Rome. 

SACCHINI (Francis) a celebrated 
ſesuit. born in the diocese of Perugia. 
He was professor of rhetoric at Rome 
during several years, and secretary to 
his general, Vitelleschi, seven years, 
He died December 26, 1625, aged 55. 
His principal works are, 4 Continuation 
i the WHiztory of the Femit"s Society, 4 
vol. fol. This history was began by 
Olandino, and finished by Jouvency; 
a small book judiciously written and 
much esteemed, intitled, De ratione 
Jide cu profettu legendi, 12mo. at 
the end is a discourse, De Vitandd Li- 
trorum moribus noxiorum lectione, which 
father Sacchini delivered at Rome 
in his rhetorical school, 1603, 

SACCO (Josephus Pompeius) pro- 
fessor of physic at Padua, and Parma. 
He died 1718, aged 84. His works 
are, A F.. on Ferers, 1699, 8vo. in 
Latin; Medicina Theerico- Pratlica, 1695, 
fol.; Medirina Praftica rationalis, 1717, 
fol, - | 

SACHO (John) a native of Frau- 
stadt in Poland, secretary of Thorn, 
atterwards sent as envoy from Holland 
to Poland. He wrote the celebrated 
Tr. d Scope Reipublice Pola, , against 
Herman Conringius, 1665, under the 
name of Francis Marini. Having un— 
dertaken Several long voyages, he 
was preparing to embark for the isle 
of Ceylon, but died an the road at the 
age of 30. | 

SACHO (Philip James) a physician 
of Breslau, and member of the aca- 
demy of naturalists. He died 1762, 
aved 44. He published Consideratic 
ritt Tin era, Lipsiz, 1661, Svo.; De 
Caneris, 1563, 8vo.; De Mira lapidum 
witura Ocanus, Macroemicrocesimicus, Ura- 
tislaviæ, 1664, 8vo. In this work ke 
proves the circuſation of blood by the 
circutation of the waters. 


SACHSE (John) a shoemaker of 


Nuremburg, afterwards school-master 
and chanter. He left several Poems, 
which are esteemed, and have been 
bublished by George Weiler. He died 


September 15, 1567, aged 81.

SACRATO (Paul) Sacratus, a canon 
of Ferrara, his native place, cardinal 
Sadolet's nephew and one of the best 
Ciceronians of the 16th century. We 
have one vol. 12mo. of his Letters, 
written in Latin, in a very polite and 
elegant style.

SACROBOSCO (John de) a cele- 
brated mathematician of the 13th cen- 
tury, called also Ho/y-2w99d, from an 
English town of that name, his native 
place, now called Hallifax, in York- 
Shire, He studied at Oxford, went 
afterwards to Paris, where he acquired 
great reputation, and died in that city

SADELAR (John, Raphael, and 


Giles) three celebrated engravers. John 
the son of a founder and chaser, was 
horn at Brussels 1550. He applied 
early in life to drawing and engraving, 
and puplished some prints at Antwerp, 
which did him great honour, En- 
couraged by this success, he travelled 


over atl Holland that he might work 


under the inspection of the best mas- 
ters, and found a generous benefactor 
in the duke of Bavaria, John Sadelar 
went afterwards into Italy, and pre- 
sented some of his prints to pope Cle- 
ment VIII, but receiving only empty 
compliments from that pon tiff, retired 
to Vepice, where he died soon after 
his arrival, leaving a son named Juste 
or Justin, by whom also we have some 
good prints. Raphael Sadelar, John's 
brother, aud pupil, like him distin- 
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guished himself as an engraver, by the 
cortectness of his drawingr and the 
natural expression of his figures. He 
accompanied John to Rome and to 
Venice, and died in the latter city, 
Raphael engraved some plates for a 
Tr. de opificio muud!i, 1617, Svo. out of 
which the plates are frequently torn. 
Gilles Sadelar was nephew and pupil 


of John ani Raphael, but excelled 


them in correct drawing, and in the 
taste and neatness of his engraving. 
After having staid sometime in Italy, 
he was invited into Germany by the 
emperor Rodolphus II. who settled a 


pens:on upon him. Matthias and Fer- 


dinand, this emperor's succsssors, con— 
tinued also to esteem and honour Gilles 
Sadelar. He died at Prague 1629, 
aged 59, being born at Antwerp 2570, 
leaving, Pestigi del!" anticiite di Roma 
Rome, 1660, fol. %%. Mark Sadelar 
related to the three above mentioned, 
seems to have been merely the editor 
of their works. 

SADEUR, v. FOIGNT,. 

SADLER (John) educated at Cam- 
bridge, where he acquired great skill 
in the oriental languages. He after- 
wards devoted himself wholly tothe 
law, and held some considerable posts 
under Cromwell, who had a particular 
regard for him. He died 1674, aged 
59, leaving a book, entitled, The Rights 
cf the Kingtom, and another, entitled, 
Oba. 

SADOc, a famous jewish doctor, 
chief of the set of Sadducees. He 
lived about 2 centuries before Christ, 
and was the disciple of Antigonus, 
who taught that virtue was to be 
practised for its own sake, and not 
from auy expectation of reward. 
Whence Sadoc drew this erroneous 
inference, that there were neither re- 
wards to hope for, nor punishment 
to fear in another life. His impious 
doctrine was soon erabraced by great 
numbers, who under the name of Sad- 
ducees, formed one of the four prin- 
cipal sects among the Jews. They 
denied the resurrection and the im- 
mortality of the soul, and acknow- 
ledged neither angels nor spirits; they 
rejected all tradition, confining them- 
selves wholly co the text of Scripture ; 
bur it is not true that they denied a 
pravidence, prophecies, and miracles, 
for they admitted the books of the

Old Testament, and observed the dig. 
saical law, and the religious worghin 
of the Jews, Their manners, accord. 
ing to the historian Josephus, were 
very austere, and) it is remarkable that 
our Saviour, who reproaches them with 
not understanding tne scriptures, never 
censures their moral conduct, white 
cy 
very frequently. The erroneous duc. 
trine of the Sadducees did not Prevent 
their rising to the highest offices, not 
even to the high priesthood. Their 
sectestill subsists in Africa, and several 
other parts. 

SADOLET (James) born 1478, x 
Modena. His father, John Sadulet, 
an able professor of law at Ferrara, 
who died 1511. Having finished his 
philosophical studies under Nicholas 
Leonicenus, he went to Rome and 
there resided with cardinal Olirer 
Caraffe, who was a friend to men of 
learning. Sadolet formed a friendship 
with Peter Bembo, afterwards car- 
qinal, and became secretary to pope 
Leo X, He wrote with great ease and 
delicacy, and was at once a divine, - 
an oratar, a philosopher and a poet; 
but possessed great modesty, and had 
so little ambition that Leo X. was 
obliged to exert all his authority to 
wake him accept the bishoprick of 
Carpentras. After that poutiff's de- 
cease he retired to his diocese, till 
Clement VII. recalled him to Rome. 
Sadolet however would go thithet 
only on condition of returning to his 
diocese in three years. He returned 
accordingly, but Paul III. also wanted 
him at Rome. This pope employed 
him in several important negociations, 
and made him carcinal 1536. he 
new cardinal attended the conference 
which Paul III. had with the emperor 
at Parma, and when peace was con- 
cluded wrote an harangue De bons 
pacis, and died 1547 at Rome, aged 
71. We have 17 books of his Epit/csy 
and various Po:mi, among which Cur- 
tius and Laocoon are the most esteem- 
ed, an Interpretation of the Palm and 
ef St. Paul's Epizties; Ds philacphice 
ecnslatione ot meditatione in adversls; De 
Liberis rect instituendis; De Philasopi 
Laudibus, Sc. All this author's works 
were collected and printed at Verona, 
1737, 1733, and 1740, 3 vol. to. They 
are written in a style entirely Ciceto- 

; nian, 
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nor has any other among the 
learned of cardinal Sadolet s time been 
30 successful in reviving the elegance 
of the Latin language. He likewise 
appears from all his writings to have 
been mild, moderate, equitable, a 
lover of peace, pious and zealous for 
the reformation. of discipline. The 
Letter which he wrote from Carpen- 
tras to the inhabitants of Geneva, 
April 15, 1539, is worthy of the apos- 

ical age. * 

 EAENREDAM (John) a celebrated 
- engraver, Whose prints are sought after 
by the curious. His drawing 1s fre- 
quently defective, but the painters 
from whom he copied are to be blamed 
for this. 

SAGE (David le) a native of Mont- 
pellier, famous for his Gascon poetry. 
There is a collection of his, entitled, 
1s Fulirs du Sage, 1650, 8vo, He died 
about 1650. . 

SAGE (Alain Rene le) born 1677, 
at Ruis in Bretany. He possessed 
genius and fancy, understood French 
and spanish well, and was author of 
several ingenious romances, which he 
too! and imitated from the Spanish 
writers, These romances are, La va- 
lire trance avee les Lettres d' Arivtenette, 
2 vol. 12m9,; Guzman d' Alfarache, 2 
vol. 1210. ; Leo Bachelier de Salamangue, 
2 vol. emo. well written and much 
esteemed; Nouvelles avantures de Dom. 
Q.iciiotic, 2 vol. 12mo.; Gil Blas de San- 
tillancy 4 vol. 12mo. an ingenious work, 
and the most admired among his ro— 
mances; the character of Sangrads is 
meant for the celebrated physician 
Hecquet, ÞF>terranille, ou fe Cargon de 
byine [muy 2 vol, I2MO, ; Le Diable 
teu, 2, vol. 12mo. the first of which 
is taken from the Spanish, and preſer— 
able to the Second; Retand Þ Amoureux, 
2 vol, r2mo. translated in his own $tyle. 
MI. le Sage also wrote six Comedies for 
tie French theatre, on which Crispin 
Rival de zen Maite, and Turearet, are 
still in great esteem; Three Comedies 
for the Italian theatre, and several 
pieces full of agreeable pleasantry for 
the theatre de la Foire. He had two 
sons, one of whom named Montmenil, 
was a good actor, particularly in co- 
medy, on the French theatre, and a 
man of great integrity. After his 
death in 1743, M. le Sage went to re- 

side With his other son, a canon of the 
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cathedral of Boulogne-sur-Mer, and 
died there, 1747. 

SAGITTARIUS (Jaspar) an emi- 
nent Lutheran divine, historian to the 
duke of Saxony, and professor of his- 
tory at Halle, bucn September 23, 1643, 
at Lunenburg. He trequented the 
greatest part of the German universi— 
ties, where he was much esteemed for 
his extensive knowledge of history, 
and antiquities. He died March g, 
1694. His works are, Dissertations en 
Oracles; on Shoes, 4t0.; on the gates of the 
Ancients, $VO.; the succession of the Prin- 
ces of Orange, to William III. gto 
Hiztory of the city of Herderwick, 4to. 
and what appears singular from a Lu- 
theran, the Hiitery of St, Norbert, which 
he published, 1683; Traftatus wvarii de 
Historia legeridi, 49. a good work; 
Hist. antiqua Ni, ꝗto. learned and 
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curious; The Vripins of the Dukes of 


Brunswick, 4to.; listery of Lubec, 4to.; 
Antiquities of the Kingdem of Tahuringia, 
4to. a valuable work full of enquiries; 
An accurate and curious Hjstory of the 
Marquises and Eleftors of Brandenburg, 
4to. and many more, a list of which 
may be found in Moreri's edition, 

759. J. A. Schmidius has published 
his Life in Latin, Jana, 1713, 8vo. 

SAGREDO (John) a noble Venetian, 
elected doge, 1675, which dignity he 
resigned, finding that his clection was 
not agreeable to the people. He was 
proveditor of St. Mark, 1691, after- 
wards ambassador in the principal Eu- 
ropean courts, and published 1677, the 
Ottoman history in Italian, from 1300, 
to 1644, 4to. translated into French by 
Laurent, 1724, 6 vol. 12mo. 
- SAGTEVEN, an excellent Dutch 
landscape painter, whose pictures and 
drawings are SCarce, aud much sought 
after. 

SAINCTES (Claudius de) Sanebcsius, 
a native of Perche. He entered as a 
regular canon in the abbey de St. Che- 
ron, near Chartres, at the age of 15, 
was admitted doctor of the Sorbonne, 
1555; and resided afterwards in the 
house of cardinal de Lorraine, who 
employed him at the colloquy of 
Poissy, 150, and persuaded King 
Charles IX. to send him to the council 
of Trent, with eleven other doctors. 
It was de Sainctes, wha with Simon 
Vigor, afterwards archbishop of Nar- 
bonne, disputed against two Calvinist 

ministers, 
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ministers, at the house of the duke de 
Nevers, 1566, and published the re- 
cords of this conference two years aſter. 
He became so celebrated for his writ- 
ings, Sermons, and zeal against here- 
tics, as to be promoted to the bishopric 
of Ereux, 1575. The following year he 
attended the states of Blois, and in 
t;3r, the council of Rouen; but hav- 
ing afterwards joined the most violent 
among the Leaguers, was Seized at 
Louviers by Henry the fourth's party, 
who found a writing among his papers, 
in which he pretended to justify the 
assassi nation of Henry III. and declared 
that the King deserved the same treat- 


ment. Being carried as a prisoner to 


Caen, he would there have received 
the punishment due to his attempt, had 
not cardinal de Bourbon, and some 
other prelates interceded for him; at 
whose Solicitation he was only con- 
demned to perpetual imprisonment, 
and confined in the castle de Creve- 
cœur, in the diocese of Lisieux, where 
he died, 1591. De Sainctes left many 
learned works, the largest and most 
scarce among which is a Treatice on the 
Euckarict, in Latin, fol. an edition of 
St. James's, St. Basil's, and St. Chry- 
<o>tom's Litrrgies, Antwerp, 1560, Svo. 
joined to that of Flaccus Illyricus. 
They have been reprinted, but only 
this edition is valued,

SAINT-AULAIRE {Francis Joseph 
de Beaupoil, morons de) a French 
poet, dorn in Limosin, who did not 
much cultivate poetry. till turned of 
sixty, and his most elegant verses were 
Written after he was ninety, He be- 
came a member of the French academy, 
1706, and died at Paris, December 17, 
1742, aged 98. It is said that when 
he was a candidate for admission into 
the academy, Eoileau refused to give 
him his vote. NI. de St. Aulaire, who 
wished to obtain it, made use of the 
president de Lamoignon's interest, 
Who sent him the poem which the 
candidate had written for the occasion. 
Boileau having read the beginning, ex- 
claimed, Ane title this fer a place in the 
Ficedemy, he had better nut depend upon my 
e. I hall tell M. de Lamoignon very 
freely, that I have 19 vote for a man who, 
makes uc i bad dees at 60, and deres too, 
aukich centain licenticus ventiments, He 
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went accordingly to the acaq 
the day of election, on purpose to put 
in his black ball against the marquis 
de Sd. Aulaire; and when some of the 
members represented to him that the 
marquis was a man of rank, and en- 
titled to some respect; I ds noe 4: vio 
his claims to nobility, answered Boileau, 
but kis claims on Parnassns; and 1 maintain 
that ke is not only a bad poet, but an im- 
moral poet. The margucs, said the abhe 
Abeille, dees not mate poetry Ar, profesucy 
he cenfines lime to little pieces lite x the 
creon. Lite Anacreen! replied the 
satirist, Have you ever read the poet you 
speak of * Anow, Sir, that Horace, ereat 
as ke was, thought himself a very insignif- 
cant fellzxw, compared with Anacregr, 
The marquis de St. Aulaire was how. 
ever admitted into the academy, not- 
withstanding Boileau's severe criticizm, 
and his verses were thought elegant, 
He lived about forty years at the court 
of the dnchess da Maine; who called 
him ker s#epi:rd, Nis poems may be 
found in different collections. 
SAINT-BONNET (Johnde)seigneur 
de Toiras, descended from the ancient 
house of Caylar, a barony, since sold 
to the bishop of Lodeve, born March 
1, 158 5, at St. Jean de Cardonnenques, 
lle was page to the prince of Conde, 
then hentenant ef the chace to Louis 
XIII. and captain of his Fo/iers, Toi- 
ras afterwards accepted a company in 
the regiment of guards, and gave 
proots of his courage on Various occa— 
sions, as he had before done of his 
skill in the chace, in his majesty's 
presence. He held the rank of major- 
general, when the isle of Rhe was 
taken, and was made governor of that 
island, which he defended bravely 
against the English, 1627. Aſter this 
he commanded in Montferrat, and de- 
fended Casal against the marquis de 
Spinola, the Spanish general. These 
noble actions his majesty rewarded by 
making him marechal of France, Dec. 
13, 1630, and lieutenant-general of his 
forces in Italy; but he fell afterwards 
into disgrace, and was Ceprived of his 
pensions and governments, 1633. The 
enemies of France then tried to engage 
him on thair side, but in vain; he 
chose rather to be unfortunate than 
unfaithful. In the mean time Victor 
Amadeus, duke of Savoy, having 


joined with the King, raised an army - 
against 


emy, on 
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azainst Spain, of which he appointed 
the marechal de Toiras Leutenant-ge- 
neral, with his mayesty's consent. 
This brave officer was Killed before 
the fortress of Fontanette, in the Mi- 
janese, while he was reconnoitering the 
preach, june 14, 1636. He died un- 
married.

SAINT CRE, one of the bravest 
among the Calvinist captains, in the 
reign of Charles IX. named Tanne- 
zuy du Bouchet de Pay-Grether, de- 
ccended from Peter de Boucher, 
president of the parliament at Paris 
in 1389. He was one of the heads 
of tie ccuspiracy of Amlol sc, made 
novernor of Orleans, after the battle 
of Dreux, and fell in that of Or- 
leans, aged $5, after having rallied 
lis troops, and charged the enemy 
with the greatest bravery. His death 
saved the lives of numbers of his 
people. 
SAINT-DIDIER, v. LIMOJON. 
SAINT EVREMOND (Charles de 
Saint-Denys, scigneur de) born April 
1, 1613, at St. Deny's-le-Guast, three 
leagues from Coutances, descended 
from a noble and ancient family of 
Lower Normandy, whose original 
name is Marque tel or Marquastel, He 
was captain of infantry, and attached 
himself to M. the prince, (Louis de 
Bourbon,) under whom lie fought at 
Friburg, and Nortlingen, where his 
valour acquired him the esteem of all 
the generals; but having atterwards 
lost the prince's favour, by his fond- 
ness for raillery, he served in Catalonia, 
and was appointed major-general 
there. On his return to Paris, he 
gained NI. Fouquet's friendship, and 
availed himself of it for his domestic 
affairs, M. de St. Evremond had also 
great interest with M. de Candale, 
which occasioned him much trouble 
from cardinal Mazarini, by whose 
order he was confined during three 
wontlis in the hastile ; and he at length 
made the ministers so much his ene- 
mies.by a Letter written to M. de Cre- 
quy on the peace of the Pyrannees, as 
ta be forced to quit France, His prin- 
Cipal place of retreat was England, 
where the prince of Orange, and mad. 
Mazarin, treated him with great re- 
pect, and he remained there from 
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1665, till he died in London, Sept. 20, 
1703, aged go, and was buried in 


Westminster Abbey. M. de St. Evre- 
mond left many works which contain 
a great deal of wit, an ingenious turn 
of thought, delicate ideas, expressed 
in pure and nervous language, particu- 
larly in what lie has written concerning 
the Greek and Romans, on things use- 
ful in life, on the peace of the Pyran- 
nees, on the duke de Longueville's 
retreat to his government of Normandy, 
and on marechal d'Hocquincourt's con- 
versation, with Pere Canaye; for all 
the rest is much inferior. The first 
complete edition of his works is Len- 
don, 1705, 3 vol. 4to. The best are 
Amsterdam, 1739, or Paris, 1740, 10 
vol. 12mo. with plates; also Paris, 
1753, 12 vol. small rzmo. They in- 
clude the memoirs of the count de *** 
by the abbe de Villiers, and of the 
countess de ** ® by Me. de Murat. A

SAINT GELAIS (Octavian de) born 
about 1466, at Cognac, son of Peter de 


St, Gelais, marquis de Montlieu, and 


de Sainte-Aulaye. He studied at Paris, 


and chose the ecclesiastical profession, 


but devoted himself to poetry and gal- 
lantry. Being introduced at court early 
in life, ke gained the favour of Charles 
VIII. who procured him to be ap- 
pointed bishop of Angoulesme by pope 
Alexander VI. 1494. Octavian de St, 
Gelais went to reside in his Jiocese, 
1497, from which time his whole em- 
ployment was the duties of his minis- 
try, and the study of the Holy Scrip- 
tures and Fathers. He died 1 502, aged 
36. He left Poems; Le Fergier & honneur, 
in Svo. 4to. and fol. no date; Le Cha- 
teau de Labeur, 1532, 16to. and other 


works in French, Melin de St. Gelais 


was his son. | 
SAINT GELAIS (Melin de) a cele- 
brated Latin and French poet of the 
i6th century, the son (as is supposed,) 
of Octavian de St. Gelais, bishop of 
Angoulesme. He studied at Poitiers, 
Padua, and elsewhere; acquired a 
knowledge of law, divinity, philoso- 
phy, and mathematics, but devoted 
himself afterwards to poetry, for which 
he became $a celebrated in the reigns 
of Francis I. and Henry II. as to be 
surnamed 
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turn amed te French, Ovid, Saint Gelais 
was jealous of Konsard, at his first ap- 
pearance, and purposely read a piece 
of that young poet's badly, before the 
King; but having acknowledged his 
fault, they were reconciled. He was 
appointed almoner and librarian to the 
King, had the abbey of Reclus or Rec- 
culs, and died 1559, at Paris, aged 67, 
leaving Prem, which are esteemed. 
The most complete edition is Paris, 
1719, lzmo. 

SAINT-GENIEZ (Jobn de) a Latin 
poet, born 1602, at Avignon. He was 
canon of Orange, and died consump- 


tive, 1662, aged 61. His Poems were 


printed at Pans, 1654, 4to.

SAINT-PIERRE (Charles Frenee 
Cate! de) a celebrated political writer, 
born February 18, 1658, at the castle 


Je Saint-Pierre, in the diocese of Cou- 


tances in Normandy, of a noble and 


ancient family. Having chosen the 
ecclesiastical profession, he was made 


first almoner to Madame, admitted 
into the French academy, 1695, ob- 
tained the abbey of the Holy Trinity 
at Tiron, 1702, and attended cardinal 
de Polignac, 1712, who was appointed 
one of his majesty's plenipotentiaries 
for the peace of Utrecht. A speech on 
Pe/y5inedy, which he made at his return 
in 1717, displeased the French acade- 
my, because he preferred the councils 
established by the regent, to Louis the 
fourteenth's method of governing; and 
they excluded him from their meetings. 
Saint Pierre contributed by his writings 
to the establishment of the proportional 
tax. He died April 29, 1743, at Paris, 
aged $6. A great number of his works 
have been collected and printed in 
Holland, 1744, 18 vol. 12mo.; Les Anna- 
les Politique de Louis XIF. 2 vol. rzmo. 
They all contain many political reflec- 
tions, and very singular ideas, which 
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every where discover the good cit 
and the true philosopher. 275 

SAINT-PREUIL (Francis de Juss 
de) a brave captain of the guards under 
Louis XIII. who signalized himself 2 
the isle de Rhe, at Castelnandari, and 
the sieges of Corbie and Arras "of 
which he was appointed governor 
The garrison of Bapaume having capi 
tulated, 1641, on condition of deine 
escorted to Dousy, could get no farther 
the first day than Ecluse, where the 
escort left them with a trumpeter 
Saint Preuil being told of it, went and 
attacked them, notwithstanding al 
the trumpeter could say; killed some. 
and carried off their baggage. Such 15 | 
infringement of a capitulation, afforded 
a pretence for arresting Saint Preuil: 
he was also accused of extortion, and 
to exculpate himself, produced” the 
authority he had for it. This piece 
which may serve to show what the 
public then endured from the soldiers, 
is as follows; Brave and generous $t, 
Preuil live by your industry; pluck the 


fowl without noise; do like such and 


such persons; do what many others do 
in their governments, All is welt 
done that you do; you have absolute 
power in your empire ; cut and destroy; 
all is permitted. Many k similar letters 
were also produced by St. Preuil, both 
from the King, and from M. de Noyers, 
Secretary of state: in answer to his 
complaints of inability to support the 
Splendid style in which former gover- 
nors had lived, who had large fortunes 
of their own; but cardinal Richelieu's 
caprices were concerned in this matter, 
for he was arrested by his guards. 
Notwithstanding therefore that St. 
Preuil defended himselt so well as 
to the affair at Bapaume, that it is not 
mentioned in his sentence, notwith- 
standing his assertion, that whatever 
faults he had been guilty of before he 
was governor of Arras, were considered 
as pardoned by the licence he had re- 
ceived; and although he had made it 
appear that he had authority for the 
extortions laid to his charge, he was 
condemned to be beheaded, which 
Sentence took place, November 9, 
1641. v. An account of his trial and 
death in cardinal Richelieu's journal, 
or in his History by le Clerc, 1753, 5 
vol. rzmo.

<AINTE-BEUVE (James de) a very 
celebrated and learned doctor of the 
house and society of the Sorbonne, 
porn 1613, at Paris. He was appoint- 
ed king's professor of divinity in the 
Sorbonne schools, at the age of zo, 
| which place. he filled with uncommon 
reputation, being considered as the 
most able Casuist, and one of the moet 
learned divines of his time; but hav- 
ing engaged in M. Arnauld's affairs, 
was forced to resign his chair by the 
king's order, February 26, 1656, and 
M. de Lestoc succeeded to it. M. de 
c:inte-Reuve afterwards signed the 
formulary, and was chosen theologian 
of the French clergy, who allowed him 
2 pension. He lived as retired in the 
midst of Paris, as he could have done 
in a remote solitude, devoting himself 
to study and prayer. Bishops, chap- 
ters, curates, monks, princes, and 
magistrates consulted him, so that to 
his closet might he applied what 
Cicero said of a celebrated lawyer's 
house, that it cat the Oracle, not only 
of a whole city, but of a whole Kingdom. 
He died December 15, 1677, at 
Paris, aged 64. He was one of the 
doors chosen by the assembly of 
French clergy, held at Mantes, to 
compose a system of moral theology. 
His printed works are, 4 Treatise on 
the Sacrament of Confirmation, and ano- 
ther on extreme unction, 1686, 4to. in 
Latin; Three volumes in 4to. and 8vo. 
of Decisions of Caxes of Conscience. Seve- 
ral more of M. de Sainte-Beuve's 
works are in MS, in the Sorbonne 
library, and elsewhere. They all dis- 
cover great knowledge, and deep 
learning, are written in a style of 
sound and judicious criticism, and 
strict morality, The printed ones 
above-mentioned were published by 
ls brother Jerome de Sainte-Beuve, 
known by the name of M. the prior de 
Sainte-Beuve, to whom M. de Launoi 
had addressed the first of his Lertres 
Critiques, He died 1711. 
SAINTE-MARTHE (Gaucher de) a 
noble president and treasurer of France, 
in the district of Poitiers, more known 
by the name of Scævela de Sainte-Mar- 
% born February 2, 1536, son of 


Claudius de Sainte-Marthe, physician 
"SQ. 2V: 
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to Francis I. master of the requests to 
the queen of Navarre, and licutenant- 
criminal of Alengon, who died 1535. 
He cultivated learning and thesciences, 
with such success, as to become an 
orator, lawyer, poet, and historian, 
besides being well acquainted with 
Latin, Greek, and Hebrew. Sainte- 
Marthe held some considerable posts 


under Henry III. and Henry IV. who 


honoured him with their esteem, and 
was intendant of finances in the arm 
of Bretany under the duke de Mont- 
pensier. He brought Poitiers to submit 
to Henry IV. and saved Loudun from 
ruin, in which last city he died, March 
29, 1623, aged 87. His works are, 
Eulogies, entitled, Gallorum Doctrina il- 
lustrium, qui sud patrumque memorid flo- 
ruere, Elogia, Isenaci, 1722, 8vo. tran- 
Slated into French by Colletet, 1644, 
4to. several Latin poems, viz. three 
books entitled, Padstrophy, or the 
method of feeding, and bringing up 
children at the breasts, printed with 
the French translation made by his 
grandson Abel de Sainte-Marthe, 1698, 
12mo. (This grandson was keeper of 
the King's library, and died 1706.) 
Two hooks of Lyric Poem:; Two books 
of H/; one of Elegies; Two of Epi- 
grams; Some Sacred Poctry, with seve- 
ral French Poems, 1632, 4to &c. M. de 
Sainte-Marthe is justly ranked among 
the most excellent Latin poets of his 
age. He left by his wife Renée de In 
Haye, Abel, Gaucher, and Lewis de 
Sainte-Marthe, who will be mentioned 
in the following articles. 
SAINTE-MARTHE (Abel de) eldest 
son of the preceding; knight, seigneur 
d'Estrepied, counsellor of state, and 
keeper of the library at Fontainbleau. 
He was a man of great genius, and has 
left a collection of Latin Pcems, among 
which that on the Larrel, and another 
on the Salique Lato, are most admired. 
They were printed with his father's 
poems, 1632, 4to. He also left some 
other works. He died 1652, aged 82. 
SAINTE-MARTHE (Gaucher, better 
known by the name of Sczvola, and 
Lewis de) twin brothers, sons of Gau- 
cher de Sainte- Marthe, born December 
1571, at Loudun. They resembled 
each other exactly, both in body and 
mind, lived in perfect harmony, and 
employed themselves jointly in works 
which have immortalized their names. 
M Gaucher, 
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Gaucher, or Scævola de Sainte-Marthe, 
was a knight, seigneur de Meré-sur- 
Indre, and historiographer of France. 
He died September 7, 1650, at Paris, 
aged 79. Lewis, his twin brother, 
was seigneur de Grelay, counsellor to 
the King, and historiographer of 
France. He died April 29, 1656, at 
Paris, aged 85. They were buried at 
St. Severin. These two great men left 
L' Hizt. Genealogique de la Maison de 
France, 2 vol. fol. a very excellent work, 
the best edition of which is 1647; Gal- 
lia Christiana, published by the sons of 
Sczxvola de Sainte-Marthe, 4 vol. fol.; 
L' Hist. Gencalogique de la Maizan de 
Beauvear, fol. and some other works. 

SAINTE-MARTHE (Abel Lewis de) 
a divine, a Latin poet, and general of 
the Fathers of the Oratory, son of Scx- 
vola de Sainte-Marthe, and nephew 
of Lewis. He resigned his office of 
general, September 14, 1696, and re- 
tired to St. Paul-au-Bois, near Soissons, 
where he died suddenly, April 7, 1697, 
aged 77, leaving several works in MS. 

SAINTE-MARTHE (Peter Gaucher, 
or Scævola de) elder brother of the 
preceding, seigneur de Mere-sur- 
Indre, counsellor, steward of the 

| household to the King, and historio- 
grapher of France. He supported by 
his merit and learning the reputation 
of his ancestors, and died August 9, 
1690, leaving L' Etat de “Europe, in 4 
vol. 12mo.; Lait Hitterique des armes 
de France, in 12mo.; IIisteire de la Mai- 
zen de la Trimouille, 1688, 12mo, and 
other works. 

SAINTE-MARTHE (Claudius de) 
son of Francis de Sainte-Marthe, ad- 
vocate to the parliament of Paris, and 
grandson of Scævola de Sainte-Marthe, 
mentioned in the preceding article, 
born June 8, 1620, at Paris. He chose 
the ecclesiastical profession, was or- 
dained priest, devoted himself entirely 

to relieving and instructing the poor 
and afflicted, and died at Corbeville, 
October 11, 1690, aged 71, after hav- 
ing long been confessor to the nuns of 
Port Royal. He left Traitcs de Piete, 2 
vol. x2mo. Letters, 2 vol. 12mo. and 
other works, 

SAINTE-MARTHE (Denys de) 
seigneur de Chandoiseau, a learned 
general of the Benedictines, of the 
congregation de St. Maur, born May 


24, 1650, at Paris, He followed the

30, 1725, at Paris, aged 75, leaving an 
excellent treatise 07 Auricular Confe ion 
Two works against the Protestants 4 
lative to the persecution which they 
pretended to suffer in France; and on 
the usurpation of the prince of Orange;

SAINT-MAURE (Charles de) Juke 
de Montausier, peer of France, knight 
of the King's orders, and governor of 
Louis, dauphin of France, &c, de. 
scended from the ancient house of st. 
Maure, originally of Touraine. He 
signalized himself in various sieges and 
battles, and in the civil wars during 
Louis the fourteenth's minority; kept 
Saintonge and Angoumois, of which 
he was governor, in a state of obedi- 
ence, and became the admiration of 
the whole Kingdom by his integrity, 
his merit, and his patronage of learned 
men. He died May 17, 1690, aged 80. 
This nobleman married in 1645, Julia 
Lucia d' Angennes, a lady of uncommon 
merit, and great genins, who was maid 
of honour to queen Maria Theresa of 
Austria, and governante to the dau- 
phin. She is frequently mentioned by 
Voiture and Sarrasin. She died Nor. 
15, 1671, aged 64. M. Flechier spoke

SAINT FOIX (Germain Poullain de) 
born February 25, 1703, at Rennes. 
He entered the army at a time when 
the militazy gentlemen thought it ho- 
nourable to beat the watch, and to 
fight among themselves, and M. de 
Saint Foix, a youth of the most impe- 
tuous disposition, was not backward to 
signalize himself in these great exploits. 
Nor though he reformed early in life, 
did he ever lose that turbulent, bully- 
ing temper, witness the affair of the 
custom house officer, and of the dish of 
coffee, in which we must charitably 
consider him as a mad man, Those 
howeyer who should judge of his _

friend, and loved to be serviceable, 
rovided his mode of thinking was not 
absolutely thwarted. He died unmar- 
ried at Paris, August 26, 1776. His 
Turkisk Letters have been approved, 
though much inferior with respect to 
philosophical reasoning, and an inte- 
resting style, to the Persian Letters, 
with which they are frequently joined, 
His EAN on Paris, 7 vol. amo.

SAINTONGE (Louisa Genevieve 
Gillot de) v. GILLOT. . 
SAINTRAILLES (John Poton, 
seigneur de) a celebrated gentleman of 
Gascony, who distinguished himself by 
his courage, and Services in the reigns 
of Charles VI. and Charles VII. de- 
feated and took prisoner Thomas, earl 
of Arundel, 1435, was appointed mare- 
chal of France, 1454, and died at Bour- 
deaux, 1641, leaving no children. He 
was senechal of Limosin, and the King 
gave him the city of Saint Macaire. 
SALADIN, or SALAHEDDLYN, a 
famous sultan of Egypt and Syria, and 
one of the greatest conquerors in the 
1:th century. He was a Curde origi- 
nally, and entered with his brother 
into the service of Noradin, sovereign 
of Syria 2nd Mesopotamia; and these 
two brothers gained such high reputa- 
tion as soldiers, that Adad, caliph of 
the Fatimites in Egypt, having applied 
to Noradin for assistance, this prince 
thought he could place no better gene- 
rals at the head of the army he sent 
into Egypt, than the two curdian cap- 
tains. On Saladin's arrival in Egypt, 
he acquired so much authority, that 
the caliph was compelled to appoint 
him vizir, and general of his armies; 
and Adad dying not long after, Saladin 
took immediate posscssion of the Im- 
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perial palace, with the treasure which 
the caliph had hoarded up in it, and 
caused himself to be proclaimed sultan 
of Egypt. When Noradin was also 
dead, Saladin declared himself guardian 
of his son, who was but 11 years old, 
and Seized Damascus, Aleppo, and 
Several other places. After this expe- 
dition he prepared to besiege Jerusalem, 
but falling sick, his troops were en- 
tirely defeated. In 1187, Saladin 
gained a celebrated victory over the 
Christian princes near Tiberias, where 
Guy de Lusignan, King of Jerusalem, 
and the grand master of the Templars, 
were taken prisoners. He made him- 
self master of Naplousa, Sebaste, Pto- 
lemais, Sidon, Baruth, Ascalon, Gaza, 
and Ramlah; attacked Jerusalem the 
Same year, and took it by capitulation, 
October 11, 1183, The Christians wha 
had withdrawn to Tyre, having re- 


ceived great succours the year follow- 


ing, besieged St. John d'Acra, defeated 
the Mahometans, and gained possession 
of that city, as also of Cæsarea, and 
Japha in Saladin's sight, 1191. They 


were even preparing to besiege Jerusa- 


lem, but dissentions arising among 
them, Richard, King of England, was 
forced to conclude a truce of three 
years and three months, with the sul- 
tan, 1192. Saladin died at Damascus, 
1193, aged 57, after having reigned 
24 years in Egypt, and about 19, in 
Syria. This prince possessed many 
noble qualities, was brave, generous, 
humane, and a strict observer of his 
word. After the great victory over the 
Christians, he received his prisoner 
the King of Jerusalem, under a mag- 
nificent tent, made him sit by his side, 
would not suffer the smallest insult to 
be offered to him, and treated him in 
every respect like a prince. He per- 
mitted the queen to retire wherever 
she should chuse, set the Greek pri- 
soners at liberty, and a great part of 
the Latins. Saladin also restored the 
Holy Sepulchre to the Christians, only 
requiring that the pilgrims should come 
thither unarmed; but with all this 
greatness of mind he did not leave 
affronts unpunished. Gautier de Cha- 
tillon had insulted some ambassadors 
he had sent to him, and upon his being 
presented as a prisoner after the battle 
of Tiberias, he struck off his head with 
a sabre. Saladin left 17 sons, who 
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shared his dominians between them. 
His Life has been published by NM.

SALEN (William) a learned writer 
in the 16th century, born at Utrecht, 
who was successively minister of se- 
veral churches in Holland, and lastly 
at the Hague, where he died, 1694. 
His most known and valuable works 
are, Otia Theo/ngica, gto. containing 
dissertat ions on different subjects, from 
the Old and New Testament; Conciona- 
tor Sacer, 12mo.; De Libris warioque 
crm uw et abusu, Amsterdam, 1668, 
1zmo. 

SALE (George) one of the most 
learned men of the 16th century in the 
Arabic language, who was among the 
principal members of the society which 
undertook to publish a Universal His- 
tory. Thirty eight volumes 4to. of this 
work are already printed. He died 
November 14, 1736, in London. He 
left an excellent English translation of 
the Azran, London, 1734, 4to. and has 
added to it a curious introduction, 
which has been translated into French, 
8vo. and is also in the edition of the 
French Koran, Amsterdam, 1770, 2 vol. 
12mo. | 

SALEL (Hugh) a celebrated French 
poet of the 16th century, born 1503, 
at Casals in Quercy. He was well ac- 
quainted with the Greek and Latin 
classics, and gained the esteem of 
Francis I. who made him his valet de 
chambre, and gave him the abbey of 
St. Cheron near Chartres, with a pen- 
sion. Salel by order of this prince 
made a good Translation in French verse 
of the twelve first books of Homer's 
Iliad, 1574, 8vo. He died 1553, at St. 
Cheron, aged 50. He has also left a 
collection of Poems, containing some 
pieces which are esteemed; among 
others, La Case Roiale; La Misere et 
inconstance de la vie kumaine; and L' Eg- 
logue marine, Paris, 1539, I2mo, 64 
leaves. 

SALIAN, or SALLIAN (James) a 
learned Jesuit of Avignon, who taught 
with great reputation, and was ap- 
pointed rector of the college at Be- 
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sangon. He died January 2

ral other religious works, 

SALIER (James) a monk of 
Minim order, professor of divinity 
provincial and assistant in the Province 
of Burgundy, born 1615, at Saulieu, 
and died August 10, 1707, at Dijon, 
aged 92.

SALINAS, or SALINES (Francis de) 
an eminent Spanish writer, born at 
Burgos, who, though blind from ten 
years old, acquired an extensive know. 
ledge of the Greek and Latin lan. 
guages, mathematics, and music, and 
was one of the finest geniuses of the 
I6th century. He taught music at 
Salamanca, and gained several illustri- 
ous patrons, among others, pope Paul 
IV. He died 1 590, leaving an excel- 
lent Treatise on Music, in Latin, Sala. 
manca, 1592, fol. and an elegant tran. 
Slation of some of Martial's Epigrams in 
Spanish verse. 

SALIS (Ulysses de) a celebrated 
captain, descended from the noble and 
illustrious house of the barons of Salis, 
in the country of the Grisons, born 
Fuly 24, 1594. He signalized himself 
in the Venetian service, then assisted 
his native country against Spain, and 
Austria, during the troubles of the 
Valteline; and having afterwards rais- 
ed a complete company for the regi- 
ment of Swiss guards, conducted it to 
the assistance of Louis XIII. at the 
siege of Rochelle. Salis acquired great 
glory during the siege, also in 1629, at 
the attack of the passage of Suza. He 
raised a new Grison regiment, 1631, to 
assist his countrymen, whom the 
Austrians were trying to subdue, and 
gained a complete victory over the 
latter, April 4, 1635, at Mont Fran- 
cesca. Salis was the last Grison, who 
refused to sign that treaty, by which 
the Grison leaguers were reconciled to 
the two branches of the house of Aus- 
tria, He continued in the French set- 
vice, was appointed major-general, 

1641, 
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jenalized himself that year at 
gp Na. of Coni, of which he was 
cQvernor, and took the castle of De- 
mont in October following. III health 
at length obliged him at length to quit 
the army, and he died in his native 
country, February 3, 1674, aged 79. 
SALLE (Anthony de la) secretary 
to Rene d' Anjou, King of Naples and 
Sicily, and duke of Lorrain.

SALLE (Simon Philibert de la) 
counsellor to the presidial of Rheims, 
who died 1765, at Paris, He published 
Les Praires Artificielles, 8vo. and Le 
Manael d' Agriculture, 8 vo. both dictated 
by a zeal for the public good. 
"SALLENGRE (Albert Henry de) 
born 1694, at the Hague, son of Albert 
Henry Sallengre, seigneur de Grisoort, 
receiver-general for Walloon Flanders, 
descended from a noble and ancient 
family, originally of Hainault. He 
was admitted advocate to the court of 
Holland, and became counsellor to the 
princess of Nassau Orange, and com- 
missioner of finances to the states-ge- 
neral. This gentleman visited France 
and England, and is supposed to have 
caught the swall pox in passing 
through Cambray, 1723, beingattacked 
a few days after at the Hague by that 
disease, of which he died, July 27, 
1723, aged 30. He has left several 
valuable works, the principal are, The 
Iliitory of Mentmaur, profesor royal of 
Greek, 1717, 2 vol. rzmo ; Memoir de 
Litterature, 4 Parts in 2 vol. 12mo.;

SALLIER (Claudius) a priest, 
keeper of the King's library, a mem- 
ber of the French academy, and that 
of inscriptions and belles lettres, born 
at Saulieu, in the diocese of Autun, 
and died 176r, at Paris, aged 75. He 
was one of the editors of TFoinville, 
printed at the Louvre, 1761, fol. of 
Several memoirs given to the academy 
of inscriptions, and also assisted in the 
catalogue of the King's library, of 
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which 10 vol. fol. have been published; 
MSS. 4 vol. divinity, 3 vol. the belles 
lettres, 2 vol. law, 1 vol. 

SALLO (Denys de) seigneur de la 
Coudraye, counsellor to the parliament 
of Paris, and the original author of the 
Journal des Satans, born 1626, at Paris, 
of a noble and ancient family. He de- 
voted himself to his studies with un- 
common ardour, and made useful ob- 
servations upon all subjects, which 
induced the court to consult him on 
various occasions. In 1664, Sallo fitst 
formed his plan for the Journal des Sa- 
vans, and began to publish it the year 
following, under the assumed name of 
the Sieur d' Hedouville; hut complaints 
which arose on every side against his 
criticism, joined to some orders to su- 
periors, obliged him to desist from his 
work, after having published the thir- 
teenth Jaurnal. He left the care of it 
to the abbe Gallois, 1666; the abbs 
John Paul de la Roque, of the diocese 
of Alby, succeeded him, 1675, and 
continued it till 1687, when his place 
was supplied by the president Cousin. 
This Journal was afterwards entrusted 
to learned men, appointed by the 
chancellor, It begins in 1665; the 
years 1707, 1703, and 1709, have each 


a Supplementary volume. It has been 


published in Holland, 12mo, Observa- 
tions taken from the Journal de Trevoux, 
are added to it. There is a table in to 
vol. 4to. Sallo died at Paris, 1669, 
aged 43. All the nations of Europe 
have adopted his plan, and varions 
literary journals, under different titles, 
have appeared since his death. Sallo 
left Tr. de POrigine, des Legat, 1665, 
I2mo. and several other works besides 
his Journal, 

SALLUST, a Gaulish captain, who 
acquired the friendship of Julian, by 
his courage as well as by his probity 
and skill in public affairs; and Julian 
on being declared Augustus, appointed 
him prefect of Gaul, 360, and ass0- 
ciated him in the consulate, 363. A 
T eatise on the Gods and the World, is at- 
tributed to him, Rome, 1638, 12mo.

and in the Opuscula Mythologica Phyiica, 
published by Thomas Gale, Cambridge, 
1671, and Amsterdam, 1688, $vo, M.

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SALLUST {Caius Critpus Sallusticus } 
a very celebrated Latin historian and 
one of the most elegant writers 
among the ancient Romans, a native 
of Amiternum, now Saus Viteorint, in 
Italy. He was well educated at Rome, 
and held some considerable offices 
there; but his avarice and debauch- 
eries occasioned his being expelled the 
Senate, Cæsar restored him to the 
dignity of senator, procured the priest- 
hood for him, and sent him to Numi— 
dia. This province Sallust plundered, 
and returned to Rome $0 rich, that, 
besides his house at Tivoli, ke bought 
a seat on the Mons Quirinalis, with 


gardens, which are calied the Salfus- 
tian Gardens to this day. Eusebius re- 


lates that this historian married Teren- 
tia, Cicero's divorced wife, and died 
35, A.C. We have two excellent 
Latin works of his remaining, Viz. 
The Conspiracy of Catiline, and the Ju- 
gurthian War, also some fragments of 
his Roman Hizory, There are two 
editions of 1670, fol. and one in 4to, 
both equally scarce; An edition by

SALMERON (Alphonso) a native 
of Toledo, who went to finish his 
studies at Paris, where he attached 
himself to Ignatius Loyala, and was 
one of his ten first disciples. Salme- 
ron travelled afterwards into Italy, 
Germany, Poland, the Netherlands and 
Ireland; became very celebrated every 
where by his Knowledge and his 
preaching, and rendered great services 
tothe church. He distinguished him- 
Self at the council of Trent, and con- 
tributed much to the establishment of 
the college of Naples, where he died 
February 13, 1585, aged 69, leaving 
Questions and Dissertations on the Gos- 
pels, the Acts, the canonical epistles, 
printed 1612, and continued to 16 
tom. in $ vol. fol. They discover 


great learning; but the author sup- 
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ports the Uitramontaine Opinions 
Some dangerous maxims respeQins th 
authority of Kings. * 

SALMON (Francis) a learned q 
tor and librarian of the house and 2 
ciety of the Sorbonne, born of a 1 
family at Paris. He was well e 
ed with the learned languages, py. 
ticularly Hebrew, possessed great " 
terary knowledge, and discoretel 
much affection for young persons wh, 
were fond of study, encouraging them 
by his example and advice, and taking 
pleasure in lending them his books 
M. Salmon died Suddenly at his coun. 
try house, at Chaillot near Paris, Sept 
9, 1736, aged 59. He left a T7; 4 
Petude des Conciles, Paris, 1724, 420 
which has been translated into Ger.

still in manuscript. 

SALMON (John) surnamed Mar, 
nus, or Marin, v. MACRIXN. 

SALMON EUS, king ot Elis, sruck 
dead by Jupiter because he counter.

SALNOVE (Robert de) originally 
page to Henry IV. and XIII. after. 
wards lieutenant of the grand wolf 
hunting, and gentleman usher to mad, 
Christina, afterwards duchess of Ss. 
voy. He was also gentleman of the 
bedchamber to Victor Amadeus, duke 
of Savoy, and published in 1665, his 
Feinerie Roiale, which he dedicated to 
Louis XIV; theres is also an edition

SALOME, wife of Zebedee, and 
mother of St. James the great. She 
was one of the holy women who went 
to embalm our Saviour, | 

SALAMON, a French musician, ad- 
mitted into the band of his majesty's 
chapel, for his skill in playing on the 
Violoncello. He died at Versailles, 
1731, aged about 70, leaving an opera, 
entitled, Medie et Jason, which was 
much applauded, the opera of Tis 
onee, and some Metets. | 

SALONIUS, a learned bishop in the 
5th century, son of St. Eucherius ti 
elder, afterwards bishop of Lyons. He 
was educated at the monastery of Le- 
rino, with his brother Veran, from 
which situation it pleased providence 
that they should both be taken and 


made bishops; Veran had the bishop-

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nc of Venice; what 3 
governed is not known certainly, ut 
ir is conjectured to have been, either 
that of Vienna or of Geneva.

SALVADOR (Andrew) an excel- 
lent Italian poet in the time of Gre- 
gory XV. and Urban VIII. His Me- 
wore, Flere and St. Ursule are particu- 
larly admired.

SALVAN DE SALIEZ (Antoinette 
de) born 1638, at Alba, a lady whose 
paetical talents and taste for the belles 
lettres have rendered her celebrated. 
che was a member of the academy of 
the Ricovrati, at Padua, and died at 
the Albi, June 24, 1730, aged 92, 
leaving several works in verse and 
prose; the principal among Which are, 
Puraphrazes on the penitential psalms, 
and a historical romance, entitled, 
La Comtesse d Isembourg, 1678, I2M10, 
this last has been translated into se- 
veral languages. Mad. de Salvan 
married Anthony de Fantvielle, seig- 
neur de Saliez, a magistrate of Alby, 
and being left a widow early in life, 
determined not to engage in a sccond 
marriage, that she might have more 
leisure to devote herself to the muses. 
This lady formed a society which met 


once a week, and which she called 


La S$5cicte des Caller; et des Chevalieres 
de la Bonne Fo, and drew up its sta- 
tutes, 1704. The first describes the 
nature of it in the following terms :

SALVATOR ROSA v. ROSA. 

SALVIAN, Sahtlanus, a celebrated 
priest of Marseilles, in the 5th cen- 
tury, descended from illustrious pa- 
rents, who were of Cologu, Treves, or 
its enyirons, He acquired an exten-

sive knowledge in the sciences, both 
divine and human; and lived in con— 
tinence with his wife Palladia, as 
though she had been his sister, even 
before his ordination. Salvian was a 
priest and eminent in the church in 
430. He so deeply lamented the dis- 
orders of his time, that he was called 
the Jeremias of the fifth century; and 
became $0 celebrated for his piety and 
learning, as to be entitled the matter 
of the bizhops, He died at Marseilles, 
about 434. In the library of the Fa- 
thers is a good treatise written by him 
% Divine Providencez another against 
Avarice and some Epistles, The style 
of these works is elaborate, neat, flow- 
ery, easy and pleasing, 1684, 8vo. that 
by Canrad Rittershusius, 1623, 1 vol. 
8vo. and by Galesinius, Rome, 1564, 
fol. are esteemed; but they have all 
been eclipsed by Pere Mareuil's edit. 
Paris, 1734, tzmo. Pere Bonnet of 
the oratory has translated them into 
French, 1700, 2 vol. 12mo. There is 
no reason whatever to believe that 
Salvian was a bishop, as some witers 
pretend. 
SALVIANI (Hyppolyto) a native 
of Citta di Castello in Ombria, des- 


cended from a noble family. He 


taught and practised physic with great 
reputation at Rome, and died there, 
1572, aged 59, leaving a treatise in 
Latin, oz Fine, Rome, 1554, fol. 256 
leaves, scarce, which is esteemed; 
another on (Crisizes, &c, 

SALVIATI (Bernardo) a Floren- 
tine Knight of Malta, and admiral' of 
his order; who destroyed the port of 
Tripoli, took Coron, burnt the isle of 
Scio, and carried away numbers of 
Slaves. He afterwards took the ec- 
clesiastical habit, was made bishop of 
St, Papoul, and of Clermont 1561. 
Queen Catherine de Medicis, his re- 
lation, appointed him her high almo- 
ner, and procured him a cardinal's 
hat. He died 1568, at Rome. 

SALVIATI (Joseph) a painter, v. 
PORTA. 

SALVEATI (Francls) an excellent 
Italian painter, born 1710, at Florence, 
His name was Rossi, but he took that 
of Salviati, from being patronized by 
cardinal Salviati. He drew well, his 
carnations are beautiful, his draperies 
light, his ideas pleasing; he painted 
many very fine pictures at Rome, in 

France, . 
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Prance, and at Florence, and died 
1563, aged 54. 

SALVINI (Antonio Maria) an ec- 
elesiastic and professor of Greek at 
Florence, his native place, where he 
died 1629, aged 76. He translated 
Homer, into Italian verse, 1723, 2 vol. 
8vo.; also Heiicd, Padua, 1747, Svo.; 
The Oritus, Venice, 1717; 12mo. ; a- 
ereon, Florence, 1695, 12mo. and other 
small Greek poets. Persius, and some 
fragments of Herace and Ovid; part of 


the book of Fi; the Lamentations of 


Feremiah; Marsollier's Life of St. Francis 
de Sales; and Addison's Cate. Salvini 
left besides a vol. of Sonnet, 4to.; Tus- 
can proce, Florence, 1715, 2 vol. 4to.;

SAMBUC (John) an eminent phy- 
Sician, and one of the most learned 
writers in the 16th century, born 1521, 
at Tirnau in Hungary. He frequented 
the universities of Germany, Italy and 
France, became wellskilled in physic, 
the belles lettres, poetry, history, and 
antiquities; and was much esteemed 
at the courts of the emperors Maximi- 
han II. and Rodolphus IL. to whom 
he became counsellor and historiogra- 
pher. Sambuc died of an apoplexy 
at Vienna in Austria, June 13, 1584, 
aged 53, leaving an excellent His 
of Hungary, in the German histories 
published by Schardius; Lives of the

SAMPSON, judge and deliverer of 
the Jews, famous for his extraordinary 


strength, born about 1155, A. C. son 


of Manoah, of the tribe of Dan Ac- 
cording to the command given by an 
angel to his mother, he was brought 
up as a Nazarite, that is, his hair- was 
never cut, and he drank no wine nor 
any intoxicating liquor. Sampson 
married 2 woman of Timnath, whom 
he put away afterwards and proposed

a very difficult riddle to the young 
men of that city, concerning a lien 
he had Killed, which circumstancy 
they did not Know. He Slew a great 
number of Philistines with the jaw. 
bone of an ass, burnt their corn, 
making use of 309 foxes for that 
purpose by a singular stratagem, and 
did them more mischief than a 
the Israelites together; but suffer 
ing himself to be deceived by the ca. 
resses and arts of Delilah, a vicious 
woman, whom he loved ; she cut of 
his hair wherein his srength lay, and 
delivered him up to the Philistines, 
The latter immediately put out his 
eyes, bound him in chains, and con- 
demned him to grind in a prison at 
Gaza, but having sent for him one day 
to the place where they were assem- 
bled on a solemn festival, that they 
might divert themselves by insulting 
him, Sampson, whose strength had re- 
turned with his hair, took hold of the 
two pillars which supported the house, 
and Shook them $0 no that the 
roof fell in, and crush „ With all 
the people, who were met together 
there, about 1117, A. C. St. Paul 
places Sampson among the greatest 
saints. 

SAMUEL, a prophet, judge and go- 
vernor of Israel, born about 1155, 
A. C. son of Elkanah, a Levite, and 
Hannah, who. had been long barren. 
He was consecrated to the Lord from 
his infancy, brought up in the temple 
by Eli the high priest, and favoured 
with a revelation from God, while yet 
but a child. Eli dying after the ark 
had been taken by the Philistines, 
Samuel succeeded him at the age of 40, 
ordered the ark which the Philistines 
had sent back, to be placed in the 
house of Abinadab, and laboured with 
incessant Care to preserve the worship 
of the true God. Towards the close 
of life he made his two sons Judges 
of Israel; but the people, unable to 
bear their unjust proceedings, urged 
him to give them a King. Zaminel 
then anointed Saul by God's com- 
mand, and the Philistines having - 
tacked him, were entirely defeated. 
But this prince, by bis 1 
offended the Lord, who rejected * 
from being King, and ordered bans?

Samuel 
is supposed to have written the book 
of Judges, that of Ruth, and the two 
frst books of Arngs. These two bear 
his name in the Hebrew copies, and 
resemble the style of Judges and Ruth. 
They are all four received by the 
church as canonical books. 

SANADON (Noel Stephen) a cele- 
brated Jesuit, born February 16, 1676, 
at Rouen, who taught ethics at Caen, 
where he formed a friendship with 
M. Huet, and afterwards professed 
rhetoric with credit at Paris, He was 
engaged during Sometime in the edu- 
cation of the prince of Conti, and be- 
came librarian at the college of Lewis 
e Grand in Paris, where he died Sept.

SANCERE (Lewis de) seigneur de 
Charenton, &c. marechal and con- 
stable of France, descended from an 
illustrions and ancient family of Cham- 
pazne. He rendered great services to 
Charles V. gained several victories 
over the English, and dying Feb. 2, 
1402, aged 60, was buried by order of 
Charles V. in his chapel at Deny's. 
Sancere, Cu Gueschin, and Clisson, 
were the three greatest generals in 
Charles the fifth's reign, He left only 
natural children. 

SANCHEZ (Francis) San&ius, one 
of the most celebrated grammarians 
in the 16th century, a native of Las- 
brocas in Spain, He acquired so high 
2 reputation by his works, as to be 
called the father of the Latin tongue, and 
the doctor of all the learned. He died, 
1600, aged 77. Sanchez has left an 
excellent treatise, entitled, Minerva, 
or de casts linguæ Lating, Amsterdam, 
1714, Svo.; The Art of speaking, and 
the Method of interpreting Authors, be- 


des several other learned works on 
grammar. 
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SANCHEZ (Thomas) a learned and 
indefatigable Jesuit, born 1551, at 
Cordoua. He died 1610, at Grenada. 
His works are, four vol. fol. : the De- 
calogur, on Monastic vows, and on se- 
veral Questions of Law and Morality ; A 
celebrated treatise de Matrimoniis, An- 
twerp, 1607, fol. next'to which the 
edition of 1614, is most esteemed. He 
is justly accused of discussing too mi- 
nutely in this last and learned work, 
some obscene subjects which he ought 
to have omitted, and which are by no 
means necessary for the instruction of 
his reader. 

SANCHONIATHON, a celebrated 
historian of Phœnicia, born at Berytus 5 
who lived in the reign of Semiramis, 
according to Porphyry, or according to 
other writers, at the time when 
Gideon judged Israel, about 1245, A. C. 
He wrote in his native language, a 
History of the antient Theology and the 
Antiquities of the Pharnicians, Philo of 
Bylos, who lived in Adrian's reign, 
translated it into Greek, and we have 
some fragments of his translation in 
Porphyry, and Eusebius. Dodwell and 
M. Dupin reje& these fragments as 
spurious, but M. Fourmont in his Hist. 
des anciennes Peuples, 1735, 2 vol. 4to. 
and many other learned men consider 
them as authentic pieces, and this last 
opinion appears to us the most pro- 
bable, for reasons which cannot be en- 
larged upon in a work of this kind. 

SANCIO (Rodriguez) born 1404, 
at Sta. Maria da Nieva, in the diocese 
of Segovia. He was successively bi- 
shop of Zamora, Catahorra and Pa- 
lecia; but gave himself little concern 
about his bishopricks; spending his 
life at Rome, where he was governor 
of the castle of St. Angelo, and em- 
ployed in various negociations, He 
died October 4, 1470, in that city. His 
works are, Speculum vitæ lumanæ, 
Romæ, 1462, fol. this edition is very 
scarce.

SANCTES PAGNINUS, a learned 
Dominican, born about 1470, at Lucca. 
He was well skilled in Hebrew and 
Theology, and passed the greatest part 
of his life at Lyons, where he became 
very celebrated by his preaching, did 
much good, and died 1541, aged 70, 
leaving a Latin version of the Bible 
from the Hebrew, Iyens, 1542, fol. 
which is in request for the marginal 
notes by Servetus; an excellent Hebrew 
dictionary, entitled, Thesaurus Lingus 
sanFzx, the best edition is with Votes 
by Mercerus, 1614, fol. and other learn- 
ed works.

SANDERS (Nicholas) Sanderus, a 
learned English divine, born at Charl- 
wood in Surry, who was regius pro- 
fessor of canon law at Oxford, but re- 
tired to Rome when the Catholic re- 
ligion was banished from his native 
country. He attended cardinal Hiosius 
to the council of Trent, and into Po- 
land, and on his return was appointed 
professor of divinity at Louvain, but 
pope Pius V. recalled him to Rome, 
and Gregory XIII. sent him as nuncio 


into Spain, then into Ireland, where 


he died of want in a wood 1583. His 
works are, de wisibili Monarchia Eccle- 
a, Virceburgi, 1592, fol. ; de Schis- 
mate Anglicans, Coloniz, 1628, Svo.

SANDERSON (Robert) a very 
celebrated casuistical divine, born 
September 18, 1587, at Sheffield in 
Yorks$hire, and educated at Lincoln 
college, Oxford, He was appointed 
canon of Christ Church, chaplain in 
ordinary to King Charles I. and pro- 
fessor of divinity at Oxford, but lost 
his benetices, and suffered much during 
the civil wars of England. Soon after 
t he restoration, Dr. Sanderson became 
bishop of Lincoln, and was one of

He distinguished 
himself by his brilliant genius, and 
indefatigable assiduity; was curate in 
the diocese of Ghent, afterwards canon 
of Ypres, and theological of Terouane, 
and took great pains in the conversion 
of the Anabaptists. He died 1664, at 
Aitingham, aged 78, leaving many 
works both in verse and prose, the 
principal are, HFandria illustrata, 1644, 
2 vol. fol. reprinted 1735, 3 vol. fol.

Revelations; to which is added, 3 
Dissertation on the temple of Jerusa- 
lem, and a description of it. 

SANDIUS (Christopher) a famous 
Socinian of Konigsburg in Prussia, 
who died at Amsterdam, 1680, aged 
36, leaving the following works: Tie

lr CDRART (Joachim) an eminent 
German painter, born May 12, 1606, 
at Francfort, who visited every part 
of Europe, and died at Nuremberg, 
1683, aged 77, after having founded 
an academy for painting in that city. 
His largest work is his Lives of the 
Painters, under the title of Academia 
artis Pictoriæ, in German, Nuremberg, 
1678 and 1679, 2 parts, fol. and 1683, 
in Latin. He also published Sculpture 
-etcris admiranda, 1680, fol. ; Rome an- 
tique et nove Theatrum, 1684, fol.; Ro- 
manarum Foutinalie, 1685, fol.; [once 
logia Desrum, in German, 1680, fol, 
ames Sandrart, his nephew, distin- 
guished himself as an engraver, and 
has engraved Falda's Gardens of Rome, 
Nuremberg, 1680, fol. and Ovid's Meta- 
morphozes, with explanations, in Ger- 
man, Nuremberg, 169S, fol. Susanna 
Sandrart, daughter of Joachim, prac- 
tised the same art with success. 
SANDRAS, v. COURTILS. 
SANDYS (Edwin) Second son of 
Edwin Sandys, archbishop of York, 
born 1577, at Worcester. He had a 
prebend in the church at York, and 
visited several foreign countries, where 
he was celebrated for his learning, 
prudence, and integrity. King James 
I. employed him on several very im- 
portant occasions, in which he dis- 
covered great skill and political abi- 
lities; but being member of parlia- 
ment 1621, he opposed the court so 
openly, that his majesty delivered him 
into the Sheriff of London's custody, 
together with Seldon. He remained 
however but a month in this situation 
and died 1729, leaving a book, en- 
ticled, Eurepæ Speculum, or an Account 
of the tate of Religion in the Neu; the 
best edition is 1635s, qgto. George 
Sandys, his youngest brother, was also 
a man of great merit; wrote a des- 
cription of the Holy Land, in English, 
fol. and other valuable works in verse 
and prose. He died, 1641. 
SANGUIN, v. PAVIN. 
SANLECQUE (Lewis de) a regular 
canon of St. Genevieve, born 1650, at 
Paris, on of James de Sanlecque, one 
of the most learned men of his age,

extremely skilful in cutting puncheons. 
and making moulds and types for 
printing, and grandson of James de 
Sanlecque, the most ingenious man 
of his time in the same art. He en- 
tered very young among the canons 
of St, Genevieve, and was professor 
of belles lettres in their college of 
Nanterre near Paris. Sanlecque hay- 
ing afterwards attached himself to the 


duke de Nevers, engaged in the dis- 


pute which this nobleman had with 
Boileau, respecting Racine's Pheare ; 
and it being said that the duke had 
revenged himself otherwise than by 


verses, wrote a Sonnet, beginning as 


follows: 


Dans un coin de Paris, Boileau uemblant et 
bleme, ö | 

Fut hier bien frotte, quoiqu? il u' en dise rien $

The remainder is in praise of the duke, 


who became so partial to Sanlecque 


in consequence of it, that he nomi- 
nated him to the bishopric of Beth- 
lehem, 1701; but Louis XIV. opposed 
his bulls, because he had written two 


: Satires against the false directors and 


the bishops. He spent the remainder 
of life in his priory at Garnai, which 
he has so frequently celebrated in his 
poems, and died there, July 14, 1714, 
aged 64, much regretted by his parish- 
oners, who were more masters of the 
revenues of his beneſice than he himself. 
The best edition of such of Sanlec- 
que's poems as could be collected, is 
Lyons, under the fictitious title of Har- 
tem, 1726, 12mo. It contains two

other Epistles to the King, a poem wr 
les mauvais geite des Predicateurs, Several 
Epigrams, Placets and Madrigal and a 
Poem in Latin, on the death of Pere 
Lallimant, a regular canon of St. Ge- 
nevieve. 

SANNAZARO (James) Airs Sins 
cerus Sannazarus, a very celebrated 
Latin and Italian poet, born 1458, at 
Naples, whose family were originally 
of St. Nazare, in the territory of La- 
mosso, between the Po and the Tesino. 
He gained the favour of King Frederick, 
by his genius; followed that prince 
into France after he had been dethro- 
ned, and remained with him till his 
death, which happened 1504. Sanna- 
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zaro returned afterwards to Italy, 
where he devoted himself to the belles 
lettres, particularly Latin and Italian 
poetry, while his lively and sociable 
temper made his company generally 


sought after. It is related, that when 
some physicians were disputing one 


day before Frederick, King of Naples, 
on what was best for the sight, one 
recommending the smell of fennel, 
and another green, Sannazaro said, 
For my part I maintain, that nothing clcars 
the Sight more than envy, for it makes 
things appear greater than they really are. 
This poet's country house having been 
destroyed by Philibert of Nassau, 
prince of Orange, general of the Im- 
perial troops, the vexation he felt on 
the occasion brought on a disorder 
which put an end to his life, 1530. 
Sannazaro is said to have exclaimed a 
few days before his decease, on hear- 
ing that the prince of Orange was 
Killed in battle: I a die contented, 
Since Mars has purizhed this barbareus 
enemy of the Mutes. He never married, 
but had a natural son. His poems, both 
in Latin and Italian, are numerous. 
Among the former, that entitled, De 
Part FVirginis, and the Ecleguts, are 
particularly admired, printed by the 
Aldusses, Venice, 1535, Svo. Amsterdam, 
1728, joined to the authors cum 7277s 
varicorum, He is censured for inter- 
mixing fables with the sacred subjects 
he has chosen. The most celebrated 
among the Italian pieces, is his A- 
cad:a, printed with the other poems 
in that language, F-nice, 1608, 16to. 
Padua, 1723, 4to. Naples, 1720, 1:mo. 
This edition contains a farce written by 
Sannazaro, never printed before. There

SAN PIETRO, v. ORNANO. 

SANREY (Ange Benigne) born of 
poor parent: at Langres. He. became 
wlere d'&uuvre of St. Martin's parish, 
where he began to learn Latin, but 
being unable to afford oil for studying 
at night, went into the church, read 
and composed by the lamp which was 
burning before the holy s2crament, 


and lay doun on a parcel of lumber 


when he tound himself inclined to 
sleep. By this constant application, 
he became a good scholar, and was 
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chosen to teach rhetoric at the colle 0 
in his native city. Sanrey went after. 
wards to Lyons, in consequence of 3 
recommendation to Pere Theophilus 
Raynaud; and that Jesuit Procureg 
him an opportunity of Studying phi. 
losophy and divinity, and of being 
admitted into holy orders, When or. 
dained priest, he preached at Lyons 
before queen Anne of Austria, who 
was so much pleased that $he gave 
him a brevet of preacher in ordinary 
to her majeſty, and promised to pro- 
vide for him. Not long after this, 
Sanrey stood candidate for a prebend 
at Beaune, Which he obtained; but, 
being at length appointed one of the 
chaplains of St. Martin's at Langres, 
he quitted Beaune, and returned to his 
native place, where he died Oct. 1, 
1659, aged 70. He was not only well 
acquainted with the belles lettres, 
Greek and Latin, but with" history 
aud theology; had read all the holy 
fathers, and particularly studied St. 


Augustine, Whose works he could al. 


most repeat by memory. We have a 
learned, curious andscarce tract written 
by Sanrey, entitled, Paraclctus, deu i: 
recta illms promenciatione, 1643, 12mo, 
and several other works, but the 
greatest part of them remain in MS, 
SANSON (Nicholas) a very cele- 
brated geographer, born Dec. 20, 1609, 
at Abbeville, and for sometime en- 
gaged in trade; but having suffered 
considerable losses, he quitted that 
way of life, and went to Paris, 1627, 
where he distinguished himself as an 
engineer ard mathematician, It was 
Melchior Tavernier principaily, u 
brought him into notice, Sanson he- 
came afterwards geographer to the 
King, with a pension of 2000 livres, 
and drew several maps, much more 
accurate than any which had before 
appeared. This celebrated geoprapher 
also published several works on that 
science, and was engaged in a warm 
dispute with Pere Labbé, a Jesuit, 
1641, from which he came off wich 
honour. Louis XIV. being at Abbe - 
ville three years before, had lodged at 
Sanson's house, whom he admitted 
into his council, and gave him 4 bre- 
vet of counsellor of state; but this 
ingenious man would never assume 
the rank of one, lest, as he said, it 


should make his children less od ry 
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their studies. He died July 7, 1667, 
at Paris, _ 8 He had three sons, 

est of whom, 
3 the Barricades 1 648, in de- 
fending the chancellor Sequier; the 
two others, William and Adrian, pub - 
lished a great number of very fine 
maps. William died 170 35 and Adrian 
September 6, 1718.

SANSON (James) of the same fa- 
mily as the preceding, born Feb. I 595, 
at Abbeville, He took the religious 
habit among the barefooted Carme- 
lites, November 30, 1618, was con- 
fessor to madame Royal in Savoy, and 
died at Charenton, August 19, 1664, 
leaving“ Histoire Ecelesiastique d' Albe- 
ville, Paris, 1646, 4to. and“ Histoire 
des Comtes de Pontheieu, 1757, fol.

SANSOVINO (Francis) born 15271, 
at Rome, son of James Sansovino, an 
eminent sculptor and celebrated archi- 
tet, whose eulogy Vasaryhas left us, 
He studied the belles lettres at Venice, 
and took degrees in Jaw: at Padua; 
but that science not suiting his taste, 


he devoted himself wholly to poetry, 


history and polite literature, and died 
1586, at Venice, aged 65, leaving more 
than fifty works all written in Italian. 
They consist of Poems ; Notes on the 
Decameron on Arigito, Dante, Se.; trans- 


lations of ancient historians and 11/;- 


fories written by himself. His Satie, 
are in a collection with those of 
Ariosto, and others, Fenice, 1560, Svo.; 
his Captitoli with those of Aretino, 
and different writers, 1541, or 1583, 
Svo.; Cente nouvelle Scelte, Venice, 1566, 
4to, This author's Histories are not 
always accurate. as to facts, owing to 
the too great haste with which he 
wrote them. 
SANTA-CRUX DE MARSE- 
NADO (Don Alvaro de Navia Oso- 
rio, viscount de Peurto, marquis de) 
head of the house of Navia-Osorio, 
which is among the most illustrious 
in the. principality of Asturia. He 
went into the army at 15, signalized 
himself in several sieges and battles, 
and was deputed in 1727, to the con- 
gress of Soissons, where he made him- 
Self admired by his conduR, and gain- 
ed, the esteem and confidence of all 
who negociated with him. Having 


Nicholas, was, 
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been appointed lieutenant general, he 
was sent to Ceuta against the infidels, 
distinguished himself there, and gain- 
ed several advantages over the enemy; 
but being shot in the thigh, and thrown 
from his horse, November 21, 1732, 
the Moors, in Whose hands he was left, 
beheaded him, and cut the rest of his 
body in pieces. The marquis de Santa 
Crux left Reflections political and mili- 
tary, 14 vol. 4to. in Spanish of which 
excellent work, M. de Vergi undertook 
a French translation in 12 vol. amo. 
There was another celebrated general 
of the same name. 

SANTA FE“ (Jerome della) a fa- 
mous Spanish jesuit, who being con— 
vinced by the Hebrew books, that je- 
sus Christ is the true Messiah foretold 
by the prophets, embraced Christiani- 
ty, and received the name of Jerome 
della Santa Fe at his baptism. He 
was before called jehoschuah Halloski, 
or T7os/ua Lurki, Peter de Luna, who 
assumed the title of Benedict XIII. 
appointed him his physician, and that 
antipope being in the Kingdom of Ar- 
ragon, 1412, which was then the only 
place of his obedience, Jerome della 
Santa Fe persuaded him to signalize 
his zeal by attacking the Jews, who 
were very numerous in Spain; assuring 
him, that if his koliness would order 
a public conference to be held, he 
could convince all the Rabbins, by 
passages from the Talmud, that Jesus 
Christ was the Messiah, and that no 
other was to be looked for. Garcias 
Alvarez d' Alercon, a man well skilled 
in the Hebrew tongue, and another 
converted Jew, named Bertrand, al- 
moner to Peter de Luna, approved this 
plan, and the conference being pub- 
licly appointed, was held at Tortosa, 
in Catalonia, It -began February 7, 
1413, in presence of the pope, several 
cardinals, a great number of bishops 
and learned divines; the Nas, or chief 
of the s$ynagogues in the Kingdom of 
Arragon attended, with all the most 
learned rabbins of that kingdom, and 
the rabbi Don Vidal de Tolosa was 
chosen for opponent in the dispate, 
Jerome della Santa Fe undertook to 
prove, that the Messiah was come, 
and that jesus Christ had perfectly 
answered the twenty four characters 
attributed to the Messiah. The Jews 
being much embarrassed in defending 
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their assertion, that the Messiah is not 
come, had recourse to empty subter— 


fuges, and absurd subtilties. Some- 


times they acknowledged that he was 
born when ſerusalem was destroyed, 
but that he lived at Rome, or in some 
other place, as it is said that Enoch and 
Elijah live in the terrestrial Paradise. 
Sometimes they maintained that it was 
impossible to know when the Messiah 
would come, but that it was necessary 
always to assure the people that he 
was near at hand, lest they should be 
discouraged, and their faith should be 


shaken, at length they insolently an- 


swered, that they had an undoubted 


right to believe and to utter absurdities 


concerning the Messiah, since the 


Christians serupled not to publish the 


grossest on that article; nor does the 
person who made this reply by which 
Benedict was to the highest degree 
irritated, dissemble it in his account, 
though he had been censured for it by 
his brethren, as may be seen in Solomon 


Ben Virga. The Jews being roughly 


treated 1n this celebrated conference, 
bribed several bishops who were pre- 
sent, that they might persuade the 
pope to break it off quickly; but 
Renedict remained firm, and it was 
continued till May 10, 1413. The same 
year, November 10, Jerome della 
Santa Fe presented this antipope with 
his treatise against the Jews, setting 
forth the dangerous errors contained in 
the Talmud against the Mosaic law, 
the Messiah, and the Christians. His 
treatise was approved by Benedict, 
Dec. 12, after being read in presence 
of all those whose abilities had appear- 
ed most conspicuous during the con- 
ference, Feter de Luna in consequence 
published a hull the following year 
Against the Talmud, and the usurious 
practices of the Jews, but being deposed 
soon aer, his bull remained useless. 
This famous conference, and Jerome*s 
book above-mentioned, made so great 
an impression upon the Jews, that 
pearly five thousand of them were 
converted to Christianity. The Rab- 
bins doubtless found themselves ex- 
tremely pressed during the conference 
on the article of the Messiah's coming, 
jor joseph Albo, one of the most 
learned of those who were present, 
asserted soon after in his book « the 
Fundamentals, trat a belief of the Messias“! 
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coming wa mot neceniary to hin, nej. 
ther an ettential dogma, nor articl. f 
Faith; and that ta bett wa; with ciens 
to believe the existence of God, the lex of 
Moes, punis/iments and rewards, Such a 
reduction of the articles of faith, ap- 
pears clearly to have been adopted by 
Rabbi Joseph Albo, in consequence of 
circumstances, and merely to fix the 
faith of the Jews, hich was Shaken 
by this famous conference. The tres. 
tize written by Jerome della Santa Pe 
was printed at Francfort, 1602, Jo. 
and has been inserted in the Library oi 
the Fathers, by Margarin de la Bigne. 
SANTAREL, or SANCTA. 
REL, Sanetare//us (Anthony) a cele- 
brated Italian Jesuit, born 1559, at 
Adria, who taught the belles lettres 
and theology at Rome, where he pub. 
lished a book of his gen writing, 1625, 
4to. which has made much noise, and 
is entitled, IHA de Ares, ichimate, 
apeitasia, Sellicitatione iz Sacraments Px. 
nitentie, et de potestate Summi Pontif$;1 
in his delietit prentendis. Santarel incul- 
cates the most seditious maxims in this 
work, and ascribes exorbitant power 
to the pope. It was censured in the 
Sorbonne, 1626, and the parliament 
of Paris condemned it by a sentence 
passed March 13, the same year to be 
torn and burat by the common hang- 
man, ordering at the same time that 
all the Jesuits in Paris should sign the 
censure passed by the Sorbonne, which 
they did. Several other faculties of 
France followed the example set them 
by the Sorbonne, and censured Santa- 
rel's book. The celebrated Dr. Edmund 
Richer published an account of this 
affair, and a collection of the writings 
relative to it, 1629, 410, Santarei died 
at Rome, we believe in 1629. 
SANTE (Gilles Anne Xavier de la) 
a Jeſuit of Rhedon in Bretany, where 
he was born 1684. He made himself 
celebrated by his speeches, and Latin 
poems, his enigmatical precision, his 


antithetical vivacity, and his paintings, 


sometimes burlesque, and always witty, 
(according to the abbe des Fontaines.) 
Pere Sante's poems are collected under 
the title of Muse Rhetorices, 2 vol. 
12 mo. and his Latin Discourses make 2 
vol. 12mo. He died about 1763. 
SANTERRE (John Baptist) a cele- 
brated painter, born 1657, at Magny» 


a town in French Vexin, and nan 
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o the royal academy of painting, 
1704. He died November 21, 1717. * 
Paris, aged 66. He has left some ad- 
mired easel pictures, of which the co- 
pouring is just, and tender. His ko- 
males reading and drawing by candle— 
light, the veiled women, the cabbage 
cutter, the curtain drawer, the singer, 
the pilgrim, the curious women, &C, 
are also much esteemed, and tis pic- 
ture of Adam and Eve 1s the most 
beautiful in Europe on that subject. 
$ANTEUIL, or more properly SAN- 
TEUL (Joho Baptist de) Santolins Fice 
Arinus, à regular canon of St. Victor 
at Paris, in which city he was born, 
May 12, 1630, of a good family. He 
studied the belles lettres at the college 
de St. Barbe, and in that of Louis le 
Grand, under the learned Pere Cossart, 
and entering soon after among the re- 
gular canons of St. Victor, devoted 
himself wholly to poetry, for which 
he had an uncommon passion. San- 
teuil began by celebrating some great 
men of that time, and gained universal 
applause by it. He embellished Paris 
with many inscriptions, which may be 
ssen on the public fountains and monu- 
ments, consecrated to posterity. The 
language of his inscriptions is at once 
grand, clear, and easy; he aſſects no 
points nor puerile witticisms, but 
veems to have discovered the true turn 
and style of that Kind of writing, and 
to have catried it to perfection. When 
the new hymns were to be composed 
for the Paris breviary, Claudius San- 
teuil, his brother, Pelisson, and M. 
Bossuet, persuaded him to attempt this 
fresh path, which he did. with the 
greatest success and applause; nothing 
kaving appea more excellent and 
perfect of that Kin »m the founda- 
tion of the church is Bay. All his 
kymns are written in an elevated, per- 
picuous, and majestic style, suited to 
the dignity of our holy religion; and he 
Carefully avoided whatever might 
alter the truth. He has broken the 
cadence of the verses, and removed 
such elisions as might hurt the measure 
and the harmony of the song. The 
great reputation which Santeuil deser- 
vedly gained by his excellent kymns, 
duced the order of Clugny to request 
zome from him for their breviary, 
Santeui! complied, and in return this 
order granted him letters of filiation, 


mat 
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and a pension. He was esteemed by 
all the literati of his time, and had 
among his admirers the two princes of 
Conde, father and son, whose bounty 
he frequently experienced. Louis XIV. 
also gave him public proofs of his es- 
teem, by settling a pension upon him. 
The epitaph written by Santeul in 
praise of M. Arnauld, made much 


noise, and gave rise to several poetical 


pieces. He disowned his verses in 
which he had said, 


Arnaldus, veri defensor, et arblter (ui. 


And this disayowal drew upon him a 
very mortifying satire, entitled, Santo- 
lius panitens, When M. the duke of 
Bourbon went to hold the states of 
Burgundy at Dijon, Santeuil attended 
him, and died there, August 5, 1697, 
aged 67, as he was on the point of re- 
turning to Paris. Besides his Latin 
Hymr7s, 12mo, several of which are mas- 
ter pieces, he left a considerable num- 
ber of Latin Poems, 1739, 3 vol. 12mo. 
These all discover the fire, genius, and 
other talents belonging to a great poet, 

SANTEUIL (Claudius de) brother of 
the preceding, a pious and learned cc- 
clesiastic, by whom we have also 
Some beautiful hymns in the Paris bre- 
viary, under the name of Sarto/ius 
Maghrianus, which appellation was 
given him on account of his having 
resided a long time in the seminary of 
St. Magloire at Paris, as a $secular ec- 
clesiastic. Though the brother of San- 


teuil, and a poet like him, he was of a. 


totally different genius and temper; 
mild, calm, and moderate, he had 
none of that heat aud impetuosity, by 
which his brother was incessantly 
agitated. He made himself esteemed 
not only by his poetical talents, but by 
his deep learning and exemplary piety. 
He died September 29, 1684, at Paris, 
aged 57, being born in that city, Feb. 
3, 1628. Besides his Hymns on the par- 
ticular festivals which are very nume- 
rous and preserved by the family in 
MS. 2 vol. 4to. he has left a very fine 
piece of poetry, printed with his bro- 
ther's works. There was another 
Claudius Santeuil, related to the pre- 
ceding, a merchant and sheriff of Paris, 
who died about 1729, leaving some

SANTORIUS, or SANCTORIUS, 3 
very eminent professor of physic at 
Padua,

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Padua, at the beginning of the 17th 
century, who being persuaded that 
health and sickness depend on the 
degree of insensible perspiration 
through the pores, tried many experi- 
ments on that subject, and weighed 
himself in a balance made on purpose. 
By means of this contrivance, and 
weighing all the nourichment which 
he took, and all that passed visible 
from his body, he was enabled to de- 
termine the weight and quantity of in- 
sensible perspiration, and its proportion 
to such food as increased or diminished 
it. He found for example, that if a 
person eats and drinks the quantity of 
eight pound in a day, about five pound 
will be carried off by insensible per- 
spiration. Santorius wrote a book on 
this subject, entitled, De Medicina sta- 


| ried, which has passed through several 


editions; the best is that published by 
Noguez, 1725, 2 vol. 1:mo. containing 
the Commentaries of Lister and Baglive, 
and that of 1770, 12mo. This book is 
very curious and interesting. Le Bre- 
ton has translated it into French, under 


the title of La AMeUicine $tatique de Sarce

SANUTI (Marino) a celebrated 
writer in the 1:th century, son of Leo- 
nardo Sanuti, patrician or Senator of 
Venice. He was entruſted with affairs 
of importance by has republic, and ac- 
quitted himself with honour. His 
principal works are, 4 History of ne 
Fenetian Magistrate, in Latin; A His- 
tory or Account de bel/o Gallice, Latin 
and Italian; The Lives ef the Doges of 
Venice, from 42, to 1493. This work 
which 1s a very valuable one, may be 
found in tom. 22, of M. Muratori's col- 
letion. The writings of Sanuti are 
esteemed. 

SAODUSCHYNUS, king of Assyria, 
who succeeded Assarhaddon, 66S, A.C. 
and died 20 years after, 64S, A C. 

SAPORES I. king of Persia, $uc- 
ceeded Artaxerxes about the year 242. 
He ravaged Mesopotamia, Syria, Cilt- 
cia, besides several other Roman pro- 
vinces, and would have made himself 
master of all the East, but for the vi- 
gorous resistance of Odenatus, captain, 
and afterwards King of the Palmyrians. 
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Sapores took the emperor Valeria 
prisoner, and put him to a cruel td 
He died himself 272, after having bee 
defeated by Odenatus, who 9 
away his wives and treasures, 
Hormisdas succeeded him, 

SAPORES II. King of Persia, post- 
humous son of Hormisdas. He invaded 
the Roman empire, took the city ot 
Amida, 359, and after having defeated 
the Roman armies, raised a dreadful 
persecution against the Christians. 
This prince vanquished the forces of 
Constantius, Julian, and Valens, ang 
died in the reign of Gratian, 380. His 
brother Artaxerxes, or Ardezebir, who 
Succeeded him, dying four years after 
Sapores III. son of Sapores II. ascended 
the Persian throne. He was compelled 
to sue for peace to Theodosius 7he 
Great, and died 388. 

SAPPHO, a native of Mitylene, in 
the isle of Lesbos, so highly celebrated 
for her poems, that she was surnamed 
the tenth Aue, and all the ancient

writers speak of her with admiration. 


She lived about 600, A. C. and it is said 
that being left a widow by an inhabi- 
tant of the isle of Andros, she fell pas- 
sionately in love with Phaon, a young 
poet of Erytheus, whose disdain 50 
irritated her, that she threw herself 
into the seca; but this is by no means 
certain, for Athenzus is of opinion 
that she has been confounded with 
another Sappho, a native of Edessa, 
who was in love with Phaon. We 
have none of this celebrated lady's 
poems remaining, but a Hymn te Venus, 
an Ode, and some fragments which 
may be found in most of the editions 
of Anacreon, and were also printed 
separately at London, 1733, 4t0. with 
notes by J. Christian Wolfius. The 
beauty and delicacy of these valuable 
relics, have made the loss of Sappho's 
other poems much regretted, She in- 
vented that kind of verse called from 
her name Sapphic verse. 
SARAH, niece and wife of Abra- 


nam, taken from him both by a king 


of Egypt, and a king of the Philistines, 
for her beauty ; but the Lord preserved 
her undefiled. She became mother of 
Isaac at go, and died aged 127. „ 
ABIMELECH, ABRAHAM, TOBIAS. 

SARASIN (John Francis) a native 
of Hermanville, - near Caen, who.

nce of an imprudent marriage. 
ad the art of enlivening every 
company, and was appointed Secretary 
of Kate to NM. the prince of Conti. 
This prince passing one day through a 
cial town, che maypgr and sherifts 
came to the coach door in order to ad- 
dress him, but their speaker stopt 
chort at the second period, and could 
not recover the thread of his discourse. 
Sarasin perceiving it, instantly Jumped 
out at the opposite door, and running 
quickly round the coach, joined our 
orator, and continued the speech, nearly 
in the proper terms, but intermixed 
compliments 80 droll and ridiculous, 
though apparently very serious, that 
the prince could not refrain from laugh. 
ter. To make this scene still more 
pleasant, the mayor and Sheriffs thanked 
Sarasin very heartily for having helped 
them out of so disagreeadle a situation, 
and presented the city wine to. him, as 
well as to the prince of Conti. Sarasin 
being afterwards ill treated by this 
prince in consequence of having inter- 
fered in his marriage, died of vexation 
at Pezenas, 1654, aged 51. He has 
left many very ingenious Poems; Seve»

Statues, and painted some pictures, 
which gained him great reputation in 
the reigns. of Louis XIII. and XIV. 
lle died December 4, i6bo, aged 68. 
SARBIEWSKI Sarbievins (Matthias 
Cazimir) born of illustrious parents, 
1595, in the Juchy of Masovia. He 
entered among the Jesuits, 1612, and 
was sent to continue his theological 
studies at Rome, where he devoted 
lumself to the pursuit of antiquities, 
and iodulged his taste for poetry. 
dome Latin Os, which he presented 
to Urban VIII. gained him that pon- 
tiff's csteem, and.the honour of being 
chosen to correct the hymns, intended 
by the holy father for a new breviary, 


then composing by his orders. When 
VOL. IVY. 
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Sarbiewski returned to Poland, he 
taught ethics, philosophy, and divinity, 
Successively at Wilna. The ceremony 
of his admission to a doctor's degree 
there, was attended with a circum- 
Stance very honourable to him; for La- 
dislaus V. King of Poland, who was 
present, drew the ring from his finger, 
and put it on that of the new doctor. 
This very ring is preserved in the uni- 
versity at Wilna, and still made use of 
in the inauguration of dectors. To the 
above mark of esteem- Ladislaus added 
a fresh favour, by chusing Sarbiewski 
for his preacher, an office in which the 
new doctor gained great applause. 
The king took so much pleasure in his 
conversation, that he carried him with 
him in all his journeys, especially when 
he went to the baths of Baden. Father 
Sarbiewski made the Latin poets his 
particular study; he is said to have 
read Virgil over 60 times, and the 
others more than zo times, He died 
1640, aged 45. We have a collection 
of his Latin poems, which contain 
great beauties, mingled with some de- 
fets. An enlarged and very elegant 
edition of them was published at Paris, 
by Barbou, 1759, 12mo. They consist 
of Latin Cdes, in 4 books; a book of 
Epodes; one of Dithyrambic VErSES; ANO=® 
ther of Miscellaneous Poems ; and a fourth 
of Epigrams. His Lyric verses are the 
most admired; their style is elevated, 
but deficient in elegance and perspi- 
cuity. 

SARCER (Erasmus) a learned Lu- 
theran divine, born 1501, at Anneberg, 
in Saxony, He was superintendant 
and minister of several churches, and 
died 1559, leaving Commentaries on part 
of the Old Testament; A Body of Matrimo« 
nial Law, and several other works, He 
must be distinguished from Renier Sar- 
cer, teacher at Utrecht, who died 1597, 
aged 57, and left various works on lite- 
rary and theological subjects. William 
Sarcer, son of Erasmus, and pastor at 
Isleben, was also author of some works. 

SARDANAPALUS, a famous As- 
Syrian monarch, supposed by some 
writers to be the same with Phul, who 
is mentioned in the Holy Scriptures. 
His effeminacy and voluptuous life, 
became a proverb among the ancients, 
He 1s said to have spent whole days in 
Spinning among his wives and concu- 
bines, painted like them, and dressed 

in 
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in women's clothes, that he might not 
be distinguished. This conduct raised 
Arbaces, governor of the Medes, and 
Belesis, governor of Babylon against 
him. The rebels were defeated at first; 
but Arbaces having at length destroyed 
the troops of Sardanapalus, this effe- 
minate prince was compelled to fortify 
himself in Nineveh, where, after a 
Siege of two years, finding that he 
could hold out no longer, he raised a 


magnificent pile in the midst of his 


palace, and burnt himself upon it, to- 
gether with his concubines, eunuchs, 
and treasures, about 767 A.C. having 
reigned 20 years. Arbaces reigned 
after him in Nineveh. This is nearly 
the substance of what the ancients re- 
late concerning Sardanapalus; but 
Some among the literati doubt the 
truth of these circumstances of his 
history, and in the Observationes Hal- 
lenses, may be found a learned Diser- 
tation to his honour, entitled, Aps/ogia 
Sardanapali. 

SARISBERY, SALIS BERT, or SA- 
LISBURY (John de) Jef Salishurg, 
Saricberiensis, a celebrated bishop of 
Chartres, one of the most learned men 
and polished writers of his age, born 
about 1110, in England. He went into 
France when but sixteen or seventeen, 
and was afterwards commissioned by 
the king his master, to reside at the 
court of pope Eugenius, that he might 
take care of the English affairs. When 
recalled to his native country, he re- 
ceived many marks of esteem from 
Thomas Becket, high chancellor of 
England, who at that time governed 
Henry II.; and the chancellor being 
appointed archbishop of Canterbury, 
John of Salisbury attended him, and 
became his companion in all his tra- 
vels. When this celebrated archbishop 
was assassinated in his church, John of 
Salisbury, attempting to ward off a 
stroke aimed at the prelate's head by 
one of the murderers, received it on 
his own arm, and had a wound in con- 
sequence, the cure of which was as- 
cribed to a miracle wrought by the in- 
tercession of St. Thomas of Canterbury. 
Some years after this, John of Salisbury 
was elected bishop of Chartres, where 
he acquired great reputation by his 
virtae and learning, and died there, 
1182. He was one of the greatest ge- 
niases of his age. We have several of

SARNO, v. COPPOLO. 
SARPEDON, king of Lycia, son of 
Jupiter and Laodamia, the daughter gf 
Bellerophon. He carried $uccours 10 
Priam, king of Troy, and was killeq 
by Patroclus. 
SARPI (Peter Paul) a celebrated 
monk of the Servite order, better 
known by the names of Fra Paz}, or 
Paul of Venice, born August 14, 1552, 
at Venice. He was educated with the 
utmost care, and acquired great skill 
ir. the Latin, Greek, and Hebrew lan- 
guages, philosophy, physic, mathema. 
tics, history, law, and divinity. His 
reputation soon spread through Italy, 
and procured him the esteem of the 
Popes, several cardinals, the duke of 
Mantua, the celebrated Vincenzo Pi- 
nelli, Aquapendente, and other learned 
men of that time. He became provin- 
cial of his order at the age of 27, and 
was also its Procureur general. During 
the famous contest between the repub- 
lic of Venice, and pope Paul X. Fra 
Paolo was counsellor and divine for the 
Venetians, and defended their cause 
against the court with so much warmth, 
as to be excommunicated by the pope, 
1606. He afterwards made himself 
other powerful enemies; and being 
one day attacked by five ruffians, re- 
ceived three wounds, from which how- 
ever he recovered, He died January 
14, 1623, aged 71. His numerous 
works were printed at Venice, 1677, 5 
vol. r2mo. The principal are, Thoughts 
on the Censures of Pepe Paul V. againit 
the Republic of Venice; A treatise on the 
Interdi&ion, translated into French; Ti 
Rights of Sovereigns, defended against the 
Excummunications and Interdifions of the 
Popes, Amsterdam, 1721, 2 vol. 12m0.;

This is an excellent political 
key” and has been translated into 
nd he the abbe Marsy, N 
suit, under the title of Prince * ra- 
Pacls, 1751, lzmo. &c But this 0 
thor's most celebrated work is his 
Hiztory of the Council of Trent, written 
in Italian, London, 1619, fol. or Latin, 
1620, In this history he introduces 
malicious and dangerous remarks, 
from which it appears that he con- 
cealed in his heart the disposition and 
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de la Houssaie has translated it into 
French, 1686, 4t0. and Father Coyrayer 
has also translated it with Notes, 1736, 
2 vol. 4to. reprinted in 3 vol. 40.3 but 
this translation ir still more dangerous 
than Fra Paolo's history itself. 

SARRASIN (Peter) a native of 
Dijon, who first appeared on the 
French stage, 1729. The public will 
long remember the tears which he 
drew from them in his tragic parts, 
particularly that of Lusignan, and the 
high comic which he acted with ex- 
treme feeling. He retired from the 
theatre, 1759, and died 1763. 

SARTO (Andrea del) a celebrated 
painter of Florence, Peter da Cosimo's 
pupil. After working some time for 
Leo X. he went into France, where he 
Was employed by Francis I. who loaded 
him with wealth and honours ; but 
being afterwards pressed by his wife to 
return to Italy, he recrossed the Alps, 
under pretence of fetching his family 
into France. Having spent a large sum 
in building, and treating bis friends, 
which sum had been given him by 
Francis I. for the purpose of buying 
paintings in Italy, this dishonourable 
conduct obliged him to retire to Flo- 
rence, where he drew some very fine 
pictures, and died of the plague, 1530, 
aged 42. 

SAS (Cornelius) canon of the cathe- 
dral at Ypres, a pious and learned 
ecclesiastic, who died about the close 
of the 17th century, author of a trea» 
tise on the obligation of the clergy to 
avoid keeping female servants in their 
houses, even old ones; Nam citius deficit 
robur et labor corporis, quam ardor libi- 
dinis, This treatise which is full of 
researches is entitled, Ecumenicum de 
Singularitate Clericorum, illorumque cum 
feminis extraneis wetito contuberuis judi- 
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cium, an elegant edition, Brusels, 1653, 
4to. 


SASBOUTH (Adam) a learned 


Franciscan, born December 21, 1516, 


of a respeRtable and ancient family at 
Delft. He made a rapid progress in 
the Greek and Hebre languages, and 
in theology, and died piously at Lou- 
vain, March 21, 1553, aged 36. His 
works have been printed at Cologn, 
1586, fol.; the largest of them is a 
Commentary on Isaiah, and on St. Paul's 
Epistles. 

SATURN, or TIME, father of the 
gods, according to the fable, son of 
Uranus, or Heaven, and Vesta, and 
brother of Titan. The latter who was 
his elder brother, resigned the empire 
to him, on condition that he should 
never bring up any male child, and 
that the throne should return to his 
children. This Saturn promised, and 
mutilated his father with a scythe; 
the blood which ran into the sea, 
mingling with the foam, gave birth to 
Venus, according to the fable. Saturn 
knowing also that one of his sons was 
to dethrone him, as he had dethroned 
his father, devoured them as soon as 
they were born. But Ops, or Rhea, his 
wife, and also sister, being delivered 
of Jupiter, Neptune, and Pluto, found 
means to save them from the cruelty of 
Saturn, and Titan, and have them 
secretly brought up by trusty persons. 
This artifice coming to Titan's ears, he 
placed himself at the head of his chil- 
dren,” attacked Saturn, and having 
taken him prisoner with his wife Ops, 
put them in close confinement. But 
Jupiter, who was -educated in the 
island of Crete, being now grown up, 
went to his father's assistance, defeated 
Titan, and having replaced Saturn on 
the throne, returned into Crete. Some. 
time after this, Saturn, hearing that 
Jupiter meant to dethrone him, tried 
to prevent his design; but Jupiter hay- 
ing warning of it, made himself mas- 
ter of the empire, and drove away his 
father. Saturn then retired inta Italy, 
where he carried the golden age, and 
reigned with great glory and tranqui- 
lity. He was represented under the 
figure of an old man with a scythe in 
his hand, to signify that time destroys 
all things. The Romans dedicated a 
temple to Saturn, and celebrated the 
feasts called Saturnalia, in honour of 
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him, during which there was no dis- 
inction of rank, nat even between 
the master and his slave, no business 
was carried on, nor any arts practised 
bat culinary ones. 

SATURNINUS (St) first bishop of 
Toulouse, vulgarly called St. Serrin, 
He was sent with St. Dionysius to 
preach the gospe! in Gaul, about 245, 
made bishop of Toulouse, 250, and 
suffered martyrdom, 257. | 

SAVARON. (John) a celebrated 
resident and lieutenant-general in the 
Senechalship, and pres:dial court of 
Clermont in Auvergne, his native 
place. He had an extensive know 
ledge of the belles lettres and law, and 
wis one of the most learned men, and 
eloquent magisrrates of his time. NI. 
Savaron attended the states-general 
hell at Paris, 1614, as a deputy from 
the Trert Eat of the province of 'Au- 
vergne, and defended its rights with 
zeal and firmness against the nobilit 
and theclergy. He atterwards pleaded 
with great credit in the parliament of 
Paris, and died at a very advanced 
age, 1682, leaving many learned 
works much esteemed; the principal 
are, an edition of Sid:nius Apollanaris, 
-26C9, 4 0. with Notes; Origine ae Clere 
mort Capitale a” AV rare the most com- 
plete edition of which is by Peter 
Durand, 1662, fol.; Tr. des Duets, Svo.; 
Tr. de la Souvriante du Roi et de zou Rei- 
aume aux Deputes de la Noblesse, 1615, 
Svo.

SAVARY (James) an ingenious 
writer of the 17th century, born Sept. 
22, 1622, at Doue in Anjou. After 
having acquired a tolerably good for- 
tune in trade at Paris, he obtained the 
office of King's secretary, and was 
appointed to assist in the Code Mar- 
chand, which appeared 1673, and died 
October 7, 1690, aged 68. He also

James Savary des Brulons, one of his 
sons, was overseer general of the cus.

SAUBERT (John) a learned critic 
and good antiquary of the 15th cen- 
tury, who published ds Sacraficii; te- 
terum, de $acerdotibus Hebrætrum, Lev. 
den, 1699, S$vo.; which is much es. 
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SAVERQ (Roland) a skilful pain- 
ter in the 17th century, born 1556, at 
Courtray, He was pupil to James 
Savery, his brother, and employed 
during a considerable time by the em- 
peror Rodolplius II This artist ex- 
celled principally in landscapes and 
torrents rushing from the tops of rocks; 
animals, plants and insects are ad- 
mirably represented in his pictures. 
He died 1639, at Utrecht. 

SAVILLE (Sir Henry) professor of 
Greek at Oxford. He died 1622, aged 
72. He published an edition of Brad- 
wardine de Cunsd Dei vontra Pelagiam, 
London, 1618, fol.; of Se. Jen C- 
tm, in Greek ; of Rerum A r10{ic am 
S. rrpteres $957 Becam, London, I 539% 
fol.; Commentaries on Euclid, and on 
Tacitus. | 

SAUL, first king of Israel, son of 
Kish, a Benjamite. The prophet Sa- 
muel anointed him by God's order, 
about logs, A. C. His height and 
comeliness of person, rendered him 
respeRable to the people. He defeat: 
ed Nahash, king of the Ammonites, 
and gained victories vver several other 
nations; but having sacrificed during 
a war against the Philistines, without 
waiting for Samuel, and saved the 
choicest cattle of the Amalek ites, with 
Agag their king, against the Lord's 


express command, his sceptre wi 
transferred 
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transferred to David, whom Samuel 
anointed, and who afterwards married 
Michal, Saul's daughter. Soon after 
this, Saul was tormented with an evil 
spirit, and could find no remedy but 
che sound of David's harp; yet he 
ceased not to persecute him, nor to 
contrive every possible method for 
his destruction. Saul having consulted 
a witch respecting the issue of a battle 
he was about to engage in against the 
philistines, she called up the ghost of 
Samuel, who announced to him the 


day. His army was destroyed, and 
thinking death inevitable, he request- 
ed his armour-bearer to Kill him, but 
the man refusing to be guilty of $0 
harbarous an action, Saul placed the 
point of a sword against his own body, 
and killed himself by falling upon it, 
about 1055, A. C. | 
SAULX, DE TAVANES, v. TA- 
VANES. ; 
SAUMAISE (Claudius de) a cele- 
brated critic of the 17th century, born 
April 15, 1588, at Semur in Auxols 
of 2 noble and ancient family, dis- 
tinguished in the robe. Having openly 
professed Calvinism, he could not hold 
the offices for which he was intended, 
but had nevertheless a brevet of coun- 
sellor of state, 1645. Saumaise was 
honorary professor at Leyden, after 
Scaliger. Cardidal Richelieu offered 
him a pension of 12000 livres to de- 


tain him in France, and engage him 


to write a history of his eminency in 
Latin, but he would not accept of it. 
Being invited by the queen of Swe- 
den to Stockholm, he staid there a 
year, and returned afterwards into 
Holland, Saumaise gained great ho- 
nour in 1649, by his apology for 
Charles I. to which Milton wrote an 
answer full of invectives. He died at 
the Spa, September 3, 1653, leaving 
a great number of works, wherein he 
criticises the most learned men of his 
time with outrageous Severity. The

He entered tlie congregation of the 
oratory, 1635, was Successively $upe- 
rior of the house at Tours, that at 
Rouen, and that at Dijon, and em- 
ployed to write the History of his 
congregation, For this purpose he 
collected many very valuable mate- 
rials, but the work remains imperfect. 
Pere Saumaise dying at Paris before 
he had finished it, March 25, 1680, 
aged 77.

SAUNDERSON (Nicholas) born 
January 2, 1682, of a Yorkshire fa- 


mily, He lost not only his sight, but 


even his eyes, by the small © pox, 
when only a year old, which misfor- 
tune did not prevent his pursuing his 
studies with success. He understood 
the works of Euclid, Archimedes, and 
Diophrantus, when read to him in 
Greek. Virgil and Horace were his 
favourite authors; and Cicero's style 
was so familiar to him, that he spoke 
Latin with uncommon. elegance and 
facility. After some years spent in 
Studying the languages, his father 
began to teach him the common rules 
of arithmetic, but the young scholar 
soon became more skilful than his 
master, and when he was 18, Mr, 
Richard West taught him the ele- 
ments of algebra. Being thus placed 
in the way he advanced without 
any other guide, than his own ge- 
nius; if he had but a good author 
and somebody who could read it to 
him, it was sufficient. Saunderson's 
friends afterwards advised him to go 
to Cambridge, for the purpose of 
teaching philosophy, which he did, 
and explained in his lectures, the im- 
mortal Newton's Mathematical Prin- 
ciples of Natural Philowphy; his Uni- 
wersal Arithmetic, and even the works 
published by that great man on light 
and colours. This last circumstance 
appears incredible, till we consider 
that optics and the whole theory 


of 
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of vision is completely explained by 
lines; and subject to the rules of geo- 
metry. On Mr. Whiston's removal 
from his mathematical professor— 
ship at Cambridge, Mr. Saunderson's 
abilities were so generally known, and 
$0 far superior to those ot every com- 
petitor who could appear, that he was 
appointed to the vacant chair, 1711. 
He became a member of the royal 
society, married in 1723, and died 
1739, aged 56, leaving a son and 
daughter. His Elements of Algebra, 
written in English, were published at 
London after his decease, 1741, by the 
university of Cambridge. They are 
much estcemet, and have been trans- 
lated into French by M. Joncourt, 
1756, 2 vol. gto. Saunderson first 
divided the cube into six equal pyra- 
mids, which have their summits in 
the center, and each of their faces for 
its base. He also invented for his own 
use, a palpable Arithmetic, that is, a 
method of working arithmetic merely 
by the sense of feeling. This was a 
board with several holes in it, to 
which belonged great. and small pegs. 
A description of it may be seen in 
vol. I. of his Elements of Algebra. 
SAVONAROLA (Jerome) a cele- 
bratesd Dominican, born September 21, 
1452, of a good family at Ferrara. 
He rained great reputation by his 
sermons and style of preaching, but 
becoming head of the democratical 
party at Florence, this circumstance 
rendered him odious to the nobility. 
Having afterwards exclaimed against 
the vices of the clergy and the con- 
duct of Alexander VI.; that pontiff 
forbad him to preach, which prohi— 
bition Savonarola disobeyed, and was 
excommunicated. Sometime after this, 
his enemies turned against him the 
force of a public tumult, begun, as is 
pretended, by himself: he was treated 
as a sedlitious person and a heretic, 
because he had been excommunicated, 
and hecause having offered to prove 
his doctrine by the trial of fire, he 
had reconrse to evasion at the hour of 
proof. Forced at last from bis con- 
vent to à prison, he was sentenced 
to be hanged and burnt, together with 
two of his brethren, which sentence 
took place at Florence, May 23, 1498, 
ne being at that time, 46 years old. 
The motive for Savonarola's condem-

nation, was, his having boasted of 
foretelling future events, the fa; 

hood of which pretension he acknow. 
ledged in prison. Thus he fell a vi 
tim to his own fanaticism, ang ot 
anger of Alexander VI. hose view 
luxury, and irregular conduct, he had 
reproved. We have a great number 
of his Sermons remaining, and other 


works in Latin and Italian, most o. 


them on religious subjects Father

 SAVOT (Lewis) a learned phy. 
sician and eminent antiquary, born 
about.1579, at Saulieu in the diocese 
of Autun. Having finished the usual 
studies, he chose the profession of a 
Surgeon, and went to Paris at 20, for 
improvement, but afterwards extend- 
ing his views, took his degrees in 
physic. M. Savot's principal works 
are, Discaurs sur les Medailles antiques, 
1627, 4to. esteemed; L' ArchiteAue 
Francoise des Batimens particuliers, The

SAVOY (Thomas Francis de) prince 
of Carignan, grand master of France, 
and general of the King's armies in 
Italy, born December 21, 1596, son 
of Charles Emmanuel, duke of Savoy, 
and Catherine of Austria. He gave 
proofs of his courage, firmness, and 
prudence, when but 16, and was after- 
wards very eager to settle in France, 
hut cardinal Richelieu's aversion to 
his family making this plan imprac- 
ticable, he joined the Spanish interest. 
prince Thomas surprised Treves 1634, 
and took the archbishop prisoner, who 
was carried to Namur 1635; but lost 
the battle of Amiers against France, 
May 27, the same year. To efface 
the memory of this-defeat, he com- 
pelled the Dutch to raise the siege of 
Breda, 1636, and then entering P1- 
cardy, took several towns. During 
the minority of the prince, his ne- 
phew, he went into the Milanese, 
claiming the regency, and declared 
war against his sister in lau, the 
duchess of Savoy. Prince Thomas 
took Chivas, with several other cities, 
and afterwards entered into a treaty 
with Louis XIII. December 2, 1640, 
but this treaty having been broken, 
he joined afresh with Spain. He made 
a second treaty with the duchess of 
Savoy, June 14, 1642, and another 
with his most Christian majesty, and 
was afterwards appointed generalissi- 
mo of the armies of France and Savoy 
in Italy, where he fought with dif- 
ferent success, and died January 22, 
7656, at Eurin, aged 60, (v. TENDE) 
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His eldest son, Emmannel, continued 
the branch of Carignan, and Eugene 
Maurice, count de Soissons, another 
of his sons, was lieutenant general in 
France, and died 1673, leaving by 
Olympia Mancini, who died 1708, 
Eugene Francis, called prince Eugene. 
He survived his elder brother and his 
nephews, who went into the Imperial 
service. 

SAVOY (prince Eugene of) v.

SAURIN (Elias) born August 28, 
1639, at Usseaux, in the valley of Pra- 
gelas on the frontiers of Dauphiny, 
where his father officiated as minister, 
He was himself appointed minister of 
Venterole 166r, of Embrun 1662, and 
would have been shortly chosen pro- 
fessor of divinity at Die, but meeting 
accidentally with a priest who was 
carrying the host to a sick person, he 
would not take off his hat. This 
affair made so much noise that Saurin 
found it necessary to retire into Hol- 
land, where he arrived in June, 1664, 
was appointed minister of the Walloon 
church at Delft the following year, and 
had a great share in deposing the fa- 
mous Labadie. In 1671, Saurin was in- 
vited to be minister of the Walloon 
church at Utrecht, where he became 
uncommonly celebrated by his works, 
and had some very warm disputes 
with the minister Jurieu, which wers 
the subject of much conversation, and 
from which he extricated himself ho- 
nourably. M. Saurin died unmarried 
at Utrecht, April 8, 1703, aged 64, 
leaving the following works.: An Ex- 
amination of M. Furieu's T. ecology, 2 vol. 
8vo. in which he settles several im- 
portant questions in divinity ; Reflec- 
tions on the Rights of Conscience, against 
Jurieu, and Bayle's Philosophical Com- 
mentary ; A Tr. on the Love of God, in 
which he supports the doctrine of dis- 
interested love; A Tr. en the Love of 
our Neiphbours, &c. 

SAURIN (James) an eminent re- 
formed minister, and the most cele- 
brated preacher the Protestants ever 
had; born 1677, at Nismes, son of an 
able Protestant advocate ir that city. 
He was well educated, and followed 
his studies with great credit, but in- 
terrupted the course bf them for some- 
time, by going into the army. Saurin 
had an ensign's commission in colonel 
Renault's regiment, serving in Pied- 

mont; 
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mont; but the duke of Savoy having 
made peace with France, he returned 
to Geneva, and resuming both his 
philosophical and theological studies, 
finished them under learned tutors. 
In 1700, Saurin went into Holland, 
then into England, where he married 
1703, and returning to the Hague two 
years after, settled there, became un- 
commonly celebrated as a preacher, 
and died in that city, December zo, 
1730, aged 53. His works are: Ser- 
mans, 12 vol. 8vo. Amiterdam, 1730, 
and the following, Lys, 12 vol. 12mo, 
written with great strength of genius, 
force and eloquence, and free from 
those imprecations and furious ex- 
pressions against the Romish church, 
which the Calvinists usually pour forth 
in their sermons. M. Saurin published 
the first five vols. himself, from 1705, 
to 1725; the seven following have 
appeared since his death; Discourses on 
the Old and New Testamernt, the two 
first vols. of which he published in 
fol. Mess. de Beausobre and Roques 
have continued this work to 6 vol. 
1720, and the following with plates : 
Dissertation, in 2 vol. on the lawfumess 
of departing from truth when thi deiign 
is geod, was strongly attacked by M. 
de la Chapelle, and proved of unhappy 
consequence to M. Saurin, who did 
not however live to see his doctrine 
condemned; A book, entitled, T Etat 
du Christianiime en France, Hague, 1725, 
Svo. in which he treats on several 
important points of coatroversy, and 
attacks the miracle wrought on mad. 
Lafosse at Paris. Abrepe de la Thes- 
legte, et de la Merale ckretienne, en forme 
de Catechizme, 1722, 8vo, M. Saurin 
published an abridgement of this last 
work two years after. | 

SAURIN (Joseph) a learned geo- 
metrician, member of the academy 
of sciences at Paris, born 1659, at 
Courtaison, in the principality of 
Orange, son of a Calvinist minister 
at Grenoble, He became minister of 
Ecure in Dauphiny very early in life ; 
but finding himself obliged to quit 
France, in consequence of one of his 
sermons, went to Geneva, 1683, and 
from thence into the state of Bern, 
where he was appointed pastor of the 
church at Bercher in the bailiwick of 
Yverdun, M. Saurin distinguished 
himself in this place by his talents, and 
married a young lady of the Crouzas 


. of Toul, born about 1595, at Paris, 
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amily ; but being accused of hay 
written some Satirical verses, was 
forced to retire into Holland. He 
went afterwards to Germini, a country 
house belonging to the bishops «x 
Maux, abjured Calvinism in presence 
of M. Bossuet, September 21, 1699, 
and had a pension granted him þ 
Louis XIV. From this time he de. 
voted himself wholly to mathematics, 
but was accused by the celebrated 
Rousseau of having written those fa. 
mous Cœaplets which have made $9 
much noise. The parliament how. 
ever passed sentence in his fayour, 
April 7, 1712, and banished Rosseau, 
who was convicted of saborning wit— 
nesses. Saurin died at Paris, Dec. 29, 
1737, leaving several learned essays 
in the Mcmirs of the academy of sci- 
ences and other works; among them 
an Epitile in verse, to his friend La 
Motlie on his quitting La Trappe. 
This epistle proves that Saurin was 
capable of writing the Caupleti. He 
left a son who nas distinguished him- 
self by several Tragedies and Comedies. 

SAUSSAY (Andrew du) doctor of 
law and divinity, curate of St. Leu, 
at Paris, official and grand vicar in 
the same city, and afterwards bishop 


ing 
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He was preacher in ordinary to Louis 
XIII. who had a great esteem for 
him, and by whose order he wrote the 
Martyrologium Gallicanum, 1638, 2 vol. 
fol. M. du Saussay succeeded Paul de 
Fiesque in the diocese of Toul, 1649, 
and discovered great zeal and wisdom 
in the-government of his church, and 
died Septeraber 9, 1675, at Toul, aged 
80. He has left many works besides 
that above mentioned, which contain 
creat learning but shew very little 
critical knowledge. 

SAUSSAYE (Charles de 1a) born 
1565, at Orleans, great nephew of 
Matthew de la Saussaye, bishop of 
that city. He was at first coun- 
sellor to the grand council; but his 
inclination leading him to the 2 
siastical profession, he made himsel! 
celebrated by his preaching, 3

Year, 1665, 16to. containing Epigrams 
on all the days and festivals, through- 
out the year, as they stand in the Ro- 
man calendar. The Latin is pure, the 
style neat, and the versiſication re- 
markably easy; Pcetical-allegorical 
Sports, 1656, 12M0. These are Elegies 
written to amuse the reader at the 


same time that his mind and manners 


are formed, by useful instruction; and 
some critics think them so beautiful, 
and their diction so pure, that they 
have compared them, without scruple, 
to Ovid's verses. The Sacred Games and 
tho Picus Tears of Magdelene: This last 
work which is printed with the pre- 
ceding, consists of a series of epigrams 
and eulogies, written with great spirit. 
Pere Sautel is accused of making too 
long digressions, of having sometimes 
chosen his subjects badly, and parti- 
cularly, of not always finishing his 
pieces judiciously, nor stopping at the. 
proper place. He died at Tournon, 
July 8, 1662 or 1661, in his 49th year. 

SAUVAGE (John) in Latin, Ferus, 
a cordeliet of Mentz, who distinguish- 
ed himself by his Sermons, which have 
been printed in several vols. 8vo. and 
several Explanaticns of the Holy Scrip- 
re, which he also published at dif- 
ferent times in Syo. He died 1554, 
aged 60. | 

SAUVAGE (Denys) seigneur de 
Fonterailles en Brie, called also, Sieur 
du Parc, a native of Champagne, his- 
toriographer to Henry II. He trans- 
lated the histories written by Paul 
Jovius into French, and published 
editions of several histories and chro- 
nicles, among others, of Froissart's, 
Jens, 1559, 4 vol fol. and Monstre- 
let's, Paris, 1572, 2 vol. fol. v.

SAUVAGES (Francis Boissier de) 
professor royal of physic at Mont- 
pellier, where he died February 19, 
1767, aged 61, leaving two sons and 
four daughters.

SAUVAL (Henry) advocate to the 
parliament. He died 1670. He wrote 
the Antiquities of Paris, 1733, 3 vol.

accounts, finished it; A stitched book, 
containing the Amours of the French 
Ning s, is Sometimes wanting, but may 
be found separately under the title of 
Galantries des Reis de France, by Vanel, 
Holland, 1738, 2 vol. 12mo. plates. 

SAUVEUR (Joseph) born March 
24, 1653, at la Fleche, and entirely 
dumb till seven years old, at which 
time the organs of speech began to 
disengage themselves slowly and by 
degrees, but he never spoke very flu- 
ently, He was however already a 
mechanic, made little mills, syphons 
with pipes, jest d'eau and other 
machines. Sauveur learnt geometry 
without any master, taught that sci- 
ence at 23, and had prince Eugene for 
his pupil. The game of Basset being 
then 1n fashion at court, the marquis 
de Dangeau asked him in 1678, to 
calculate the chance of the Panter 
against the Purter;, which he did 80 
well that their majesties wished to 
hear him explain the calculation him- 
self. M. Sauveur also calculated the 
chances of Quinquencve, Hoca and Lans- 
quenet, and was one of the first who 
calculated the advantages, and dis- 
advantages, of the game of Hazard. 
He was appointed . mathematical 
teacher to the pages of mad. the dau- 
phiness in 1680; and going to Chan- 
tilli with M. Mariotte the year fol- 
lowing, to make some experiments of 


the waters, the prince of Conti was 


$0. much pleased with him, as fre- 
quently to desire his company after- 
wards. About this time, M. Sau- 
veur undertook to write a treatise cr 
Fortification, and that it might be more 
complete, went to the siege of Mons 
in 1691, where he daily mounted the 
txench. The siege being ended, he 
visited all the forts in Flanders, and 
at his return was made mathemati- 
cian in ordinary to the court, He had 

P been 
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been appointed to a mathematical 
professorship at the royal college, 
1686, and became a member of the 
academy of sciences, i696. At length, 
when M. de Vauban was made mare- 
chal of France, 1703, M. Sauveur suc— 
ceeded him in the office of examiner 
of the engineers, and received a pen- 
sion from his majesty. He died of an 


inflamation on the lungs, July 9, 1716, 


aged 64. M. Sauveur used to say that 
ewhatever one man can d in mathematics, 
auct her may do also; which can only be 
understood of those who are contented 
to learn, and not inventors. There 
are several learned essays of his in the 
Memoirs of the academy of sciences, 
and his Geometry has. been printed in 
quarto. = 

SAXE (Maurice, count de) born 
October 19, 1696, at Dresden, natu- 
ral son of Frederick Augustus II. king 
of Poland, and Aurora, countess of 
Konigsmarc. He gave evident proofs 
of his taste for military affairs from 
his childhood; was taught to read and 
write with the utmost difficulty; nor 
could he ever be prevailed upon to 
study a few hours in the morning, 
otherwise than by a promise that he 
should ride on horseback in the atter- 
noon. The count de Saxe liked to 
have Frencamen about him, for which 
reason their language was the only 
foreign one which he willingly learnt 
grammatically. _. He attended the elec- 
tor in all his military expeditions ; was 
at the siege of Lisle, 1708, when only 
12 years old, and mounted the trenches 
several times both at the city and at 
the fortress, in sight of the king, his 
father, who admired his intrepidity, 
Nor did he discover less courage at 
the Siege of Tournay, the year fol- 
lowing, where he twice narrowly es- 
caped death.; and at the bloouy battle 


of Malplaquet, far from being shocked 


by the dreadful carnage which attend- 
ed the engagement, he declared in 
the evening, [zat ke was well pleased 
with tne day, In 1711, count Saxe 
followed the king of Poland to Stral- 
sund, where he swam over the river, 
in sight of the enemy, with his pistol 
in his hand, during which time he 
saw, without any. seeming emotion, 
three officers and above twenty sol- 
diers fall by his side. When he re- 
tired to Dresden, the King, who had 
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heen witness to his experien 
abilities, raised a company o 
for him. Count Saxe $pent th 
winter in teaching his regiment some 
new evolutions, which he had lavent. 
ed, and marched them against the 
Swedes the year following, This re. 
giment suffered much at the blood 
battle of Gadelbush, where he mage 
them return three times to the attack 
This campaign being ended, mad. de 
Konigsmarc, married him to the young 
countess de Loben, a rich and amiable 
lady, whose name was F734, which 
name count Saxe afterwards said, con. 
tributed as much to fix his choice on 
the countess, as her beauty and large 
fortune. This lady brought him a son, 
who died young, and the count hav. 
ing at length a disagreement with her, 
procured his marriage to be dissolved 
in 1721, but promised the countess 
never to marry again, and kept his 
word, She married a Saxon officer 
Soon after, by whom she had three 
children, and they lived in harmony 
together. It was with great reluc- 
tance that the countess had consented 
to her marriage being dissolved, 'for 
she loved count Saxe; and the latter 
frequently repented afterwards of hay- 


ce and

ing taken such a step. He continued 


to signalize himself in the war against 
Sweden, was at the siege of Stralsund 
in December, 1715, when Charles XII. 
was blocked up, and had the satis- 
faction of seeing him in the midst of 
his grenadiers. The behaviour of this 
celebrated warrior inspired count Saxe 
with a high degree of veneration, 
which he ever retained for his memo- 
ry. He served against the Turks in 
Hungary, 1717, and on his return to 
Poland, 1718, received the order of 
the white eagle from the king. In 
1720, he visited France, and the duke 
of Orleans, then regent, gave him 3 
brevet of marechal de camp. Count 
Saxe afterwards obtained leave from 
his Polish majesty to serve in France, 
where he purchased a German regi- 
ment 1722, which has since borne his 
name. He changed the ancient ex- 
ercise of this regiment for one of his 
own invention; and the chevalier 
Folard, on seeing this exercise, foretold 
immediately, in his Commentary on Fo- 
lybius, tom. III. b. ii. chap. 13, that 
count Saxe would be a great genetal. 
During 
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During his residence in France, 1 
learnt mathematics and the art © 
fortification with astonishing facility, 
till the year 1725, when prince Fer- 
dinand, duke of Courland and Semi- 
gallia, falling dangerously ill in the 
month of December, he turned his 
thoughts to obtaining the sovereignty 
of Courland. With this view, count 
Jaxe set out for Mittau, and arrived 
there, May 18, 1726. He was received 
with open arms by the states, and had 
sevetal private interviews with the 
dnchess dowager of Courland, who 
had resided there since her husband's 
decease. This lady was Anne Iwan- 


awo, second daughter of the czar Iwan 


= 


Alexiowitz, brother of Peter the great. 
Count Saxe having communicated his 
design to her, soon engaged her in his 
interests, and she acted with such in- 
defatigable ardour, and conducted 
affairs so well, that he was unani- 
mously elected duke of Courland and 
Semigallia, July 5, 1726, This choice 
being opposed by Poland and Russia, 
the duchess supported count Saxe 
with all her interest, and even went 
to Riga and Petersburg, where she 
redoubled her solicitations in favour 
of the late election. There seems 
indeed to be no doubt, but that, it the 
count had returned her passion, he 
would not only have maintained his 
ground in Courland, but shared the 
throne of Russia, which this princess 
afterwards ascended; but during his 
Stay at Mittau, an affair of gallantry 
between him and one of her ladies, 
broke off the marriage and induced 
the duchess to abandon him. From 
(hat moment the count's affairs took 
an unhappy turn, and he was forced 
to go back to Paris, 1729. The follow- 
ing remarkable circumstance occurred 
during the course of his enterprize : 
Having written from Courland to 
France for a supply of men and money, 
mademoiselle le Couvreur, acelebrated 
actress, who was at that time attached 
to him, pawned her jewels and plate, 
and sent him 400, ooo livres. When 
count Saxe returned to Paris, he applied 
himself to obtain a complete know- 
ledge of the mathematics, and acquired 
a taste for mechanics. He refused the 
command of the Polish army offered him 
him by the king, his brother, in 1733, 
and distinguished himself on the 
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Rhine under marechal Berwick, parti- 


cularly at the linesof Ettlingen, and the 
siege of Philipsburg, after which, he was 
made lieutenant-general August 15 
1734. Hostilities having recommenced 
on the death of the emperor Charles 
VI. count Saxe took Prague by assault, 
November 26, 1741, then Egra and 
Ellebogen, raised a regiment of Hul- 
lans, and brought back marechal de 
Broglio's army upon the Rhine, where 
he fixed various posts, and siezed the 
trenches of Lanterburg. He was ap- 
pointed marechal of France, March 
26, 1744, and commanded the main 
body of the army in Flanders, where 
he so exactly observed the motions 
of the enemies, who were superior 
in number, and made use of such ex- 
cellent manœuvres, that he reduced 
them to remain inactive, for they 
were afraid to undertake any thing. 
This campaign in Flanders did count 
Saxe great honour, and was considered 
as a chef d' uvre of the military art. 
He won the famous battle of Fonte- 
noi, under the king's command, May 
11, 1745, Where, though sick and 
weak, he gave his orders with such 
presence of mind, vigilance, courage, 
and judgement, as made him the ad- 
miration of the whole army. This 
victory was followed by the capture 
of Tournay, which the French be- 
Sieged ; of Ghent, Bruges, Oudenarde, 
Ostend, Ath, &c.; and at the time 
that the campaign was supposed to be 
finished, he took Brussels, February 
28, 1746. Nor was the next cam- 
paign less honourable to count Saxe. 
He won the battle, of Raucoux, Oc- 
tober 11, the same year 1746; and his 
majesty, to reward such a constant 
series of glorious services, declared 
him marechal general of his camps 
and armies, January 12, 1747. Mare- 
chal Saxe carried troops into Zealand, 
gained the battle of Lanfeldt, July 2 
following, approved the siege of Ber 
gen-0p-zZoom, of which M. de Loe- 
wen made himself master, and took 
Maestrecht, May 7, 1748. In cunse- 
quence of these victories a peace was 
concluded at Aix-la-Chapelle, O&. 
18, the same year. Marechal Saxe 
went afterwards to Chambord, which 
the King had given him, ordered his re- 
giment of Hullans thither, and kept 
a stud of wild horses, more proper

for light cavalry than those used by 
the French. He visited Berlin some- 
time after, where his Prussian majesty 
gave him a very magnificent recep- 
tion, and spent several nights in con- 
versation with him. At his return to 
Paris, he formed a plan for establish- 
ing a colony in the isle of Tobago; 
but England and Holland opposing it, 
marechal Saxe gave up the idea. At 
length, loaded with wealth and honour 
and possessed of the highest repu- 
tation, he died at Chambord after 
nine days illness, November 30, 1750, 
aged 54. His remains being carried to 
Strasburg, in a style of royal magnifi- 
cence, were deposited in the new 
church, and removed from thence, 
August, 1777, to that of St. Thomas, 
where the King ordered a superb mo- 
nument to be erected to his memory, 
by Pigelle. Marechal Saxe, reflecting 
a short time before he died on the 
glory which he had enjoyed, turned 
to his physician and said, M. Senac, 
I have had a fine dream. He was 
bred a Lutheran, and died in that 
communion, on which a pious Catho- 
lic princess made the following ob- 
servation: How sad is it, that not one 
De Prefundis can be said for a man who 


has given us occasion to sing Ie Dem 


so frequently! Marechal Saxe had 
written a book on the art of war, 
which he entitled, Mes Reveries, aud 
bequeathed it to his nephew, the 
count de Frise. A very splendid edit, 
with an abridgement of his Life, was 
published, 1757, 2 vol. 4to. His Life 
was printed in 1752, 3 Vol. 12mo. and 
M. d' Espagnac published a new edit. 
of it, 1774, 2 vol. 12 mo. and 2 vol. qto. 

SAXI (Pamphilius) a Latin poet of 
Modena, who lived towards the end 
of the x5th century. His poems were 
printed at Brescia, 1499, 4to. and are 
rather scarce,

SCALA, aa illustrious Italian family, 
who, in the decline of the empire, 
made themselves masters of Verona. 
Mastin de la. Scala, one of the most 
ambitious among them, after having 
added Vicenza and Brescia to his Ve- 
ronese domain, found means to take 
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Padua from the Carrare fami! 
this event proved the dextrug;

his brother, who had been made 80 
vernor of Padua, gave himself up 5 
a course of debauchery, and even se- 
duced the wife of one of the dispossess. 
ed Carrare family, These latter re. 
venged themselves, not by open vio. 
lence, but by exalting his power; and 
Mastin, believing that he might do 
any thing, had salt made in the lakes, 


upon which the Venetians, who claim. 


el an exclusive right in that matter, 
became his enemies. The war was 
fatal to him; the Carrare family re. 
gained Padua; the marche of Tre. 
visano remained to the Venetians, and 
he was left with only his original pa. 
trimony of Verona and Vicenza, 132, 
During this war, Mastin had murdered 
the bishop of Verona, his relation, 
whom he suspected of a design to de. 
liver up Verona to the Venetian. 
The pope interfered in the affair, and 
Mastin was compelted to make the 
Amende Joncurable, in his shirt, bare- 
headed, and holding a lighted taper, 
and to settle several foundations for 
the repose of the bishop's soul. He 
bore his reverse of fortune with tole- 
rable resolution, and his family con- 
tinued to possess the two cities, till 
1387, when Antonio de la Scala join— 
ed with Venice to attack the Carreres. 
The latter applied to the duke of 
Milan, who siezed Verona and Vi- 
cenza. Antonio retired to Venice, 
where he was raised to the rank of a 
nobleman, In 1403, William, as bas- 
tard of the Scala family, gained pos- 
session of Verona and Vicenza throug! 
the assistance of Fr. Carrare, lord of 
Padua; but the latter, making him a 
visit under pretence of congratulation, 
poisoned him. The people of Vicen- 
za and Verona enraged at this action, 
chose rather to give themselves up to 
the Venetians, 1406, than submit to 
his yoke. Brunoro de la Scala, the 
last of the family, attempted to le- 
cover Verona, 1410, but in vain, for 
the Venetians supported themselves 
there. The Scaligers pretended to 

decend from this family. 
SCALCKEN (Godfrey) a Dutch 
painter, born 1643, at Dort. He was 
one of the celebrated Gerard Dow's 
pupils, and excelled in portraits 10 
small 
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mall and fanciful subjects. His uo” 
tures are usually enlightened by a torc s 
or a lamp, nor has he been a 
by any artist in exptessing reflected 
light. He was of a Whimsical, caprici— 
ous temper, and died at the Hague, 1 706. 
SCALIGER (Julius Cæsar) a Critic, 
oet, physician, and philosopher, one 
of the most learned men in the 16th 
century, born I 584, at the castle of 
Ripa, in the territory of Verona. He 
called himself descended from the 
princes de la Scala, sovereigns of Ve- 
rona; but from the letters of naturali- 
„ation which he obtained in France, 
1528, this appears to have been an ab- 
«urd piece of vanity. He Served with 
honour as a Soldier in his youth, be- 
came afterwards celebrated for his 
knowledge of the belles lettres and 
sciences, practised physic with success 
in Gulenne, during a long time, and 
died at Agen, October 21, 1558, aged 
74. His works are, De Arte Poetica, 
1561, fol.; De causis Lingue Latin, 
1540, 4to.; Exercitationes Exotice, 
against Cardan, 1537, 4t0. These 
three are much valued. Commentaries 
on Aristotle's History of Animals, on T hes 
ephrastus* Books of Plants, on the Problems 
of Aulus Gellius, some tracts on Natural 
| Philesophy, Letters, Lugd. Bat. 1600, 
Svo, and other works in Latin. All 
Scalizer's works discover great genius, 
taste for criticism, and learning; but 
as he was far from being skilled in 
Greek poetry, no attention is to be 
given to the judgement which he has 
passed on Homer and the other Greek 
poets, His capricious taste led him 
also frequently to judge very badly of 
the Latin poets, and his vanity and sati- 
ical disposition made him a great num- 
ber of enemies, particularly Cardan. 
SCALIGER (Joseph Justus) son of 
tie preceding, one of the most able 
critics and learned writers of his age, 
born August 4, 1540, at Agen. He 
turned Calvinist at 22, and went to 
tinish his studies at the university of 
Paris, where he learnt Greek under 
the celebrated Turnebus. Scaliger also 


acquired an extensive knowledge of 
the Hebrew tongue, chronology, and 
the belles letters, and was afterwards 
invited to Leyden, where he died, 
January 21, 1609, aged 69, after hav- 
mg taught in that city, during 16 years. 
lis works are numerous, and very 
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learned, but full of unbounded im- 
pertinence, and abusive expressions 
against others of the literati, suggested 
by his vanity, Scioppius thought to 
humble him, by publishing the mean— 
ness of his family, and several libels 
appeared on that subject. Scaliger's 
principal works are, Notes n Senechal's 
Tragedies, on Varro, Ausonius, Pompeius, 
Festus, Sc. Poems, 1607, 12mo.; A 
treatise de emendatione Temporum, the 
best edition of the latter is Geneva, 
1609, fol. This was the first good 
work which had appeared on chrono- 
logy; and though every part of it has 
been most severely criticised by Pere 
Petau, it certainly contains immense 
learning. There is even every reason 
to suppose that but for Scaliger's book 
we might not have seen this learned 
Jesuit's work on the same subject. De 
Tribus Sectis Judæerum, Delft, 1703, 2 
vol. 4to.: the Chronicle of Euiebius, with 
Netes, Amsterdam, 1658, 2 vol. fol.; 
De Origine Gentis Scaliger æ, 1594, 4to. 
and various other works, from which 
he appears to have had much more 
learning, critical skill, and erudition, 
than his father Julius Cæsar Scaliger,

SCALIGER (Camillo) a burlesque 
Italian poet of the 16th century, au- 
thor of I furte Amoroso, Comedia onesta, 
Venice, 1613, 12 mo.; Bertolds, con Bertol- 
dino, Poema, Bologna, 1736, 4to. plates. 
SCAMOZl, a celebrated architect, 
who first brought the Ionic chapiter to 
perfection. His works on architecture, 
translated into French, were printed at 
Leyden, 1736, fol. plates. 
SCANDERBEG 1. e. Lord Alexander, 
the surname of George Castriot, King 
of Albania, one of the greatest Chris- 
tian heroes. He was born 1404, and 
given as a hostage by John Castriot, 
his father, to sultan Amurath II. with 
his three brothers, Reposo, Stanisus, 
and Constantine. The three last men- 
tioned princes died in consequence of. 
a slow poison, given them by the 
sultan's order; but George Castriot was 
suffered to live on account of his very 
tender age. Amurath had him cir- 
cumcised, educated him carefully, and 


gave

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gave him afterwards the command of 
some troops with the title of Sangiac. 
Scanderbeg soon became famous for his 
courage and prudence, which gained 
Him great credit at the sultan's court; 
but on his father's death, 1432, seeing 
that Albania was in the hands of the 
Turks, he conceived a design of reco- 
vering his dominions from them, and 
dissembled so well, that they did not 
in the least suspect him. Scanderbeg 
availed himself of the confusion into 
which the Turkish army was thrown, 
by the victory Hunniades had gained 
over them, to force the grand vizir's 
secretary to write and seal an order for 
the governor of Croia to give it up; 
after which he killed the secretary, 
and buried him in his tent. Being 
arrived at Croia, he entered it without 
difficulty by means of his false orders, 
x44}, gained several victories over the 
Turks, and compelled them to raise 
the siege of Croia, 1450, on Amurath's 
death, who commanded there in per- 


son. Scanderbeg made peace with the 


Turks, 1461, and went into Italy to 
assist Ferdinand of Arragon, at that 
time besieged in Barri. He forced the 
sziege to be raised, and contributed 


much to the victory gained by this 


prince over the earl of Anjou, and 
general Picinini. Ferdinand, as a re- 
Ward, gave him the eities of Tranti, 
Siponto, and St. Jaen le Rond. Hos- 
tilities being recommenced by the 
Turks, Scanderbeg twice compelled 
them to raise the siege of Croia, and 
defeated them in several engagements. 
He died at Lissa, a town in the Vene- 
tian state, January 17, 1467, aged 63, 
after having won 22 battles, leaving a 
son named John, who $shonld have 


zucceeded him in the throne of Alba- 


nia, but was deprived of his do- 
minions by the Turks, and possessed 
ently the Neapolitan cities, given to his 
father by prince Ferdinand. Scander- 
beg displayed such extraordinary 
$rength in battle, that his scimetar 
was supposed to possess some super— 
natural virtue. This idea is said to 
bave induced sultan Mahomet II. to 
demand the scimetar; which having 
received, and finding nothing particu- 
lar in it, he returned it again, saying, 


that he had some much better, with 


which however no one could do such 


great things. It is added, that Scander- 
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beg replied, ien 1 zent him my Scimetay 
I did not zend him my arm. Pere du Por 7 
cet, a Jesuit, published the Life of this 
Christian Hero, 1709, 12mo, 
SCAPULA (John) studied at Lau- 
sanne, and was afterwards employed 
in the printing office of Henry Ste. 
phens. While that great man was 
printing his excellent Thesaury; Linguz 
Greca, Scapula privately made an 


abridgement of it, unknown to Ste. 


phens, for his private profit. He se- 
lected from the Thetaurus, whatever he 
thought most useful, and best adapted 
to students, and compiled a Greek 
Lexicon, which he published in! 580, 
fol. and which was reprinted by the 
Elzevirs at Leyden, 1652, fol. This 
Lexicon being much cheaper than that 
published by Stephens, had of course 
many more purchasers, which prevented 
the sale of the other, and ruined Henry 
Stephens, who was by that means re- 
duced to extreme indigence. Thus 
Scapula acquired both wealth and 
fame from his Lexicon, but stamped 
himself with eternal infamy, by his 
treacherous conduct towards his master, 
who bewails his ill fortune in the fol- 
lowing lines: ; 


Thesauri momento ali distantque beantque, 
Et faciunt Cresum, qui prior Irus erat: 

At Thesaurus me hic ex divite fecit egenum, 
Et facit ut huvenem ruga Senulis aret. 

Sed mihi opum levis est, levis et jactura Juxente, 
Judicio haud levis est si labor ite tuo. 


SCARGA (Peter) a learned and 
pious Polish Jesuit, born 1536. He 
was rector of the college at Wilna, au- 
lic preacher to Sigismond III. and died 
1612, at Cracow. Father Scarga left 
an abridgement of the Annals of Bare 
2/15, and many other theological works, 


printed in 4 vol. fol. 


SCARRON (Paul) a celebrated poet 
in the burlesque style, born 1610, at 
Paris, son of Paul Scarron, counsellotr 
to the parliament in that city, de- 
scended from a respectable and ancient 
family, He chose the ecclesiastical 
profession, and became canon of Mans; 
but this situation did not prevent his 
partaking of all Kinds of diversions. 
During the carnival of 1638, he dis- 
guised himself like a savage, but was 
$0 followed by the children in consg- 
quence of his singular appearance, a8 


to be forced to conccal himself 
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Fen. There the freezing cold struck 


him, and threw him into a kind of 
aralytical disorder at the age of 27, by 
which he lost the use of his legs, and 
was from thence surnamed Cul-de-gatte. 
Scarron who had naturally a lively wit, 
adopted with success that Kind of style 
we call burlesque, both in verse and 
prose, His house was frequented by a 
number of persons of genius, and rank, 
who took delight in conversing with 
him. On his father's death, being en- 
caged in a suit against his mother. in- 
jaw, he pleaded his cause in a bur- 
jesque way, and lost it. Reduced to 
poverty, he entreated the queen that 
he might be her patient by right of 
office, which singular honour Was 
granted him by that august princess, 
with 2 pension of five hundred crowns. 
This Scarron lost by the Mazarinade, an 
infamous satire, Which is only to be 
Sound in the Dutch editions of his 
works; but M. Fouquet supplied its 
place by an allowance of 1600 livres; 
and with that sum and the Aarguizate 
of Quinet, he Kept house decently, 
The May gulsate was nothing more than 
the produce of his works, printed by 
4uinet the bookseller. Scarron then 
married mademoiselle d'Aubigne, $0 
celebrated Since under the name of 
madame de Maintenon, with whom 
he lived very happily, and became 
more circumspect and reserved in his 
huffooneries, than while he was a 
bachelor. A short time before he 
died, seeing his relations and servants 
weeping round his bed, Children, said 
he, you will never cry 30 muck ſor me, as 
I have made you laugh, He died OR. 14, 
1660, leaving many works, both in 
verse and prose; the principal are, Le 
Reman Comique; Virgile travesti, nine 
Comedies, and a burlesque Tragi- Comedy; 
x poem, entitled, Typhon; La Legende 
4: Bourbon; La Precaution inutile P Aduls 
tere innocent, Sc. Scarron certainly ex- 
celled in the burlesque; but glory is 
not easily acquired in that path. 
SCARUFFI (Jaspar) author of the 
most Scarce work. extant on coin, en- 
titled, LAlitinonſo per far ragione e con- 
cordanza dere e d'argente, Se. Regio, 
7582, fol. 65 leaves. There should also 
be ten leaves, entitled, Breve inztruzione 
«pra il disconso di Scarufh. 
SCAURUS (M. ÆEmilius) an Adile, 
who built at Rome the most spacious 
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and magnificent theatre ever seen. Tt 
would contain 80,000 people, and was 
ornamented with 360 pillars, 3000 sta- 
tues, pictures, &c. 
SCEPTICKS, v. PYRRHO. 
SCHAAF (Charles) born August 23, 
1646, at Nuyo, in the electorate of 
Cologn, son of Henry Schaaf, majar in 
the landgrave of Hesse Cassel's troops. 
He was professor of Oriental languages 
at Duisburg, and at Leyden, and ac- 
quired so great reputation, that the 
trustees of the university there fre- 
quently augmented his stipend. This 
learned man died 1729, leaving chil- 
dren by two marriages.

SCHABOL (John Roger) a deacon, 
and licentizte of the Sorbonne, who 
employed himself in gardening during 
his whole life, and left three very good 
works on that subject. La Theorie du 
Jardinage, Paris, 1774, 12m0.z La Pra- 
tique du Fardinage, 1774, 2 vol. tzmo.; 
Le Diftionnaire du Fardinage, 1767, 8vo. 
SCHACCI, SCHACCHI, or SCAC- 
CHI (Fortunatus) natural gon of a 
gentleman of Acona, born about 1560, 
at Trau, in Dalmatia, Having been 
exposed when an infant, he was maine 
tained in an hospital during five years, 
then acknowledged and received as le- 
gitimate by kis parents. He took the 
religious habit early in the Augustine 
monastery at Fano, and taught theo- 
logy, Hebrew, and the Holy Scriptures 
in several Italian cities with great cre- 
dit, Father Schacci was afterwards 
appointed master of the chapel to pope 
Urban VIII. but did not reside at the 
Vatican, because the air disagreed with 
him. The pope; displeased at his ab- 
sence, took away his place at the end 
of 15 years, under pretence that he had 
himself desired leave to resign it, 
though he had never entertained such 
a thought. This circumstance vexed 
Father Schacci so much, that he sold 
his large library, and retired to Fano, 
where he died 1643. His principal 
work is entitled, Myrothecium, Rome, 
162 5, 1627, and 1637, 3 vol. 4to. and 
one vol. fol. Amsterdam, 1701, or 1710;

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titles. The author treats very learnedly 
on all the anointings mentioned in 
Scripture, as those of the Kings, pro- 
phets, and holy things, even the oil of 
the lamps, and the oil of perfumes, 
and introduces several incidental 
questions, in the discussion of which 
he discovers deep learning.

SCHEDIUS (Paul Melissus) a Latin 
poet of the 16th century, born Dec. 20, 
1539, at Meristadt in Franconia, He 
received the poetic crown from the em- 
peror at the age of 25, and died at 
Heidelburg, February 3, 1602, aged 63, 
leaving the following works; Eight 


Books of Reflection, or Thoughts, 1586, 


and 1625, $vo.; two of Ertertations ;

His Lyric verses are 
most esteemed. | 
SCHEELSTRATE (Emmanuel de) a 
celebrated ecclesiastical writer in the 
T6th century, born at Antwerp, was 
canon and chanter in his native city, 
afterwards keeper of the Vatican h- 
brary, canon of St. John Lateran, 1687, 
and of St. Peter, 1688. He studied ec- 
clesiastical antiquity from his youth, 
and zealously defended the. authority 
of the Holy See. He died April 5, 


1692, at Rome, aged 43. The most 


known among his numerous works are, 
Fntiquitates Eccleug illustrata, 1692, 
and 1697, 2 vol. fol. little valued; Ec- 
cleta Africana sub primate Carthaginensi, 
Antwerp, 1679, qto. very learned;

Christians) 2 
of Sweden, invited him to her rave 
nions, made him professor of rhetoric 
and politics at Upsal, and librarian i 
the university in that city, where he 
died March 26, 1679, leaving an ex.

Lubin, 1698, 4to.; Suecia litterata, in 
the Bibliotheca Septentronis eruditi, Lip-

SCHEFFER (Peter) a native of 
Gernsheim, who ought to be considered 
as the first inventor of printing. „.

SCHEGKIUS (James) an indefatigable 
German writer, born at Schorndorf in 
the duchy of Wirtemberg, who mar- 
ried 1539, and became one of the most 
zealous defenders of peripatetism, 
After having taught philosophy at Tu- 
bingen 13 years, he became blind in 
1577; but this did not prevent his 
employing himself as usual. Scheg 
Kius was indeed so little affected by tho 
loss of his eyesight, that when an 
occulist assured him it might be re- 
stored, he refused, saying, that as he 
had seen many things in the course of 
his life, which he should have been 
happy to have avoided seeing, he was 
not afflicted at the loss of his sight, 
and that on many oecasions he could 
even wish to be deaf. Schegkins died 


1587, leaving Refutatio errorum Simonii, 


Tubin. 1573, fol.; Comment, in Libra 
Avistotelis de anima, Bas. 15 50, fol. and 
many others on philosophy, physic, 
and divinity, much valued by the 
Germans. 

- SCHEINER (Christopher) a learned 
Jesuit, and celebrated philosopher and 
mathematician, born at Schwaben, in 
the county of Mendelheim. He was 
mathematician, and confessor to the 
archduke of Austria, and is said by 
some writers ta have been the first who 
observed the spots in the Sun, though 
others attribute that discovery t9 
Galileo. He died 16 50. He published 
in 1630, fol. his work entitled, Ka 
Uriina, where he treats of these spots, 
the incorruptibility of the heavens, 
and other questions of the like nature-

<SCHELHAMMER (Gonthier Chris- 
topher) a celebrated German physician, 
and philosopher, born March 3, 1649, 
at [ena, son of Christopher Schelham- 
mer, a learned professor of anatomy 
and surgery in that city, ta 
and Keil, where he was also physician 
to the duke of Holstein. Gonthier 


Christopher Was married, and died 


January 11, 1716, in his sixty seventh 
year, leaving Introduct jo in artem medi- 
cam, Hall. 1726, 4to. and a great num- 
ber of valuable and learned works on 
physic, of which it is to be wished 
that a complete collection was pyb- 
lished. His Life, by Scheffelius, in 
Latin, Vimar, 1727, 8vo. is pre fixed to 
the letters written to him by several of 
the literati. 

SCHENCKIUS (John Theodore) 
professor of physic at Jena, who died 
1671, aged 52. He had been married 
twice, but left no children, His 
works are, Medical Observations, in 
Latin, 1644, fol. or 1670, Svo.; De zero 
Sanguinis, 1671, 4tO.; A Catalogue of 
Plants in the Plytic Garden at Gena, 
1659, 12mo. Latin, &c. 

SCHERBIUS (Philip) a learned pro- 
ſessor of logic and metaphysics at Al- 
torf, where he died 1605. He was a 
great Aristotelian, and has written 
much against the Ramists. 

SCHERTLIN (Sebastian) ane of the 
greatest generals 'in the 16th century, 
born January 17, 1495, of a respectable 
family at Schorndorff in the duchy of 
Wirtemberg. After having served the 
emperor some years in Hungary and 
the Low Countries, he went intq Italy, 
and there signalized himself so much in 
the defence of Pavia, that the viceroy 
of Naples created him a knight. He 
zerved with the Germans at the cap- 
ture of Rome, 1527, at that of Narni, 
and at the relieying af Naples, 1528. 
Charles V. appointed him grand mar- 
shall of his army, 1544, and captain 
and commissary-general of his troops 
in the expedition agajnst Francis I.; 
but in 1546, Schertlin jqined opeply 
with the league of Smalcald, against 
the emperor, and served it to the ut- 
most of his power. Charles laid him 
under the ban of the empire, 1549, for

at Helmstadt, 
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having engaged in the French service 
He attended Henry II. during his ex- 
peditions on the Rhine, and in the 
Netherlands. Charles V. and his bro- 
ther Ferdinand granted him a pardon, 
1553, and restored him to all his ho- 
nours and offices. Schertlin afterwards 
served the emperor Ferdinand II. with 
zeal, and was enobled, 1562, He re- 
ceived fresh pensions from the city of 
Augsburg, and died at a very advanced 
age, 1577. 

SCHERZER (John Adam) a learned 
Lutheran divine of Leipsic, professor 
of Hebrew and divinity, wha was 
twice married; the first time in 1659, 
the second, in 1670, and died 1684, 
aged 56. He wrote a book, entitled, 
Collegium Anti-Socinianum, in which he 
refutes the Socinians with great soli- 
dity, The best edition of it is 1684. 
The author left some other works. 

SCHEUCHZER (John James) a docy 
tor of physic, and eminent professor of 
mathematics and natural philosophy at 
Zurich, where he was born, 1672, and 
died 1733. He was well skilled in 
natural history, and acquired great rg- 
putation by his numerous works; the 
principal among which are his Sacred 
Natural Histery, or, Natural History of 
the Bible, in Latin, Augsburg, 1731, and 
the following, 4 vol. fol. The French 
translation is Amsterdam, 1732, 8 vol. 
fal. These editions were preceded by 
a German one, 1731, of which the 
proofs of 750 plates are the most beau- 
tifal, Ttinera Alpina, Leyden, 1723, 4 
tom. in 2 vol. 4to.; Piscium Querele, 
1700, 4to, plates; Herbarium diluvianum, 
Tiguri, 1709, fol. His son, John Jasper 
Scheuchzer, Who died very young, 
April 10, 1799, had made himself well 
acquainted with antiquity and natural 
history, and given an English transla- 
tion of Kempfer's Hinter of Japan, 
John Scheychzer, brather of John 
James, was professor in ordinary of 
natural philosophy at Zurich, doctor 
of physig, and first physician to the 
republic of Zyrich, He died March 8, 
1738, leaving geyeral works; among

SCHIAYONE (Apdrea) an eminent 
Italian painter, born 1522, at Sebenigo, 
He was emplayed by Titian to paint

SCHICKARD (William) a learned 


professor of Hebrew, in the university 
of Tubingen, in the 17th century;

His small abridgement of the Hebrew 
Grammar, entitled, Horologium Schi- 
c:1d/, &vo. is the most valued. He 
died of the plague, 1635, aged 43.

ai, Tub. 1628, gto. Several tracts on 
astronomy, geography, &c. 
SCHIDONE (Bartholomew) an ex- 


cellent Italian painter, born about. 


1560, at Modena. He was Anibal 
Caracci's pupil, and copied his style 
with success. Schidone became first 
painter to the duke of Parma, and 
might have raised a large fortune, had 
not his passion for gaming 1uined him, 
and overwhelmed him with disgrace. 
He died 1610, at Parma, His pictures 
are Scarce, and much sought after. He 
succeeded in portrait painting. 
SCHILLING (Diebold) a native of 
Soleure in Switzerland, secretary to 
one of the tribunals at Bern, He left 
A Hiwtory of the war betxween the Swiss, 
and Charles the Ra, duke of Burgundy ; 
a work the more to be valued, as its 
author was present at almost all the 
battles and military ations which he 
describes. It is written in German, 
and was printed first at Bern, 1743, fol. 
SCHILTER (John) a learned lawyer 
of the 1-th century, born 1632, of a 
good family at Pegaw in Misnia. He 
studied at Leipsic, and Naumburg, 
had afterwards some very honourable 
posts at Jena, and became at length 
counsellor and advocate at Strashurg, 
and honorary professor in the univer- 
sity of that city, where he died May 
14, 1705, after having been twice 
married.

De Logica non oi De Avoid eu 
aicenu hominis in Deum Pythagorico, 
SCHODELER (Wernher) Awoyer of 
the city of Bremgarten in Switzerland, 
1520, who persuaded his fellow Citi- 
zens to return to the Catholic church. 
He left a Chronicle of Switzerland, writ- 
ten in German, which is much es- 
teemed for its accuracy. 
SCHCEFFER, v. SCREFFER, 
SCHOLARIUS (George) one of the 
most learned Greeks in the 15th cen- 
tury, who was judge general of the 
Greeks, secretary and preicher in ordi- 
nary to the emperor of Constantinople; 
and chusing afterwards the monastic 
life, took the name of Gennadius, He 
attended the council of Florence, where 
he favoured the union of the Greeks 
and Latins, and made some Speeches 
which were much admired ; but on his 
return to Constantinople, 1439, joined 
the Schismatics, and wrote against the 
Latins. After the capture of that city 
by the Turks, 1453, George Scholarius 
was elected its patriarch, by permission 
of Mahomet II. He ruled his church 
about five years, then retired to a mo- 
nastery, where he died a short time 
after, leaving great numbers of tracts, 
(many of which are written against 
the Latins,) in Pere Labbe's Councils, 
and 1n the Library of the Fathers. 
The abbe Renmkudot has published a 
Hemily of his on the Eucharisr, and an 
extract from another Homily, quoted 
by Meletius Syrigus. In these two 
Homitlies he acknuwledges 7ranwbstane 
tation, in proper terms prTUTIWE .

SCHOLASTICA (Saint) a virgin, 
sister of St. Benedict, who died about 
543, after having established a com- 
munity of nuns, in which she led an 
ascetic life. 

SCHOMBERG (Jasper de) a gentle- 
man of Misnia, major- general of the 
German troops in France, during 30 
years, He was a man of uncommon 
merit, signalized himself as a soldier 
under Charles IX. Henry III. and 
Heury IV. and also patronized learn- 
ing. M. Schomberg died in his coach, 
1599, from a sudden oppression, in 
consequence of the membrane which 
encloses the heart being ossified, 

SCHOMBERG (Henry de) earl of 
Nantoull aud Duretal marquis d*Epi- 
nay in Bretany, &c. knight of the 
King's orders, and marecha! of France, 
son of the preceding. After having 


signalized himself by his courage and 


prudent conduct on various occasions, 
he was made marechal 1625. He de- 
feated the English at the isle of Ré, 
November 8, 1627, commanded the 
royal army with the other generals at 
the siege of Rochelle 1628, forced the 
passage of Suz, 1629, and took Pig- 
nerola 1630. M. de Schomberg gaine 
ed the battle of Castelmaudari, Sep- 
tember 1, 1632, and died of an apo- 
plexy at Bourdeaux, November 17, 
1632, aged 49. He has left an Ace- 
count of the war in which he was ene 
gaged in Italy, 1630, 4to. 

SCHOMBERG (Charles de) son of 
the preceding, duke of Halluin, peer 
and marechal of France, colonel gene- 
ral of theSwiss and,Grisons, governor 
of Metz, &c. He had been brought 
up with Louis XIII. who had a par- 
ticular regard for him, and having de- 
feated the Spaniards near Leucate in 
Roussillon, September 27, 1637, was 
appointed marechal of France, and 
gained several other victories over the 
Spaniards, Being made viceroy of 
Catalonia, he took the city of Tor- 
tosa by storm, 1648, and died at Paris 
June 6, 1656, aged 56, leaving no 
children, 

SCHOMBERG (Frederick Armand 
de) marechal of France, grandee of 
Portugal, duke and peer of England, 
ud one of the most able generals in 


the 17th century, not related to the 


22 preceding, 
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preceding, his family belonging to the 
electorate of Treves, He first dis- 
played his courage in the United Pro- 
vinces, and engaged afterwards in the 
service of France, whence he was zent 
into Portugal, 1661; and commanded 
the Portuguese army with such suc- 
cess, that he compelled Spain to make 
peace, 1668, and to acknowledge 
the house of Braganza. This great 
man commanded the French troops in 
Catalonia, 1672, was made marechal 
ot France, 1675, though a Protestant, 
and caused the siege of Maestricht to be 
raised. The Protestant religion being 
ab lished in France, 1685, he quitted 
that kingdom, and in 1688, accompa- 
nied William Henry, prince of Orange 
to England, who sent him as command- 
er into Ireland, and went thither him- 
self, 1690, when an engagement took 
place July 22, with the army of King 
James, encamped on the other side 


of the Boyne. In this battle, marechal 


de Schomberg, being without armour, 
was killed with a pistol by an Irish 
ofticer, who also stabbed him in the 
rear of the infantry, while leading 
them on to meet the enemy. His des- 
cendants remained in the service of 
England. 

SCHOMER (Justus Christopher) a 
learned Lutheran divine, born 1648, 
at Lubec, who was appointed super— 
intendant, and professor of divinity 
at Rostock, 1680, and published ten 
years afterwards, his Thr/ogia mer alis 
ib constans, which is so highly esteem- 
ed in the universities of Lower Sax- 
ony, that it is almost the only work 
used in their schools. The best edit. 
of this book is 1707. Schomer also 
left Commentaries on all Se. Paul's 
Fpiitles, 3 vol. 4to. and other works, 
He died Aprilg, 1693. 

SCHON AUS (Cornelius) a Latin 
poet of Gouda, much celebrated for 
his Flepier, Epigramsi, and other Poems, 

articularly his 1zred Drama, in which 
ke has erdeavoured to imitate the 
ctyle of Terence, whence his collec- 
tion is entitled, Trent Chrittianus, 
den Cemediæ 14472, Amsterdam, 1629, 
Sro.

SCHONER (John) a learned Ger- 
man mathematician, born January (6, 
1477, at Carlstadt in Franconia.

at Deventer, Groningen, and lastly, at 
Franck fort upon Oder, where he died 
1668, aged 51, leaving a family, 
Schoockius delighted in singular sub- 
jects, and has left a prodigious num- 
ber of works, some critical, others on 
philosophy, divinity, history, and lite.

3 A the 16th century, born 
at Hoogstaten in Brabant, who turned 
protestant, and died at Lausanne, 1552, 
leaving several excellent works on 
grammar: 7hesauris Cicereni anus, Stras- 
burg, 1570, 4t0.; PG ate, Linguæ La- 
ling & Cicerone cullet æ, S vo.; Ra œ⁰ο 
dixends docendægue Linguc Latinæ ac 
Grect, $vo. and a Latin drama, eu- 
titled, Eusehia sie Relligio, which his 
pupils acted 1550, at Heidelburg where 
he taught the belles lettres. In this 
piece, he introduced religion, present- 
ing herself at the houses of the great, 
who all shut the door upon her, under 
various pretences; she then zeeks the 
peasants and poor people, is received 
by them, and finds a comfortable 
abode, The emperor was $0 much 
offended by it, that he banished Scho- 
rus from Heidelberg. 

SCHOTT or SCHOTTUS (Andrew) 
born September 12, 1552, at Antwerp. 
He taught the languages and belles 
lettres at Toledo, then at Saragossa, 
entered among the Jesuits, 1586, and 
was come years after professor of rhe- 
toric at Rome, but returned again to 
Antwerp, where he taught Greek with 
great credit till his death; which 
happened January 23, 1629, in his 
-7th year. Father Schottus translated 
Fiutius, and many other Greek works, 
iato Latin, and has left learned Notes 
on several authors, both Greek and 
Latin. He also wrote the Life of St. 
Frances di Borgia, Rome, 1596, 8vo. . 


Hispania illustrate, 1603, to 1608, 4 vol; 


fol. and many other learned works, all 
much esteemed ; but there are strong 
reasons for doubting whether he was 
author of the Spanick Library, 3 tom. 
in one vol. gto. Latin, which is attri- 
buted to him, and it seems more likely 
to have been compiled from his me- 
morandums. Francis Schattus, his 
brother, member of the regency of 

Antwerp, gained great honour by his 
Itizerarium Italiæ, Germaniæ, Gallic, 
Hirpaniz, Vicenza, 150, Byo. He 
died 1622, 
SCHOTT (Jaspar) born 1607, in the 
bichopric of Wurtzburg. He entered 
the Jesuit's order 1627, taught theolo- 
&y and mathematics at Palermo, and 
then returned to Wurtzburg, where 
he taught mathematics till his death 
n 1662, His principal works are: 
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Organum mithiematicum; 1668, 4to.; Ma- 
gia naturalis et artifi:ialis, 1677, 4 vol. 
fig; Thenica curicid, Norimbergiæ, 
1664, 4to, 

SCHOTTELIUS (Justus George) an 
eminent philologist and lawyer; born 
1512, at Embeck, who was counsellor 
to the duke of Brunswick Lunenburg, 
and died at Wolfenbuttle, 1676. His 
German Grammar, and 'other works for 
the embellishment and improvement 
of that language are much valued. 

SCHREVELIUS (Cornelius) an in- 


defatigable Dutch author in the r7th 


century, Who published editions of 
Hemer, Hesiod, and several other an- 
cient authors, These editions are very 
elegant, but do not discover either 
taste or judgement. Schrevelius also 
left a Lexicon, Greek and Latin, Leyden, 
1657, 5vo. extremely useful for young 
Students, and which is considered as 


his best work. He died 1667. 


SCHUDT (John James) a German 
divine, well acquainted with the ori- 
ental languages, bora January 14, 
1664, at Francfort on the Main, in 
which city he became celebrated for 
his preaching, was rector of the uni- 
versity and professor of Oriental lau- 
guages, and died February 14, 1722. 
He left a Commentary on the Psalms and 
several other works which discover 
great skill in Hebrew. 

SCHULEMBERG (John de) count 
de Mondejeu. Having served a con- 
Siderable time against Spain, he was 
appointed governor of Arras, 1652, 
and so well sustained the siege of that 
city two years after, that he forced the 
Spaniards to raise it. He was made 
marechal of France, 1658; knight of 
the King's orders, 1661, and died 1671, 
leaving no children. 
 SCHULEMBURG (Matthias John, 
count de) born 1661, He entered the 
army early, and in 1704, the king of 
Poland appointed him commander of 
the forces against Charles XIT. whose 
success had made him as formidable as 
his abilities; but the count chose 80 
advantageous a situation, that after 
five attacks, Charles was obliged to 
quit the. field. Count Schulemberg, 
though defeated the year following, 
lost no part of his reputation : the king 
sent him into Flanders, 1708, and he 
was at the battle of Malplaquet, 171. 
He afterwards quitted. the Polish ser- 
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vice for that of Venice, was declared 
generalissimo, and in 1716, compelled 
the Turks to raise the siege of Corfu, 
where they lost their cannun and am- 
munition. Upon this, the Venetians 
encreased his salary, which was al- 
ready ten thousand sequins, and erect- 
ed a statue to him in the isle of Corfu. 
In 1726, count Schulemburg went to 
London on a visit to his sister the 
countess of Kindale, which lady being 
2 favourite with the king, his majesty 
wished to see the count, and supped 
with him in the dress of a country 
gentleman. He died 1743, at Ve- 
nice, 

SCHULTENS (Albert) a native of 
Groningen, appointed minister of Was- 
Senar, and professor of Oriental lan- 
guages at Franeker, two years after. 
He was at length invited to Leyden, 
and there taught Hebrew and the Ori- 
ental languages with uncommon re— 
putation till his death in 1741. The 
principal of his numerous and learned 
works are: / Commentary on Fob, 2 vol. 
4to.; A Commentary on the Proverbs, 4to.; 
A book entitled, Vetus ct regia via fe- 
braizandi, 4t0.; A Latin translation of 
the Arabic book of Hariri; A trea- 
tise on H:brew derivations; Several 
tracts against Gousset's system; Ante 
madter i Phile/logiea et criticæ ad Varia 
lea weteris Teitumenti; An excellent 
Hebrezww Grammar ; The Life of Saladin, 
translated frow the Arabic, Leyden, 
1732, fol.; De Palme ardente, Franeker, 
1729, 4to. Kc, All this author's 
works are written in a style of sound 
criticism, and discover great Kknow- 
ledge and learning. He maintains 
with reason, against Gousse, and Dries- 
$in, that to understand Hebrew per- 
fectly, it is necessary to study not only 
Chaldee and Syriac, but also, and prin- 
cipally the Arabic language. 

SCHULTINGIUS (Cornelius) a pi- 
ous and learned licentrate in divinity, 
regent of La Bourie Laurentienne and 
canon of St. Andrew's at Cologn, 
He died 1607. He wrote Bib/iotheca 
Catholica et Orthodova cuntra Theologiam 
Calviniaram, ien variæ lectiene contra 
inititutienes Calvini, Cologne, 1602, 4 
tom. in one vol, fol. 

SCHUPPIUS (John Balthazar) born 
March, 1610, at Giessen. He was 
professot of eloquence and history at 
Marpurg, when but 25, afterwards 
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preacher to the landgrave of Hesse 
and superintendant of the churche; 
This prince sent him to attend the 
treaty of Munster in his name, 16 
and some years after the conclusion of 
that treaty, Schuppius became pastor 
at Hamburgh, October 26, 1661. He 
was a Lutheran divine, ahd a man of 
great genius, but very satirical. All 
his works were printed at Francfort 
1701, 2 vol. 8vo. His Latin "AR 
are particularly admired, as is als z 
small treatise in German, entitled 
The Friend in Need; where he Shews 
the imperfection of common friend. 
ships, and how. seldom a true friend is 
to be found. | 
SCHURMAN (Anna Maria) born 
November 5, 3607, at Cologn, of a 
noble and ancient family. She dis- 
covered an uncommon dexterity of 
hand from her childhood, and after- 
wards learnt music, painting, sculpture 
and engraving; in all which arts she 
excelled. Her father perceiving her 
great taste for learning, took pains to 
cultivate it, and Maria Schurman made 
herself mistress of Latin, Hebrew, and 
the Oriental languages connected with 
Hebrew. She spoke French, English 
and Italian with the utmost facility; 
learnt geography, mathematics, and 
even theology. This lady's father dy- 
ing at Franeker, 1623, she went with 
her mother to reside at Utrecht, and 
still pursued her studies, but was $0 
modest, that her merit and learning 
would have remained unknown, had 
not Rivet, Vossius, and Spanheim in- 
troduced her to the public. All the 
principal literati of that time, thought 
it an honour to correspond with Ma- 
ria Schurman, and persons of the 
highest rank were happy to have an 
opportunity of seeing and conversing 
with her. At the latter end of life she 
attached herself to the ſamous Laba- 
die, adopted his opinions and man- 
ners, and attended him in all his tra- 
vels. After that visionary's death, 
Maria Schurman retired to Wieward in 
Friesland, where she died May 5, 1678, 
leaving Letters, some Opuscula; a Di- 
Szertation in Latin, on the question, 
whether women ought to study? and 
other works. The best edition of het 
Opuscula, is Utrecht, 1652, Svo. but 
it does not contain the two letters 
which mad. de Zonteland .

— URTZFLEISCH (Conrad 
Samuel) born December, 1641, at Cor- 
back, in the county of Waldeck. 
Having taken a doctor's degree in phi- 
losophy at Wiltemberg, 1664, he re- 
turned to Corbac, where he taught 
during sometime instead of his father, 
and then going back to Wittemburg, 
published the learned piece entitled, 
Judicium de novissimis prudentiæ eivilis 
scriptoribus, &c. under the assumed 
name of Eubulus Thiodatus Sarckmavius, 
This littie work consists but of a leaf 
and half. The author passes judgement 
very freely on fifteen German lawyers, 


or political writers, raised him many 


enemies, engaged him in a literary 
war, which produced a great number 
of pieces collected by Crusius, $vo. 
under the title of Ada Sarctkmastana, 
and even occasioned his being struck 
out from the list of doctors by the 
university of Wittemberg. He was 
however not only restored to that title 
two years after, but appointed pro- 
fessor of history, then of poetry, and 
at length of Greek. In 1700, Schurtz- 
fleisch succeeded to the rhetorical 
chair, and became counsellor and li- 
brarian to the duke of Saxe- Weimar, 
and, died July 7, 1708. He left a 
great number of learned works on his- 
tory, poetry, criticism, literature, &c. 
the most celebrated of which are: 
Ditputationes Historic civiles, Leipsic, 
1699, 3 tom. 4to.; Numerous Disser- 
tations and small works on various sub- 
jects. Henry Leonard Schurtzflesich, 
his brother, was also author of some 
works, among which is, Historia Ensi- 
ferarum ordinis Teutonici, Wittemburg, 
1701, 12mo. 

SCHUT (Cornelius) a good painter, 
Ruben's pupil, who embellished with 
his pictures, several churches at Aut- 
werp, in which city he was born, and 
engraved some pieces in aqua fortis, 
Cornelius Schut, his nephew, excelled 
in portraits, and died at Seville, 1676. 

SCHWARTZ (Bertholdus) a cele- 
brated Franciscan, who lived at the 
end of the r3th century, a native of 
Friburg in Germany, supposed to have 
invented gunpowder and fire arms. 
It is said that he found out this art by 
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means of chemistry, wlale he was in 


prison. "x; ap 

SCHWARTZ (Christopher) an 
eminent painter in the 16th century, 
born 1550, at Ingolstadt, who worked 
at Venice under Titian, and imitated 
Tintoretto. He was appointed first 
painter to the elector of Bavaria, and 
became $0 famous for his pictures, as 
to be called the German Raphael, This 
artist painted both in Fresco and in 
oil. He died 1594, at Munich, 

SCHWEITZER (John Henry) a na- 
tive of Zurich, and minister of Rick- 
enbach in the same canton, from 1594, 
to 1612: He wrote an abridgement 
of the Helvetic Histery, down to 1602, 
in Latin, which is esteemed. 

SCHWENCKFELD (Jaspar de) a 
gentlemen of Silesia, and a celebrated 
fanatic in the 14th century, born 1490, 
in his castle of Ossig, in the duchy of 
Lignitz. After finishing his studies 
with credit, and learning Greek, he 
began to read the fathers, and at first 
joined the Protestant party; but hav- 
ing asserted soon after that the au- 
thority of the holy books ought to be 
suhordinate to the interior spirit, or to 
private inspiration: he had a con 
ference with Luther in December, 
1525, and persisting still in his senti- 
ments, was rejected equally by Catho- 


lics, Lutherans, and Calvinists, who all 


wrote against him, and he wrote a 
number of books against them all, 


during 28 years. Luther said, that the 


Devil womitted all these bots through his 
moutu. Schwenck feld being thus be- 


come the butt of every body, was . 


driven from Silesia, where he had al- 
ready gained a number of partizans, 
and after rambling from place to place, 
and being scarcely fafe any where, he 
died at Ulm, December to, 1561, 
aged 71. His works were collected 
and printed, 1564, fol. and 1592, 4vol.

SCHWENTER (Daniel) a learned 
mathematician, born 1535, at Nurem- 


burg. He was professor at Altorf 


28 years, and died the rgth January, 
1636, aged 61, a few days after his

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wife and two children, of which she 
had just been delivered. They were 
all four buried together. Schwenter 
left, philosophical and mathematical 
recreations, entitled, Deliciæ Plysico- 
mat ie mut Nαπ which are esteemed.; 4 
System of Practical Geometry, and other 


works. 


_ SCHWERIN (N. count de) a cele- 
brated Prussian general, who rose by 
his merit, and gained the battle of 
Molwitz, April to, 1731, when his 
countrymen had given it up as lost. 
He also signalized himself in all the 
subsequent engagements with the Aus- 
trians, and was Killed at the battle of 
Potchernitz, otherwise called Prague, 
May 6, 1757. 

SCIOPPIUS (Gaspar) one of the 
most formidable critics of the 17th 
century, born May 27, 1576, at Neu- 
march, in the Upper Patitinate. He 
studied in the universities of the Pa- 
Iatingte, and made so rapid a progress 
in learning, as to be admired for his 
publications at 16. Scioppius abjured 
the Protestant religion and turned 
Catholic, 1599, which did nat pre- 
vent his abusing the Jesuits by his 
bitter and anonymous libels, as he had 
done before his conversion. The most 
celebrated of these libels is under the 
name of Aplonze de Fargas, velatio ad 
reges et principes de Stratagematibus, c. 
Secictalis Jem, 1641, 12mo. Nor were 
his invectives against the protestants 
less violent, particularly against Joseph 
Scaliger. This latter was not behind 


hand with him; he published a Mis. 


of Scjoppius, according to which, his 
father, from à ditcher became a brew- 
er, his wife and daughter were prosti- 
tures, Scioppius went beyond Scaliger 
in his reply, and thence gained the 
name of Cynick. His writings against 


James I. King of England, cost him 


much dearer, for the English ambas- 
sador's attendants attacked him in 


Spain, 1714, and stabbed him in se- 


veral places. Scioppius did not even 
spare the person of King Henry IV. 
in his libel entitled, Ecclesiasticns, Hart- 
bergz, 1611, 4to. which was burnt at 
Paris by the hangman. At length, 
finding himself tiniversally hated, and 
fearing with reason for his life, he 


sought an asylum at Padua, where he 


died, November 19, 1649, aged 74. 
Scioppius certainly possęssed great wit

SCIPIQ (Publicus Cornelius) sur, 
named Africanus, one of the greatest 
generals of ancient Rome, son of 
Publius Cornelius Scipio, cansul in the 
second Punic war. He was but 18, 
when he saved his father's life at the 
battle of Ticinus; and after that of 
Cannæ, he prevented the Roman no- 
bility from abandoning Rome. Scipio's 
ſather and uncle having been killed 
while fighting against the Cathagini- 
ans, he was sent into Spain at the age 
of 24, conquered that countty in less 
than four years, defeated the enemy's 
forces, and took New Carthage in 
one day. The wife of Mandonius, 
and children of Indibilis, who were 
the chiefs of the country, being among 
the prisoners, Scipio ordered them to 
be re- conducted in an hanourable man- 
ner to their relations; and it was at 
the same time, from a mative of con- 
tinence, that he sent back a young 
female captive to a Celtiberian lord, 
to whom she was betrothed. (v. Al. 
LUCIUS) This clemency and gener 
rosity contributed greatly to Scipios 
conquests. He put an end to the war 
with Spain, by a celebrated battle

versation of the learned. Publius 
Cornelius Scipio, his son, and a man 
of letters also, and very eloquent, was 
taken prisoner in the Asiatic war, and 
adopted the son of Paulus Amilius, 
called Scipio Africanus the younger, M. 
the abbe Seran de la Tour published a 
\ History of Scipio Africanus, 1738, amo; 
2s a supplement to Plutarch's Lives 
of illustrious men, with the chevalier 
Follard'sremarks on the battle of Zama. 
SCIPIO (Lucius Cornelius) surna- 
named the Aslatic, son of Publius 
Scipio, and brother of Scipio Africanus, 
which last he followed into Spain and 
Africa, and was consul, 189, A. C. 
zeing then appointed to conduct the 
war in Asia against Antiochus, he de- 
teated him in a bloody battle in the 
field of Magnesia, near Sardis: 
where the Asiatics lost 50,000 foot, 
and 4,000 horse. This victory procured 
Scipio the honour of a triumph, and 
the Surname of Aiaticus. Cato the 
censor afterwards accused him of de- 
frauding the public treasury ; but an 
order being given to sieze his pro- 
perty, he was found to possess so little 
that his poverty proved him innocent, 
and turned the public hatred against 
his accuser. | 
SCIPIO (Nasica) son of Cneius 
Scipio Calvus and cousin to Scipio 
-{[ricanus, He was eloquent and brave, 
and his character for virtue was so un- 
blemished, that orders were given for 
him to receive the image of the mother 
ee the gods into his house, being con- 


dered as the worthiest man in the 
YOL. iv. 


into Asia, 
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republic. His son was called the 
delight of the Roman people, for his wis- 
dom and noble qualities, 

_ SCIPIO (Publius Amilianus) sur- 
named Scipio Africanus the younger, and 
adopted by Scipio, the son of Africanus. 
All the virtues of Scipio Africanus, 
his grandfather by adoption, and of 
Paulus ÆEmilius, his father, were uni- 
ted in the same person; he became 
the greatest man of his time, and ob 
tained a mural crown in Spain, for 
having been the first to scale the ram 
parts of an enemy's city, which the 
Romans were attacking. He also de- 
feated a Spanish general of uncom- 
mon bulk, in a single combat, and 
going afterwards into Africa, where 
the third Punic war was begun, ob- 
tained by his valour, the consular dig- 
nity, 147, A. C. though under the ap- 
pointed age. The year following, 
Scipio being entrusted to carry on the 
war in Africa, took and burnt Car- 
thage which put an end to the third 
Punic war. He was made consul the 
tenth time, 134, A. C. and sent into 
Spain, where he took and razed Nu- 
mantia ; but soon after his return, hav- 
ing aspired to the dictatorship, was 
fonnd dead in his bed, murdered by 
the Gracchi, as is supposed; though 
Some authors assert, that he died of 
poison, administered by his wife, and 
Cornelia, mother of the Gracchi. Sci- 
pio was well acqainted with the belles 
lettres, a lover of the sciences and 
learned men, and kept Polybius and 
Panztius, two of the greatest geniuses 
and most judicious writers of antiqui- 
ty, always with him, both at Rome, 
and in the camp. 

SCOPAS, a celebrated Grecian ar 
chitect and sculptor, born in the isle 
of Soros, who executed the famous 
mausoleum, which Artemisia raised 
for her husband at Halicarnassus. His 
column at Ephesus, his Venus, &c. 
were also admired. This artist lived 
about 430, A. C. 

SCORZA (Sinibaldo) an excellent 
painter and engraver, born at Voltag- 
gio, in the territory of Genoa. He 


copied Albert Durer's prints exactly, 
excelled in animals, flowers, and land- 
scapes, and also painted in miniature, 
Scorza was banished on an accusation 
of corresponding with the duke of 

R Savoy; 
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Savoy; but soon recalled, and died 
at Genoa, 1631, aged 41. 

SCOT (Reginald) an English gen- 
tleman, famous for a book in that 
language, 1534, 4to. which was burnt 
in England. He undertakes to prove 
in this work, that all the accounts of 
magicians and witches, are fabulous, 
or. may be explained from natural 
causes. 

SCOTLAND, inhabited by a colony 


of Hibernians, who had Kings long 


before the time of Christ; nor could 
the Romans subdue them. Adrian in 
121, and Severus in 209, built a wall 
to prevent their making - incursions 
into England. These people had but 
little connexion with other Enropean 
nations, and their history affords 
nothing interesting till the death of 
their king,

SCOTTI (Julius Clement) an ex- 
jesuit, who, although he had taken 
the four vows, was professor of phi. 
losophy and canon law at Padua, where 
he died 1669, aged 67, The follow- 
ing works are attributed to him: Mo 
narchia Solipwrum, 1648, 12mo. trans- 
lated into French by Restaut, 1721, 
12mo.; De potestate Pontificia in Socie- 
tate Jem, 1646, 4to; De Obligatiane re- 
gularii, & c.

Scuderi retained this boasting humour 
through life, even when he was $0 
poor as to solicit assistance from car- 
dinal Richlieu. He died at Paris, 
May 14, 1667, aged 66, leaving a son; 
his widow lived till 1771. This au- 
thor's works are very numerous, both 
in verse and prose, but not esteemed;

SEGHERS (Gerard) an excellent 
painter, born 1592, at Antwerp, who 
at first copied the style of Michael 
Angelo, Catavaggio, and Bartholomew 


Manfredi, afterwards that of Rubens, 


and Vandyke. He painted several 
sacred picces, and many groups of 
gamesters and musicians. He died 
1651, at Antwerp. Daniel Seghers, 
his brother, born 1590, at Antwerp, 
was a Jesuit, but painted for his 
arqusement, and excelled in flowers, 
His colouring in that kind of painting 
is beautiful, He died 1660, in his 
native city. 

SEGNERI (Pani) a very celebrated 
Italian preacher and missionmy, born 
March 21, 1624, at Neptuno, of a dis- 
tinguished family which was originally 
Roman. He entered the Jesuit's so- 
ciety, became eminent for his talents, 
and irreproachable conduct; preached 
and officiated as a missionary through- 
out Italy with uncommon success, and 
was invited to Rome by pope Innocent 
XII. who appointed him his preacher 
in ordinary, and theologian of the 
penitentiary. Father Segneri's aus- 
terities threw him into a languid state, 
and brought on a disorder, of which 
he died, December 9, 1694, aged 70, 
leaving many excellent Sermons, and 
very valuable books of devotion, 
They have been collected and publish- 
ed in Italian, 3 vol. fol. and some of 
them translated into French; among 
others, his Meditations, 5 vol. 12mo. 
Sermons, under the title of Le Chretien 
instruit, Lyons, 1713, 7 vol. 12mo.; Le 
Devoir des Cures, 12mo. 

SEGRAIS (John Renauld de) a cele- 
brated French poet, one of the forty 
members of the French academy, born 
at Caen, of which city he was the first 


sheriff, He cultivated poetry from his 


earliest youth, and was but nineteen 


or twenty when the count de Fiesque, 
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who had retired to Caen, t = 

to him, and introduced hin > 
He afterwards became bi 
ordinary to the princess Anna woes 
Louisa of Orleans, duchess de Mont. 
pensier, and it was during her 4. 
dence at St. Fargeau, that he under. 
took his Translation of the Aneii, int 
French verse. M. de Segrais n 
mademoiselle de Montpensier, 1672, in 
consequence of having disapproved of 
her marriage with Lausun, and retire 
to Mary Magdeleine de la Vergne 
countess de la Fayette, who allotted 
him an apartment in her house. This 
retreat occasioned M. de Segrais totake 
some share in Zaide, and in la Pris. 
cen de Clever, two admired romances. 
Weary at length of the great world, 
he retired to his native place, where 
he married a rich heiress, his relation; 
and the academy of Caen, which hag 
been dispersed since the death of its 
patron M. de Matignon, was reassem- 
bled at his house. He died March 25, 
1701, aged 76. M. de Segrais left 
Poems, and other works, among which 
the following are the principal; A 
translation of Virgil's Zneis, and 
Georgics, into French verse, 2 vol. 
8vo.; Some Eclogues, &c. much admired, 
the best edition is Amiterdam, 1723; 
A collection, entitled, Diverse. Poesie:; 
Nouvelles Frangaises, 2 vol. 12mo. &c. 
The book entitled, Segreziana, was 
collected from his conversation, An- 
zwerdam, 1723, 12mo. but a great mix- 
ture of falsehood is introduced. 

_ SEGUENOT (Claudius) à celebrated 
priest of the Oratory, born May 6, 
1596, at Avalon, who became superior 
of the houses of Nanci, Dijon, Rouen, 
and Saumur, successively. He parti- 
cularly studied St. Augustine's works, 
and was closely connected with mess. 
de Saint-Cyran, Arnauld, and their 
friends, which involved him in much 
trouble. In 1638, he published his 
French translation of St. Augustine's 
book on Holy Virginity, 8vo. with ample 
theological Notes, in which the famous 
Father Joseph, imagining that his con- 
duct was criticised, and the monastic 
profession attacked, Father Seguenot 
was sent to the bastile, and his work 
censured by the Sorbonne, in July the 
zame year.

MD EGUIER (Peter) president à Mor- 
tier of the parliament at Paris, and one 
of the greatest magistrates of the 16th 
century, descended from a noble and 
ancient family at Querci, which has 
produced many persons of merit. He 
rendered important services to Henry 
II. and Charles IX. and died loaded 


1680, aged 76, leaving some Harangues, 
and a treatise entitled, De Cegnitione 
Dei et Sul. Anthony Seguier, one of 
his sons, was counsellor to the parlia- 
ment of Paris, master of the requests, 
1577, counsellor of state, 1 586, attor- 
ney-general, 1587, president a Mor tier, 
1597, and ambassador at Venice, 1598. 
He died 1624, and founded by his will, 
the hospital des Cent Filles, in the 
Fauxbourg de St. Marcel, at Paris. 
SEGUIER (Peter) chancellor of 
France, duke de Villemor, count de 
Guienne, peer of France, keeper of 
the seals, &c. born May 29, 1588, at 
Paris. His father, John Seguier, coun- 
sellor to the parliament at Paris, was 
son of Peter Seguier, president a Mor- 
tier, mentioned in the preceding arti- 
cle. He was successively counsellor, 
master of the requests, president 4 
Mortier, Keeper of the seals, and lastly, 
chancellor, 1635. In 1650, or 1651, 
he resigned the seals, but they were 
afterwards restored to him, and he 
Kept them till he died, January 28, 
1672, at St. Germain-en-Laye, aged 
34. Chancellor Seguier left only two 
daughters, Mary, who married the 
marquis de Coislin, and after the mar- 
quis de Laval, who died 1710, and 
Charlotte, who was first duchess of 
Sully, afterwards of Verneuil, and 
died, 1704; but the collateral branches 
of his family have produced other 
eminent magistrates. He esteemed 
men of learning, and was patron of 


the French academy, after cardinal 
Richelieu's decease.

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SEGUIER (John Francis) a skiſful 
botanist of Nismes, who published 
Bibliotheca Botanica, Amꝭ erdam, 1740, 
4to. and gave a supplement to it in 
Plants Veronenus, Verona, 1742, 2 vol.

SEGUIN (Joseph) an advocate, born 
at la Ciotat, author of Les Antiquites de 
ta ville d Arles, 1687, 4to. 2 parts. He 
died 1694. | 

SEGUR (John Charles de) a cele- 
brated bishop of St. Papoul, born Dec. 
26, 1695, at Paris, who after being 
some time in the army, entered the 
congregation of the Oratory, and ap- 
pealed from the bull Unigenitus, His 
family having very great interest under 
the regency of M. the duke of Orleans, 
this circumstance fired his ambition; 
he revoked the appeal, obtained the 
abbey of Vermand, quitted the Ora» 
tory, was made grand vicar under M. 
de Saint-Albin, bishop of Laon, and 
at last appointed bishop of St. Popoul. 
Joining afterwards with the Auti-Con- 
Stttutionaires, they persuaded him to 
abdicate his bishopric, and publish a 
mandate on the subject, that made 
much noise. After this public step, 
concerning which there were very dif- 
ferent opinions, he lived retired, and 
died at Paris, September 28, 1748, in 
his fifty-third year.

SEGUY (Joseph) a native of Rodez, 
Who distinguished himself in the pul- 
pits of the court, and the capital, and 
was a member of the French academy. 
He died 1761, aged 72, His Panegyrict 
have been printed, 2 vol. 12mo, his 
Sermons, 2 vol. his Academical Discourses, 
1 vol. a | 

SETANUS (Zlius) a favourite, and 
prime minister of the emperor Tiberius, 
born at Vulsinum in Tuscany, son of a 
Roman knight. He concealed an insa- 
tiable ambition under the appearance 
of humility and modesty, and knew 
so well how to please the emperor by 
artifices and flattery, that he gained 
his favour and confidence entirely, and 
was entrusted by that prince with a 
power equal to his own. Drusius, the 
emperor's son, unable to endure such 
a degree of authority in a favourite, 
gave him a box on the ear one day 
when they were quarrelling, and Se- 
Janus, highly enraged, revenged him- 
Self by seducing Livia, wife of Drusius, 

who 
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who afterwards poisoned her husband. 


Agrippina, Germanicus, and his sons, 
died also through the stratagems of 
Sejanus. He grew at length so bold, 
as-to expose and ridicule the emperor's 
vices on the public theatre; upon 
which Tiberius having ordered the 
senate to try him, he was arrested, and 
Strangled in prison, October 18, in the 
same year of our Lord, 31. His chil- 
dren also suffered death. | 
SEKENDORF, v. SECKENDORF. 
SELDEN (John) a learned lawyer, 
and one of the most judicious critics of 
the 17th century, called by Grotius % 
Glory of England, born December 16, 
1584, at Salvington in Sussex. From 
Chichester school he went to Oxford, 
where he became well skilled in the 
law, and in antiquity both sacred and 
profane. James I. imprisoned him as a 
parliamentarian; he afterwards held 
considerable posts from the parhament 
which opposed Charles I. and might 
have risen to the highest offices in the, 
state, had he not sacrificed all ambi- 
tious views to his studies. He died 
November 30, 1654, aged 70. Selden 
left a great number of works in Latin 
and English; the principal are, De ne- 
cesvionibus in bona defuncti, secundum He- 
Braves; De Jure Naturali et Gentium, 
juxta disciplinam Hebraorum; De Nuptiis 
et Divortiis; De anne civill weterum He- 
brawum; De nummi m; De Diis Syris, 
Amsterdam, 1680, $vo. a curious book; 
Urxor Hebraica; De Synedriis Hebrerum, 
a learned work, and full of enquiries; 
De Laudibus Legum Angliæ; Jani An- 
glorum facies altera; Mare clautmm; Fin- 
dicie de Seriptione Maris clausi; Analecton 
Anglo-Britannicum, Or.; an explanation 
of the Arundelian marbles, in Latin,

SELENUS, v. AUGUSTUS, duke

 SELEUCUS I. Nicanor, i. e. Victorious, 
a famous king of Syria, son of Antio- 
chus, and Laodicea, He became one 
of the chief generals of Alexander the 


his son, succeeded him. 
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Great, after whose death he x 
Babylon, but being driven fro 
by Antigonus, withdrew to Ptolom 
in Egypt. At length having traverceg 
all Persia, and received a supply from 
Sandrucorus, King of the Gangarides 
he joined with Ptolomy, Cassander 
and Lysimachus, against Antigonus. 
king of Asia Minor, who was slain it 
the battle of Ipsus, 3or, A.C. Seleu. 
cus shared with the conquerors such 
provinces as were the fruits of their 
victory, and began the kingdom of 
Syria, which from its name was called 
the Kingdom of the Seleucides. He 
then engaged in a war against Deme. 
trius, took the eunuch Phileterus un. 
der his protection, and killed Lysima- 
chus in a battle, who was purging 
that eunuch, 281, A.C. After this 
victory, Seleucus undertook the con- 
quest of Thrace, and Macedonia; but 
was murdered 1n the city of Argon, by 
Ptolomy Ceraunus, 281, A.C. at the 
age of 78, after having reigned 30 
years, and built 34 cities, to immor- 
talize his name, and those of the per- 
sons who were dear to him. This 
prince was mild, brave, a good poli- 
tician, a benefactor to his subjects, a 
patron of the learned, and possessed 
the noblest qualities. Antiochus Soter 


ettled at 
m thence 


SELEUCUS PHILOPATER, son, 
and successor of Antiochus the Gst. 
This prince out of veneration for the 
high priest Onias, furnished the tem- 
ple at Jerusalem yearly, with what 
was necessary for the sacrifices; till 
being wrought upon by flatterers, he 
sent Heliodorus to pillage that temp:e 
which he had till then respected. The 
same Heliodorus poisoned him not long 
after. | 

SELIM I. emperor of the Turks, 
rebelled against his father Bajazet II 
and compelled him to yield up the 
empire, June 23, 1512, to the preju- 
dice of Achmet, his elder brother, 
who, after having lost a battle, Was 
taken, and put to death by Selim's 
order. In the same manner he got rid 
of his brother Corchut, a peaceable 
prince, and a friend to men of learn- 
ing. Selim declared war against the 
Persians, 1514, and engaged them in 2 
battle, where he lost above 50,009 men. 
In 1516, he marched against Campson, 
Sultan of Egypt, whom he _—_

and by that conquest became master of 
Syria. The following year he gained 
ds important victories over Thoman- 
bie, Campson's successor, took him

e himself master of Cairo,

the reizn of the Mamalukes in Egypt, 


r having continued about 267 years, 
e from the death of the 
sultan, by whom St. Louis was made a 
prisoner. Selim, elated with so much 
success, proposed to turn his arms 
zeainst the Christians in Europe, but 
death put an end to his projects. He 
died at Cluri in Thrace, September 21, 
1520, aged 46, in the same place 
where he fought with his father, and 
put him to death, This prince was 
brave, liberal, fond of reading history, 
and of writing verses; but his cruelty 
made his subjects behold him with 
horror. He was succeeded by Soliman 
II his only son. 

SELIM II. emperor of the Turks, 
son of Soliman II. and grandson of 
Selim I. succeeded his father, 1566. 
He made a truce of eight years, with 
the emperor Maximilian II. in 1567, 
and in 1570, declared war against the 
Venetians, from whom he took the 
isle of Cyprus, by his general Musta- 
pha, 1571; but lost the famous battle 
of Lepanto, October 7, the same year, 
when Hali Bassa was killed, with 
above 35,000 infidels, and Constanti- 
nople thrown into the utmost conster- 
nation. Selim afterwards made peace 
wich the Venetians, and died of an 
apoplexy, 1574. He was much ad- 
dicted to pleasure and debauchery. 
Amurath III. his eldest son, succeeded 
him. 

SELLIUS (Godfrey) a native of 
Dantzic, member of the Imperial Aca- 
demy at Petersburg, and of the Royal 
Society of London, who died June 25, 
1767, He resided in France, where 
he translated various works into 
French, among others, Le Dictionnaire 
des Monegrammes, 1751, 8v0.; L' Histoire 
des Provinces Unies, 1753, and the fol- 
lowing, $ vol. 4to. 

SEMELIER (John Laurence le) a 
learned priest of the Christian Doc- 
trine, born at Paris, of a gaod family. 
He taught theology with credit in his 


order, was assistant to the general,

put him to death, April 13, 
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and died in his native city, June 2, 
1725, aged 65, leaving the following 
works; some excellent Conferences on 
Marriage, the best edition is Paris, 
I725, 5 vol. 12mo.; this edition having 
been revised and corrected by several 
doctors of the Sorbonne ; Conferences on 
Nury and Restitution, the best edition 
is 1724, 4 vol. 12 mo.; Conferences on Sins, 
3 vol. 12mo. This book is scarce, be- 
cause very few copies of it have been 
dispersed. Four volumes 12mo. of 
Father Semelier's Conferences on several 
important points of Christian morality, 
were published 1755; and in 1759, ap- 
peared two new volumes on Morality, 
and four volumes on the Decalo2ue. 

SEMIRAMIS, a famous Assyrian 
queen, who succeeded Ninus, her hus- 
band, during the minority of her son 
Ninyas;$he extended her dominions,and 


built, or at least completed the walls 


and gardens of Babylon, which were 
reckoned among the wonders of the 
world. But it is said, that she tar- 
nished the glory of these noble actions 
by her licentiousness, and that having 
attempted to seduce her son Ninyas to 
commit incest, she was put to death 
by his order, about 2080, A. C. Other 
writers say that Semiramis founded the 
kingdom of Babylon some years before 
the Trojan war; but we know nothing 
certain respecting this queen's his- 
tory, nor the time in which she lived. 
SENAC (John) a native of the dio- 
cese of Lombez, who practised physic 
at Montpellier, was a member of the 
academy of sciences, and distinguished 
himself during the plague at Marseilles. 
He became first physician to his 
majesty, and died m a very advanced 
age, 1770, after having published the 
following works; A treatise on the 
Plague, 1744, 4to.; A treatise on the 
Structure of the Heart, 1748, 2 vol. qto, 
M Tarin had a great share in this book. 
Nowv. cours de Chymite, 1737, 2 vol. 
I2mo.; Discours zur Poperation de la taille, 
1727, 12mo. He translated Heister's 
Anatomy, and Freind's History of Physic, 
SENALLIE (John Baptist) àa French 
musician, who excelled on the violin, 
for which instrument he published 
Five Books of Sonatas, He died 1730, 
at Paris, aged 42. | 
SENAULT (John Francis) born 1601, 
at Paris, son of Peter Senault, secre- 
tary to the council of the League. He 
5 entered 
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entered young into the congregation of 


the Oratory, then newly established 
by cardinal de Berulle, and was one of 
the most celebrated preachers, and 
dest directors of his time. Father 
Senault preached with uncommon re- 
putation during forty years, at Paris, 
and in the principal cities of France, 
and wrote several excellent books on 
pious and moral subjects. He refused 
some considerable pensions, and two 
bishoprics, and was elected general of 
the Oratory, 1662. He died August 3, 
1672, at Paris, aged 71. His principal 
works are, A Paraphrase on the Book of 
Job, 8vo.; L'Usage des Pas ions, 12mo.; 
L' Homme Chretien, to.; L' Homme crimi- 
nel, 4to.; Le Monarque, ou les Devoirs du 
Souverain, 12mo. valuable books; Pane- 
gyrics on the Saints, 3 vol. 8vo.; the 
Lives of several persons illustrious for 
their piety, &c. It was this father 
who banished from the pulpit that 


empty parade of profane learning, and 


that false taste, by which it was de- 
graded, and who introduced a strong, 
sublime, and majestic eloquence, suited 
to the solemnity-of our mysteries, and 
to the truths of our holy religion, 
SENECA (Marcus Annzus) an orator, 
born about 61, A. C. at Cordoua in 
Spain. Some of his declamations 
which remain, have been falsely at- 
tributed to his son Seneca, the philo- 
sopher, and are added to his works. 
They are not deficient in wit, or ele- 
gant ideas, but contain too many 
points and quibbles, and too much 
bombast. Seneca the orator, lived in 
the reign of Augustus, and married a 
Spanish lady, named Helvia, by whom 


he had three sons, Seneca the philo- 


sopher, Annzus Novatus, and Annæus 
Mela, father of the poet Lucan. | 

SENECA (Lucius Annæus) the philo- 
sopher, son of the preceding, born at Cor- 
doua, about 6, A. C. He was instructed in 


rhetoric by his father, by Hyginus, Ces- 


tius, and Asinius Gallus; and in phi- 
losophy, by Socion of Alexandria, and 
Photinus, two eminent stoic philoso- 
phers. Seneca gave proofs of his ge- 
nius and eloquence in various plead- 
ings, but quitted the bar through fear 
of displeasing Caligula by his freedom. 
Being suspected afterwards of a too 
great intimacy with the widaw of his 
benefactor Domitius, he was banished 
to the isle of Corsica, where he wrote

his books of consolation, 
his mother, and some o 
Agrippina having married t 
Claudius, recalled Seneca, 9-47 on 
him the care of her son Nero den 
she meant to raise to the throne. 90 
long as this young prince followed 
Seneca's advice, he was universally be 
loved; but after Poppea and Tigellinys 
had gained the ascendancy over him 
he became a disgrace to human nature. 
Considering the philosopher's virtue a 
a continual reproach to his own vice; 
7 J 
he ordered Cleonice, one of his freed. 
men, to poison him; but this plan fail. 
ing, either through the repentance of 
Cleonice, or mistrust in Seneca, who 
lived only on fruit and water, Nero 
included him in Piso's conspiracy = 
which he had known of, and was 
happy in finding such a plea for his 
destruction. Seneca, whom the em. 
peror permitted to chuse in what man- 
ner he would die, caused his veins to 
be opened, and continued still to con- 
verse with his friends; till growing 
weary of this lingering death, he in- 
treated Statius Annzus, his physician 
and friend, to give him poison, which 
having no effect, because his veins 
were already exhausted, they were 
obliged to stiflle him with the steams 
of a hot bath. This happened in the 
year of our Lord 65, and the twelfth 
of Nero's reign, Seneca had been ho- 
noured with the offices of prxtor and 
questor, Tacitus, giving an account of 
his death, tells us, that on entering 
the bath, he took of the water, and 
sprinkled his nearest domestics, say- 
ing, I make these effusions to Jupiter the 
Deliverer; which words of the histo- 
rian prove clear!y that this philosopher 
was not a Christian, as some have sup- 
posed, and that the thirteen Epistles, 
as well as those from Seneca to St. 
Paul, and from St. Paul to Seneca, are 
spurious. It may be observed farther, 
that Seneca in Epistle 94, acknow- 
ledges no other God than the world; 
another proof of his not being a Chris- 
tian. We have several of his works 
remaining, on moral philosophy, ac- 
cording to the principles of the stoic. 
The chief are, De Ira; De Conzolatione; 
De Providentid; De Tranquilitate Anim! ; 
De Cantantid Sapientis; De Clementi; 
De Brevitate Vitz ; De Vita beats; De 
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r of Moral Letters. All Seneca's 
— discover great Wit and gemus; 
but their style is too affected, and very 
different from that taste which reigned 
among the Latin authors in the time of 
Augustus. For this reason they ought 
by no means to be put into the hands 
of young persons too soon. The most 
valuable editions of Seneca are the 
first, Naples, 1475, fol. by Elzevir, 1640, 
- vol. 12Mo. cum notis variorum, Amster- 
Jam; 1672, 3 vol. 8vo.; Seneca Senten- 
tie cum notis variorum, Leyden, 1708, 
gvo. He has been translated into 
French by Malherbe and du Ruyer, 
1659, fol.; an interesting Life of Se- 
neca, with a summary of his works, 
by M. Diderot was published 1779, 
12mo. The Latin Tragedies which pass 
under Seneca's name, are the work of 
different authors, but written in a bom- 
bast style, and bad taste. The best 
edition of them is by Gronovius, cum 
notis variorum, Amsterdam, 1762, Ley- 
den, 1708, 8vo, or Delft, 1728, 2 vol. 
4to, They have been translated by 
the abbe de Marolles, 2 vol. 8vo. 

SENECE or SENECAI (Anthony 
Bauderon de) a French poet, born 
October 27, 1643, at Macon, son of 
Brice de Bauderon de Senecé, lieute- 
nant-general to the presidial of Ma- 
con, by whom we have several works 
both in print and MS. He was ap- 
pointed first valet de chambre to Ma- 
ria Theresa, wife of Louis XIV. 1673; 
but having lost his place by the death 
of that august princess in 1683, the 
duchess d' Angoulème received him 
into her house, with his whole fa- 
mily, which was numerous. Here M. 
de Senece enjoyed a retreat equal- 
ly honourable and useful, during near 
30 years, and acquired the esteem and 
friendship of all who approached the 
duchess. On the death of this prin- 
ccss, in 1713, he returned to Macon, 
and died there, January 1, 1734, in 
his ninety-fourth year, leaving, Satires, 
1695, 12m0. ; A Collection of Epigrams, 
1727, 12mo, and other poetical pieces, 
which contain some very singular 
ideas. His Coxte du Haimac, says M. 
de Voltaire, is a distinguihed work, ume 
few parts excepted ; and proves that it is 
Poisible to tell a Story extremely well, yet 
in a different stile from Fontaine's. It 
may be added, that this Piece, the only good 
one he ever wrote, is the only one omitted 
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in his collection. Such is the judgement 
passed on this poet by M. de Voltaire, 
in his Hist. du Siecle de Louis XIV. 
printed at Berlin, 1751. M. de Senecs 
was great grandson of Brice Bauderon, 
an eminent physician, by whom 
we have a Pharmacopeia and other 

works. 
SENECHAL (Sebastian Hyacinthe 
le) chevalier de Carcado, or Hercado 
Molac, one of the bravest and ablest 
officers of his time, descended from 
a family which ranks among the 
greatest and most ancient in Bretany. 
He was the son of Mary Anne de 
Rosmadec, and René le Senechal, 
count at Carcado, killed August 11, 
1674, at the battle of Senef, brigadier 
of the King's forces and colonel of a 
regiment of horse, which bore his 
name. The chevalier de Carcado, 
after having served while very young 
in the first regiment of musqueteers, 
and afterwards in the royal regiment 
of infantry, was appointed colonel 
of the regiment of infantry in Dau- 
phiny, formed and raised on pur- 
pose for him. He gave such signal 
proofs of courage and abilities on 
different occasions, as to be sent as 
27, while yet but a brigadier in the 
royal army, to take the chief com- 
mand in the kingdom of Naples 
during the campaign of 1704 and 
1705. In this situation he acquired 
the highest reputation, and was 
entrusted with the management - of 
several important affairs, political as 
well as military, all of which ter- 
minated to his honour. At Naples, 
M. de Carcado gajned the esteem 
and respect of the nobility, the af- 
fections of the populace, and the 
confidence of the court, Being made 
marechal de camp, he went to the 
Siege of Turin, 1706, and was Killed 
there, at the age of 3o, by the burst- 
ing of a bomb, at a time when the 
public had conceived the highest hopes 
from him, and he appeared likely to 
run the most brilliant career, and the 
most glorious for a man of his charac- 
ter. The marquis de Molac, killed at 
the Siege of Prague, colonel of the 
regiment of Berri, was his nephew. 
v. MOLAC. f . 
SENGUERD (Arnold) a native of 
Amsterdam, professor of philosophy 
at Utrecht, afterwards at Amsterdam, 
8 2 where 
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where he died 1667, aged 56, leaving 
various works on every branch of phi- 
losophy. Wolferd Senguerd, his son, 


professor of the same science at Ley- 


den, was also author of several phi- 
losophical works. 

SENNACHERIB, king of Assyria, 
zucceeded Shalmaneser, about 717, or 
rather 714, A.C. He took Egypt from 
Sethon, a priest of Vulcan, and after 
ravaging Judea, sent a threatning mes- 
sage to king Hezekiah, (who refused 
him the tribute to which Ahab had 
Submitted) deriding his confidence 
in God. Hezekiah endeavoured to 
appease him by sending 300 talents 
of siver and zo talents of gold; but 
Sennacherib laying siege to Jerusalem, 
notwithstanding this, the Lord punish- 
ed his perfidy, and sent a destroying 
angel in the night, who slew 185,000 
of his army. After this slaughter, 
Sennacherib fled to his own dominions, 
and was killed in a temple at Nine» 
veh, by his two eldest sons, about 
-09, A. C. Esarhaddon, his youngest 
son, succeeded him. 

SENNE (la) v. LASENA. 

SENNERTUS (Daniel) a celebrated 
physician of the 17th century, son of 
a choemaker, at Breslau, where he 
was born, November 25, 1572. He 
became doctor and professor of phy- 
sic at Wittemberg, and acquired great 
reputation there by his works, and by 
his new method of teaching and prac- 
tiring physic. His attachment to 
chemistry, joined to the freedom with 
which he refuted the ancients, and 
the Singularity of his opinions, made 
him many enemies. Sennertus died 
of the plague, July 21, 1637, aged 65, 
leaving two sons and a daughter. His 
works are very numerous, and were 
printed at Lyons, 1676, 6 tom, fol. 
He must be distinguished from Andrew 
Sennertus, his son, who died at Wit- 
temburg, December 22, 1689, aged $4, 
after having taught the Oriental lan- 
£ua7es with credit in that city, during 
51 years. This latter left many works 
vn the Hebrew tongue, He had been 
twice married. 

SENSARIC (Bernard) a Benedictine 
al the congregation de St. Maur, born 
1710, at la Reole, who distinguished 
himself by his talents for the pulpit, 
and by those virtues which constitute 


the christian and the monk He 
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preached before his majest : 
1758, leaving, L' Art % . 
prit, 1758, 3 vol. 8vo. This is a - 
lection of pieces of poetry and jy 
quence which a severe criticism 5 
not cleared from mediocrity. His bay 
mons were printed 1771, 4 vol. 12mg 5 

SEPULVEDA (John Genes de) bon 
1491, at Cordoua, He was appointed 
divine and historiographer to the em. 
peror Charles V. and had a violent 
dispute with Bartholemew de Las 
Casas, concerning the ill usage and 
cruelties which the Indians suffered 
from the Spaniards. Sepulveda de. 
fended these cruelties, and even Wrote 
a book to prove that they were authg. 
rized by divine and human laws, and 
by the right of war; but a doarine 
so contrary to Christianity and human 
feelings, proves him to have been 3 
very bad divine, and one who, with. 
out blushing, prostituted his venal 
pen, to such as wished not to have 
these enormities suppressed, because 
they were gainers by them. He died 
at Salamanca, where he was canon, 
1572, in his eighty-second year. Se- 
pulveda is among the most celebrated 
interpreters of Aristotle, and his 
translations ef that philosopher's 
Works, as well as his notes, are much 
praised by Naudé; but M. Huet va - 
lues them very little. He also left 
tracts, De Reg ne et Regis Officio; De 
Appetendd gloria; De honestate rei nili- 
taris; De Fato et Libere arbitrio contra 
Lutherum; Some very curious Letters 
in Latin, &c. collected at Ce/ogn, 1602, 
4t 0. 

SERAPION (John) an Arabian phy- 
sician, who lived between the $th and 


11th centuries. His works have been 


printed at Venice, 1497, fol. and fre- 
quently since. He treats only of in- 
terior diseases. 

SERAPHINO, v. AQUILANO. 

SERARIUS (Nicholas) a learned 
Jesuit and able commentator on the 
Holy Scriptures, born 1555, at Ramber- 
willer in Lorrain, After studying the 
languages, he taught ethics, philoso- 
phy, and theology at Wurtzberg and 
Mentz, in which last city he died, 
May 20, 1610, leaving many Very 
learned works, of which the follow- 
ing are the principal: Commentaries an

SERBELLONE or SERBELLONI 
(Gabriel) a knight of Malta, grand 
prior of Hungary, and one of the most 
celebrated captains in the r6th cen- 
tury, son of John Peter Serbelloni, des- 
cended from a noble and ancient Italian 
family, eminent for producing persons 
of merit. Having displayed his va- 
lour at the siege of Strigonia, he was 
made lieutenant-general under the 
emperor Charles V. 1547, when that 
prince defeated the duke of Saxony, 
who headed the German Protestants. 
He signalized himself afterwards in 
the Italian wars, had a great share 
in the victory of Lepanto, 1571, and 
was appointed viceroy of Tunis; but 
that city being captured, and its de- 
fender taken prisoner, thirty-six Turk - 
ish officers were delivered up for his 
ransom. Serbelloni governed the Mi- 
lanese as lieutenant-general, 1576, and 
died 1580. He had great talents for 
architecture, & hich were of use to 
him in fortifying several important 
places. N 
SERENUS, SAMMONICUS (Quin— 
tus) a celebrated physician in the 
time of the emperors Severus and 
Caracalla, about the year 210, author 
of several treatises on history and the 
productions of nature, none of which 
remain but a very indifferent Poem, on 
physic and medicines, 158, 40, Am- 
iterdam, 1662, Svo. also in Peet Latint 
mingres, Leyden, 1731, 2 vol. to. and 
Mattaire's Corpus Poectarum, &c. He 
died at a feast by Caracalla's order. 
Serenus had a library consisting of 
$ixty-two thousand volumes, which 
his son . Serenus Sammonicus gave 
to Gordian II. who was his pupil. 
SERGIUS I. a native of Palermo, 
but whose family were originally of 


Antioch, eleted pope on the death 


of Conon, 687. He improved the 
canons of the council, known by the 
name of Quin-Sextum, which displeased 
the emperor Justinian the younger, 
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It was this pontiff who ordered the 
Agnus Dei to be sung at mass. He died 
September x, 701. There was an 
antipope in his time, who took the 
name of Pascal. 

SERGIUS II. a Roman, elected 
pope on the death of Gregory IV. 
February 10, 844. He died January 


27, 847. 


SERGIUS III. a priest of the Ro- 
man church, elected by a part of the 
Romans, as successor to pope Theo- 
dore, who died 898; but the friends 
of John IX, prevailed, and Sergius 
being driven out, kept '::mself con- 
cealed during seven years. He was 
afterwards recalled and put in the 
place of pope Christopher gos, by the 
marquis Adalbert, or Albert's faction. 
Sergius considering John IX. who had 
been preferred to him, and also the 
three popes who succeeded John, as 
usurpers, declared against the memory 
of pope Formosus, and approved the 
proceedings of Stephen VI. He lived 
in a scandalous manner with a woman 
named Marezia, and died 911. | 

SERGLIUS IV. succeeded pope John 
XVIII. October 1x, oog. He was 
extremely liberal to the poor, and 
wrote the epitaph for pope Silvester 
IT. and died 1013. 

SERGIUS, a famous patriarch of 
Constantinople in 610, born in Syria, 
who declared himself head of the 
Monothelites in 629, and persuaded 
the emperor Heraclius that there was 
but one will, and one operation in 
Jesus Christ. The emperor having 
authorized this error, by an edict, 
called Edles, i- e. Exposition of the 
Faith, Sergius procured this edict to 
be received in a synod, spread the 
poison of heresy through several dio- 
ceses, and even imposed on Honorius; 
but Sophronius wrote forcibly against 
him. He died 639, and his memory 
was condemned in the sixth general 
council held 681, and in several others. 
He must be distinguished from another 
Sergius, patriarch of Constantinople, 
who succeeded Sisinnius, 999, and 
supported the schism of Photius, 
against the Roman church. 

SERIPAND (Jerome) born 1493, at 
Naples. He entered the Augustine 
order, was afterwards doRor and pro- 
fessor of divinity at Bologna, arch- 
bishop of Salerno, cardinal and legate 
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from pope Pius IV. to the council of 
Trent, where he died 1563. His 
works are: A treatise in Latin on Tus- 
tification; Commentaries on St, Paul's 
Epritles, and on the Catholic Epistles, in 
Latin; An abridgement of the Cen- 
cies of his order, in the same lan- 
guage ; and Sermons on the Creed, in 
Italian. ä 
SERLIO (Sebastian) an eminent 
architect of the 16th century, born 
at Bologna, author of a book on Ar- 


' eliteFure, Venice, 1559, fol. which is 


much valued. He flourished in 1544, 
and died in the service of king Francis 
I. who had invited him into France. 
SERMENT (Louisa Anastasia) alady 
celebrated . for her learning and taste 
for the belles lettres and philosophy, 
a native of Grenoble. M. Quinault, and 
others among the literati, frequently 
consulted her about their works; she 
was admitted into the academy of ze 
Ricovrati at Padua, and died at Paris, 
about 1692, aged near 50. Mademoi- 
selle Serment left several small works, 
written in a very pure and elegant 
stile, which may be found in tom. I. 
of the sieur de Vertron's Collection of 
Academical Pieces. | 
SERNIN, v. SATERNINUS. 
SERRANUS, v. LAMBERT, 
SERRE (John Puget de la) an in- 
defatigable writer, born about 1600, at 
Toulouse, He was library-keeper to 
monsieur, the king's brother, and had 
the title of historiographer. His works, 
both in verse and prose, are very nu- 
merous, but despised by all persons 
of taste; and it is this writer whom 
Boileau ridicules in his third satire,

They passeq however through many 
editions by which le Serre got plenty 
of money, whence the ingenious aus 
thor of /s Parnasse reforme, introduces 
him as saying: For my part, I conjess, 
that I hats raken scarcely any pains to im- 
mortalize my name, chooding rather to live 
by my works, than ts make my 91 Ive.

being present one day at the confe. 
rences which M. de Richesource held 
on eloquence at a house in the place 
Dauphine at Paris, and having heard 
all his absurdities from the beginning 
to the end, embraced him, as if with 
transport, saying: C, Sir, I acknowledge 
myself to have published plenty of nomence 
for twenty years past, but you have nn 
uttered more in one hour than JI have writ. 
ten in my whole life, He had the art of 
finding a quick sale for his books, as 
soon as they appeared; the Secretaire 
de la Cour, ou la maniere d' ecrire des Let- 
tres, was printed thirty times in about 
twenty years, and has gone through 
several editions since. His tragedy, 
entitled, Thomas Morus, despicable as 
it is, had astonishing success. M. Gue- 
ret, author of Parnassus reformed, brings 
in La Serre speaking of the above 
piece as follows:“ The Royal Theatre 
was too small to contain the numbers 
whom curiosity drew to see this tra- 


gedy. The audience sweated in De- 


cember, and it is computed that four 
porters were killed the first time of 
acting. These are what one calls good 
plays. M. Corneille cannot produce 
us such convincing proofs of the ex- 
cellence of his pieces, and I will wil- 
lingly yield the palm to him whenever 
he $hall have killed five porters in one 
day.“ La Serre happening once to 
risque at the Hotel de Gesvres, the 
small profits of his opera of Diomeda, 
which was then acting, somebody 
cried out, Mſessieurs, miracle!“ on juue 
aujourd' h Diomede en deux endriits 
A miracle, Gentlemen! Diomede is played 
to day in two different places.) The 
abbe de Marolles, who knew la Serre, 
says, that from an abbot and coun- 
sellor of state, he ended his days in 
marriage.

SERRE (John Lewis Ignatius de 
la) sieur de Langlade, and censor- royal, 
a native of Quercy. He died Sept. 
30, 1756, aged 94. He wrote Ar- 
taxare, a tragedy for the French the- 
atre: for the opera, Polyxene et Pyr- 
„u; Diomede; Polydore ; Pyrame et This 
%; Tarsis et Zelie; Scanderbeg; Nitetis; 
and was author of the romance of Hyp- 
palque, Prince Scythe, 1727, 12M0-; Les

1732, 2 vol. 12mv. SERRES 
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SERRES, Serranus ( ohn de) a cele - 
prated Calvinist, who escaped from 
the massacre of St. Bartholomew, and 
became minister at Nismes, 1582. He 
was employed in several important 
affairs by king Henry IV. who asked 
him whether a person could be Saved 
in the church of Rome ? To which de 
Serres replied, that they might; not- 
withstanding which, he wrote with 
great violence against the Catholics, 
cometime after. At length, he at- 
tempted to reconcile the two commu- 
nions, in a large treatise, entitled, De 
Fide Cat ſolicæ, ive de Principiis Religionis 
Christianzs communt omnium Christianorum 
contenm semper et ubique ratis, 1607, Svo. 
But this work. was despised by the Ca- 
tholics, and raised the indignation of the 
Calvinists of Geneva to so high a degree 
that several authors have accused them 
of giving John da Serre poison, in 
consequence of which he died 1598, 
azed 59. He had been married. The 
principal of his numerous works are : 
A book in five parts, entitled, De 
Statu Religionis et Reipublice Francie; 
Inventaire de / Histoire de France, in 3 
vol. 16to. but the best edition is, 1660, 
2 vol. fol.; Memoire de la troisieme Guerre 
civile et des derniers troubles de France, 
es Charies XI. en quatre Livres, in les 
Mem. de Charles IX. 3 vol. Svo.; Recueil 
des chores merorables advenues en France 
10% Henry II. Francois II. Charles IA. 
et Henry III. 8 vo. This book is known 
by title of “' Histoire des cing Rois, be- 
cause it has been continued under the 
reign of Henry IV. to 1597, 8vo.;

pracipua capita; An elegant edition of 


Plats, Greek and Latin with Netes, 
1578, 3 vol. fol. Serres' 
Plato would however have been little 
valued had. not Henry Stephens cor- 
rected it; A treatise on the Immortality 
of the Soul, 8vo, &c. His historical 
writings are neither very faithful nor 
very accurate; and he inveighs with 
indecent warmth against the most re- 
spectable characters. 

SERRONI (Hyacinthus) a learned 
Dominican, born August 30, 1617, at 
Rome, He attended father Mazarini, 
cardinal and brother of the minister 
of that name, into France, and made 
himself known at court in a short time 
by his judgement and skill in public 
affairs, In 1646, he was appointed 


work on 
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bishop of Ostia; intendant of the navy 
soon after, and of the army in Catalo- 
nia in 1648, Father Serroni ably de- 
fended the French interest at the 
conference of Jean de Luz, was made 
bichop of Mende, 1661; abbot of la 
Chaise Dieu in 1672, and bishop of 
Albi, 1676, which see being raised to 
an archiepiscopal one, 1678, he was 
its first archbishop, and died ſanuary 
7, 1687, at Paris, aged 70. He had 
been almoner to the queen-mother, 
whose funeral oration he spoke, and 
founded a school at Mende, and 
another at Albi. Besides this Funcral 
Oration, he left Les Entretiens affe&#is de 
Ame, 5 vol. 12mo. | 
SERRY (James Hyacinth) an emi» 
nent divine of the Dominican order, 
son of a physician at Toulouse. He 
was admitted doctor of the Sorbonne, 
1697, appointed professor of divinity 
the same year, in the university of 
Padua, where he made himself very 
celebrated by his works, and there 
died, March 12, 1738, in his 79th 
year. His principal works are: A 
large His/ory in Latin, of the Congre- 
gations de Auviliis, the most complete 
edition of which is Antwerp, 1709, 
fol. and two French works in 12mo, 
to refute the answers opposed by the 
Jesuits to this Hzistory; a Disserta- 
tion, entitled, Divus Augustinus, summis 
Prædestinationis et Gratiæ Dactor, a 
calumnia vindicatus, against M. de Lau- 
noy, Cologn, 1704, 12 mo.; Schv/a 
Thomistica vindicata, ggainst P. Daniel, 
a Jesuit, Co/ogn, 1706, S vo.; Exers 
citationes historice, critica, polemice 
de Christo ejersque Virgine Matre, Ven. 
1719, 4to; A treatise, entitled. Divus 
Augustinus diva Thome conciliatus, the 
most complete edition is Padua, 1724, 
I2mo.; Atreatise, entitled, De Roma- 
no Pontifice, Padua, 1732, Svo. in fa- 
vour of the pope's infallibility, and 
his authority in general councils, It. 
appears strange, to find father Serry 
abandoning inthis last work, the max- 
ims which he learnt in the Sorbonne, 
and of which he had before been a zea- 
lous patron. Theologia wpplex, Col. 1736, 
tz mo. translated into French, 1756, 
12m0, relative to the bull Unigenitus, 
SERTORIUS (Quintus) a famous 
Roman captain, born in the city of 
Nursia, After distinguishing himself 
at the bar, by his eloquence, he fol- 
lowed Marius into Gaul, where he was 
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questor, and lost an eye in the first 
battle. He afterwards joined Cinna 
and Marius, and took Rome with 
them, 87, A. C.; but on Sylla's re- 
turn fled to Spain, gained possession 
of Lusitania, and supported himself 
there with great bravery against Me- 
tellus, Pompey, and the other Roman 
generals sent to oppose him. Serto- 
rius assembled the illustrious Romans 
who had escaped from Sylla's pro- 
scription, and established a Senate and 
pudlic schools. His connections with 
Mithridates began to cause uneasiness 
at Rome, when he was assassinated 


at a feast by Marcus Perpenna, a pre- 


torian of his own party, at Huesca, 
73, A. C. It is said, that Sertorius 
gained the veneration of the Lus- 
tanians by pretending to consult on all 
Occasions a white hind, which he had 
tamed, He is universally allowed 
to have ranked among the greatest 
generals of his time, and to have 
been excelled by no one before, nor 
since, in conducting the wars of the 
mountains. 

SERVAIS (St.) a bishop of Tongres, 
who assisted at the conncil of Sardis, 
in which St. Athanasius was absolved, 
and at that of Rimim 359, where he 
defended the Nicene faith. He com- 
posted a work against the heretic Va- 
lentine, Marcion Aetius, &c. which 
is lost. 

SERVANDONI (John Nicholas) a 
Painter and architect, born 1695, at 
Florence, who made himself celebrated 
throuchout Europe by the Shows and 
decorations which he exhibited. He 
was a knight of the order of Christ, 
and died 1766. The most known 
among his public spectacles are: G. 
Pierre de Rome; La Bette de Pandore; 
Ente aux Enfers; Les Travaux d Ulysse; 
Leundre et He; La Foret enchantee ; 
Le Triumphe de F Amur conjugal; La 
Ceuguste du Ningu?! par Thamas Reutican ; 
J Comitance caurcnnce, The Portal of 
St. Sulpice at Paris was built from his 
plans. He had directed the decora- 
tions of the opera from 1725 to 1746. 

SERVETUS (Michael) a famous 
heresiarch of the 16th century, born 
1509, at Villanueva in Artagon. He 
studied at Paris; took a door of phy- 
sic's degree there, and taught mathe- 
matics. About 1540, he settled at 
Charlieu, and after giving lectures in 
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physic during two or three year, wa 
velled over France and German 4 
every where publishing his heresies, 
acknowledging only one person * 
the Godhead, and blaspheming the 
Trinity. Servetus was arrested at Vi. 
enne in Dauphiny, 1553, at Calvin's 
solicitation, and condemned to * 
burnt for his errors. He made hi; 
escape once, but being retaken some 
weeks after, Was burat alive at Ges 
neva, October 27, 1553, at the age of 
44. Calvin is justly reproached with 
having discovered too much heat and 
animosity in his proceeding with the 
magistrates against Servetus; and the 
book which he published at the same 
time to justify his measures, and to 
prove that Princes and Magistrats gane 
a right to condemn heretics, has furnished 
the Catholics with an invincible ar. 
gument ad hominem, against the Pro. 
testants, when the latter reproached 
them with having put to death the 
Calvinists in France, Colladon, one 
of the judges, has translated this book 
into French, Geneva, 1560, vo. and 
his translation is more valued than the 
original Latin. It must however be 
acknowledged, that the Calvinizts 
have abandoned the doctrine of their 
founder on this point, and that a 
great number of learned Catholic di- 
vines deny the right of princes and 
magistrates to put heretics to death, 
unless the latter dogmatize so, as to 
raise troubles and seditions in the 
State, Servetus left several works 
among which the most scarce are: 
De Trinitatis erroribus Libri zeptem 
1531, Svo.; Dialog>rum de Trinitate Li- 
Eri dun, 1532. Svo.; De Fustitia regn: 
Christi capitula quatuor, 1532, $v0.; 
Christianism? vestitutio, Viennæ Allo- 
brogum, 15523, 8vo. This 1s a new 
edition of the preceding books, argu- 
mented by some tracts, and contains 
the famous passage conrerning the 
circulation of the blood; Notes on the 
Bile of Pagnius, Lyons, 1542, fol.; 
On Ptolemy ; Ratio Syruperum, Parisiis, 
1537, 8vo. His Apology against the 
physicians of Paris, which he pub- 
licked 1536, is entirely lost. These 
works are extremely scarce, because 
both Calvin and the Catholics were 
very careful to have them burnt. 
SERVIEN (Abel) minister and $e- 
cretary of state, superintendant of fi- 
: nances 
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«.xnces, and chancellor of the king's 
orders; son of Anthony Servien, seig- 
neur de Biviers, descenced from a 
noble and ancient family, originally 
of Dauphiny. He was employed in 
the most important negociations, AC- 
quired immortal honour by the treaty 
of Westphalia, where he was pleni- 
potentiary, and died at his castle of 
Meudon, February 17, 1659, aged 66, 
leaving some Letters, printed 1650, 
gro. with those of the count d' Avaux, 
other writings. M. Servien

SERVIN (Lewis) counsellor of 
state, ad vocate-general to the parlia- 
ment at Paris, and one of the most 
learned magistrates of his time. He 
zealously served Henry III. Henry IV. 
and Louis XIII. and died suddenly at 
the feet of the latter, March 1, 
1626, while he was remonstrating con- 
cerning some pecuniary edicts in par- 
liament, where Louis then held his 
bed of justice. M. Servin left Plead- 
ings, several Speeches, and some other 
works, Paris, 1640, fol. M. Bouguier, 
counsellor to the grand chamber of 
the parliament, and author of the 
Recueil des Arrets, that bears his name, 
made the two following lines on the 
death of Servin, at which he was 
present: 


Servinum una dies pro libertate loquentem 
Vidit et oppressa pro libertate cadentem. 


SERVITE, v. FALCONIERI, PHI- 
LIP Beniti. 

SERVIUS TULLIUS, sixth king 
of the Romans, son of Ocrisia, a slave, 
whowas descended from a good family 
of Corniculum in Latium. It is said, 
that while sleeping in his cradle, a fire 
appeared above his head, which was 
considered as a presage of his future 
elevation. He became the son in law 
of Tarquin the Elder, in whose palace 
he had been educated, and succeeded 
him 577, A. C. He subdued the Viente 
and Tuscans, was the greatest legis- 
lator of ancient Rome; instituted the 
numbering of the people, who were 
then found to consist of $4,000; es- 
tabliched the distinction of ranks and 
centuries between the citizens, regu- 
lated the army, and enlarged the com- 
Piss of the city, by taking into it the 


Hills called Quirinalis, Viminalis, and 
vol, iv. 
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Esquilinus. Servius Tullius ordered 4 
temple to be erected to Diana on the 
Aventine hill, and gave Tullia, his 
daughter, in marriage to Tarquin the 
Proud who was to be his successor. This 
prince, impatient for the royal dignity, 
caused Servius Tullius to be murdered 
533, A. C. and ascended the throne. 
Tullia, far from being shocked at this 
horrid deed, drove her chariot over 
her father's body, as it lay still bleed- 
ing in the public street. 

SERVIUS (Honorates Maurus) a 
celebrated Latin grammarian in the 
4th century, by whom we have some 
excellent Commentaries on Virgil. They 
may be found in the Vigil published 
by Stephens, 1532, fol. 

SESAC, v. SHISHAK. | 

SESOSTRIS, king of Egypt, and 
one of the greatest conquerors who 
have reigned in the world, supposed 
to have lived some ages before the 
Trojan war. He undertook the con- 
quest of Asia, and leaving his brother 
Armais, or Danaus, regent of his king- 
dom, defeated the Assyrians, Medes, 
and Scythians; conquered. Phœnicia, 
Syria, and all the provinces of Asia 
Minor, together with Thrace and 
Colchis, leaving every where pillars 
with inscriptions, as eternal monu= 
ments of his victories. Hearing that 
Armais was attempting to usurp the 
royal authority, he stopped the course 
of his conquests, and hastened back. 
to Egypt, where he reigned 33 years 
longer, after having driven out his 
brother, Strabo asserts that Sesostris 
had undertaken to join the Red Sea 
and the Nile, by means of a canal. 
The life of this prince and the time 
when he lived, are subjects of much 
dispute among the learned. 

SESSA, v. SHEHSA. 

SETH, third son of Adam and Eve, 
born in the year of the world 130. 
Enos was born to him when he was 
105, and he lived 912 years in all. 
Some heretics, called Sethites, pre- 
tended that Seth was the Messiah, and 
that this patriarch, after having been 
taken out of the world, appeared in 
it again under the name of Jesus 
Christ. 

SEVERIN (St.) a native of Chateau 
Landon in Gatinois, and abbot of 
Agaune, so much celebrated for his 
virtue and holiness, that King Clovis 
FLOW. + | falling 
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falling sick £04, sent for him to Paris, 
that he might obtain his cure. This 
prince in return gave him money to 
distribute among the poor, and granted 
him the pardon of several criminals. 
St. Severin died on the mountain of 


Chateau Landon, February 11, $07. 
He is the titular patron of the parish 


of St. Severin at Paris. 
SEVERINUS (St.) abbot and 
apostle of Bavaria and Austria. He 
preached the gospel in Panonia in the 
sth century, and died January 8, 482. 
SEVERINUS, pope, succeeded Ho- 
norius, May 28, 640, and died August 
1, following. John V. succeeded him. 
SEVERT'S (Lucius Septimius) a Ro- 
man emperor, born at Leptis in Africa, 
146. He rose by his courage to the 
highest posts, and caused himself to 


be proclaimed . emperor 193, under 


pretence of revenging the death of 
Pertinax, Severus was afterwards re- 
ceived at Rome, defeated julian and 
Niger, his rivals, conquered the 
Medes, the Arabians, with several 
other barbariars, and punished the 
rebellious Jews very rigorously. He 
marched against Albinus, who was 
vanquished and killed in battle, near 
Lyons, February 19, 197; after which 
victory, Severus treated his wife, chil- 
dren and friends with great cruelty. 
He began the fifth persecution 
against the church; and built a large 
Wall in Britam 207, to stop the in- 
roads of its inhabitants on the Roman 
territories. The ruins of this. wall 
are ᷣ still to be seen. Severus had 
two sons, Antoninus Caracalla and 
Ge:a, both Cæsars, and associated in 
the empire. Caracalla, who was im- 
patient to reign, being one day on 
horse-back behind his father, drew 
his sword with an intent to stab him; 
Severus, who perceived this action, 


dissembled ; but the horror he felt at 


the idea of so atrocious a crime, threw 
him into a deep melancholy, of which 
he died at York in Britain, February 
4, 211, aged 66. He was a prince of 
courage and genius, was fond of learn- 
ed men, understood history and ma- 
thematics, and had written his own 
life. Caracalla and Geta, his sons, 
zucceeded him,

SEVIGNE' (Mary de Rabutin, dr 

de Chantal and Boutbilly and = 
chioness de) daughter of Cele A 
de Rabutin, baron de Chantal b 
head of the elder branch of Rabutin 
and Mary de Coulanges. She wa 
born February 5, 1626, and lost het 
father the year following, who com. 
manded the $quadron of gentlemen 
volunteers in the isle of Rhe, when 
the English made a descent there, 
In 1644, at the age of 18, she martied 
Henry, marquis de Sevigns, descended 
from a very ancient family of Bretany, 
major-general and governorof Fruyeres,

vacity, and an admirable delicacy 
reigns throughout, with that polite, 
natural, and easy style, $0 suited to 2 
tetter, and by which persons of wi: 
and taste are distinguished. Madame 
de Sevigne was entirely devoted to 
madame de Grignan, and thought but 
on the means of their being together, 
now at Paris, where her daughter 
came to visit her; now in the countrf 
where she went to visit her danghter. 
In her last journey to Grignan, after 
having gone through incredible fatigue 
during a long illness of this darling

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fever, of which she died in „ mn 
worthy of her tenderness, 1690. 1h 
best edition of madame de Sevigne's 
Letters, published by the chevalier 
Perrin, is Paris, 1775. 8 vol. 12mo. 
This contains the Select Letters of her 
society, but not those from madame 
de Sevigné to M. de Pompone, on M. 
Fouquet's disgrace; nor those that are 
in the Collection of Bussy Rabutin s Let- 
ters, they may be met with Separately. 
A collection of Ingenious Thoughts ; Li- 
terary, historical and moral Anecdotes, 
which are dispersed ; though these 
Letters were published, 1756, 12mo. 
under the title Sevigniana. Charles, 
marquis de Sevigne, her son, had a 
dispute with M. Dacie, about the 
sense of a passage in Horace, and 
what he wrote on that occasion does 
him great honour. He died 1613. 

SEVIN (Francis) a member of the 
' academies of inscriptions and belles 
lettres, and keeper of MSS. in the 
royal library, born in the diocese of 
Sens. He distinguished himself by 
his genius, learning, and zeal for the · 
progress of the sciences; was sent to 
Constantinople by the King, 1728, in 
Search of MSS. and carried back near 
600, He died 1741, at Paris. M. 
Sevin has left a curious Dissertation on 
Menues, or Mercury, the first King of 
Egypt, 12mo. and Several pieces in 
the Memoirs of the Academy of In- 
scriptions. | 

SEXTUS EMPIRICUS, a celebrated 
Pyrrhonian philosopher, who lived in 
the 11th century, . under Antoninus 
Pius, He was a physician of the Em- 
pirical sect, and is said to have been 
preceptor to Antoninus the Philosopher, 
His remaining works are: Pyrrhonan 
Insitutions, in three books, and a large 
work against the mathematicians, &c, 
Tie best edition of Sextus Empiricus, 
is by Fabricius, Greek and Latin, Leip- 
„ 1718, fol. M. Huart has trans- 
lated his [nstitutions into French, 1725, 
12M0, ; 

SEYMOUR (Anne, Margaret and 
Jane) three sisters, celebrated for their 
learning, in the 16th century, daughters 
of Edward Seymour, lord protector of 
England, under Edward VI. duke of 
Somerset, &c. who was beheaded 
January 24, 1552, and nieces of Jane 
Seymour, wife of Henry VIII. They 
composed 104 Latin Distichs on the 
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death of Margaret de Valois, queen of 
Navarre, the sister of Francis I. which 
were translated into French, Greek. 
and Italian, and printed at Paris, 
1551, 8vo. under the title of Tombeau 
de Marg. de Valois, Reine de Navarre, 
SEYSSEL (Claudius de) a cele- 
brated archbishop of Turin, born at 
Aix in Savoy, or according to some 


writers, at Seyssel, a small town in 


Bugey. He taught law at Turin with 
universal applause, became afterwards 
master of requests and counsellor to 
Louis XII. was afterwards appointed 
bishop of Marseilles 1510, archbishop 
of Turin 1517, and died May 31, or 
June 1, 1520, leaving many learned 
works. His Hist. de Louis AII. 1615, 
to. is particularly valued; La grande 
Monarchie de France, 1519, 8vo. He 
places the parliament above the king. 
SFONDRATI (Francis) a senator 
of Milan, and counsellor of state under 
the emperor Charles V. born 1494, 
at Cremona, who appeased the troubles 
at Sienna, and having entered the 
ecclesiastical profession on his wife's 
decease, became bishop of Cremona, 
and cardinal, and died July 31, 1550, 
aged 56. He wrote a poem, entitled, 
The rape of Helen, Venice, 1559. Fran- 
cis Sfondrati left two sons, Paul and 
Nicholas. This latter came into the 
world by means of the Cæsarian ope- 
ration, February 11, 1543, and was 
afterwards pope under the name of 
Gregory XIV. v. GREGORY XIV. 
SFONDRATI (Paul Emilius) son of 
Paul Sfondrati, baron della Val d' As- 
Sisi, and nephew of pope Gregory 
XIV. born 1561. He was created 
cardinal, 1590, and- died with $enti- 
ments of fervent piety, February 14, 
1618. ö 
SFONDRATI (Celestine) a cete- 
brated cardinal, great nephew of the 
preceding, and son of Valerian Sfon- 
drati, count de la Riviere. Having 
entered the Benedictine order, he be- 
came professor of the sacred canons 
at Saltzburg, then abbot of St. Gal, was 
created cardinal, December 12, 1695, 
and died piously at Rome, Sept. 4, 
1696, aged 53, leaving several works 
against the articles of the French 
clergy, and on other subjects. The most 
famous among them, is his posthu- 
mous work, entitled, Nodus Prædesti- 
nationis dissolutus, Rome, 1696, 4to. 
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which contains very singular opinions 
concerning grace, original sin, and the 
State of infants who die unbaptized. 
M. Bossuet and cardinal de Noailles 
wrote to Rome with a hope of having 
this book condemned; but pope Cle- 
ment XI. who had been cardinal Sfon- 
drati's pupil, would not suffer his 
work to be censured. | 
SFORZA (James) surnamed rhe 
Great, head of the illastrious family 
of Sforza, which bore so conspicuous 
a part in Italy, in the 15th and 16th 
centuries, has produced six dukes of 
Milan, and 1s allied to almost all the 
sovereigus of Europe. He was born 
May 28, 1369, at Cotignola, a small 
town in Romagna, between Imola and 
Faenza, and is said by Sansovino, to 
have been the son of Michelino At- 
tendulo, a gentleman, captain of the 
Venetian republic, and of Polixeno de 
San Severino; but Paul Jovis only 
Says, that he descended from a te- 
putable family, ex Jonestata familia ; 
and Leandro Alberti asserts on the 
testimony of Pietro de Carento, a wri- 
ter, born at Cotignola, that he was 
the son of a peasant, who went into 
the army. Philip de Comines calls 
im a shoemaker's son. He rose 
through all the degrees of military 
discipline, to the command of seven 
thousand men, and became the great- 
est soldier that Italy had, at that time, 
to boast of. The surname of Sforza 
Was given him, because his whole con- 


versation was concerning ravage and 


Plunder, and he would do whatever 
he pleased by force. He fought during 
a considerable time for Jane, queen of 
Naples, was appointed constable of 
that kingdom, standard-bearer of the 
holy church, and created earl ot Co- 


tignola, by pope John XXIII. on re- 


signing his claim to 14,000 ducats, 
due to him fram the church of Rome. 
James Sforza afterwards compelled 
Alphonso, King of Arragon, to raise 
the siege of Naples, re-took several 
places which had revolted in Abruzzo, 
and Terra di Lavoro, and was drowned 
at the pass of the river Alterns, now 
Pescara, while pursuing the enemy, 
January 3, 1424, aged 54, in an at- 
tempt to save one of his pages. His 
real name was Jacomuzio, or James 
Mutio Attendulo. He married Anto- 
nia Salembini, Who brought him se- 
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veral fine estates, and by whom \ 
had Bosio Sforza, earl of Santa * 
governor of Orvietto for pope lang 
V.; a good soldier, and first of a 
earls of Santa Fiori, who still , 
His second wife was Catherine Alon, 
sister of Rodolphus, grand chamber. 
lain of Naples; and his third, Mari 
Marzana, daughter of James, duke of 
Sessa, by whom he had Charles Sor: 
general of the Augustine order, nd 
archbishop of Milan. Previous to less 
marriages, James Sforza, was attached 
to a young lady named Lucia Trezanz, 
whom he married, after having had 
Several children by her; among others 
Francts Sforza, who will be mentioned 
in the following article, and Alex. 
ander Sforza, lord of Pesaro. 
SFORZA (Francis) duke of Milan, 
natural son of James Sforza, mentioned 
in the preceding atticle, born July :;, 
1401. Trained up to arms by his t:. 
ther, he distinguished himself 28 2 
soldier early in life, and was but :;, 
when he defeated the troops of Brac. 
cio, who disputed the pass of Aterno. 
His father being unfortunately drowned 
in this action, he succeeded to all his 
property, though 1llegitimate, qucea 
Jane II. giving it ta him, as the eldest 
son of James Sforza. He fought with 
SUCCESS against the Arragonese, co! 
tributed much to their raising the siege 
of Naples, and to the victory gained 
near Aquila, June 6, 1425, over tie 
forces of Braccio, when that general 
was killed. After the death of queen 
Jane, in 1435, he attached himseli to 
René, duke of Anjou, whom she had 
appointed her heit; and notwithstand- 
ing the misfortunes which attended 
this prince, Francis Sforza, as able 2 
politician, as he was a great general, 
found means to support himself. He 
took several places in the marquisate 
of Ancona, and was in ConSequence 


thereof excommunicated by pop? Eu- 


genius IV. who formed a league ag2104 
him, and drove him from the margui- 
Sate, 1444; but Sforza soon retrieved 
his affairs by gaining an important bat- 
tle, in which the son of Picinin, and 
cardinal Fermo the pope's legate, were 
taken prisoners. Soon after this, the 
pope, the Venetians, and Florentine, 
chose kim for their general in the war 
which they declared against the duke 
of Milan; he had before commpnder 
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; tian forces against this prince, 
2 his daughter. It was 
Philip Maria Visconti, who dying, 
1447, the Milanese appointed Francis 
Sforza, his son-in-law, to he their ge- 
neral against the Venetians ; but after 
several noble actions in their defence, 
he turned his arms against them, be- 
sieged Milan, and compelled them to 
receive him for their duke, notwith- 
standing the claims of Charles, duke 
of Orleans, son of Valentine of Milan. 
King Louis XI. who disliked the duke 
of Orleans, transferred to Sforza, 1464, 
all the rights of France over Genoa, 


and gave him Savonia, which he also, 


held. Thus supported, he made him- 
self master of Milan, and died 1406. 
John Simonetta has written his history 
in Latin, Milan, 1479, fol. scarce. 
Francis Sforza, married for his seconq 
wife Blanche Mary, natural daughter 
of Philip Maria, duke of Milan, and 
had by her Galeazzo Maria, and Lewis 
Maria, dukes of Milan, who will be 
mentioned in the following articles; 
also Philip Maria, earl of Pavia; Sforza 
Maria, duke of Bari, who married 
Leonora of Arragon; Ascagnio Maria, 
bishop of Pavia and Cremona, and car- 
dinal ; Hypolita, married to Alphonso, 
duke of Calabria, afterwards King 
of Naples; and Elizabeth, married 
to William, marquis of Montfer— 
rat. He had, besides these, several na- 
tural children, among others, Sforza, 
head of the earls of Burgo-Novo, 
and John Maria, archbishop of Ge- 
noa. 6 

SFORZA (Galeazzo Maria) duke of 
Milan, born January 14, 1444. He 
was sent into France to assist Louis XI. 
and succeeded his father Francis Sforza 
as duke; but his debaucheries and ex- 
treme ferocity, occasioned his being 
assassinated in a full church, on St. 
Stephen's day, December 26, 1476. 
One of the murderers was Killed by a 
life guard, two others torn with pin- 
cers and quartered; but far from re- 
penting, they considered themselves as 
having served their country, by killing 
a man, whom the laws would have 
punished, had he not held the power 
in his own hands. He married for his 
second wife, Bona, daughter of Louis, 
duke of Savoy, by whom he had John 
Galeazzo Maria, mentioned in the 
following article; Blanche Maria, wiſe 
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of the emperor Maximilian, and seve- 
ral other children, 

SFORZA (John Galeazzo Maria) 
duke of Milan, son of the preceding. 
He was left under the tuition of his 
mother, and Cecus Simoneta, secretary 
of state; but Ludovico Maria Sforza, 


his uncle, surnamed the Afoor, forced 


the duchess to fly from Milan, be- 
headed Simoneta at the age of 70, and 
Selizing the government, administered 
a Slow poison to his nephew, in conse- 
quence of which he died at Pavia, 
October 21, 1494, a few days after 
Charles VIII. entered that city. The 
young prince had married Isabella of 
Arragon, daughter of Alphonso, king 
of Naples, by whom he had Francis 
Sforza, who to escape from his uncle's 
fury, was sent into France by the 
duchess his mother, to Louis XII. and 
died abbat of Marmoutier, 1511; als 
Bona, married to Sigismond, king of 
Poland, The crimes of Ludovico 
Maria Sforza, surnamed ie Moor, or 
the Hedinpian, did not remain unpu- 
nished, for being delivered up to Louis 
de la Trimouille, he was carried into 
France, and confined by order of Louis 
XII. in an iron cage at Loches, where 
he died 1519, He had married Bea- 
trioe d'Este, daughter of Hercules, 
marquis of Ferrara, and had by her 
Maximilian Sforza, who was restored 
to the duchy by the emperor Maximi- 
lian in 1512; but being unable to sup- 
port himself in it, yielded the city of 
Milan to king Francis I. and going into 
France with a pension of thirty thou- 
sand crowns in gold, died at Paris, 
I 539, and Francis, Sforza, the third of 
that name, was reinsated 1529, by 
the emperor Charles V. This last 
dying without issue, October 24, 1535, 
Charles V.claimed theduchy of Milan, 
which has descended to that emperor's 
successors. Ludovico Maria Sforza had 
also several natural children; among 
others, john Paul, first marquis of 
Caravaggio, wich title became ex- 
tinct, 1697. 

SFORZA (Catherine) natural daugh- 
ter of Galeazzo Maria Sforza, duke of 
Milan, murdered 1476, and wife of 
Jerome Riario, prince of Forli, to 
whom $he carried the lordship of 
Imola; a lady who is considered as one 
of the greatest heroines of her time. 
Her husband's subjects having rebelled, 
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he was murdered by Francis Ursus, 


head of the rebels, and she was sent to 
prison with her children; but the for- 
tress of Rimini where there was a good 
garrison, still holding out for this 
princess, and refusing to surrender ac- 
cording to her order, she judged it 
right to dissemble. With this view 
she signiſied in ambiguous terms, that 
to secure a surrender, it was necessary 
they should permit her to enter, chat 


che might speak without restraint to 


the commander and soldiers, leaving 
her children with Ursus as hostages. 
This request was immediately com- 
plied with; but scarcely was she en» 
tered, when finding herself in safety, 
she commanded the rebels to lay down 
their arms, threatening them with 
death, if they did not obey. The con- 
Spirators, seeing their hopes thus frus— 
trated, threatened in return to kill her 
children before her eves, but she boldly 
replied that she might'yet have more 
children. During these transactions, 
she received considerable succours from 
Ludovico Maria Sforza, duke of Milan, 
her uncle, and soon after recovered by 
her prudence and courage, the sove— 
reign power which the rebels endea- 
voured to deprive her of-at her hus- 
band's death. This princess continued 
to be the guardian of her children, one 
of whom was named Octavian Riario, 


and found means to support her go-. 


vernment during the wars of the 
French in Italy, 1494, and the follow- 
ing years. Her second husband was 
John de Medicis, by whom she had 
John de Medicis, father of Cosmo, 
called the Great, The duke de Valen- 
tinois, bastard son of pope Alexander 
VI. having besieged her in Forli, 1500, 
she made a vigorous defence, and 
yielded at last but to force, and the 
utmost extremity. She was carried as 
a prisoner to the castle of St. Angelo, 
and soon after set at liberty; but her 
territories were not retored, the duke 
de Valentinois being put in possession 
of them, and after Alexander VI. 
died, they were united to the holy 
sc e.

SHADWELL (Thomas) a celebrated 
English dramatic poet, who has left 
besides his Play,, (which are not all 
esteemed) a translation of Juvendl's

Satires, and other Poems. He died 
1692, aged 52. 
SHAFTESBURY (Anthony Ashley 
Cooper, earl of) born 1671, in London, 


a celebrated writer, grandson of An 


thony, earl of Shaftesbury, lord high 
chancellor of England. Great pains 
were taken in his education, he visited 
the principal European courts, distin- 
guished himself in the British parlia. 
ment, and going into Holland, 1698, 
conversed frequently with Bayle, le 
Clerc, and other eminent authors, He 
declined being secretary of state under 
king William, and lost in queen 
Anne's reign, the viceadmiralty of 
Dorset, which had been in the family 
for three generations. He died Feb. 4, 


1713. Lord Shaftesbury was much 


devoted to study through life, He left 
a letter 6» Enthisiaim, translated into 
French, 8vo.; Claracteristics, 1732, 3 
vol. Svo. There is a French transla- 
tion, 1771, 3 vol. 8vo, and other works 
which contain some free and dangerous 
opinions concerning religion. 
SHAKESPEARE (William) the most 
celebrated tragic poet England has pro- 
duced, born in April 1564, at Stratford 
in Warwickshire, His father was 
chief magistrate or-bailiff of Stratford, 
and possessed some manors given to 
his great great grandfather by king 
Henry VII. as a reward for his services; 
but having a large family he traded in 
wool. William Shakespeare, the 
eldest of ten children, received no 
higher education from his parents 
than was thought necessary to qualify 
him for trade; but it 1s. said that he 
learnt Latin sometime at the free 


school in Stratford. At 17, he mar- 


ried the daughter of a wealthy yeoman 
in the neighbourhood, and his theatri- 
cal taste and genius soon+led him to 
fix in London, where he commenced 
both author and actor, and was received 
with the highest applause. Queen 
Elizabeth had a great value for Shake- 
speare, and he acquired the earl of 
Southampton's friendship, who fre- 
quently made him considerable pre- 
sents. To this nobleman our author 
dedicated his poem of Venus and Adonis, 
On quitting the stage, he retired to 
spend the remainder of his days quietly 
at Stratford, where he enjoyed a com - 
petent fortune, with the love and es- 
teem of all the great men of his * 
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Tt is not certain when this retreat took 
place, but there is every reason to sup- 
pose it was not earlier than about 
1610, for in his play of the Tempest, he 
mentions the Bermuda islands, which 
were unknown to the English till r609, 
when Sir John Summers discovered 
them in his voyage to North America, 
Shakespeare died 1616, aged 55, and 
was buried in the church at Stratford, 
where a monument is erected in honour 
of him, Of three daughters who sur- 
vived him, two had children, but 
those children left no posterity. This 
poet's tragedies, and other plays, 
which are, numerous, have gained bim 
immortal reputation, and he is justly 
considered as the father of the English 
theatre. Though his pieces contain 
many defects, and are not written ia 
the style of the excellent dramas of 
antiquity, (our author being either 
unacquainted with them, or unable to 
read them in their original languages,) 
they abound with beautiful passages, 
discover a sublime and elevated genius, 
and uncommon talents for dramatic 
poctry. At the same time, for want 
of that taste which 1s acquired by read- 
ing good authors with respect to forci- 
ble and sublime thoughts, his plays 
contain all kinds of low and gross 
ideas, The best edition of Shake- 
speare was published by Lewis Theo- 
bald, 1740, and reprinted 1752, 8 vol. 
8v0. that of Glasgow, 1766, 8 vol. 
12mo, is the most elegant, The 
learned William Warburton, author of 
that celebrated work Ihe Divine Lega- 
tion of Moses demonstrated, has published 
some valuable and judicious corrections 
and critical Notes on this poet, M. de 
la Place has written a Life q Shake- 
speare, in French, and published a 
French translation of several of his 
plays, in his Theatre Angleis, 8 vol. 
12mo. M. le Tournier has given a new 
and complete translation of them, 
1776, 12 vol. 8vo, A superb monu- 
ment was erected to Shakespeare's 
memory in Westminster Abbey, 1740, 
and in 1769, Mr. Garrick celebrated 
a festival in honour of him at Stratford, 
called Shakespeare's Jubilee, which 
lasted three days, and which it was 
proposed to have renewed every Seven 
years, 

SHALMANESER, king of Assyria, 
Succeeded his father Tiglath-pileser, 
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725, AC. Hoshea, king of Israel, 
having refused to pay him the accus- 
tomed tribute, he sent a strong army, 
took Samaria after a siege of three 
years, destroyed it, and put an end to 
the Kingdom of Israel, carrying the 
inhabitants and their prince into Assy- 
ria, 721, A.C. Shalmaneser was after-- 
wards defeated by the Tyrians, and 
died the following year, 714, A.C. 
Sennacherib, his son, succeeded him. 

SHARP (John) a learned archbishop 
of York, and one of the most cele- 
brated preachers England has produced, 
born at Bradford, February 16, 1644. 
He became dean of Norwich, held se- 
veral important offices, and was ap- 
pointed to the see of York, 1691. He 
died February 2, 1713. This prelate 
left seven volumes of excellent Ser- 
mont, and some other works which 
contain great learning. He is said to 
have been a very able casuist. 

HAW (Thomas) a learned English 
physician, member of the Royal 
Society, professor of Greek, and prin- 
cipal of St. Edmund Hall, Oxford, 
where he died, August 15, 1751, cele- 
brated for his Tratels in several parts 
Barbary and the Levant, These Travels, 


which are excellent, have been tran- 


Slated into French, Hague, 1743, 2 vol. 
4to. 

SHECHEM, son of Hamor, prince 
of the Shechemites. After having ta- 
vished Dinah, he asked her in mar- 
riage of Jacob her father, which re- 
quest was granted, on condition that 


- the Shechemites should be circumcised. 


This thev consented to for the sake of 
making peace; but on the third day, 
when their situation rendered them 
incapable of detending themselves, 
Simeon and Levi “entered the city, 
plundered it, killed all the males, and 
made the women and children cap- 
tives, 

SHEFFIELD (John) duke of Buck» 
ingham, prime minister, and one of 
the most polished writers of his age, 
born about 1646. He served in the 
navy against Holland, made a cam- 
paign in France under M. de Turenne, 
and afterwards commanded the fleet 
sent by the English to Tangier. This 
nobleman had great interest in the 


reign of king William and queen Mary, 
and refused the post of lord chancellor 
under queen Anne. He died February

24, zt, aged 75. His works consist 
of Es5ays on Poetry and Satire; the Re- 
kearsal, a comedy. This last contains a 
satire on the plays of Dryden, and 
some other poets of that time. A col- 
lection of his works in prose and verse 
was printed at London, 1729, 2 vol. 
8vo. They are much admired by the 
English. His Essay en Poetry has been 
translated into French by Trochereau 
v. BUCKINGHAM. 

SHEHSA, SCHACH, or SEESA, a fa- 
mous Indian m athematician. He passes 
among the Arabian writers for the in- 
ventor of the game which from his own 
name, or from that of Scheram, who 


then reigned in the Indies, was called 
Sehtrurga, or Sheshrang, which we 


render Chkess, The invention of Back- 
gammon is said to have given rise to that 
of Ciess, Seheram, piqued by the dis- 
coyery of backgammon, made by Ad- 
. Ebru Baber, offered great rewards 
to the mathematicians of his Kingdom, 
if they could invent a game which he 
might oppose to it. Upon this they 
set about calculating immediately, and 
Shesha, who was one of them, in- 
vented Chess. 

SHELDON (Gilbert) born 1 598, in 
Staffordshire. He was archbishop of 
Canterbury, and has immortalized his 
memory by the celebrated theatre at 
Oxford which bears his name, where 
there is 2 printing press, whence have 
issued many elegant editions. He 
built it in the reign of Charles IL. to 
whom he was chaplain, and left 20c0 
pounds for its support. He died 1677, 
aged 80. The Catalogue of the Oxford 
I:brary is dedicated to him. 

SHEM, a patriarch, son of Noah, 
born about 2446, A. C. Having covered 
the nakedness of his father, who was 
fallen asleep in an indecent postue, 
Noah on awaking, poured forth bene- 
dictions upon him, saying, Blessed be 
the Lord God of Shem, and Canaan $/al! be 
his servant, The highest prerogative. of 
Shem was that the Messiah descended 
from his race, and that the worship of 
the true God was preserved in his pos- 
terity. He died about 1846, A. C. aged 
600. His descendants inherited the 
best provinces of Asia. 

SHEPHERD (the Good) v. CYZ. 

SHERLOCK (William) a learned 
English divine, born 1641. He pursued 
his studies with uncommon ardour, had

tonsiderable preferment, and was 
lastly appointed dean of St. Paul's. 
He died 1707. Dr. Sherlock has left 
Several works which are much esteem. 
ed. His treatise en Death and the las 
Judgement, have been translated into 
French, 1696, 8 vo. and that on the In- 
mortality of the Soul, 1708, 8vo. 
SHERLOCK (Thomas) successively 


dean of Chichester, master ot the Tem- 


ple, and bishop of Bangor. He pub. 
lished Sermons, 2 vol. 8vo. which have 
been translated into French; Sermons on 
the use and intent of Prophecy, 1729, 8vo.; 
and the Trial of the Witnesses of the Re- 
surreftion of Fes, according to the 
rules of the bar, 12ꝛmo. M. le Moine 
translated the Sermons on the use and 
intent of Prophecy, 8vo. 

SHIRLEY (Anthony) born 1565, at 
Wiston in Sussex. He went to America 
for the service of queen Elizabeth, and 
that princess at his return sent him 
into Italy, The object of Shirley's 
voyage thither was to assist the Ferra- 
rese, who had rebelled against the 
pope; but hearing on the way that 
they had made their peace, he went 
into Persia with some founders of 
cannon, which he knew were wanted 
in that country. Cha-Abbas received 
him Kindly, . and sent him back to 
Europe, 14599; with a Persian, who was 
going as his ambassador to solicit the 
Christian princes to attack the Turks 
on their side, while he did the same 
on his. Shirley settled at the Spanish 
court, and returned to Persia no more. 
He was living in 163t. An account of 
his travels may be found in the collec- 
tion by Purchas. His elder brother, 
Thomas Shirley, accompanied him 
into Fersia, aud was also in favour 
with Cha-Abbas, who gave him a 
beautiful Circassian in marriage, one 
of his seraglio, and related to the 
queen. This prince sent Thomas 
Shirley on several European embassies, 
among others into England, where he 
had the mortification of finding a new 
Persian ambassador, who taxed him 
with being an impostor, and even 
struck him. James I. with a view of 
discovering the truth, ordered them 
both to return in a fleet consisting of 
Six ships, with Dodmer Cotton, whom 
he was going to send on an embassy. 
The Persian poisoned himself on the 
coast of Surat, notwithstanding which 

Shirley 
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Shirley was unable to obtain authentic 
credentials, and died of zrief, July 23, 
1627, .aged 63. His widow returned 
to Europe, and settled at Rome. She 
had a son, for whom the queen of 
England stood god mother, and the 
prince of Wales godfather. 

SHIRLEY (James) a celebrated 
English poet of the 17th century ; born 
1594, in London. Having finished his 
studies at Oxford, he turned Catholic, 
and afterwards wrote for the stage. 
Several of his plays were received with 
great applause, but they are not now 
acted. He died 1666, 

SHISHAK, a king of Egypt, who 
afforded Jeroboam an asylum in his 
dominions, when he fled from Solomon. 
He afterwards fought against Reho- 
boam, and plundered Jerusalem. 

SHOEMAKERS (Brother) v. BUCHE. 

SHUCKFORD (Samuel) a learned 
divine, minister of Shelton, in Norfolk, 
afterwards prebendary of Canterbury, 
and chaplain in ordinary to the king. 
He wrote an excellent History of the 
World, sacred and profane, by way of 
introduction to that by Prideaux, 
translated into French, 3 vol. 12mo. 
He died June 14, 17 54. 

SIBELIUS (Jaspar) an eminent 
Dutch divine of the 17th century, born 
at Deventer, who has left a learned 
Commentary on Solumon's Song, and seve- 
ral other works printed in 5 vol. fol. 

SIBER (Urban Godfrey) a learned 
Protestant divine, professor of ecclesi- 
astical antiquities at Leipsic, born Dec. 
12, 1669, at Schandau near Elbe, and 
died ſune 15, 1742. He left a disser- 
tation On the torments inflicbed upon the 
ancient martyrs; another On the use of 

flowers in Churches, and several small 
tracts in Latin, which are curious and 
interesting. | 

SIBERUS (Adam) a celebrated 
Latin poet of the 16th century; born 
1515, at Kemnitz in Misnia, and died 
1:33. He wrote Hymns, Epigrams, and 
other Poems, printed in 2 vol.; also in 
Deliciæ Poetarum Germanorum, Their 
Style is very Soft and pleasing, but 
they contain nothing grand nor ele- 
vated.

Jesuit missionary, born May 4, 1677, 
VOL, iy.

at Aubagne, near Marseilles. After 
having taught ethics and rhetoric in 
his sotiety, and finished his theological 
Studies, he was sent on a mission into 
Syria, from thence to Egypt, and died 
at Cairo, April 12, 1726, He left a 
Dissertation on the passage of the Hraelites 
through the Red Sea, and several curious 
pieces respecting Egypt, which are 
published in the new Memoirs of the 
Missions, 8 vol. 12mo. | 

SICCIUS DENTATUS, a celebrated 
tribune of the Roman people, who 
possessed heroic courage, was engaged 
in 120 battles or rencounters, and 
proved victorious in all. He served 
under nine generals, to whose triumphs 
he contributed much. This great man 
had received 45 wounds in front, but 
not one ia his back. The senate made 
him some noble presents, and surnamed 
him tie Roman Achilles. He flourished 
about 505, A. C. soon after the expul- 
sion of the kings from Rome. 

SICHARD (John) professor of law 
at Tubingen, born 1499, and died 15 52. 
He was the original publisher of 
Anien's Latin abridgement of the first 
eight books of the Theodosian Code, 
which he found by chance in MS. the 
Institutes of Caius, and the books Recep- 
tarum Sententiarum of Paulus. His Com- 
mentary on the code is esteemed. 

SICILY. This kingdom was taken 
from the Romans by the Vandals, 
afterwards by the Saracens. Robert 
* Guiscard, and Roger took it from 
these last, and Roger established a 
kingdom which was inherited by his 
son

SICYON, a city of Peloponnesus, 
which had its particular Kings under 
Egialeus, 1773, A.C. and under fifteen 
of his successors, till Agamemnon, 
King of Mycene, who made himselt 
master of it, 1124. The Herachdes 
gained possession of Sicyon, 1129. 
Aratus restored his country to its 
freedom, and joined with it in the 
league of the Acheans. v. as at 
ARGOS, | 

SIDNEY (Sir Philip) son of Henry 
Sidney, lord deputy of Ireland, and 
Mary Dudley, daughter of John Dudley, 
duke of Northumberland. He became 
one of queen Elizabeth's greatest fa- 
vourites, was sent by her on an em- 
bassy to the emperor, and conducted 
himself with so much skill and pru- 
dence, that the Poles wished to elect 
him their king; but the queen would 
not consent to it. While at the impe- 
rial court, he wrote his Arcadia, which 
on his death bed he ordered to be 


burnt. The newest edition of this 


work is London, 1662, fol. Baudouin 
has translated it into French, 1624, 3 
vol. 8vo. Queen Elizabeth afterwards 
sent Sir Philip Sidney into Flanders to 
assist the Dutch, where he displayed 
great courage, particularly at the tak- 
ing of Axel; but received a wound in 
his thigh during an encounter with the 
Spaniards near Zutphen, of which he 
died shortly after, 1586, aged 36, leav- 
ing several works besides his Arcadia, 
SIDNEY (Algernon) first cousin to 
the preceding, and son of Robert Sid- 
ney, earl of Leicester. He was a man 
of genius, particularly skilled in his- 
tory and politics; went as ambassador 
from the republic of England, to Gus- 
tavus, King of Sweden, and was among 
the warmest partisans of liberty during 
the troubles of his native country. On 
the restoration of Charles II. Sidney 
quitted England, but returning after- 


wards to London, at the solicitation of 


his friends, was prosecuted by the

court for having refuted Filmer's senti. 
ments, and beheaded, 1633, He left 3 
treatise n Government, Which has been 
translated into French, 1702, 3 vol. 
12m0. where he maintains that kings 
should be subject to the laws, and the 
people dependent on nothing else; 
also several other works, historical and 
political, well written in English, and 
much esteemed. | | 

SIDONIUS APOLLINARIS, bishop 
of Clermont in Auvergne, one of the - 
most eminent prelates and celebrated 
writers in the 5th century; born at 
Lyons, about 430, son of a prefect of 
the pretorium in Gaul, under the em. 
peror Honorius. He was carefully in- 
structed in the belles lettres and sci- 
ences, became prefect of Rome, was 
created a patrician, and sent on seve- 
ral important embassies, in which he 
discovered great prudence and abilities, 
In 472, he succeeded Eparchius, bishop 
of Clermont, and immediately resign- 
ing all his secular dignities to his son 
Apollonaris, devoted himself with 
ardent zeal to the study of the Holy 
Scriptures, and the care of his diocese, 
and became very celebrated by his vir. 
tue and learning. He died August 23, 
438, aged 58. We have nine books of 
this bishop's Epiziles remaining, and 
twenty four poetical pieces, in the 
Library of the Fathers, The best edi- 
tions of them are by John Savaron, 
1609, 4to. and by Pere Sirmond, 1652, 
4to. with learned Notes, The Polignac 
family call themselves descendants 
from Sidonius Apollinaris. 

SIDRONIUS, v. HOSSCH. | 

SIGEBERT, a celebrated monk of 
the abbey of Gemblours, who has left 
a Chronicle, Antwerp, 1608, 4to.; A 
treatise on illustriaus Men, in the Ecclo- 
s#astical Library, published by Fabricius, 
Hamburg, 1718, fol. and several Lives of 
Saints, in different collections.

SIGEA (Louisa) eisia Sigea, one 
of the most celebrated and learned 
ladies of the 16th century, born at To- 
ledo, daughter of Diego Sigea, a lite» 
rary man, Who took great pains in her 
education, and carried her to the Por- 
tuguese court, where she was placed 
with the Infanta Maria, a princess 
much attached to the sciences. Louisa 
Sigea afterwards married Alphonso

$IGISMOND (St.) a king of Bur- 
ndy, who succeeded his father Gom- 
hault, about 516, A.C. abjured Arian- 
jsm, put his son Sigeric to death, and 
was deprived of his dominions by Clo- 
domir, son of Clovis. Having been 
taken prisoner he was thrown into a 
well near Orleans, with his wife and 
children, and there perished miserably,

*"$IGISMOND, emperor of Germany, 
king of Hungary and Bohemia, son of 
the emperor Charles IV. and brother 
of the emperor Wenceslaus. He mar- 
ried Mary, heiress of Hungary, ap- 
peased the troubles of the kingdom, 
was elected emperor, 1410, and wish- 
ing to extinguish the schism which at 
that time afflicted the church, spent 


three years in travelling over Europe. 


During his stay at Paris, he had a cu- 
riosity to hear some trials in parliament, 
and took the seat usually occupied by 
the king when he attended; at which 
the magistrates murmured among 
themselves. The canse related to a 
gentleman of merit, named ///liam 
Signet, whose claim to a certain office 
was disputed, his adversary alledging 
that the office could be held only by a 
knight, and that William Signet was 
not one. Upon this the emperor called 
Signet to him, and said, Since there 7s 
no other obstacle to your gaining your cause, 
I create you a knight; girding his sword 
on him at the same time, and putting 
on his spurs. Though the above action 
was universally disapproved, it was 
not thought proper to oppose it, and 
Signet gained his suit. Sigismond at 
his return to Germany held the general 
councils of Constance and Basil. He 
Was engaged in very important wars 
against the Hussites in Bohemia, and 
died at Znain in Moravia, December 
8, 1437, aged 78. This prince had a 
handsome person, was liberal, gene- 
rous, and a friend to men of learning, 
but is reproached with incontinency, 
and blamed for not having checked 
the scandalous excesses of the empress. 

SIGISMOND I. king of Poland, sur- 
named the Great, son of Casimir IV.

and brother of John Albert, and Alex- 
ander. He succeeded the latter at the 
age of 40, defeated the Muscovites, 
and drove them from Lithuania, 1541. 
This prince extended the bounds of 
his dominions, and died 1548, aged 
80, after a glorious reign of 41 years. 
SIGISMOND II. king of Poland, 
surnamed Augustus, son of the preced- 
ing, whom he succeeded 1548. Hav- 
ing privately married his mistress, and 
wishing to secure to her the honours of 
a queen, he endeavoured to engage 
the nobility on her side, by promising 
to send their children to the German 
universities, which was forbidden. 


Thus heresy penetrated into Poland. 


Sigismond added Livonia to the crown, 
patronized men of learning, and died 
July 7, 1572, after having reigned 24 
years, leaving no children, His Ler- 
ters are printed in Latin, with those of 
King Stephen Battori, Leips/., 1703, 
8yo. This prince was the last King of 
the Jagellau family. | 
SIGISMOND III. $0n of John III. 
king of Sweden, and Catherine, 
daughter of Sigismond I. King of 
Poland, born 1566, He was crowned 
king of Poland, 1587, on the death of 
Stephen Battori, to the exclusion of 
Maximilian of Austria, and took. pos- 
session of the Swedish throne, Feb. 19, 
1594. This prince being à zealous 
Catholic, and his subjects zealous Lu- 
therans, Charles, prince of Suderma- 
nia, his uncle, took advantage of 
these circumstances to raise the Swedes 
against him, and usurp the kingdom. 
Sigismond was engaged in a war with 
the Tartars and Russians, and drove 
them from Smolensko, 1611. He died 
1632r after having reigned 45 years. 
SIGNET, v. SIGISMOND the em- 
peror. wh 
SIGNORELLI (Luca) a celebrated 
painter of Cortona, who died 1521, 
aged $2, He excelled particularly in 
drawing, and his compositions abound 
with genius and fire. | 
SIGONIUS (Charles) one of the 
most learned writers in the 16th cen- 
tury, He was professor of Greek at 
Modena, his native place, afterwards 
taught ethics at Padua, where the re- 
public of Venice granted him a pen- 
sion. He died 1684, at Modena, aged 


60. Sigonius has left excellent Notes 
on Livy; some learned treatises en the 
Roman 
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Roman Law, and many other works, 
in most of which he gives a clearer ex- 
planation of the Roman antiquities, 
than any preceding author. The prin- 
cipal are, a useful and methodical 
treatise De Republica Hebravrum; a 
very learned treatise De Republica At lie- 
niensium; an important work relative 
to the origin of the Italian principa- 
lities, entitled, Hist. de Occid. Imperio 
an accurate and judicious Hist. de Regno 
Italiæ, from 565, to 1286, &c. All the 
above were collected and printed at 
Milan, 1732, and 1733, 6 vol. fol. and 
are well worth reading. Besides this 
collection, his Eccleiiastical History was 
printed at Milan, 1735, 2 vol. to. 


SIKE (Henry) a learned German of 


the 17th century, who was appointed 
to the best professorships of Oriental 
languages in his native country, and 
published the Gospe! of Christ's Infancy, 
in Arabic and Latin, Utrecht, 1697, 
8vo. N 

SILENUS, nurse, and companion of

Bacchus, represented by the poets as a. 


drunken man mounted on an ass. 
SILHON (John) counsellor of state 
in ordinary, and one of the first mem- 
bers of the French academy; born at 
Sos in Gascony. He studied theology 
and politics, was employed in some 
important affairs under cardinal Riche- 
lieu, and had several pensions from 
the court. He died 1667. M. Silhon 
left a treatise on the Immortality of the 


Soul, Paris, 1634, 4to. and $several poli- 


tical works. 

SILHOUETTE (Stephen de) one of 
the commissioners for settling the 
limits of Acadia, or Nova Scotia, mi- 
nister of state, and controller-general 
of the French finances. He died Jan, 
20, 1767, at his castle of Bry-sur- 
Marne, aged 57. He translated Pope's 
Euay en Man, 12mo.; Warburton's 
Alliance between Church and State, 1742, 
2 vol. i2mo.; An Idea of the Chiness

SILIUS ITALICUS (Caivs) a Latin 
poet, consul of Rome in 68, the year 
in which Nero died.

the trade of an informer, but wiped of 
that disgrace afterwards. This Poet 
was rich; he possessed a house which 
had belonged to Cicero, and another 
where was Virgil's tomb. Silius Ita. 
licus starved himself in the year 100 
at the age of 75, to get rid of a disease 
with which he was afflicted. We have 
a Poem of his on the second Punic war 
containing Hannibal's exploits in 17 
books. It was found by Poggio in an 
old tower at the monastery of St. Gal, 
while the council of Constance were 
sitting. This work is worth reading 
for purity of expression, elegant Latin, 
and many circumstances mentioned in 
it, that are not to be found elsewhere; 
but it has neither the nature, matter, 
nor form of a poem, nor any one of 
the marks by which the writings of 
good -poets are distinguished; whence 
Pliny says that Silius Italicus, wrote 
verses with more labour than wit or 
genius. The first edition of his Pow 
is Rome, 1471, fol. There are two of 
this date; but that which Pomponius 
revised, is prefered to the other, re- 
vised by the bishop of Aleria. We 
have an edition by Aldus, 1523, 8vo. 
and one of Utrecht, 1717, 4to. 

SILLERY, v. BRULART. 
SILVA (John Baptist) an eminent 
physician of the faculty of physic at 

Paris and Montpellier; born January 
I 3, 1682, at Bourdeaux. He practised 
with credit at Paris, was appointed 
firs: physician to Louis Henry de 
Bourbon, prince of Conde, and after- 
wards consulting physician to his 
majesty. He died August 18, 1742, at 
Paris, aged 61, M. Silva left a trea- 
tise de Puiage des differentes zortes de 
s@ignees et principalement de celle du pied, 
2 vol, 12mo. and some other works. 

* SILVERIUS, succeeded pope Aga- 
petus I. 536, through the interest of 
king Theodatus. Being soon after ac- 
cused of corresponding with the Goths, 
he was banished to Patara in Lycia by 
Belisarius, who procured Vigilius to be 
eleted in his place, November 22, 
537. The emperor Justinian hearing 
of the indignities offered to this holy 
pontiff, gave orders for his restoration 
to his seat, but by the intrigues of the 
empress Theodora, he was carried to 
the isle of Calmaria, where he perished 
with hunger in June, 338. 

SILVESTER I. (St) succeeded pope 
t. 


su. 


St. Milziades, January 37, 314. He 
sent deputies to the council of Arles, 
during the affair of the Donatists, held 
Several councils himself at Rome, and 
sent Vitus and Vincent, priests of the 
Roman church, with Osius, bishop of 
Cordoun, to attend the general one of 
Nice, 325, in his name. He died Dec. 


3 2 LVESTER II. originally named 
Gerbert, a native of Auvergne. He 
was a man of mcan extraction, had 
heen educated in the monastery of 
Aurillac, became abbot of Bobis, and 
went afterwards to Rheims, where he 
undertook the public school, and had 
Robert, son of Hugh Capet, under his 
care. On the deposition of Arnoul, 
archbisckhop of Rheims, 992, Gerbert 
was appointed to succeed him; but 
Arnoul being restored to his See by 
Gregory V. 998, he retired into Italy, 
where he obtained the archbishopric of 
Ravenna, by the favour of the empe- 
Tor Otho III. who had been his pupil. 
At length, when Gregory V. died, 
Gerbert succeeded him through the 
interest of the same prince, February 
19, 999. He was one of the dest 
Scholars of his age, well acquainted 
with mathematics and the most ab- 
strat sciences. He died March 12, 
1002. We have 149 of his Epistles re- 
maining, and various other works, in 
the Library of the Fathers, in Duches- 
ne's collection, and in the collection of 
councils, His treatise on the Eucharist, 
may be found in Godeschalc's History, 
1655, fol. and the Thesaurus novum Mo- 
numentorum, by P. Pez, 5 vol. fol.

SILVESTRE (Francis) a pions and 
learned general of the Dominicans, 
born about 1474, of a noble and 1llus- 
trious family of Ferrera, whence he 
has been called Franciscus Ferreriensis. 
After having distinguished himself as 
a theological teacher, and taken a 
doctor's degree at Bologna, he held 
several offices in his order, became 
general of it under pope Clement XIII. 
1525, and died. at Rennes during the 
course of his visitation, September 19, 
1528, aged 54, leaving several works. 
The principal are, some good Commen- 
taries on the books of St. Thomas 
against the Gentiles, which may be

found in tom. 9, of that Saint's works, 
An Apology to prove against Luther, 
that the institutions of the Roman 
church are not contrary to evangelical 
liberty; 4 Life of the Blesed Oranna of 
Mantua, a nun of the order of preach- 
ing friars, &c.

SILVESTRE (Ierael) a celebrated 
engraver, born August 15, 1621, at 
Nancy, of a good family, originally 
Scotch. After his father's deccase, he 
went to Paris, where Israel Henriet, 
his mother's brother, a skilſul en- 
graver, gladly received him, and edu- 
cated him as his own son. He drew all 
the views of Paris and its environs, 
engraved them with great success in 
aqua fortis, and went twice afterwards 
to Rome, whence he brought the great 
number of fine Italian views-which he 
has left us. Louis XIV. being at 
length informed of this artist's great 
genius, employed 'him to engrave all 
the royal palaces, conquered places, 
&c. and appointed him drawing master 
to the dauphin, allowing him a con- 
siderable pension besides, with apart- 
ments in the Louvre. Silvestre mat- 
ried Henrietta Selincart, a lady cele- 
brated both for her wit and beauty, 
who dying in September, 1680, he 
erected a superb monument to her 
memory in the church of St. Germain 
PAuxerrois, He died, October 11, 
1691, aged 70, leaving no children. 
SILVESTRE (Lewis) first painter to 
the King of Poland, elector of Saxony, 
who died April 14, 1760, aged 85, He 
used his pencil with great success, and 
joined to this dexterity of hand, the 
agreeable qualities of the mind. 

SILVIUS, v. SYLVIUS. 

SIMEON, head of the tribe of that 
name, and second son of Jacob and 
Leah, born 1749, A.C. He joined 
with Levi, to revenge the rape of 
Dinah their sister, by Killing all the 
men of Shechem, and being afterwards 
sent into Egypt to buy corn, joseph 
kept him there as a hostage till his 
other brothers should bring down Ben- 
Jamin. Interpreters are not agreed as 
to the motives which induced Joseph 
to deal thus with Simeon. Jacob on 
his death bed testified his indignation 

against 
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against the cruelty of Simeon and 
Levi towards the Shechemites, and 
foretold to them, that as a punishment 
for their crimes, God would divide 
them and scatter them; meaning, that 
these two brothers thus united in guilt, 
should be separated in their dwellings, 
and also among the other tribes. This 
prediction was strikingly fulfilled, for 
Levi had no fixed lot nor inheritance 
in Israel, and Simeon received for his 
inheritance only a district cut off from 
the tribe of Judah, and some other 
lands which they conquered in the 
mountains Seir and the valley of Gader. 
Fagius observes, that the Simeonites 


being destitute of the resources com- 
mon to most of the other tribes, - ſur- 


nished nearly the whole country with 
«chool-masters, devoting themselves 
to the education of children for their 
maintenance. If the above tradition, 
which rests on the authority of the 
Jerusalem Targum and of some rabbins, 
be well founded, we can scarcely have 
a stronger proof of the humiliation 
of this tribe. Zimri's crime also 
brought a curse upon them, and their 
tribe is the only one which Moses 


-omits to name in his dying bene- 
diction. 


Though this tribe contained 
£9,000 men of war when they de- 
parted from Fgypt, only 22,000 en- 
fered Canaan. Simeon died about 
1137, A. C. aged 120. 

SIMEON (St.) called the Brother of 
the Lord, son of Cleophas, surnamed 
Alphius, brother of Salome, Zebedee's 
wife, and of Mary the holy virgin's 
sister. He was elected bishop of Je- 
rusalem after St. James, in the year 
62, and crucified for the faith, in the 
tenth year of Trajan's reign, 107, 
aged 120. 

SIMEON, Stylites, (St.) a famous 
Anchorite of Antioch, born in the 
little town of Sisan, who retired to 
the summit of a mountain in Syria, 
where he lived on the top of a pillar 
36 feet high, continually employed in 
penitential exercises, and died there 
461, aged 69. We have a Letter of 
his, addressed to Basilius, archbishop 
of Antioch, and a Sermon in the library 
of the Fathers. Theodoret, bishop of 
Cyrus, one of the most judicious ec- 
clesiastical writers, has given us an 
abridgement of his life, as an occular 
witness. He must be distinguished

SLMEON, Metaphraztes, a celebrated 
compiter of the Lives of the Saints 
in the roth century, a native of Con- 
Stantinople, who rose by his birth ang 
merit to the highest posts, was secre- 
tary to the emperors Leo 2 Philosopher, 
and Constantine Porphyrogeneta, and 
There 
are several Latin translations of his 
Lives of the Saints, but it is to be wish. 
ed they were printed in Greek, for 
though the greater part ate filled with 
fables, several of them contain ancient 
and authentic memorials. This au- 
thor was called Metaphrattes, from hav- 
ing written these lives in a diffuse 
and flowery style. They may be found 
in the Lives of the Saints by Surius, and 
some verses dy Simeon Metaphraztes 
are in Corpus Poet, Gr xc, Geneva, 1606, 
and 1614, 2 vol. fol. 

SIMEON, a famous rabdi of the 26, 


century, considered by the Jews as 


prince of the Cabalists. The Hebrew 
book entitled, Zolar, i. e. Light, Cre- 
mona, 1560, 3 vol. fol. is attributed 
to him. 

SIMEONTI, v. GASPARD. 

SIMIANI (Charles John Baptist di) 
marquiss of Pianessa, prime minister 
to the duke of Savoy, and colonel- 
general of his infantry. He was zea- 
lous for his master's interest, both in 
the council-chamber and the field, and 
rendered him the most important ser- 
vices. Towards the close of life, this 
nobleman quitted his possessions and 
the court, retired to the priests of 
the Mission at Turin, and continued 
wholly employed in the care of his 
Salvation, attending however occasion- 
ally the duke of Savoy's councils. He 
died with sentiments of fervent piety, 
1677, leaving a treatise an the Truth of 
Christianity, in Italian, of which Pere 
Rouchoss has given an elegant French 


translation, 12mo.z An Extract from

SIMLER (Jodias) a learned minister 
of Zurich, born November 6, 1530, 
in Switzerland, and died July 2, 1576, 
aged 49, leaving three sons. He wrote 
various works on divinity, mathema- 
tics, and history, and made an abridge- 
ment of Conrad Gesner's Library, Zu- 
rich, 1574, fol. enlarged in the —

SIMON M ACCABEUS, son of Mat- 
tathias, and brother of Judas Macca- 
deus and Jonathan, which last he 
Succeeded as governor of the Jews, 
143, AC. Simon distinguished him- 
self dy his wisdom and courage, freed 
his nation, which had been almost al- 
ways tributary, either to the Grecians 
or Persians, Since their return from the 
Babylonian captivity, and reduced the 
citadel of Sion by famine. He made 
a new alliance with the Spartans, de- 
feated the forces of Antiochus S2fer, 
king of Syria, and was treacherously 
murdered with two of his sons, at a 
feast, by his $0n-in-law, Ptolomy, 
135, A. C. John Hircanus succeeded 

im. 

5 SIMON (St.) an apostle of Christ, 
surnamed the Canaanite, i. e. ZLealuus. 
He is supposed to have preached the 
gospel in Mesopotamia and Persia; 
but we Know nothing with certainty 
concerning the year, place, nor man- 
ner of his death. 

SIMON, the Magician, head of the 
Simoniacs, a native of Giton in Sa- 
maria, baptized by Philip the deacon, 
about the year 34. Perceiving soon 
after, that those believers on whom 
the apostles laid their hands, spoke 
various languages they had never 
learnt, he offered money for the like 
power ; but St. Peter condemned this 
impious commerce, by which Simon 
sought to render holy things venal; 
and from his sacrilegious proposal, the 
word Simony had its origin, and those 
who traffic in sacred matters are cal- 
led Simoniacs, Simon after this gave 
out that he was the great Power of 
God, and propagated many errors and 
impieties, making his concubines, Hel- 
ben or Selina pass for a divine person. 
Going to Rome, he gained the favour 
of Nero, and is said to have promised 
that on a certain day he would ascend 
to heaven, All the people flocked 
to this spectacle, and Simon appeared 
4Soaring to the clouds, when, at St. 
Peter's prayer, he fell down and broke 
lis legs. It is added, that he died of 
his bruises, two days after, in the 
year 66 or 67, Cerdo, Menander and 
Saturninus were his disciples, . 
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SIMON (Richard) born May 15, 
1638, at Dieppe. He entered the con- 
Zregation of the Oratory, which he 
soon after quitted, but returned to it 
1662, and applied with uncommon 
ardour to the Oriental languages, for 
which he discovered a strong incli- 
nation, and great genius through life. 
Richard Simon afterwards taught phi- 
losophy in the college de Juilly in the 
diocese of Meaux; but having made 
himself many enemies by the bold and 
Singular opinions dispersed through 
his publications, he left the Oratory, 
1678, and retired to Bolleville, a vil- 
lage in the territory of Caux, where 
he had been curate from 1676. This 
Situation he quitted 1682, and after 
Staying a short time at Dieppe, went 
to Paris, for the purpose of printing 
Some of his works there, He was 
engaged in warm literary disputes 
with Mess. de Veil, Spanheim, Le 
Clerc, Gurien, Michael le Vessor, and 
several other learned men of that 
time. He died April 11, 1712, at 
Dieppe, aged 74. The following are 
the principal of his numerous works:

Opuscula, with a Latin translation and 
Notes, 1686, 4to.; Ceremonies and Cus-

T2MO. ; Creance de Þ Eglise orier.tale zur 
ta Tranwbstantiation, 1587, 12mo.; The 
Life of Father Morin, in the Antiquitates 
Eeclesiæ orientalts of this author, It is 
a satire on Morin and the whole con- 
gregation of the Oratory, &c. All 
Richard Simon's writings contain much 
criticism and great learning; but he 
is not unfrequently inaccurate in his 
quotations, and abounds almost every 
where in singular and strange opinions. 
His residence in the Oratory had dis- 
gusted him so much, that whenever 
communities or religious orders were 
mentioned to him, he repeated the 
following pentameter : 


Alterius ne sit, qui suus esse potest. 


SIMON (John Francis) born 1654, 
at Paris, son of an eminent surgeon. 


He took the ecclesiastical habit, was 


admitted doctor of canon law, appoint- 
ed secretary to M. Peletier, senior 
comptroller of fortifications, and an 
associate of the academy of inscrip- 
tions and belles lettres, M. Simon 
was chosen keeper of the king's me- 
dals, 1712, and died December to, 
1719, in his sixty-fifth year. He ex- 
celled particularly in devices and in- 
sCcriptions, and has leſt several learned 
Dissertation in the Memoirs of the 
Incriptions. 

SIMON (Deny) connsetlor to the 
Presidial, and mayor of the city of 
Beauvais. He died 1731. He left a 
Library of Law Authors, 1692 and 1695, 
2 vol. 12mo.; A Supplement 19 the His- 
tory of Beauvais, 1706, 12mo. and some 
ather works. | 

SIMON, an Eastern monk, of the 
T3th century, who went into Europe, 
where he entered the Dominican or- 


der, and wrote a treatise against the

SIMON (Claudius Francis) an in- 
genious printer of Paris, in which 
city he died 1767, age 55, He wrote 
La Connoissance de la Mythologie, 12mo, 
and two comedies, Minos, ou Empire 
Souterrain, and Les Confidences reciproques, 
neither of them ated; The Manbtre; 
of the Countess d Horneville, 2 vol. amo. 
are also attributed to him. 

SIMONEL (Dominick) an advocate, 
author of a valuable treatise on 7he 
King's Rights over the Benefices in hi; 
Dominions, 1752, 2 vol. qto ; Disserta- 
tion zur les Pairs de France, 1753, 12mo.;

SIMONET (Edmund) born 1662, at 
Langres. He entered. the Jesuit's 
order, 1681, and taught philosophy at 
Rheims and Pont-a-Moussotn, also 
Scholastic divinity in the latter city, 
where he died 1733, leaving DI:5tizuti- 
ones Theologice, Nantz, 1721 to 1728, 
11 vol. 12mo. and Fenice, 1731 3 vol. 
fol. | 

SIMONIDES, one of the finest of 
the ancient Greek poets, born at 
Chivs, now called Zea, an island in the 
He lived in the reign of 
Darius Hytaspes, about 430, cultivated 
Several kinds of poctry, and succeeded 
particularly in the elegiac. Some wri- 
ters have said that he added four letters 
to the Greek alphabet ; but this was 
probably done by another Simonides, 
an Iumbic poet, who lived much earlier, 
It is also asserted, that he was twice 
preserved in an extraordinary manner, 
from imminent danger, as the reward 
of his virtue. At the age of 80, he 
contended for the poetic prize, and 
obtained it. Simonides had a prodi- 
gious memory, and the invention of 
artificial local memory is attributed to 
him. Notwithsanding his great age, 
he went to the court of Hiero, King 
of Syracuse, whose favourite he be- 
came. His answer to this prince, who 
asked him for a definition of the 
Deity, is well known, and may be 
found in Cicero's. De natard Deorum, 
b. 1, He was also esteemed by Pau- 
sanias, the Lacedemonian general, 
who, commanding him one day at 
table to utter a Sentence: Remember, 
said Simonides, that thou art a man. 


Pausanias thought this speech so tri- 
fling 
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Ring, that he disdained to pay any 
Attention to it; but being afterwards 
in an asylum where he suffered ex- 
treme hunger, yet could not quit it 
without bazarding his life, a situation 
into which his ambition had led him, 
ke remembered the poet's words, and 
thrice exclaimed: , Simonides, how 
much <vixdom Wat contained in thy exler- 
tation“ This poet displayed some ex- 
cellent qualities both in his conduct 
and writing ; but his glory was obscu- 
red by avarice and the venality of his 
pen. He died 460, A. C. aged 82. He 
recorded the celebrated battles of Ma- 
rathon and Salamis, in the Doric dia- 
let, and composed Odes, Tragedies, 
Epigrami, Flegies, Lamentations, &C ; 
but only some Fragments of his Poems 
remain, of which Leo Allatius has 
given the titles. Fulvius Ursinus has 
collected them with Notes, Antwerp, 
1558, Svo. and in Corpus Poet, Gree, 
Geneva, 1606, and 1614, 2 vol. fol. 
He had a peculiar talent for exciting 
the reader's pity, and is said to. have 
excelled Pindar in that respect. When 
Phenix, general of the Agtigentini, 
took Syracuse, he destroyed the tomb 
of Simonides, and Callimachus com- 
posed a piece on the occasion against 
Phenix, in which he introduces Si- 
monides complaining that this general 
had not showa so much respect to him 
as Castor and Pollux did, Who saved 
him from falling. The above cir- 
cumstance in our poet's life, is ex- 
tremely well related in the fables of 
Phzdrus and la Fontaine. A dialogue 
on the nature and origin mi] gene- 
ris, has been printed, as the work of 
Simonides, and may be found in the 
book entitled, Formulaire fort recreatif 
de tous contrats, &c. Lyons, 1594, 4to. 

SIMONIDES (Simon) a Latin poet, 
born at Leopold in Poland. He was 
secretary to John ZamorisKki; received 
the poetic crown from Clement VIII. 
and died 1629, aged 72. A collection 
of his poems was printed at Warsaw, 
1772, 4to. 

SIMONIUS (Simon) a physician of 
Lucca, in the 16th century, who from 
a Catholic turned Calvinist, afterwards 
Socinian, and retired to Poland, where 
Marcellus Squatcia Lupus taxed him 
with atheism, in a libel, consisting of 
23 pages, entitled, Simonis Simoni un- 
ma Religio, Caracoviæ, 1583, 4t0. Si-

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monius wrote some medical works; 
which are forgotten. 

SIMONIUS (Peter) an eloquent and 
learned bishop of Ypres, born at Tunis, 
author of several good works, written 
against the Calvinists. The principal 
are: De Veritate, Apologia contra Cal- 
vinum pro veritate Catholics ; De Heres 
Seas Hereticorumque naturd; De Jesu 
Christi in monte Thabor cam Mbyte et Eli4 
culloquis; Sermons and Exhortations to 
his people, collected in one vol. fol. 
and printed at Antwerp under the in- 
spection of John David, a Jesvit, &c. 
He died 1605, aged 66. 

 SIMONNEAU (Charles) a skilful 
engraver of Orleans, who was the 
pupil of Noel Coypel and Chateau, 
but abandoned himself afterwards tu 
his own genius. He engraved the 
medals for the medalic history of 
Louis XIV. and the Czar Peter Alex- 
iowitz employed him on several mi- 
litary subjects. Simonneau was a mem- 
ber of the royal academy of painting 
and sculpture, and died at Paris, 1728, 
aged about 86. Lewis Simonneau en- 
graved the plates for the history of 
printing and engraving 1694, and for 
the history of other arts and trades, 
from 1694 to 1710, 2 vol. fol. 163 
plates. | 

SIMPLICIUS, a native of Tivoli, 
who succeeded pope Hilarius, Feb. 25, 
463. He ruled with great wisdom 
and prudence in very difficult times, 
endeavoured by every method to re- 
move Peter Mongus from the see of 
Alexandria, and Peter Fullo from that 
of Antioch; and saw through all the 
artifices made use of by Acacius of 
Constantinople to surprise him. He 
died March r, 483. We have 18 of 
his Letters remaining, seberal of which 
are on very important subjects. 

SIMPLICIUS, a Peripatetick phi- 
losopher in the 5th century, a native 
of Phrygia, by whom we have some 
Commentaries on Epictætus, Leyden, 1640, 
gto. with Notes by Saumaise. This 
curious and interesting work is trans- 
lated in madame Dacier's Epictetus. 

SIMPSON (Thomas) an English 
professor of mathematics, member of 
the toyal society, and of the academy 
of sciences at Paris. He published 
Elements of Geometry, tlanslated in 
French, 1755, 8vo. 

SIMSON (Edward) a learned di- 

3 vine, 
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vine, who published in 1652, a Uni- 
versal Ckronolog y, from the creation to 
the birth of Christ, in which he has 
carefully distinguished the years of the 
World, the olympiads, and the years 
from the foundation of Rome; and 
which contains whatever relates to 
sacred or profane history, ranged in 
regular order. His life, with a list of 
his works, is prefixed to this book. 
The edition of Leyden, 1739, and of 
Amsterdam, 1752, fol. are the most 
elegant. He must be distinguished 
from Archibald Simson, a Scotch di- 
vine, who left a treatise on the Animal 
Hieroglyphicks mentioned in the Hely Scrip- 
tures, Edinburgh, 1622, 4to.; A Com- 
mentary in English on the second epistle 
of St. Peter, London, 1631, 4to. 
SINCRETISTS, v. CALIXTUS. 
SINGLIN (Anthony) a celebrated 
director and confessor to the nuns of 
Port Royal, son of a wine-merchant 
at Paris. Having given up trade by 
St. Vincent de Paul's advice, he learnt 
Latin, took the ecclesiastical habit, 
and was placed by St. Vincent in the 
hospital de /a Pitic, to catechise the 
children, He afterwards formed a 


friendship with the abbot de St, Cyran,, 


who had him ordained priest, and 
engaged him to undertake the direc- 
tivn of the nuns at Port Royal. M. 
Singlin was confessor to these nuns 
LJuring 26 years, and their superior 
during 3 years. M. Pascal is said to 
have found him a man of such solid 
Judgement, that he read all his works 
o him before their publication, and 
submitted them to his opinion. It is 
added, tliat M. Singlin's pen was 
usually guided by M. Maitre de Sacy. 
NI. Singlin told tlie latter on what 
subject he wished to write, on what 
Sacred truth he meant to preach, or 
what passage in the Gospel he pur- 
posed to explain, and M. de Sacy, or 
sometimes M. Arnauld, executed the 
plan, or at least sketched it out. NI. 
Singlin was deeply involved in the 
affairs of Part Royal, and fearing to 
be arrested in 1661, withdrew to one 
of the duchess de Longueville's estates, 
He died in another retreat, April 17, 
1664, and his remains were carried to 
Port Royal at Paris. M. Singlin left,

SINHOLD (John Nicholas) a learn. 
ed German divine, professor of rhe 
toric at Erfort, who continued Sho. 
fessor Motschman's Frfordia Litterata 
and wrote several works in German, 
He died 1748. 

SINNICH, (John) a famous doctor 
and professor of Louvuin in the 17th 
century, a native of Treland, who hag 
left a work in fol. against the divine; 
of the Augsburg Confession, entitled, 
Confeujonistarum Goliatismus Profligatus, 
and several other works with singulat 
and whimfical titles. He Strenuously 
defended the writings of Jansenius, 
and the university of Louvain sent him 
to Rome with other deputies, to de- 
mand of pope Urban VIII. some ex- 
planations respecting his bull against 
Jansenius. He died 1666. 

SINNIS, a famous robber, by whom 
the neighbourhood of Corinth was 
ravaged. He tied those who fell into 
his hands, to the branches of two 
large trees which he had previously 
bent down to the ground, and which 
Suddenly recovering their natural po- 
sition, tore those unhappy sufferers in 
pieces. Theseus put Sinnis to death 
in the same manner. 

SINON, the son of Sisyphus, who 
suffered himself to be taken by the 
Trojans, and persuaded them by his 
artiftices to admit the wooden horse 
into their city, after which, he opened 
the door and let out the armed War- 
riors enclosed therein. 

SIONITA, v. GABRIEL. 

SIRENS, sea monsters, half women 
and half fishes, daughters of Neptune 
and Amphitrite, They charmed pas- 
sengets with their song, and then de- 
voured them; but Ulysses escaped this 
danger, by causing his cumpanions 
to stop their ears, and himself to be 
tied to the mast. 

SIRI (Vittorio) historiographer to 
the king, and seignior abbot of Valle- 
magne. He was an Italian, and be- 
came celebrated by his Mercury, à Cu» 
rious work, containing a history of 
the times from 1635 to 1655, 13 vol 
4to, of which M. Requier undertook 
a French translation. He also left, 
Memeria recondita, 8 vol. qto. partly 
translated by M. Requier, He died 

& | October 
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OAober 5, 1685, at Paris, aged 77. 
We must not always rely upon the 
truth of what this historian relates. 
SIRIGUS, v. MELETUS. 
SIRLET (William) a celebrated 
cardinal of the 16th century, born at 
Stilli, otherwise Squillace in Calabria, 
He was well acquainted with Latin, 
Greek and Hebrew; much esteemed 
by Marcellus II. and appointed car- 
dinal and librarian of the Vatican, by 
Pius IV. at the solicitation of St. 
Charles Boromeo, He died 1585, aged 


71. 
SIRLET (Flavius) an excellent en- 
graver on precious stones, Who be- 
came very famous at Rome, by his 
talents, and is justly ranked among 
those who have approached nearest 
to the ancient engravers. The famous 
group of Lascoon, which he engraved 
on an amethyst, is considered as his 
master-piece. He died 1737. | 
SIRMOND (James) a very cele- 
brated Jesuit, born October 12, 1559, 
at Rhiom, of which city his father 
was provost, judge, and magistrate, 
He acquired an extensive Knowledge 
of Ecclesiastical antiquities, and be- 
came famous throughout Europe for 
his deep learning and his writings. 
Father Aquasiva invited him to Rome, 
1590, and employed him as his secre- 
tary during more than 16 years. Car- 
dinals Baronius, Ossat and Barberini 
had a particular esteem for him, nor 
did the first mentioned find him use- 
less in the composition of his Annals. 
In 1608, he returned to Paris, from 
which time, he seldom passed a year 
without publishing some works. He 
was afterwards confessor to Louis 
XIII. and held that office a long 
while with the esteem both of his 
prince and of the nobility. Father 
Sirmond formed a friendship with je- 
rome Biguon, Peter Pithou and several 
other celebrated men of that time, 
and died at Paris, October 7, 1651, 


aged 92. The following are the prin- 


cipal among his numerous works : 
Some excellent Notes on the councils 
of France, in the edition he published 
of them, Paris, 1629, 3 vol. fol. to 
which P. de Lalande has given a sup- 
plement, 1666, fol. and Odespun's 
| Concilia novisiima Gallz, Paris, 1646, 
fol. is considered as another; Notes on 
the Capitulaiia of Charles the Bald, and 
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on the Theodosian Code; Good editions 
of Theodoret and Hincm&r of Rheims; A 
good number of Opuscula on different 
subjects, printed at Paris, 1696, 5 vol. 
fol. The above are all in elegant 
Latin, and his Opuscula may serve as 
a model for theological writers. Father 
Sirmond was the first publisher of the 
curious work left by Facundus, bishop 
of Hermiana, and of a book, entitled, 
Predestinatus,which made much noise, 
but is a mere incoherent rhapsody. 
Writings against the famous Dr. Richer 
do no credit to his abilities as a divine, 
but he has succeeded beter against 
Godefroi, Saumaise, and father Petau, 

SIRMOND (Anthony) a Jeuit, 
who died 1745, and John Sirmond, 
a member of the French academy, 
nephews of the preceding, were also 
authors of several works. The latter, 
who died 1649, was considered by car- 
dinal Richlieu as one of the best wri- 
ters of that time, and his eminency 
frequently made use of his pen. He 
wrote the Life of Cardinal d' Amboi te, 
which appeared 1631, 8vo. under the 
name of the Sieur des Montagnas, but 
it is not esteemed; also some Pom, in 
Latin, 1654. Anthony Sirmond's most 
celebrated work is entitled, De#ſenie 
de la Vertu, printed 1741, 8vo. The 
propositions which he has dared to 
advance in this book, viz. That we 
are not 50 much commanded to laue God, as 
not to hate him, and that no times can be 
marked in our lives at which we are 
obliged to love God, was juſtly thought 
so abominable even by his brethren, 
that they disowned the author. M. 
Nicole, in his Notes by Wandrock on the 
tenth provincial Letter, has forcibly re- 
futed Father Anthony Sirmond's scan- 
dalons propositions. 

SISERA, general of the armies un- 
der Jabin, King of Canaan. Having 
been defeated by Barak, judge of Is- 
rael, Jael received him into her tent 
as he fled, and seeing him asleep, 
drove a nail through his temples, 1285 
A.C. 

SISGAU, v. AUTHIER. | 
SISINNIUS, a Syrian, who suc— 
ceeded ow. Foun VII. ſanuary 18, 
708, and died suddenly February 6, 

following. 

SISYPHUS, the son of Eslas, who 
ravaged the shore of Attica, and being 
killed by Theseus, was condemded in 

x 2 hell, 
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hell, to roll a great stone to the top 
of a hill which fell down again just as 
it reached the summit. 

SISYPHUS, a native of the isle of 
Cos, who, if we may believe Malesa, 
as quoted by John Tretres, wrote a 
history of the siege of Troy, to which 
he had accompanied Teucer. It is 
added, that Homer made great use of 
this work ; but these assertions being 
destitute of proof, must be considered 
as fabulous, or, at least, as very un- 
certain. 

SI XTUS I, a Roman, who suc— 
ceeded pope Alexander I. 117, and 
died 127. | | 

SIXNTUS II. an Athenian, eledted 
pope after Stephen, 257, He suffered 
martyrdom with his faithful disciple 
St. Laurence, August 6, 259, during 
the persecution under Valerian. 

SIXTUS III. a priest of the Roman 
church, who succeeded pope Celestine 
432, and took great pains to extin- 
guish the heresies of Pelagius and 


Nestorius, and also to reconcile St. 


Cyrillus and John of Antioch, He 
died August 18, 440. Three of his 
Letters, and some pieces on O»igina/ 
Sin, against Pelagius, are in the library 
of the Fathers, and in Coustant's Ep:s, 
Rem. Pont. fol. 

SIXTUS IV. originally called 
Francis Albisola della Rovera, and 
said by some writers to have been the 


son of a fisherman at Celles, a village 


five leagues from Savona in the terri- 
tory of Genoa, He entered the Fran- 
ciscan order, took a doctor's degree 
at Padua, and taught with reputation 
In the universities of Bologna, Pavia, 
Stenna, Florence, and Perugia. After 
this he became general of the Francis- 
ans, then cardinal through the in- 
terest of cardinal Bassarion, and at 
length pope, August 9, 1471, on the 
death of Paul II. He immediately 
armed a fleet against the Turks, and 
displayed great magnificence and li- 
terality during his whole pentificate, 
Sixtus IV. enriched the Vatican 
library, and entrusted the care of it 
to the learned Platina, He published 
a bull, Mauch 1, 1746, granting in- 
dulgencies ta these who should cele- 
brate the festival of Immaculate Cog- 
ception of the Holy Virgin; the first 
degree of the Roman church concern- 
ing that festival, The establishment 
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of the feast of St. Joseph, for which 
Gerson had taken great pains, is als, 
ascribed to this pope. Historians have 
reproached him with conniving at the 
vices of his nephews, being too vio. 
lent against the Medici family and 
the Venetians, and having joined in 
the canspiracy of the Pazzi at Florence, 
He died August 13, 1434, aged 71. 
Before his election to the pontificate, 
he wrote the following treatises: De 
Saguine Christi, Rome, 1473, fol. SCarce; 
De futuris contigentibus ; De potentis Dei; 
De Conceptinne beat e Virginis, &c.; A 
very Scarce work is also attributed to 
him, entitled, Regale Cancellariz, 1471, 
4to. translated into French by Dupinet, 
1564, 8vo. and reprinted under the 
title of La Banque Romaint, 1700, 12mo, 

SIXTUS V. a celebrated pope and 
one of the greatest men who have 
reigned in Europe, son of Francis pe- 
retti, a vine-dresser of the village 
called le Groite, near the castle of 
Montalto, and born in that village, 
December 13,1521. He was christened 


' Felix, and his father, a very poor 


man, placed him with a neighbour 
when nine years old, to keep his hogs. 
In this situation, he met one day with 
a conventual Franciscan, who was at 
a loss about Aseoli, and attended him 
quite to his manastery, where he dis- 
covered so great a passion for study, 
that the monks determined to instruct - 
him, and heafterwards tcok a religious 
habit. Brother Felix soon became a 
good grammarian and able philoso- 
pher, was ordained priest, 1545, and 
raised to the rank of bachelor, on 


which he assumed the name of Mont- 


alto, and having taken a dbRar's de- 
gree, obtained a divinity professorship _ 
at Sienna. He became so celebrated 
afterwards for his preaching at Rome, 
Genoa, Peragia and elsewhere; that 
he was appointed commissary-general 
at Bologna, and Inquisitor of Venice; 
quarelled with the senate and the 
monks of his order, and was forced to 
fly from that city, When rallied on 
his precipitate retreat, he replied, That 
having made a vow to be pope at Rome, he 
did nat think it right to stay and be hanged 
at Venice, Montalto had scarcely ar- 
rived at Rome, when he was appoint» 
ed counsellor to the congregation, then 
attorney-general of his order, through 
the interest of cardinals Carpi, Alexan- 
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drino, and Mark Anthony Colonna, 
to whom he had taught philosophy. 
He attended cardinal Buon Compagno 
into Spain, as theologian to the legate 
and counsellor to the holy office, and 
it was then that he suddenly laid aside 
his morose behaviour and assumed so 
much complacency of manners, that 
all were charmed with his elegant 
wit and his sweetness of temper. 
the mean time, cardinal Alexandrino 
having been raised to the pontificate 
by the name of Pius V. did not forget 
Montalto, but sent him a brief of 
general of his order in Piedmont, ap- 


pointed him his con fessor extraordi- 


gary, gave him the bishopric of Aga- 
tha, 1868, and afterwards a cardinal's 
hat. Buon Compagno succeeded Pius 
V. 1572, and took the name of Gre- 
yory XIII. from which time Montalto 
thought of nothing but attaining to 
the same dignity. With this view he 
voluntarily renounced all Kinds of ca- 
Hals and public business, complained 
of the infirmities incident to old age, 
and lived retired, as if wholly intent 
on the care of his salvation. Gregory 
XIII. being dead, the cardinals divided 
themselves into five parties, and Mont- 
alto affected to appear older than he 
really was, went with his head sink- 
ing on his shoulder, supported him- 
self by a stick, as thongh too 
feeble to stand without, and never 
spoke but his voice was interrupted 
by a cough, which seemed every 
moment likely to carry him off; when 
told that the choice might probably 
fall upon him, he replied, with an air 
of great humility, that he was un- 
wortliy of so high an honour, not 
having suflicient abilities to undertake 
the whole government of the church, 
and that his life would hardly last so 
long as the conclave; in short, ap- 
peared resolved if he should be elected 
to retain only the name of pope, and 
give up the authority. This was suf- 
ficient to determine the cardinals as to 
their choice, and they accordingly 
elected him, April 24, 1535. Scarcely 
zvas the ceremony ended, when Mont- 
alto having quitted his place, threw 
away his stick, held his head ere, 
and sang Te Deum with such strength 
of voice, that the roof of the chapel 
echoed, He took the name of Sixtus 
V. in memory of Sixtus IV. who had 


In 
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like him been a Franciscon. Never 
was there a man more strict nor more 
ass iduous in the discharge of his Cuties; 
while the severity with which he 
caused justice to be administered, in- 
sured plenty and security to Rome and 
the ecclesiastical state. He spared no 
judges whom intreaties, bribes or ca- 
bals had corrupted; nor any who were 
convicted of haviug acted unjustly for 
the sake of their friends or relations. 
The French may reproach him with 
his partiality to the league; but could 
a league, apparently formed in sup- 
port of the Catholic religion, be other- 
wise than favoured by the pope? His 
bull against Henry III, and the prince 
of Conde, occasioned the following 
answers, which are esteemed. Brutum 
Fulmen, 1585. 8vo.; La Fulminante pour 
Hense, III. 8vo.; Moiens d'abus dn Res- 
crit et Bulle de Sixte V. 1536, Svo.; 
Aviso piacevole sopra la mentita data del 
Re di Navarra à Papa Sixto J. Monaco, 
1536, 4to. If this pontiff gained hon- 
our by his political administration, he 
acquired no less by his munificence, 
for he spent almost incredible sums in 
embellishing not only the city of 
Rome, but all the cities in the eccle- 
siastical state. He ordered that im- 
mense obelisk 72 feet high, to be 
ang vp and erected in the square of 
the Vatican, where he founded the 
library, which is one of his Cd 
&iyyre, In the church of Santa Maria 
Maggiore, he built a chapel lined with 
white marble, enriched fzstoons and 
foliage; and perceiving that the Qui- 
rinal hill wanted water, he supplied 
it from a fresh and plentiful source, by 
means of an aqueduct, which cost him 
near a million. By the gallery which 
this pontiff added to the portal of the 
church of St. John Lateran, he erected 
a superb palace with a front towards 
the obelisk, 340 feet wide. Sixtus V. 
was an enemy to vice, a patron of 
virtue and learning, judicious, muni- 
ficent, ever intent on promoting the 
honour of the Roman church, and thg 
glory of religion. After having em- 
ployed the day in giving audience, he 
spent part of the night in study. Fi- 
nally, whether we consider this pon- 
tiff with respect to the manner in 
which he raised himself, or whether 
we survey his conduct in the various 
affairs he had to carry on with different 
Cal pPfinces, 
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princes, in the government of the ec- 
clesiastical $tate, in the, regulation of 
his houshold, or in his plans for the 
embellishment of Rome, and the glory 
of the church, there can remain no 
doubt of his being one of the brightest 
geniuses and greatest men that have 
appeared in the world, He died Aug. 
27, 1590, aged 69, detested by the 
Romans, who groaned under a load of 
taxes. Notwithstanding the vast sums 
he had expended during the five years 


of his pontificate, he left in the castle 


of St. Angelo above five millions in 
gold, which he intended as a supply 
for the pressing necessities of the 
church. We have Sermicns of this 
pope's remaining, and some other 
works. He has been reproached with 
the stratagems he made use of to gain 
the papal chair, and his extreme Seve- 
rity, amounting, as his accusers say, 
even to cruelty, when he was seated 
in it; but he was never taxed with 
condemning, any one to death unjustly, 
nor is it proved that his firmness and 
great rigour were not necessary for 
suppressing effectuallß the horrid 
abuses and enormous crimes then pre- 
valent. The new Latin version of the 
Pible, which appeared, 1590, 3 parts 
in one vol. fol. was made by his order, 
but the errors that had crept into it 
excited such loud complaints, that 
Clement VIIT. ordered it to be cor- 
reed, and published a new edition, 
1592. Each of these pontiffs has 
placed a bull at the head of his edition. 
This diversity occasioned the Bellum 
Papale, 4to. (v. JAMES.) There is an 
edition of the above Bible, catled the 
Bisliap's, Cologn, 1630, 12mo.; it is 
scarce, and may be distinguished from 
the second imptession by the latter 
having Summaries athxed to each chap- 
ter; also an edition of the Larne, 
1642, 8 vol. fol. that of Paris, 1656, 
12mo. known by the name of Riche- 
lieu's Bible, &c. Gregorio Leti has 
written a Life of Sixtus V. 2 vol. 
2mo. or 3 in Italian; but with too 
little fidelity and judgement, for what 
he relates to be depended upon. 
SIXTUS of Sienna, Sixtus Senentis, a 
learned Dominican, born at Sienna, in 
the 16th century, and converted from 
ee after which he took the 
ranciscan habit; but being convicted 
of teaching heregies, and refusing to 
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abjure them, was condemned to be 
burnt. Pope Pius V. however, they 
cardinal and inquisitor, conquereq hig 
obstinacy just as the sentence was about 
to be executed, and made him quit the 
Franciscan for the Dominican order 
Sixtus of Sienna became afterwards a 
very celebrated preacher, and mnch 
esteemed by Pius V. for his sk ill in the 
Hebrew language, and for his piety, 
He died 1569, at Genoa, aged 49. 
His principal work is his Sacred Libra, 'y, 
in which he critically examines the 
books of the Old Testament, ang 
Shows how they are to be explained, 
This book was much valued by the 
learned Hottinger; the best edition of 
it is Naples, 1742, 2 vol. fol. with Rc. 
marks, His other works are, Notes on 
different passages of Scripture; Que. 
trons Artronomical, Geographical, &c.; 
Fiomilies on the Gospels, &c. 

SIXTUS .de Hemminga, a learned 
writer of the 16th century; born 1533, 


of a noble and ancient family in West 


Friesland. He published an excellent 
book against Judicial Astrolog y, printed 
at Antwerp by Plantin, 1583, 4to. He 
died about 1586. 

SLEEPERS (The Seven) are seven 
brothers, said to have suffered martyr- 
dom at Ephesus, under the emperor 
Decius, 253. This prince, it is added, 
hearing that they had concealed them- 
selves in a cave, to avoid the persecu- 
tion, ordered the entrance to be stopt 
up with large stones, then sealed with 
his own seal, and the city seal, that 
no person might be able to relieve 
them. These seven martyrs were 
found in this cave 155 years after, 
about 408, in the reign of Theodosius 
the Younger, and called Sleepers, in con- 
formity to the language of Scripture, 
in which the death of the just is called 
a Sleep, and the word Sleeping used for 
dying. Gregory of Tours affirms that 
they literally slept without dying, and 
awaked miraculously at the end of 155 
years, not supposing themselves to 
have been asleep more than one night; 
but this account is at least very uncer- 
tain. Mahomet speaks much of the 
Seven Sleepers in his Koran. 

SLEIDAN (John) a celebrated his- 
torian of the 16th century, born 1506, 
of obscure parents, at the village of 
Sleide, near Cologn. He went into 
France, 1517, where he became ac- 

quainted 
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quainted with the three illustrious 
brothers of the Bellay family, into 
whose service he entered, but being 
obliged to leave it on account of ll 
health, retired to Strasburg, where his 


friend Sturmius procured him an ad- 


vantageous Situation, In 1545, Sleidan 
was deputed by the Protestants to the 
king of England, afterwards to the 
council of Trent, and acquired great 
reputation among those of his party, 
He had joined the Zuinglian sect on his 
first arrival at Strasburg, but quitted it, 
and died a Lutheran, 1556, having 
Survived his wife one year. His 
works are, a history in fol. De Statu 
Religionis et Reipublicz, Germanorum $ub 
Carols V. written in elegant Latin; but 
the author betrays too much partiality 
o the Protestants. The first edition is 
1555.

SLICHTING, v. SCHLICHTING. 
' SLINGELAND (John Peter) an ex- 
cellent Dutch painter, born 1640, at 
Leyden, who was one of Gerard Dou's 
pupils. He bestowed much labour 
upen his pictures, in consequence of 
which they are highly finished, but 
rather stiff, He died 1697. 

SLOANE (Sir Hans) born April 16, 
1660, at Killeah, in the county of 
Down in the north of Ireland, of 
Scotch parents. When but 16, he had 
made a considerable progress in natural 
 History and philosophy, and was ad- 
mitted a member of the Royal college 
of physicians at London two years after 
having taken his doctor's degree. The 
duke of Albermarle being appointed 
governor of Jamaica, 1687, Sloane at- 
ccnded him thither as his physician, 
visited most of the Caribbee islands, 
and particularly examined the plants, 
dshes, birds, insects, and other objects 
of natural history belonging to those 
islands and to Jamaica, After the 
duke's decease he returned to London, 
1088, carrying with him nearly 800 
curious plants, and was soon appointed 
to the important office of physician to 
Christ's hospital. In this situation 
ic discovered a degree of disinterested-

deccription of each, He bequeathed 
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ness and generosity almost unexampled, 
for no sooner did he receive his annual 
Stipend, and had given a receipt for it, 
than he returned the whole, that it 
might be applied towards relieving 
the necessitous, About a year after, 
he was chosen secretary to the Royal 
society, and established the London 
Diipensary, where the poor might pur- 
chase all sorts of medicines, paying 
only the original value of the ingre- 
dients. In 1696, he published a cata- 
logue in Latin of Jamaica Plants, 
8Byo. and was elected foreign asso- 
ciate in the academy of sciences at 
Paris, 1708. George I. created him 
a baronet, 1716, and appointed 
him physician to the army, The 
Same year Sir Hans Sloane was 
chosen president of the college of 
physicians, to which he made large 
donations, The apothecary's com- 
pany is also indebted to his libe- 
rality for the noble garden at Chelsea, 
its establishment being facilitated 
by his gifts. George II. made him 
his first physician, 1727, and the 
Royal Society chose him for their pre- 
sident on the death of Sir Isaac News 
ton, Sir Hans Sloane filled these 
offices with the highest reputation, 
till 1740, when being 30 years old, he 
retired to his estate at Chelsea, where 
he employed his time in answering 
those who went to consult him, and 
making known useful remedies. We 
owe to this gentleman a very efficacious 
recipe for diseases of the eyes, Which 
he published, 1745, and a powder for 
the bite of a mad dog, Known by the 
name of Pulvis Anti-Lysus. He died 
at Chelsea, January It, 1753, aged 92, 
leaving besides the work before-men- 
tioned, a curious and excellent H#igory 
Jamaica, 2 vol. fol. in English; the 
first volume appeared, 1707, with 156 
plates, the second, 1725, the plates 
continued from number 157, to number 
274 Several pieces in the Philosophica: 
Transactions, and in the memoirs of the 
academy of sciences at Paris. His li- 
hrary consisted of near 50,000 volumes, 
among which 347 contained prints 
elegantly coloured, 3516 MSS. with a 
great number of scarce and curious 
books. The catalogue of his cabinet 
forming 38 volumes fol. and 8 vol. 4to. 
includes 69352 articles, with a short 
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this cabinet to the public, on condition 
that his family should receive 20,000L. 
which was but a small part of its value.

Sloane married the daughter of John 
Langloy, an alderman of London, by 
whom he left two daughters advan- 
tageovasly disposed of in marriage. 

SLOOTZ (Rene Michael) an inge- 
nious sculptor, born 1705, at Paris, of 
a Flemish family, admitted into the 
academy of painting, and appointed 
designer to the King's chamber, 1758. 
The king of Prussia wished for this 
artist at his court, but Slootz chose 
rather to stay in his native country, 
where he died, October 26, 1764. He 
modelled and sculptured marble with 
great delicacy of taste, and an enchant- 
ing neatness. 
a St. Bruno refusing the mitre in St.

SLUSE Susi (René Francis Walter, 
baron de) askilful physician, and one 
of the most learned men the Nether- 
lands have produced, born at Vise, a 
small city in Liege, brother of cardinal 
de Sluse, and the baron of that name, 
counsellor of state to the bishop of 
Liege. He was abbot of Amas, canon, 
counsellor and chancellor of Liege, 
and died in that city, March 19, 1685, 
aged 63, leaving some learned Letters, 
and a work, entitled, Meso/abum ect 
Problemata wlida, Leodii, 1668, 4to. 
This book is esteemed. | 

SMERDIS, son of Cyrus, Killed by 
order of his brother Cambyses, who 
himself died about 523, AC. A Per- 
Sian magus then assumed the name of 
Smerdis, and pretending to be the bro- 
ther of Cambyses, because there was 
a great resemblance between them, 
took possession of the throne; but his 
artifice being discovered, he was killed 
about seven months after by seven of 
the principal Persian lords, among 
whom was Darius, son of Hystaspes, 
who succeeded Smerdis, 


His principal works are, 
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SMITH (Sir Thomas) a learned En 
Slish writer, born 1512, in Essex and 
educated at Cambridge, where he be- 
came Regius professor of civil law 
He was afterwards secretary of Kate 
under Edward VI. and queen Elizabeth 
employed in several important nego. 
clatiohs and embassies, and died 1577 
leaving the following works; a treatise 
On the Commonwealth of England, ato, 
which is esteemed; Inscriptiones Palny.

Kc. Sir Thomas Smith was considered 
as one of the most learned men of his 
age. | 

SMITH (Richard) a pious and learned 
English divine, who was raised to the 
episcopal dignity by pope Urban VIII. 
by the title of bishop of Chalcedon, 
and sent into England, 1625, with the 
powers of ordinary and apostolical 
vicar, He was received there at first 
with great joy and respect, but on his 
attempting to enforce the Jecree of 
Pius V. which forbids the regulars to 
hear confession without leave from 
their bishop, some 'regulars withdrew 
themselves from his obedience, and 
raised a4 great number of the English 
Catholics against him. This circum. 
Stance obliged him to retire into 
France, 1628, where cardinal Riche- 
lieu gave him a very Kind reception. 
Doctor Kellison, rector of che English 
college at Douay, undertook Richard 
Smith's defence in a treatise en the 
Hierarchy, written in English; but 
Father Edward Knot, a Jesuit, (others 
say Father Matthias Wilson, a Jesuit 
also,) refuted it by a book entitled, 4 
modest and ert Discussion, Sc.; and 
Father Floid, an English Jesuit, and 
professor at St. Omer's, attacked Kel- 
lison's book, in a book printed under 
the name of Daniel a Jesu, and en- 
titled, An {pology for the condutt of the 
Ho'y Sce. The two last mentioned 
books were censured by M. de Gondi, 
archbishop of Paris, by the Sorbonne, 
and by the French clergy, who com- 
pelled the Jesuits to disapprove them; 
but notwithstanding this disavowal, 
Father Floid published two new works 


in opposition to these censures, which 


were also attacked by other writings. 
It was on this occasion that the Defense

SMITH, one of the earliest and best 
engravers en Noir, an Englishman, who 
died at the beginning of the present 
century, in a very advanced age. 
Scalken was his favourite painter. 

SNELL de Reyen (Rodolphus) a ce- 
lebrated Dutch philosopher, born 1546, 
at Oudewater, He was professor of 
Hebrew and mathematics at Leyden, 
and died there, 1613, leaving several 
works on geometry, aud every part of 
philosophy. = 

SNELL de Reyen, Snellius (Willebrod 
son of the preceding, a very eminent 
mathematician, born 1591, at Leyden. 
He succeeded his father in the mathe- 
matical chair, 1613, and was the first 
who found out the true law of refrac- 
tion, having made that discovery before 
Descartes, as M. Huygens assures us. 
Snellius also undertook to measure the 
earth, and did so by a series of trian- 
gles, similar to that afterwards em- 
ployed by mess. Picard and Cassini. 

He died at Leyden, 1626, aged 35, 
leaving a great number of mathemati- 
cal works, the most known among 
which are the Erats5tenes Batauus, and 
the Cyclametrium, 4tO. 
SNORRO (Sturlesonius) an illustri- 
ous Icelander, of a noble and ancient 
family, prime minister to the King of 
Sweden, and to three Kings of Norway. 
A sedition obliged him to retire to 
Iceland, where he was governor; but 
Gyssurus, his enemy, stormed his cas- 
tle, 1241, and put him to death. His 
works are, Chronicum Regum Norvegorum ; 
an account of the philosophy of the 
Icelanders, entitled, Edda Ilandica,

SNOY (Renier) an ingenious Dutch- 
man, born at Gouda, who wrote a 
VOL, Iv.

He 
died 1537, aged 60. 

SNYDERS (Francis) an excellent 
painter and engraver, born 1587, at 
Antwerp. He confined himself at first 
to flowers, but his taste afterwards led 
him to paint hunting pieces, landscapes, 
kitchens, and particularly animals, in 
which last species of painting he has 
never been surpassed. Rubens was 
his intimate friend, and these two 
great artists mutually assisted each 
other in their works. Snyders engraved 
4 Book of Animals. which is much es- 
teemed, He died 1657, at Antwerp. 

SOANEN (John) son of Matthew 
Soanen, attorney to the presidial of 
Riom in Auvergne, and Gilberte Sir- 
mond, niece of the learned Jesnit 
James Sirmond He was born January 
6, 1647, at Riom, and entered the con- 
gregation of the Oratory at Paris, 1661, 


Where he chose Father Quesnel for his 


confessor. On quitting that establish- 
ment, he taught ethics and rhetoric in 
several provincial towns, and devoted 
himself afterwards to the pulpit, for 
which he had great talents, Having 
preached at Lyons, Orleans, and Paris, 
with applause, he was invited to court, 
preached there during Lent in 1686, 
and 1688, and being appointed bishop 
of Senez soon after, acquired great ve- 
neration in his diocese by his regular 
conduct, charity to the poor, and ab- 
stemious life. At length, M. Soanen 
having appealed from the bull Unige- 
nitus, to a future council, and refused 
tolisten to any terms of accommodation 
on the subject, published a Pastoral 
Instruction, giving an account to his 
diocesians of his conduct respecting the 
bull. This Istructton made much 
noise, and occasioned the famous coun- 
cil of Embrun held 1727, in which M. 
de Tencin procured it to be condemned 
as Rash, Scandalous, &c. and M. the 
bishop of Senez to be suspended from 
all episcopal jurisdiction, and all sa- 
cerdotal functions.

 SOCOLOVE (Stanislaus) a learned 
Polish divine, canon of Cracow, and 
preacher to king Stephen, author of 
Commentaries on the three first evange- 
lists, and other works moral and con- 
troversial. He was also editor of Hie- 
remiæ Patriarche C. P. Censura Ecclesiæ 
erientalis Grace et Latine, Cracoviæ, 
1532, fol.; De Præcipuis nostri s@culi 
hereticorum dogmatibus. He died 1619. 

SOCRATES, a very celebrated 
Grecian philosopher, and one of the 
greatest men who have appeared in 
the world, an Athenian of the Alope- 
caiile tribe, son of Sophroniscus, a 
sculptor, and Phænareta, a midwife. 
He was born at Athens, 469, A C. fol- 
lowed his father's business at first, and 
history mentions three of his statues 
representing the Graces, which were 
extremely beautiful; but soon quitting 
this profession for philosophy, he stu- 
died under Anaxagoras and Archelaus. 
Socrates fought bravely in defence of 
his country on several occasions, and 
might have attained to the first digni- 
ties in the Athenian republic by his 
talents and virtues; but voluntarily re- 
linquished all offices and honours, to 
devote himself wholly to philosophy, 
particularly morality, which he assi- 
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duously cultivated. So great was his 
eloquence that he could persuade any 
one to do what he pleased; but he 
never employed this talent, unless for 
the purpose of leading his fellow citi- 
zens to virtue. Socrates was temperate, 
sober, chaste, modest, patient, and 
possest all the moral virtues, which he 
had made as it were natural to him; 
whence the oracle declared him to be 
the qwisest of all the Grecians, This phi- 
losopher said, that ignorance was an evil, 
and that riches and greatness far from 
being blessings were the sources of every ill, 
He recommended three things to his 
disciples, Wisdom, Modesty, and Silence, 
and declared, that there was no better 
inheritance than a good friend. Speaking 
of a prince who had spent large sums 
in building a splendid palace, but 
taken no pains to make himself a res- 
pectable man, he observed, that people 
hastened from all parts to see his house, but 
that nobody was in any haste to see him, 
During the massacre made by the thirty 
tyrants who governed Athens, Socrates 
Said to a philosopher, Le? ws comfort 
ourselves that we are not, like great men, 
the subjefts of tragedies, A physiogno- 
mist having pronounced that he was 
brutish, licentious, and a drunkard, 
his disciples laughed, and would have 
used him ill, but their master pre- 
vented it, and owned that he had been 
inclined to all those vices, though he 
had corrected them by reason, This 
philosopher used to say, That we take 
great pains to draw a portrait like its ori- 
ginal, but none ts resemble the Deity, of 
whom we are the portraits; that we adorn 
ourselues before a mirror, but do not adorn 
ourselves with virtue; also, that a bad 
woman is like a wicious horse, to which, 
when we are acoustomed, all others appear 
goed, In these last words he alluded 
to Xantippe, who tried his patience 
incessantly by her capricious, hasty, 
and violent temper. He had also mar- 
ried Myrto, grand daughter of Aristides 
the Fuit, Socrates declared he knew 
only one thing, which was, that he knew 
nothing, In his lectures he particularly 
attacked the Sophists, and those mer- 
ciless reasoners, who by a vain parade 
of studied words and phrases artfully 
arranged, infatuate their hearers, but 
give them no instruction. He taught 
gratis in all places and on all occasions, 
without keeping an open school, or 
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having stated hours for his lectures. 
Greece was principally indebted for its 
glory and splendour to this great phi- 
losopher, who had among his disci- 
ples the most celebrated men of that 
country in every station, as Alcibiades, 
Xenophon, Plato, &c. But neither his 
services nor great qualities, could 
shelter him from every persecution and 
calumny. Aristophanes made a jest of 
him in his comedy called the Clouds; 
the thirty tyrants forbad him to instruct 
youth, and because he ridiculed the 
plurality of keathen deities, and ac- 
knowledged but one God, he was ac- 
cused of impiety by Anytus and Meli- 
tus, and condemned to drink the 
juice of hemlock, in consequence of 
which he died, 400, A.C. aged 70 
When Socrates heard that the Atheni- 
ans had sentenced him to death, 4d 
they, said he, are sentenced ts it by nature. 
His wife exclaiming that ke was con- 
demned wnyuitly; dost thou wwish, replied 
Socrates, that it had been justly ? When 
the day came on which he was to drink 
the poison, one of his friends sent him 
a rich robe, but he refused it, saying, 
Will not the same that has served me during 
life, auſſice me at the hour of death? 
Scarcely was this great man dead, when 
the Athenians saw their error, Melitus 
was condemned to death, the other 
accusers banished, and a statue of So- 
crates in bronze placed in the most 
conspicuous part of the city. Socrates 
left no works, he only turned sop's 
fables into verse during his confine- 
ment, but they are not come down to 
us. lie wat the first Philoiopher, as 
Cicero observes in his Tuys:ulanz, b. 3, 
who brought Pailosophy down from Heaven, 
introducing it into cities, and even ints fa- 
milies, and taught private persons ow to 
reason en the conduct of life, on right and 
eng, Sc. Those who wish to be 
more particularly acquainted with this 
great philosopher's history, may con- 
sult his life written by Charpentier, 
and above all the works of Plato and 
Xenophon. The abbe Fraguier has 
fully justiſied the purity of his charac- 
ter with respect to Alcibiades, His 
Letters, with those of the other Socra- 
tic philosophers, have been published 
by Allatius, Paris, 1637, 4to. 
SOCRATES, the Scholaitic, a Greek 
writer of the 5th century, author of an 
ecclesiastical history in seven books, 
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which is a continuation of Eusebius 
and includes the affairs of the church 
from Constantine to Theodosius 724e 
Younger, i. e. from 306, 10 439. He is 
reproached with not being always ac. 
curate as to the facts which he relates, 
nor in his expositions of ecclesiastical 
dogmas, and justly accused of favour. 
ing the Nestorians. This author ma 

be found with Eusebius, and in the 
Library of the Fathers. 

SOGDIANUS Secundus, eighth king 
of Persia, Killed his brother Xerxes 
II. and usurped the throne.

SOLEISEL (James de) a gentleman 
of the province of Forez, born 1617, 
who, following his inclination for the 
Menage, formed a celebrated academy, 
He died January 31, 1680, aged 63, 
leaving several works, the most known 
and valued among which is, Le parfait 
Marecha!, 1754, 4to. where he treats 
on every thing relative to horses, par- 
ticularly their diseases, and the proper 
remedies for them. M. Soleisel also 
improved the duke of Newcastle's 
book on Horsemanship. He was how- 
ever capable of educating a prince, 
and it has been said of him, that he 
could have written the complete gen- 
tleman still better than the complete Far- 
Ten. 

SOLIMAN I. emperor of the 
Turks, succeeded his father Bajazet I. 
1402. He raised the Ottoman empire, 
and reconquered part of it, even while 
Tamerlane was living; bur drunken- 
ness proved his ruin. Being dethroned 
by his brother Musa 1410, he was 
killed at a village between Adrianope 
and Constantinople. 

SOLIMAN II. the most celebrated 
conqueror of his time, and the greatest 
emperor the Turks ever had, only son 
of Selim I. whom he succeeded 1520. 
After completely destroying the re- 
mainder of the Mamalukes in Egypt, 
and making a truce with Ishmael, 
sophi of Persia, he turned his arms 
against the Christians. Soliman be- 
Sieged and took Belgrade 1521, and 18 
December 1522, made himself master 
of Rhodes, which island the Knights 
of St. John of Jerusalem had possess- 
ed near 212 years. Soliman defeated 
the Hungarians at the famous battle 
of Mohatz, August 29,. 1526, my 
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their king Lewis II. perished in a 
morass. He took Buda 1529, and 
afterwards attacked Vienna; but was 
forced to raise the siege, and his army 
had the same fate before Malta 1565. 
In 1566, however, he took the isle of 
scio, which had been in the hands of 
the Genoese from 1346. Soliman died 
ia Hungary, during the siege of Zi- 
geth, September 4, 1566, aged 76, 
three days before that place was taken 
by the Turks. This prince was faith- 
ful to his word, a friend to justice and 
2 man of unequalled activity; but 
pride and cruelty tarnished all his 
good qualities. He put his children 
to death on slight suspicions, and or- 
dered 1500 noble prisoners to be be- 
headed after the battle of Mohatz, in 
sight of the victorious army. Selim 
II. his son, succeeded him. 

SOLIMANIII. succeeded his brother 
Mahomet IV. 1687. He was a pious 
prince, but not well formed for the 
government of a great empire. He 
died 1691. His brother Achmet II. 
succeeded him. 

SOLIMENE (Francis) a celebrated 
Italian painter, born 1657, at a small 
town near Naples, who discovered early 
in life uncommon genius and talents 
for all the arts and sciences. Law, 
drawing and the belles lettres were 
at first his principal studies, but he 
afterwards devoted himself wholly to 
painting, and adorned the city of 
Naples with his pictures. His house 
resembled art academy, where the 
beaux esprits, the most eminent ar- 
tists, and the literati assembled, and 
Solimene was the life of these assem- 
blies, He was loaded with wealth 
and honours in his native country, 
took the habit of an abbot, and held 
a benefice. Solimene died at one of 
his country houses, 1747, leaving some 
elegant Sonnets. 

SOLINUS (Caius Julius) a Latin 
grammarian, who lived at the end of 
the first century, or at the beginning 
of the second, and has left a learned 
book, entitled, Polyhistor, Venice, 1473, 
fol.; Leyden, 1646, 12mo. on which 
Saumaise has written some learned 
Commentaries, Paris, 1629, 2 vol. fol. 
reprinted at Utrecht, 1689, 2 vol. fol. 
It is a collection of the most remark - 
able things in various countries. So- 
linus frequently mentions Rome as 
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his native place. He is surnamed P/iny's 
Ape, because he had done little but 
copy from that celebrated naturalist. 
SOLIS (Anthony de) born [uly 18, 
1610, at Alcala de Henares. He was 
secretary to King Philip IV. afterwards 
historiographer of the Indies, took 
priest's orders at 56, led a very re- 
gular life, and died April 19, 1686, 
leaving several Comedies, Madrid, 168 1, 


4to.; Prems, 1716, 4to. and a Histery 


of the Congueit of Mexico, Brussels, 1704, 
or Madrid, 1748, fol. well written in 
Spanish, and generally esteemed. It 
has been translated into French, by 
M. Citri de la Guette, 2 vol. 12mo. 

which translation is valued, 
SOLOMON, i. e. P-aceable, a fa- 
mous king of the Jews, and the 
wisest prince that ever reigned in the 
world, son of David and Bathsheba, 
born 1033, A. C. and crowned while 
David was yet living. Afterthat king's 
decease, Solomon put to death Adoni- 
Jah, Joab, Shimei, and all his father's 
enemies, and souglit an alliance with 
the king of Egypt, whose daughter he 
married. Soon after this, God ap- 
peared to him in a vision, and pro- 
mised for David's sake, to grant him 
whatever he should ask. Solomon 
reflecting that he was king over a 
great nation, asked wisdom, as the 
moss necessary qualificaion for govern- 
ing his dominions, and the Lord being 
pleased with the request of the young 
prince, not only made him wiser than 
the rest of mankind, but rich and 
great above all the kings of the earth. 
Solomon gave proof of his extraordi- 
nary wisdom in a sentenee which he 
passed, in order to discover the real 
mother of a child, about whom two 
women disputed, Having entered into 
an alliance with Hiram, king of Tyre, 
he obtained from that prince cedars and 
firs for erecting a temple to the Lord. 
Two hundred and fifty thousand men 
were employed about this temple, the 
beauty and magnificence of which ex- 
cited ideas of the greatness and ma- 
jesty of that God who was therein to 
be adored. He afterwards built a 
superb palace for himself and his 
wives, and all these buildings took up 
twenty years. Solomon compelled the 
Amorites, Hittites, Perizzites, Hivites, 
and Jebusites, to pay him tribute, ex- 
tended his dominions to the Euphrates, 
equipped 
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eyuipped a fleet at Ezion-geber, which 
Sailing to Ophir, brought back a great 
quantity of gold, and rendered his 
Kingdom the most powerful and flou- 
rishing in the world, The wonders 
of Solomon's reign and his wise go- 
vernment made him so much the ad- 
miration of foreign nations, that the 
queen of Sheba determined to be an 
eye-witness of them. She accordingly 
went to Jerusalem and after having 
conversed with him, declared publicly 
that his wisdom and greatness sur— 
passed all she had heard. But the end 
of this King's reign was not answer- 
able to so glorious a beginning; Solo- 
mon, the most pious and wisest of 
princes, abandoned himself afterwards 
to idolatry, He had yoo wives and 
zoo concubines; built temples to Ash- 
toreth, the goddess of the Zidonians, 
Molech, the god of the Ammonites ; 
Chemosh, the idol of the Moabites ; 
and committed other similar abomi— 
nations; which give just ground for 
doubt concerning his salvation, though 


several of the holy fathers are of 


opinion, that he repented of his crimes 
before he died. But whatever foun— 
dation there may be for this opinion, 
we know that the Lord being angry 
with Solomon, announced to him that 
he would divide his kingdom, and 
give ten tribes to Jeroboam. Solomon 
died 975, AC. aged 58, after reigning 
40 years. We have three admirable 
works of his, which are received 
among the canonical books, and which 
he composed by divine inspiration, 
viz. Proverbs, Ecclesiastes and the Song 
of Sergs. The scripture also mentions 
that he composed 3000 proverbs, and 
1005 songs, wrote of trees, from the 
cedar of Lebanon to the hyssop, and 
of all the beasts of the earth, the fowls, 
creeping things and fishes; but these 
works have not come down to us. The 
other books attributed to Solomon 


were not written by him but composed 


in latter times, as Solomon's Clauvicula, 
the ancient MSS. of which are in re- 
quest; De Lapide Philoxophorum, in the 
collection by Rhenanus, Franckfort, 
1625, 8vo.; Les Dits de Sclcmon avec les 
Reponses de Marcon, a licentious little 
work in French rhime, 16to, Gothic, 
and scarce, 7 leaves, no date, Rhe- 
hoboam, his son, succeeded him. 
SOLOMON JARCHI, v. IARCHl. 
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SOLOMON BEN-VIRGA, a cele- 
brated Spanish rabbi and learned phy- 
Sician at the commencement of the 
16th century, author of a curious 
work, entitled, Schebat Juda, contain- 
ing a history of the Jews from the des- 
truction of the temple at Jerusalem 
to his own time, Gentius has given 
a Latin translation of it, Amsterdam, 
1651, 4to. | 

SOLON, one of the seven Grecian 
sages, and legislator of the Athenians, 
about 639 A.C. son of Execestides. 
His courage and wisdom having raised 
him to the government of his native 
country, he abolished the severe laws 
established by Draco, and substituted 
milder ones, about 594 AC. He' 
checked and moderated luxury, and 
permitted the Athenians to chuse their 
heirs, provided they had no children, 
Solon being asked why he made no 
law against parricides, replied, Because 
J did not believe there could be any sucht 
persons. He counterfeited madness to 
persuade his conntrymen to conquer 
the isle of Salamis, in which attempt 
they succeeded. When Pisistrates had 
gained the sovereiguty of Athens, So- 
lon, unable to resist his tyranny, re- 


tired into Egypt, were a priest told 


him, That the Grecians were but children. 
He afterwards went into Lydia, and it 
was there that he said to Crasus : 
ought to pronounce no man happy before his 
death. Solon died 559 A.C. aged 80. 
He wrote a Ty. en Laws, and several 
other works which have not come 
down to us. This celebrated sage was 
a good poet, a great politician, an able 
philosopher, and an excellent orator, 
He compared the laws to spider's webs, 
which catch only flies, because the pror 
alone art punished, while the great Save 
themsebves by their influence. 

SOMAISE (Anthony Baudeau, sieur 
de) known by his criticism on Mo- 
liere's comedy of Les Precicuses, which 
however he turned into verse, ac- 
knowledging himself sufficiently plea- 
sed with it, to take that pains, and 
against which he wrote Les veritable, 
Precieuses and Le Proces des Precieuses, 
each in one act, the former in prose, 
the latter in verse; lastly, Le Dictien- 
naire des Precieuzes, Paris, 1661, 2 vol. 
8vo. 

SOMERS (John, lord) born 1652, 
at Worcester, He distinguished * 
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self by his eloquence in the Brit ish 
parliament, held several considerable 
offices, and was appointed lord high 
chancellor 1697, but lost that place 
in 1700. In 1708, he became presi- 
dent of the council, which post he 
was also deprived of after the change 
of ministry 1719, and died childish 
1716. Lord Somers had been elected 
president of the Royal Society, and 
was one of the greatest patrons of 
learning England could boast. He 
left some works in his native lan- 
uage, which are esteemed. 

SOMMIER (John Claudius) a na- 
tive of Franche Comte, minister of 
Champs, counsellor of state in Lor- 
raine, archbishop of Cesarea, and grand 
provost of the collegiate church of St. 
Diez, where he died 1737, aged 76. 
He published P Histoire dgmatique de la 
Religion, 6 vol. to. and a History of the 
Hely See, 7 vol. 8vo. which was ill 
received in France. 

SOMNER (William) an eminent 
English antiquary of the 17th century, 
born 1606 at Canterbury. He was 
well acquainted with Saxon, and all 
the European languages both ancient 
and modern, much attached to Charles 
I; and published a Poem on that mo- 
narch's sufferings and death, 1648. 
He died 1669. His principal works 
are: An excellent Sexon- Didtionary, 
Oxford, 1659, fol.; Antiquities of Can= 
terbury, London, 1640, 4to. ; A Disr- 
tation on the Portus iccius, 8v0. &c. 

SONNES (Leonard) born 1692 in 
the diocese of Auch, and ordained 
priest at Rouen, where his father had 
settled; but his attachment to the 
party which opposed the bull Unige- 
nitus, hindered his advancement. He 
died 1757. He was author of the 
Anecdotes Femuitiques et Ecclesiastiques, 
1760, 12mo. 

SONNIUE (Francis) one of the most 
learned divines of the university of 


Lorraine, born in Brabant, at a small 


village called Sen, from which he took 
the name of Sornius, He went to 
Rome.by order of Philip II. king of 
Spain, to solicit the foundation of the 
new bishopricks in the Netherlands, 
was successful in that undertaking, 
and at his return appointed bishop of 
Bois-le-Duc, afterwards of Antwerp. 
Sonnius held some conferences with 
Melancthon, and with Matthias Flag» 
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cus Illyricus, and attended the council 
of Trent. He died June 30, 1576, 
He left four books n the Demonstration 
of the Christian Religion from the Word of 


God, Antwerp, 1557, 4to. and other 
works. 


SOPROCLES, a very celebrated 
Greek poet, surnamed /e Bee, and the 
Attic siren, from his excellent tragedies 
and the sweetness of his poetry, born 
at Athens, 495, A.C. He signalized 
himself by his courage on several oc- 
casions, and was general of the Athe- 
nian army with Pericles; but indulged 
his taste for dramatic poetry, never- 
theless, and carried the Greek tragedy 
to its highest perfection. Cicero calls 
him a Divine Poet, and relates, that 
when his children would have set him 
aside, as being in a state of dotage, 
Sophocles presented to the judges his 
Adipus Coloneus, a tragedy he had just 
finished, as a proof that his under- 
Standing remained perfect. The judges 
having read it, sent him back, not 
only acquitted but with great eulogi- 
ums for having written $0 fine a tra- 
gedy. It is said by some authors, that 
this poet died through excess of joy, 
on obtaining a prize at the Olympic 
games, 406 A.C. when 85 years old; 
but Sotades, as quoted by Stobæus, 
asserts, that he was choaked by a 
grape stone. He wrote 120 tragedies, 
of which seven remain, but these are 
master- pieces. It being customary 
among the ancients to adorn their 
tombs. with what they were fondest 
of, Sophocles ordered Antigone to be 
put upon his, as a proof how highly 
he valued his tragedy which bears that 
name, Aristotle however prefers 
MAflipus Tyrannus, and every where 
mentions this latter a a complete mo- 
del for tragedy. The best editions of 
Sophocles are : Rome, 1518, 4to, Greek 
Basil, 1558, 8vo. Greek, Latin; Cam- 
bridge, 1673, S vo.; Oxford, 1705 and 
1708, 2 vol. 8vo.; Glasgow, 1745, 2 
vol. 8vo. Madame Dacier has trans- 
lated his dfdipus and his Eiectra; the 
others may be found translated or ana- 
lysed in Father Brumoi's Greek Theatre, 
and the supplement to it by M. Dupuy, 
4to. or 2 vol. 12mo. v. EURIPIDES. 

SOPHONISBA of Cremona, a lady, 
celebrated for her talents as a painter, 
who was invited to the Spanish court 
by King Philip II. and placed among 
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the ladies attendant on the queen. 
She excelled particularly in portraits. 
Her sisters, Lucia and Europa, possess- 
ed the same Kind of talents. They 
were the daughters of a Cremonese 
gentleman named Amilicar Anquis— 
ciola, and had been taught painting 
by Julio Campo. 

SOPHRONIUS, a celebrated bishop 


of Jerusalem in 623, born at Damascus 


in Syria. He was one of the most 11- 
lustrious defenders of the Catholic 
faith against the Monothelites, and 
wrote a Life of St. Mary the Egyptian. 
He died March 11, 636. Some other 
works are attributed to him in the li- 
brary of the fathers. | 

SOPRANI (Riplael) a writer of the 
17th century, who has left a valuable 
work containing eul 'giums on the 
painters, sculptors and architects of 
the city of Gewoa, Genoa, 1674, 4tO. 

SORANUS, v. VALERIUS <$O- 
RANUS. 

SORBIERE (Samuel) born of Pro- 
testant parents, September 7, 1635, 
at St. Ambroix, in the diocese of Usez. 
He studied physic and divinity, went 
into Holland 1642, and married there 
1646. On his return to France he was 
appointed principal of the college in 
the city of Orange 1650, turned Ca- 
tholic at Vaison 1653, and going to 
Paris the following year, there pub- 
hished an Arcount of his Comversion, 
Popes Alexander VII. and Clement 
IX. Louis XIV. cardinal Mazarini, 
and tlic French clergy, gave him pub- 
lic marks of egteem, granting him 
pensions and benefices. M. Sorbiere 
is said to have ended his life rather 
too much in the style of the philoso- 
phers, and taken laucanum to stapity 
himself, that he might not feel the 
agonies of death, He died April gth, 
1670, He left a French translation of 
Sir Thomas More's Utopia, Amsterdam, 
1643, 12mo. and of Hobbes' Politics, 
Amsterdam, 1649, 12mo ; Lettres et 
Diicours zur diverses matieres curieutes, 
Paris, 1660, 4to.; An Account of his 
voyages to England, Paris, 1664, which 
last was suppressed by a decree of 
council, in consequence of what the 
author had said in it, concerning lord 
Clarendon; also several other pieces 
in Latin and French. The book, en- 
titled, Sorberiana, Toulouse, 1691, 12mo. 
is a collection of Box Mors, taken from 
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his conversation. Sorbiere endes. 
voured to appear more learned than 
he really was. The letters he received 
from Hobbes, he sent to Gassendi a3 
his own, while those sent in return 
by Gassendi served him for answers to 
Hobbes, who took Sorbiere for a great 
philosopher ; but the artifice was at 
length discovered. 

SORBONNE or SOBON (Robert de) 
born October 9, 1201, at Sorbonne, 
otherwise Sorbon, at a little village of 
Rhetelois in the diocese of Rheims, 
whence he had the name of Sorbog 
or Sorbonne, His family was poor and 
obscure, not of the blood royal ag 
Dupleix imagined. He distinguished 
himself as a student at Paris, and after 
having taken a doctor's degree, de- 
voted his whole attention to preach. 
ing and relizious conferences, by which 
he soon became so celebrated that St. 
Louis wished to hear him. This prince 
immediately conceived the highest es. 
teem for Robert do Sorbonne, invited 
him to his own table, and took such 
pleasure in his conversation, that in 
order to have him more constantly 
about his person, he appointed him 
his chaplain and confessor. Robert de 
Sorbonne, being made canon of Cam- 
bray about 1251, and reflecting on the 
pains it had cost him to obtain a doc- 
tor's degree, determined to facihtate 
the acquisition of learning to poor 
scholars. For this purpose he judged 
that the most convenient and effi- 
cacious plan would be to form a 
society of secular ecclesiastics, who, 
living in a community, and having the 
necessaries of life provided for them, 
should be wholly employed in study, 
and teach gratis. All his friends ap- 
proved the design, and offered to assist 
him both with their fortunes and their 
advice. Those who contributed most 
towards the intended establishment 
were William de Brai, dean and official 
of Laon, archdeacon of Rheims, and 
afterwards cardinal ; Robert de Douai, 
canon of Senlis and physician to queen 
Margaret of Provence, wife of St. 
Louis; Geofroi de Bar, dean of the 
cathedral at Paris, and afterwards 
cardinal; and William de Chartres, 
chaplain to St. Louis, and canon of 
St. Quentin, With their assistance, 
Robert de Sorbonne founded in 1253, 


the celebrated college which 3

his name, He 'then assembled able 
rofessors, chosen from among the scho- 
lars, those who appeared to have most 
piety and most inclination for learning, 
and lodged his community in the Rue 
des deux Portes, opposite to the palace 
e Thermes. Such was the origin of 
the famous college of Sorbonne, which 
has proved a model for all others, there 
having been no society in Europe before 
that time where the seculars lived and 
taught in common. Robert de Sor- 
vonne had two objects in view in this 
establishment, theology or the study 
of religion, and the arts. He began 
with the former, and being desirous 
that his college should he principally 
destined to promote the glory of reli- 
gion, he formed it of doors and bache- 
lors of divinity. Those who have as- 
serted from du Boulai, that the house of 
Sorbonne was founded originally only 
for sixteen poor fellows, / Boursiers} are 
mistaken; it appearing by the foun- 
der's rules, that from the first estab- 
lishment, there were doctors, bache- 
lors fellows, bachelors not fellows, and 
poor students, as at present. It is 
certain too, that the number of fellows 
has never been fixed or determinate; 
but greater or less in proportion to the 
college revenues. Several of the rules 
suppose the number of the first Ser- 
bonists to have exceeded thirty. The 
procurator's register in Robert de Sor- 
bonne's time mentions thirty-six co- 
vers of silver for the daily meals; and 
in a letter dated 1258, five years after 
the foundation, a Sorbonist tells another 
Sorboniyt, his friend, that the Sorbonne 
is become a charming dwelling, and 
that, exclusive of the lower rooms, 
there will be twenty very fine apart- 
ments. Fact es! in demo nostrd habita- 
tio pulchierrima, in qua absque inferioribus 
habitaculis erunt wiginti cameræ walds 
ben, quarum unam libenter haberetis, 31 
morari Parisiis constanti animo pro pone re- 
tis, All the ancient monuments pre- 
served in the Sorbonne, equally con- 
tradit du Boulai's idea; but this is 
not the place for entering into a longer 
detail. Robert de Sorbonne ordered 
that there should be no other mem- 
bers of his college than guests and 
associates (des Hotes et des Associes) 
Socii et Hoipites, who might be chosen 
from any country or nation whatever, 
guest, Hozpes, was required, xt, to 
VOL. iy. 
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be a bachelor, zd. to maintain a thesis, 
called from his name Rebertine, and to 
be admitted by a majority of votes 
in three different scrutinies. These 
Hospites still subsist. They are main- 
tained and lodged in the house like 
the rest of the doQtors and bachelors; 
have a right to study in the library 
(though without possessing a key) and 
enjoy all other rights and privileges, 
excepting that they have no vote in 
the assemblies, and are obliged to 
quit the house on becoming doRors. 
To he an associate, Socius, it was ne- 
cessary, besides the Robertine thesis, 
and the three scrutinies of the Hospes, 
to read a course of philosophical lec- 
tures gratis, and be received in two 
other scrutinies. It is a mistake to 
suppose that the course of philosophy 
might be dispensed with, on condition 
of preaching during Lent, or compo- 
Sing a book; it has always been ne- 
cessary for being admitted Socius, nor 
is there any example of the contrary, 
except in the cases of some persons ot 
the highest French families, who were 
admitted of the Society at the same time 
that they were admitted of the House. 
In 1764, the small colleges having 
been united with that of Louis-le- 
grand, the course of philosophy was 
suppressed, and a thesis substituted 
in its place, called the second Robertine. 
The fellowships were granted to those 
only among the Socii who had not 40 
livres of Paris money, annual income, 
either from benefices or paternal in- 
heritance. When they became pos- 
sessed of that income they ceased to 
be fellows. A fellowship was worth 
five s and a half, per week, which is 
rather more than 6 francs of the pre- 
sent money, and was held ten years. 
At the end of seven years all who 
held them were strictly examined, and 
if any one appeared incapable of 
teaching, preaching, or being useful to 
the public in some other important 
point he was deprived of his fellow- 
ship. After the decree passed by the 
council of Trent, requiring that all 
clerks should have a title for receiving 
holy orders, the Socii fellows began 
insensibly to be abolished, and it is 
nearly a century since any have ex- 
isted, the title necessary for a clerk 
being nearly equal to the value of a 
fellowship. Robext de Sorbonne far 
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from wishing to exclude the rich from 
his college, sought to inspire them 
with a taste for learning, and to re- 
vive a knowledge of the sciences 
among the clergy, for which reason 
he admitted associates, who were not 
fellows, Socii non Pursales, These were 
subject to the same examinations and 
exercises as the Socii fellows, with 
this only difference, that they paid 
five sc, and a half weekly to the 
house, a sum equal to that which the 
fellows received. All the Sci bore 
and still bear the title of Doctors or 
Bachelors of the Hause and Society of Sor- 
honne, whereas the Hospites have only 
the appellation of Do&#crs or Backe- 
lars of the House of Sorbonne, Their 
founder ordered that every thing 
should be managed and regulated by 
the Socii, and that there should be 
neither superior nor principal among 
them. Accordingly he forbade the 
doctors to treat the bachelors as pu- 
pils, or the bachelors. to treat the 
doors as masters, whence the an- 
cient Sorbonists used to say,“ We do 
not live together as doctors and bat- 
chelors, nor as masters and pupils; but 
we live as associates and cquals.”” Sed 
omnes Sumris Siout Socti et qu. In 
consequence of this equality, no monk 
of whatever order, has 'at any time 
been admitted Socius of Sorbonne, and 
from the beginning of the T7th cen- 
tury, whoever is received into the 
society takes an oath on the gospels, 
That he has uo intention of entering any 
society or secular congregation, the members 
of which live in common under the direction 
of oe Superior, and that if after being ad- 
mitted into the society of Sorbonne, he 


should change his mind, and enter any $uch 


ether community, he will acknowledge him- 
self from that time, and by this single af, 
to have forfeited all privileges of the society, 
as well alive as passivie, aud that he will 
neither do nor under tate any thing contrary 
to the present regulation. Robert de Sor- 
bonne permitted the doctors and bache- 
lors to take poor scholars, whom he 
wished to receive benefit from his 
house; this custom still continues, and 


great numbers of these poor scholars 


have proved very eminent men. The 
first professors 'in the Sorbonne were 
William de Saint Amour, Odon de 
Donai, Gerard de Reims, Laurence the 
Englishman, Gerard d'Abbeville, &c. 
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They taught theology gratrs, according 
to the founder's intention, and from 
1253, to the present time, there have 
been always six professors at least 
who gave lectures on the different 
branches of that. science gratis, even 
before the divinity professorships were 
established. Fellowships were given 
to the poor professors, that is, to those 
whose incomes did not amount to forty 
livres; but it appears from the registerʒ 
of the Sorbonne, that the first profes. 
sors above mentioned, were very rich 
consequently they were not fellows, 
Robert de Sorbonne ordered that there 
Should always be some doRors in his 
college who applied particularly to the 
study of morality and casuistry; whence 
the Sorbonne has been consulted ever 
Since his time from all parts of the 
Kingdom, nor has it spared any pains 
to merit the confidence of the public, 
He appointed different offices for the 
government of his college, The firs 
is that of the Proviceur, who is always 
chosen from among the most eminent 
persons. Next to him is the Pyicar, 
chosen from the Soc bachelors, who 
presides in the assemblies of the so- 
ciety, at the Rebertine acts, at the 
reading of the Holy Scriptures, at 
meals, and at the Sorbsniques, or acts of 
the licentiates, for which he fixes the 
day; he also makes two public speeches, 
one at the first, the other at the last of 
these. The keys of the gate are de- 
livered up to him every night, and he 
is the first person to sign all the acts. 
The other offices are those of Scuicur, 
Conseripreur, Procurcuri, Professors, Li- 
brarian, Sc. There is every reason to 
believe that the Sorbonne from its 
foundation, contained thirty six, apart- 
ments, and it was doubtless in con- 
formity to this first plan that no more 
were added when cardinal Richelieu 
rebuilt it in the present magnificent 
style. One has however been added 
since, and there are now thirty seven, 
constantly occupied by as many doctors 
and bachelors. After Robert de Sor- 
bonne had founded his divinity college, 
he obtained a confirmation of it from 
the holy See, and it was authorized by 
letters patent from St. Louis, who had 
before given him, or exchanged with 
him, some houses necessary for that 
establishment in 1256, and 1258. He 
then devoted himself to the PEER 
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of learning and piety in his college, 
and with success, for it soon produced 
zuch excellent scholars as spread its 
fame throughout Europe, Legacies 
and donations now flowed in from 
every quarter, whieh enabled the Sor- 
bonists to study at their ease. Robert 
gde Sorbonne had always a particular 
partiality for those who were poor, for 
although his society contained some 
very rich doctors, as appears from che 
registers and other monuments remain- 
ing in the archives of the Sorbonne, 
yet his establishment had the poor 
principally in view, the greatest part 
of its revenues being appropriated to 
their studies and maintainance. He 
would even have his college called te 
Houe of the Poor, which gave rise to the 
form used by the Sorbonne bachelors, 
when they appear as respondents, or 
maintain thesises in quality of Antique; 
and hence also we read on many MSS, 
that they belong to the Pawvres Maitres 
ds Sorbonne, The founder, not satisfied 
with providing sufficient revenues for 
lis college, took great pains to collect 
all the books necessary for divines, and 
to establish a library. From the an- 
cient catalogue of the Sorbonne library 
drawn up in 1289, and 1290, it appears 
to have consisted at that time of above 
thousand volumes, which were 
worth more than 30,000 livres of the 
present money, This library increased 
% fast, that a new catalogue became 
necessary two years after, i. e. in 1292, 
between which time ard 1338, the 
house of Sorbonne purchased books to 
the amount of 3812 Ares, 10 39s, 8 
denier, a very large sum in those days. 
This is expressly mentioned in the ca- 
talogue drawn up in 1338. Suma 
wvaiuris amin Librorum kujus Domus 
ger, Libros intitulates anne Domini, 
1292, tria millia actingenta duodecim libre, 
decem Solidi, eto denarii, Hence it ap- 
pears that the Sorbonne library was 
then the finest perhaps in France. All 
the books of whatever value were 
chained to the shelves, and accurately 
ranged according to their subjects, be- 
zinning with grammar, the belles 
lettres, &c. The catalogues are made 
in the same manner, and the price of 
each book is marked in them. These 
MSS. are still in the house. Robert de 


Sorbonne, (very different from other 


founders, who begin by laying down 
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rules, and then make it their whole 
care to enforce the observance of them,) 
did not attempt to settle any statutes 
till he had governed his college above 
eighteen years, and then prescribed only 
such customs as he had before esta- 
blished, and of which the utility and 
wisdom were confirmed to him by long 
experience. Hence it is that no at- 
tempt towards reformation or change 
has ever been made in the Sorbonne; 
all proceeds according to the ancient 
methods and rules, and the experience 
of five centuries proves that the con- 
stitution of that house is the most per- 
fect in its kind that can perhaps be 
imagined. Certainly not one of the 
colleges since founded has supported 
itself in so much regularity and splen- 
dour, though it was judged proper to 
appoint superiors and principals to en- 
force their rules, from an idea, that no 
society, the members of which are 
equal among themselves, and have 
neither superior nor principal in the 
house, could be able to maintain itself 
in a flourishing state during several 
centurics, Robert de Sorbonne having 
firmly established his society for theo- 
logical studies, added to it a college 
for polite literature and philosophy. 
For this purpose he bought of William 
de Cambrai, canon of S. Jean de Mau- 
rienne, a house near the Sorbonne, and 
there founded the college de Ca/vi, in 
1271. This college which was also 
Called the little Sorbonne, became very 
celebrated by the great men who were 
educated there, and subsisted till 1636, 
when it was demolished by cardinal 
Richelieu's order, and the chapel of 
the Sorbonne built upon the same spot. 
The cardinal had however engaged to 
erect another, which $hould belong 
equally to the house, and be contigu- 
ous to it; but his death put a stop to 
this plan, and to fulfil his promise in 
some degree, the family of Richelieu 
united the college du Plessis to the 
Sorbonne, 1648. Robert de Sorbonne 
had been canon of Paris, from 1258, 
and became so celebrated as to be fre- 
quently consulted even by princes, and 
chosen for their arbiter on some im 
portant occasions. He bequeathed all 
his property, which was very conside- 
rable, to the society of Sorbonne, and 
died piously at Paris, August 15, 1274, 
aged 73, leaving several works in 
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Latin; the principal are, a treatise on 
Conscience; another on Confession, and a 
book entitled, Tie way to Paradise. 
These are printed in the Library of the 
Fathers, Short Notes on the whole 
Bible, printed in Father Tournemine's 
edition of Menochius; Statutes of the 
Houce and Seciety of the Sorbonne, in 38 
Articles; a book en Marriage; another 
on the three ways of going to Paradite; a 
great number of Sermons, Sc. They 
are in MSS. in the Sorbonne library, 
and discover great unction, piety and 
judgement. The house and society of 
Sorbonne is one of the four parts of the 
faculty of theology at Paris, but has its 
peculiar revenues, statutes, assemblies 
and prerogatives. Although this so- 
ciety has from its establishment to the 
present time formed the smallest part 
of the faculty, it has always produced 
so many great divines and other per- 
sons of merit, as in some measure to 
have given name to the whole faculty 
of theology at Paris; and since the 
council of Basil the doctors and bache- 
lors of Paris, often take the title of 


Doctors and Bachelors of Sorbonne, though 


they are not members of that house. 
We have enlarged rather more upon 
this article than upon the rest, because 
no other book has hitherto given a just 
and clear idea of the Sorbonne, and 
its establishment. 

SOREL, SOREAU, or SUREL 
(Agnes) one of the greatest beauties of 
her time, dame de Fromentau, her 
native place, a village of Touraine, 
near Loches, in the diocese of Tours. 
Charles VII. having the curiosity to 
see her, could not resist her charms, 
and gave her the castle of Beauté -sur- 


Marne, the remains of which are still 


to be seen in the park at Vincennes, 
and several other estates. This prince 
even neglected the care of his king- 
dom, and ail public business, for the 
sake of his mistress; but, te Fair 
Agnes, (for so she was called from her 
beauty,) reproached him with his in- 
dolence, and so roused him against the 
English, that he took effective mea- 
sures for driving them from France. 
She died February 9, 1450, at the 
castle du Mesnil, a quarter of a league 
from Jumieges, and her corpse' being 
carried to the castle of Loches, was 
interred in the choir of the collegiate 
church, to which she had been a great

bene factress, and where her tomb of 
white marble is still to be seen. *

SOREL Sicur de Souvigny (Charles) 
historiographer of France, son of an 
attorney at Paris, in which city he was 
born, 1599, and educated by his uncle, 
Charles Bernard, first historiographer 
of France, whom he succeeded in that 
office, 1635. He died March 9, 1674, 
The most known and important among 
his very numerous works is his Bilia- 
theque Frangoise, 12mo. the second part 
of this work is most valued, because 
it contains very accurate remarks on 
Several of the French historians; Neu 
wvelles Frangoises, 1623, 8vo.; Le Berger 
extravagant, 3 vol. 8vo.; Francion, 2 vol. 
12mo. plates. 

SOSIGENES, a celebrated Egyptian 
astronomer, who was invited to Rome 
by Cæsar, that he might reform the 
calendar. He invented the Julian Year, 
which begins 45, A.C. 

SOSTRATUS of Guides, an eminent 
Grecian architect and engineer, about 

73, A. C. Ptolomy Philade/phus, King 
of Egypt, had a great esteem for him, 
and he built the light house of Pharos 
near Alexandria by order of that prince. 
This superb edifice was reckoned 
among the wonders of the world, and 
Sostratus placed an inscription upon it 
with his name, that posterity might 
Know him to have been the builder. 

SOTADES, an ancient Greek poet 
of Maronea, a city in Thrace, who in- 
vented a kind of irregular and retro- 
gade Tambic werzes, called from his 
name Stadien. His poems were lasci- 
vious and full of slander and bitter 
Satire on the most respectable charac- 
ters; but his insolence did not remain 
unpunished, for Ptolomy Pkilade!phus, 
king of Egypt, against whom he had 
dared to write, ordered him to be put 
in a leaden chest, and thrown into the 
sea. His works have not come down 
to us. . 

SOTELO (Lewis) a zealous mis- 
Sionary of the Franciscan order, who 
went to Japan, whence he returned as 

ambassador

..nþasador from king Oxus, a catechu- 
10 to pope Paul V. This pontiff re- 
ved Father Sotelo very Kindly, ap- 
pointed nim bishop of Japan, and sent 
im thither again; but on his arrival, 
ie was committed to prison, at Omura, 
a Japonese city, and suffered martyr- 
dom shortly after in 1624. We have a 
Letter written by him from his prison, 
to pope Urban VIII. which was con- 
vey ed to that pontiff by Father Collado, 
1 Dominican, and which father Wading 
affirms to be genuine, 

SOTER (St.) a native of Fondi, who 
cucceeded pope Anicetus, January Tr, 
162. He was extremely charitable to 
the poor, and suffered martyrdom, 
April 21, 171, during the persecution 
by Marcus Antoninus te Philcsopher. 
The heresy of Montanus began under 
nis pontificate, 171. 

SOTO (Dominico) a celebrated 
Spanish Dominican, and one of the 
most learned scholastic divines of the 
16th century; born 1494, at Segovia, 
son of a gardener. He was appointed 
professor of philosophy at Burgos, then 
confessor to the emperor Charles V. 
Jistinguished himself at the council of 
Trent, and dedicated to the Fathers of 
that council, in 1547, his two books 
De Natura et Gratia, Paris, 1549, 4to. 
Father Soto refused the bishopric of 
Segovia, and died at Salamanca, Nov. 
15, 1560, aged 66, leaving Commentaries 
on the Epistle to the Romans, 1550, 
fol. and on the Mater of - the Sentences, 
fol.; Treatises de Juititid et Jure, fol.; 
De tegendis sceretis, vo. 5 

SOTO (Ferdinand de) a Portuguese 
gentleman, general of Florida in Ame- 
rica, who accompanied Francis Pizarro 
to the conquest of Peru, and had a 
large share of the treasure acquired 
there, 1532. The emperor Charles V. 
having made him governor of the isle 
of Cuba some years after, with the 
rank of general of Florida, and the 
title of marquis of such lands as he 
should conquer, he set sail for America 
with a strong fleet, 1538, but died in 
the course of his voyages, May 21, 1542. 

SOTO (Peter de) a pious and learned 
Spanis Dominican, born of a good 
family at Cordoua. He was confessor 
to the emperor Charles V. but quitted 
his court to settle a plan of study in the 
university of Dillengen, and after giv- 
ing lectures there till 1553, went that 
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year to England, in order to restore the 
Catholic religion in the universities of 
Oxford and Cambridge. After queen 
Mary's death in 1558, Father Soto re- 
turned to Dillengen, and staid there 
till 1561, when he attended the coun- 
cil of Trent by the pope's order, and 
there died, April 29, 1563. His prin- 
cipal works are, Inititutiones Chriitiang; 
Methodus Confessionis; Dochiinæ Chrittiane 
Compendium; Tractatus de Inititutione Sa- 
cerdetum, 7¹ sub E pricopis GHIMIGTUM CHATS 
gerunt, Ludg. 1587, Svo.; this last is 
much valued. Father Duchesne, a 
Jesuit, in his Hist. du Baianiame, pre- 
tends to discover some errors in the 
works of Peter Soto, but he has been 
solidly refuted on that head by a book 
printed at Paris under the date of 
Avignon, 1738, entitled, Apo/ogie du 
Reverend Pere Pierre Soto, Dominigquaing 
Se. 

SOTWEL (Nathaniel) a Jesuit of the 
I7th century, who published a supple- 
ment to the work entitled 4 Library of 
Authors of the Jesuit's Society, began by 
Ribadeneira, and continued by Philip 
Alegambe. Sotwel's work is a second 
Supplement in Latin, from 1642, to 
1675, Rome, 1676, fol. He died Dec. 2, 
1676. v. OUDIN. 

SOUBISE (John de Parthenai, seig- 
neur de) one of the greatest captains 
among the French Calvinists in the 
i6th century. He was perverted at 
the duke of Ferrara's court, where 
Renée of France, daughter of Louis 
XII. and wife of the duke, had intro- 
duced the Protestant errors. On his 
return to France, he strenuously sup- 
ported the party be had joined, and 
was one of the prince of Counde's chief 
associates, who made choice of him to 
command at Lyons. The seigneut de 
Souhise carefully preserved that place, 
and defended it so bravely against the 
duke de Nemours, that he forced him 
to raise the Siege; nor could the 
queen-mother find any means to de- 
ceive him by negociators. He had 
commanded the army of Henry II. in 
Tuscany, and died 1566, aged 54, 
leaving only one daughter, Catherins 
de Parthenai. v. PARTHENAI, RO- 
HAN. 

SOUCHAY (John Baptist) a native 
of St. Amand near Vendome, admitted 
into the academy of inscriptions and 
belles lettres, 1726, and appointed

14, 1744, aged 73, leaving several 
works.

He adhered to the duke of 
Anjon, whom he followed into Polang, 
1573, and on his return to France, the 
duke, being then King by the name of 
Henry III. made him grand master of 
his wardrobe, and captain of the castle 
of Vincennes, Souvre was at the bat. 
tle of Coutras, 1537, and rendered es. 
sential services to Henry IV. Who ap. 
pointed him tutor to Louis XIII. and 
first gentleman of the bed chamber to 
that prince, He was made marechal 
of France, 1615, and died 1626, aged

$PAGNOL1 (Baptist) ageneral of the

Mantua, celebrated both for his works, 
and for his sk ill in conducting affairs of 
importance. He wrote verses with great 


talent, and wrote too many, by which 
means they are less perfect than they 
might otherwise have been. He died 
March 20, 1516, aged 68. His works 
were collected at Venice, 1499, 4to. 
Paris, 1502, fol. 1513, 3 vol. fol. and 
Antwerp, 1576, 4 vol. 8vo0, This poet 
resembles Virgil in nothing but his 
wrname, He is justly blamed for his 
catires, his mixture of sacred and pro- 
ſane, and his indecent invectives 
against the clergy and the church of 
Rome. Of the latter, these lines taken 
from his poem On the Misery of the times, 
may snttice as a specimen: 


Vivere qui Sancte cupitis, discedite Roma, 
Omnia cum liceant, non licet esse bonum, 
Venalia nobis.

SPAIN, afforded a retreat to the 
Goths and Suevi, who were driven 
from the southern provinces of France 
by Clovis, 507, and they had kings 
there till the invasion of the Moors.

SPANHEIM (Frederick) born Jan.

Frederick 
Spanheim stood candidate for a philo-

SPANHEIM (Frederick) second son 
of the preceding, and professor of di- 
vinity at Leyden, where he acquired 
great reputation, and died May 18, 
1701, aged 69, leaving a son.

SPANHEIM (Ezekiel) elder brother 
of the preceding, born 1629, at Geneva. 
Charles Lewis, elector palatine, sent 
for him to his court when but 25, and 
appointed him tutor to the electoral 
prince Charles, his only son. Span- 
heim acquitted himself in this situation 
with great success, prudence, and 
judgement, while he employed his 
leisure hours in improving his Know- 
ledge of Greek and Latin, and atten- 
tively perusing all the works from 
which he could acquire skill in the 
common Jaw of Germany. He was 
afterwards sent to the courts of the 
Italian princes, that he might observe 
the intrigues of the Catholic electors 
there, and made use of these oppor» 
tunities for gaining a knowledge of

medals and antiquities. At his return 
to Heidelberg, 1665, the elector pala- 
tine employed him in several impor. 
tant negociations at foreign courts. ;

extraordinary the year followins 
Spanheim returned to Berlin, 168, 
where he held the place of one of the 
state Ministers, After the peace of 
Riswic, 1697, he was sent back 10

England as ambassador to queen Anne 
about which time the elector of Bran- 
denburg, who had taken the title of 
King of Prussia created him a baron. 
Ezekiel SpSiheim died at London, 
November 25, 1710, aged 31, leavine 
a daughter. We have several learned 
and much valued works by this great 
man, the principal among which are, 
De Prevtantia et um Numiimatum anti. 
guarum, London, 1706, and Amiterdam, 
1717, 2 vol, fol.; several Letters and 
Dissertations on various scarce and va- 
luable medals; a Preface and learned 
Netes to the Leipsic edition of the em- 
peror Julian's works, 1696, fol.; A 
translation of the Cæiars, with Notes, 
Amiterdam, 1728, 4to. &c. His exten- 
Sive abilities and his accuracy in the 
important affairs entrusted to him, 
with the deep learning which appears 
in all his works, have occasioned it to 
be said, That he acquitted himself in hes 
negociations like a man who thought wholly 
on business, and wrate like one who spent 
his time entirely in study. 

SPARRE, a baron, and senator of 
Sweden, in the 16th century, who had 
some singular ideas on political sub- 
jects, and has explained them in his 
book entitled, De Lege, Rege, et Grege, 
fol. which work displeased the Swedish 
government. 

SPARTIANUS (Alius) a Latin his- 
torian, by whom we have the lives of 
Adrian, Caracalla, and four other 
Roman emperors, which may be found 
in Histeriæ Augustz Scriptores, Leyden, 
1670, and 1671, 2 vol. 8vo. He lived 
in the reign of Dioclesian, about the 
year 290. 

SPEED (John) an ingenious English 
writer, born at Farington in Cheshire, 
author of a valuable History of Great 
Britain, which has been translated into 

Latin, 
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Latin, Amtterdam, 1646, fol. He died 
1629, in London. 

SPELMAN (Sir Henry) an English 
knight, well acquainted with the an- 
tiquities of his native country, the his- 
tory of the latter ages, and low Latin. 
He died 1641. His works are, a col- 
legion of the Eng/izh Councils, 1639, 
and 1664, 2 vol. fol. published by 
Wilkins, 1737, 4 vol. fol.; a Dictionary 
of low Latin, entitled, Glossarium Ar- 
cheologicumy London, 1664, fol. the 
edition of 1687, is preferred to this; 
a description of all the cities, towns, 
and villages in England, entitled, Y7/- 
lare Anglicum, 8 vo.; Reliquie Spelmanieæ, 
fol. in English; Codex Legum Angliæ, 
which Wilkins has inserted in Lege- 


Andlo-Saxonicæ, London, 1721, fol.; 


Altredi magni vita, Oxonii, 1678, fol. 

SPENCER (Edmund) a learned 
English poet, born in London, and 
educated at Cambridge. A poem 
which he presented to queen Elizabeth, 
pleased that princess so much, that 
che rewarded him with a hundred 
pounds, Spencer was afterwards se- 
cretary to lord Grey, lord deputy of 
Ireland, in which post, though a lu- 
crative one, he did not grow rich, He 
died 1598, The Fairy Queen, is his 
most admired poem. 

SPENCER (John) a learned English 
divine, master of Corpus Christi Col- 
lege, Cambridge, and dean of Ely, 
born 1630, and died May 27, 1693, 
aged 63. He left a Discourze on Prodi- 
gies, and the vanity of Dreams; a treatise 
on vulgar Prophecies; a learned work or 
tie Laws of the Hebrews, and the reaons 
of h, Laws, and several other works, 
printed at Cambridge, 1727, 2 vol. fol. 
He must be distinguished from William 
Spencer, a native of Cambridge, and 
member of Trinity College, who pub- 
lished a good edition of Origen's work 
against Celsus, Greek and Latin, and 
of the Philccalia, with Notes, Cc. 

SPERATUS (Paul) a learned Luthe- 
ran divine, born December 3, 1484, of 
a noble and ancient family in Suabia. 
He preached the Lutheran doctrines at 
Saltzburg, Vienna, and in several other 
German cities, and attempted to do 
the same in Moravia, but the bishop 
of Olmutz committed him to prison. 
Escaping from confinement, 1524, he 
fied to Luther at Wittemberg, and 
being zent by that bereviarch jnto 
: vor. IV. 
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Prussia, was raised to the bishopric of 
Pomerania, where he died, September 
17, T554, aged 70. Speratus left seve- 
ral works, among others some Hymns, 
which are much esteemed, and sung 
in the Lutheran churches. One of 
these hymns on the jutification of Sinners, 
is considered as a master piece by the 
Protestants. 

SPERLING (John) an eminent phi- 
losopher of the ryth century; born 
July 12, 1603, at Zeuchfeld in Thu- 
ringia, He read lectures in natural 
Philosophy at Wittemberg with great 
reputation, and died in that city, 1653, 
leaving several valuable works. The 
principal among them are, Jnstitutiones 
Physice; Anthropologia Physica, e. 
There have been several learned men 
of this name. 

SPERON, SPERONT, a celebrated 
Italian writer, born 1500, at Padua, 
where he taught philosophy at the age 
of 24. He was universally esteemed 
for his virtue, genius, eloquence, and 
learning. He died 1588, aged 88. 
His principal works are, Dialogues, in 
Italian, Venice, 1596, 8vo. translated 
into French by Cl. Gruget, 1551, 8vo.; 
a tragedy, entitled, Canace, 1597, 4to.; 
Dizcourses, 1596, 4to.; a treatise en the 
precedency of Princes, in Italian, 1598, 
4to.; Letters, t606, 12mo, It is said 
that being at Rome, and some cardi- 
nals asking him the meaning of the 
letters M. C. C. C. L. X. engraved on 
the gate of the pope's palace, he re- 
plied, Multi! cæct Cardinales crearunt 
Leonem decimum; because Leo was 4 
young man when elected to the holy 
See; but this pleasantry has the air of 
a fabulous story. | 

- SPEUSIPPUS, a famous Grecian 
philosopher, about 337, A. C. born at 
Athens. He succeeded Plato, whose 
nephew he was on the mother's side, 
but dishonoured the name of philoso- 


pher by his avarice, violent temper, 


and debaucheries. | 

SPIERRE (Francis) a designer and 
engraver of Lorrain, whose works are 
Scarce and much valued, The virgin 
which he engraved from Correggig 
is considered as his master piece, 
He lived at the end of the 17th cen - 
tury. 

SPIFAME (James Paul) a native of 
Paris, descended from a noble and ane 
cient family, originally of Lycca in 

A 4 Italy, 
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Italy. He was the son of John Spi- 
fame, seigneur de Passy, and became 
successively counsellor to the parlia- 
ment, president aux Enquetes, master 
of the requests, and counsellor of 
state. Having at last taken the eccle- 
siastical habit, he was appointed canon 
of Paris, chancellor of the university, 
abbot of St. Paul's at Sens, grand vicar 
to Charles, cardinal de Lorraine, the 
archbishop of Rheims, and lastly, bi- 
shop of Nevers, 1547. Spifame at- 
tended the assembly beld at Paris, 
1557, but being afterwards seduced by 
the errors of Calvin, and by his at- 
tachment to an attorney's widow 
named /e Grele, whom he had kept 
while her husband was living, he 
withdrew to Geneva, 1559. In this 
city he made a friend of Calvin, and 
was extremely useful to the Protes- 
tants, who sent him to Francfort, that 
he might solicit assistance from the 
emperor. But being suspected of ne- 
gociating privately with a view of re- 
turning to the Catholic church, and 
accused of having made a false contract 
of marriage with the woman who lived 
with him, (the contract bore date, 
August 2, 1539, and it was proved that 
he had fabricated it within two years,) 
he received sentence of death, and was 
beheaded at Geneva, March 23, 1566. 
Some writings of his, together with 
the Speech he made at Francfort, are in 
the Memoirs of Castelnau and Conde. 
SPIFAME (Raoul) brother of the 
preceding, an advocate to the parlia- 
ment of Paris. He wanted neither 
good sense, genius, nor even know- 
ledge, but there was a Singularity in 
his character, with a dash of extrava- 
gancy, and a degree of disorder in his 
mind, which occasioned him to be 
interdicted. He died November, 1563. 
There is a scarce book written by 
Raoul Spifame, which is in request 
among the curious, entitled, Dicear- 
chiæ Henrici Regis Christianissimi Prog ym- 
nazmata, 8 vo. without date of year or 
place. This volume contalits 309 
Decrees of his own invention, which he 
Supposes to have been made by Henry 
II. in 1556. There should be 500, but 
only these 309 were printed. Many of 
them are merely the produce of an 
imagination heated against his own 
family, who had procured his inter- 
diction, and against the judges by whom 
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he was interdicted. Among them by 
one declaring that sentence of Parlia.' 
ment void, which forbade him to prine 
his works on law and his poems; ano. 
ther condemning his elder brother 
Gaillard Spifame, as an extortioner 
who by rapine, supported with the 
most abominable falsehoods, hag been 
the destroyer of M. de Lautrec, and 
deprived France of the Kingdom of 
Naples. But amidst these wild pro- 
ductions are some very rational ideas, 
which have already been realized; as 
the commencement of the year on the 
first of January, and the abolition of 
the Fustices Seigneuriales in great cities. 
Others respecting the police, and em- 
bellischment of Paris have also been 
adopted, such as the junction of the 
isles of the palace, the bridge de la 
Tournelle, the gate of St. Bernard, the 
plan for augmenting the King's library, 
by his being presented with a copy of 
every book. that 3s printed; and there 
are more which it is to be wished 
might be put in execution. M, Auffray 
has extracted the decrees of this kind, 
and published them in a book of his, 
entitled, Ves dun Politique du 16e Siecle. 
There was a gentleman named Martin 
Spifame, who printed his Poems, 1583, 
I6to. dedicated to Henry III. This 
family ended in John Spifame, cheva- 
lier, sieur des Granges, who died 1643. 
SPIGELIUS (Adrian) a celebrated 
anatomist, born 1578, at Brussels. He 
was professor of anatomy and surgery 
at Padua, and died 1625, His anato- 
mical works were printed at Amiter- 
dam, 1645, fol. | 
SPINA (Alexander) a Dominican of 
the convent of St. Catherine at Pisa, 
who hearing that a private man had 
invented spectacles about 1295, but 
would not discover the secret, found 
means to make some of his own in- 
vention, 1298, and published his art. 
He died 1313. | 
SPINA (Bar holomew) a tearned 
Dominican of Pisa, master of the 
sacred palace, and one of those chosen 
by the pope to assist in the congrega- 
tion commissioned to examine such 
affairs as were to be proposed to the 
council of Trent. He died 1546, aged 
72. He left various works in 3 vol. 
fol. This father must be distinguished 
from Alphonso Spina, who was origi- 
nally a Jew, but entered the Francis- 
(422 
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tan order at Valladolid, and wrote the 
book entitled, Fortalitum Fidei, about 
1439, which has been reprinted several 
times in folio. | 

SPINA (John de VEpine, or) a fa- 
mous Calvinist minister, who had been 
an Augus:ine monk, but was perverted 
by John Rabec, while attempting to 
convert him. He attended the collo- 
quy of Poissy, and held with du Rosier 
2 celebrated conference. against two 
Catholic doors, 1506, Spina having 
escaped from the massacre of St. Bar- 
tholomew, died at Saumur, 1594, 
leaving several books on subjects of 
morality and controversy, printed at 
Lyons in different years, 8vo. 

SPINELLO, a celebrated painter of 
Arezzo, who gained great reputation 
by his pictures at the close of the 14th 
century. In his piece representing the 
fall of the bad angels, he is said to 
have drawn Lucifer under the figure 
of so horrible a monster, that he was 
frightened at it himself, and dreamt 
of seeing the devil in the same form, 
who asked why he had painted him 
in such a hideous style. From this 
time it is added, the unfortuate Spi- 
nello had always a disordered sight an 
a disturbed mind. 22 

SPINOLA (Ambrose) one of the 
greatest generals of the 17th century, 
descended from the illustrious house of 
Spinola, now divided into several 
branches, some settled in Italy, and 
some in Spain. He placed himself at 
the head of gooo Italians, and served 
in the Netherlands, where he became 
distinguished for his courage and noble 
actions. The siege of Gstend growing 
tedious, the archduke of Austria made 
$pinola commander, who took that 
celebrated place by capitulation, 1604. 
He was afterwards appointed general 
of the Spanish forces in the Netber- 
lands, and maintained his ground 
there, even against Maurice, earl of 
Nassau, the most able captain of that 
time. Spinola rendered many other 
important services to the emperor in 
the palatinate, and took Breda, 1625. 
After he had been recalled from the 
Netherlands the Spanish interest began 
to decline there. He took Casal with 
its castle, 1630, but died soon after of 
a disorder caused by vexation at being 
thwarted in his operations. 


SFINOLA (Charles) a celebrated 
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Jesuit of the same family with the 
preceding, who being sent as a mis- 
Sionary to Japan, was burnt alive at 
Nangasaki, for the Christian faith, 
September 10, 1622. Father d'Orleans, 
a Jesuit, has published his Liſe in 
French. 

SPINOZA (Benit or Benedict) not 
Benoit, to avoid its being mistaken for 
St. Benedict's name, which the Jews 


do not enough respect to give it their 


children; born November 24, 1632, at 
Amsterdam, son of a Portuguese Jew, 
who was a merchant of moderate for- 
tune, Having devoted himselfentirely 
to philosophical studies, he soon began 
to despise the rabbinical opinions and 
Judaism, declared openly his doubts 
and his own sentiments, and withdrew 
by degrees from the synagogue. This 
so irritated the Jews, that one of them 
stabbed him with a Knife as he was 
coming out of the theatre; upon 
which Spinoza broke from them en- 
tirely, and they in consequence ex- 
communicated him. He wrote an 
Apology in Spanish, for quitting the 
Synagogue, but it has never been 
printed, After having thus renounced 
Judaism, he publickly professed 
Christianity, frequented the assemblies 
of the Mennonites or that of the Ar- 
minians at Amsterdam, and even ap- 
proved a confession of faith, which 
one of his intimate friends communi- 
cated to him. Spinoza preferred Des- 
cartes* system of philosophy to all 
others, and withdrew as it were from 
the world, that he might be more at 
liberty to philosophize. At length 
having given up all kinds of business, 
he quitted Amsterdam, and retired to 
the country, where he meditated at his 
ease, made microscopes and telescopes,' 
and so bewildered his imagination, 
that he fell into atheism. Spinoza 
continued to live in the same manner, 
even when afterwards he had settled 
at the Hague, sometimes not stirring 
out for three months together, but this 
privacy did not prevent his being 
every where spoken of, and the free 
thinkers of both sexes made him fre- 
quent visits. He was even offered a 
philosophical professorship at Heidel- 
burg by the eleRor palatine, but re- 
fused it, as an office incompatable with 
his desire of pursuing his favourite 
study uninterrupted. He died of a 
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consumption at the Hague, February 
21, 1677, aged 45. It is asserted that 
Spinoza was short and yellowish, that 
he had a gloomy countenance, and 
carried the marks of reprobation in his 
face. Yet he is said to have been an 
agreeable companion, affable, polite, 
friendly, and very regular in his man- 
ners; which seems wonderful in a 
man by whom atheism was first re- 
duced to a system, and a system so 
irrational and absurd, that Bayle him- 
Self, who has $0 frequently abused his 
talents to give an appearance of proba- 
bility to the grossest errors, finds no- 
thing in Spincsism, but contradictions, 
and hypothesises absolutely indeſensi- 
ble. Spinoza's two works which have 
made most noise, and contain his im- 
pious and detestable system, are, 
His treatise entitled, Tractatus Theoloe 
gico-Peloticus, Hamburgi, 1670, 4to. 
which has been translated into French, 
and published under different titles; (v. 
GLAIN N. Saint) and his Opera post- 
uma; 1677, 4to. It is in this last that 
he unfolds and undertakes to prove 
his erroneous opinions. He asserts 
that there is but one substance in na- 
ture, which one substance is endued 
with an infinity of attributes, among 
others, with extension and thought. 
He then proceeds to maintain that all 
the bodies in the universe are modes 
and modifications of this substance as 
much as extension; and that the other 
beings, the souls of men for example, 
are modes of this substance as much as 
thought. To the above mentioned 
substance he has dared to give the 
name of God; but maintains that he is 
not free, and that every thing passes 
necessarily in nature. Spinoza in 
short, affirms that there is but one 
substance and one nature, and that all 
which we call creatures are only modi- 
fications of this substance, or this God. 
He even denies liberty both to God and 
to the creatures, invisting that all is 
governed by necessity. A monstrous 
system, and the most extravagant that 
could enter the human mind, a system 
that attributes to the divinity every 
thing, however infamcus, which the 
heathen poets have dared to sing con- 
cerning their profane gods; and makes 
him the subject of every crime com- 
mitted in the universe, and of all mun- 
dane imperſections; since, according 
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to Spinoza, there is no agent nor no 
other patient than God, with respect 
either to physical or moral evil. These 
absurdities have been completely re. 
futed by numerous authors, particularly 
by John Bredenbourg, a citizen of 
Rotterdam, Rotterdam, 1675, 4to. b 
Cuper, in his Arcana Atheirma revelaty 
Rotterdam, 1676, 4to. by Dom, Francia 
Lami, a Benedictine, by Jacquelot in 
his treatise On the Existence of Ged, by 
le Vassor in his treatise On the true Re. 
{igion, printed at Paris, 1688, &c, The 
abbe Lenglet has published the refy. 
tation of Spinoza by Fenelon, Lami, 
and the cardinal de Boulanvilliers, with 


the Liſe of Spinoza by Colerus, Brucse!s, 


1731, 12mo. winch has been suppressed, 
and is more Scarce than /a Clef du Sance 
tuaire: it is in the same size. There is 
another Liſe of Spinoza, written by 
one of his own sect, 1712, 8vo. scarce, 
Spinoza also left R. Descartes Princip:. 
orum Pfilusophiæ partes 1a et 2a more 
geometrico drmonstratz, Amsterdam, 
1667, 4to.; De Jure Ecclesiasticorum, 
1665, amo. So great was his desire 
of immortalizing his name, that be 
would very willingly have sacrificed 
his life to such a glory, even though 
he had been torn in pieces by a mob; 
another ridiculous instance of vanity 
in an atheist. 

SPINOZA (John) a Spanish author 
of the 16th century, born at Belovado. 
He was secretary to Don Pedro de 
Gonzales de Mendoza, captain general 
of the imperial forces in Sicily, did 
essential service to the state, and 
wrote, among other books, a treatise 
in praize of Women, Milan, 1580, 4to. in 
Spanish. 

SPIRIDION (St.) bishop of Trimi- 
thuntis in the isle of Cyprus. He as- 
sisted at the general council of Nice, 
325, and is famous for his miracles. 

SPIZELIUS (Theophilus) a labori- 
ous Protestant writer in the 17th cen- 
tury ; born September 11, 1639, author 
of several works, the most Known 
among which are, two treatises, one 
entitled, Felix Litteratus, 2 vol. 8vo.; 
the other, Infelix Litteratus, 2 vol. 8vo. 
He undertakes to display in the above 
works the vices of the learned, and 
the misfortunes which attend them 
when they study from wrong motives, 
and more for the sake of themselves, 
than of God and their neighbour. 
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Tinensium YES litterariz, Leyden, 1660, 
12mo.; Sacra Biblicthecarum illustrium 
arcana detetta, 1668, 8vo, Spizelius 


died January 7, 1691, leaving a daugh- 


ter. 6 
SPON (Charles) a physician and 
Latin poet of the 17th century, who 
practised physic with success at Lyons, 
his native place, and died there, Feb. 
21, 1684. He published La Pharma- 
cope de Lyon, and several works besides, 
both of his own, and of other inge- 
nious writers. | 

SPON (Jacob) son of the preceding, 
a learned antiquary, born 1647, at 
Lyons, and educated in the Protestant 
religion. He took a doctor's degree 
in physic at Montpellier, accompanied 
M. Vaillant the King's antiquary to 
Italy, and afterwards visited Dalmatia, 
Greece, and the Levant. M. Spon 
quitted France a short time before the 
revocation of the edict of Nantes, in- 
tending to settle at Zurich, of which 
city his father was free, but died on 
the road at Vevay, a town on the 
Leman lake, December 25, 1685. 
The principal among his numerous 
works are, Travels in Italy, Dalmatia, 
Greece, and the Levant, by Jaceb Spon 
and Geirge Wheeler, 1675, and 1676, 
printed at J yen, 1677, 3 vol. 12mo. 
and reprinted at the Hague, 1680, and 
1689, 2 vol. 12mo. This work is cu- 
rious, learned, and useful with respect 
to antiquities, An Auer to the cri- 
ticism on his Trave/s published by M. 
Guillet, r2mo.; Recherches curieus?s 
d' Antiquite, 168 3, 4to. these are valued; 
A Hizstory of Geneva, the best edition 
of which is in 2 vol. 4to. with learned 
and valuable Netes; Miscellunea erudite 
Antiquitatis, Lyons, 1685, fol. a good 
work for: those who would gain a 
knowledge of inscriptions and medals; 
Recherches des Antiquites de Lyon, 8v0. 
Bevanda Aiiatica zen de Cafe, Lipsiæ, 
1705, 4to. &c. 

SPONDE (Henry de) born January 
6, 1568, at Mauleon de Soule, a town 
in Gascony. Henry of Bourbon (after- 
wards king Henry IV.) was his god- 
father, and his father, who was scere- 
tary to Jane, queen of Navarre, edu- 
cated him in the -principles of the 
Calvinists. He acquired great sk ill in 
the Greek and Latin lavguages, the 
canon and civil law, and was appointed 
master of the requests. At length, by 
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reading the controversial works of 
cardinal du Perron and Bellarmine, his 
eyes were opened, he abjured Cal- 
vinism, 1595, accompanied cardinal de 
Sourdis to Rome, and having afters 
wards chosen the ecclesiastical profes- 
sion, was appointed bishop of Pamiers, 
in which diocese he did much good. 
He died May 18, 1643, at Toulouse, 
aged 75. His principal work is an 
Abridgement of the Annals of Baronius, 2 
vol. fol. and a Continuation which he 
wrote of those Annals to the year 
1640, 3 vol. fol. To make this work 
more complete M. de Sponde has added 
to it the sacred annals of the Old Tes- 
tament to the time of Christ, fol. but 
this is in fact merely an abridgement 
of Torniel's Annal. He also left a 
book De Cemateriis sacris, 1638, 4to. and 
Synodal Ordinances. The best edition of 
his works is by la Noue, Paris, 1639, 6 
vol. fol. His Life has been written by 
Peter Frizon, a doctor of the Sorbonne. 

SPONDE (John de) brother of the 
preceding, author of some very indif- 
ferent Commentaries on Homer, 1606, fol. 
and an An:wer to Beza's treatise on the 
marks of the Church, Bourdeaux, 1595, 
870, He abjured Calvinism, and died 
March 18, 1595. | 

SPOTSWOOD (John) an eminent 
archbishop of St. Andrew's in Scot- 
land; born 1565, of a family which 
had rank, and a seat among the peers 
of that Kingdom. He completed his 
studies at Glasgow, and attended 
Lewis, duke of Lennox, as chaplain 
in his embassy to Henty IV. king of 
France. Spotswood was particularly 
esteemed by james I. king of England, 
who made him archbishop of Glasgow, 
and a privy counsellor in Scotland. 
He became afterwards almoner to the 
queen, . archbishop of St. Andrew's, 
and primate of all Scotland, crowned 
Charles I. 1633, was appointed his 
lard chancellor, and died in England, 
1639, aged 74. This prelate left an 
Ecclesiattical History of Scotland, from 
203, to 1624, in English, Londen, 1655, 
fol. 

SPRANGHER (Bartholomew) a ce- 
lebrated painter of the 16th century ; 
born at Antwerp, who was much ad- 
mired at Rome, and greatly esteemed 
at the courts of Maximilian IL. and 
Rodolphus II. He died in a very ad- 
vanced age, some time after the vw 
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1582. This artist had an uncommonly 
light hand, his touch is bold and 
pleasing. His only fault is not having 
always enough studied nature. 

SPRAT (Thomas) bishop of Roches- 
ter, an eminent English writer and 
poet, born 1636, son of a clergyman 
in Devonshire, and educated at Oxford. 
He was one of the first members of the 
Royal Society, chaplain to George, 
duke of Buckingham, afterwards to 
King Charles II. prebendary of West- 
minster, and lastly bishop of Roches- 
ter, 1684. This prelate became very 
celebrated by his learning, his writings 
both in Verse and prose, and his skill 
in public affairs. He died of an apo- 
plexy, May 31, 1713. All bis works 
are written in elegant English, and his 
History of the Royal Scciety is particularly 
admired. A bad French translation of 
it was published at Geneva, 1669, 8vo. 
Bishop Sprat and the poet Cowley 
were intimate friends. Francis Atter- 
bury succeeded him in the see of Ro- 
chester. v. ATTERBURY.

STAAL (Madame de) known first 
by the name of mademoiselle de Lau- 
nai, daughter of a painter of Paris, 
who being obliged to quit the King- 
dom, left her exposed to poverty while 
yet a child. Chance occasioned her 
receiving a distinguished education in 
the priory of St. Louis at Rauen; but 
the superior of that monastery to 
whom $he owed it dying, mademat- 
selle de Launai was again reduced to 
extreme indigence, and finding no 
other resourse, engaged herself as a 
waiting woman to the duchess of 
Maine. Unfit however for the duties 
of such an office, she lived in obscu- 
rity and sorrow, till a singular event, 
in which she seemed totally uncon— 
cerned, made her known much to her 
honour, A beautiful young lady of 
Paris, named Tard, was persuaded 
Þy her mother to counterfeit being 

ssessed. All Paris flocked to see 
this pretended wonder, not excepting 
the court; and nothing else being 
talked of, mademoiselle de Launat 
wrote a very witty letter on the oc- 
casion to M. de Fontenelle, which 
letter was universally admired. The 
duchess having discovered the writer, 
found that her waiting woman poy- 
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sessed talents she had never entertained 
an idea of, and employed her from 
that time in all the entertainments 
given at Sceaux, M. de Launai made 
verses for some of the pieces aQeg 
there, drew up the plans of others 
and was consulted in all. She von 
acquired the esteem and confidence 
of the princess, and the friendship of 
mess. de Fontenelle, de Tourreil, de 
Valincourt, de Chaulieu, de Malezieu, 
and other persons of merit, who fre. 
quented the court. This lady was in. 
volved in the duchess of Maine's dis. 
grace, during the regency of the duke 
of Orleans, and confined. in the bastile 
near two years; but being set at li. 
berty, that princess married her to M, 
de Staal, lieutenant of the Swiss guards, 
afterwards captain and marechal de 
camp. She had refused to marry the 
celebrated M. Dacier. Madame de 
Staal died 1750, since which time 
some Memcirs of ker Life, written by 
herself have been published in 3 vol, 
12mo. They contain nothing very 
important, but are extremely well 
written, their style being pure, clear, 
and elegant. A fourth volume has 
since appeared, consisting of two 
pleasing Plays, one entitled, “Eugene. 
ment, the other la Mode. They were 
acted at Sceaux. 

STACKHOUSE (Thomas) an emi- 
nent English divine, much celebrated 
for his writings against Tindal, Collins, 
and Wools:on. He died 1752. His 
principal works are, The literal sense of 
Scripture, Sc. which has been tran- 
Slated into French, 3 vol. 1zmo.; 4 
complete Bedy of Divinity, translated into 
French also; and a General History of 
the Bible They are all much valued. 

STADIUS (John) a cetebrated ma- 
thematician of the 16th century ; born 
1527, at Loenhout, in Brabant, and 
died 1579, at Paris. He left Eplemeri- 
des, Cologn, 1560, 4t0. and several 
works on Judicial Azstrulogy, from 
which he appears to have been infa - 
tuated with that empty science. 

STAHL (George Ernest) born 1660, 
in Franconia. He was the first medi- 
cal professor in the uniyersity of Hall, 
at its foundation, 1694, and being in- 
vited to Berlin, 1716, held the place 
of king's physician, till he died, 1734, 
aged 75. Stahl is one of those who 
have contributed most to the perfection 
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ot chymistry ; he has written on almost 
every branch of that science, and all 
his works both in Latin and German 
are generally valued. The principal 
among them is entitled, Theorin medica 
vera, Hall, 1708, 4to. He afterwards 
published Opusculum Chimico- Phivico- Me- 
dicum, 1715, 4to.; (kymical Observations, 
Berlin, 1731, 8vo. | 
' STANDONHC (John) a pious and 
learned doRor of the house and society 
of the Sorbonne, born 1443, of poor 
parents at Malines. After having 
been a student at Gouda, he went to 
finish his education at Paris, where he 
hecame superintendent of the studies, 
afterwards regent in the college de St. 
Barbe, then principal of the college de 
Montaigu. Of the last mentioned he 
was considered as the second founder, 
for he introduced regulations into 'it, 
and a very austere way of living; but 
a great part of his rules have neverthe- 
less been followed to this day. Stan- 
donhc afterwards became rector of the 
university of Paris, and made himself 
celebrated by his preaching; till hav- 
ing spoken too freely concerning the 
divorce of queen Jane, wife of Louis 
XII. he was banished the Kingdom for 
two years. He then withdrew to 
Cambray, where the bishop who was 
ahout to depart for Spain, appointed 
him his special vicar for the whole 
giocese. The time of Sandonhc's exile 
being expired, he returned to Paris, 
under the proteRion of the admiral, 
continued his endeavours to promote 


learning and piety in the college de 


Montaigu, and died there, February 5, 
1504. He had conceived a project 
worthy of his care for the public good, 
and zeal for religion, which was, to 
institute a society or congregation, 
who should visit every part of the 
world, instruct youth, announce the 
truths of religion, and the morality of 
the gospel. This plan he formed ac- 
cording to that settled by our Saviour 
himself for the establishment of the 
church, Each house in his congrega- 
tion was to consist of a minister, 
twelve masters, and seventy two dis- 
ciples, The latter took only simple 
vou's, but those taken by the masters 
were more comprehensive, and the 
father, i. e. the general of the congre- 
gation, had absolute authority. Stan- 
donhe procured his institution to be 
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approved at Rome, February 23, 1501, 
and by Stephen Poncher, January 13, 
1502, after which he devoted his at- 
tention wholly to its government, 
being the first general, and the college 
de Montaigu was its first house. 
He established a second house at 
Malines, his native place, a third at 
Valencienne, and a fourth at Louvain, 
all however subject to the college de 
Montaigu. This foundation continued 
to flourish more and more while Stan- 
donhe lived, but Noel Beda, his suc- 
cessor, and Tempète, à ho succeeded 
Beda, being men of turbulent, quatrel- 
some, and fact ious dispositions, raised 
so many disturbances, that in 1528, 
some of the congregation determined 
to leave Montaigu, and endeavour to 
support elsewhere an institution to 
which they had devoted themselves. 
The above design they imparted to 
nine or ten young divines of the faculty, 
whom they knew to be men of piety, 
and persuaded them to join in it, but 
not to depart from Standonhc's institu- 
tion, and to engage themselves to 
follow its rule and plan; they took a 
vow in the church of Montmartre, and 
called themselves The Society of Fees, 
This is supposed to have been the ori- 
gin of the Fecutts' society, which was 
at bottom only the plan and intentions 
of Standonhe put into execution with 
some slight alterations. 

STANHOPE (James Earl) born 
1673, descended from a noble and an- 
cient family in Nottinghamshire. 
Alexander Stanhope, his father, being 
envoy extraordinary at the Spanish 
court, he accompanied him thither at 
the beginning of king William's reign, 
then visited Italy, France, and other 
countries, which give him an oppor- 
tunity of becoming well acquainted _ 
with their laws, customs, languages, 
and political interests. He served soon 
after in Flanders, and being appointed 
lieutenant-general and chief com- 
mander of the British forces in Spain, 
gained the. battle of Almanara, July 
17, 1710, and that of Sarragossa, Aug. 
20, following. Stanhope had before 
taken Port Mahon, and the island of 
Minorca; but was made prisoner by 
the duke of Vendôme at Brihuega. 
Nor did he distinguish himself less in 
the English parliament, nor in the im- 
portant negociations with which he 
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was entrusted on the accession of king 
George to the throne. He became 
principal secretary of state, held vas 
rious other posts, and had been ap- 
pointed first plenipotentiary at the 
congress of Cambray, when he died in 
London, February 16, 1721, aged 48. 
STANISLAUS (St.) bishop of Cra- 
cow, born 1030, of parents who were 
illustrious both for their birth and their 
piety. After finishing his studies both 
at Gnesna and Paris, he returned to 
Poland, 1059, and was elected bishop 
of Cracow, 1071; but having severely 
reproved Boleslaus II. King of Poland, 
for forcing away the wife of a noble- 
man, his subject, this prince killed 
him in St. Michael's chapel, May 8, 
1077. f 
STANISLAUS LECZINSKI, born 
October 20, 1677, at Leopold, and de- 
puted by the assembly of Warsaw in 
1704, to Charles XII. who had just 
conquered Poland. He was at that 
time palatine of Posnania, general of 
great Poland, and had been ambassa- 
dor at Constantinople. The object 
was to reconcile King Augustus, and 
Charles XII. but his Swedish majesty 
insisted on his accepting the throne of 
Poland, and ordered him to be crowned, 
1705. After Charles XII. had been 
defeated at Pultawa, Stanislaus de- 
fended his rights some time after, out 
of respect to his benefactor; but at 
length he voluntarily resigned his 
greatness, and withdrew in 1714, to 
Deux-Ponts, which Charles XII. had 
assigned to him. On the death of that 
prince, 1718, he was obliged to quit 
his asylum, and went into France, 
where Louis XV. married his daughter, 
1725. When king Augustus died, 
1733, Stanislaus was again elected 
king of Poland; but his party proving 
unsuccessful, he with great difficulty 
escaped from Dantzic, to which place 
he had retired. In 1736, he renounced 
the throne, but kept the title of King, 
and enjoyed the duchies of Lorrain and 
Bar, which were ceded to France after 
his death, In Lorrain he led a tran- 
quil life, wholly intent on being a be- 
nefactor to mankind, He embellished 
Nancy and Luneville, founded hospi- 
tals and colleges, and gave portions to 
poor maidens. His night gown un- 
happily catching fire, he was burnt in 
several places, and a fever ensued, of 


er, he took priests* orders, and was 
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which he died, February 23, 1766, No 
Prince Was ever more regretted than 
Stanislaus. He left some philogophi.. 
cal, political, and moral works, col. 
lected under the title of Muvyes 4, 
Philosophie bienfaisant, 1765, 4 vol, 8vo. 
or 12mo. 

STANLEY (Thomas) a learned 
English writer of the 17th century; 
born at Camberlow in Hertforshire, 
who after travelling for some time, 
settled in London, and there pursued 
his studies till his death, April I2, 
1678. He left several works in verse 
and prose; the principal of them are, 
an elegant edition of Eschylus, with 
the Latin translation, and Notes, 1663, 
fol.; The History of Philosophy, in English, 
part of which has been translated into 
Latin by le Clerc, and the whole by 
Godfrey Olearius, Leipsick, 1712, 2 
tom. in one volume 4to. 

STANYHURST (Richard) 
1552, at Dablin.

appointed chaplain to the archduke 
Albert. He died 1618. He published 
De Rebus in Hybernia gestis, Antverpiz, 
1584, 4to.; Vita S. Patricii, 1587, vo. 
&c. 
STAPHYLIUS, a celebrated profes. 
sor of rhetoric at Auch, his native 
place, in the 4th century; a man of 
uncommon genius, and such extensive 
learning, that Ausonius compares him 
to the famous Varro. 

STAPLETON (Thomas) a celebrated 
Catholic controversial writer, born 
1535, at Henfield in Sussex, of a res- 
pectable and ancient family in that 
county. He had been canon of Chi- 
chester, but quitted England to avoid 
the persecution raised against the 
Catholics, and retiring into Flanders, 
taught the Holy Scriptures at Douay. 
Stapleton was afterwards King's pro- 
fessor of divinity at Louvain, canon of 
St. Peter's, and much celebrated for 
his learning and integrity. - He died 
October 12, 1598, at Louvain, aged 
63. His works were collected and 
printed at Paris, 1620, 4 tom. fol.; 
they are much esteemed. 

STATIO (Achilles) a learned Por- 
tuguese of the 16th century, born 1524, 
at Vidigueira, of an illystrious family. 
He visited France, Spain, the Nether» 
lands and Italy; and settling after» 
wards at Rome, became librarian ta 
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nal Caraſſe. Statio was esteemed 
by the popes, and the literati of his 
time, and died at Rome, October 16, 
1881, aged 57, leaving Orat ions, Letters, 
and Remarks, on difficult passages in 
ancient authors, 1604, 8 Vo). 

STATIRA, daughter of Darius Cado- 
pan, taken captive with her mother 
by Alexander the Great, after the bat- 
tle of Issus, 332, A. C. That prince 
who kad refused to make Statira his 
wiſe when offered to him by. Darins, 
married her when she was become his 
gave, and the nuptials were celebrated 
with uncommon magnificence. Statira 
was murdered by order of Roxana, 
after Alexander's decease, 324, A. C. 
The wife of Darius, Who also bore the 
name of Statira, being taken prisoner, 
died of a miscarriage occasioned by 

rief. 

STATIUS (Publius Papinius) a cele- 
brated Latin poet of the first century, 
a Neapolitan, son of Statius, a native 
of Epirus, who taught poetry-and rhe- 
toric at Rome, and had Domitian 
among his pupils. Statius the poet 
became a favourite with this prince, 
dedicated his Thebatis and his Achilleides 
to him, and died at Naples about the 
year 100. Besides the Thebais in 12 
books, and the Achillcides in 2 books, 
we have his Sy/vz, in 5 books, the 
style of which is much more pure, 
natural, and pleasing, than that of the 
two poems above mentioned, But 
though Statius has been much admired 
by several learned men, he is far in- 
ferior in every respect to Virgil, and 
the other great poets of the Augustan 
age. The most valuable editions of 
his works are, the first, Rome, 1475, 
fol. ; that by Barthius, 1664, 3 vol. gto. ; 
that Cum notis variorum, Leyden, 1671, 
890.3 and ad wium Delphinii, 1685, 2 
vol. 4to.; this last is very scarce. 

STAUPITIUS or STAUPITZ (John) 
a celebrated vicar general of the Au- 
gustine order, in the 16th century, 
born in Misnia, of a good family. He 
was the first dean of the faculty of 
theology in the university of Wittem- 
berg, established 1502, by Frederick, 
elecior of Saxony, and invited the fa- 
nous Luther thither from Er font, 1508, 
to be professor of divinity x but when 
that Keresiarch began to spread his 
errors. Staupitz withdrew to Saltz» 
burg where he was abbot of St. Peter's, 
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and where he died about 1527. He 
left a treatise on the Love of God; ano- 
ther On the Christian Faith, translated 
from German into Latin, Co/ogn, 1624, 
S vo.; A treatise on the Imitation of our 
Saviour's death, Luther speaks in very 
high terms of this last work, and also 
of Staupitz, whom he only blames for 
not having (as he says,) sufficient 


courage. 


STEELE (Sir Richard) born at Dub- 
lin of English parents, and educated in 
London with Mr. Addison, who was 
always his particular friend. He went 
into the army, and was made captain 
through the patronage of lord Cutts, to 
whom he dedicated his book, entitled, 
The Christian Hero, The duke of 
Marlborough had also a great value for 
him. Steele however quitted the ser- 
vice that he might have more leisure 
for study, and published many works 
in verse and prose, which have gained 
him immortal reputation. He wrote 
with Addison the SpeFator, London, 
1733, 8 vol. 12mo. translated into 
French, 9 vol. 12mo. or 3 vol. 4to.; 
then 7c Guardian, London, 1734, 2 vol. 
I2Mmo. and held several honourable 
posts in England. Sir K. Steele died 
paryletick at Llangunner, near Caer- 
marthen, 1729. He was author of the 
Tatler, London, 1733, 4 vol. ri2mo. 
The Lady's Livrary, and several Plays, 
1736, 12mo. 

STEENWICK (Henry) an eminent 
painter, who excelled particularly in 
perspective and architecture, born at 
Steenwick in Flanders, about 1550. 
He perfectly understood the Chiaro 
Scuro, and delighted in painting night 
pieces, and places whose obscurity was 
broken in upon by fires. This artist 
represents the effects of light admira- 
bly, and his pictures are highly finish- 
ed. He died 1603. He had a son 
named Nicholas, ' who inherited his 
taste and talents, and two celebrated 
pupils, Peter Neef, father and son. 
His widow also painted in perspective 
with success. 

STEINBOCK (Magnus) born 1664, 
at Stockholm. He signalized himself 
in the wars of Charles XII. but when 
his master was in Turkey, he became 
the only hope of his countrymen, and 
Succeeded tolerably well in appeasing 
those dissentions $0 apt to arise in a 
nation while its monarch is absent. 
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Steinbock even repulsed the Danes, 
who taking advantage of this absence, 
had entered Sweden with a numerous 
body of well disciplined troops, and 
defeated them at Gadenbusch, 1712, 
with an army of 13,000 men, collected 
in haste. It was sufficient to awe the 
enemy by this defeat; but he would 
also attack them in his turn, burnt 
Altena, and stormed Tonningen, under 
the cannon of which place he lost his 
army, 1713. At his return in 1715, 
the king of Sweden committed him to 
prison at Frederickstadt, where he 
died, February 23, 1717. 

STEINGEL (Charles) a German 
Benedictine of the 17th century, who 
wrote a History of his order, 1619, and 
1638, 2 vol. fol.; and a History of St. 
Foreph, Monaci, 1616, $vo. valued for 
the singular things contained 1n it, and 
the elegant plates with which it is or- 
namented. 

STELLA (James) a celebrated 
painter in the 17th century, born 1596, 
at Lyons. After havingstudied design, 
he went into Italy, where he executed 
several paintings, engravings, and 
drawings, which were much admired. 
On his return to France, cardinal Ri- 
chelieu presented him to the king, 
who granted him a pension of 1000 
livres, with apartments in the galleries 
of the Louvre, and employed him in 
his profession. This artist's taste led 
him to represent children's sports and 
pastoral scenes, but he succeeded 
equally well in grand subjects. He 
died 1647, aged 51. Anthony Bous- 
sonet Stella, his nephew and pupil, a 
native of Lyons, imitated his style 
very much, and died at an advanced 
age, 1682. James Stella, had also a 
niece, who excelled in engraving, and 
whose prints equal those of the greatest 
masters. | 

STELLA (Julius Cæsar) a Latin 
poet of the 16th century, born at 
Rome, by whom we have the two first 
books of a poem, entitled, 7he Colom- 
bied, or the Expeditions of Chri:topher 
Columbus in the New Warld, London, 
1585, 4to. This poem was admired by 
Muret, and others among the learned, 
though written when Stella was bat 
20 years old. He did not finish it. 

* STELLART (Prosper) a Fleming, 
and learned Augustine monk, who 
died 1626, aged 39, as he was on a

STENO II. king of Sweden, sue. 
ceeded his father Suento, 1512 5 
attempting to establish an absolute 
monarchy, he raised a great part of hig 
subjects against him, who called in 
Christiern II. King of Denmark t0 
their assistance. After various turns 
of fortune, Steno was wounded in bat. 
tle, and survived but three days. On 
his decease Christiern made himself 
master of Denmark. This happened 
in 1520. 

STENO (Nicholas) born January 19, 
1638, at Copenhagen, son of a Ly. 
theran, who was goldsmith to Chris. 
tiern IV. king of Denmark. He he. 
came physician to Ferdinand 11. grand 
duke of Tuscany, afterwards preceptor 
to the son of Cosmo III. and having 


the Lutheran heresy, 1669. In 1677, 
he took the ecclesiastical habit, and 
Innocent XI. consecrated him bishop 
of Titiopolis in Isauria, under the pa- 
triarchate of Antioch. John Frederick, 
duke of Hanover, prince of Brunswic, 
having abjured Lutheranism soon after, 
sent for M. Steno, whom the pope en- 
titled the apostolical vicar throughout 
the north. When this prince died, 
his successor, a Lutheran, obliged the 
bishop of Titiopolis to quit his domi- 
nions, but M. Steno continued to act 
as a missionary in Germany, and died 
at Scheverin, the capital of Mecklen- 
burg, November 25, 1686, aged 48. 
He left an excellent Discaurse on the 
Anatomy of the Brain, Leyden, 1683, 
12m0, and other learned works. M. 
Winslew, his great nephew, a cele- 
brated anatomist, has supported with 
honour the high character which this 
learned man had left. 

STENTOR, a Grecian captain, who 
was at the famous siege of Troy, and 
whose voice, according to Homer, 
equalled those of fifty men, whence 
came the proverb; He has a voice like 
Stentor, 

STEPHANO, a famous painter of 
Florence in the 14th century, who was 


Giotto's pupil, but excelled his master, 
particularly in perspective. He worked 
in his native city, at Pisa, and at 
Assisi, and died about 1350, aged 49. 

| STEPHANUS, 
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STEPHANUS, v. STEPHEN, : 
STEPHEN (St.) the first Christian 
wartyr, Gamaliel's disciple, and one 
of the seven deacons chosen by the 
brethren. The Jews stoned him on 
an accusation of having blasphemed 
against the temple and their law. St. 
Stephen prayed for his persecutors with 
his dying. breath. 

STEPHEN I. (St) succeeded pope 
Lucius, April 10, 254. St. Cyprian 
Solicited him by letter, to depose Mar- 
cien, bishop of Arles, who Was a No- 

vatian. Pope Stephen admitted to his 
communion, Basilides and Martial, 
two bishops of Spain, who had been 
deposed, but the other Spanish bishops 
would not let them enter their churches 
again; and this conduct was approved 
by St. Cyprian, who assured them that 
the pope had been imposed upon. 
The famous dispute concerning baptism 

administered by hereticks, arose in St. 
Stephen's pontificate, He died 257, 
during the persecution under Valerian, 
and was Succeeded by Sixtus II. 
ST. CYPRIAN. 

STEPHEN II. a Roman, placed in 
St, Peter's chair on the death of ano- 
ther Stephen, who is not usually reck- 
oned among the popes, because he died 
before he had been elected more than 
three or four days, in 752. The Ste- 
phen who is the subject of this article, 
went into France to solicit Pepin's as- 
sistance against Aistulphus, king of 
the Lombards. Pepin accordingly 
marched into Italy, besieged Aistul- 
phys in Pavia, and made him promise 
to restore the lands he had taken from 
the church; but scarce had he repassed 
the mountains, when the Lombard 
prince laid siege to Rome. Upon this 
Stephen had again recourse to his pro- 
tector, and sent him three very pressing 
and submissive letters. Pepin being 
returned into Italy, forced Aistulphus 
to give up the exarchate of Ravenna, 
with the Roman pentapolis, to St. 
Peter's domain, which was the first 
foundation of the pope's temporal 
dominion, Stephen died April 26, 
757. We have five of his Letters, and 
some Ordinances remaining. 

STEPHEN III. elected pope, August 
5, 758. He deposed the antipope Con- 
stantine, ordered his eyes to be put out, 
and remained in quiet possession of the 

Holy See. He died 772 
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STEPHEN IV. a Roman, elected 
June 22, 816, and died January 22, 817. 
STEPREN V. a Roman, elected 


pope, ſuly 25, 885. He wrote forcibly 
to Basilius the Macedonian, emperor of 
the East, in defence of the popes his 
predecessors against Photius. He died 
891, 

STEPHEN VI. eleQed pope after the 
antipope Boniface had been driven out, 
896, He ordered the body of Formo- 
sus to be taken up and thrown into the 
Tiber, and declared all that pontiff's 
ordinances void. Stephen VI. was im- 
prisoned and strangled, 897. Romanus 
his successor, revoked what he had 
done against the memory of Formosus. 

STEFHEN VII. succeeded Leo VI. 
and died at the end of two years, 931. 

STEPHEN VIII: related to the em- 
peror Otho, and elected pope, Sept. 1, 
939. He was ill treated by some 
rebels, who so disfigured his face that 
he did not dare appear in public. He 
died 943. 

STEPHEN IX. brother of Godfrey 
le Barbu, duke of Lorrain, and named 
Frederic. He took the religious habit 
of Mount Cassino, became abbot there, 
was elected pope, August 2, 1057, and 
died at Florence in great reputation for 
sanctity, March 29, 1058. 

STEPHEN de Muret, (St.) founder of 
the order of Grandmont, son of Ste- 
phen, earl of Thiers, a small city in 
Lower Auvergne, born 1046, in the 
castle of Thiers, and carried into Italy 
by his father. After conversing with 
the hermits in Calabria, he wished to 
live in a similar manner, and asked 
permission of pope Gregory VII. so to 
do, He withdrew at last to Muret, 
about 1078, and there founded his 
order; but it is nevertheless called the 
Order of Grandmont, because after St. 
Stephen's death, February 8, 1124, his 
monks retired to Grandmont, which 
as well as Muret, is in Limosin. We 
have his Rule remaining, 1645, 12mo. 
and a collection Of Maxims, Latin and 
French, 1704, 12mo. This order was 
suppressed, 1769, after the decease of 
the existing monks. ; 

STEPHEN (St.) third abbot of 
Citeaux, an Englishman, who studied 
at Paris. He afterwards visited Italy, 
and retired to the abbey of Molesme. 
Robert, abbot of that monastery, con- 
cerned at the relaxation of the monks, 
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determined to live in a more perfect 
manner, and chosing Citeaux for the 
place of his reform, withdrew thither 
with several monks, and was elected 
its first abbot, -March 1, 1098, but the 
pope having obliged Robert to return 
to Molesme, Alberic $ucceeded him. 
On the death of Alberic, St. Stephen 
was unanimously chosen abbot by the 
community, and the Cistertian order 
owes to him its increase, perfection, 
and rules. He founded the abbies of 
la Ferte-sur-Grone, Pontigny, Clair- 
vaux, &c. gave them statutes which 
were approved by Calixtus II. 111g, 
and died March 28, 1134. 

STEPHEN, a learned bishop of 
Tournay, born at Orleans, chosen 
abbot of St. Genevieve, 1177, and 
bishop of Tours in 1191. He was con- 
cerned in the most important transac- 
tions of his time, and died in Septem- 
ber 1202, leaving S-rmons, some Epi- 
tles, 1682, Svo. which are curious, and 
other works. 

STEPHEN (St.) king of Hungary, 
succeeded his father Giesa, the first 
Christian monarch of that country, 997. 
He was as it were the apostle of his 
dominions, made very wise laws, and 
lived in so holy a manner as to be 
ranked among the saints. He died 
August 15, 1138, at Buda. 

STEPHEN, son of Anthony Pattori, 
prince of Transylvania, elected king 
of Poland at Warsaw, December 15, 
1575. He gained very important vic- 
tories over the Muscovites, and reigned 
with great glory both in time of peace 
and of war. This prince is said to 
have answered the ambassadors of 
Amurath, the Turkish emperor who 
would have compelled him to assist 
their master in virtue of a treaty, That 
the Polish eagle was grown young again, 
and nad gained freth vigour and freil fea- 
thers, He died December 13, 1586, at 
Grodno. 

STEPHEN V Byzantium, Stephanus 
Bytantinus, a celebrated grammarian of 
the 5th century, who taught at Con- 
stantinople, and was author of a geo- 
graph:cal dictionary, of which we have 
only an abridgement made by Hermo- 
laiis in Justinian's reign, The best 
edition of this valuable work is Leden, 
1694, fol. Greek and Latin, with 
learned Netes by Berkelius and Grono- 
vius; that of 1678, is joined to it, and 


and one of the most learned men of his 
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on account of the changes, the Notes 
written by Holstenius are also added 
Leyden, 1684, fol. g 

STEPHENS (Robert) a celebrated 
printer, son of Henry Stephens, printer 
at Paris, Who died 1520. He learnt 
his art under Simon de Colines, his 
father-in-law, and married the daugh. 
ter of Badius Ascensius. Robert 
Stephens understood the languages and 
belles lettres, and Francis I. gave him 
the royal press for Hebrew and Latin. 
He was the first who divided the Bible 
into verses. The Parisian doctors hav. 
ing involved him in some troubles, he 
retired to Geneva, in which city he 
professed the Protestant religion, ang 
there. died 1559, aged 56, leavins 
three sons, Henry, Francis, and is. 
bert. Among this printer's elegant 
publications, his Hebrew ible, 154g, 
8 vol. 16to. is particularly distin. 
guished; the gto edition is less valued ; 
also his New Testament, in Greek, 
1546, 2 vol. 16to. His Theseurus Lin- 
gue Lating, is an excellent work; the 
dest editions of it are, Lyons, 1577, 2 
vol. fol. London, 1734, 4 vol. fol. and 
Basil, 1740, 4 vol. fol.; this last is 
Somewhat enlarged. 

STEPHENS (Charles) son of the 
printer Henry Stephens the Elder. He 
was a physician, and died 1564, aged 
60, leaving a daughter, who married 
John Liebaut the physician, and was a 
very learned woman. Charles Ste- 
phens' works are, De re rustica, vo.; 
De wasculis, Svo.; La Maison rustigne, 
to.; AI Didbionary, Historical, Geogra- 
phical, aud Poctical, London, 1686, fol.; 
a translation of the Italian comedy, 
entitled, the Sacrifice, by the academi- 
cians of Sienna; Inn,, 1543, 16to. 
and under the title of Les Abuc5, 1556, 
16to. &c. 

STEPHENS (Henry) or Henry Ste- 
phens te Secand, a celebrated printer, 


time, son of Robert Stephens. He 
perfectly understood Greek and Latin, 
enriched the public with many elegant 
editions of ancient authors, and was 
the first publisher of Anacreon's poems, 
which he translated into Latin verse; 
but died in an hospital at Lyons, 1598, 
aged 70, leaving several children, 
among others, Paul Stephens, and a 
daughter, whom Isaac Causabon mar- 
ried. Besides the elegant editions 

published 
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published by Henry Stephens, he was 
author of Thesaurus Linguz Grace, 
1572, 4 vol. fol. to which should be 
added the two Glos5arzes, printed 1573, 
This work was very expensive to him, 
2nd being obliged to sel! it at a high 
price, he was ruined, while Scapula 
ohe of his men, who had made an 
abridgement of it, containing the most 
material parts, gained a large sum of 
money. An Apolepgy for I! roagtus, the 
best edition is by Duchet, 1735, 3 vol. 
gro. This is a satire full of inveRives 
arainst the Catholic religion, for which 
Stephens was condemned to be burnt, 
and executed in effigy. A version of 
the ancient Greek physicians, entitled, 
De Medic artis principe fe Galenum, 
1577, fol ; Poets Graect principes, Pari- 
stis, 1566 fol. The family of Stephens 
has produced other persons of merit. 
Its last descendant died blind in the 
hotel Dieu at Paris, 1674. Eis son 

lenry, a very promising youth died 
before him. 

STEPRONIUS (Bernardino) an Ita- 
lian Jesuit, and good Latin poet, who 
died December 8, 1620, at the age of 
94. Three of his tragedies are particu- 
larly admired; viz. Crispus, Symphoroms, 
and Flavia, 12mo.; Oratienes, 16to. 

STESICHORUS, a very celebrated 
Greek lyric poet, burn at Himera, a 
city of Sicily, and said to have been 
surnamed Stesichorus, because he settled 
and fixed the manner of the dance to 
instruments, or of the chorus, on the 
Stage, He died about 556, A. C. All 
the ancient writers bestow the highest 
encomiums on this poet, but we have 
none of his works remaining, except- 
ing some fragments with Alexus. 

STESICRATES, the famous Grecian 
sculptor and architect, who offered 
Alexander the Great to cut mount 
Athos into a statue of that prince, 
leaving space enough in each hand for 
building a city, and letting the sea 
flow between its legs. Alexander, 
acgording to some writers, rejected this 
proposal, but others assert that he ac- 
ccpted it, and that Stesicrates died 
before he had done more than sketch 
out his plan. This last opinion ap- 
pears the least probable. | 

STEV ART, (Peter) a learned and 
indefatigable professor of Ingoldstadt, 
afterwards canon of St. Lambert's at 
Liege, his native place. He died 
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1621, aged 71, He wrote Commentaries 


on most of St Paul's Epistles, 10 vol. 
4to. and the Apology for the Jesuits, 
1593, 4to. 


STEUBER (John Engelhard) a 


learned professor of divinity at Rein- 
telen, and superintendent of the 
churches in the county of Schaumburg, 


born 1693, at Marpurs. He wrote 


learned treaties n the Jubilee of the 
FJeꝛus, and on the First born; also many 
academical Dissertativas, chiefly on 
difficult texts of Scripture. He died 
1747. | | 

STEUCUS EUGUBINUES (Augus- 
tinus) a learned writer uf the 16th 
century, surnamed Eugulinus, from his 
being a native of Eugubio in the duchy 
of Urbino. He was well acquainted 
with the Oriental languages, entered 
as a regular canon in the congregation 
au Sauveur, and became keeper of the 
apostolic library, afterwards bishop of 
Chisamo in the isle of Candia. He 
died 1550. Steucus Eugubinus left 
Notes on the pentateuch; Commentaries 
on forty seven of the Psalms, and other 
works, printed at Fenice, 1591, 3 vol. 
fol. | 

STEVIN (Simon) an eminent ma- 
thematician, born at Bruges, mathe- 
matical master to prince Maurice of 
Nassau, and overseer of the dykes in 
Holland. He is said to have invented 
the Vaggens with Salt, sometimes used 
by the Dutch. Stevin applied parti- 
cularly to mechanics and hydraulics, 
and made many useful discoveries. 
He died 1633. He has left a curious 
treatise o Static:, which is esteemed ; 
Geometrical Problems; Mathematical Ale- 


moirs; a treatise de portuum indestigands- 


rum ratione, and a great number of 
other works in Flemish, translated into 
Latin by Sneliius, and printed in 2 vol. 
fol. | 
STEYAERT (Martin) a celebrated 
doctor of Louvain, well skilled in the 
languages and sciences, particularly 
divinity. He was deputed to Rome 
by the faculty of Louvain, 1675, where 
he contributed much towards procuring 
Sixty five propositions of relaxed mora- 
lity to be censured by pope Innocent 
XI. Steyaert afterwards became rector 
of the university at Louvain, president 
of the college de Baius, then of the 
grand college, censor of books, canon 
and dean of St. Peter's at Louvain, 
king's 
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king's professor of divinity, apostolical 
commissary and official for the whole 
diocese of Louvain, and conservator of 
the university. But all these offices 
did not prevent his publishing several 
moral and controversial works, the 
principal among them are, 7heclogia 
moralis refor mata; Pexitions respeting 
Papal Infallibility, in Latin, not es- 
teemed; Aris a AM. P Archeveque de 
Cambrai, &; Apheorismes theclegiques, 
It was against the two latter that M. 
Arnauld wrote the Steyaides, under the 
title of Diffcultes prepsic's d NM. Steyaert ;; 
a short piece against Jansenius, an- 
swered by M. Nicole in his book en- 
titled, Disquizitio, &c. M. Steyaert 
died April 17, 1701, aged 54. 
STIFELS S,elius (Michael) a Pro- 
testant minister, and skilful mathe- 
matician of Eslingen, who wrote a 
book on 4rit/metich, in which he has 
explained 4/gebra in a clear manner, 
and by an easy method. He also set 
up for a prophet, and foretold that the 
world would end October 3, 1533, at 
ten in the morning, but lived long 
enough to witness the fallacy of his 
prediction, and died at Jena, 1567, 


aged 80. 


STIGELIUS (John) a Latin poet of 
the 16th century, born at Gotha in 
Thuringia, who has left several Pocms. 
His E/egies, 1604, Svo. and his Eclogues, 
1546, 8yo. are particularly admired. 
He died February 21, 1562, aged 47. 

STIGLIANI (Thomas) an Italian 
poet, and a knight of Malta, born at 
Matera in Basilicata, author of 7ke 
Songster, Venice, 1601, or 1605; a 
poem on the New World, Rome, 1628; 
a pastoral entitled, Polypheme, and 
several other poetical works. He died 
in the pontificate of Urban VIII. 

STILICO, a Vandal, general under 
Theodosius tte Great, He married 
Serena, who was niece to that prince, 
being his brother's daughter, and Theo- 
dosius scon after appointed him tutor 
to his son Honorius. Stilico had $0 
much courage and experience, that 
every 'thing prospered in his hands, 
till ambition proved his ruin. He de- 
feated the Goths in Liguria about 402, 
and Alaric, who had ravaged Thrace, 
Greece, aud the provinces of Illyria 
for 30 years, was compelled to fly; 
but Stilico, though he could have pre- 
vented that prince from escaping,. by 
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Keeping him besieged on all sides, en- 
tered into a secret alliance, and suf. 
fered him to make his escape, con- 
Sidering the war as necessary for sup. 
porting his own credit and authority 
Soon after this, he defeated Rhadaga. 
sius, another barbarous chief, and car. 
ried on private cabals with a view of 
raising his son Eucherius to the em. 
pire. Rufinus however found means 
to overthrow his plans, and procured 
him to be put to death by order of 
Honorius, 408. His son and Serena 
his wife, who had been accomplices 
in his intrigues, were strangled at the 
same time. Stilico's name was also 
erased, and his Statues pulled down. 

STILLINGFLEET (Dr. Edward) 
born 1635, at Cranburn in Dorsetshire, 
Having made himself known by his 
writings, the bishop of London gave 
him the living of St Andrew's, and 
it was not long before he was appoint- 
ed chaplain in ordinary to Charles II. 
and canon of St. Paul's. He next be. 
came dean of Canterbury, archdeacon 
Shortly after, then dean of St. Paul's, 
and lastly bishop of Worcester 1689, 
in all which situations he acquitted 
himself greatly to his honour, in very 
perplexed times. Dr. Stillingfleet was 
Several years speaker of the lower 
house of convocation, and employed 
by William III to revise the English 
liturgy. He died March 27, 1699. 
His numerous works form 6 vol, fol, 
those most esteemed are, his Origines 
Sacre ; His Origines Britannitæ; His 
Diiccurie against the Answer of Cral- 
lius to Grotius; His other pieces against 
the Socinians and against Locke, and 
his Sermons, There is a French tran- 
slation of his treatise on the question, 
Whether a Protestant who changes his 
religion for that of Rome, can be saved in 
the Roman communion © 

STILPO, a celebrated Greek phi- 
losopher of Megara, who was so elo- 
quent and insinuated himself so easily 
into the favour of his auditors, that 
all the young philosophers quitted 
their masters to hear him. It is said, 
that Stilpo having reproached the 
the courtizan Glycera with corrupting 
youth, she replied, What does it signify 
qwhether they are corrupted by a courtezan 
or by a sophist ! which answer induced 


Stilpo to reform the school of Megara, 


banishing from it all sophisms, useless 
subtilties, 
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zubtilties, general propositions, cap- 
tious arguments, and that parade of 
sense less words, which has so long de- 
based the schools. When Demetrius 
Poliorcetes, king of Macedon, took 
Megara, he forbade any one to touch 
our philosopher's house, but it was 
plundered notwithstanding his orders, 
Demetrius being ignorant of this, 
asked him if he lost any thing by the 
capture of the city, No, replied Stilpo, 
for way can neither rob us of virtue, learn- 
ing nor eloquence, He at the same time, 
gave that prince some instructions in 
writing, calculated to inspire him 
with humanity, and a noble zeal for 
doing good to mankind, with which 
Demetrius was $0 touched that he 
ever after followed his advice. Stilpo 
is said to have entertained very equi- 
vocal notions respeRing the deity ; but 
he was nevertheless considered as one 
of the chiefs of the Stoic sect. Seve- 
ral Grecian republics had recourse to 
his wisdom, and submitted to his de- 
cisions. Cicero {De Fato, C. 5) ob- 
serves, that this philosopher was na— 
turally inclined to drunkeness and 
debauchery, but had so entirely con- 
quered those propensities by reason 
and philosophy, that no one ever saw 
him intoxicated, nor perceived in him 
the least vestige of intemperance. 
Stilpo lived about 306. A. C. 

STIMMER (Tobit) a painter and 
engraver of the 16th century, born at 
Scaff house. Both his paintings and 
prints are esteemed, and Reubens 
greatly valued a series of wooden cuts, 
in which Stimmer engraved the his- 
tory of the bible. He had two bro- 
thers, one of whom applied wholly to 
painting, the other to engraving. 

STOBAUS (John) a laborious Greek 
writer, at the end of the 4th century, 
and beginning of the fifth, who com- 
posed a great number of works, but 
we have only his Collections remaining, 
nor even these as he left them, se- 
veral additions having been made by 
more recent authors. The Collection of 
Stobæus, Lyons, 1608, fol.; Geneva, 
1609, fol, contains many valuable mo- 
ral Sentences, from the ancient poets 
and philosophers, 

STOCK or STOCKIUS (Simon) a 
famous English general of the Carme- 
lite order, who died at Bourdeaux, 
1265, after having written several 
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pious books, It is said, that the holy 
virgin appeared to him in a vision, 
and gave him the Scapulary, as a token 
of her special protection of all who 
should wear it. The office and fes- 
tival of the Scapulary have been since 
approved hy the holy see. M. de 
Launoy has nevertheless written a vo- 
lume to prove that Simon Stock's vi- 
sion is a fabulous story, and the bull 
called Sabatine, which approves the 
Scapulary spurious. 

STOCKIUS (Christian) a German, 
eminent for his learning and knows 
ledge of ethics, born 1672, at Cam- 
burg. He was appointed professor at 
Jena, 1717, and died 1733, leaving a 
great number of works, all much va- 
lued. The principal are, Interpres 
Greacus, Dixputationes de panis Ebrz- 
orum capitalihus; Institutiones Humiletice ; 
Litterater Gracus; Historia Pasxsinnis 
Christi; Lexicon Homileticum reale; Cla- 
vis Linguæ Sante wet. Test. this is an 
excellent Hebrew dictionary. Clavis 
Linguæ ſanctæ novi Textamenti, a good 
Greek dictionary. Stockius was ex- 
tremely well acquainted with the 
learned languages. 

STOFLER (John) born 1452, at 
Justingen in Suabia. He taught ma- 
thematics at Tubingen, and became 
very celebrated for his lectures; but 
tarnished all his glory by his infatu- 
ation for prophecying. He foretold a 
great deluge for the year 1524, and 
made all Germany tremble by his 
predictions, but lived to see the false- 
hood of it. Stofler is said by some 
to have foretold that the world would 
end in 1586, he was however secure 
of not seeing this prophecy belied by 
the event. He died February 19, 1531. 
He left several works on mathematics 
and astrology. a 

STOLBERG (Balthasar) a learned 
Lutheran, born in Misoria, who was 
professor of Greek at Wittemberg, 
and wrote some Dissertations on seve- 
ral difficult passages of scripture, 
which are much valued, besides other 
works. He died 1684. 

STORCK (Ambrose) a Dominican, 
called in Latin Pelargus, who strenu- 
ously opposed the heretics, both in 
his sermons and writings, attended 
the council! of Trent as theologian 
from the archbishop of Treves, 1546, 


and 1552, and died at Treves 1557. 
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We have a treatise of his en the yacri- 
fice of the Mass, written against Æco- 
lampadius; A collection of his Letters 
to Erasmus, with those written by that 
learned man to him, and others works, 
Friburg, 1534, fol. 

STOSCH (William) a celehrated 
writer, born 1646, at Berlin, author of 
a book, entitled, Concordia rationis et 
filei, printed at Gulen under the date 
of Amsterdam, 1692. This book, tilled 


with Socinianism, and even Atheism 


was examined and censured by some 
learned divines and civilians, who 
compelled Stosch to retract. He did 
so, but without changing his senti- 
ments, as a copy of his book clearly 
proves. He died 1707, at Berlin, 

STOSCH (Philip) author of expla- 
nations in Latin of the engraved stones 
published by Bernard Picard. They 
have been translated into French by 
Limiero, aud the whole was printed at 
Amirerdem, 1724, fol. 

STOUFFACHER (Wernier) a Swiss 
of the canton of Schwitz, celebrated 
among his countrymen for the plan 
which he formed and executed to free 
them from the tyranny and oppression 
of Grisler, governor under emperor 
Albert I. Tiiis governor after having 
taken a noble heuse from Stouffacher, 
threatened him in case he should dare 
to complain of the injury. Stouffacher 
irritated by such treatment, commu— 
nicated his design to Walter Furstius, 
of the canton ot Uri, and Arnold de 
Melchtal, of the canton of Underwold. 
These joining with some friends, 
among others, with the famous William 
Tell, who killed Grisler, seized the 
forts which Albert had built to re- 
Strain them, Shook aff the yoke, and 
formed a league whence originated the 
freedom of the Swiss cantons. The 
above events happened in 1307, and 
the death of Albert, who was killed 


the following year by his nephew, 


John duke of Suabia, proved very 
unfavourable to this revolution, 

STOUP, v. STUPPA.- 

STOW (John) a native of London, 
in which city he also died April 5, 
1605, leaving a Chronicle of England, 
fol. which is much valued; and a Sur- 
wey of Lend:n, 4to. in English. 

STRABO, a very celebrated geo- 
grapher, philosopher and Greek his- 
torian, born at Amasia, but Whose 
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family were originally of Guogns a 
town in Crete, He was the ein 
of Xenarchus, a Peripatetic Try 
pher, and attached himself afterwargz 
to the Stoic. Strabo formed a attic 
friendship with Cornelius Gallus, go. 
vernor of Egypt, and visited various 
countries, for the purpose of observ. 
ing their Situations and customs. He 
flourished in the reign of Augustus, 
and died under that of Tiberius, about 
the year 25, in a very advanced age 
alter having written several works, 
of which we have only his Geegroply, 
in 17 books remaining. This work 
discovers so much learning, judgement 
and accuracy, that it is justly- congi- 
dered as the best ancient book on the 
subject, which has come down to us. 
The most valuable editions of Strabo 
are Paris, Greek and Latin, 1620, fot. 
and Amsterdam, 1707, 2 vol fol. the 
first Latin edition is 1472, fol. there is 
one of Ansterdam, 1652, 2 vol. 12mo. 

STRABO, v. WAL AFRIDUS, 

STRADA (Famianus) a celebrated 
Roman Jesuit of the 17th century, 
author of a History of the Wars in the 
Netherlands, written in elegant Latin, 
but with tov much partiality to the 
Spaniards. It is divided into two De- 
cades, the first of which was published 
at Rome, 1640, the second, 1647, fol, 
this is the best edition. There is a 
French translation, Brussels, 4 vols, 
12 mo. Strada died 1649, leaving some 
other works. James Strada, a Man- 
tuan, was celebrated in the 16th cen- 
tury for his skill in drawing ancient 
medals; and his son, Octavius Strada, 
published /e Lives of the Emperori, 
with their medalions, 1615, fol. 

STRADAN (John) a Flemish pain- 
ter, born 1530, at Bruges, who went 
to Italy for improvement, and par- 
ticularly excelled in historical Subjects, 
animals, and hunting pieces, He paint- 
ed both in oil and in Fresco. He died 
1604, at Florence. 

STRAFFORD (Thomas Wentworth, 
earl of). Charles I. considered this 
nobleman as a subject who might be 
useful, having heard him oppose the 
royal authority in parliament so effi- 
caciously that he hoped to make him 
a bulwark against parliamentary au- 
thority. With that view his majesty 
created him earl of Strafford, nor was 
he mistaken. Lord Strafford being ap- 

pointed 
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inted vice-roy of Ireland, made the 
hole nation his enemies. Murmurs 
grew into seditions, and the earl saw 
no other remedy than persuading 
Charles to Sacrifice him to the people's 
recentment, in consequence of which 
he ended his life on a scaffold, May 
12, 1641. Charles repented after- 
wards of this step, and considered his 
own cruel death as a punishment for 
his having consented unjustly to lord 
Strafford's execution. His attainder 
was reversed in the reign of William 


III. 

STAPAROLE (John Francis) an 
Italian author of the 16th century, 
who published a collection of tales 
under the title of Piacerole Notti, Ve- 
nice, 1557, or 1558, or 1560, or 1563, 
$yo, and 1599, 4to. There is a French 


translation, Paris, 1596, I6to, reprinted 


1726, 2 vol. 12mo. 

STRATO, a peripatetic philosopher 
of Lampsacus, reproached by Seneca 
with having made a God without a soul. 
He was the son of Arcesilaiis and the 
disciple of Theophrastus, whom he 
Succeeded in his school, 248 A.C. This 
philosopher had the surname of rhe 
Nururalist, from his assiduous research- 
es into the secrets of nature, and ap- 
pointed preceptor to Ptolomy PAadel- 
Piu, who loaded him with favours. 
He wrote tracts on Royalty, Justice, 
Goodness, and several other works which 
have not come down to us. It has 
been a subject of much dispute 
whether Strabo was really an atheist. 
James Bruck er defends him in a learn- 
ed Dissertation inserted in tom. 13. of 
Scholhorn's Amanitates Litterariæ. 

STREBEE, STREB.ZUS or DESTRE- 
BAY (James Lewis) an excellent 
translator of the 16th century, born at 
Rheims, who was well acquainted 
with Greek and Latin, and died about 
1550. His translation of Aristotle's 
Þ'thica, ¶Cronemica and Politica, 1556, 
Svo. is very accurate and in elegant 
Latin, 

STREIN, Szrinius (Richard) baron 
de Schwarrenaw, a native of Austria, 
and learned Protestant writer, coun- 
cellor to the emperor, superintendant 
of finances, and his librarian, He was 
much esteemed by the literati of his 
time, and died 1601, leaving the fol- 
lowing works. A Tr. De Gentibus et 
Familiis Remanorum, Patis, 1559, fol, in 

ver Iv. 
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which he has thrown much light on 


the Roman antiquities, Some Dis. 
couries in defence of the freedom of 
the Netherlands, published withou © 
the author's name, from a fear of of- 
fending the house of Austria, Whose 
subject he was. Some theological 
Tracts, Commonitorium de Roberti Bellar- 
mini scriptis atque lihris. 

STREITHAGEN, Strezithgius (An- 
drew de) a learned poet, musician and 
algebraist at the beginning of the 17th 
century, born at Mertzenhauss, near 
Juliers. He had the care of the school 
and of the organ in the canon's col- 
lege at Heinsberg, and left some Poems 
and other works. Peter de Streitha- 
gen, his son, a learned Protestant di- 
vine, born 1595, was pastor at Heidel- 
berg, Aulick preacher and counsellor 
to Charles Louis, elector Palatine. 
This latter died 1654, leaving several 
works, the most known among Which 
are: Florus Christianus, iu Histor iarum 
de rebus Christianz Religionis Libri V. 
8vo.; Novus homo, ite de Regeneratione 
Tractatus, &c. 

STRIGELIUS (Victorinus) born 
December 25, 1524, at Raufbeir in 
Suabia, He $tudied at Wittemberg, 
under Luther and Melancthon and af- 
terwards gave private lectures. Strige- 
lius attended the conference held at 
Eisenach, 1556, on the necessity of 
good works, and being attacked by 
Illyricus the year following, had a 
verbal dispute with him at Weimar. 
From that time he was incessantly 
persecuted by the Protestant divines, 


who procured him to be imprisoned, 


1559. He obtained his liberty at the 
end of three years, and going to Leip- 
sic read lectures there in theology, 
logic, and morality; but was after- 
wards forbidden to continne them, 
which obliged him to retire into the 
Palatinate, where he became professor 
of morality at Heidelberg, and died in 
that city, ſune 26, 1569, aged 45, 
leaving Notes on the Old and New 
Testament, and other works. He had 
been twice married. 


STROZZI (Titus and Hercules) two 


Latin poets, father and son, natives of 
Ferrara, and successively tribunes of 
that city. They have left Elegies and 
other Latin poems written in a tender, 
pure, and pleasing style. Titus died 
about 1502, aged 80. Hercules was 
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killed by a rival, 1508. The dest 
editions of these poets are by Aldus 
Manutius, 1313, Svo. and by Simon 
de Colines. | 

STROZZI (Philip) descended from 
an ancient and rich Florentine family. 
He was one of those who, on the 
death of pope Clement VII. under- 
took to drive Alexander de Medicis 
from Florence, and restore liberty 


there. Finding their solicitations at 


the court of Charles V. ineffectual, 
they had recourse to the most detest- 
able and criminal of all methods, that 
of murdering the pretended usurper, 
Alexander de Medicis. After his 
death, Cosmo, his successor, defeated 
the conspirators at the battle of Maro- 
na, drove out the malecontents, and 
committed Philip Strozzi to prison. 
This latter, when led a second time 
to the torture, snatched a sword from 
a soldier, and Killed himself, 1538. 
He had written the following line 
from Virgil over the chimney in his 
prison: 


Exoriare aliquis nostris ex assibus ultor. 


Philip Strozzi was a citizen entirely 
free from ostentation, Who was very 
willing to admit of equals, but not of 
masters. By his wife, Clarice de Me- 
dicis, niece to pope Leo X. he had 
Laurentus Strozzi, cardinal and arch- 
bishop of Aix, who died at Avignon, 
December 4, 1571. Robert, husband 
of Magdelein de Medicis; Leo, a 
knight of Malta and prior of Capua, 
celebrated for his naval exploits, Kil- 
led at the siege of the castle of Piom- 
bino, 1554; and Peter, marechal of 
France, 1554, who died June 20, 1558, 
of a wound received at the siege of 
Thionville. Philip Strozzi, son of this 
last, distinguiched himself in the 
French service at several sieges and 
battles, was made colonel- general of 
infantry, and lieutenant- general ot the 
fleet destined to the Azores; but being 
defeated at sea near the isle of St. 
Michael, July 28; 1583, he fell into 
the hands of the marquis de Santa 
Crusa, the Spanish general, Who killed 
him in cold blood, against the laws 


both of war and honour, and threw 


him into the sea. 

STROZ ZI (Quiric Cirico, or. Ririac 
Cyriacus) born April 22, 1504, of a 
noble family at Florence. He taught 
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Greek and philosophy with great 
credit at his native place, at Bologna 
and at Pisa, in which last city he died, 
1565, aged 63, leaving a ninth and 
tenth book in Greek and Latin, added 
to Aristotle's eight books De Re pub. 
lica, worth the perusal of the Ilterati. 
His sister, Laurentia Strozzi, a cele. 
brated and learned nun of the Domi. 
nican order, was well acquainted with 
the Greek and Latin languages, ang 
has left Hymns and Odes in Latin, on 
all the festivals of the church, Par;,, 
1601, 8yo. She died September ro, 
1591, aged 77. 

STBOZZI (Thomas) a celehrated 
Italian Jesuit, born 16317, at Naples, 
who distinguished himself by his poe- 
tical talents, his eloquence, and his 
theological works, He wrote a poem 
in Latin, on the method of mating Cloco- 
late; An excellent Discour:e on the 
liberty of which republics aze $0 jea- 
lous; Ten Drscourses in Italian, to 
prove against the Jews, that Jesus is 
the messiah, and a number of Pane. 
gyrics, which have gained him the 
character of one of the greatest Italian 
orators, Father Strozzi left some other 
works. f 

STROZZI (Julius and Nicholas) 
two excellent Italian poets, who must 
be distinguished from the preceding 
ones. Julius died at the latest, under 
the pontificate of Urban VIII. before 
the year 1637. He left FVenetia edifi- 
cata, 1624, fol. or 1626, 12mo. which 
is a very beautiful Italian poem on the 
origin of the city of Venice; Barba- 
rigs evero Pamico wollevato Poema ervico, 
Venetia, 1626, 4to. Nicholas was 
born at Florence, November 3, 1590, 
and died January 17, 1654, leaving 
Sylvz, Jadyls, Sunnets, two Tragedies, 
and other Italian poems, much valued, 

STRUVE (George Adam) born 
September 27, 1619, at Magdeburg. 
He acquired great skill in the law, 
on which he gave lectures with repu- 
tation at Jena, was aulic counsellor, 
a member of the chamber at Weimar, 
and held several other important 
offices. He died December 15, 1692, 
aged 73, leaving Syntagma Furis civilis 
and many valuable works besides. 
Gothiff Burchard, or Guthliab his son, 
has written his Life, This latter was 
professor of law, and, died at Jena, 
May 25th 17338, leaving several we

STRUYS (John) a famous Dutch 
navigator, whose account of his three 
voyages has been published. The first 
was by Madagascar to Japan; the 
second by Italy to the Archipelago; the 
.third by Moscovy to Persia. He be- 
gan his first voyage, December 26, 
1647, and finished the third Oct. 7, 
1673. Glanius revised and published 
them at Amsterdam, 1681, gto. reprint- 
ed at Rouen, 1730, 3 vol. 12mo. They 
are very curious, 

STRYKIUS, or STRYCKIUS (Sa- 
muel) born November 25, 1640, at 
Lenzen, a small place in the marqui- 
sate of Brandenburg. He was ap- 
pointed professor of law at Franck fort 
upon Oder, then president of the 
court of justice, and counsellor to 
Frederick William, ele&or of Bran- 
denburg. John George III. elector of 
Saxony, made him assessor in the so- 
vereign tribunal of appeals at Dresden, 
1690. He was afterwards aulic consellor 
and professor of law at Hall, and ac- 
quired great reputation in all these 
offices. He died August 1, 1710, leav- 
ing several works. 

STUART (John) earl of Buchan, 
grandson of Robert II. king of Scot- 
land. He carried 6000 good soldiers 
to Charles VII. while that prince was 
only dauphin, and defeated the Eng- 
lish at Baugé 1421; but was himself 
defeated at Crevant 1423, and killed 
before Verneuil 1424, little more than 
three months after he had received 
the constable's sword, August 24, the 
Same year. Lord Buchan left only 
daughters. 

STUART (Robert) earl of Beau- 
mout-le-Roger, seigneur d'Aubigny, 
and marechal of France, more known 
by the name of Marechal d' Aubigny, 
Second son of John Stuart, third earl 
of Lenox, descended from the blood- 
royal of Scotland. He did great ser- 
vice to France during the wars in 
Italy, and died 1543, leaving no chil- 
dren ; but his eldest brother continued 
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the family of which James I. king of 
England was one. v. MARY. 

STUART (Walter) earl of Athol, 
son of Robert II. king of Scotland. 
He was convicted in 1436, of a con- 
Spiracy against James I. and put to 
death, after having suffered during 
three days, the severest torments, 
which were terminated by his entrails 
being thrown into the fire, while he 
was yet alive, and his head severed 
from his hody. 

STUCKIUS (John William) a cele- 
brated writer towards the end of the 
16th century, horn at Zurich. He ac- 
quired great honour by his works, 
particularly by his Tr. on the Feat of 
the Antients, which is very curious, and 
may he found with his works on an— 
tiquity, Leyden, 1695, 2 vol. fol. He 
died 1607, Stuck ius also wrote some 
good Commentaries on Arian, and a 
parallel between Charlemagne and 
Henry IV. entitled Carolus Magnus re- 
divivus, 4to. 

STUNICA (James Lopez) a Spanish 
doctor in the university of Alcala, 
who wrote against Erasmus, and against 
the Notes of James le Fevre d'Etaples 
on St. Paul's epistles. We have also 
a curious book of his, entitled, Tine- 
rarium dum Compluto Romam praficisce- 
reti. He died 1530, at Naples. He 
must be distinguished from Diego Stu- 
nica, a doctor of Toledo, and Augus- 
tine monk in the 16th century, au- 
thor of a Commentary on Jeb, and other 
works. | 

STUPPA (Peter) a native of Chi- 
avenna in the country of the Grisons, 
who rose by his merit to the rank of 
colonel in the regiment of Swiss 
guards 168 5. The king employed him 
in various negociatſons in Switzerland, 
and permitted him to exercise the 
office of colonel-general of the Swiss 
(the honorary privileges excepted) 
during the duke of Main's minority. 
Stuppa filled this post with great ho- 
nour till his death, which happened 
January 6, 1701, in his eighty- first 
year. As he was one day soliciting 
Louis XIV. for the appointments of 
the Swiss officers, which had not heen 
paid for a long time, M. de Louvois, 
piqued by his intreaties, said to the 
king, Sire, there is no end to the im por- 
tunity of the Swiss, if your majeity had 
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all the money which you and your ancesors 
have given them, it would pave a causey 
from Paris to Basil. That may be, replied 
Stuppa immediately, but could your ma- 
jesty likewise collect all the blood the Swiss 
have shed in the Service of France, it would 
make a rrver from Paris to the city of 
Basil. Louis XIV. struck with this 
answer, ordered M. de Louvois to pay 
the Swiss. He must not be confounded 
with Stoup or Stuppa, his countryman, 
Some say his brother, who, while mi- 
nister of the Savoy cburch in London, 
was much emptoyed by Cromwell, in 
foreign affairs of a nice and difficult 
nature. He afterwards went into the 
army, became a btigadier in the 
French troops, and was Killed at the 
battle of Steenkirk 1692. This last 
wrote the famous book entitled, The 


Religion of the Dutch, 1673, 12mo. John 


Braun, or Hraunius, professor of di- 
vinity at Nimeguen, afterwards at 
Groningen, has refuted it in a work 
entitled, The true Religion of the Dutch, 
1675, lzmo. 

STURM, Sturmius (John Christo- 
pher) a learned mathematician, born 
November 3, 1635, at Hippolstein. 
He was minister of a church in Ger- 


many during five years, and after- 


wards proſessor of philosophy and 
mathematics at Altorf, where he died 
December 26, 1703, aged 68, leaving 
scveral mathematical works, the most 
esteemed among which are, Mathests 
enuclerta, 1 vol. SVO. and Mathesis Juve- 
nilis, in 2. large vol. 8vo. His design 
in this last is to introduce mathema- 
tics into schools. It is a pity his books 
are $0 hadly printed, | 

S TURM, sometimes improperly 
called Sturni, (Leonard Christopher) 
a very eminent mathematician, who 
excelled in every part of architecture, 
civil and military; horn November 5, 

1669, at Altorf, He has acquired im- 
mortal reputation by his Complete course 
of Architetaure, printed at Augsburg in 

16 vol. and by his Latin translation 
of G. A. Bockler's Curious Architec- 
ture, Nuremberg, 1664, fol. He died 
July 2, 1719. 

STURMIUS John) a learned phi- 
lologist and physician of the 16th 
century, born October t, 1507, at 
Sleida, in the Eitel, near Cologn. He 

u ent to Paris 1529, read public lectures 
there on the Greek and Latin authors, 


_ 
and ont logic, and was much esteemed 
by many of the literati ; but having 
discovered an inclination to the new 
heresies, he found himself involved 
in great dangers, and retired to Stras- 
burg 1537, to enter upon an office 
which the magistrates had offered 
him there. Sturmius opened a school 
in that city the year following, which 
became $0 very celebrated by the 
pains he took with it, as to obtain the 
title of an academy from the emperor 
Maximilian II. 1566. He was well 
acquainted with polite literature, 
wrote very pure Latin, and had an ex. 
cellent method of teaching, whence 
the college of Strasburg, of which he 
was rector, became the most flourish. 
ing in Germany. He acted as a deputy 
on several important occasions, and 
always acquitted himself honourably ; 
but the Lutheran ministers growing 
displeased with him, procured him to 
be deprived of his office Sturmius 
died March 3, 1589, aged 82; he had 
been three times married, but left no 
children. The principal among his 
numerous works are: Partitiones Dia- 
leftice linguæ Lating resobvende ratio, | 
8vo. ; Some excellent Notes on Aris- 
totle's Rhetoric, on Hermogenes, &c. He 
must be distinguished from James 
Sturmius, one of the chief magistrates 
of Strasburg, who died October zo, 
1555; and from John Sturmius, a 
native of Malines, physician and ma» 
thematical professor at Louvain. This 
latter also left several works, among 
others De Insitutione Principum; De 
Nebilitate litterata, &c collected in one 
vol. under the title of Institutie litte- 
rats, Torunii, 1586, 4to. there are two 
other vol. belonging to this collection 
which were not written by Sturmius, 
De Nova Hierichuntina, Lovanii, 1707, 
8vo. 
SUANEFOLD (Herman) a Flemish 
painter and engraver, born about 1620, 
surnamed Herman of Ttaly, from his 
long residence in that country, and 
Herman the Hermit, from his love of 
retirement and labour. He received 
instructions from Gerard Dou, and 
Claude Lorrain, and formed a strict 
friendship with them. This artist ex- 
celled particularly in landscapes; bis 
pencil was less perfect than Lorraine 
for trees, but much truer for ani- 


mals. 
SUARES 
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SUARES (Francis) a very eminent 
«cholastic divine, born January 5, 
1548, at Grenada. He entered the 
Jesuit's order, 1564, taught theology 
with credit at Alcala, Salamanca, 
Rome, and Coimbra, and died at Lis- 
bon 1617. His end was so easy that 
he is said to have uttered the follow- 
ing words just before he expired : Nor 
putabam tam dulce, tam Suave ene mort, 
i. e. I did not think that dying had been 
© 51vect and pleatant. Father Suares 
left a great number of works printed 
in 23 vol. fol. at Mentz and Lyons, in 
different years, and at Fenice, 1748, 
their titles are: Metaphysica; De Tri- 
nitate; De Angelis; De opere ex dierum; 
De anima; Ad primam gecundæ et in 
tertiam partem 8 Thome; De pgratia; De 
Statu religionis; De concuriu;, De Fide, 
Spe, et Charitatez De religione; De Gra- 
tid efficaci et Libero abitrio, with the 
underraentioned. They are almost all 
on theological or moral subjects. His 
Tr. On Laws, is so much admired as to 
have been reprinted in England. His 
book, entitled, A Defence of the Catho- 
lic faith against the errors of the English 
5, was differently received, being 
condemned to be burnt by the hang- 
man, by a sentence of the parhament 
of Paris, as containing seditious max- 
ims tending to the subversion of states, 
and encouraging the subjects of prin- 
ces to attack their sacred persons. 
Another sentence from the parliament 
March 6, 1762, suppressed it afresh, 
as also tom. 4. in tertiam partem S. lo- 
me; De Fide, Spe, et Charitate, et de 
Statu Religionts, What makes this au- 
thor's works the more valuable is, 
that he almost every where relates 
and explains with fidelity and pre- 
cision, the different sentiments of di- 
vines concerning the subjects on which 
he treats, The Jesuits justly consider 
Suares as the greatest and best scho- 
lastic divine their order has produced, 
and lavish the highest encomiums upon 
him. He was the principal author of 
the system of Congruizm, which is at 
bottom only that of Molina, better 
adapted to the method and language 
of the theologians and disguised under 
a less offensive form. Father Noel, 
a jesuit, has made an Abridgement of 
3 printed at Geneva, 1732, 2 vol. 
ol. 


SUARES (Joseph Maria) bishop of 
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Vuison, a man of a sociable temper, 
and great learning, who retired to his 
friend cardinal Barberini at Rome, and 
died in that city 1677. His principal 
works are: A Latin translation of the 
Opuscula of St Nilus, which he pub- 
lished at Rome, in Greek and Latin 
with Notes, 1673, fol; A Description of 
Avignon, and the county of Venaissin, 
in Latin, 4to. &c, 

SUBLET (Francis) seigneur des No- 
yers, baron de Dangu, intendant of 
finances, and secretary of state, son 
of John Sublet, seigneur des Noyers, 
maitre des comptes at Paris, and stew- 
ard to cardinal de Joyeuse. His great 
abilities procured him cardinal de 
Richelieu's favour, who employed him 
in the most important affairs. M. des 
Noyers was a friend to the sciences 
and fine arts, established the royal 
printing press in the galleries of the 
Louvre, aud built at his own expence 
the noviciate church of the Jesuits in 
Paris. After having zealously served 
the state till 1543, he obtained the 
king's leave to retire to his estate at 
Dangu, and there died October 20, 
1645. | 

SUBLIGNY (N.) an advocate to 
the parhament of Paris, who made 
himself known in the 17th century, 
by several works, the most celebrated 
among them are: La fause Clelie, 
I2mo. a romance, which is esteemed; 
A Trans/ation of the famous Portague ie 
Letters; the marechal de Chamilly 
gave him the originals on his return 
from Portugal, and he translated and 
enlarged them in his own style; Le 
folle quere/le; this is a comedy in prose, 
written against Racine's Andromague, 
and was acted at the royal theatre, 
1668, Some pieces in favour of Racine, 
whose panegyrist he became, after 
having criticised him, &c. Subligny's 
daughter was one of the first dancers 
at the opera, when Sully introduced 
women there. 

SUETONIUS {Caius Suetenius Pauli- 
mus) governor of Numidia, in the 
year of our Lord 40, who defeated 
the Moors and conquered their coun» 
try beyond Mount Atlas, which no 
Roman general had done before him. 
He wrote an Account of this war, and 
commanded in Britain ao years after, 
where he signalized himself by his 
great actions. Suetonius was consul 

about 
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about 63, and at length became one of 


the emperor Othio's generals; but lost 


in this station the glory he had before 
acquired, for he shamefully fled on the 
day of a decisive battle, and even 
made a merit of so doing to Vitellius. 
Those who call him the father of 
Suetonius the historian, and say that 
he wrote a life of the emperor Otho, 
are mistaken. 

SUETONIUS /Cains Suetonius Tran- 
quillus} a famous Latin historian, who 
was Secretary of state to the emperor 
Adrian about 118, but lost that place 
about three years after, when several 
persons fell into disgrace for not hav- 
ing s$hewn to the empress Sabina the 
respect which that princess merited. 
He composed many works during this 
period, but they are all lost except 
his Mitt. of the firit twelve Emperors, 


and part of his Tr. on the illustrious 
Grammarians aud Rhetoricians, Pliny 


the younger was his intimate friend, and 
persuaded him to publish his books, 
This history of the twelve emperors is 
much praised by the most eminent 
among the literati. The author en- 
ters into a minute detail of each em- 
peror's actions, even those which are 
most impure and horrible; whence 
it has been said that Suetonius wrote their 
lives as licentiously as they spent them. The 
most esteemed editions. are : the first, 
Reme, 1470, fol. cum Not. var. 1690, 
2 vol. 8vo.; Leuxcarden, 1714, 2 vol. 
4to.; Amiterdam, 1736, 2 vol. 4to.; 
Leyden, 1751, 2 vol. Svo. ad uswm Del- 
phini, 1684, gto.; The Louvre, 1644, 
12mo, Two French Translations have 
heen published at Paris, 1771, one by 
NI. de la Pause, 4 vol. $vo. which have 
quite eclipsed the preceding ones. 
SUEUR (Eustache le) an excellent 
French painter, who was Vouet's pu- 
pil at the same time with Le Brun, 
and a member of the academy of 
painting and seulpture at its foun- 
dation. Le Sueur possessed exquisite 
taste, he copied whatever was grand, 
noble, and majestic in the antique 
firures and bas reliefs, from modern 
performances, whatever was graceful, 
easy, and natural, His first great 
work was the life of St. Bruno, paint- 
ed for the cloister of the Chartreux 
at Paris, in twenty-two very beautiful 
pictures, some of which have been 
spoiled by the most detestable malice,

All this painter's works are uncom. 
monly fine, and charm the speQator 
by the representation of whatever is 
most pleasing and most attractive in 
nature. He died at Paris, April zo, 
1655, aged 38, without having visited 
Italy. | | 
SUEUR (John le) a celebrated Pro. 
testant minister in the 17th century, 
pastor at Ferté- scus-Jouarre in Brie, 
and author of a Tr. de a Divinits d. 
P Ecriture Sante, and Histore de “ Eglise 
et de Empire, Amsterdam, 1730, 5 
vol. 4to and 8 vol. 8vo. This history 
has been continued by the minister 
Pietat, and is esteemed. 
SUFFETIUS, v. METI Us. 
SUFFREN (John) born 1577, at 
Salone in the diocese of Arles, He 
entered early among the Jesuits, and 
became eminent by his talents for 
preaching and the care of souls; but 
still more so by the sanctity of his 
life. Father Suffren was confessor to 
Mary de Medicis, who placed him 
with Louis XIII. but some court in- 
trignes occasioned his dismission six 
years after, He continued always at- 
tached to the queen, and died at Fles- 
Singen, 1641, as he was returning with 
her from England to seek a retreat, 
which terminated at Cologn, By ad- 
vice of St. Frances de Sales, he wrote 
Anne Chretienne, 4 vol. 4to. which he 
has abridged under the title of vis 
et exercises spirituels, Father Frizon has 
made another abridgement, Nanci, 
1728, 2 vol. 12mo. 
SUGER, born 1082, at Touri in 
Beause, and placed at ten years old in 
the abbey of St. Denys, where Louis, 
son of France (afterwards Louis 4e Gr) 
was educated. When that prince re- 
turned to Court, he sent for Suger, 
who acquired the esteem of all good 
men, and was employed in several im- 
portant affairs. He became afterwards 
prior of Touri in Beauce, abbot of St. 
Denys, and was sent to Rome, into 
Germany, and to Guienne. Louis the 
younger having succeeded Louis e 
Gros, and designing to visit the Holy 
Land, appointed Suger regent of the 
Kingdom. This minister had opposed 
the intended voyage, but he governed 
the nation with uncommon care, pru- 
dence and integrity, contriving to 
supply Louis with money when he 
sent for it, without burthening the 
people.

people. He died 1192, aged 70. Su- 
ger is justly ranked by all historians 
among the greatest and worthiest 
statesmen the world has seen. Some 
of his Letters with other pieces, and 
his Life of Louis le Gres, may be found 
in the Collections of Duchesne and D. 
Martenne. Dom. Gervaise has writ- 
ten a Life of Suger, 3 vol. 12mo. 


SUICER (John Jasper) an ingenious 


grammarian and Protestant divine in 
the middle of the 17th century, born 
June 26, 1620, at Zurich, where he 
was afterwards public teacher of Greek 
and Hebrew, and became very cele- 
brated. He died November 8, 1688. 
He has left a learned Lexicon, or Ec- 
clesiatical Treasure of the Greek fathers 
and other very learned works, The 


best edition of the Eccles/astical Trea- 


zure, is Amsterdam, 1728, 2 vol. fol. 
Henry Suicer, his son, professor of 
Greek at Zurich, afterwards at Hei- 
delberg, died in the latter city, Sep- 
tember 18, 1705, leaving several 
works, among which is a Helvetic 
Chronology in Latin. 

SUIDAS, a Greek writer of the rith 
century, in the reign of Alexius Com- 
nenus, by whom we have a Greek 
Dictionary or Lexicon, historical and 
geographical.

SULLY (Maurice de) a celebrated 
bishop of Paris, born at Sully, a small 
city on the Loire, of an obscure fa- 
mily, but elected to the see of Paris 
at the death of Peter Lombard, on ac- 
count of his learning and virtue. He 
was generous and liberal, and founded 


the abbies of Herivaux and Hermieres. 


Having met with some persons who 
doubted concerning the resurrection of 
the body, he strenuously deſended 
that article of our faith, and ordered 
the following words from the burial 
- Service, to be engraved on his tomb : 
Credo quod Redemptor meus wivit, et in 
nwiiiimo die de terrd wrrefurus zum, & c. 
He died September 11, 1196, and was 
interred in the abbey of St. Victor, 
where his epitaph may be seen. This

bishop laid the foundations of the 
church of Notre Dame at Paris, one 
of the grandest buildings in France. 

SULLY (the duke of) v. BE- 
THUME, and add, that in 1776, a 
new edition of his Economies appeared 
in 12 vol. 8vo. with long dissertations 
by the abbe Baudeau, to prove that 
the Cuke of Sully was the. founder of 
the CEconomists, doubtless because he 
has given the title of Afeonmics to his 
book ; there being nothing else in 
which they both agree. 

SULLY (Henry) an excellent Eng- 
Iish artist, one of those who have 
taken most pains to bring clock- 
making to perfection in France. M. 
the d. d' Arembert gave him a pension, 
and M. the d. of Orleans, regent, or- 
dered him a gratuity of 1500 livres to 
induce him to fix in that Kingdom. 
He died at Paris, October 13, 1728, 
after having abjured the Protestant 
religion, leaving a treatise, entitled, 
Dexeription d'une Herloge pour meurer le 
tems zur mer, Paris, 1726, 4to.; Regie 
Artificielle du tems, 1737. 1210. 

SULPICIA, a Roman lady by whom 
we have a Poem in Latin, written 
against Domitian on the expulsion of 
the philosophers, which may be found 
with the Petronius of Amsterdam, 
1677, 24to. in the Peetæ latini minzres, 
Leycen, 1731, 2 vol. 4to. and in Mait- 
taire's Corpus Poetarum. She also wrote 
a poem o Conjugal Love, Sulpicia was 
the wife of Calamus. and lived in Do- 
mitian's reign, in the year 90. 

SULPICIUS APOLLINARIS, v. 
APOLLONARIS, 13 

SULPICIUS SEVERUS, a cele- 
brated ecclesiastical historian, born at 
Agen, who adopted the Pelagian opi- 
nions, but afterwards saw his error. 
Being left a widower he lived retired 
under the discipline of St. Phebade, 
then of St. Martin, bishop of Tours, 
and spent sometime at Toulouse, but 
settled afterwards near Barcelona, that 
he might sometimes sce St. Paulinus 
of Nola, his intimate friend. Those 
authors are mistaken who say, that 
he was raised to the episcopal dignity, 
for he was never more than a priest. 
He died 420. His works are: An 
Abridgement of sacred history, from the 
creation to the year of our Lord 400. 
The Life of St. Martin ; Three Die

edition of this author, by Elzevir, 
1635, 12m. cum notis variorum, Leyden, 
1665, 8vo.; Leipiic, 1709, Svo.; Verona, 
1741 and 1754, 2 vol. 4to. one of 
556, 8vo, scarce; and a French trans- 
lation, 1659, 12mo. &c. None of the 
ancient ecclesiastical authors wrote 
Such pure and elegant Latin as Sul- 
picius Severus, excepting perhaps Lac- 
tantius, He must be distinguished 
from St. Sulpicius Severus, bishop of 
Bourges, and from St. Sulpicius the 
Debonnaire, or the Picus, another bishop 
of Bourges, who died 647, and by 
whom we have some Letters in the 
Library of the Fathers. 

SULPITICS GALLUS, descended 
from the illustrious Roman family of 
the Sulpitii, which traced its origin 
back to the time of Romulus, gave 
many consuls to the republic, and ren- 
dered great services to it. He was the 
first Roman asttonomer who accounted 
for eclipses of the Sun and Moon trom 
natural causes. Being military tribune 
in the army of Paulus Emilius, 163, 
A.C. and knowing that there would be 
an eclipse of the Moon, the night be- 
fore they were to engage in a battle 


against Perseus, he was apprehensive 


lest the soldiers should take it for a 
bad omen. To prevent this, he as- 
Sembled them with the consul's per- 
mission, explained to them the eclipse, 
and gave notice that it would happen 
the following night between the hours 
of two and four, but that no presage 
could be drawn from it. The eclipse 
took place accordingly from three to 
four, the soldiers admired his wisdom, 
thinking him something almost divine, 
and Perseus was defeated the next 
morning. Sulpitius became consul 
two years after with Marcellus, 166, 
AC. He must be distinguished from 
Servius Sulpicius Rufus, an eminent 
lawyer uf the same family, in Cicero's 
time; this last was also consul and dis- 
tinguizhed himself by his virtue and 
great talents, 

SUPERVILLE (Daniel de) a native 
of Saumur, born 1657, He went into 
Holl.nd on the revocation of the edict 
of Nantes, 1685, and was appointed 
minister at Rotterdam, where he died 
1728, leaving Sermons, 4 vol, 8vo.; A 
Catec lim; Le vrai communiant, 12zmo.; 


Les devesri de Eglice ag., 1691, 8 vo. 
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His son named Daniel, also publisbeg 
a volume of Sermons, 8vo. 

SURBECK (Eugene Peter de) a na. 
tive of Soleure, who signalized him. 
Self in the French Service, as brigadier 
of the king's troops, and commanding 
captain of the general company of 
Swiss in the regiment of guards, He 
was also distinguished by his taste for 
literature, and admitted honorary 
Stranger in the academy of inscriptions 
and belles lettres. He died September 
1, 1741, at Bagneux, near Paris, aged 
65. M. de Surbeck has left a MAU 
History of the Emperors, from Julius 
Cxsar to Constantine the Great, MSS. 

SURENA, general of the Parthians 
in their war against the Romans com. 
manded by,Crassus,'53, A. C. second to 
the King in rank, wealth, and fame, 


but for courage, abilities, and expe- 


rience, the greatest man of his time 
among the Parthians. He restore 
Orodes to the throne, whence he had 
been driven, and conquered the city of 
Seleucia for him, being the first who 
scaled the wall during the assault, and 
overthrew those by whom it was de- 
fended. Surena displayed great skill, 
prudence and courage in the Roman 
war, had recourse to numberless stra- 
tagems, and defeated Crassus But he 
tarnished the glory of this success by 
his perfidy; for having requested an 
interview with Crassus, to conclude a 
treaty of peace, and the Roman gene- 
ral being advanced to the river in 
reliance on his word, Serenus ordered 
him to. be beheaded, and entered Se- 
leucia in triumph. His crime however 
remained not long unpunished, for be- 
coming suspected by Orodes, that 
prince put him to death won after, 

SURENHUSIUS (Wilhtam) a Ger- 
man of the 17th century, well ac- 
quainted with Hebrew, who published 
the Mikna, 1698, 6 tom. fol. an im- 
portant work for the knowledge of 
the Jewish constitution, ceremonies, 
and laws, transmi:ted by tradition. 

SURGERES, v. ROCHEFOU- 
CAULD. 

SURIAN (John Baptist) an ecclesi- 
astic, who owed his elevation entirely 
to his talents for the pulpit. He en- 
tered the congregation of the Oratory 
early in life, and was chosen to preach 
at court during two Advent and two 
Lent seasons. His eloquence ever sub- 

ordinate 
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linate to the solidſty of his argu» 
ments, enabled him io keep almost an 
equal pace with his brother preacher 
Matsillon. While Father Surian from 
nis modesty and humility felt contented 
with his station, he found hiraself ap- 
ointed without having solicited, or 
even wished for it, to one of those bi- 
zhoprics, Which are happy in the 
zmallness of their revenues, because 
«carcely ever bestowed but upon merit. 
He was created distrop of : Venice, 
une 13, 1728, but this elevation made 
no change in his manners, he had em- 
ployed himself in the instruction of 
Christians in general, while he be- 
longed to no particular flock; when a 
dishop, every moment was devoted to 
his diocese, which he seldom quitted, 
except on being nominated a member 
of the assembly of the clergy. Hedied 
1754. Most of this prelate's Sermons 
had been printed at Liege, under the 
title of Sermons Choisis, 1738, 2 vol. 
12mo, but only from the manuscript 
copies of some persons who had written 
them down while he was preaching. 
His Petit Carime preached in 1719, was 
published, 1778, in one volume 12mo. 
and contains the Sermon on the small 
number of the elet, which is also 
among, the Sermons Cheois7s, ; 
SURITA (Jerome) a learned Spani- 
ard of Saragossa, secretary to the in- 
quisition, who died 1580, aged 67, 
He wrote a Hier of Avragon, in 
Spanish, to the death of Ferdinand the 
Catholic, printed several times in 7 vol. 
fol. also Neres on the [tinerary of Anto- 
nine, on Cæiar, and on Claudian. 
SURIUS (Laurentius) a native of 
Lubec, who entered the Carthusian 
order in that city, and became cele» 
brated for his virtue and learning. He 
died May 2s, 1578, at Cologn, aged 
50. The principal among his numerous 
works are, A Cellcetion ef Councils, 1 567, 
4 vol. fol.; The Live: of the Saints, 
Cologn, 1618, 7 tom. fol.; A History 
of his oven times from 1500, to 1566, 
1575, 8vo. translated into French, 
1573, Sro. Surius did not want learn» 
ing, but gave credit blindly to fables, 
and was deficient in critical know- 
led ge 
SCLANNA, an iilus:rious woman, 
and celebrated for chastity, daughter 
of Chelsias, and wife of Joacim. She 
was accused of 2drhery by two lasci - 
vol iv.

be innocent, about 607, A.C. | 
SUSON (Henry) a pious Dominican, 
who should rather be called Henry of 
Suabia, where he was born about 1300, 
of a noble and illustrious family. He 
wrote many religious books, among 
others, Meditations on eur Saviour s Pas- 
en; several Sermons, &c. which Surius 
has translated into Latin, and which 
have been frequently printed in 8vo. 
There is also a French Translation, by a 
Carthusian of Gaillon, named le Cerf, 
Suson's work, entitled, the Dial of 
Widem, has been translated into Latin 
by Surius, from a very imperfect Ger- 
man MS, and the French translation of 
it, published 1684, by M. de Vienne, 
canon of the holy chapel at Viviers in 
Brie, is equally faulty, This work. 
was printed 1470, exactly as it came 
from the author's hands, and there is 
a copy in the king's library. A Fran- 
ciscan of Neuf-Chateau in Lorrain, 
translated it into French, 1389, and 
his translation was printed at Paris, 
1493, fol. after having been revised as 
to the style by the Carthusians of that 
city. Suson died January 25, £366, 
SUTCLIFFE, SUTCLIVIUS, or SUT- 
LIVIUS (Matthew) a celebrated 
English Protestant divine at the end of 
the 16th, and beginning of the 17th 
century, who published several contro- 
versial works, some in his native lan- 
guage, others in Latin. His principal 
object was to refute cardinal Bellar- 
mine, against whom he wrote De vere 
Christi Ecelesia, Londini, 1600, 4to. ; De 
Purgaterio, Hanoviez, 1603, 8vo.; De 
Mina Papiitica, Londini, 1603, 4to. 
He -wrote against the Presbyterians 
also; but he displays so much heat and 
violence in his anonymous book on the 
pretended conformity between the Paplits 
and Turks, London, 1604, in answer to 
J. Rainold's work, entitled, Calvino- 
furcimmus, that he appears clearly to 
write from a spit it of party, not a love 
of truth. f

SWERT Sxwertius (Francis) a learned 
writer of the 17th century, born 1567, 
at Antwerp, in which city be married, 
and died 1629, leaving a great number 
of works; the most esteemed among 
which are, his Rerum Bellicarum Anna- 
les, 1628, fol.; Athens Be gicæ, 1628, 
fol. | 
SWIFT (Dr. Jonathan) surnamed 
the English Rabelais, born December 30, 
1667, at Dublin, son of Jonathan 
Swift, an eminent attorney, and Abi- 
gail Eric. He applied willingly to 
the belles lettres, but held philoso- 
phy in the utmost contempt, for which 
reason he found great difficulty in 
getting a master of arts degree at Dub- 
lin, and was at last admitted to it only 
by favour, Speciali Gratis, Initated 
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Nn the ill treatment he imaging! 
imself to haye received there he 
continued his studies at Oxford, ber 
he took a master of arts degree, 1691 
and a doctor's, 1701. He seldom went 
from thence, but to visit his mother 
who was related to Sir William Tem. 
ple's lady, and then at Leicester, her 
native place. Swift having chosen 
the ecclesiastical profession, had pre. 
ferment to the amount of roof, a year 
in Ireland, but soon quitted it to reside 
with Sir William Temple, who left 
him a legacy, and the care of publish. 
ing his posthumius works, In 1716, he 
married Mrs. Johnson, daughter of 
Sir William Temple's steward, a most 
accomplished and amiable woman; 
but though our author has frequently 
celebrated her under the name of 
Stella, he nevertheless insisted that his 
marriage should be kept secret, and 
would never see his wife but in pre- 
sence of other persons; which conduct 
so vexed her that she died in conse- 
quence of it, 1727. Dr. Swift deeply 
regretted this lady, and never men- 
tioned her without tears. After Sir 
William Temple's decease, he ob- 
tained the living of Laracot in Ireland, 
worth nearly 200F. a year, and that 
of Rathbegan worth about 50%. and 
was at length presented to the valuable 
deanery of St. Patrick's, 1713. He had 
great influence over queen Anne's 
ministers, but was neither elated with 
it, nor made any use of it, excepting 
for the peace and prosperity of hiz 
country, the sole object of his palitical 
views. Swift's interest at court, and 
expectations from thence, ending with 
the life of this princess, he returned to 
Ireland, where his Letters agains: 
Wood, in defence of the manufactures, 
gained him immortal honour, and the 
affections of the people, Whose idol 
and arbiter he became from that time, 
nor was any step of importance taken 
without his advice. He formed a 
friendship with Esther -Vanhomrigh, 
the daughter of a rich Dutch merchant, 
who had settled in Ireland, and has 
celebrated her in his poems by the 
name of Vanessa. Dr. Swift. was the 
intimate friend of Pope, Gay, Prior, 
Delany, Young, Arbuthnot, Sheridan, 
Kc. with all of whom he corresponded. 
He lost by degrees his memory and 
senses, 1735, fell into a delirium, = 
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and was quite childish for some time 
before his death, which happened, 
October 19, 1745. He had however 
zome intervals of reason, and left 
10000. in private legacies, the rest of 
his property to found an hospital for 

ersons afflicted with any species of 
madness, a disorder frequent in Great 
Britain, Dean Swift's works are nu- 
merous both in verse and prose, the 
hest edition is by Faulkener, in 8 vol. 
or rather London, 1755, 22 vol. 8vo. fig. 
They consist of Sarires, Epistles, Letters, 
c. through all which runs a vein of 
humour, raillery, and subtile criticism, 
greatly admired by the English. His 
Letters, under the name of the Drapier, 
in favour of the Irish manufactures, 
are considered as master pieces. Gul- 
liver's Travels, a philosophical and his- 
torical romance, translated into French 
dy the abbé des Fontaines, is univer- 
sally known. His Tale of a Tub, tran- 
slated into French by M. Van Effen, 
is an allegorical and satirical history, 
in which under the names of Peter, 
Martin and John, he abuses the court 
of Rome, Lutheranism, and Calvinism. 
This work is written with great spirit 
and energy, and contains some new 
and singular ideas; but it is too obscure, 
too full of low and gross details, and 
passages offensive to decency, good 
manners and Christianity. Among 
other French translations from Swift 
are some of his smaller works at the 
end of the Tale of a Tub; Le Grand 
Myrtere cou Þ Art de mediter tr la parde- 
relle, avec des pensfes la tardees sur les 


Etudes, la Grammaire, la Rhetorique, et 


4a Poetique, by G. L. le Sage, Hague, 
1729, 8vo. and lastly, several of his 
writings have been translated under the 
title of Productions derprit, contenant tout 
ce que les Arts et les Sciences ont de rare et 
de merveilleux, Paris, 1736, 2 vol. 12mo, 
with Notes. Swift's poetry is inferior 
to his prose. His general style is ner- 
vous, clear, and perspicuous; he equals 
the best prose writers of his country in 
elegance and accuracy, and almost 
every where excels them in spirit and 
variety. But as when travelling, he 
eat with hostlers and waggoners, and 
took delight in conversing with the 
vulgar, his works are too frequently 
degraded by nasty, gross, and indecent 
expressions, disgusting to well bred 
pers0ns. He never fails however to 
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paint virtue under a pleasing form, and 
opposes to it a horrid picture of vice. 
The dean's grand principle in politics 
was this of Cicero, viz. That the interest 
and happiness of the people is the first of all 
laws, He frequently repeated the fol- 
lowing excellent maxim; A wise man 
who refuses advice, a great man who does 
not patronize arts and penius, a rick man 
man ꝛch% is not charitable and liberal, and 
a porr man Tho shuns labour, are useless 
and dangerous members of society. Dr. 
Swift's income amounted to more than 
T200/,. and his plain, moderate, and 
frugal way of living left him a consider- 
able superfluity. Having great com- 
passion for the poor, he formed the 
plan of a fund, which should be as a 
bank for their relief, whence without 
Surety, pledge, security, or interest 
any poor man or woman, possest of 
any trade or talents, might borrow as 
far as ten pounds, which is more than 
200 livres of French money, The time 
of payment was fixed; but always in 
proportion to the situation of the bor- 
rower, and the amount of the sum. 
By this contrivance he supported thous 
Sands of people, animated industry, 
encouraged genius, and banished idle- 
ness. Nor did any one ever break 
their word with him; the sums lent 
returned to the bank on the stated 
day, to circulate through other hands, 
and be employed in fresh bounties, 
Those who wish to be more particu- 
larly acquainted with this celebrated 
writer's life and works, may consult 
Lord Orrery's Letters on the Life and 
Writings of Swift, Paris, 1753, 12mo, 
This nobleman was his intimare friend, 
and the letters above. mentioned, are 
curious and interesting, but the French 
translation of them is very incorrect. 
' SWINDEN (Jeremiah) an English 
divine, who left various works, one of 
which on the Nature of Hell fire, has been 
translated into French by M. Bion, 
1728, 8vo. Swinden died about 1740. 

SUYDEROFF (Jonas) a Dutch en- 
graver, whose print of the peace of 
Munster is particularly admired, so ad- 
mirably has he caught the taste of 
Tenburg, by whom the original picture 
was painted, Suyderoff excelled in 
portraits, | 

SUZE (Henrietta de Coligny, 
countess de la) daughter of Gaspard de 
Coligny, marechal of France, and 
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in Dorsetshire. 
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colonel general of infantry. She was 


married when very young to Thomas 


Hamilton, earl of Haddington, who 


dying soon after, she married the 
count de la Suze, descended from the 
earls of Champagne. They were both 
Protestants; but the count's jealousy 
and their disagreement, induced 
madame de Ia Suze to abjure Calvinism, 


and afterwards to procure her marriage 


to be declared null by sentence of par- 
Iiament. Christina, queen of Sweden, 
observed on the occasion that tie countess 
de la Suze had turned Catholic, to avoid 
Seeing her husband eit/ier in this world, or 


the next. Madame de la Suze gave the 


court twenty five thousand crowns to 
consent to the dissolution of their mar- 
riage, on which it was pleasantly said, 
that she lost fifty thousand crowns by 
the affair, for had she waited a little, 
her husband would have given twenty 
five thousand crowns to have got rid of 
her. After this agreement the parlia- 
ment passed a sentence declaring the 
marriage null. When madame de la 
Suze found herself at liberty, she turned 


all her attention to poetry, and with 


success, for her poems are tender, deli- 
cate, and witty, and she excels parti» 
cularly in Elegies. She died March 10, 
T673, at Paris. Her works appeared, 
2634, 2 vol. 12mo. and were reprinted 
with several pieces by M. Pelisson, and 
some others, 1695, and 1725, 4 vol. 
12mo.; a fifth has been added, con- 
taining Le Voyage de Bachaumont, les 
Wiienaires, &c, The beaux esprits of 
that time wrote verses in praise of 
madame de la Suze, and the following 
are particularly admired, in which she 
is described as having the majesty of 
Juno, the genius of Minerva, and the 
deauty of Venus; 


Quz Dea sublimi vehitur per mania curru, 
An Juno, an Pallas, an Venus ipsa venit? 

Si genus inspicias, Juno, $i scripta, Minerva; 
Si spectes oculos, Mater Amoris erit. 


These lines are attributed to M. de 
Fieubet, or Father Bouhours. 
SYDENHAM (Thomas) born 1624, 
He took a doctor's 
degree in physic at Cambridge, and 
became particularly famous for his 
treatment of the small pox, his use of 
the bark after the paroxysm in agues, 
and his laudanun. Dr. Sydenham 
died 1689, leaving many valuable 
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works in Latin, Praxis Medica, Lipiz 
1695, 2 vol. 8vo.; Opera Medica, 
Genevz, 1716, 2 vol. 4to. His 3 
tical Physic has been translated into 
French by M. Jault, Paris, 1774, 8yo. 

SYGALLE (Lanfranc) a Genoese 
gentleman of the 13th century, who 
wrote much in the provengal language. 
Several Poems of his are quoted in 
praise of Bertrande Cibo, his mistress: 
one addrest to several princes, exhort. 
ing them to recover the Holy Land; 
many works in honour of the Virgin; 
an Eulogy on Thomas, earl of Savoy; a 
Satire on Boniface, marquis of Mont. 
ferrat, who sold his dominions to the 
Milanese for money, &c. St. Cesary 
relates that Sygalle hoped to enrich 
himself by defending the imperial laws 
and constitutions; but he was ill re, 
warded for his zeal, and at last mur- 
dered by thieves on his return to 
Genoa. | 

SYLBURG Frederick) born near 
Marpurg, in the landgraviate of Hesse, 
a man of great learning, who succeeded 
well in the instruction of youth, and 
took great pains in revising and cor- 
recting the ancient Greek and Latin 
authors printed by Wechel and Com- 
melin. All the editions in which he 
was concerned are accurate, and much 
valued. Sylburg had a great share in 
Henry Stephen's Treazure of the Greet 
Language, and died at Heidelburg in 
the flower of his age, 1569. His Greek 
Grammar is an excellent one; he left 
also Etymologicon Magmum, 1 594, fol. 
some Poems in Greek, and other works, 
which discover great learning and 
judgement. 

SYLLA (Lucius Cornelius) a famous 
Roman consul and dictator, of an illus- 
trious family, sixth descendant from 
Cornelius Rufus, one of the principal 
leaders of the Roman forces against 
Pyrrhus. He was born poor, but rose 
by the favour of Ni-opolis, a rich cour - 
tezan, who made him his heir; his 
mother-in-law also left him ' great 
wealth, Sylla served in Africa under 
Marius, with whom he quarrelled, and 
became afterwards consul. Asia falling 
to his share, his enemy Marius per- 
suaded the tribune Sulpitius to take 
from him the command of that pro- 
vince; and this having been declared 
in a public assembly, it was at the 
same time ordered that Marius . 
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de sent thither against Mithtidates. 
Sylla enraged, went to Rome, made 
himself master of it, put Sulpitius to 
death, and compelled Marius to fly. 
He then marched against Mithridates, 
took Athens, and after several victo- 
ries compelled that prince to sue for a 
peace, which he granted. Sylla then 
returned to Rome, where his adver- 
$aries had fortified themselves, and 
they advanced to oppose his return, 
but in vain. He defeated Norbanus 
near Canusium, 83, A. C. vanquished 
the younger Marius at the Siege of 
præneste, now Palestrina, and entered 
Rome in arms thruugh the Collina gate; 
then taking the title of the Happy, and 
being declared dictator, he proscribed 
great numbers of senators, and exer- 
cised unheard of cruelties, ordering 
six or seven thousand prisoners to be 
executed in the circus, though he had 
promised them their lives. The num- 
ber of the proscribed amounted to 5000; 
for to have displeased Sylla, or to pos- 
Sess any thing which he wished for, 
was sufficient to place any person on 
that list. At length, after having ab- 
dicated the dictatorship, and given to 
Pompey the title of Great, he retired 
near Cumæa, and died of the pedicular 
disease, 78, A.C. aged 60. Sylla pos- 
zest great abilities, was brave, an able 
politician, fond of the sciences and 
learned men, and took pleasure in 


reading the best authors of antiquity; 


but his cruelties and barbarity, tar- 
nished all the glory which he might 
have claimed from these qualities. It 
was he who recovered Aristotle's 
books at the capture of Athens. Sylla 
left orders for burning his corpse, lest 
it should be dug up and insulted, as 
that of Marius had been by his direc» 
ton, 

SYLVA (Beatrix de) foundress of 
the Nuns of the Conception, daughter of 
James de Sylva, first earl of Portalegra, 
and educated in Portugal, her native 
country, with the Infanta Elizabeth, 
who being married 1447, to John II. 
king of Castille, took Beatrix de Sylva 
with her. This lady's beauty procured 
her proposals of marriage from many 
noblemen; upon which the other 
court ladies growing jealous, accused 
her to the queen, and she was com- 
mitted to prison. Her innocence how- 


ever was proved, she regained her 


SYM 
liberty, and received very advantage. 
ous offers at court; but refused them 
all, and retired to the Dominican nuns 
at Toledo. Beatrix de Sylva founded 
the Order of the Conception, 1484, and 
died soon after. 

SYLVEIRA (John de) a celebrated 
Carmelite, born of a good family at 
Lisbon. He held several important 
offices in his order, became famous in 
Portugal by his learning and works, 
and died July 17, 1687, at Lisbon, aged 
82, leaving some Opucula; long Com- 
mentaries on the Gospels, Venice, 1751, 
10 vol. and on the Revelations, Lyons, 
one volnme, 

SYLVESTRE (Francis) translator of 


the Flambeau of the Sea, v. SILVES- 
TRE, VANKEULEN. 
SYLVIA, or RHEA SYLVIA, 


daughter of Numitor, King of Alba. 
Her uncle Amulius made her a vestal, 
that he might enjoy the throne un- 
rivalled; but going one day to fetch 
water from the Tiber, she fell asleep 
on its bank, dreamt of being with the 
god Mars, and became mother of 
Romulus and Remus, 

SYLVIUS, or DU BOIS (Francis) 
born 1581, at Brenne-le-Comte, in 
Hainaut. He was canon of Douay, 
read theological lectures there with 
uncommon reputation during more 
than thirty years, and died in that 
city, Februaay 22, 1649, leaving excel. 
lent Commentaries on the Summary of St. 
Thomas, and other learned works, 
printed at Antwerp, 1698, 6 vol, fol. 

SYLVIUS (Francis) born at the 
village of Lævilli, near Amiens. He 
was professor of rhetoric, and principal 
of the college de Tournay in Paris, la- 
boured assiduouly to banish all barba- 
risms from the universities, and intro- 
duce the use of elegant Latin. Sylvius 
Aeg several Commentaries on Cicero, 

c. and died at the beginning of the 
I6th century. The college de Tournay 
does not now exist. 

SYLVIUS (James) brother and 
pupil of the preceding, and one of the 
most eminent physicians of the 16th 
century. He was well acquainted with 
Greek, Latin, mathematics, and phy- 
sic, particularly with anatomy, and 
died unmarried, 1555, aged 77, leaving 
several medical works, Geneva, 1630, 
fol. v. BOIS. 

SYMMACHUS, a deacon of the 

Roman 
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Roman church, born in Sardinia, who 
succeeded pope Anastasius II. Nov. 22, 


498. The patrician Festus caused the 


archpriest Laurentius to be elected 
afterwards, who by opposing Sy mma- 
chus, made a great schism. Theodoric, 
King of the Goths, declared in favour 
of the latter, who was also acknow- 
ledged by the bishops as legitimate 
pope, and pronounced innocent in 
several councils of the crimes laid to 
his charge. He excommunicated the 
emperor Anastasius, who had opposed 
the council of Chalcedon, built several 
most magnificent churches, and died 
July 19, 514, leaving eleven Zpis7/es, 
and various Decrees, This pope is said 
to have first ordered the Gloria in ex- 
ce/sis, to be sung at mass on Sundays, 
and on the festivals of the martyrs. 

SYMMACHUS, a celebrated writer 
in the 24 century, well known by his 
Greek Version of the Bible, He was a 
Samaritan, and turned Jew, then 
Christian, and fell at length into the 
errors of the Ebionites. We have only 
some fragments of his Greek Fers/on 
remaining, 

SYMMACHUS (Quintus Aurelius) 
a prefect of Rome, illustrious for his 
birth, eloquence, and integrity, though 
he dishonoured himself afterwards by 
the eagerness he displayed for the res- 
toration of Paganism, and of the altar 
of victory. He found a powerful ad- 
versary in St. Ambrose, and was ba- 
nished from Rome by Theodosius ze 
Great; but being restored to that em- 
peror's favour became consul, 391. 
We have ten books of his Epis/es, 
Leyden, 1653, 12mo. but they contain 
nothing important, 

SYMPOSIUS, a name under which 
we have some Latin Zni/gmas, in Mait- 
taire's Corpus Preturum, and other col- 
lections. Some are of opinion that this 
name, Signifying a Banquet in Greek, 
is the title of the collection of Enigma, 
as they appear from the preface to 
have been proposed at a banquet, and 
imagine it to be the book composed 
under that title by Tertullian in his 

outh. | 

SYNCELLUS (George) a celebrated 
monk of Constantinople in the 8th 
century, less known by the name of 
George, than by that of Synce//us, though 
the latter is only an official name given 
to the monk or ecclesiastic who re- 
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mained always with the patriarg; to 
witness his actions, whence he was 
called the Patriarch's eye. But to return 
to the monk George, he was Syrer 
to Taraisius, patriarch of Constanting.. 
ple about 792, and has left a Chronogra- 
phy, published by Father Goar in 
Greek and Latin, 7652, fol. This 
Chroncgraphy or Chronolog y is very valy.. 
able for that part which respects the 
Egyptian dynasties. The author fo. 
lows Julius Africanus and Eusebius, 
but with some variations, 

SYNESIUS, a Platonic philosopher, 
by whom we have a treatise De Som- 
ni, printed with Jamblicus, Feuice, 
1497, fol. and three very singular 
Tr:s on natural philosophy, Pari, 
1612, 4to. with plates by Nicholas 
Flamel. 

SYNESIUS, an eloquent disciple of 
the celebrated Hypatia of Alexandria. 
He turned Christian at the solicitation 
of the faithful, who were charmed 
with the purity of his manners. Sy. 
nesius was married, and had four 
daughters, in whose education he took 
great pains. Being deputed to Con- 
stantinople in 400, he presented the 
emperor Arcadius with his book D- 
Regno, was ordained priest soon after, 
and elected to the see of Ptolomais, 
410, on the death of its bishop. This 
dignity Synesius accepted with great 
reluctance, and protested in a Letter 105, 
which he wrote to his brother on the 
occasion, That he was unfit for such a 
rank, that he loved play and hunting ; that 
he did not chuse to quit his wife, and that 
he Should never renounce his opinions, which 
were not conformable to the faith, 
He was however consecrated notwith- 
standing these protestations, in hopes 
that when a bishop he would conform 
to the sentiments of the church. Sy- 
nesius held a council the year follow- 
ing, but the time of his death is not 
certainly known, We have some ele- 
gant Philozophical Di tcour tes of this bi- 
Shop's in the Library of the Fathers, 
besides 155 Episrles, some Homelies, and 
several other works, the best edition 
of which is by Father Petau in Greek 
and Latin with Notes, 1633, fol. They 
are all worth reading, though not 
wholly free from the errors of the 
Pazan philosophy, imbibed before his 
conversion. Enoptius, his brother, 


succeeded him, 
SYPHAX, 
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SYPHAX, king over part of Numi- 


Jia, He first adhered to the Romans, 
and afterwards quitted them to join the 
Carthagenians; but being defeated and 
taken prisoner near Cirta, with his 
wife Sophonisba, daughter of Asdrubal, 
205, A. C. the Romans gave part of his 
Jominions to Massinissa, and the un- 
\ fortunate Syphax died of grief. 
SYRICUS, a Roman, who sueceed- 
ed pope Damasus, January 1, 385, to 
the exclusion of Ursicinus.. His Letter 
to Himerus, bishop of Taragona, in 
which he answers Several important 
questions proposed by that prelate, is 
considered by the learned, as the earliest 
Decretal Epistle we have that is genuine, 
He condemned Jovinian and his fol- 
lowers, but had not the respect for 
St. Jerome, nor for St. Paulinus which 
those great men deserved. Several im- 
portant Epistles of this pope's ate in 
Coustant's Epist. Rom. Pont. fol.

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SYRIANUS, a sophist and philoso- 
pher of Alexandria about the year 
470, who was succeeded by Proclus, 
He wrote four Books on Plato's Repub- 
lie; seven books on the Athenian repube 
lic and Commentaries on all Homer. 
These works were esteemed, but they 
have not come down to us. 

SYRUS (Publius) a Latin poet, v. 
PUBLIUS SYSIGAMBIS, the mother 
of Darius, who survived her son's 
death, but could not survive that of 
Alexander, such is the power of vir- 
tue over noble minds.

en (John Otho) a native 


of Bautzen in Lusitatia, who 
taught law at Strasburg with repu- 
tation, 1656, and was afterwards 
chancellor to the dukeof Mecklenburg, 
then counsellcr to the Landgrave of 
Hesse Darmstadt, and chancellor of 
the university at Giessen. He died 
December 12, 1674, at Francfort, aged 
70, leaving a son who was an advo- 
cate, and several works, Leipsic, 1688, 
2 vol. fol. Praschius, his s0n-in-law, 
has written his life, 

TA BOUET (Julian) a native of 
Maine, appointed attorney-general to 
the senate of Chambery. His equi- 
vocal conduct having procured him a 
Severe reprimand from the first pre- 
sident, Raymond Pelisson, by order 
of the members, Tabouet, to revenge 
himself, accused the first president of 
misdemeanors, and contrived to in- 
sure success to his plan, by interest- 
ing the duke of Guise in it, to whom 
the King had granted all confiscations, 
and who was very greedy of them. 
The matter being referred to the par» 


lament of Dijon, which was in the 


duke's department, as governor of 
that province, all went on as Tabouet 
wished, Pelisson was condemned by 
a sentence of July 18, 1552, to make 
the Amende honorable, which he did 
publicly on his knees, holding a lighted 
torch, in terms dictated by the sen- 
tence, and paid a large ſine besides. 
The president however found a patron 
afterwards in the constable de Mont- 
morenci, and obtained a revisal of his

process before judges chosen from the 
parliaments of Paris and Dijon, and 
the masters of requests. In conse- 
quence of this, Pelisson was acquitted 
October 12, 1.556, and Tabouet con- 
demned not only to the same punish- 
ment he had suffered, but to make 


the Amende honourable in his shirt, with 


a rope about his neck at the bar of 
the court, on the steps of the hall, 
turned three times to the pillory in 
the market-place, and conducted from 
thence to Chambery, there to make 
the Amende konwrable again in open 
court, and be confined wherever it 
Should please the King to order. He 
taught law at Toulouse, 1560, and 
died about 1562, leaving children. 
Among his various works are; Sa- 
baudie Principum Genealogia, wersibus et 
latiali dialeflo digesta, translated into 
French, verse and prose by Peter Tre- 
hedam; A History of France, the same, 
the whole printed, 1560, q4to. 
TABOUROT (Stephen) more 
known by the name of the Sicur des 
Accords, born 1547, at Dijon. He was 


advocate to the parliament of Burgun- 


uy, afterwards King's advocate in the 
bailiwick and chancery of Dijon. 
Having one day sent a Sonnet to ma- 
demoiselle Bégar, he wrote at bottom. 
A tous Accords instead of his name; 


the lady in her answer called him the 


Seigneur des Accords, and the president 
Be gar frequently giving him that title 
afterwards, Tabourot adopted it. He 
died 1598, at Dyon, aged 43. His 
most celebrated work is entitled, B7- 
garures et Touches du Seigneur des Accord, 
which he wrote at 18, but revised and 
enlarged it after he was 35. There 
are many editions, among others 1662, 
12mo. This book contains rules for 
all kinds of wit, even Puns, which 
may be traced back to Rabelais, and 
have been revised in our own time by 
the abbé Cherier, in his Homme incomu, 
dedicated to Bacha Bilboquet, pub- 
liched 1725, and since with better 
zuccess in the Lertre & la Comterie Ta- 
tion, published by a young officer, 
1770. The same species of wit had 
been introduced in a short and very 
Scarce romance entitled, Les Aventures 
extravagantes du Courtizxan Grotesque, 
Paris, 12mo. no date, but printed 
about 1634, 15 pages. Stephen Ta- 
bourot was the nephew of John Ta- 
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bourot, canon and official of Langres 

who died 1595, leaving several works 
among which are le Calendrier des Ber. 
gers 1588, 8vo.; Methode Pour apprendre 
toute gorte de dantet, 1589, 4to. both 
under the name of Thoinot Arbeay, 

TACFARINAS, a Numidian, Who 
at first served in the auxiliary troops 
of the Romans, but afterwards de. 
serted and formed a company of ya. 
gabonds and thieves who made incur. 
sions and pillaged. Furius Camillus 
proconsul of Africa, marched against 
him and put him to flight in the year 
of our Lord 17. Tacfarinas however 
soon returned to the same course of 
life, and besieged a castle where he 
defeated the garrison and killed De. 
erius the commander. The proconsul 
Apronius having afterwards compelled 
his troop to fly, he determined no 
longer to wait for the Romans, but 
dispersed his men in different places. 
When pursued he fled, and when the 
enemy retired, attacked his rear; but 
Stopping in a camp, he was defeated 
and forced to escape into the desert. 
Tacfarinas remained not long in this 
Situation, he soon took the field again, 
and so completely repaired his losses, 
that he had the audacity to send de- 
puties to Tiberius, requiring that a 
country should be assigned to him, 
and threatening endless war in case 
of a refusal. This insolence so of- 
fended the emperor that he ordered 
Junius Blæsus, the uncle of Sejanus, 
to Seize Tacfarinas at any rate. Blæ- 
sus had various success in this under- 
taking; but it was the proconsul Do- 
labella, who terminated the war by 
a great battle, in which Tacfarinas 
chose rather to die defending himself 
bravely, than fall alive into the pro- 
consul's hands. 

TACHON (Dom. Christopher) a 
pious and learned Benedictine, born at 
St. Severin, in the diocese of Aire, 
who preached in a edifying manner, 
and died December 9, 1693, leaving 
a valuable book, entitled, De la Sain- 
tete et des deveirs Pun Predicateur cvan- 
gelique avec Part de bien pricher et un 
courte nicthode pour Catechiser, 12m0. 

TACHUS or TACHIS, king of 
Egypt in the time of Artaxerxes 
Ochus. He defended his dominions 
against the Persians, and called in the 
assistance of Agesilaus, King of Lace- 
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dæmon; but this Grecian prince soon 
found reason to be displeased with 
Tachus, for the latter took upon him- 
Self the general command, appointed 
Chabrias, the Athenian, admiral, and 
left only the command of the foreign 
troops to Agesilaus. Not long after, 
Nectanebos, general of part of the 
army, who was related to Tachus, 
having persuaded the Egyptians to 
elect him King, sent ambassadors to 
Agesilaus entreating his support. Ta- 
chus likewise deputed ambassadors to 
him: but Agesilaus sent them all to 
Lacedæmon, and having full autho- 
rity from thence to act, as he should 
judge most proper for the good of the 
country, he was happy in an oppor- 
tunity of showing his resentment 
against Tachus, and declared with 
the forces under his command, in fa- 
vour of Nectanebos. Tachus thus 
abandoned, fled, and it is not Known 
what became of him. Athenzus as- 
cribes the resentment of Agesilaus to 
a very different cause from that just 
now assigned. He says that Tachus 
perceiving him to be very short, ap- 
applied to him the fable of the Moun- 
tain which brought forth a Mouse, upon 
which Agesilaus rephed angrily, Yeu 
ene day find that I am a lion, 


TACITUS (Cornelius) a celebrated 


Latin historian, one of the greatest men 
of his time, who rose by his merit to 
the first posts in the empire. Vespa- 
Sian and Titus gave him considerable 
vilices, he was prætor under Domitian, 
and consul two years after in the place 
of Virginius Rufus in the year of our 
Lord 97. His remaining works are: 
A History in five books; Annals, which 
comprehend the Roman history from 
the death of Augustus to Galba; A 
treatise on various nations who inha- 
bited Germany in His time, and of 
whose manners he gives an account ; 
and the Life «f Agricola, his father- in- 
law, who conquered Britain, This 
last is one of the finest and most va- 
luable relics of antiquity. The bock 
on the causes of the corruption of Latin 
eloquence, is by some ascribed to Taci- 
tus, and by others to Quintilian. The 
rest of his works are lost. This au- 
thor's style is grave, close, animated, 
nervous and energetical, which makes 
him in some places rather obscure, and 


every where difficult to translate. 
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That part concerning the reign of Tt 
berius is considered as his master- 
Piece as to politics, Pliny the young- 
er, his friend, and the learned after 
him, speak in high terms of Tacitus, 
and of his works. The most accurate 
Latin edition of this writer, as to the 
text, is by Rickius, Leyden, 1687, 2 
vol. 8vo, the first is Venice, 1468, fol, 
that by Elzevir, 1634, 12mo. is valued, 
as those cum notis dariorum, 1672, 2 vol. 
8vo.; Utrecht, 1721, 2 vol. 4to. and 
that ad uium Delphini, 1682 and 1687, 
4 vol. 4to. There is one of Paris, 
1760, 3 vol. 12mo. very correct and 
well executed; and another by father- 
Brottier, 1771, 4 vol. 4to. and 1776, 
7 vol. 12mo., Also a French transla- 
tion by M. d'Ablancourt, and one by 
M. Guerin, each in 3 vol. iz mo. Ame- 
lot's is only valuable for the Notes, 
and they are too long; it consists of 
Io vol. 12mo., The abbe de la Blét- 
terie has translated the Manners ef the 
Germans, and the Life of Agricola, 2 vol. 
12mo. the six first books of the Anne, 
3 vol. 12mo. and father Dotteville the 
rest in 4 vol. 1:mo. 

TACITUS (M. Claudius) a Roman 
emperor, elected by the senate to suc- 
ceed' Aurelian, September 25, 275, 
after an interregnum of about seven 
months. He was related to Tacitus 
the historian, whose statue and works 
he placed in all the libraries, that they 
might not be lost. This prince re- 
stored to the senate part of its autho- 
rity, made very wise laws, sacrificed 
his property to the good of the state, 
instead of enriching himself with its 
revenues, and had raised the most 
flattering expectations from his virtue 
and experience, when he died at Tar- 
sus in Cilicia, ApriF11, 276, aged 65. 
Florianus, his twin brother, then gain- 
ed possession of the empire, but en- 
joyed it only two months. 

TACONNET (Toussaint Gaspard) 
son of a joiner, born 1730, at Paris. 
His libertine disposition would neither 
permit him to follow a course of study, 
nor to apply to his father's business. 
Living in taverns and Keeping none 
but bad company, his writings are in 
the style of his life; but they con- 
tain a fund of humour which pleased 
much at the comic opera, in e complie 
ment ans compliment, and le Bouguet de 
Louizon, and since the destruction of 
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that theatre, at the foreign one of 
Nicolet, which he, furnished with 
more than eight pieces; among these, 
les Aveux indiicrets; Le Demenagement 
du Peintre; Le Balser donne et rendu, 
&c. are more distinguished. Had Ta- 
connet received a better education, and 
kept good company, he would have 
written most perfect pieces, but he 
never went out of his sphere. Coblers, 
drunkards, gossips, scribblers, rakes, 
are his heroes; and the same gaity, 
the same humou ous burlesque, which 
reigns in his dramas, appeared in his 
playing, for he was one of the first 
actors in Nicolet's company. His de- 
baucheries at length produced an ulcer 
in his leg, of which he died in the 


. Hospital de la Charite at Paris, Dec. 


29, 1774, Several of his plays have 
been printed. 

TACQUET (Andrew) a learned 
Jesuit of Antwerp, author of an ex- 
cellent treatise , and other 
mathematical works which are much 
valued, and were printed at Antwerp, 
1669, and 1707, fol. He died 1660. 

TADDA (Francis) an Italian paint- 
er and sculptor in the middle of the 
14th century, much esteemed at the 
court of Cosmo de Medicis, grand 
duke of Tuscany, who heaped many 
favours and honours upon him. It is 
Said, that this artist having found se- 
veral bits of porphyry among some 
old marble, formed with them the 
bason of a fountain which appeared 
like one piece, and many other things 
in the same manner, by means of a 
water distilled trom certain herbs, 
which water united the detached 
pieces and made them remarkably 
firm, but that his secret died with 
him. 

TAFFI (Andrea) a celebrated pain- 
ter of Florence. He learnt his art 
from the Grecian painters, whom the 
senate of Venice had invited thither, 


and particularly studied the Alesis, 
the secret of which was communicated 


to him by Appolonius, one of those 
artists, who worked with him in St. 
John's church at Florence. He died 
1:94, aged 81. 

TAGEREAU (Vincent) a cele- 
brated advocate to the parliament 
of Paris, born at Angers, author of an 
esteemed treatise against the congress 
entitled, Dizcours de UVimpuizzance de 1 
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Homme et de la Femme, Paris, 1617, $yg 
This treatise may also be found iu 
Laurence Bouchel's Library, under the 
word S-/paration. The custom of the 
congress was abolished 1677, in con. 
Sequence of a plan from M. the pre- 
sident de Lamoignon, then attorney. 
general. Tagereau also left le wa; 
Praticien Frangeis, 8vo. 
TAHUREAU (James) born about 
1527 at Mans. He made some cam. 
paigns before he married, and was not 
yet settled in any business when he 
died 1555. His Poems were printed

TAILLE (John and james de la) 
brothers, born at Bondaroi in Beauce 
near Pithiviers; of a good and ancient 
family, John 1535, James 1542. The 
latter wrote two tragedies Daire and 
Alexandre, besides otlier Poems, before 
he was twenty; but his extreme ap- 
plication to study so weakened his 
sight, that he was in danger of losing 
it, when he caught the plague from 
one of his cousins, while yet at col- 
lege in Paris, and died 1562, being 
scarcely twenty years old. John, his 
elder brother, catered. into the army, 
Signalized himself in the wars of his 
time, was at the battle of Dreux, and 
dangerously wounded in the face at 
that of Arnai-le-Duc. On his return 
from this engagement the King of 
Navarre, afterwards Henry IV. ran to 
embrace him, though he was covered 
with dust and blood, and placed him 
under the care of his own surgeons. He 
married in 1575, Charlotte Dumoulin, 
daughter of Anthony Dumoulin, che- 
valier, seigneur de Rouville, and died 
1608. His works are: Saul and La 
famine ou les Gabavnites, tragedies. Les 
Carrivaux, and Le Negromant, comedies; 
Hlegies and other poems, which he 
printed with those of his brother 
James, 1573 and 1574, 2 vol. 8vo.; 
De la Geomance, 1574, 4t0.; Les Singeries 
de la Ligue, 1595, $vo. or in the Satyre 
Menippee Ditcours des Duels, 1607, 12M0. 
TAILLEPIED (Noel) a Franciscan 
of Pontoise, lecturer in theology and 
preacher, who died 1589, leaving 34 
French translation of the Lives of Lu- 
ther, Carlostad, and Peter Martyr, by 
Theodore Beza, 8vo.; Tr. de “ Appa- 
rition des Exsprits, 1602, Izmo. filled 
with fables and absurd stories; Les 
 Antiquitt 
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Antiguitès de Rauen, 8 vo.; Les Antigui- 
1 de Pontoise, 8vo.; Hist. des Druides, 
Paris, 158 5, 8vo. a learned book much 
in request 

TAISAND (Peter) an able advo- 
cate and lawyer to the parliament of 
Dijon, his native place, afterwards 
treasurer of France for the district of 
Burgundy, and author of several works, 
the most known among which are: 
Les Des des plus Celebres Jurisconsultes; 
the most complete edition of this is 
1737, 4to.; L' Histeire du Droie Romain, 
12mo.; Commentaires sur la Coutume gene- 
rale des Pays et Duche de Bourgogne, 1698, 
fol. Some compositions of his, in 
. honour of the royal family, being pre- 
 sented in Ms. to Louis XIV. this 
prince sent him a beautiful large gold 
medal; but he died at Dijon before 
he received it, March 12, 1715. 

TAISNIER (John) born 1 50, at 
Ath. He was preceptor to the pages 
of the emperor Charles V. but grow - 
ing weary of the journeys which this 
office occasioned, settled at Cologn, 
where he became music master in the 
elector's chapel. Taisnier was con- 
sideted as a sk ilſul chiromancer, and 
left Opus Mathematicum, Cologn, 1562, 
fol. which has sometimes the titles of 
1533, This work contains his Chiro- 
mancy and his Judicial Axtrolog y. He 
is supposed to have been living a short 
time after 1562. 

TAIX (William de) canon and dean 
of the church at Troyes in Champag- 
ne, and abbot of Basse-Fontaine, born 
1532, in the castle de Fresnay near 
Chateau-Dun, of a good family, emi- 
nent in Touraine from 1350. He was 
deputed by the clergy of his diogese to 
the states of Blois, 1576, and to the 
assemblies of the clergy held at Paris, 
1579, 1580, 1585, and 1585, in all 
which he distinguished himself $0 as 
to be both beloved and esteemed. He 
died September 7, 1593. M. de Taix 
has left a curious and interesting ac- 
count of what passed at the states of 
Blois, 1576, Which may be found in 
Camusat's misgellanies, and of the 
proceedings in the two assemblies of 
the clergy, where he attended as a 
deputy, Paris, 1625, 4to. 

TALBOT (John) earl of Shrews- 
bury and Waterford, governor of Ire- 
land, and one of the greatest captains 
in the 15th century, called by his 
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countrymen, the English, their Achilles, 
descended from an illustrious family 
originally of Normandy. He signalized 
himself by his valour in the subjec- 
tion of Ireland to Henry V. was ap- 
pointed its governor, went into France 
with the English army, 1417, and 
made his name formidable to the 
French, This nobleman retook the 
city of Alencon, 1423, afterwards 
Pontoise, Laval, &c.; but was made 
prisoner at the battle of Patay in 
Beauce. Having regained his liberty, 
in a short time he took Beaumont- 
sur-Oise, by storm, and did essential 
services to the King of England, who 
appointed him marechal of France, 
1441, and sent him two years after as 
ambassador to treat of peace with 
Charles VII. The earl of Shrewsbury 
also took Bourdeaux with several other 
cities, and retrieved the affairs of the 
English in France; but having has- 
tened to Castillon, with a view of 
forcing the French to raise the siege 
of that place, he was killed with one 
of his sons in a battle, July 17, 1453. 
By his death, the English lost all they 
possessed in Guienne and were driven 
from France. 

TALBOT (Peter) archbichop of 
Dublin, born 1620, in Ireland, des- 
cended from a Catholic branch of the 
illustrious house of Talbot, He was 
almoner to queen Catherine of Por- 
tugal, wife of Charles II. King of Eng- 
land, and rendered such important 
services to the Catholic religion, that 
pope Clement IX. appointed him arch- 
bishop of Dublin ; but the Protestants 
afterwards arrested him, and he died 
of want in a close prison about 1682, 
leaving the following works in Eng- 
lish, On the Nature of Faith and Heresy, 
8vo.; The Politician's Catechism, 4to.; 
A Tr. on Religion and Government, 4to.; 
Hist. of the Iconoclasts, Paris, 1674, 4to. 
and others on controversial subjects. 
Richard Talbot, duke of Tyrconnel, 
one of his brothers, was in a battle at 
15, when he remained three days 
among the slain. He attached him- 
self to Charles II. and was left vice- 
roy of Ireland by James 1I. when this 
latter went into France, Talbot op 
posed William, prince of Orange, and 
was preparing to engage in a battle 
against him, when he died in 1692. 
His funeral oration spoken at Paris, 
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by the abbe Anselme, has been print- 
ed, ꝗto. and in his Collection of Fu- 
neral Orations, 
TALBOT (William) of the same 
family with the preceding, but des- 
cended from a Protestant branch, set- 
tled in England. He distinguished 
himself by his merit, was appointed 
bishop of Oxford, afterwards of Salis- 
bury, lastly of Durham, and died 
1730, leaving a vol. of Sermons and 
some other works. h 

TALEOT (Charles) son of the pre- 
ceding, and lord high chancellor of 
England, born December 3, 1686. 
He became very eminent for his 
merit and skill in public affairs, and 
died February 14, 1736. 

TALIACOTIUS (Jaspar) professor 
of physic and surgery at Bologna, his 
native place, and celebrated for a Tr. 
on lengthening the nose, ears, lips, &c. 
when deformed, entitled Curtorum Chi- 
rurpia, Venice, 1597, fol. Although 
little effect has been seen from this 
system of surgery, an author named 
Verdun received it in his book, en- 
titled De nova artuum decurtandorum ra- 
tionc, Amsterdam, 1696, 8vo, 

TALLART (Camille d'Hostun duc 
de) marechal of France, born Febru- 
ary 14, 1652, of an ancient and illus- 
trious family, originally of Provence. 
He went into the army very young, 
aud after having distinguished himself 
in several sieges and battles, was sent 
as ambassador to England 1697, where 
he concluded the partition treaty con- 
cerning the succession of Charles II. 
king of Spain. Hostilities recommen- 
cing, he commanded on the Rhine 
1702, was made marechal of France, 
January 14, 1703, won the battle of 
Spires, November 15, the same year, 
and wrote to Louis XIV. from the 
field as follows: Sire, your army has 
more Standards and colours than it has last 
private Soldiers; but he was defeated 
at the fatal battle of Hochstet, other- 
wise called Blenheim, August 13, 1704, 
and carried to England as a prisoner. 
His stay in that kingdom however did 
not prove useless to his country, for 
he induced the queen to listen to pro- 
posals of peace, which afterwards 
took place. Marechal Tallard return- 
ed home, 1711, was created a duke 
1712, and died March 3, 1725, aged 
76, leaving Maria ſoseph de Hostun, 
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duke of Tallard, whose duchy was 
raised to a Duchs Pairie, 1715, Hi 
wife, Maria Isabelle Gabrielle de Ro. 
han, born 1699, succeeded her grang. 
mother, madame de Ventadour, in the 
office of governante to the children of 
France. 

TALLEMANT (Francis) a native 
of Rochelle, abbot of Val-Cretien, 
king's almoner, afterwards chief al. 
moner to madame the Dauphiness, and 
sub-dean of the French academy, He 
died May 6, 1693, aged 73. His works 
are: A French translation of Plutarc}'; 
Lives, 8 vol. 12mo. Which is not es- 
teemed, and occasioned Boileau to call 
Tallemant Tae dry translator of Amlot'; 
French; A French translation of the 
procurator. Nani's History of Venice, 
682, 4 vol. 12mo, This last is tole- 
rably good. 

TALLEMANT (Paul) related to the 
preceeding, born June 18, 1642, at 
Paris. He was admitted into the 
French academy, 1666, then into that 
of Inscriptions, and having acquired 
M. Colbert's esteem, the King gave 
him some considerable pensions and 
Several bene fices. M. Tallemant par- 
ticularly distinguished himself by his 
Speeches and discourses, was Secretary 
to the academy of inscriptions, from 
1694 to 1706, and died July 30, 1712, 
His Harangues, his Discaurses, his V:y- 
ape de lie d' Amour, 1663, 12rmo. and 
some other pieces have been printed. 

TALON (Omer) attorney-general 
to the parliament of Paris, and one 
of the greatest magistrates in the 17th 
century, son of Omer Talon, counsel- 
lor of state, descended fiom a family 
illustrious in the robe, and which has 
produced many persons of merit. He 
distinguished himself equally by his 
probity, talents and skill in public 
affairs, and was appointed attorney- 
general, 163, on the resignation of 
James Talon, his elder brother, who 
became counsellor of state the same 
year, Omer Talon discovered so much 
wisdom and equity in his decisions 
that he was justly considered as the 


oracle of the bar. He died December 


29, 1652, aged 57. He has left some 
excellent Memoirs, 8 vol. 12mo. rela- 
tive to parliamentary affairs in the 
time of the Fronde. SES. 
TALON (Denis) son of the prece- 
ding, and his successor in the post of 
attorney- 
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attorney-general, 1652, He sustained, 
by his talents and virtue, the reputa- 
tion of Omer Talon, was appointed 
resident 4 Morticr, 1689, and died 
1693. Some pieces of Denis Talon's 
are printed with his father's Memoirs; 
but the Tr. on Regal Authority in the 
Government of the Church, which has 
been ascribed to him, was written by 
XI. de la Mothe le Vayer de Boutigny. 
TAMAR, a Canaanitich woman, 
who married Er, eldest son of Judah. 
Fr being suddenly cut off for the pu- 


ture does not mention; Onan, Judah's 
Second son, married Tamar, and was 
also punished with death for having 
prevented the effects of marriage. 
Judah fearing the same fate for his 
third son, Shelah, would not let him 
take his brother's widow, though he 
had promised that it should be so. 
Tamar, vexed at this, disguised herself 
like a harlot, Waited for Judah by the 
way side, and being with child in con- 
scquence of their meeting, was con- 
demned to be burnt, but upon telling 
Judah the whole affair, obtained par- 
don. She afterwards brought forth 
twins, Pharez and Zarah, -who are 
named in our Saviour's geneology, to 
Shew us that the mystery of our re- 
demption is wholly the effect of God's 
mercy, and that honour proceeds from 
him alone, not from men, nor from 
the merits of our ancestors. This bap- 
pened about 1664, A.C. v. GENESTS, 
chap. 38. 

TAMAR, daughter of David and 
Maachah. Amnon, her brother on 
the father's side, violated her, 1032, 
A C. and was killed at a feast two 
years after, by order of Absalom, Ta- 
mar's brother, as a punishment for this 
incest. II Samuel ch. 13. 
TAMEUKINI (Francis) a Sicilian 
Jesuit, author of an Explanation of the 
Decalcgue, Lyons, 1659, fol. suppres- 
ed by a sentence of parliament, March 
6, 1762, Redied about 1675. 
TAMERLANE, or TIMUR BEC, 
i.e. Timur the Lame, emperor of the 
Tartars, and one of the most famous 
conquerors who have appeared in the 
world. He descended from the blood 
royal, and numbered many GChams 
among his ancestors. Tamerlane rose 
to the sovereignty by his courage and 
prudence, and placing himself at the 


nishment of a crime which the scrip- 
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head of some troops, gained several 
victories in Persia, which success in- 
creased both his ambition and his 
army. He conquered the Parthians, 
forced the walls of China, subdued the 
greatest part of the Indies, Mesopo- 
tamia and Egypt, and boasted that he 
had three parts of the world under 
his command. To a thirst for govern- 
ing and the talents of a complete war- 
rior, Tamerlane joined some know 
ledge of the mathematics and the 
Mahometan theology ; but his cruelty 
eclipsed the splendour of his great 
exploits. He destroyed Bagdad, in 
which city 800000 inhabitants perish- 
ed ; Sebastio, Damascus and Aleppo 
Shared the same fate. His most im- 
portant victory was over Bajazet I. 
emperor of the Turks, near Angoura 


1402, Bajazet being taken prisoner, 


experienced very mild treatment from 
the Tartar prince at first; but having 
afterwards rendered himself undeserv- 
ing of such moderation, by his pride, 
menaces and contemptuous behaviour, 
Tamerlane is reported to have con- 
fined him in an iron cage. It is said 
that this conqueror sent ambassadors 
to Charles VI. king of France. He 
died April 1, 1415, aged 71, and his 
sons shared his, dominions between 
them. We have a history of Ta- 
merlane by Arabscas, translated by 
Vattier, and a French translation of 
another history of that prince, written 
in Persian, by a contemporary author. 
M. Petis de la Croix, the translator, 

published it 1722, 4 tom. rzmo. 
TANAQUIL, called also Cecilia, 
wife of Tarquin de Elder, born at 
Tarquinia, a Tuscan city, and there 
married to Lucumen, whose family 
were Corinthians. Lucumon was rich, 
and having married into one of the 
most noble families in Tarquinia, en- 
tertained hopes of arriving to the high- 
est dignities, but met with great ob- 
stacles from being the son ofa foreign- 
er. Tanaquil not less ambitious than 
her husband, persuaded him to try his 
fortune at Rome, where persons of 
merit from whatever country might 
aspire to the most elevated posts. They 
accordingly set out for that city a few 
days after, and it is said, that on the 
arrival at Janiculum, an eagle lighted 
on their chariot, took off Lucumon's 
cap, and after flying round them some- 
time, 
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time, and making a great noize, re- 
placed it on his head, Tanaquil im- 
mediately embraced her husband, as- 
Suring him that this adventure was A 
certain omen of his future greatness. 
Lucumon assumed the name of ur- 
gun at Rome, gained the esteem 
and friendship of the Romans, and 
insinuated himself so far into the 
King's favour, that he was placed in 
the highest offices, and became king 
himself. Tarquin being murdered wn 
the thirty-eighth year of his reign, 
Tanaquil secured the crown to Servius 
Tullius, her son-in-law, who bad his 


education in the palace, and u hose 


elevation She before augured from a 
flame of fire which had been round 
his head while he slept. Tanaquil 
had a great share in the government 
during the reigns of her husband and 
$00-1n-law, and her memory was held 
in Such high veneration at Rome for 
several ages, that her needle-work, 
her distaff, her spindle, the woot she 
had spun, her girdle, and a royal robe 


which she had made for Servius Tul- 


lius, were carefully preserved. This 
lady wove the finest of those tunicks, 
which were given to the youths when 
they changed the Praten, for the 
manly robe, and those of the same 
Kind worn by maidens when they 
married. 

TANCRED De Haatcril'e, a Norman 
lord, the vassal of Robert duke of 
Normanily, who, having 2 numerous 
family to provide for, and bat little 
property, sent his two sons, Guiscard 
and Roger, to iry their fortunes in 
Italy. They settled in Sicily by force 
of arms, took Palermo 1070, and their 
descend ants reigned there. 

TANCRED, archdeacon of Bolbgna 
at the beginning of the izth century, 
author of a C:licHimm of Conexs, which 
Ciron has published with Notes. 

TANCRED, a pictended duke of 
Rohan, carried young into Holland by 
a captain, who gave him toa peasant. 
At à proper age he was Sent to a 
school at Leyden, but taken so little 
care of afterwards, that being des- 
titute of necessaries he determined to 
learn some trace. At this juncture, , 
in 1645, Margaret de Bethune, duchess 
of Rohan, wanting to disinkerit her 
daughter, who had, contrary to her 
approbation, married Henry de Chabot,

ack non ledged Tancred as her son, and 
sent him money to equip himself ac. 
cordingly. The young man went to 
Paris, where after his birth hag been 
long a subject of dispute, the parlia. 
ment declared it suppositious, by a 
celebrated sentence pronounced in 1646 
though the duchess maintained that 
he was her son. He possessed great 
natural courage, but lost his life early 
by a pistol Curing the civil wars of 
Parts, 

TANEVOT (alexander) dorn 1692, 
at Versailles. After passing 60 years 
in the finance oihce, he ended with 
the places of first commissioner of f. 
nances and Secretary to M. de Boy. 
logne, who was become comptroller 
general. His fortune notwithstanding 
was proved scarcely sufficient io pay 
his debts, and some domestic and 
pious legacies, because he had always 
Sufficient respect for himself, to be 
contented with his salaries, without 
Soliciting favonrs which are too fre- 
quently obtained at the expence of 
justice. The muses, whom he associ- 
ated with the duties of his office, 
were the sole amusement of his Ife. 
He died 1773, M. Tanevot, had print» 
ed his diſſerent works, 1766, 3 vol, 


12m0, in which are the tragevies of 


Sete and Adam and Eve. 

TANNEGUY DU CHATEL, rv.

TANNERUS (Adam) a learned je- 
suit of Inspruck, who taught theo- 
logy with reputation at Ingolstadt and 
Vienna, and. was appointed chancellor 
of the university of Prague. The air 
of that place not agreeing wiih him, 
he resolved to return to his native 
one, but died on the road, May' 25, 
1632, aged Go. He was present at the 
famous dispute held at Ratisbon 1601, 
between the Catholic doors and the 
heretics, in presence of the dukes of 
Bavaria and Neuburg, and has left an 
Account of it, Munich, 1602, fol. be- 
sides many other works in Latin and 
German, among which are, a System of 
Astroleay, Ingolstadt, 1621, fol. Some 
Apologies for the Fexuits, &c. 

TANQUELIN, or TANCHELIN, 
called also Tanchelme, Tanquelom, Tau- 
cheme and Tandeme, a fanatic of the 
12 century, born at Antwerp,.who, 
thongh a layman, preached publicly, 
particularly in the Netherlands and 

Holland, 
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Holland, teaching that the sacraments 
of the Catholic church were abomi- 
nations, that priests, bishops and popes 
were no more than laity, and that 
tithes ought not to be paid. He bega 
by drawing the women to his side, 
and thus he easily gained their hus- 
bands, The most scandalous licen- 
tiousness was the fruit of his seduction, 
and frequently the bait by which he 
effected it. So entirely had he fasci- 
nated the people, that he abused 
daughters in presence of their mothers, 
and wives before their husbands, while 
all parties far frem being offended, 
thought themselves honoured by the 
love of this pretended prophet. Tan- 
quelin appeared in public guarded by 
2200 armed men, who attended him 
every where; he was magnificently 
dressed, and had a royal equipage When 
he preached, he ordered his standard 
to be carried, and his guards stood 
with their swords naked, which pomp 
so dazzled the vulgar, that they lis- 
tened to him as to an angel. For the 
support of these expences he hit upon 
the following stratagem, which proved 
successful. While preaching to a great 
concourse of people, he placed a pic- 
ture of the Holy Virgin by his side, 
and laying his hand on that of the 
image, had the impudence thus to 
audress the mother of God: PFirgin 
Mary, I take you this day fer my wife. 
Then turning to the people, he said, 
J twve new married the Holy Virgin, and 
it tur part to pay the expences of the 
betrothing and the wedding, At the same 
time he get a trunk on each side of 
the picture, saying, Let the men put 


t they cduie to give into one trunk, and 


{fie women into the ether, I ill icon tee 
which ex has mot affettion fer me and my 
peut. The women instantly pulled 
off even their necklaces and earings to 
deposit them in the trunk. This im- 
postor made great ravages in Zealand, 
Utrecht and several Flemish cities, 
particularly Antwerp, notwithstanding 
the zeal of St. Norbert, who had con- 
founded him several times. He went 
to Rome habited life a monk, preach- 
ing every where his fanatical doctrine; 
but at his return, Frederic, archbishop 
of Cologn, arrested and committed him 
to prison, where having escaped he 
was Killed by a priest, 1125. 
TANSILLO (Lewis) a famous

Fintager, of 1574 and the following, 
both have made much noise. Ile at- 
tached himself to the house of Toledo, 
marquis de Villa-Franca, uu was a 
long time viceroy of Naples. Tansillo 
had the office of judge royal at Gaieta 
1569, and died soon after, leaving be- 
sides his Vintager, a poem entitled, 
The tears of St. Peter, translated into 
French by Malherbe, and many other 
poems, which are esteemed. The best 
edition of his miscellaneous pieces, is 
Balagna, 1711, 12mo., His Smgs and 
Sennets are och admired,” 
TANTALUS, king of Phrygia and 
Paphlagonia, called by the poets, the 


son of Jupiter. and Plota. He one 


day invited the gods to a feast, as the 
fable relates, and ta make trial of 
their divinity, cut his son Pelops in 
pieces, and served him up with other 
meats. The deities, discovering the 
murder, would not touch any thing ex- 
cept. Ceres, whose mind being full of 
her daughter Proserpine, she eat the 
left Shoulder without perceiving it. 
Jupiter raised Pelops to life, and gave 
him an ivory shoulder instead of that 
which had been eaten. He then con- 
demned Tantalus to suffer excessive 
and perpetual hunger and thirst, This 
unhappy prince, was chained in a lake, 
the water of which touched his chin, 
but retired on his attempting to drink; 
a hough laden with fruit also hung 
down upon his lips, but when he tried 
to pluck any it raised itself out of his 
reach, It is said that Tantalüs had 
carried away Ganymede, son of Tros, 
king of Troy, and was obliged to re- 
tire to Peliponnesus; also that he built 
the city of Smyrna, and left three 
sons, Pelops, Dascylus, and Brocas, 

and a daughter named Niobe. 
TAPPEN (Sylvester) a learned Pro- 
testant minister, born 1670, at Hildes- 
heim, author of several theological, 
moral and historical works in German, 
some Dissertations in Latin, and a short 
system of Ggraphy in Latin verse, 
entitled, 
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entitled, Pocta Gergrapius. He died 
747, having been almost entirely 


blind for nearly twenty years. 
TAPPER (Ruard) an eminent di- 


vine of the 16th century, a native of 


Enchuysen in Holland, who took a 
doctor's Jegree at Louvain, where he 
taught theology with reputation, and 
was appointed chancellor of the uni— 
versity and dean of St. Peter's church. 
The emperors Charles V. and Philip 
II. King of Spain, employed him in 


affairs relative to religion, and he was 


sent to the council of Trent 1551, with 
Joshua Ravenstein and John Leonard 
Hassels. He died March 2, 1559, at 
Bruges, aged 71, leaving Several theo- 


logical works, Cs/ogr, 1582, fol, 


TARAISIUS, patriarch uf Constan- 
tinople, son of George, a chief magis- 
trate in that city. Re became much 
celebrated for his virtue and skill in 
public affairs, was raised to the con- 
Sular dignity, then appointed princi- 
pal secretary of state in the reign of 
Constantine and Irene, who procured 
him afterwards to be clecte patriarch 
of Constantinopie 784. Taraisius wrote 
immediately to pope Adrian, and held 
the first general council of Nice 787, 
in favour of the holy images.

TARDIF (William) originally of 
Puy-cn-Velay, He was professor of 
belles lettres and rhetoric at the col- 
lege de Navarre, and reader to Charles 
VIII.

TARIN (Peter) a native of Cour- 
tenay, who practised as a physician 
at Paris, and died in that city, 1771.

TARISSE (Dom. John Gregory) 


born June 29, 1575 at Pierre-Rue,

near Cesteron, a small city in 
Languedoc. He was the first general 
of the congregation de St. Maur 
which he governed in a very prudent 
and edifying manner, from 1630 to 
1648, when he died September 24 
having resigned his office the May 
preceding. This father left some ex. 
cellent Advice to the superiors of his 
congregation, printed 1632, 8vo. He 
was the intimate friend of St. Vincent 
de Paul, and M, de Solminiac, bishop 
ot Cahors. 

TARPA (Spurius Metius or Mætius) 
a famous critic, who lived at Rome 
in the reigns of Julius Cæsar and Ay. 
gustus. He had his tribunal in the 
teraple of Apollo, where he examined 
the works of the poets with four other 
critics, and no dramatic piece was 
performed till it had been approved 
by Tarpa, or by one of his four col- 
I-agues. The connoisseurs were not 
always satisßed with his decisions, but 


that time, speaks highly of him. 

TARPELA, daughter of Tarpeius, 
governor of the capitol under Romu- 
lus. She promised Tatius, the Sabine 
zeneral, to deliver up the capitol, on 
condition that the soldiers should give 
her what they wore on their left arms, 
meaning their gold bracelets, but Ta- 
ttus having gained the fortress 746 
A.C. threw upon Tarpeia his brace- 
lets and also the shield which he bore 
on his left arm, and the soldiers fol- 
lowing his example, she was crushed 
to death with bracelets and shields, 
and buried on the mount, which was 
called Tarpcian from her name. This 
spot became afterwards a place of 
punishment for malefactors convicted 
of treason or false witness, who were 
thrown from the Tarpeian rock accord- 
in to the law of the twelve tables, 

TARQUIN the Elder, king of the 
Romans, son of Demaratus, a Corin- 
thian, He was born at Tarquinia, a 
Tuscan city, went to Rome by advice 
of his wife Tanaquil, and succeeded 
Ancus Martius 616, A.C. having raised 
himself to the throne by his policy. 
Tarquin instituted the games of the 
Circus, subdued some neighbouring 
nations, augmented the number of se- 
nators, and laid the foundation of the 
capitol, in which he creed a temple 


to Jupiter, He also built the subter- 
3 rancan 
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nnean aqueducts by which the city 
was cleansed, and which Pliny admired 
doo years after their construction. 
This prince is also said to have intro- 
Juced the bundles of rods tied round 
the axes of the magistrates, the robes 
worn by the King's augurs, the sena- 
tors ivory chairs, with the rings and 
other ornaments of the Knights, and 
of the noblemen's children. He was 
murdered by the two sons of Ancus 
Martius, 577, A. C. at the age of 8, 
after having reigned 38 years. Servius 
Tullius, his son- in- law succeeded him. 
v. TANAQUIL. | 

TARQUIN the Proud, Targuinius 
Superbus, so called from his pride, re- 
lated to Tarquin zhe Elder. He married 
Tullia, daughter of king Servius Tul- 
lius, which prince he murdered, being 
impatient to reign, and placed himself 
on the throne, 533, A.C. It is asserted 
that Tarquin first introduced banish- 
ment and torture among the Romans, 
and that he treated the nobility and 
even thesenators with inhuman cruelty. 
He finished the capitol, and built a 
temple which was common to all the 
Latins. His son retiring to the Gabii, 
acquired great authority among them, 
and sent to enquire of Tarquin how he 
should preserve it. The messenger 
found him walking in a garden, but 
he answered only by striking off the 
heads of such poppies as grew taller 
than the rest. This being reported to 
his son, the young prince instantly 
comprehended what it meant, and be- 
headed the principal persons among 
the Gabii. The Romans irritated by 
Tarquin's cruelty, and the licentious- 
ness of his children, resolved to de- 
throne him; the violence used by his 


son Sextus to Lucretia, furnished a 


plausible pretext for so doing, and 
they executed their plan, 509, A. C. 
while Tarquin was engaged in the 
Siege of Ardea. This prince had 
reigned 24 years, but in vain attempted 
to recover the throne, the Romans 
preferring a republican form of govern- 
ment. Tarquin survived his family, 
and would have been reduced to ex- 
treme poverty had not Aristodemus, 
prince of Cumz afforded him a retreat, 
in which he died at the age of ninety.

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TARTAGNT (Alexander) an emi- 
nent lawyer in the 15th century, sur- 
named d' Imola, because he was a native 
of that city. He taught law at Bo- 
logna and Ferrara with such high re pu- 
tation as to be called the Monarch of the 
Law, and Father of the Lawyers, and 
died at Bologna, 1477, aged 53, leaving 
Commentaries on the Clementines, and the 
Sextus, with other works, which have 
passed through several editions. 

TARTALEA, or TARTAG- 
LIA (Nicholas) a learned Italian ma- 
thematician of the 16th century, born 
at Brescia in the Venetian state, and 
celebrated for inventing the method of 
solving Cubic Equations, commonly at- 
tributed to Cardan. He is also the 
first author who has written on the 


theory of the motion of bombs and 


bullets ex profesxo, He examines this 
subject in his Nova Scientia, printed at 
Venice, 1537, and in his Quesiti ed inven- 
tioni diverse, printed in the same city, 
1546. Tartalea has also written on 
geometry, on arithmetic, and algebra, 
and made a good Latin Translation of 
Euclid's Elements, with learned Com- 
mentaries, and left other works, printed 
1606, in 3 vol. qto. He died very old, 
1557. | 

TARTERON (Jerome) a lesuit, 
born at Paris, in which city he also 
died, June 12, 1720, aged 75, leaving 
a French translation of Horace, the best 
edition of which is Amsterdam, 1710, 2 
vol. 12mo, and a Translation of Persius 
and juvenal's Satires, The last edition 


of this is 1752, 12mo. and the first 


1689, to which the preface is more 
ample. 

TASSO (Torquato) a very celebrated 
Italian poet, born March 11, 1544, of 
an illustrious family at Sorrento in the 
kingdom of Naples. He studied at 
Padua, where he distinguished him- 
self by his poetical talents, and having 
attended the nuncio into France in the 
reign of Charles V. gained the esteem 
and favour of that monarch. Tasso 
returned to Ferrara, and there published 
his famous poem entitled, Gerusalemme 
Liberata, which he had finished in 
France at the abbey of Chälis, where 
cardinal d'Este was abbot. He also 
wrote some other ingenious pieces, and 
was the first who introduced shepherds 
on the stage in his Aminta, which has 
been the model for pastoral comedies.

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This poet had great disputes with the 
academicians of la Crusca, . who cen- 
sured his Gerusalemme Liberata. 
volved himself in some difficulties at 
Ferrara, which occasioned his. being 
committed to prison, and was near 
losing his senses in consequence of the 
violent passion he had conceived for 
Eleonora d'Este, sister of Alphonso, 
duke of Ferrara. The rest of his life 


was a continued series of misfortunes; 


he staid sometime at Pavia, went af - 


Life, tamo. His Gerutalemme Libr, 
is the finest epic poem Italy has p,. 
duced; but it contains too many flights 
of fancy, and too much tinsel, the 
style is too flowery and affected, and 
the poet hunts too much after wit: 
hence Boileau says in his ninth satire 1 


He in- 
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Tous les jours a la Cour, un sot de qualite, 
Peut juger de travers avec impunite ; 
A Malherbe, a Racan, preferer Theophile, 
Et le elinquant de Tase, a tout Por de Virgile, 


. terwards to Naples, and returned to 
Ferrara, where he was imprisoned. 
Poverty, added to his other afflitions, 
was his constant attendant till cardinal 
Aldobrandini, nephew of pope Cle- 
ment VIIL. invited him to Rome to 
receive the poetic crown. Speedy 
measures were now taken to relieve 
his troubles, but a deranged mind ren- 
dered him insensible to the change in 
his fortune, and he died at Rome on 
the eve of his intended coronation, 
1 59 5, aged 51. His poems have gained 
him immortal reputation; the princpal 
are, La Gerutalemme Liberata, or 1! 
Geoffredo, Genoa, 1590, 4to. plates, by 
Tempesta; the Lowvre, 1644, fol. Elze- 
vir, 1678, 2 vol. 24to. London, 1724, 2 
vol. 4to. Venice, 1745, fol. plates, Paris, 
1768, 2 vol. 12mo.; his Gerusalemme 
conquistato, 1593, 4to.; his Rinaldo, 1562, 
4to.; The even Days of the Creation, 
' 1607, 8vo.; the tragedy of Torismon, 
1587, Svo.; Aminta, a pastoral, Elzevir, 
1678, 24to. Paris, 1768, 12mo. This is 
the poet's master piece, and the best 
French translation of it is by Pecquet 
in prose, 1734, c. All Tasso's works 
were printed at Florence, 1724, 6 vol. 
fol. with the pieces written for and 
against his Jerusalem. The best French 
translat ion of the last mentioned poem, 
is that by M. Mirabaud, Paris, 1759, 2 
| vol, 12zmo. Tasso pretended to have a 
familiar spirit, and no sooner did a ray 
of the Sun shine on the glass window 
of his closet, than he left every thing 
to listen to this spirit, and then an- 
swered it according to the most beau - 
tiful, elevated and just ideas of the 
Platonic philosophy, and of the whole 
system of Pagan morality. He was $0 
poor that he entreats his Cat in an ele- 
gant sonnet, to lend him the light of 
her eyes during the night, mon avends 
candelo la notte, per iscrivere i ui vers.

TASSO (Bernardo) father of the 
preceding, attached to the prince of 
Salerno, who had nearly lost his life . 
by his opposition to the establishment 
of the inquisition in the kingdom of 
Naples. He retired into France with 
this prince, became secretary to the 
duke of Mantua after his decease, and 
died governor of Ostiglia, 1575, leaving 
Letters, 1574, 8v0.; Amadigi Poena, 
Venice, 1560, 4to. scarce; II Floridants, 
I 560, 12mo, 

TASSO (Agostino) a celebrated 
Italian painter of Bologna, who was 
Pau! Bril's pupil, and excelled in land- 
scapes, storms, and perspective. 
- TASSONT (Alessandro) a celebrated 
Ttalian poet, born at Modena, who 
was a member of the academy dall 
Umoristi, and affected at first to criti. 
cise and ridicule Petrarch and Homer's 
works, but without success. He after. 
wards composed a hero-comic poem, 
entitled, La Secchia rapita, or the Rape 
of the Bucket, Paris, 1766, 2 vol. vo. 
plates, 1768, 12mo. This poem met 
with a very favourable reception. The 
subject of it is a pretended war between 
the Modenese and Bolognese, on occa- 
sion of a bucket which had been 
stolen. Tassoni was appointed coun- 
sellor to the prince of Modena, and 
died in that city, 1635. His poem 
above mentioned has been translated 
into French by Peter Perrault, 1678, 2 
vol. 12mo. and by M. de Cedors, 1759 
3 vol, 12mo. each with the Italian text. 
Tassoni also wrote an Ecclesiastical Hii- 
tory, in many parts of which he disco- 
vers sentiments contrary to those of 
Baronius. Lewis Anthony Muratori 
has written his life. Soon after this 
poet's decease, his portrait appeared 
with a fig in one hand, intimating that 
he had never gained the value of a fig 
by all his attachment to the great, 

which 
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«hich was expressed by the following 
distich at the bottom of the portrait, 


dextera cur ficum, quæris, mea gestet inanem? 
Longi operis merces hac fuit; aula dedit. 


TASTE (Dom. Lewis la) born of 
obscure parents at Bourdeaux, and 
educated as a Servant in the monastery 
of the Benedictines of St, Croix in that 
city, where he afterwards took the 
religions habit, and rose to the highest 
offices in his congregation. Being ap- 
pointed prior of the Blancs Manteaux, 
at Paris, he wrote against the famous 
convulsions, and the miracles ascribed 
to M. Paris, which made him much 
talked of, and displeased many of his 
brethren, but gained him the bishopric 
of Bethlehem, 1738. He became 
visitor-general of the Carmelites, 1747, 
and was not less the subject of conver- 
sation from his conduct towards the 
several monasteries of this order, than 
he had before been on account of his 
writings. He died 1754, at St. Deny's, 
aged about 69. His most celebrated 
work consists of twenty one Theological 
Letters against the famous convulsions, 
and the miracles attributed to M. Paris, 
which letters contain some curious ac- 
counts, but little critical skill in dis- 
cerning between true and false ones. 
Neither does Dom, la Taste reason on 
miracles according to sound theology, 
for he maintains in the above book 
that the devils may work beneficial 
miracles and miraculous cures, in order 
to introduce or authorize error and 
VICE. 
good sense, and to religion; for if the 


1dolatrous priests had wrought such 


miracles to authorize the worship of 
Apollo, Venus, or Esculapius, as Dom. 
Taste seems to insinuate; certainly no 
means could have been found so sensi- 
ble, so palpable, nor so efficacious to 
draw the Pagans thus cured out of 
their error, as their miraculous cure 
would have been to authorize their 
adoring Esculapius, or any other god 
who had performed it; and thus would 
their errors be chargeable on the deity, 
who had given such power to the 
devil, which cannot be asserted with- 
out blaspheming. There are many 
other arguments that overthrow this 
idea of D. la Taste's, and the abbé de 
Prades, having adopted it in his famous 


Now this 1s contrary both to 
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thesis, it was justly censured by the 
Sorbonne. Thus did this celebrated 
Benedictine endeavourto defend a good 
cause by principles which are danger- 
ous and cannot be supported. The 
first eighteen of these Letters were 
suppressed by a sentence from parlia- 
ment; and the Anti-Censtitutiontts have 
attacked them by some writings full of 
heat and abuse. D. la Taste left also 
Letters against the Carmelites of St. 

ames' at Paris, which have been an- 
swered by Apologetical Letters, wherein 
this prelate's conduct is severely cr:ti- 
cised; A Refutation of the famous Ler- 
tres pacifiqucs; a piece in 4to. entitled, 
Observations tur le reſus que fait le Clate- 
let de reconnoitre ta Chambre Royale. This 
last was condemned by the magistrates 
to be burnt by the hangman, and has 
been refuted in some writings. M. 
the abbe Hachette, grand vicar of 
Rheims, and visitor of the Carmelites, 
has written an eulogy: on D. la Taste in 
a circular letter which may be con- 
sulted. v. MONTGERON. 

TATIAN, Tatianus, an eminent ora- 
tor and philosopher, surnamed rhe A.- 
Syrian, one of St. Justin's disciples, 
who after displaying great zeal for the 
Christian faith, fell into heresy, and 
was head of the sect called Encrazes, or 
Continent, because they condemned the 
use of wine and marriage. He com- 
posed a Harmony of the four Evangelists, 
called Diatessaren, and many other 
works; but we have nothing of his 
remaining, except a discourse in favour 
of the Christians against the Gentiles, 
which is in the Library of the Fathers, 
and was also printed at Oxford, 1700, 
8vo. for the concordance which bears 
his name was not written by him, nor 
the other pieces commonly ascribed to 
him. 

TATIVUS, a king of the Sabines, 
who being irritated by the rape of his 
female subjects, declared war against 
the Romans; but when peace was con- 
cluded, settled at Rome, quitting his 
ancient habitation of Cures, whence 
the Romans had the name of Quirites. 
Tatius was murdered six years after by 
order of Romulus, 

TATIUS (Achilles) born at Alex- 
andria, author of two works on the 
Phenomena of Aratus, which Pere Petau 
has inserted in his Uranelogium, Greek 
and Latin, A Greek romance, en-

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titled, The Loves of Leucippe and Clitoplon, 
is also ascribed to him, and Saumaise 
has published an elegant edition of it, 
Greek and Latin with Notes, Leyden, 
1640, 12 mo. translated into French by 
Baudoin, 1635, 8vo. fig. Suidas says 
that Achilles Tatius was a Pagan, but 
being afterwards converted to Christi- 
anity, became a bishop. Photius men- 
tions him in his Bibliotheca, c. $7, the 
translation of Duperron de Castera, 
1733, lzmo. | 
TAVANES (Gaspard de Saulx de) a 
celebrated marechal of France, born 
March, 1509. Saulx was his family 
name, Tavanes that of his uncle on the 
mother's side. Young Tavanes was 
educated at court as the king's page, 
and taken prisoner with him at Pavia. 
Having gained the favour of the duke 
of Orleans, second son of Francis I. 
that young prince made him lieutenant 
of his company, and kept him much 
about his person. As they were both 
extremely lively, bold, and enter- 
prizing, they gave themselves up to all 
the impetuosity of their age, and com- 
mitted various follies, by which they 
generally hazarded their lives. They 
leapt on horseback over burning piles, 
walked on the roof of houses, and 
sometimes jumpt from one side of the 
street to the other; they pickt quar- 
rels with armed people during the 
night, and sometimes even fought 
among themselves, when nobody else 
could be found to fight with. Once 
they put the body of a man who had 
been hanged into the duchess of Uzes' 
bed; ard Tavanes is said to have leapt 
on horseback from a rack to another 
which was thirty three feet distant, in 
presence of the court then at Fontaine- 
bleau. Such were the amusements of 
the prince and of Tavanes, and the 
your g nobility in general who attached 
themselves to the duke of Orleans; 
whence their common appellation was 
The mad Pand attendant on the children of 
France. A war however put a stop to 
these follies; Tavanes followed the 
duke, who commanded an army in 
Luxemburg, and at the end of that 
campaign was ordered into garrison at 
Rochelle, which city had rebelled, 
1542, on account of a tax. He brought 
back the rebels to their duty, and con- 
tributed to the victory at Cerisoles, 
31544 The duke of Orleans dying, 
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1545, the king gave half of that 
prince's regiment to Tavanes, ang ap- 
pointed him his chamberlain, Henry 
II. who ascended the throne, 153), on 
the death of Francis I. discovered no 
less esteem for him, and made bim 
governor of Verdun, and major. gene- 
ral, 1552, Tavanes particularly distin. 
guished himself at the battle of Rent; 
1554. The king seeing him returning 
from the engagement covered with 
dust and blood, embraced him, ang 
taking the collar of St. Michael from 
his own neck, put it on that of Tava. 
nes, thus creating him a Knight, This 
prince also gave him the lieutenancy. 
general of Burgundy, 1556, which one 
of his descendants holds to this day. 
Peace being concluded, 1559, rejoicing 
were made, attended by tournament, 
and Tavanes was one of the judges of 
that in which the king unhappily re. 
ceived a mortal wound from Montmo. 
renci. After the death of this prince, 
followed the turbulent reigns of Francis 
II. and Charles IX. Tavanes appeased 
the troubles in Dauphiny and Bur. 
gundy, discovered a great aversion to 
the Protestants on all occasions, and 
even formed a league ageinst them, 
1567, called the Brotherhodd of the Holy 
Ghost; but the court suppressed it as a 
dangerous innovation. He warned the 
prince of Conde the year following, 
that Catherine de Medicis intended to 
Surprize him, by which means he gave 
the prince time to save himself. Ta- 
vanes was afterwards head of the coun- 
cil to the duke of Anjou, and decided 
the victory at Jarnac, Montcontour, 
and several other places. The king 
rewarded his services by making him 
marechal of France, 1570. Two years 
after this, marechal de Tavanes op- 
posed the design which had been 
formed of involving the king of Na- 
varre, and the prince of Conde in the 
crugl massacre of St. Bartholomew ; 
and it has with good reason been said, 
that the house of Bourbon was indebted 
to him for its possession of the throne. 
He directed the operations of the siege 
of Rochelle not long after, that place 
having rebelled, and was then ap- 
pointed governor of Provence, and ad- 
miral in the seas of the Levant. The 
Siege of Rochelle growing tedious, his 
majesty prevailed on the marechal de 


Tavanes to go there. He was at my 
ti 
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time recovering strength, and thought 
his health would permit him to reduce 
the rebels to obedience; but having 
begun his march, he fell sick again, 
and died on the road at his castle of 
Sulli, June 29, 1575. His remains were 


carried to the Holy Chapel at Dijon, 


and a monument erected to him there. 
Some Memoirs have been printed under 
his name in fol. Those who wish to 
be more particularly acquainted with 
the actions of this celebrated marechal, 
may consult his Life in vol. 16, of the

TAUBMAN (Frederick) a native of 
Franconia, well acquainted with ethics, 
who taught poetry, and the belles 
lettres at Wittemberg, with reputation, 
and died 1613, leaving Commentaries on 
Plautus, and Virgil, which are esteemed ; 
some sallies of fancy under the title of 
Taubmaniana, Lipsiz, 1703, 8vo. and 
some Poems, 1622, 8vo. 

TAVERNIER (John Baptist) baron 
d'Aubonne, one of the most celebrated 
travellers in the 17th century, born 
1605, at Paris, in which city his father, 
a native of Antwerp had settled, and 
carried on a large trade in maps. 
Young Tavernier's natural inclination 
for travelling was much increased by 
the sight of so many maps, and the 
conversation about foreign countries 
which he daily heard among those of 
the virtuosi who came to purchase 
them; and so early was this inclination 
gratified, that at 22, he had seen the 
finest parts of Europe, France, England, 
the Netherlands, Germany, Switzer- 
land, Poland, Hungary, and Italy. 
He went six times to Turkey, Persia, 
and the Indies, in the space of forty 
years, by every possible way, gained 
great wealth by trading in precious 
Stones, was enobled by Louis XIV. on 
his return from his sixth voyage to the 
Indies, and purchased in 1668, the 
barony of Aubonne, situated in the 
county of Vaud, near the lake of Ge- 
neva in Bern. But notwithstanding 
his riches, he found himself involved 
in troubles in his old age, by the mis- 
conduct of a nephew, who was en- 
trusted with the conveyance of a cargo 
to the Levant, purchased in France for 
222,00. and which should have pro- 
duced above a million. It is supposed 
that the hope of retrieving this misfor- 
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tune, induced Tavernier to undertake 
a Seventh voyage. He sold the barony 
of Aubonne, 1687, to the marquis du 
Quesne, (eldest son of M. du Quesne, 
the greatest naval officer France ever 
had,) not only to make the necessary 
preparations on this occasion, but to 
discharge his debts, and died at Mos- 
cow, on this seventh voyage, in July 
1689, aged 84. He was a Protestant, 
As Tavernier both spoke and wrote 
very bad French, Samuel Chappuzeau 
lent him his pen for tom. i. and ii. 4to, 
of his Relations, and M. de la Chapelle, 
secretary to M. the first president de 


Lamoignon, lent his for the third, 


containing an Account of Japan. Be- 
Sides these Travels, which though 
curious, are neither accurate nor es- 
teemed, and which he partly borrowed 
from Father Raphael, a Capuchin, 
who resided a long time at Ispahan ; 
An Account of the interior part of the Se- 
raglis at Constantinople, has been pub- 
lished as dictated by him. Another 
edition of the Travels has also appear- 
ed, with this Account, 6 vol. 12mo, 

TAVORA, v. AVIERO. 

TAUVKI (Daniel) born 1669, son of 
a physician at Laval. He made 80 
rapid a progress in his studies, that at 
the age of 18, he published his Anato- 
mie raizannee, Iz mo. and at 21, his trea- 
tise des Medicaments, 2 vol. 12mo. M. 
de Fontenelle, who knew his merit and 
talents, chose him afterwards for his 
pupil in the academy of sciences, and 
Tauvri rose from the station of pupil to 
that of associate, 1699. It was then 
that he engaged in the famous dispute 
with M. Meri, concerning the circula- 
tion of blood in the fœtus, and wrote 
on this occasion his treatise de la gener 
tion et de la nourriture du fetus; but too 
intense application augmented his na- 
tural tendency to the asthma, and 
brought him into a decline, of which 
he died in February 1701, in his thirty 
Second year. Besides the works men- 
tioned above, M. Tauvri left Une Nou- 
velle pratique des maladies aigues, et de 
toutes celles qui dependent des fermentations 
des liquers, He was a systematical phy- 
Sician, and possessed great genius and 
penetration, 

TAYLOR (Jeremiah) son of a barber 
at Cambridge. He was professor of 
divinity at Oxford, and suffered much 
in the cause of Charles I. to whom he 


proved 
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proved always faithful, and whose 
chaplain he had been. On the acces- 
sion of Charles II. Dr. Taylor was 
made bishop of Down and Connor in 
Ireland, and died 1667, leaving a book 
entitled, Ductor Dubitantium; a History 
of the Antiquities of the University of 
Oxford, and other works exteemed by 
hrs countrymen. | 

TAYLOR (John) an English poet, 
zurnamed the Water Pee, 2 native of 
Gloucestershire, who after learning to 
read, bound himself apprentice” to a 
waterman in London, but found leisure 
to write a number of poems, which he 
dedicated to king James J. and Charles 
I. After the tragical death of the last 
mentioned prince, Taylor kept a pub- 
tic house in London, and chose for his 
sign a black or mourning crown, with 
two lines under his portrait to the fol- 
lowing purpose: The heads of Xings, and 
een of Saints are hung out as 5igns to pubs 
lie hoes, why then $hould not 1 put up 
mine? He died about 1654. ; 

TAYLORS (Brother) v. BUCHE, 

TEKELI (Emeric count de) son of 
Stephen Tekeli, a powerful Hungarian 
nobleman, who was put to death in 
the count de Serin's conspiracy. He 
retired to Transylvania, with some 
other chiefs of the malecontents, and 
became $0 great a favourite with prince 
Abaffi from his genius and courage, 
that he was soon appointed his prime 


minister, and general of the troops 


sent by that prince to the assistance of 
the malecontents, who all acknow- 
ledged him as generalissimo. Tekeli 
fought against the emperor with va- 
rious success. He married the princess 
Ragotski, widow of the prince of that 
n2me, and daughter of count de Serin, 
1682, and supported himself a consi- 
derable time in Hungary dy the help 
of the Turks, who nominated him 
prince of Transylvania, 1690, on the 
death of Abaffi. He could not how- 
ever procure himself to be acknow- 
ledged there, and was compelled at 
length to quit the country, and retire 
to Corstantinople, where he lived as a 
ivate man, and died near Nicomevia, 
8 13, 1705, after having em- 
braced the Catholic faith. 
TELAMON, son of Zacus, and bro- 
ther of Peleus. He killed Phocus, his 
brother on the father's side, and re- 
tired to king Cycreus at Salamis, who 


handling the bow. 
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appointed him his suecessor, and gave 
him his daughter Glaucis in marriage. 
After her death Telamon espoused 
Peribea, daughter of Acathous, king 
of Magara, by whom he had the fa. 
mous Ajax. He was one of the Argo. 
nauts, also the first person who 
mounted the walls when Hercules took 
Troy, and that hero as a reward, gave 
him for his wife, Hesione, daughter of 
Laomedon, King of Troy, and sister of 
Priam. By this las: princess Telamon 
had Teucer, famous for his skill in 

TELCHINES, the inventors of seve- 
ral arts, who were ranked among the 
gods after their decease. Apollo had 
the surname of Te/cinivs, Their wor- 
ship was celebrated at Rhodes, called 
also Telchinia, 

TELEGONUS, son of Ulysses and 
Circe, from whom he obtained per. 
mission to visit his father, but being 
received by the latter as an enemy, a 
battle ensued, in which he killed 
Ulysses. Telegonus remained ignorant 
of his crime till after he had married 
Penelope, his mother-in-law. | 

TELEMACHUS, son of Ulysses and 
Penelope. Finding that during his 
father's absence his mother's suitors 
made great havock and waste in the 
palace, and the kingdom in general, 
he set out on his travels in hopes te 
hear of Ulysses; but that prince arriv- 
ing afterwards in Ithaca, killed those 
wretches with arrows, in which com- 
bat he was assisted by Telemachus, 
M. de Fenelon has chosen the travels 
of this young prince for the subject of 
his beautiful romance, entitled, Tele- 
maque, V. FENELON. 

TELEPHUS, son of Hercules and 
Auge. He joined with the Trojans 
against the Greeks, but having been 
wounded by Achilles, entered into an 
alliance with that hero, and was 
healed by Chiron. 

TELESILLE, an illustrious woman 
of Argos, who delivered her country 
when it was besieged by Cleomines, 
king of Sparta, 557, A.C. She armed 
all the women, upon which the king 


desisted from his attempt, reflecting 


on the shame that must attend being 
vanquished by such enemies, and the 
little glory he could derive from con- 
quering them. Telesille excelled in 
poetry, and some fragments of her 

writings 
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writings may be found with those of 


Anyta. | 

TELESIUS (Bernardino) acelebrated 
Italian philosopher, born at Cosenza, 
of a noble and distinguished Neapoli- 
tan family. He became very famous 
for his learning, optical discoveries, 
and new opinions in philosophy, and 
differed in many points from Aristotle, 
against whom he wrote, but with less 
violence than Ramus and his partisans. 


Paul IV. offered him the bishopric of 


Cosenza, which he refused, but pro- 
cured it for his brother. He then re- 
tired to a Solitary spot near the river 
Corax, where he devoted himself to 
the study of nature, and wrote De 
Principiis rerum naturalium, 1588, fol. 
This work occasioned his being invited 
to teach philosophy at Naples, in 
which city he gained great applause, 
had many followers, and died in Octo- 
ber 1588, aged do, leaving also a book 
entitled, Vari: Libelli de rebus naturali- 
bus, 1890, 4to. 

TELESPHORUS (St.) a Greek, who 
succeeded pope St. Sixtus I. at the end 
of the year, 127, and suffered martyr- 
dom for the Christian faith, January 2, 
138. 

TELESPHORUS, a physician and 
toothsayer, of whom the Greeks my 

"hk and 

TELL (William) one of the chief 
authors of the revolution in Switzer- 
land, and whose history is related as 
follows. In 1307, Grisler, governor 
of that country under the emperor 

Albert, ordered him, on pain of death, 
to shoot an apple off his son's head, 
standing at a considerable distance. 
Tell represented to the governor that 
this was an inhuman command, and 
that he would rather die himself than 
run the risque of killing his child; but 
Grisler threatened them both with 
death, if he refused to obey, and he 


was $0 fortunate as to strike off the 


apple without hurting his son. After 
this master stroke, Grisler perceiving 
that he had another arrow concealed 
under his cloaths, enquired What he 
designed to do with it: I tet it en pur- 
Pete, replied Tell, t have pierced thy 
keart, had I been «0 unhappy as to kill my 
40%. Upon making this answer, he 
was put in irons, but contrived to 
make his escape some days after, sur- 
prized Grisler, Killed him, and after- 
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wards raised the Swies. v. MLCH- 
TAL. | 

TELLIAS, a poet and soothsayer of 
Elis, who persuaded the Phocians ts 
Whiten their arms and cloaths, that 
they might penetrate into the Thessa- 
lian camp, and Kill all those that ap- 
peared not 1n white. The Thessalians 
mistook them for spectres, and suffered 
themselves to de killed — re- 
sistance. 

TELLIER (Michael le) thntentior 
of France, and prime minister, born 
April 19, 1603, at Paris, son of 
Michael le Tellier, seigneur de Cha- 
ville, counsellot in the court of aids, 
He raised himself by his merit and ta- 
lents, was appointed counsellor to the 
grand council, then King's attorney in 
the chitelet at Paris, and afterwards 
master of the requests. M. le Teller 
discovered such great abilities in all 
the important affairs he was entrusted 
with, as to be appointed intendant of 
Piedmont, 1640, then secretary of 
state on the resignation of M. des 
Noyers, which place he held from 
1643. The internal divisions that fol- 
lowed the death of Louis XIII. gave 
M. le Tellier occasion to display his 
zeal for the state; he had the chief 
management of the treaty of Ruel, and 
was the principal confident of the 
queen regent, and cardinal Mazarini, 
during the commotions which agitated 
France after this treaty, He continued 
to render the most essential services to 
his majesty, and was made treasurer of 
the king's orders. In 1666, M. le 
Tellier resigned the office of secretary 
of state to his eldest son, the marquis 
de Louvois, who had the reversion of 
it; but this voluntary resignation did 
not vacate his seat in the council. He 
still retained the title and employ- 
ments of a minister, and his majesty, 
by whom he was particularly esteem- 
ed, made him chancellor, and keeper 
of the seals, 1677, on the death of M. 
d'Ahgre. M. le Tellier was then 74, 
and told the king when he went to 
thank him, That ke did honour to his 
family, and crowned his tomb; but not- 
withstanding his great age, he proved 
himself worthy of that office. He died 
October 28, 168 5, aged $3, a few days 
after having with joy signed the revo- 
cation of the edict of Nantes, and was 
lamented by his majesty and the whole 

kingdom, 
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kingdom. M. le Tellier is neverthe- 
less accused of abusing the confidence 
placed in him by the king in order to 
injure and ruin those whom he dis- 
liked; whence the count de Gram- 
mont, perceiving him coming from a 
private conversation with his sove- 
reign, Said, Methinks, I ee a Pole- cat 
that has juit beer. devouring some pullets, 
and is licking her sncut still full of their 

. bleed. | | 
TELLIER (Francis Michael le) mar- 
quis de Louvois, minister and secretary 
of state, eldest son of the preceding, 
born January 18, 1641, at Paris, In 
2654, he obtained the reversion of the 


secretary of state's place in the mili- 


tary department, and discharged the 
duties of it four years after with $0 
much credit, that Louis XLV. had a 
particular esteem for, and confidence 
in him. This prince appointed the 
marquis de Louvois overseer-general 
of the posts, and grand master of the 
French and foreign couriers, then 
chancellor of his orders and grand 
master of the orders of St. Lazare, and 
our Lady of Mount Carmel. It was 
through the Solicitation and care of 
this nobleman that Louis XIV. founded 
the Royal Hospital for invalids. He 
was made superintendant of the build- 
ings, arts, and manufactures, 1683, 
and died at Versailles, July 16, 1691, 
aged 51, of grief, for having been ill 
received by his majesty. The officers, 
whom he kept under the severest dis- 
cipline, did not regret him; but his 
talents as a minister were soon missed. 
The regular payment of the troops, the 
magazines so completely furnisbed, the 
marches so well regulated during his 
administration, were no longer the 
same; nor could any of his successors 
restore these things to their former 
state. A Kind of satirical drama ap- 
peared after his death, entitled, Le 
Margeis de Lewvois wr la sellette, Cologn, 
1695, 12zmo. DeCourtils has published 
a Political Textament, under his name, 
1695, 12mo. and in the Recueil de Tes- 
tamens Politigues, 4 vol. 12mo. 
TELLIER (Charles Maurice le) bro- 
ther of the preceding, archbishop of 
Rheims, commander of the order of 
the Holy Ghost, doctor and master of 
the Sorbonne, counsellor of state in 
ordinary, & c. born 1642, at Paris. He 
distinguished himself by his zeal for 
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learning and ecclesiastical digei 
and died suddenly at Paris, Fe 
22, 1710, aged 69. In his last mo- 

ments he bequeathed his noble libra 
to the regular canons of St. — 
at Paris. This prelate's disposition 
was much of the same severe and in. 
flexible kind with that of his father 
and brother. 
TELLIER (Michael) a celebrated 
Jesuit, born December 16, 1643, near 
Vire in Lower Normandy, who taught 
the belles lettres and philosophy with 
credit, rose gradually to the highest 
offices in his society, was appointed 
confessor to Louis XIV. on the death 
of Father de la Chaise, 1709, and 
chosen an honorary member of the 
academy of inscriptions, and belles 
lettres. He procured the constitution 
Unigenitus, engaged warmly in the 
disputes which arose concerning that 
bull, and after the king's death, 1715, 
was banished to Amiens, then to la 
Fleche, where he died, September 2, 
1719, aged 76. His works are, Defense 
des nauveaux Chretiens et des Missionnaires 
de la Chine, du Japon et des Indis, 12mo, 
This book made much noise. Ohre va- 
tions zur la nouvelle Defente de la FVertian 
Frangoize du Nouveau Teitament imprime 
a Mons, Se.

TEMPESTA (Antonio) a celebrated 
painter and engraver of Florence, who 
excelled particularly in battles, hunt- 
ing pieces, cavalcades, and all kinds 
of animals. He died 1630.

TEMPLE (Sir William) knight 
ronet, lord of the manor of Sheen, 
born 1629, in London, grandson of Sir 
William Temple, secretary to the fa- 
mous earl of Essex in queen Elizabeth's 
reign. He discovered, from his child- 
hood, a great taste for the belles lettres 
and sciences, pursued his studies at 
Cambridge, appeared wich distinction 
at court, and was sent as ambassador 
to the Kates-general of the United 
Province; to the conferences of Aix- 
la-Chapelle,

— 1688, and to those of 
Nimeguen, 1678. Two years after 
this, Sir William gave up public busi- 
ness and retired into the country, 
where he lived as a private gentleman, 
devoting himself wholly to study, and 
the culture of his grounds, and died in 
February 1699, leaving orders for his 
heart to be buried under the sun dial 
in his principal garden, opposite to 
the window of an apartment from 
which he used to contemplate the 
works of nature. We have some 
curious Letters, 1700, 3 vol. 12mo, 
written by him during his different 
embassies; Eu, 1692, 12mo.; Essays, 
1729, 12MO.; Observations on the state of 
the Umted Previnces, 1697, 12mo.; An 
Introduction to the History of England, 
1695, 12m9, ; Miscellanceus works, 1693, 
2 parts, 12mo. ; Posthumous works, 1704, 
12mo. Sir William Temple's works 
discover great wit and genius, and are 
written in an elegant and polished 
Stile; but he is too violent against 
France. 

TENA (Lewis) a learned Spaniard, 
born at Cadiz, who was doctor and 
canon of Alcala, afterwards bishop of 
Tortosa. He died 1622. He left a 
C:mmentary on the Epistle to the Hebrews, 
which is much valued. The author 
excels particularly in the introductions 
to this book, because he is more con- 
cise than in the body of the work, 
where he proposes great numbers of 
queries, many of which are superflu- 
ous, and follows most of the commen- 
tators of the gth century. Iagoge in 
iacram Scripturam, fol. 

TENCIN (Peter Guerin de) a cele- 
brated cardinal, born 1679, at Greno- 
ble, but whose family were originally 
of Rome. Being sent to pursue his 
studies at Paris, he became prior of 
the Sorbonne, afterwards doctor and 
grand vicar of Sens. His connections 
with the famous Law, whose abjura- 
tion he received, made him much 
talked of, as did also a sentence passed 
dy the parliament of Paris respecting 
the sieur Vaissiere, with whom the 
abbE Tencin disputed the priory of 
Merlou. He attended cardinal de Bissi 
to Rome, as conclavist, 1721, and after 
the election of Innocent XII. was en- 
trusted with the French affairs in that 
city. Having been appointed arch- 


dishop of Embrun, 1724, he held the

famous Council of Embrun, 1727, against 
M. Soanen, bishop of Senez, and was 
created cardinal, 1729, on the nomina- 
tion of King James. He became arch- 
bishop of Lyons, 1740, minister of 
State two years after, and was also 
Proviseur of the Sorbonne; but at 
length retired to Lyons, where his 
pacific conduct surprised many persons, 
and where he died, 1758. Cardinal 
Tencin held several abbies. The 
actions of his life, his Mandates, Ler- 
ters, Pastoral Instruftions, ec. are uni- 
versally known. 

TENCIN (Claudine Alexandrine de) 
sister of the preceding, and no less 
celebrated for her wit, intrigues, and 
adventures. She was first a nun in the 


convent of Montfleuri near Grenoble, 


but quitted it and settled at Paris, 
where her house became the rendez- 
vous of the literati and beaux esptits. 
She died 1749. This lady's adventure 
with la Fresnaye, counsellor to the 
grand council, who was Killed in her 
apartment, made much noise, and oc- 
casioned her being confined in the 
chatelet, and the bastille, but she was 
at length acquitted. Her works are, 
Le Siege de Calais, a romance, written 
in a very ingenions and elegant style; 
Memoires de Comminges, 12mo ; Les Mal- 
heurs de P Amour, 2 vol. 12mo. She is 
said to have described her own adven- 


tures in this last. The Anecdotes of 


Edward II. 12mo. were not published 


till 1776 


TENDE (René de Savoy and de 
Villars, count de) natural son of Philip, 
duke of Savoy. Having devoted him- 
self to the French service, he became 
a favourite with Francis I. who ap- 
pointed him grand master of France. 
He died of the wounds he received at 
the battle of Pavia, 1525, leaving by 
Anne Lascario, countess de Tende, 
his wife, Honorat, who distinguished 
himself in the service, received the 
marechal's staff, and was appointed 
admiral, 1572. He died 1580. His 
brother Claudius, governor of Pro- 
vence, died 1566. He had a son 
named. Honorat, who died before his 
uncle, 1572, leaving only a dayghter, 
married to the duke de Mayenne. 


Claudius had a natural son, Annibal, 


who served in the French army, and 
left; 
TENDE (Gaspard de) who served

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with honour, in the regiment of Au- 
mont, went twice into Poland after- 
wards, and died at Paris, May 8, 1697,

TENES or TENNES, son of Cyprus, 
or according to some, of Apollo. His 
mother in law having accused him of 
incest, he was exposed on the sea in 
a chest, with his sister Hemithea, who 
would never forsake him. The chest 
was driven upon an island, which ob- 
tained the name of Tenedos from 
Tenes, who reigned there, and estab- 
blished very severe laws, among others 
one condemning adulterers to be be- 
headed, which he executed on his 
own son. Tenes was slain by Achilles 
2fter his father Cygnus, during the 
Trojan war, and honoured from that 
time as a god in the island of Tenedos. 

TENIERS (David) the name of two 
celebrated painters of Antwerp, called 
for distinction the Elder and the Younger 
this latter died 1664, the former 1649. 
Teniers the Elder copied the style of 
Reubens, during some time which he 
Spent in Italy; but at his return to 
Flanders, painted drinkers, chymists 
and peasants in a very natural taste; 
and Teniers tte Younger adopted his 
manner. Louis XIV. accustomed to 
the highest style of painting, would 
not admit any of these pictures into 
his apartments. The younger left [4c-

TENTZELIUS (Andrew) an emi- 


nent German physician of the 17th 
century, who has left a curious treatise 
in which he describes very minutely 
not only the composition of mummics, 
their virtues and properties, but also 
the method of making them, and of 
using them in discases. 

TENTZELIUS (William Ernest) 
another learned German writer, born 
June 11, 1659 at Arnstadt in Thurgia, 
He died November 24, 1707, aged 48, 
leaving a great number of curious and 
learned works, among other, Savornia 
Numismatica, 1705, 4 vol. qto: The 
table was not printed till 1713; Sup- 
plementum Histeriz Gothang, 170, and 
1716, 3 val. 4to. 

TERAH, a native of Ur in Chaldea, 
son of Nahor, and father of Abraham,

TERAMO (James de) v. PALLA.

TERBURG (Gerard) a celebrated 
Dutch painter, born 1608, at Zuwol 
in Over-Yssell, and educated under his 
father, who was a painter. He soon 
acquired uncommon reputation, which 
was still increased at Munster, to 


concluded 1648, was in agitation; for 
he pleased the ministers, and they em- 
ployed him. Terburg went after wars 
to Madrid with the Spanish ambassa- 
dor, where his works so charmed the 
king and the whole court, that he re- 
ceived many valuable presents and 
was knighted. He then visited Eng- 
land, France, and the other European 
courts, in all of which he made him- 
self admired. This artist excelled par- 
ticularly in the grotesque style, sub- 
jets of gallantry, and portraits; nor 
is it possible to excel him in the Chi- 
aro Scuro, He had a singular art in 
representing Satin, which is introduced 
in all his pictures. Terburg was at 
length chosen to be one of the chiet 
magistrates of Deventer, on account 
of his genius, probity and talents, and 
distinguished himself in that office 
till his death, which happened at 
Deventer, 1681. 

TERCIER (John Peter) born Oct. 
”, 1704, at Paris, son of a native of 
Friburg in Switzerland. Being known 
to the marquis de Monti, that noble- 
man took him into Poland, when he 
was appointed ambassador there to 
defend the claims of Stanislaus after 
the appruaching death of Augustus, 
This event happened 1733, and Stanis- 
laus was proclaimed King amidst the 
loudest acclamations; but some male» 
contents having changed the face of 
affairs, the monarch, the French am- 
bassador, and his secretary took re- 
fuge at Dantzic. When Stanislaus had 
escaped from the pursuits of his ene» 
mies, the Russians Kept the marquis 
de Monti under the most rigorous 
confinement, as well as M. Tercier, 
who was not set at liberty till eighteen 
months were expired, At his return 
to France 1736, cardinal de Fleuri 
availed himself of his talents; the 
| marquis 
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marquis de Saint Severin carried him 
to the congress of Aix-la-Chapelle, 
1748, and he was at length appointed 
first commissioner for foreign affairs, 
But the office of censor-royal embit- 
tered the rest of his days, for he lost 
his places in consequence of the ap- 
probation he was weak enough to 
give to the book de P Esprit, not suf- 
ficiently considering its doctrine, nor 
their tendency. He was still however 
esteemed at court. M. de Choiseul em- 
ployed him to arrange some historical 
memoirs concerning negotiations, for 
the dauphin's instruction, Which are 
in the depositary of foreign aſſairs; 
and he was rewarded for his trouble 
with an annuity of 6000 livres. M. 
Tercier's occupations did not prevent 
his finding some leisure moments for 
furnishing the academy of inscriptions 
(into which he had been admitted, 
1747) with Memoirs, which his know- 
ledge of the Oriental languages en- 
abled him to compose with ease. He 
died January 21, 1766, leaving two 
daughters and a son. 

TERENCE / Publius Terentius Afer) 
a very celebrated comic poet of an- 
cient Rome, born at Carthage in Af- 
rica. He was a slave to the senator 
Terentius Lucanus, who gave him his 
freedom on account of his wit, good 
person and talents. Terence being 
thus set at liberty devoted himself to 
the drama, and by imitating Menander 
and other celebrated comic Greek 
poets, composed excellent plays. Ci- 
cero lavishes the highest encomiums 
upon him, as well for purity of dic- 
tion as for the beauty, grace and neat- 
ness of his style. He considers him 
as the standard of language among the 
Latin writers, and declares the come- 
dies of Terence to have been so ele- 
gant and beautiful, that Scipio and 
Lelius, the greatest and most eloquent 
men at that time among the Romans, 
were believed to have written them. 
Terence died on a voyage to Greece, 
about 159, A. C. We have six of his 
Comedies remaining, Milan, 1470, fol.;

TERPANDER, a cclebrated Greek 
poet and musician, born in the isle 
of Lesbos, the first who obtained the 
prize for music at the Carnean games 
instituted at Lacedzmon, in which city 
he also appeased a sedition by his 
melodious singing accompanied by the 
harp. Terpander having added a string 
to his lyre, the Ephori confiscated it, 
and condemned him to pay a fine for 
this innovation, He also gained the 
musical prize at the four great games 
of Greece. Terpander lived about 
650 A. C. The invention of elegies is 
ascribed to him. We have only some 
fragments of his poems remaining. 
TERPSICHORE, one of the nine 
Muses, to whom the invention of balls 
and dancing is attributed. She is re- 
presented crowned with a garland, 
holding a harp in her hand, and mu- 
Sical instruments lie at her feet. 
TERRASSON (Andrew) a priest of 
the Oratory, and preacher tv the King, 
son of Peter Terrasson, counscllor in 
the senechal's jurisdiction and presidial 
of Lyons, descended from another 
Peter Terrasson, who lived at Lyons 
1560, and was the head of this family 


which is become celebrated in the 


literary world. Andrew, of whom we 
are now speaking, the eldest of Peter 
Terrasson's four sons, was admired in 
the pulpit, preached before his ma- 
Jesty, afterwards at the court of Lor- 
rain, and then during two Lent sea- 
sons in the metropolitan church at 
Paris, always with great applause, and 
to crouded congregations. But his last 
Lent in that cathedral so exhausted 
him that he died in consequence of 
it, April 25, 1723, at Paris, leaving 
Sermons printed 1726, and reprinted 
1736, 4 vol. 12mo. 

TERRASEON (John) brother of the 
preceding, born 1670, at Lyons, and 
sent by his father to the house of the 
institution of the oratory at Paris. 
At the end of some years he devoted 


himself to literature and the acade- 
G G2 mies, 
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mies, and was at first received into that 
of the sciences as at} associate, several 
years after he became a member of the 
French academy, and was presented 
almost at the same time to a profes- 
sorship at the royal college. These 
three places Terrasson kept till his 
death, which happened at Paris, Sep- 
tember 15, 1715. About a year before 
this, the King of Prussia had sent him 
letters of admission as an honorary 
member of the academy at Berlin. 
He left the following works: A cri- 
tical Dissertation on Homer's Iliad, Paris, 
2 vol. 12mo, a paltry performance. 
Sethes, a history or life taken from the 
monuments of ancient Egypt, Paris,

TERRASSON (Gaspard) brother of 
the two preceding, born October 5, 
1680, at Lyons. Being sent by his 
father at 18 to the house of the ora- 
tory at Paris, he immediately devoted 


himself to the study of scripture and 


the fathers, and taught afterwards in 
different houses of his order, chiefly 
at Troyes, where he spoke a funeral 
oration for the dauphin, son of Louis 
XIV. in the Franciscan church. Not- 
withstanding the success which at- 
tended this first essay of his talents 
for the pulpit, he did not continue to 
preach, only delivered exhortations in 


the seminaries. But after his brother's 


death, being solicited to supply se- 
veral pulpits where the deceased had 
engaged himself, he applied to preach- 
ing, and soon acquired a degree of re- 
putation superior to that which An- 
drew Tersasson had enjoyed. He 
preached at Paris during five years, 
and among other occasions, a whole 
Lent in the Metropolitan church, to a 
very numerous congregation. Various 
circumstances obliged him afterwards 
to quit both the congregation of the 
oratory and the pulpit at the same 
time; but M. de Caylus, bishop of 
Auxere, made him curate of Treigny 
1735. Being suspected of affording a 
retreat to the Conmeldionist's, he was 
carried to the Bastille, which he quit- 
ted 1744, to be confined with the 
Minimes at Argenteuil. At length, 


when his weakened faculties made 
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him considered as useless to his par; 
he was set at liberty, and died at Paris 
in the bosom of his family, Jan, 2 
1552, leaving Sermons, 4 vol. 12mg. 
and an anonymous book entitled, 7. 
tres sur la Justiæ Chretiennè, which has 
been censured by the Sorbonne. 
TERRASSON (Matthew) an emi. 
nent advocate to the parliament of 
Paris, born August 13, 1669, of res. 
pectable parents, and of the same 
family as the preceding. He was ad- 
mitted advocate at Paris 1691, Where 
his merit and abilities soon procured 
him many clients, and having made 
the written law his peculiar study, he 
became, as it were, the oracle of the 
Lyonnois, and all the provinces where 
the law eis followed. Matthew Ter- 
rasson assisted in the Journal de Savant 
during ſive years, and was several 
years censor-royal of books of law and 
literature. He died September zo, 
1734, at Paris, aged 66. He left Ne 
on Henrys, a collection of his own dis- 
courses, pleadings, memoirs, and con- 
sultations under the title of Exvre, 
de Matthieu Terrasson, & c. 4to. This 
collection, which is valued, was pub- 
lisched by his only son, Anthony Ter- 
rasson, advocate to the parliament of 
Paris, and author of  Histcire de la Ju-

TERRIDE (Anthony de Lagne, vi- 
comte de) descended from one of the 
mos: illustrious families of France, 
He entered the king's service early 
in life, signalized himself at the siege 
of Turin, took Montauben, and soon 
ranked among the greatest soldiers af 
his time, Terride was made captain 
of a hundred men, and knight of the 
royal orders 1549. His attachment to 
the Catholic religion armed him against 
the queen of Navarre, though he was 
born her subject; he entered her do- 
minions 1569, conquered them in the 
French King's name, and was appoint- 
ed governor and commander of Bearn 
and Navare. Montgomen having be- 
Sieged him in the Orthes, made him 
a prisoner of war; the officers were 
put to death in his presence, contrary 
to the faith of treaties, and he had 
the misfortune of seeing Anthony de 
Terridey his first cousin, seigneur de 
Sainte Colombe, and Knight of the 
King's 
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king's orders, murdered before his 


eyes. His property and that of the 
lords of this house in Bearn was con- 
fixcated. He died of a disease 1570, 
leaving 80me good Memoirs, but they 
have not been printed.

TERTRE (John Baptist du) born 
1610 at Calais. He quitted his studies 
to go into the army, and visited various 
countries in a Dutch ship, but return» 
ing to France entered the Dominican 
order at Paris 1635.

TERTULLIAN /{Quintus Septimins 
Florens Tertullianus) a very celebrated 
priest of Carthage, and one of the 
greatest men Africa has produced, son 
of a centurion under the proconsul of 
that country. Becoming sensible of 
the errors of Paganism, he embraced 
Christianity, and defended the faith 
with great zeal and courage. He was 
married, but is supposed to have been 
baptised previous to that time. Ter- 
tullian, being at length ordained priest, 
went to Rome; and it was in this 
city, during the persecution under 
Severus, that he published his Apolagy 
for the Christians, which is a master- 
piece of eloquence and learning in its 
Kind. He remained long attached to 
the Catholic church, but separated 
himself from it at the commencement 
of the third century, and joining the 
Montanists, a sect whose principles 
suited his warm and austere temper, 


TER 
was at last seduced by absurd pre- 
tences to revelations, and blindly 
adopted the visionary ideas of the 
disciples of Montanus. Tertullian 
lived to a great age, and died in the 
reign of Antoninus Caracalla about 
216, leaving several works, Those 
which he wrote while a member of 
the Catholic church are, the books on 
Prayer, on Baptiim, on the Lord's Pray- 
er; his excellent Apelogy for Christi- 
anity; the treatises on Patience; the 
Exhortation to Martyrdom; the book 
addressed to Scapula; that on the Testi- 
mony of the Soul; the treatises on shows 
and idolatry, and, according to the 
most probable oplnion, the admirable 
book cu Prescriptions, His works writ- 
ten after he became a Montanist are: 
the four Books against Marcion; his 
treatises on the Soul, on the Flesh of Christ 
and the eee e of the Body; the 
Scorpiacus; the book de Coruna; that 
entitled De Pallio; the Tr. against the 
Jesus; the pieces against Praxeas and 
Hermogenes, in which he maintains 
that matter cannot be eternal, but that 
God produced it out of nothing, de 
Nille; and against the Valentinians, 
with the little piece addressed to Sca- 
pula; the books on Meodesty, on Flight 
from Persecutien, on Fasting, written 
against the Psychici; on Menogamy ; and 
the Exhortation to Chastity, The other 
works attributed to Tertullian are spu- 
rious. All his writings discover deep 
meditation on the holy scriptures, a 
lively and warm imagination; his style 
is energetical, elevated and vehement, 
but rough and obscure. His expres» 
sions and arguments are however very 
eloquent and forcible, whence Vin» 
cent de Lerins observes, that Tertullian's 
writings contain as Wwany Sentences as 
words, and that these sentences are 30 
many victorien. St. Cyprian assiduously 
studied his works, and when he asked 
for them used to say, Bring me the 
Master. It must nevertheless be ac- 
knowledged, that his reasoning is not 
always $0 just and solid as the im- 
portance of the subject he treats of 
requires, and that he too often suffers 
himself to be hurried away by his 
impetuous temper and warm imagina- 
tion, His Apolegy and his Prexcriptions 
are particularly admired. The best 
editions of Tertullian are by Rigault, 
1664, fol, especially that of Fenice,

TEVIUS (James) a native of Braga, 
teacher of belles lettres at Bourdeaux, 
afterwards at Coimbra in 1547. He 
was rector of the university, but 
obliged to yield that office to the Je- 
Suits 1555. His Latin Dieurses, his 
Poems, and his Hist. of the Conquest of 
Diu, in Latin, have been collected at 
Paris, 1662, 12mo, 

TEXEIRA (Joseph) a learned Por- 
tuguese Dominican, born 1543. He 
was prior of the convent at Santaren 
1578, when St. Sebastian undertook 
the unfortunate African expedition 
in which he perished. Cardinal Henry 
who succeeded him, dying soon after, 
Texeira joined the friends of Anthony 
who had been proclaimed King by the 
people, and constantly adhered to 
him. He accompanied this prince 
into France 1581, to solicit help against 
Philip II. who disputed the crown 
with him, Though Anthony's al- 
moner, he was honoured with the 
title of preacher and counsellor to 
Henry III. and after the fatal death 
of that monarch, attached himself 
to Henry IV. with whom he became 
a great favourite. He died about 1620. 
Texier's works clearly discover his 
hatred of the Spaniards, and his aver- 
sion to Philip II. who took Portugal 
from prince Anthony. It is asserted, 
that as he was preaching one day on 
the love of ow neighbour, he said, 
Me are obliged to love all men of whatever 
religion, se, or nation, even Castilians, 
His political, historical and theologi- 
cal writings are very numerous.

THAIS, a famous Grecian courte- 
zan, who seduced the Athenian youth, 
followed the army of Alexander, and 


persuaded him to burn the city of 


Persepolis. She aftrewards inspired 
Ptolomy, king of Egypt, with so vio- 
lent a passion that he married her. 
There was another courtesan named 
Thais, whom St. Paphnutius converted. 
THALES, a very celebrated phi- 
losopher, and the first of the seven 
sages of Greece, born at Miletum 
about 640 A. C. To improve his know- 
ledge of the sciences he visited Egypt, 
and conversed with the priests and 
other learned men of that country. 
Some writers assert that he was mar- 
ried, but others say that he eluded 
his mother's solicitation on that sub- 
ject, b,; say ing while he was young, 
It is tes son, and when he was past 
young, I. is tee late. Thales acquired 
immortal honour by his prudence, 
learning and wisdom. He was the 
first Grecian who foretold eclipses of 
the sun, besides which he made many 
admirable discoveries in Astronomy, 
Apulieus says, that this philosopher 
was so much rejoiced at having found 
out the proportion of the sun's dia- 
meter to the circle, described by that 
luminary round the earth, as to desire 
po other reward from a man to whom 
he had imparted his discovery, and 
who offered him any thing he might 
ask, than that he should honestly de- 
clare the glory of it to be his due. 
Thales was the founder of a sect of 
philosophers, called Jonfans, from his 
being a native of Miletus, a city of 
Ionia. He held that water was the 
principle of all bodies in the universe, 
that Gad created the world, and knew 
the most secret thoughts of men's 
hearts. This philosopher said, That the 
most diſſicult thing was to know oneself, 
the eaxieit, to give advice to another, and 
the mot pleasing, t9 ice our due accam- 
plished, that to live properly we nuit abr 
itain 
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tain from tuck actions ds we reprove in 
others ; that the felicity of the body consists 
in health, and of the mind in learning. That 
there is nothing older than God, for he is un- 
created; nor more beautiful than the world, 
for it is his work ; nor larger than pace, no- 
 Swwifter than spirit, nor stronger than ne- 
cesiity, mr wiser than time, Also, That 
ave Ml tell nobody any thing which may 
prove hurtful to us, and live with our 
friends as with persons who may one day 
become our enemies. Being asked, if an 
ill action could be hidden from God, 
he replied, No, mr even an evil rhought, 
None of the ancient philosophers stu- 
died astronomy more than Thales. 
Diogenes Laertius relates, that going 
out one night with an old woman, to 
observe the stars, he fell into a ditch, 
upon. which the good woman rallied 
him pleasantly enough, saying: How 
Shnuld you know what partes inthe Heavens, 
ꝛolien you cannot even see what is close to 
your feet? Thales went to visit Cræsus, 
who was conducting a strong army 
into Cappadocia, and taught him how 
to pass the river Halys without any 
bridges. He died shortly after, 448 
A. C. aged above go. This philoso- 
pher wrote several tracts in verse, on 
Meteors, the Equinex, &c,; but his 
works have not come down to us. 
He must be distinguished from Thales, 
a Greek poet, the friend of Lycurgus, 
at whose request he settled in Sparta. 
He succeeded particularly in lyric poe- 
try, and his verses contained excellent 
maxims for the conduct of life, and 
the goud of society. | 
THALIA, one of the nine muses. 
She presided over comedy, according 
to the fable, and is represented crown- 
ed with ivy, wearing buskins and 
holding a mask in her hand. The 
learned M. Hamant in his life of St. 
Athanasius, b. I. ch. 13. observes, that 
Thalia signiſies a feast, or a Song to be 
sung at a feast. May we not then con- 
jecture that the muse Talia presided 
over songs sung at table, as well as 
over comedy? and may not the an- 
cient poem written by Sotades, and 
that by the heresiarch Arias, both in- 
tended to be sung, and both entitled 
Thatia, authorise this conjecture. 
THAMAS-KOULLK AN, called 
also Schach Nadir, a famous conque- 
ror, who being driven by one of his 
uncles from Rhorasan, of which his 
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father was governor, placed himself 
at the head of a band of robbers, while 
the Afghans were overturning the 
throne of the Sophis. He offered hig 
services to the legitimate master of 
Persia, Schach Thamas, to whom nor 
more than four or five provinces re. 
mained in 1729, the rest being usurp- 
ed by the Afghans, Russians, or Turks 
who were striving to share that fine 
Kingdom. The usurper of the thrones 
was soon destroyed, but the ambitious 
Kouli-Kan meaning to conquer for 
himself, not for his master, confined 
Schach Thamas, and caused himself to 
be crowned at Casbin, 1736. He also 
compelled the Russians and Turks to 
make peace, which left him at leisure 
to attend to the proposals of some Mo- 
gul lords, who offered him their mas- 
ter's crown, judging the latter to be 
unworthy of it. Leaving the empire 
of Persia to his son, he entered the 
Mogul's territories without resistance, 
and the emperor at last left Delly, 
January 18, 1739, with an immense 
army, full of traitors and cowards, 
who were soon defeated by one of 
16000 horse. Thamas confined this 
prince at Delly, while he sent away 
all his artillery, treasure and jewels. 
A tumult which arose afterwards at 
Delly, in consequence of a tax on corn, 
having convinced the King of Persia 
that he should not remain in peace- 
able possession of his conquest, he re- 
stored the empire to Mahomet, whose 
daughter he demanded in marriage for 
his son, with the provinces bordering 
on Persia. Returning to his dominions 
he lost part of his treasures, which 
were carried off by thieves, and we 
know little more of his history, than 
that he was murdered 1747, by Ali- 
Kouli-Kan, one of his nephews, who 
procured himself to be proclaimed 
King of Persia. Thus fell this cele- 
brated prince, who had the courage 
and ambition of Alexander, but the 
heart of a rufflan. His conquests were 
ravages, and he owed 'them chiefly 
to the terror which his cruelty spread. 
He was six feet high, of a robust con- 
stitution, temperate in eating and 
drinking, but very fond of women. 
THAULERIUS, a celebrated Ger-

The Thebans then settled themselves 
into a republic, Philip of Macedon 
afterwards brought them under his 
dominion; but they rebelled on a 
false report of Alexander's death, in 
consequence of which their city wzs 
rased to the ground, v. The books 
mentioned at Argos. 

THEGHAN, co-bishop of Treves, in 
the reign of Louis ſe Debonnaire, whose 
1i/:tory he wrote, and over whom he 
had great influence. This work has 


been published by Peter Pithou in the 

collection of French historians. 
THEMINES (Pons de Lauzieres dc) 
vol. iv. 


THEBES, founded by Cadmus who 
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appointed marechal of France 1616 
after distinguishing himself in the 
royal party. It was not however so much 
to his services that he owed this dig- 
nity, as to his having arrested the 
prince of Conde an hour before, by 
the queen's order. He continued to 
fight against the malecontents and Hu- 
guenots, from whom he took several 
places, but failed before Castres, which 
was defended by the duchess de Rohan. 
Marching towards the country of Foix 
with 6000 foot and 600 horse, he was 
detained twenty-four hours by seven 
Huguenot soldiers who had taken pos- 
Session of a clay hut, whence they 
escaped by night, having spent all 
their powder in defending themselves 
against the marechal's soldiers, of 
whom they killed two hundred. The- 
mines failed also before Mas d*Azil by 
his negligence, which did not prevent 
his being made governor of Bretany 
1626, but this favour was an artifice 
of cardinal de Richlieu's who aspired 
to that government, yet would not 
appear to take it from the duke de 
Vendome. The cardinal had it the 
year following. Marechal de Themi- 
nes dying 1627, aged 74, his male pos- 
terity terminated in his grandson, who 
died unmarried 1646. | 

THEMIS, the daughter of Cœlus 
and Terra, who presided over justice. 
Having refased to marry Jupiter, that 
God used violence, and she became 
the mother of law and peace. Jupiter 
placed her ballance among the twelve 
Signs of the Zodiac. 

THEMISEUL DE Sr. HYACIN- 
THE, a native of Troyes, whose name 
was Belair, and who spent his life in 
travelling. It is said by no means to 
to have been his fault that he was not 
believed to be the son of M. Bossuet 
and mademoiselle des Vieux. Le chef 
d' a d'un inconnn, Lausanne, 1754, 
2 vol. Svo. made him celebrated among 
the beaux esprits; he also wrote /e 
Prince T.ti, and other romances, besides 
Les Mtmoirs Litternaires, 2 vol. 12mo. 
He died 1746, near Breda. 

THEMISTIUS, a celebrated Grecian 
orator and philosopter, in the 4th 
century, surnamed Euphrates, 1. e. Fine 
Speaker. He became so famous as a 
teacher at Antioch, Nicomedia, Rome 
and elsewhere, that he eclipsed all the 
philosophers of his time, and the com- 

Nn mentaries 
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mentaries he wrote on Aristotle in his 
early youth, are said to have been $0 
much admired, that one of the first 
philosophers of Greece quitted his 
school to visit him, They were printed 
at Venice 1570 and 1587, fol. Themis- 
tius spent the greatest part of his life 
at Constantinople. The emperor Con- 
stantine raised him to the dignity of 
prztor, and honoured him with a bra- 
zen statue. He was also much fa- 
voured by Julian the Apostate, and 
had great influence at the court of 
Valens, whom he endeavoured to 
soſten by an excellent speech, in which 
he proves to the emperor, who was 
an Arian, that he should not shed the 
blood of the Catholics. Theodosius 
the Great made him prefe&t of Con- 
stantinople, and chose him, though a 
Pagan, to be tutor to his son. The- 
mistius must certainly have been a vir- 
tuous man, for he lived always in 
strict friendship with St. Gregory of 
Nazianzen. We have several of his 
harangues remaining which are es- 
teemed, the best edition is that pub. 
lished at the Lawvre by Father Har- 
douin, Greek and Latin, 1684, fol. 
THEMISTOCLES, a very selebrated 
Athenian general, son of Neocles, a 
man who was illustrious both for his 
birth aud virtue. Having been disin- 
herited by his father when young, in 
consequence of his debauchery, he 
considered that the only way to wipe 
off this disgrace, would be to serve his 
country by noble actions, and was ac- 
cordingly very assiduous to gain both 
friends and reputation. He employed 
himself at first in judging private 
affairs, and proposing useful expedi- 
ents, which he was no less prompt to 
execute than to suggest. Themistocles 
- being afterwards sent against the in- 
habitants of Corfu, terminated that 
war happily by driving away the pi- 
rates, and leaving the seas free. He 
also gained the famous naval victory 
over Xerxes, at Salamis, 480 A.C.; 
but the Lacedzmonians at length bring- 
ing several accusations against him he 
was banished by his countrymen, and 
took rufuge in Persia, where Artax- 
erxes Longimanus gave him three cities 
for his maintenance. Themistocles 
died at Magnesia, 464 A.C. having, 
according to some writers, swallowed

bull's blood rather than take 

against his country; but A 
greater credit assert that he died of 
some disease. There are some Letter,

THEOBALDE (J. THEOBA 
GAT TI) askilful 2 of N 
who, being much charmed with Lulli's 
compositions quitted Italy and went 
into France, where that great master 
received him very kindly. Theobalde 
played the violin in the opera -orches. 
tra during $o years, and died at Paris, 
1727, leaving two operas, Coronis and 
Scylla, which were well received on 
the stage. 

THEOBUTE, separated himself from 
the Christian church, because St. Si. 
mon the just was preferred before 
him to the see of Jerusalem. He 
formed a particular sect of his own 
from the principles of different ones 
among the Jews, 

THEOCRITUS, a very celebrated 
Greek. poet of Syracuse, who resided 
at the Egyptian court in the reign of 
Ptolomy Philadelphus, about 285 A. C. 
It is said, that on his return to Syra- 
cuse, having spoken against Hiero, 
tyrant of that city, he was put to 
death by his order. We have some 
Idyllia of this poet's remaining in the 
Doric language, Venice, 1495, fol.; 
Rome, 1516. 8vo. in Greek; Oxford, 
1699, 8vo. which is joined to the au- 
thor's Variorum and Oxford, 1770, 2 
vol. 4to. published by Thomas Warton. 
These 7dy//;a are master pieces of their 
kind, and written in a style that is 
inexpressibly simple and beautiful. 
They furnished Virgil with a model 
for his Eclugues. M. de Longe Pierre 
has translated fifteen of them into 
French, but this translation is very far 
from retaining the beauties of the ori- 
ginal. | 
THEODAMAS, father of Hylas, 
killed by Hercules whom he had pre- 
samed to attack. | 

THEODEBERT I. king of Metz, 
son of Thiem or Theodoric I. king of 
Austrasia, whom he succeeded 334. 
He assisted his uncles in the second 
conquest of Burgundy, shared that 
kingdom with them, defeated the 
Goths and Romans in Italy, and was 


preparing 
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preparing to engage in a war against 
the emperor Justinian, when he died 
848. Thibaud, his son, succeeded him. 

THEODEEERT II. King of Aus- 
trasia, succeeded his father Childebert 
II. 595, and 5}. azed his dominions with 
his brother Thien: Brunchaud, their 
grandmotizer, «xercis2d great tyranny 
at Theodebeit's court, and wanted to 
make him pass for a spurious child. 
The prince being iritated, banisked 
her from his territories, on which she 
; retired to Thiem, king of Burgundy, 
and having at length kindled a war 
in the royal family, Theodebert was 
killed at Cologn 612, after being de- 
feated at the battles of Toul and 
Tolbiac. 

THEODON, a celebrated French 
sculptor. | 

THEODORA, the daughter of a 
man, who Kept wild beasts for the 
public shows. She maintained her- 
self a considerable time by prostitu- 
tion; but at length Justinian fell so 
passionately in love with her, that he 
prevailed on Justin to abrogate the 
law which prohibited a senator from 
marrying a debauched woman. When 
Justinian succeeded to the empire, 


Theodora became at once its scourge 


and its detestation by her licentious- 
ness. Procopius who had praised her 
in his history, draws a horrible picture 
of her in his secret history. She died 
about 548. ; 
THEODORA, a Roman lady, 
who exercised a sovereign power in 
Rome about 908, by means of the mar- 
quis of Tuscany. She lived in the 
castle of St. Angelo, and caused who- 
ever she pleased, to be chosen pope. 
ohn, one of her gailants, after hav- 
ing been archhishop of Bologna, then 
of Ravenna, was elected pope by the 
name of John X. Theodora was the 
mother of Marozia, who equalled her 
both in beauty and licentiousness. 
 THEODORE I. a native of Jerusa- 
lem, who succeeded pope John IV. 
November 24, 642. He condemned 
Pyrrhus and Paul monothelite patri- 
archs of Constantinople, was extreme- 
ly zealous for the welfare of the 
church, and died piously May 13, 
649. Two of his Letters are in the 
1ibrary of the fathers. - 
| THEODOKE II. succeeded pope 
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Romanus 898, and died twenty days 
after his election. 

THEODORE of Canterbury, a monk 
of Tarsus, ordained bishop by pope 
Vitalianus, and sent into England 668, 
to govern the church of Canterbury. 
He was kindly received by king Eg- 
bert, restored the faith and ecclesias- 
tical discipline, and died 690, aged 88. 
What remains of his Penitential and 
other works, has been collected by 
Jas. Petil, and printed at Paris, 1677, 
2 vol. 4to. with learned Notes, This 
is a very valuable collection, and well 
worthy the perusal of divines. 

THEODORE, v. METOCHITA, 
BRY, LASCARIS, GAZA, BALSA- 
MON. 

THEODORE of MOPSUESTIA, 80 
called from his being bishop of Mop- - 
suestia, a city in Cilicia, He was 
educated and ordained priest in a mo- 
nastery, became one of the greatest 
scholars of his time, and had the fa- 
mous Nestorius for a disciple. He 
died 428. This bishop wrote a great 
number of learned works, but we 
have only the following remaining : 
A Commentary on the Palms, which is 
in Father Corder's Chain, The duke 
of Orleans, who died 1752, at Paris, 
and was one of the most learned 
prince Europe has produced, proves 
clearly in one of his dissertations, that 
the Commentary bearing the name of 
Theodore in the above mentioned 
Chain, was certainly written by Theo- 
dore of Mopsuestia; and we are in- 
debted for the discovery to this pious 
and learned prince. A Commentary in 
MS. on the twelve minor prophets; 
several Fragments, particularly in the 
Bibliotheca of Photius. Those parts of 
his works supposed to contain the dis- 
tinction of two persons in Christ, the 
letter from Ibas, bishop of Edossa, who 
defended him, and the anathemas pub- 
lished by the celebrated Theodoret, 
bishop of Cyrus, against St. Cyril, in 
favour of Theodore of Mopsuestia, 
made a great noise. This dispute is 
called the affair of the Three Chapters, 
and was not settled till the fifth gene- 
ral council 553, which council ana- 
thematired Theodore of Mopsuestia, 
and also his writings. His Confession 


of Faith may be found in father Gar- 
nier's Dissertatiens on Marius Mercator. 
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THEODORE STUDITES, so called 
from his being abbot of the monastery 
of Stude, built by the consul Studius 
in the suburbs of Constantinople. He 
was one of the most holy and learned 
men of his time, but suffered incre- 
dible persecutions for having censured 
the divorce of Leo IV. from the em- 
press Mary, and his marriage with 
Theodora, also for defending ecclesi- 
astical discipline and the holy images. 
He died November 11, 826, in the 
isle of Chalcis, aged 67. We have 
some of his Sermons, Apistles, and other 
Works remaining. 

THEODORE, called the Reader, be- 
cause he was reader in the grand 
church at Constantinople, author of a 
history of the church to the beginning 
of Justra, some fragments of which 
may be found in Eusebius de Valois, 
and in the library of the fathers. 

THEODORET, bishop of Cyrus in 
Syria, in the 5th century, and one of 
the most learned fathers of the church, 
born 386, He was educated in the 
monastery of St, Euprepus, was the 
Pupil of Theodore of Mopsuestia and 
St. John of Chrysostom, and hay- 
ing taken holy orders, reluctantly con- 
sented to be consecrated bishop of 
Cyrus, about 420. Theodoret dis- 
covered great moderation and love of 
poverty in his house, table, dress, and 
furniture; but was magnificent in his 
ideas respecting the city of Cyrus, 
where he built two large bridges, be- 
sides furnishing it with public baths, 
fountains, and aqueducts. He labour- 
ed with so much zeal and success in 
the diocese, which contained Soo pa- 
rishes, many of them infected with 
various heresies, that he had the 
Happiness of rendering all ortho- 
dox. Nor was his zeal confined to 
his own church, for he preached at 
Antioch, and in the neighbouring 
Cities, where both his eloquence and 
learning were admired, and converted 
multitudes of heretics and sinners. 
This great man's glory was neverthe- 
less eclipsed for some time by his at- 
tachment to John of Antioch and to 
Nestorius, in whose favour he wrote 
against the twelve anathemas of St. 
Cyril of Alexandria. But he was re- 
conciled to St. Cyril afterwards; and 
becoming sensible of the errors of Nes- 
torzus, so forcibly opposed his heresy, 
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that he wiped off the disgrace of hays 
ing for a time detended the person of 
the heresiarch. Theodoret was ge. 
posed by the heretics in the synod of 
Ephesus, but restored by the general 
council of Chalcedon, at which he 
distinguished himself 451, and is su— 
posed to have died shortly after, though 
some writers assert that he lived till 
470. His works are some excellent 
Commentaries on St. Paul's Epistles, and 
Several other books of scripture; Five 
Books of ecclesiastical history from the 
Ariau heresy to Theodosius the Younger, 
which may be found with Eusebius. 
The Religious or monastic history of 
the celebrated Anchorets of his time. 
This history entitled, Plilotheut, or 
1hkeophilcs, contains some noble exam- 
ples; 147 Epiitles, 3 Dialogues; A Tr. 
on Hereies ; Ten Dizcourses on Providence, 
translated into French, 8vo.; An ex- 
cellent treatise against the heathens, 
entitled, On the Cure of the Paxions, or 
the Grecian Maladies. The best edition 
of the above works is by Father Sir- 
mond, Greek and Latin, 1642, 4 vol, 
fol. Father Garnier published a fifth 
vol. of Thecdoret, 1684, containing 
various other Tra&s. All his works 
are well worth reading, and have gain- 
ed him immortal honour, excepting his 
writings against St. Cyril, in favour 
of Nestorius, which were condemned 
with those of Theodore of Mopuestia, 
and Ibas of Edessa, in the filth general 
council 553, winch is called the Con- 
demnation ¶f the Chapters. Nothing was 
however decreed against the person of 
Theodoret in this council (which is 
the second general council of Con» 
stantinople) because he had openly 
attacked the errors of Nestorius, both 
in his conversation and writings, and 
had also been received into the com- 
munion of the faithful, by pope St. 
Leo, and by the fathers of the council 
of Chalcedon. oy 
THEODORIC, king of the Ostra- 
goths, one of the greatest princes of 
his time, son of Valamer, king over 
part of Mæsia. He rendered great 
Services to the emperor Zeno, and 
marched afterwards into Italy against 
Odoacer, with whom he made peace 
493, and having afterwards put this 
prince to death under various preten- 
ces, became master of all Italy. The 
better to secure himself in his new 
dominions, 
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gominions, he married the sister of Clo- 
vis, King of France, entered into pow- 
erful alliance. and concluded a peace 
with the Vandals in Africa. Theo- 
Joric having no longer any enemies to 
fear, turned his whole attention to 
settling the police of his kingdom, 
and chose for a secretary of state, the 
celebrated Cassidorus, Who answered 
all his views completely. This prince, 
though an Arian, protected the Ca- 
tholics, and was so far from wanting 
them to turn Arians, with a view of 
pleasing him, that he condemned a 
favourite officer to be beheaded for $0 
doing, and addressed him in the fol- 
lowing memorable words: Since thou 
fait not proved true te God, kgzv houldest 
lou prove true to me who am but a man. 
The last years of Theodoric's life tar- 
nished all his glory; he was the cause 
of pore John's death, and ordered 
Boethius and Symmachus, the two 
greatest men then in Italy, to be exe- 
cutell on false suspicions. He died 
August 30, 526, a prey to remorse. 
THEODORUS PRODROMUS, a 
Steck writer, author of a romance, 
entitled, the Lewes of Rhodanthes , and 
Deviclis, printed in Greek and Latin, 
Paris, 162 5, 8vo. translated into French, 
by NM. Beauchamps, 1746, 12mo, 
THEODOSIUS I. the Great (Flavius 
Theodosius Magnus) so called from his 
victories, his piety and his zeal for 
the Catholic faith, son of another 
Theodosius, a celebrated captain, whom 
Valens put to death in Africa 376. 
He was born in Spain about 336, and 
rose, by his courage and prudence, to 
the highest military dignities. The 
emperor Gratian charmed with the 
merit of Theodosius, and finding him- 
Self attacked by the Goths and Ger- 
mans, divided the empire with him, 
and declared him Augustus at Sirmi- 
um, January 19, 379 Theodosius 
thus became emperor of the East at 
the age of 43, went soon after into 
Thrace, where he entirely defeated 
the Goths, and falling sick the fol- 
lowing year at Thessalonica, was bap- 
tized there, He concluded an honour- 
able peace with the Persians, and as- 
Sembled the general council at Con- 
stantinople 381. In 388, he defeated 
the tyrant Maximus, who after mur— 
dering Gratian had caused himself to 
be proclaimed emperor, 1 heodosius 
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ordered this usurper to be beheaded at 
Aquiliea, and re- instated Valentinian 
II. in his dominions. The inhabitants 
of Thessalonica having killed one of 
the emperor's lieutenants during a se- 
dition in 390, he was $0 enraged that 
he abandoned the city to his soldiers, 
who destroyed above 7000 people. 
This barbarous proceeding raised a uni- 
versal murmur against Theodosius, 
who, attempting to enter the church 
at Milan, St. Ambrose stopped him, 
nor would suffer him to pass the 
threshold, till le had done penance 
eight months. Arbogastus having 
murdered the emperor Valentinian, 
procured Eugenius, a man of the dregs 
of the people, to be proclaimed em- 
peror, and determined to support him; 
but Theodosius marched against them, 
and they were defeated September 5, 
294. Eugenius being carried to the 
emperor was beheaded, and Arbogastus 
Killed himself. Theodosius went 
aiterwards to Milan, and died in that 
city of a dropsy, January 17, 395, 
aged bo, the last prince who possessed 
the whole of the Roman empire. He 
was just, benevolent, generous, and 
free from that pride Which a sceptre 
usually inspires. This prince left four 
children, Arcadius, Honorius, Gratiag 
and Pulcheria. Arcadius was emperor 
of the East, and Honorius of the West. 
THEODOEILUS II. 14s Fanger, sou 
of Arcadius and Eudocia, born April 
It, 401, succeeded Arcadius May 1, 
408. St. Pulcheria, his sister, govern- 
ed in his name, but with so much 
prudence, that the empire enjoyed 
perfect peace, while it was formidable 
to all its enemies. This prineess per- 
suaded her brother to marry Athenais, 
who was daughter of, the philosopher 
Leontius, and received the name of 
Eutiocia at her baptism. Theodosius 
made severe laws against the Pagans, 
Jews, and heretics. He concluded a 
disgraceſul peace with Atila, quarrel- 
led with Pulcheria, and protected the 
heres:arch Eutyches; but repenting 
afterwards of having authorised the 
false council of Ephesus, and Pulche- 
ria being recalled, the face of affairs 
was changed. This emperor died July 
28, 459, aged 49, leaving no children. 
It was he who published, February 15, 
438, the 7heedczian Code, which bears 
his name, and is a select collection of 
laws 
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laws made by the legitimate emperors. 
M. Godefroi has given a good edition 
of it, Len 1665, 6 tom. fol. After 
the death of Theodosius, Pulcheria 
caused Marcian to be elected, and 
married him. 

THEODOSION, a celebrated tran- 
slator in the 2d century, born at Ephe- 
zus, who was Tatian's disciple, then 
one of Marcion's sect. He afterwards 
became a member of the jewish syna- 
gogue, and translated the Old Testa- 
ment into Greek, in the reign of Com- 
modus, but we have only some frag- 
ments of this work remaining. It 
was freer than the translation of the 
LXX. or that by Aquila, both of 
which were older. 

THEODOTUS the Valentinian, known 
by his Eclogues, which Pere Combe ſis 
has inserted in the Library of the 
Fathers, and Fabricius in his Greek 
library. They are an application of 
Scripture, to the system of Valentinian. 

THEODOTUS of Byzantium, sur- 
named the Currier, from his trade. 
This unhappy man being arrested with 
other Christians during the persecution 
under Marcus Aurelius, renounced his 
God, and to authorise his perjury, de- 
nied the divinity of Christ. His dis- 
ciples, who were called Theodosians, 
atserted that the doctrine of our Savi- 
our's divinity could be traced no far- 
ther back than pope Zephyrinus. 

THEODULPHUS, a celebrated bi- 
shop of Orleans, one of the most 
learned men of the gth century, born 
in Cisalpine Gaul. Charlemagne made 
him abbot of Fleury, then bishop of 
Orleans about 793, and chose him to 
sign his will, $1r; Louis / Debonnaire 
had also a high esteem for him. But 
Theodulphus being accused of having 
Joined in the conspiracy formed by 
Perenger, king of Italy, was committed 
to prison at Angers, where he com- 
posed the hymn beginning Gloria, /aus 
et homer, part of which is sung on Palm 
Sunday. It is said that Theodulphus 
Singing this hymn at his prison window 
while the emperor passed by, that 
prince was so charmed with it that he 
set him at liberty. He died about 82r. 
In the Library ofthe Fathers, d' Acheri's 
Spicitegium, and Pere Labbe's Councils, 
is a treatise by this prelate n Baptf iam, 
another on the Holy Ghoit, two Capitula- 
ria, addressed to his clergy, some 
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Poems, and other works, the best edt. 
tion of which is by Pere Sirmond 
1646, 8vo. the second of the Capitularia 
is in the Miscellanea, published by 
Baluze. 

THEOGNIS, a celebrated Greek 
poet of Megara, of whose works ue 
have only some Fragments remaining 
Lelpiiet, 1576, 8vo. and in Corpus Peers. 
rum (3rac. Geneva, 1606, and 1614, 2 
vol. fol. He lived about 544, A.C. 

 THEON, a learned Greek Sophist, 
by whom we have a treatise on Rhets. 
ric, written with great judgement and 
elegance. The best edition of this 
book is Leyden, 1626, 8vo. Greek and 
Latin, or Uysal, 1670, 8vo. 

THEON of Alexandria, a celebrated 
philosopher and mathematician of the 
4th century, in the reign of Theodosius 
the Great. He was father of the learned 
Hypatia, and a different person perhaps 


from Theon of Smyrna, who to facili. 


tate the reading of Plato, published 
several mathematical works, Paris, 
1644, 4to. which have immortalized 
his name. | 
THEOPHANES (George) abbot of 
the monastery of Grand Champ. He 
married very young, was one of the 
riches: noblemen in Constantinople, 
lived in continency with his wife, and 
having afterwards taken the religious 
habit, attended the seventh general 
council, 787. Leo the Armenian, ba- 
nished him to the isle of Samothracia, 
where he died, 818. His sanctity was 
displayed by miracles. Theophanes 
left a Chronicle, which begins where 
that of Syncellus ends, and comes down 
to the reign of Michael Curopelates. It 
was printed at the Louvre, 1655, 
Greek and Latin, with Notes, fol. as 
was Historia Bisantina post Theophanem, 
1685, fol. both form part of the By- 
zantine history. He must be distin- 
guished from Theophanes Cerameus, i. e. 
the Potter, bishop of Tauromina in 
Sicily in the 11th century, by whom 
we have several Hemilies, printed at 
Paris, Greek and Latin, 1644. 
THEOFHILUS, sixth bishop of 
Antioch, elected 169, governed his 
church wisely till about 182. We have 
three books of his in Greek, addressed 
to Autolycus against the calumniators 
of Christianity, in the Library of the 
Fathers, and in St. Justin, 1742, fol. 
The word Trinity was used for the firs 
dime 
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time in this work. Some other writ- 
ings are attributed to Theophilus, but 
they belong to more recent authors. 
THEOPHILUS, a celebrated patri- 
arch of Alexandia, who gucceeded 
Timotheus about 385. He completely 
destroyed the remains of idolatry in 
Fgypt, by pulling down the temples 
and idols of the false deities, terminated 
happily the disputes which had arisen 
between Evagrius and Flavianus, both 


ordained bishops of Antioch, and 


zealously defended the faith of the 
Catholic Church; but quarrelled after- 
wards with St. John Chrysostom, 
caused him to be deposed in the coun- 
cil of Quercum, and refused to place 
his name in the Dyptics, It is said 
that Theophilus refleRing in his last 
moments on the long penitence of St. 
Arsenius, exclaimed, How happy art 
thou, Arsenius, to have had this hour altoays 
before thine eyes. We have some of this 
patriarch's works in the Library of the 
Fathers. Cyrillus, his nephew, $uc- 
ceeded him. 

THEOPHILDS, a celebrated French 
poet, surnamed Viaud, born about 
1590, at Clerac in the diacese of Agen, 
son of an advocate of Bousseres Sainte- 
Radegonde, a village near Aquillon, 
He possest great genius and fancy, and 
was the first who published French 
works with verse and prose intermixed. 
His impiety and debaucheries obliged 
him to go into England, r619, whence 
his friends procured his recall, and he 
turned Catholic, but without growing 
more regular in his conduct, and was 
durnt in effigy for having published in 
1622, Le Parnasse Satyrigue. Being 
arrested at the chatelet, he was placed 
in the same dungeon of the concier- 
gerie where Ravaillac had been con- 
fined ; but on his protestations of hav- 
ing had no share in the above men- 
tioned publication, received only a 
sentence of banishment. He died 
September 25, 1626, in the hotel de 
Montmorency at Paris, leaving a col- 
lection of Poems in French, containing 
Elegies, Odes, Sonnets, Sc.; a treatise 
on the Immortality of the Soul, in verse 
and prose; Pyrame end liabe, a tragedy ; 
three Apologies; some Letters, Paris, 
I662, 12mo.; his new Works, Paris, 
ag Svo.; Paxiphat, a tragedy, 1628, 
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THEOPHRASTUS, a very celebrated 
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Grecian philosopher, born at Ereczus, 
son of Melanthus. He was first the 
disciple of Leucippus, then of Plato, 
and lastly of Aristotle, whom he zac- 
ceeded, 322, AC. and taught in the 
lyceum at Athens, with uncoramon 
reputation. Theophrastus called an 
orator without judgement an wnbridled 
horse, Remarking a person who gat 
silent, he said, F thou art a wwiize man 
thou dost wrong, if not, thou art a wir 
man. This philosopher used to observe, 
That a man of learning is never alone; 
that time is the most precious of all things, 
and that those who waste it are of all pro 


digals the most criminal. He lived above 


too years. His remaining works are, 
an excellent moral treatise, which he 
has entitled, CharaFers, and which he 
wrote at the age of 99, as he tells us 
in his preface. Isaac Causabon has 
written learned Commentaries on this 
little treatise, Cambridge, 1712, vo. 
joined to the author's cum notis variarum, 
and M. de la Bruyere has translated it 
into French from the Greek. A very 
curious treatise on Plants, Amsterdam, 
1644, fol.; 4 Hiztory of Stones, a very 
elegant edition of which was published 
by Sir John Hill, London, 1746, 8vo. 
Greek and English, with learned Notes, 
and two letters concerning what gives 
the colour to saphires and turquoises. 
The other works of Theophrastus are 
lost. 

THEOPHYLACT, archbishop of 
Acrida, the metropolis of all Bulgaria, 
born at Constantinople, where he was 
instructed in ecclesiastical literature. 


He became one of the most learned 


men of the 11th century, laboured zea- 
lously to establish the Christian faith 
in his metropolis, where he found 
many Pagans remaining, and died 
after the year 1071, leaving Commenta- 
ries on the Goxpels, and the As, Paris, 
1631, fol. on St. Paul's Epistles, on 
Habakkuk, Jonah, Nahum, and Hosea, 
Paris, 1636, fol.; Several Epistles in 
the Library of the Fathers; Insitutio 
Regia, at the royal press, 1651, 4to. 
reprinted in Banduri's Imperium Orien- 
tale, and other works in Greek. It 
appears from all Theophylact's writ- 
ings, that he had carefully studied 
those of St. John Chrysostom, and that 

he knew how to profit by them. 
THEOPHYLACTUSSIMOCATTA, 
a-Greek historian, who lived about 
612, 
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612, in the reign of Heraclius, and has 
left a History of the Emperor Mauritius, 
printed at the Louvre, 1647, fol. which 
forms part of the Byzantine history. 
Father Schott had published an edition 
Greek and Latin, 1599, 8vo. 
THEOPOMPUS, a very eminent 
Grecian orator and historian, born in 
the isle of Scio, who wrote many 
learned works, now lost. He lived in 
the time of Alexander the Great, was 
the pupil of Isocrates, and gained the 
prize offered by Artemis1a, to whoever 
should best celebrate the memory of 
Mausolus. 
THERAIZE (Michael) a learned 
doctor of the Sorbonne, born at 
Chauni in Picardy. He was canon of 
St. Stephen's in Hombourg in the 
diocese of Metz, then grand chanter, 
canon and official of St. Fursi at Pe- 
ronne, and curate of St. Sauveur in the 
same city, He died November 24, 
1726, aged 58, leaving an explanation, 
literal, and historical, of the ceremo- 
nies of the mass, and of its rubrics, 
entitled, Questions 37 la Messe publique 
$olemnelle, 1690. This work is esteemed 
THERESA (St.) born March 28, 
1515, at Avila in old Castille, youngest 
of the three daughters of Alphonso 
Sanchez de Cepeda, and Beatrix 
d'Ahumada, both illestrions for their 
piety and rank. The lives of the 
saints being daily read in Alphonsod's 
family, Theresa contracted from her 
childhood such an attachment to that 
kind of study, that she frequently 
continued it for several hours together 


with a brother of whom she was ex- 


tremely ſond. The history of the 
martyrs so pleased these two children, 
that they determined to die like them 
for jesus Christ, and had actually 
quitted their father's house to g9 
among the Moors, when they were 
met by a relation who carried them 
home again. Finding that they could 
not be martyrs, they determined to 
live as hermits, and made little cells 
for themselves in the garden, into 
which they retired frequently to pray. 
This fervour lasted till Theresa was 
twelve years old, at which time she 
lost her mother, and being afterwards 
drawn into the vanities and dissipation 
of the world, would entirely have lost 
the spirit of fervour and devotion, had 
not her father placed her as a boarder 
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in an Augustine nunnery, where js 
Staid a year and a half, and was much 
improved by the good examples she 
saw there. Theresa retired after this 
to the monastery of the incarnation in 
the Carmelite order at Avila, anq 
there took the religious habit, Nov. 2 
1536, at the age of 21. She practised 
all the duties of her station with 
incredible zeal and ardour, undertook 
to reform her order, and founded the 
first monastery on that plan, 1562, 
This reform succceded so well, not. 
withstanding all opposition, foreign, 
or domestic, that Theresa introduced 
it into Sixteen convents of nuns. Nor 
was her zeal confined to the nuns of 
her order, she undertook to reform the 
monks also, and being assisted by St. 
John de la Crusa, became the reformer 
of the bare footed Carmelites, fourteen 
monasteries of whom she saw reformed 
before her death, which happened at 
Alva, 1582, when she was 68 years 
old. Gregory XV. canonized her, 
March 11, 1622. St. Theresa has leſt 
Several works in Spanish, which are 
much valued, They discover great 
genius, piety, and unction, a lively 
imagination, and an uncommon degree 
of feryour, which led her frequently to 
Say, Lord, let me suffer, or die. Most of 
this Saint's writings have been trans- 
latedinto French by M. Arnauld d'An- 
dilly, 1670, 4to. 

THERMES (the marechal de) v. 
BARTRE. | 

THERSITES, the most deformed of 
all the Grecians, who went to the 
Siege of Troy, Having had the auda- 
city to abuse Achilles, that hero killed 
him with a blow of his fist. The vg- 
liness of Thersites became proverbial. 

THESEUS, ranked by the fabulous 
writers among the demi-gods, son of 
Egeus, King of Athens, and Æthra, 
daughter of Pitheus. He signalized 
himself on various occasions, fought 
against the Amazons, defeated Creon, 
king of Thebes, killed the Minotaur, 
and found his way out of the labyrinth, 
by the help of Ariadne, daughter of 
Minos, king of Crete. It is said, that 
Theseus afterwards caused money to 
be coined with the figure of an ox 
upon it, whence came the phrases 
used among the ancients of his is worth 
ten oxen, that is worth an hundred, mean- 
ing so many pieces of money thus 

stampt, 
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stampt; but the custom of stamping 
money does not appear to be so old as 
Theseus, consequently this invention 
seems improperly” attributed to him, 
But however that may be, he instituted 
the Isthmian games in honour of Nep- 
tune, and was the intimate friend of 
pitithous. Theseus united the twelve 
cities of Attica, and laid the foundation 
of a republic there, about 1236, A. C. 
Going afterwards 10 Epirus, he was 
made prisoner by Aidoneus, King of 
the Molossi, and Menestheus in the 
mean time became master of Athens. 
Theseus at length escaped from con— 
finement, and retired to Scyros, where 
king Lycomedes is said to have put an 
end to his life by throwing him from 
the top of a rock. 

THESPIS, an ancient Greek tragic 
poet, a native of mount Icaria in 
Attica, inhabited by the tribe of 
Ageis. He introduced an actor into 
his tragedies, who recited Some lines 
between each verse of the chorus, 
whereas till that time tragedies had 
heen performed only by a company of 
musicians, and dancers, who sang 
hymns in honour of Bacchus while 
they danced, Thespis wrote satirical 
pieces also, and Horace says that this 
poet carried his actors about in an open 
cart, where they repeated their verses, 
having their faces besmeared with 
wine lees, ur according to Suidas, with 
white lead and vermillion. He lived 
about 336, A. C. His poems are lost, 

THETYS, daughter of Cœlus and 
Terra, wife of Oceanus, and mother of 
Nereus and Doris, according to the 
fable. Nereus and Doris marrying, 
gave birth to the nymphs of the land 
and sea. Among the latter no one 
was so beautiful as Thetys the Younger, 
with whom Jupiter fell so violently in 
love, that he wished to marry her; 
but upon hearing from the Fates that 
She was to have a son who should be 
greater than his father, he apprehended 
being dethroned if he made Thetys his 
wife, and therefore gave her in mar- 
riage to Peleus. All the gods and 
goddesses were invited to their wed- 
ding, except Discord, who to revenge 
herself, threw a golden apple among 
the guests, on which was inscribed, 
To the moit beautiful. Pallas, Venus, 
and Juno, contended for the apple; 
but Paris being chosen to decide the

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matter, adjudged it to Venus. Achil- 
les was the child of this marriage be- 
tween Peleus and Thetys. 

THEVENOT (Melchizedek) keeper 
of the King's library at Paris. Though 
he had naturally a particular fonuness 
for travelling, he visited only a small 
part of Europe; but his application to 
languages, and the pains he took to 
obtain an exact Knowledge of the cus- 
toms and manners ol different nations, 
rendered him perhaps better acquainted 


with foreign countries than if he had 


travelled tothem himself. He collected 
a large number of curious MSS. and 
pursued his studies with great ardour 
through life, M. Thevenot attended 
the conclave held after the decease of 
Innocent X. and was employed to nego- 
ciate with the republic of Geroa, as 
king's envoy. He died October 29, 
1692, aged 71. His works are, 4 
Collection of Travels, Paris, 1696, 2 vol. 
fol, to which must be added a small 
volume in 8vo. printed at Paris, 168 t. 
These are valued, and he has inserted 
in them the description of a Level, 
which he invented himself, and which 
is more sure and accurate than those 
used formerly. The Art of Swimming, 
1696, 12mo. There was à john 
Thevenot, who died, 1667, leaving a 
Foyage to Asia, Amsterdam, 1727, 5 
vol. 12mo. The old edition is in 3 
vol. 4to: 

THEVET (Andrew) 2 celebrated 
writer in the 16th ceatury, born at 
Angoutesme, who entered the Fran- 
ciscan order, and visited Italy, the 
Holy Land, Egypt, Greece, and Brasil. 
At his return to France, 1556, he 
quitted the Cordelier's habit, took. 
that of an ecclcsiastic, and was ap- 
pointed almoner to queen Catherine 
de Medicis. He had the titles of his- 
toriographer of France, and cosmogra- 
pher to the King, and received the 
profits of those offices, He died Nov. 
23, 1590, aged 88, leaving a Comogra- 
phical work; A History of illustrious Men, 
1671, $ vol, 12mo. or 1684, 2 vol. fol. ; 
Singularites de la France Antarctigue, 
Paris, 1558, 4to. and several other 
books, from which the author appears 
to have been a great reader, but to 
have possest such puerile credulity, 
and $0 little judgement, that his own 
works are not worth reading. 

THIARD, or more properly TYARD 
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DE BISSY (Ponthus de) son of John 
de Thiard, seigneur de Bissy, lieute- 
nant-general of Miconnois, and grand 
bailiff of Charollois, and jane de Gan- 
nay, daughter of Claudius, cousin- 
german to John de Gannay, chancellor 
of France, born 1521, at Bissy, in the 
diocese of Macon, He was appointed 
bichop of Chalons by Henry III. 
warmly supported the King's party 
against the league, and died at Bragny, 
September 23, 1605, aged 84, leaving 
some French Poems, Paris, 1573, A.; 
Homelies; Philowophical Discourses, 4to. 
and several other works in Latin, 
Ronsard ascribes to him the introduc- 


tion of Sonnets, in France, v. ABRA-

THIARD de Bis:y, (Henry de) of the 
same family as the preceding, son of 
Claudius, count de Bissy, who died 
1723. He pursued his studies at Paris, 
became a doctor of the house and so- 
ciety of the Sorbonne, then bishop of 
Toul, 1687, afterwards bishop of 
Meaux, 1704, and at length cardinal, 
May 29, 1715. He was also appointed 
commander of the king's orders, and 
abbot of Noaille Trois Fontaines, and 
St. Germain-des-Prez. Cardinal de 
Bissy strenuously supported the bull 
Unigenitus, and died ſuly 29, 1737, 
aged 81, leaving a Theological Tratt in 
favour of the bull above-mentioned, 
1722, 2 vol. 4to. and Paztoral Instruc- 
tions gto. v. GERM ON. 

THIBALDEI, v. TIBALD EI. 

THIBAUT, v. CHAMPAGNE. 

THIBOUST (Clandius Charles) born 
1706, at Paris. He was printer to the 
king, and died at Bercy, 1757. Thi- 
boust had been a noviciate among the 
Carthusians, which induced him to 
translate into French the Latin verses 
belonging to the life of St. Bruno, 
painted by le Sueur in the little cloyster 
at the Chartreux, He printed them 
1756, in 4to. and in 1754, published a 
translation of his father's Pem on the 
excellence of the printer's art, 8vo. 
Thiboust was engaged in a translation 
of Horace at the time of his death. 

THIENNE (St. Gaetan de) v. 
GAETAN. | 

THIERRI I. (called by the president 
Hainault Thierri III.) King of France, 
son of Clovis II. and brother of Clo- 
taire III. and Childebert II. He was 


made king of Neustria, and Burgundy, 
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by the exertions of Ebroin, mayor of 
the palace, 670, but shaven soon after 
by Childeric's order, and shut up in 
the abbey of St. Denis. On the death 
of Childeric he regained his liberty, 
was restored to his dominions, ang 
died 690, aged 39, leaving Clovis III. 
and Childebert III. Kings of France, 

THIERRI II. or IV. (according to 
the president Hainault) King of France, 
Surnamed de Celle, because he had 
been educated in that monastery, son 
of Dagobert III. King of France. He 
was taken from his monastery, and 
placed on the throne by Charles Mar. 
tel, 721, and died 737, aged 25, having 
only borne the title of King, while 
Charles Martel possest all the autho- 
rity. 

_ THIERRI I. king of Austrasia, son 
of Clovis I. king of France. He inhe. 
rited the city of Metz, capital of Aus- 
trasia, Auvergne, Rouergue, and 
some other provinces, which he had 
taken from the Visigoths, during his 
father's life. This prince conquered 
the Thuringians, and added Thuringia 
to his dominions. He died 534, aged 
51. Thierri I. was the first who gave 
laws to the Boyens, a people of Bava- 
ria, after having had them drawn up 
by learned Civilians, in which he was 
a model to the emperor Justinian. 
Some writers also attribute to him the 
Loix Ripuaires. Theodebert, his son, 
succeeded him. 

THIERRI II. the Younger, king of 
Burgundy and Austrasia, born 587, 
son of Childebert II. He spent the 
first years of his life with Theodebert 
II. his brother, under the tuition of 
queen Brunehaut, their grandmother. 
By the persuasion of this princess, he 
declared war against Theodebert, 
afterwards against Clotaire II.; but 


being at length reconciled to the 


latter, defeated his brother at the bat- 
tles of Toul and Tolbiac, and having 
put him to death with all his children, 
612, took Cologn, and usurped Aus- 
trasia. Thierri saved a daughter of his 
brother's, whom he wished to marry, 
but Brunehaut opposed it, upon which 
the prince enraged, drew his sword, 


and attempted to Kill her. He was 


prevented from executing his purpose, 
and they were reconciled; but Brune- 
haut to avoid any farther risque, caused 


him to be poisoned, and he died at

decease, Clotaire II. united the domi- 
nions of the two brothers to France. 
THIERRI de Niem, a native of Pa- 
derborn in Westphalia, who was under 
secretary at Rome to Gregory XI. Urban 
VI. Kc. He attended John XXIII. to 
the council of Constance, as Writer of 
the Apostolical Letters, and Abbreviator;

THIERS (John Baptist) a learned 
bachelor of the Sorbonne, and cele- 
' brated writer of the 17th century, born 
about 1636, at Chartres. He taught 
ethics in the university of Paris, and 
was afterwards curate of Champrond 
in the diocese of Chartres; but having 
had some disputes with the archdeacon 
concerning the right of curates to wear 
a stole during the visitation, and also 
disagreeing with the chapter of Char- 
tres, he exchanged his cure for that of 
Vibrai in the diocese of Mans, where 
he died February 28, 1703, aged 65. 
M. Thiers left a great number of curi- 
ous, singular, and very learned works, 
the principal among which are, De

THOMZUS, v. LEONICUS. 
THOMAN (James Ernest) a skilful 


Painter, who was Elsheimer's pupil, 


and imitated his style and taste $0 
closely, as to deceive even connoisseurs. 
THOMAS (St.) an apostle, surnamed 


Didymus, which signifies the same in 


Greek as Thomas in Hebrew, that is 
Twin, He was not with the apostles 
when our Lord appeared to them after 
his resurrection, and refused to give 
credit to what they told him on that 
subject. But eight days after Christ 
made him touch his hands, his feet, 
and the hole in his side, on which he 
immediately believed, and his unbe- 


lief furnishes an invincible proof of our 


Saviour's resurrection; whence the 
Holy Fathers observe, that the incre- 
'dulity of Thomas has been more useful 
to us than the faith of the other apos- 
tles. St. Thomas preached the gospel 
to the Ethiopians, Parthians, Persians, - 
Medes, &c. It is even said by some 
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writers that he preached Christ in the 
Indies, and was thrust through with a 
!ance near the city of Meliapur, called 
the City of St. Themas; but others ascribe 
the. conversion of these people, who 
are called the Christians of St. Thomas, 
to another Tk-mas, very different from 
the apostle. However this might be, 
it is also said, that St. Thomas the 
apostle was the bearer of those letters 
which are supposed to have past be- 
tween our Lord and king Abgarus. 


These letters may be found in Eusebius, 


but they are apocryphal. 

THOMAS agi (St.) born 1227, 
descended from the illustrious and an- 
cient family of the earls of Aquino, 


He took the Dominican habit at Na- 


ples, 1243, contrary to the inclination 
of his parents, and going from thence 
to Paris, pursued his studies there, till 
he went to finish them at Cologn, 
1244, under Albert % Great, The 
year following, he attended that cele- 
brated doctor to Paris, and was his 
pupil till 1248, when he returned with 
him to Cologn, and there taught phi- 
losophy, the Holy Scriptures, and the 
Sentences. St. Thomas went again to 
Paris, 1253, was admitted doctor there 
in 1257, and distinguished himself by 
his lectures and his preaching. Some 
years after he went into Italy, but 
returned to Paris, 1269, and taught 
theology with such high reputation, 
that he was surnamed the Angel of the 
Sckeols, the Angelic Doctor, and the Eagle 
of the Divines. St. Louis had a particu- 


lar esteem for him, and made him 


frequently eat at his table. Charles, 
King of Sicily, brother of St. Louis, 
who had formerly offered St. Thomas 
the archbishopric of Naples, requested 
so earnestly in 1272, his residence in 
that city as a teacher, that it could not 
be refused. St. Thomas remained at 
Naples till 1274, when being on his 
way to the general council of Lyons, 
and having turned out of the road to 
visit his niece who was married to 
Annibaldi di Ceccano, he fell sick at 
their castle, and finding himself in 
danger, desired to be carried to the 
Cistertian monastery of Fossanova, 
where he died piously, March 7, 1274, 
aged 43. John XXII. canonized him, 
1313, and Pius V. declared him a 
doctor of the church, 1567. His re- 
mains were removed to Toulouse in

omitted, and have been printed sepa- 
rately. All his works, particularly 
his Summary, and his Opusczla, are 
written with great judgement, clear. 
ness, and precision, and discover an 
extensiveand deep genins. The truths 
of religion are solidly established in 
them, and the difficulties extremely 
well solved; whence. St. Thomas is 
justly considered as one of the greatest 
divines that has appeared in the 
church. He composed the noble office 
for the holy sacrament. Secreta Alcli.

THOMAS de Catrimpe, or de Catinpre 
(Cantipratanus) a learned divine of the 
13th. century, born 1201, of noble 
parents at Leuve near Brussels. He 
was first a regular canon of St. Augus- 
tine at the abbey of Catrimpre near 
Cambrai, then took the Dominican 
habit, and died May 15, 1280, His 
most important work is entitled, 
Bonum univeriaale de Apibus, the best 
edition of it is Douay, 1627, 8yo, It 
is a treatise on the duties of superiors 
and inferiors.

THOMAS DE JESU, a pious and 
eminent Augustine monk, son of Fer- 
nando Alvarez de Andrady, descended 
from one of the first families in Por- 


when only 15, and after finishing his 
studies at Coimbra, preached with 
great success. Some years after this, 
he attempted to introduce a reform 
in his order, and a more austere way 
of living; but found so many obstacles 
to his plan, that he was obliged to 
give it up. Sebastian, king of Portu- 
gal, being made acquainted with his 
merit and his kindness to the poor, 
took him with him in his unfortunate 
expedition to Africa, 1578. There

Thomas de Jesu laboured zealously to 
Succour all the afflited, but while he 
was exhorting the soldiers, during the 
battle of Alcazer, to fight bravely 
against the infidels, an arrow pierced 
his shoulder, and he became the pri- 
soner of a Moor, who sold him to a 
Mahometan priest. This Marabut 
treated him at first with tolerable 
mildness; but finding that he would 


not renounce Christianity, he after- 


wards cast him loaded with chains 
into a horrid prison where he expe- 
rienced very cruel usage. Thomas de 
Jesu on being taken from this dun- 
geon, was placed with a Christian 
merchant to recover his strength, and 
went a few days after to Morocco, 
where the Portuguese lords wanted 
to detain him among them; but in 
compliance with his most earnest in- 
treaties, he was sent to the Sagene, the 
prison of the poor Christian slaves, 
and did infinite good there, by conso- 
ling and instructing them in their at- 
flictions. The countess de Linarez, 
his sister, and Philip II. King of Spain, 
would have ransomed him; but he op- 
posed it, chusing rather to remain 
with the captives that he might in- 
struct them. St. Thomas spent four 
yezrs in this pious employment, and 
died in the exercise of it, April 17, 
1582, aged 53. We have an excellent 
book which he wrote in his prison, 
and which father Alleaume, a Jesuit, 
has translated into French, under the 
title of les Souffrances de Notre Seigneur 
Jetus Christ, 4 tom. 12mo. 

THOMAS DE VALENCIA, a 
Spanich Dominican, in the middle of 
the 17th century, by whom we. have 
a useful book, in his native lanugage, 
entitled, Conzlation in Adveriity, &c. 

THOMAS DE VILLANOVA (St.) 
so called from the place of his birth, 
a village in the diocese of Toledo. 
After having taught theology at Al- 
cala, he entered the Augustine order 
as the age of 30, and distinguished 
himself so much by his lectures and 
Sermons, that the emperor Charles V. 
and his consort Isabella, chose him 
for their preacher in ordinary. St. 
Thomas de Villanova lived at court 
in a holy and exemplary manner. He 
held various important offices in his 
order, and was nominated by the em- 
peror to the archbishopric of Grenada,

which he refused; but his superiors 
compelled him afterwards to accept 
that of Valencia. He ruled his dio- 
cese with great care and prudence, 
displayed almost unexampled charity 
towards the poor, among whom he 
distributed all he had before his death, 
even the bed he lay on, which he 
gave to the goaler of the episcopal 
prison, only desiring to have the use 
of it for the short time he had to live. 
He died November, 1555, aged 67, 
A vol. of his Sermons was published at 
Alcala, 1581. He has been canon- 
ized by Alexander VIII. 

THOMAS DU FOSSE' (Peter) a 
learned writer in the 17th century, 
born August 6, 1634, at Rouen, of a 
respectable and ancient family, ori- 
ginally of Blois. He was educated at 
Port-Royal in the Fields, where M. le 
Maitre took great pains to form his 
genius and $tyle; and he afterwards 
assisted that gentleman, Mess. de Tilles 
mont and Curlugay in their works, 
preferring a private life to the offers 
made him by M. de Pompone of being 
employed in his embassies. M. Tho- 
mas du Fosse died unmarried Novem- 
ber 4, 1698, aged 64. His works are, 
The Life of St. Thomas ef Canterbury, 
4to. and T2mo.; The Life of Tertullian 


and of Origen, 8vo,; The Life of D. Bare 


thelami of the Martyrs, with M. le Mai- 
tre, 8vo.; Lives of the Saints, 2 vol. 
4to, he intended to have given the 
rest; but laid that plan aside to con- 
tinue the Explanations of M. de Sacy's 
Bible. He was also author of the 
short Notes to that Bible; Memoirs of 
Port Royal, I2Mo.; yr of M. de 
Pontis, and other works. 

THOMAS of Canterbury, (St.) or 
Thomas Beeket, born December 21, 
1117 in London, of repectable parents, 
and educated both at Oxford and Paris. 
On his return to England, he formed 
a friendship with a rich nobleman, 
who introduced him to all his parties 
of pleasure; but Thomas having nar» 
rowly escaped being killed while hunt» 


ing, determined to quit this useless 


and dissipated way of life, and applied 
himself to the law and civil affairs. 
Theobald, archbishop of Canterbury, 
placed great confidence in him, and 
made him archde of his church. 
The oftice of chancellor of England 
became vacant not long after, and the 

archbishop, 
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THO 
archbighop, who had great influence 
over Henry II. having proposed Tho- 
mas to fill it, he was immediately no- 
minated, and discharged all his duties 
with the approbation, both of the 
king and of his subjects. After Theo- 
bald's death, which happened 1162, 
Thomas was raised in spite of himself, 
to the see of Canterbury, and would 
no longer retain the dignity of chan- 
cellor. He had afterwards a quarrel 
with his majesty respecting the privi- 
leges, immunities and rites of the 
church of England, and being com- 
pelled to leave that Kingdom, with- 
drew to the abbey of Pontigny. This 
situation he was also obliged to quit, 
but Louis VII. king of France, de- 
clared himself his patron. St. Thomas 
also took refuge at Lyons, and the 
chapter of that metropolis gave him a 
house, and a lordship in the country. 
At length, after a long series of 
troubles, a reconciliation took place 
between him and the English monarch, 
and he returned to his church of Can- 


terbury 1170, where he was received 


with the greatest joy. Sometime after 
this, the quarrel breaking ont afresh, 


Thomas excommunicated all those who 


declared themselves against him, as 
well ecclesiastics as laymen, upon 


which, Henry II. exclaimed in a tran- 


sport of rage, that he was wery unfortu- 
nale, since not one of those whom he had 
loaded with favours, would avenge him of 
@ prieit who disturbed his kingdom. Four 
gentlemen of the bedchamber hearing. 
these words, took an immediate reso- 


lution to go and destroy the archbishop 


and murder him, December 29, 1170, 
in the fifty-second year of his age, 
and the ninth of his episcopacy. God 
honoured his tomb by several mira- 
cles, and pope Alexander III. placed 
him among the holy Martyrs. His 
ardent charity and other virtues, con- 
tributed more to his satisfaction, than 
the obstinacy he discovered in defence 
of some rights, concerning which he 
might have relaxed a little. An Ace- 
count of his martyrdom, by an eye-wit» 
ness, may be found in Martenne's 
Thesaiirus, We have several Tra#: by 
St. Thomas of Canterbury, some Epis- 
tles, and the hymn to the holy virgin, 
Gaude flure wirginali, &c. M. du Fosse 
has written his Life, 8vo.

THOMAS (Arthur) sieur d'Embry 
known by his commentaries on PA 
tratus, fol.; on the Life of Apilloniu, 
Daneus, to. and by a bad translation 
of Chalcondylas, He lived in the 15th 
centur x. 

THOMASINI (James Philip) a 
learned hishop of Citta nuova in Istria 
in the t7th century, by whom We 
have two vol. of Eulogies on vllustriaus 
Men, and various other works. 

THOMASIUS (Jame) born 1621 of 
a good family at Leipsic, whe he also 
died 1684, aged 62, after having taught 
the belles lettres and philosophy with 
reputation. The celebrated Leibnitz, 
who had been his pupil in philosophy, 
always retained a particular regard for 
him. His principal works are: The 
Antiquity of Philosophical and Ecclesiastical 
History; $everal Diszertations on lite- 
rary subjects; Hall, 1700, and the fol- 
lowing 11 vol. 8vo. in one of which 
he treats of literary plagiarism, and 
gives a list of 100 plagiaries, He had 
two sons who became eminent, Gott. 
fried, a skilful physician, and 
_  THOMASIUS (Christian) a very 
learned lawyer, who was appointed 
professor of law at Hall, 1710, direc- 
tor of the university in that city, and 
became his Prussian majesty's intimate 
counsellor. He died September 23, 
1728. He left a Hist. of Natural Law; 
A Hixstory of the Disputes between the 
Priesthood and the Empire, to the 16th 
century. Some Theiizes, Antwerp, 


1713, 4to. in which he maintains this 


dangerous maxim, That Concubinage i; 
not contrary to the natural law, being 
only a less perfect state than marriage. Tho- 
masius left several other works, some 
in Latin others in German, 
THOMASIUS (Michael) an able 
canonist of the 16th century, called 
also Tanaquetivs. He was horn at Ma- 
jorca, appointed councellor and se- 
cretary to Philip II. king of Spain, 
1556, and afterwards made bishop of 
Lerida. Michael Thomasius corrected 
Gratian's Decretals, and wrote a com- 
mentary on the Manner of celebrating 
Councils, on Ecclesiastical Disputes, Rome, 
1565, 4to. and other works. 
THOMASSIN (Lewis) born Aug. 
28, 1619 at Aix in Provence, of a 
good and ancient family, and admitted 
at 14 into the congregation of the ora- 


, 
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tory, where he had been educated. 
After teaching ethics, in his congrega- 
tion, and philosophy, he was appointed 
professor of divinity at Saumur, and 
introduced in his school, the method of 
treating theological subjects according 
to the holy scriptures, the fathers and 
councils. Being invited to Paris 1654, 
he began to hold conferences of posi- 
tive theology in the seminary of St. 
Magloire, according to the method he 
had adopted at Saumur, and continued 
them till 1668, at which time his su- 
periors and several eminent prelates, 
persuaded him to give the fruits of 
his laboursto the public. Father Tho- 
massin became $0 celebrated by his 
works, that pope Innocent XI. en- 
deavoured to draw him to Rome, 
with an intention of giving him a 
cardinal's hat, and making use of his 
talents; but the King replied that so 
learned a man was necessary in his 
dominions. The French clergy gave 
him a pension of 1000 livres, which 
the poor always shared with him. He 
was mild, modest, active, agreeable 
in his manners, and very assiduous in 
all his pursuits. He died December 
25, 1695, aged 77. The principal 
among his numerous works are: A 
large and excellent treatise on Ecclesi- 
astical Discipline, 1725, 3 vol. fol. in 
French; he published a Latin trans- 
lation of it himself, 1706, 3 vol. fol. ; 
Theclogical Dogmas, 3 tom. fol. in La- 
tin, 1680; several Tra#s on the divine 
office, Svo.; on the Feasts, Svo.; on the 
Fasts, 8vo.; on Truth and Falsehood, 8vo.; 
on Alms, Svo.; on Trade and on Liury, 
8vo.; Tr, dogmatique des Moyens dont on 
eit geri dans tous les tems pour maintenir 
Punite de P Eglise, 1703, 3 vol. 4to.; 
Directions for studying and teaching 
philosophy in a Christian manner, 8vo. 
the same for the profane historians, 
8vo.; a plan of the same kind for 
Grammar or the Languages with re- 
lation to the holy scriptures, 2 vol. 
8vo.; A Univerial Hebrew Glossary, 
printed at the Lewure, 1697, fol.; Dis- 
zertations on the councils, in Latin, 
1667, 1 vol, 4to.; Memoires zur la Grace, 
1682, 4to. &. All this father's works 
discover entensive learning. His Life 
written by father Bordes is prefixed to 
his Hebrew Glossary. 

THOMASSIN, father and son, two 
excellent engravers, particularly the

latter, whose print of Meluncholy, from 
Feti, is much admired. He was the 
pupil of Picart 4e Romain, and died at 
Paris, 1741, aged 53. 

THOMIN (Mark) a learned op- 
tician of Paris, who employed him- 
self chiefly in adapting spectacles to 
different kinds of sight; on which 
subject he published a vol. in r2mo. 
1749, and a treatise on Optics, 1749, 
8vo, He died 1752, aged 45. 

THOMSON (James) a celebrated 
English poet, born at Ednam in Scot- 
land, son of a clergyman. Lord Tal- 
bot made choice of him to accompany 
his son in his travels, and he became 
afterwards secretary to the chancellor; 
but on the decease of the latter was 
obliged to write for the stage till his 
death in 1748. His Hymn to the cre- 
ator has been translated into French, 
by the abbe Yart, member of the aca- 

demy at Rouen. Thomson wrote a 
panegyric on Newton, in verse, and a 
long poem on the Seatont, which has 
been translated into French, by madam 
de Bontems, 1752, 8vo. plates, His 


works were printed at London, 1762, 


2 vol. 4to. M. Saurin has adapted his 
Tancred and Sigismunda to the French 
theatre. 

THORENTIER (James) a doctor 
of the Sorbonne, afterwards priest of 
the oratory, whose preaching was ad- 
mired at Paris and elsewhere. His 
works are: Sermons, 1 vol. Svo.; Con- 
Solations coutre les frayeurs de la Mort, 
I2mo.; Dissertation wr la Pauvrete re- 
ligieuse, 1726, 18 vo. and a short trea- 
tise againzt Umry, under the name of 
M. du Tertre. This treatise which is 
valued, is entitled, ? Hure expliquee et 
condamnet par les Ecritures saintes, &c. 
Paris, 1673, I12mo. - 1 

THORILLIERE (le Noir de la) a 
gentlemen, who quitted the army in 
in which he was captain of horse, to 
turn player. After Moliere's death, 
he engaged in the company of the 
Hotel de Bourgogne, and acted with 
success the parts of Kings and peasants 
till 1679. His son performed tragedy 
till the death of Raisin 1693, when 
he devoted himself to the characters 
of valets, in which he excelled. He 
had a son who was a moderate actor. 

THORIUS (Raphael) a physician 
and Latin poet, who was eminent in 
England in the reign of James I. and 
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xcessively fond of wine. He died of 


the plague in London 1629, leaving 4 
poem on Tobacco which is esteemed, 
Utrecht, 1644, 12mo. and a Letter ae 


cad morbi et mortis Tsaaci Casauboni, 


THORNHILL (Sir James) a cele- 
brated English painter, born 1676 in 
Dorsetshire. On the death of his 


father, a gentleman who had dissi- 


pated his fortune, he applied to paint- 


ing for a maintenance, and made $0 


rapid a progress in it, that queen Anne 
employed him in several great works. 
He painted the cupolo of St. Paul's 
church with the history of that apostle 
in chiaro scuro, heightened with gold; 
the figures are grand, but not very 
correct. Thornhill being appointed 
state painter to her majesty, was 
knighted, acquired a large fortune, 
and re-purchased the lands which his 
father had sold. He succeeded in all 


| Kinds of painting, and died a member 


of parliament, 1732. 

THOU (Nicholas de) counsellor 
clerk to the parliament, archdeacon of 
the church or Paris, abbot of St. Sym- 
phorien de Beauvais, afterwards bishop 
of Chartres, son of Augustine de 
Thou, descended from an illustrious 
family originally of Champagne, which 
has produced many great men. He 
crowned Henry IV. 1594, and was 
one of the most eminent prelates of 
his time. He died 1598, aged 70, 
leaving a treatise en the Administration 
of the Sacraments ; an Explanation of the 


Mast and its Ceremanies, with other 


works. 

THOU (christopher de) elder bro- 
ther of the preceding, seigneur de 
Bonnail, Celi, &c. First president of 
the parliament of Paris, chancellor to 
the dukes of Anjou and Alencon, and 
one of the greatest magistrates in the 
16th century. He rendered essential 
services to Henry II. Charles IX. and 
Henry III. and made himself univer- 
sally esteemed and respected by his 
virtue, prudence, and talents in times 
of troubles and factions. He died 
November, 1582, aged 74. | 

THOU (James Augustus de) third 
son of the preceding, and one of the 
greatest men of his age, born 1553, 
at Paris. After having visited Italy, 
Flanders, and Germany, he was ap- 
pointed counsellor to the parliament 


of Paris, then master of requests, and

afterwards president 4 Mortier. Henry 
III. and Henry IV. entrusted him with 
the most important affairs and nego- 
ciations, in all which he discovered 
great abilities. He succeeded Jamey 
Amiot, bishop of Auxerre, as granq 
master of the King's library, and dieq 
at Paris, May 7, 1617, aged 64. His 
first wife, Mary de Barbauson, brought 
him no children, she died r6or. B 

his second, Gasparde de la Chatre, he 
had three sons. M. de Thou lies buried 
in the family chapel, in the parish of 
St. Andre-des Arcs, at Paris, where 
his effigy, between those of his two 
wives, is placed on his tomb. He has 
left an excellent History of his own

Re Accipitra- 
ria, 1584, 4to.; several Poems on the 
cabbage, the violet, the lily, and va- 
rious flowers, 1611, 4to.; Poemata 
Sacra, Paris, 1593, 8vo. M. Durand 
has written his Life, in French, $vo.

THOU (Francis Augustus de) el- 
dest son of the preceding, counsellor 
of state, master of requests in the 
palace, and grand master of the King's 
library; esteemed by all the literati 
of his time, for his admirable dispo- 
sition and deep learning. He was be- 
headed at Lyons, September 12, 1642, 
at the age of 35, for having concealed 
a conspiracy formed against cardinal 
Richelieu, the secret of which had 
been entrusted to him by Henry d' 
Efliat, marquis de Cinqmars. From 
this cause, his unhappy fate certainly 
originated, and not, as many have 
supposed, from the cardinal's wish to 
revenge himself on him for what the

THOYNARD (Nicholas) born 
March 5, 1629, at Orleans, descended 
from one of the. best families. in that 
city, He was well acquainted with 
the languages, history, antiquities, and 
chronoloy. He died January 5, 1706, 
aged 77 His principal work is an 
excellent Harmony of the four Evangelizts, 
1707, fol. Greek and Latin, with 
learned Notes. SY 5 
THRASIMOND, king of the Van- 
dals in Africa, an Arian, who ascended 
the throne 496, persecuted the Catho- 
lics with great cruelty, and banished 
St. Fulgentius, and died 522. 
THRASYBULUS. an Athenian 
general who drove out the thirty ty- 
rants, and restored Athens to its fre- 
dom. He afterwards gained several 
victories in Thrace and killed Theri- 
macus the Lacedæmonian general, in 
battle 392, A. C. but was killed himself 
in Pamphylia two years after by the 
Aspendii, who favoured the Spartans. 
THRASYLLUS, a famous astrolo- 
ger, much beloved by Tiberius, who 
being at the port of Rhodes with this 
prince after he had been banished 
thither by Augustus, was bold enough 
to assure him that a ship just arrived, 
brought him good news; and Tiberius 
actually received letters from Augus- 
tus and Livia, recalling him to Rome, 
It is added, that Tiberius having 
Thrasyllus again with him in the same 
island, determined he should be 
thrown from the top of a wall, being 
angry that this skilful astrologer pe- 
netrated into his thoughts and designs; 
but perceiving him melancholy, and 
enquiring the cause, Thrassyllus an- 
wered, he dreaded tome fatal accident, at

which Tiberius was astonished, and 
changed his resolutions Several per- 
sons of this name, are mentioned by 
ancient writers, Some suppose the 
Thrasyllus of whom we are $speak- 
ing, to be the same with Thrasyllus, 
a celebrated poet and musician of Phi- 
liontis, a city of Peloponnesus; but 
others assert that they are different 
men. However that may be, this 
Thrasyllus was living in the year 37. 
THREE CHAPTERS (the affair of 
the) v. IBAS, THEODORE of Mop« 
zuesta. THEODORET. 
THUCYDIDES, a very celebrated 
Grecian historian, born 475, A. C. at 
Athens, son of Olorus, and grandson 
of Miltiades, who is supposed to have 
descended from the famous Miltiades, 
and who married the daughter of a 
Thracian king. He was general of 
the army in Thrace, and had some 
gold mines there, which gave him 
great influence; but Cleon's party pro- 
cured him to be unjustly banished 
under pretence of his not having suc- 
coured Amphypolis. During his ex- 
ile, which lasted twenty years, he 
wrote his Histery of the Peli ponne tian 
War, between the republics of Athens 
and Sparta. This history is in eight 
books, and ends at the twenty-first 
year of the Peloponnesian war; it 
Should have included the 27 years of 
that war; but Thucydides could not 


finish it, for he died 411, A. C. aged 


64. The best edition of history, is 
Amsterdam, 1731, fol. Greek and Latin, 
those of Oxford, 1696, fol. and Glasgow, 
1759, 8 vol. 8vo. are valued, It is 
Said, that Thucydides when very 
young, hearing Herodotus read his 
history in public, could not refraia 
from tears; on which ,Herodotus told 
his father, that he thought him happy 
in having a son, who 80 early discover- 
ed such an affection for the works of 
the muses. Demosthenes so highly 
valued Thucydides' history, that he 
transcribed the whole of it several 
times with his own hand. M. d' Ablan- 
court has given an elegant French 
translation of this author, the best 
edit of which is by Billaine, 3 vol. 12m. 
THUILLIER (Dom Vincent) a Be- 
nedictine of the congregation de Sr. 
Maur, born 1685 at Coucy in the dio- 
cese of Laon, who taught philosophy 
and theology in the abbey of St. Ger- 
KK maine 
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main-des-Ptes at Paris, was sub- prior 
of that abbey, and died there, Jan. 12, 
1736. His works are: a French trans- 
lation of Polybizs, with a Commentary by 
the chevalier Follard, 6 vol. gto. 
which is esteemed. Two Letters, on 
the Revocation of his appeal from the 
Bull Unigenitns; Hit. de la nouvelle Edit. 
de St. Augustin, 1736, to. and some 
other pieces, chiefly in favour of the 
constitution Unigenitus, after he had 


revoked his appeal; which made a 


great noise in his congregation. 
THUMME (Theodore) a tearned 
Lutheran divine and professor ut Tu- 
bingen, xho died 1630. His most known 
and valuable work is a treatise his- 
torical and theological de Festis Judæ - 
orum, Christianorum et Ethnicorum, 4to.

Seeing a 
boat near the shore, quite unguarded, 
he got into it, and arrived safe at 
Calais without any guide. The mare- 
chal de Belle Isle, who was then re- 
turning from England to France, being 
acquainted with what had happened, 
declared himself his patron. In the 
war of 1756, after several fortunate

- expetlitions, he was appointed com- 


mander of five frigates destined to 
make a descent in Ireland, 1760, and 
captain Elliot coming up with him, 
an engagement took place, in which 
captain Thurot was Killed, at the age 
of 35. An Accoune of one of his 
campaigns has been printed, 1 vol. 
12mo. 
THYESTES, son of Pelops and 
Hippodamia, father of Egisthus and 
brother of Atreus, with whose wife 
Europa, he committed incest. Atreus 
in revenge, cut the child she bore in 


pieces, and served it up at table to 


Thyestes. The poets say that the sun 
turned back and hid himself, rather 
than witness so horrid an action. 

THYREUS, a Jesuit of Nuys, who 
taught theology, and died 1673, aged 
73, leaving a theological treatise or 
the Apparition of Spectre, which is cu- 
rious. 

THYSIUS (Anthony) a learned 
German, in the 17th century, who

TIBERIUS (Claudius Tiberius Nen 
a Roman emperor, son of Tiberius 
Nero, and Livia Drusilla,whom Augus- 
tus married with her husband's cons 
sent. He was adopted by Augusw 
through Livia's intreagues, and suc- 
ceeded that prince, August 19, in the 
year of our Lord 14. His reign com- 
menced mildly, but soon became 3 
continued series of unexampled cruel 
ties. He put his wife Julia to death, 
also Germanicus, Agrippina, Dru, 
Nero, Sejanus, &c. This prince, who 
had so bravely repulsed the enemies

TIBERIUS ABSIMARUS, v. ABSI- 
MARUS. 

TIBERIUS Constantine, Aa Thracian, 
who distinguished himself by his ge- 
nius and courage, rose by his merit to 
the highest offices in the empire, and 
was created Cæsar, 577, by the em- 
press Sophia's advice, and associated 
with justin 24e Younger, This prince 
falling sick, Tiberius was crowned 
emperor of the East 578, and succeed- 
ed Justin the same year. He defeated 
the Persians, and died near Constan- 
tinople, August 14, 582, after a glo- 
rious reign of four years. The em- 
peror Mauritius, his son- in-law, suc- 
ceeded him. 

TIBULLUS (Aulus Albius) à Ro- 
man knight, born at Rome, 43 A. C. 
who was the friend of Horace, Ovid, 
Macer, and other great men of the 
Augustan age, He accompanied Mes- 
sala Corvinus to the war in Corcyra; 
but falling sick, and finding the fa- 
tigues of a military life too great for 
his constitution, quitted the army and 
retired to Rome, where he died before 
the year 17. Ovid testiſed his grief 
{or this poet's death, by a very beau- 
tiful elegy. Tibullus has left four 
books of Elegies, written with great 
wit and delicacy, in a tender pleasing 
style, and most elegant Latin. Muret 
and Joseph Scaliger have written 
learned and curious commentaries on 
his works. Broukusius published an 
edition of Tibullus, Amsterdam, 1708, 
40, which is valued. The rest are 
with Catullus. A new translation ap- 
peared 1771, 2 vol. $vo. with Catullus 
and Gallus, by the marquis de Pezai. 
M. de Longchamps published a new 
one, 1777, 8Byo, That by M. Marolles 
is despicable. Les Amanrs de Tibulle, 
by M, de la Chapelle, and by M. de 
Moy vre, are rather poetical romances, 
than translations. | 


_ TICHO BRAHE, or TYCO 


chose Caligula, son of Germanicus for 
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BRAHE, son of Otho Brake, lord of 
Knud-Strup, in Denmark, descended 
from an ancient and illustrious family. 
He was born December 19, 1546, and 
sent to study the law at Leipsic, but 
employed part of his time, unknown 
to his masters, in astronomieal obser- 
vations, for which he had a decided 
taste. Ticho Brahe lost his nose in a 
nocturnal duel, with a Danish gentle- 
man, hut made himself another of 
gold, silver, and wax, with so much 
art, that it was universally believed 
to be a natural one, On his return to 
Denmark he married a country girl of 
Knud-Strup, which step offended his 
Whole family, to whom he was how+ 
ever reconciled afterwards by the 
king's authority. He went seyeral 
times into Italy and Germany, where 
the emperor and several other princes 
would have detained him by consider- 
able posts; but he chose rather to re- 
turn to his own country, where Fre- 
deric II. gave him the isle of Ween, 
with a large pension. It was there 
that Ticho Brahe built the castle of 
Uraniemburg, i. e. the City of Heaven, 
and the wonderful tower of Stelleburg, 
for the purpose of making astronomi - 
cal observations, and construRing his 
various instruments and machines, 
which were the admiration of all who 
Saw them. He was visited there by 
James VI. king of Scotland, and 
Christiern King of Denmark, and 
spent 100,000 crowns in the improve» 
ment of astronomy. There he also 
invented the New System of the World, 
which bears his name, and which has 
been adopted by some divines, because 
it is free from most of the difficulties 
attending that of Ptolomy, while it 
nevertheless Supposes the sun to tyra 
round the earth. Ticho Brahe also 
studied chemistry as8iduvusly, and 
made such valuable discoveries in 
that science, as to cure such numbers 
of sick persons whose cases were cone 
sidered as desperate; distributing hig 
medicines with great charity and li- 
berality to all who stood in need of 
them. Nor did his extreme application 
to astronomy and the abstruse sciencet, 
prevent his cultivating the belles let- 
tres, particularty poetry, for he fre- 

tly amused himself with making 
Vertes. Ticho Brahe was much es- 


tcemed by the landgrave of Hee, 
who

who like him had a strong passion for 


astronomy, and became uncommonly 
celebrated throughout Europe. Some 


envious persons having injured him in 
the king of Denmark's opinion, he 
lost his pension, and quitted his native 
country to go into Holland ; but at the 
pressing solicitations of the emperor 
Rodolphus II. retired to Prague, in 
which city he died of a retention of 


urine, October 24, 1601, aged 55, His

Sophia Brahe, his sister, excelled in 


poetry, and has left an elegant Epistle 
in Latin verse. 


TICHONIUS, a learned writer at 


the end of the 4th century, in the 
reign of Theodosius the Great, who 
was one of the Donatists, and a man 
of great wit and genius. His only re- 
maining work is a treatise on the Seven 
Rules for explaining the Holy Scriptures, 
which is in the Library of the Fathers, 
and of which St. Augustine has made 
an abridgement in the third book of 
his Christian Doctrine. 

TIENE, v. GAETAN. | 

TIFERNAS (Gregory) a native of 
Tiferno in Italy, who made the Greek 


language his principal study, and 


taught it at Paris and Venice, in which 
last city he died, aged 50, under the 
pontificate of Paul II. who held the 
papacy from 1464, to 1471, Besides 
some Greek Trans/ations, the principal 
among which 1s one of Strabo, he left 
some Latin Poems; they may be found 
at the end of an edition of Ausonius, 
1471, and were printed separately 
forty years after in 4to. Italic charac- 
ters; also in 1508, 4to. round letters. 
TIGLATH-PILESER, king of Assy- 
ria, succeeded Pul, 747, A.C. Ahaz, 
king of the Jews, being besieged in 
Jerusalem by Rezin, King of Syria, 
sent Tiglath-pileser all the treasure 
which he found in the temple, in 
order to engage his assistance, This 
prince marched immediately against 
Rezin, killed him, destroyed Damas- 
cus, and carried its inhabitants to Cy- 
rene. But the alliance proved fatal to 
Ahaz, for Tiglath-pileser ravaged his 
country, and compelled him to pay a

large tribute annually. He also tock 
most of the cities of Galilee, and car.

TIGRANES, king of Armenia, and 
one of the most powerful princes of 
his time, He added Syria to his em. 
pire, the Syrians having voluntarily 
resigned themselves to him, 85, AC. 
on account of the various reyolutions. 
which desolated their country. Tigra. 
nes carried on the war against the 
Romans, for the sake of his son, in. 
law, Mithridates; but having been de. 
feated by Lucullus and Pompey, yielded 
part of his dominions to the conquerors, - 
and made them his protectors. The 
rest of this king's life was spent 
peaceably. His second son, named 
Tigranes also, rebelled against his 
father, and each party having placed 
themselves under the protection of the 
Romans, Lucullus left Armenia to 
the father, and gave Sophene to the 
son. But this latter being dissatisfied 
with his share, Lucullus put him in 
prison. 

TIL (Solomon Van) a famous Pro. 
testant minister, and eminent professor 
of divinity at Leyden, born December 
26, 1644, at Wesop, a small city two 
leagues from Amsterdam, of a good 


losophy, natural history, physic, theo- 
logy, and antiquities, both sacred and 
profane. Being at Leyden, 1644, be 
formed a friendship with Cocceins, 
whose advice he followed, and adopted 


time Van Til applied assiduously to

TILINGIUS- (Matthias) a learned 
German physician of the 17th century,

opiate, g vo.; Opiclogia nove, 1697, 4to. 
and several other medical works which 
are valued. ; 
TILLADET (Jean Marie de la 


Marque de) born 1650, at the castle of 


Tilladet, in Armagnac, of a noble and 
ancient family. He served some time 
in the army, sold his estate of Tilladet 
for an annuity, and afterwards entering 
the congregation of the Oratory, took 
holy orders. Father de Tilladet was 
admitted into the academy of inscrip- 
tions, 1701, and died at Versailles, 


July 15, 1715, aged 65. Some of his 


writings are in the memoirs of the 
above-mentioned academy, and he 
published an edition of a collection, 
entitled, Dissertations zur diverses Ma- 
tieres de Religion et de Philologie, 1712, 2 
vol. 12mo. &c. Most of these Disser- 
tations are by M. Huet. 

TILLEMONT (M. de) v. NAIN. 

TILLET (John du) bishop of St. 
Brieux, afterwards of Meaux, one of 
the most learned men of the 16th cen- 
tury, brother of John du Tillet, chief 
register to the parliament of Paris. He 
died November 19, 1570, leaving a 
great number of valuable works, among 
which the following are the principal; 
Tr. de la Religicn Chretienne; Reponse aux 
Ministres, 1566, S vo.; Avis aux Gentil 
kommes seduits, 1567, Bv0.; Tr. de V Anti- 


quite et de la Solemnite de la Mete, 1 567, 


i6to.; A treatise on the Aportle's Creed, 
1566, $vo.; A Chronicle of the French 
kings till 1547; a good work, which 
has been translated into French, and 
continued to 1604. It may be found 
in the Recueil des Reit de France, 1618, 
4to.; The examples of the actions of some 
Pontiffs compared with these of the Pagan 
princes, in Latin, Augsburg, 1610, 8vo. 
Kc. This pious and learned bishop 
had besides John du Tillet, who will 
be mentioned in the following article, 
another brother, Lewis du Tillet, cancn 
of Angouleme, and curate of Clai in 
Poitou. The latter fell into the errors 
of Calvin, who had been his tutor, and 
who composed at his request some 
short Christian exhortations, which 
Lewis du Tillet read as discourses to 
his parishioners, that he might accus- 
tom them by degrees to the new doc- 
trine, He afterwards quitted the 
Kingdom with Calvin; but his brother, 
the bishop of Meaux, went in search

of him as far as Germany, prevailed on 
him by his exhortations to break off all 
connexions with Calvin, and brought 
him back to the Catholic church. 
TILLET (John du) brother of the 
preceding, chief register to the parlia- 


ment of Paris, and much celebrated for 


his writings. He died October 2, 1570. 
He left Recueil des Reis de France, an 
important work, and necessary for un- 
derstanding the French history; the 
best edition is 1618, 4to.; Tr. pour la 
Maporite du Roi Frangois II. 1560, 4to.s 
Sommaire de  Histvire de la Guerre faite 
centre les Albigenis, 1590, 12mo. a SCarce 
and valuable book; Discaurs aur la 
Seance des Rois de France en leur Cours de 
de Parlement, in Godefroy's Cerremonial 
Institution du Prince Chretien, Paris, 
1563, 4to. &c. The office of chief 
register to the parliament had been 
long held by one of Johu du Tillet's 
family, and continued to be $0 till the 
lime of John Francis du Tillet, Who 
was admitted to it, 1689. The same 
family has also produced several coun- 
sellors to the parliament, and masters 
of requests. v. TITON-DU-TILLET. 

TILLI (John Tzerclais count de) 
son of Martin Tzerclais, hereditary 
SEnEchal of the county of Namur, 
descended from an ancient and illus- 
trious family, which was one of the 
Seven Patrician families of Brussels. It 
is said that he was originally a jesuit; 
but going into the army he commanded 
the Bavarian troops under the duke 
Maximilian. He had a great share in 
the victory gained at Prague, Novem- 
ber 8, 1620, over the unfortunate 
elector palatine Frederic V. and after- 
wards defeated successively the armies 
of count Mansfeldt, the duke of Bruns- 
wic, and the margrave of Baden Dour- 
lach. At the battle of Lutter ia 
Lunenburg, 1626, he conquered the 
Danish army, which their king com- 
manded in person. General Tilli was 
Sent to Lubeck, 1629, as plenipoten- 
tiary for concluding a peace with Den- 
mark, had the sole command of the 
imperial forces the following year in- 
Stead of Walstein, and took the city of 
Magdeburg by storm, 1631, where his 
soldiers committed the most horrid 
cruelties, barbarities, and ravages during 
three days. This unhappy city, after 


having been given up to pillage was 
destroyed by fire, and almost all the 
inhabitants, 
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inhabitants, men, women, and chil- 


dren, murdered in the most inhuman 
manner possible; a barbarous massacre, 
which will for ever tarnish the glory of 
this celebrated general. He then in- 
vaded Saxony, and took Leipsic; but 
was defeated three days after, Sept. 17, 
the same year, 1631, by Gustavus 
Adolphus, King of Sweden. Having 
xallied his forces he repulsed Horn, 
chief of the Protestant party, General 
Tilli was at length wounded by a can- 
non ball while defending the passage 
of Lech against the Swedes, and died 
of his wound, April 30, 1632. It is re- 
marked of this celebrated general, that 
he never had any connexion with 
women, nor ever drank wine. He be- 
athed sixty thousand crowns to the 
old regiments which had served under 
him. The house of Tzerclais has pro- 
duced several other illustrious and dis- 
tinguiched men, among them Albert 
Tzerclais, prince and count de Till, 
grandee of Spain, knight of the Golden 
Fleece, general of his Catholic majesty's 
forces in Flanders and Spain, captain of 
his life guards, viceroy and captain- 
general of Navarre, &c. He died 
September 3, 1715. 
- T[LLI (Angelo) born 1653, at Cas- 
tro, in Florentino, He was professor 
of botany at Pisa, a member of the 
Roy al Society of London, and published 
a Catalogue in Latin, of the plants in 
the garden at Pisa, Florence, 1723, fol. 
with fifty plates. - 
TILLOTSON (John) sonof aclothier 
in Yorkshire; born 1630. He devoted 
himself to the pulpit, and composed a 
great number of excellent Sermons, 
which are still considered as models for 
preachers, not only with respect to 
choice of subjects, but for purity of 
language and accuracy of style, being 
at once grave, majestic, nervous, and 
clear. Dr. Tillotson was successively 
JeRurer of St. Laurence in London, 
prebendary, then dean of Canterbury, 
dean of St. Paul's, clerk of the closet 
to his majesty, and at length appointed 
archbishop of Canterbury, May 31, 
1691, on the accestion of King William 
and queen Mary to the throne. His 
predecessor in that dignity was William 
Sancroft, who chose rather to resign 
this important see than take the oath 


of allegiance to their majesties. Arch- 


bishop Tillotson became very celebrated

for his preaching, his writings, and his 
great moderation. He died at Lambeth 
November 22, 1694, aged 64, and the 
king settled a pension on his Widow 
This prelate left a treatise on the Rule ef 
Faith, against atheists and infidel; 
printed with the Sermons, which were 
published during his life, 1699, fol. 
They have been translated into French, 
8 vol. 8vo. by M. Barbeyrac, and M. 
de Beausobre, His posthumous Ses 
mons are in 14 vol. 8vo, 

TIMAUS, a celebrated Pythagorean - 
philosopher, burn at Locris in Italy, 
He lived before Plato, and has left a 
small tract on the Nature and Soul of the 
World, written in the Doric dialect. 
The marquis d'Argens has given a 
translation of it with Notes, and the 
original Greek, 1763, 12mo, This 
Short tract, which may be found in 
Plato's works, furnished that great 
philosopher with the subject of bis 
treatise, entitled, Timeus. 70 

TIMAUS, a celebrated rhetorician 
and historian, born at Taurominium - 
in Sicily, who lived about 285, A. C. 
and was driven from his native country 
by the tyrant Agathocles. He pub- 
lished several works on different parts 
of rhetoric, and acquired great reputa- 
tion by his General History of Sicily, and 
his private history ofthe war of Pyrrhus. 
Cicero speaks highly of his eloquence, 
and Diodorus Siculus praises him for 
his exactness in relating circumstances 
which afforded no opportunity for in- 
dulging his hatred to Agathocles, and 
those whom he disliked. Theancients 
frequently mention him and his works, 
Lucian says that he lived to the age of 
96. None of his writings have come 
down to us. David Ruhnkenius has 
published Lexicon vocum Platonicem, by 


Timeus a Sophist, Lugd. Bat. 1754, 


8vo. 

TIMANTHES, a celebrated Grecian 
painter, born at Sicyon, or, according 
to some writers at Cithnus, one of the 
Cyclades. He flourisbed towards the 
close of Alexander the Great's reign, 
had a fertile invention, and the art of 
conveying ideas to the spectators be- 
yond what his pictures represented. 
All the ancients bestow the highest 
encomiums on that of Iphigenia pre» 
pared to be sacriſiced. The princess 
appeared with all the charms and 
grace belonging to her sex, age and 
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tank, with the dignity of a great Soul 
devoting itself for its country, yet with 
the agitation which the approach of 
the sacriſice must necessarily cause. 
She was standing before the altar, the 
high priest Chalcis attending, Whose 
countenance expressed that majestic 
zortow becoming his office. Menelaus, 
Iphigenia's uncle, Ulysses, Ajax, and 
the other Grecian princes were present 
at the sad spectacle, and the painter 
«cemed to have so entirely exhausted 
everv different species of grief, that he 
had no way left to describe that of the 
father, Agamemnon; but, by a stroke 
equally ingenious and touching, he co- 
vered the face of this prince with a 
veil, thus leaving the pitying specta- 
tor's imagination to paint the dreadful 
situation of the unhappy parent. His 
idea has been several times adopted 
with success, particularly in Poussin's 
Germanicus, V. PARRHASIUS., 

TIMOCRATES, 
praized by the ancients for his virtue 
and regular life. Being present one 
day at an exhibition of the Pantomimes, 
from which the austerity of his cha- 
racer had till then kept him, he ex- 
claimed, Quali speftaculo me Philosophiz 
wverecundia privatit? How much pleasure 
lade I last by a mistaken phiiosophical 
modesty. 

TIMOCREON, a comic poet of 
Rhodes, who lived about 476, A.C. 
famous for his gluttony, and his bitter 
verses against Simonides and Themis- 
tocles. The following epitaph was 
made for him; 


Malta bibens, et multa voraus, male denique 
dicens, 


Multis, hie jaceo Timocreon Rhodius. 


Some fragments of this poet are in the 
Corpus Poetarum Græc. Geneva, 1606, 2 
vol. fol. 

TIMOLEON, a very celebrated 
Coriathian captain, who perceiving 
that his brother Timophanes wanted 
to usurp the sovereign power, put him 
to death, with the help of Satirus, his 
other brother. He was afterwards sent 
into Sicily with a strong army, 343, 
A.C. delivered Syracuse from the ty- 
ranny of Dionysius the Younger, whom 
he banished to Corinth, defeated Icetas, 
general of the Leontines, and Mago, 
general of the Carthagenians. Having 
condemned these two generals to die, 


the ruin of Athens, 


a philosopher,

not long after, he conquered Mammer” 
chus, tyrant of Catena, and Hippoy 
tyrant of Messina, and delivered all 
Sicily from the yoke under which it 
groaned, Timoleon then sent for his 
wife and children, and spent the rest 
of his life with them at Syracuse, as a 
private man, without any desire of 
ruling, and quictly enjoying the glory 
he had acquired by his noble actions. 
After this great man's death, a superb 
monument was erected to him in the 
public square at Syracuse, called from 
his name the Timeleontic Square, 
TIMON the Mizanthrope, i e. Man- 
hater, a famous Athenian abont 420, 
A C. of a savage temper, and an enemy 
to mankind, Being asked why he was 
fond of the little Alcibiades, while he 
detested the rest of his species, he re- 
plied, Because  forexee that he will prove 
He shunned all kind 
of company, but went one day to an 
assembly of the people, telling them 
aloud, 7hat he had a Fig tree an which 
Several persons had hanged themsebues, and 
as ke was going to cut it down and build on 
the spot, he gave them notice that if any 
one among them choe to hang himself there, 
he must make haute. Timon engraved an 
epitaph for his tomb, in which he 
cursed all who should read it. 
TIMOTHEUS, a bishop of Alexan- 
dria, in the 4th century, principally 
known by some Canonical Laws, which 
Balsamon has preserved to us. 
TIMOTHEUS, patriarch of Constan- 
tinople in the 6th century, author of 


a good treatise on the means of bringing 


back Heretics, which Cottellier has in- 
serted in his Monumenta Greca. 
TIMOTHEUS, an illustrious Athe- 
nian captain, son of Conon, a cele- 
brated Grecian general. He supported 
his father's glory, and was no less dis- 
tinguished for his learning and fine 
genius, than for his military exploits, 
and his skill in public affairs. Timo- 
thens took Corcyra, and gained a cele- 
brated naval victory over the Lacede- 
monians, 376, A.C. He afterwards 
captured Tornz and Potidæa, delivered 
Cyzicus, and performed many other 
noble actions; but towards the latter 
end of life, all his plans miscarried, 
and he was no longer successful. 
Chares, who had been general of the 
Athenians showing them one day the 
wounds he had received at the head of 


then 
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their troops, and his buckler pierced 
by a pike: en I, said Timoleon, 
was beiieging Samo, and $aw an arrow 
fall very near me, I felt aShamed, as have 
ing expozed myzelf like a yourg man, unne- 
cessarily, and more than the cncf of 10 great 
an army ought to do. | 

TIMOTHEUS, a celebrated Grecian 
musician and poet of Miletus. Being 
hissed on his first attempt to play before 
the people, he was so discouraged, that 
be determined to give up music; but 
the poet Euripides, whose judgement 
was more penetrating and solid than 
that of the multitude, encouraged him 
with assurances of brilliant success. 
The event justified the poet's predic- 
tion; for Timotheus became the most 
celebrated lyrist in all Greece. He 
added some strings to that instrument, 


for which the Lacedemonians con- 


demned him by a decree, preserved to 
us in Boethius. Timotheus is said to 
have introduced that species of music 
called CAromatic, and changed the an- 
cient, simple, and plain style of sing- 
ing, for a very complex one. 
TIMOTHY (st.) a disciple of St. 
Paul's, son of a Gentile and a converted 
Jewess. St. Paul met with him at 
Lystra, where the Believers bore $0 
honourable a testimony to his virtue, 


that this great apostle chose him for 


the companion of his travels about the 
year 46, made him afterwards bishop 
of Ephesus, and addressed two Epist/es 


to him, which are received as canon1- 


cal by the church. St. Timothy was 
stoned at Ephesus, for opposing the 
impious worship of Diana, and the 
zuperstition of the Gentiles, during one 
ef the festivals of that false deity about

TINDAL (Matthew) born April 10, 
1655, in Devonshire, son of a clergy- 
man who had good preferment. He 
took a doctor of law's degree, 1685, 
served afterwards in king James” army, 
and embraced the Catholic religion, 
but returned again to the church of 
England After king James had abdi- 
cated, Tindal published many works 
in favour of government, and obtained 


by them a pension of 200%. continued 


till his death, which happened in 
London, August 16, 1733. He had a 
vena! soul, and was by turns a Roman 
Catholic, Protestant, and Deist. Pe- 


sides his writings in fayour of govern-

ment, he left a dangerous book, en. 
titled, Christianity as old as the 9 
or the Gospel a republication of the Religicn 
of Nature, 1730, 4to. and 8vo. Pope 
in his Dunciad, discovers a just con. 
tempt for Tindal's pernicious works, 

TINTORETTO (Giacomo Robusti) 

a very celebrated Italian painter, born 
1512, at Venice, and called 1/ Tinte- 
rette, because his father was a Ayer. 
He discovered from his childhood such 
an uncommon taste and genius for 
painting, as induced his parents to 
place him under Titian's care; but the 
rapid progress he made, raised the 
jealousy of that great master, who sent 
him home in a short time. Tintoretto, 
not in the least discouraged, only strove 
the more earnestly to improve in his 
art, and to equal at least, if not surpass 
his master. He chose Michael Angelo, 
and Titian for his models, and made a 
Kind of law to himself, which he wrote 
on the walls of his closet in the follow. 
ing terms: Michael Angelo's drawing, 
and Titian's c:louring. Tintoretto $uc. 
ceeded in both, and painted a prodi- 
gious number of pictures which gained 
him great reputation throughout Eu- 
rope. He died at Venice, 1594, aged 
82, leaving Dominico Tintoretto, who 
died in the same city, 1637, aged 75, 
and Mary Tintoretto, who died 1 590, 
aged 20, They both excelled in paint- 
ing, particularly portraits. 
TIPHAIGNE-DE-LA-ROCHE, 
a physician of the faculty of Caen, and 
a member of the academy at Rouen, 
who resided a long time in Paris, but 
returned to die at his native place, 
1774. His works are, L'Amour devoile, 
ou Systime des Sympatistes, 1751, 12m0.; 
Amilec ou la Graine d' Hommes, 1754, 
12mo.; Giplantie, 1760, 2 vol. 8vo.; 
E 55ais zur Þ Histoire Qfconomique des Mers 
Occidentales, 1760, Svo.; Bigarrures Phi- 
losophiques, 1759, 2 vol. I12mo. 
TIPHAINE (Claudius) a pious and 
learned Jesuit, born 1571, at Paris, 
who taught philosophy and theology 
in his society, and was regent of the 
colleges of Rheims, Merz, la Fleche, 
and Pont-a-Mousson. He became also 
chancellor of the university in the last 
mentioned city, and provincial of the 
province of Champagne, and died at 
Sens with sentiments of fervent piety, 
December 27, 1641, leaving the follow» 
ing works; Avertiziement aux Heretiques 


4 Metz; Declaratio et Defensio schelas- 
tice doctrinæ S. S. Patrum et Doddoris 
angelici de Hipotcasi, cu Perzond, &c, 
Mussi-Ponti, 1634, 4to.; a treatise De 
Ordine, teu de Priori et Posteriori, Remis, 
1640, 4to. Though a Jesuit, he de- 
fended the sentiments of the Thomizts, 
respecting Grace. 

TIRAQUEAU (Andrew) a. very 
eminent French lawyer, at the begin- 
ning of the 16th' century; born at 
Fontenai-le-Comte, in Poitou. He 
was lieutenant civil, then counsellor 
to the parliament of Bourdeaux, and at 
length to that of Paris. M. Tiraqueau 
laboured assiduously to banish all the 
chicanery which had found entrance at 
the bar, administered justice so as to be 
universally applauded, and was em- 
ployed by Francis I. and Henry II. in 
affairs of importance, but found time 
to publich many learned works. He 
is said to have had near thirty children, 
and it was observed that he every year 
presented the state with a child and a 
book. M. Tiraqueau was the intimate 
friend of the illustrious chancellor, 
Michael de PHopital, and died at a 
very advanced age, 1558, leaving Tr, 
des Prerogatives de la Noblesse; another 
du Retrait lignager; Commentaries on 
Alexander ab Alexandre; treatise des Loix 
du Marriage; treatise de la Revocation 
des Donations, and several other valua- 
ble books, which form 6 tom. fol. 

TIRESIAS, a famous soothsayer who 
lived before the Trojan war, son of 
Everus and the nymph Chariclo. The 
fable relates that having found two 
Serpents together one day on Mount 
Cythera, he Killed the female, and 
was instantly changed into a woman ; 
but the same circumstance happening 
to him seven years after, he killed the 
male, and recovered his original sex. 
At length Jupiter and Juno had a dis- 
pute whether the man or the woman 
was happiest in marriage, and chose 
Tiresias for an arbiter, as having been 
of each sex. Tiresias decided in favour 
of Jupiter, who maintained that the 
woman had most sensibility. Juno, 
enraged, struck him blind; but Jupiter, 
as a reward, gave him the power of 
divination. Strabo says that his tomb 
was by the fountain of Tilphusa, where 
he died in a very advanced age, flying 
from Thebes, a city of Bœotia. Tire- 
Sias is considered as the inventor of 
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auspices, and divine honours were paid 
to him at Orchomenus, where his 
oracle was very famous. | 

TIRIN (James) a learned Jesuit of 
Antwerp, who died July 24, 1636, 
leaving a Latin Commentary on the 
whole Bible, 2 vol. fol. | | 

TIRO (Tullius) a celebrated Freed 
man of Cicero's, who is said to have 
invented among the Latins the method 
of writing short hand, and to have 
been author of the characters called 
Note, by means of which they could 
write as quick as they spoke. Those 
who wrote thus were called Netarii, 
whence we derive the term Nezary, 
Tiro also composed a Life of Cicero, and 
several other works, but they are not 
come down to us. The swiftness with 
which these Noræ enabled them to 
write is extremely well expressed by 
Martial in the following lines : 


Currant verba licet, manus est velocior illis, 
Vix dum lingua suum, dextra peregit opus. 


M. the abbe Carpentier, a member of 
the academy of inscriptions, has pub- 
lished some ancient monuments written 
in Netæ, to which he has added re- 
marks, and an alphabet entitled, A- 
Phabetum Tironianum, Paris, 1747, fol. 
TISIPHONE, so called from the 


Greek words Tio; Vengeance, and bros 
Murder, because she punished Murderers. 
v. FURIES. | 

TISSARD (Peter) born 1666, at 
Paris, son of a pay master. He entered 
the congregation of the Oratory, in 
which he taught ethics and theology 
during a considerable time, and died 
at Paris, May 3, 1740, leaving several 
pieces in verse, some Latin, others 
French; also some anonymous writings 
relative to the contests which agitated 
the church. 

TITAN, son of Cœlus and Terra, 
and elder brother of Saturn, to whom 
he yielded his right, on condition that 
the latter should bring up no male 
child, and consequently the crown 
return to him. But Jupiter, Neptune, 
and Pluto, having been nourished and 
brought up by the stratagems of their 
mother Rhea, Saturn's wife, Titan and 
his children, angry at seeing their 
hopes frustrated, took arms against 
Saturn, who was conquered and im- 
prisoned till Jupiter delivered him, and 
defeated all the Titans. 
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TITLEMAN, (Francis) a celebrated 
Franciscan, born at Asselt in the diocese 
of Liege, who turned capuchin at Rome 
1535, and died some years after, leav- 
ing the following works. An Apol 
for the common edition of the Bible; 
Commentaries on the Psalms, Antwerp, 
1573, fol. and on the Canticles; On the 
Gospels, Paris, 1546, fol. A piece on 
Saint Paul's Epistle to the Romans, against 
Erasmus, and James le Fevre d' Estaples; 
and other works. 

TITI (Robert) Professor of the Bel- 
les Lettres at Padua and Pisa, died 1609, 
aged 58, leaving some Poems in Latin 
not much valued, Florence, 1571, 8vo. 
with those of Gherard, and Votes on 
Classic Authors. | 

TITIANO (I) or Titian, a very ce- 
lebrated Italian painter, born 1477, at 


Pieve di Cadore in the Venetian state, 


whose family name was Pecelli, He 
discovered so strong an inclination for 


painting from a child, that Gabriel 


Vecelli, his father, sent him to Venice, 


where an uncle placed him with a 


skilful artist named Bellino. Titian 
soon excelled his master, and was ad- 
mired throughout Italy for his pictures, 
which are chefs-d'zzuvres. His soft 
and delicate pencil drew female figures 
better than men; he perfectly under- 
stood colouring, landscape painting and 
portraits. The emperor Charles V. not 
only sat for his picture to this excellent 
artist, but created him a knight, and 
count Palatine. As he was painting 
that prince the third time, a pencil 
slipt from his hand, which the emperor 
took up, saying, that Fitian was worthy 
of being served by Car. Henry III. 
passing through Venice, honoured him 
with a visit. This great painter died 
of the plague, 1576, aged 9g. Ariosto 
whose picture he drew, Marini, and 
several other poets, have bestowed im- 
mortal eulogies upon him. 
Vecelli, his brother and pupil, made so 
rapid a progress in his art, that Titian 
grew jealous of him. Horatio Vecelli, 
his son and pupil, also excelled in por- 
traits, and died of the plague very 
young, 1576. He would have equalled 
His father, had it not been for his 
attachment to chemistry, and his fool- 
ish expences. 

TITIUS (Gerard) a learned Lutheran 
divine, born December 17, 1620. at

TITON DU TILLET, (Everard) born 
1677, son of a secretary to the king. 
He served in the army till the peace of 
Riswick, and then purchased a place 


of maitre-d'hotel to the dauphiness. 


After the death of this princess he vi- 
sited Italy, and there improved his 
taste for pictures, in which he was a 
connoisseur. At his return he was ap- 
inted provincial commissary at war, 
rom that time he employed himself in 
the construction of his parnasse francois 
of which he published a Descriptien, 
1732, fol. with supplements down to 
1760. He also published Exrais zur le; 
honneurs accordss aux avant, 1732, 13m, 
He died 1762. | 

TITVUS (St.) a disciple of St. Paul's, 
which apostle he accompanied in his 
travels, till the year 63, when St. Paul 
fixed him in the isle of Crete as its bi- 
shop. We have a canonical Epile 
addressed to him by St. Paul, in which 
this apostle teaches the duties of a 
true Christian minister. St. Titus is 
supposed to have died in the isle of 
Crete at a very advanced age. 

TITUS {Titus Vespaxianus} a Roman 
emperor, eldest gon of Vespasian and 
Flavia Domitilla, Being entrusted to 
carry on the war in Judea, he finished 
it by the capture of Jerusalem, which 
gained him the honour of a triumph. 
He succeeded Vespasian June 24, in the 
year of our Lord 79, and made himself 
so much beloved by his mildness and 
clemency as to be called te Delight of 
Mankind, Such was his liberality, that 
having past a day without giving away 
any thing, he turned to his courtiers 
with these noble words: My Friends, 1 
have loxt this day. He took pleasure in 
the belles lettres and sciences, wrote 
several Poems in Greek and Latin, and 
died September 13, in the year 81, aged 
41, being poisoned, according to some 
authors, by his brother Domitiao. 
Titus pardoned, in the most generous 

manner 
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manner possibly, two young patricians 
who had made an attempt on his life. 

TITUS LIVIUS, a very celebrated 
Latin historian, born ut Padua, or ac- 
cording to some authors at Aponus. 
Going to Rome he acquired some illus- 
trious friends, and gained the esteem of 
Augustus, who furnished him with 
materials for writing the Roman history. 
After the death of this prince, Livy 
returned to Padua, and died there on the 
same day with Ovid, in the year of our 
Lord 17, and the fourth year of Tiberius, 
His most celebrated work is his Roman 
History, beginning from the foundation 
of Rome, and ending at the death of 
Drusus in Germany. This history was 
not divided by Decades, bat into 140 
books, of which we have only 35 re- 
maining, and these do not follow each 
other regularly. The beauty of their 
style has made the loss of the others 
deeply regretted by all the learned, 
who have spared no pains to recover 
them; but their reszarches have proved 
fruitless. Our anchor became so cele- 
brated by this History, that, as Pliny che 
younger tells us, a Spaniard took a 
journey to Rome on purpose to enjoy 
the pleasure of seeing and conversing 
with the historian. Some nevertheless 
called him Patavinus, as a reproach for 
his Provincial style and language; 
and he is justly accused of not being 
always accurate, particularly as to 
what relates to the Gauls and Car- 
thagenians, and of giving too easy 
credit to the marvellous. Livy wrote 
part of his history at Rome, and part at 
Naples. The edition of Fenice, 1470, is 
esteemed; there is one by Elzevir, 
1634, 3 vols.

TITUS, an ecclesiastical author of 
the qth century who became bishop of 
Bostra. There is a treatise written by 
him against the Manickeans in the Li- 
brary of the fathers. 

TIXIER, in Latin Ravisus Textor, 
(John) a native of Saint Saulge in Ni-

vernois, and Seigneur de Ravisz, in the 


same province. He taught the belles 
letires with credit in the college de 
Navarre at Paris, was rector of the 


university in that city 150, and died 


1522 or 1524, leaving Letters, 1 560, 
d vo. Dialogues, Epigramt, Offelnæ Epi- 
tome, 1663, 8vo.; an edition of Opera 
Scriptorum de claris Mulieribns, Paris, 
162r, fol. and other works in Latin, 
which are valued. He was one of the 
best scholars, as to polite literature, 
and of the best Latin poets the uni- 
versity of Paris could boast in the r6th 
century. - 

TOBIT, son of Tobiel, of the tribe 
of Naphtahi, carried captive to Nine- 
vah by Shalmaneser, 721, A. C. He 
gave many admirable proofs of virtue 
and charity, during his captivity ; but 
one day, as he was just returned from 
burying the dead, he fell asleep, and 
the warm dang of a sparrow falling 


upon his eyes, blinded him, Todit 


had a son called Tobias, whom he edu- 
cated in the fear of God, and sent him 
to Rages, that he might receive a sum 
of money due to him from Raguel. 


The young man accordingly sat out, ac- 


companied by the angel Kaphael, who 
had taken the form of Azarias. Ra- 
phael caused him to marry Sara, his 
cousin, Raguel's daughter, which young 
woman had already had seven husbands, 
but the Devil slew them. Tobit es- 
caped this fate by his virtue and prayers, 
and returned to his father, whose sight 
he restored by the gall of a fish, as the 
angel had taught him. Tobit died 66, 
A. C. aged 102. His son also lived to 
a great age. We have a Canonical 
book under the name of Tobit, com- 
monly supposed to have been written 
by him and his son in Chaldea, St. 
Jerome translated it into Latin, and it 
has since been translated into Hebrew. 
We have it also in Greek, The book + 
of Tobit is written in a very interesting 
style, and contains a perfect pattern o 
Parental and filial affection. f

TOIRAS, v. SAINT-BONNET, 
TOLAND, (John) an English author, 


famous for his impiety, and pernicious 


writings, born Nov. 30, 1670, at the 
village of Red-castle, near Londonderry 
in Ireland. He was educated in the 
Catholic religion, but, being sent toſthe - - 
university of Glasgow 1687 afterwards 
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to that of Edinburgh, turned Protestant. 
Toland went into England, and from 
thence to Leyden, with a view of 
continuing his studies there, and at the 
end of two years withdrew to Oxford, 


for the sake of the literary conversation 


and books which that city afforded. 
Here he collected a number of mate- 
rials relative to various subjects, and 
soon made himself famous by his fond- 
ness for novelty and paradoxes. He 
published several works on religon 
and politics, in which impiety, deism, 
and even atheism openly appear. To- 
land warmly defended the house of 
Hanover in his writings, made several 
visits to the German courts, and going 
from thence to Holland, was introdu- 


ced to prince Eugene, who bestowed 


many marks of liberality upon him. 
He returned the same year to England, 
where he ruined himself by his foolish 
extravagance and debauchery, and died 
in London, March 21, 1722, aged 52; 
leaving severalworks full of profaneness 
and an absurd animosity against the 
French, the Roman Catholics, and the 
house of Stuart. The principal are: 
Christiazity not Myitericus, London, 1696, 
8 vo. This impious book was condem- 
ned to be burnt in Ireland the year 
following, which did not prevent To- 
land from publishing an Ape ſor it.

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T OLE DO, (Ferdinand Alvarez de) 
duke of Alba, born 1508. He first dis. 
tinguished himself at the battle of pa. 
via, and the siege of Tunis, under the 
emperor Charles V. which prince he 
followed to his enterprize at Marseilles, 
after having tried in vain to dissuade 
him from it, and became general of 
the Spanish army, 1538. This noble. 
man served his country with success 
against France in Navarre aad Catalo. 
nia, and marched to oppose the German 
Protestants, 1546, as generalissimo of 
the Imperial troops. He gained the 
famous battle of Mulberg the year fol. 
lowing, when the Protestants were 
entirely defeated and compelled tg 
submit. The duke of Alba was sent 
into Spain with prince Philip, but 
Charles V. having fled before Maurice, 
the new elector of Saxony, whom he 
had raised to the electorate, contrary 
to his general's advice, recalled him to 
Germany, 1552. It was also against 
the duke's advice, that the emperor 
_ undertook. the siege of Metz, which 
proved unsuccessful. After the abdi. 
cation of Charles V. the duke of Al- 
ba, was sent into Italy, where he obli. 
ged the French to quit the Kingdom 


don their interests. Philip II. having 
attempted to introduce the inquisition 
in the Netherlands, this innovation 
raised great tumults, and the king, see- 
ing that every thing tended to an open 
rebellion, sent the duke of Alba there 
in 1567, whose extreme rigour only 
served to rouse still more the minds of 
the people, already ripe for rebellion. 
This general laid the foundations of 
the citadel of Antwerp, established a 
council, called the Council of Blood, 
over which he was president, con- 
demned the prince of Orange, with his 
brothers, and several other lords to 
death, and caused the earls of Egmout 
and Horn to be executed publicly. 
These executions augmented the tu- 
mults, and count Louis of Nassau en- 
tered the Netherlands with a body of 
German troops, as auxiliaries to the 
prince of Orange; but the duke of 
Alba defeated them, and proud of this 
success, set up his statue in bronze in 
the middle of the Place d' Armes at Ant- 
werp. Some new taxes which, he at» 
tempted to levy sometime after, ef- 
fectually roused the people, and he 

met 
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met with so much opposition that he 
requested to be recalled. In the mean 
while almost all Holland rose in favour 
of the rebels, and they began to re- 
duce their government to a form. 
Such was the origin of the republic of 
Holland and the United Provinces. 
The duke of Alba refused to acknow- 
ledge the new governor of la Cerda, 
and sent his son Frederic de Toledo to 
besiege Mons, which city he took, 
after defeating the troops brought to 
its relief from France by Genlis. He 
also made himself master of Harlem, 
1573, where the Spaniards committed 
the most horrid cruelties ; but their 
feet being conquered by the Dutch 
fleet, the duke, vexed at all this ill 
success, again requested to be recalled, 
which was granted 1574, and Don 
Louis de Requesens, grand comman- 
der of Castille, remained as governor 
ofthe Netherlands. The duke, on his 
return to Spain, met with a tolerably 
kind reception at coutt; but afterwards 
incurred his sovereign's displeasure, on 
account of the marriage in which the 
court wanted to engage his son Fre- 
deric de Toledo, and was sent as a 
prisoner to Uzeda. He regained his 
liberty, at the end of two years, to be 
placed at the head of an army sent in- 
to Portugal 1581. This able general's 
conquests kept pace with his under- 
takings. He defeated Don Antonio 
de Crato, who had been elected king, 
2nd that unfortunate prince, being 
oblized to quit Portugal the saine year, 
escaped to France, where he died 1595. 
The duke, taking advantage of his 
victory, made himself master of Lis- 
bon, and gained an invaluable booty 
there, which was increased by the ar- 
rival of the India fleet in the port of 
that city; but the Spaniards were 
guilty of so much rapine and violence, 
that Philip II. appointed commissioners 
to inform against the whole army, not 
excepting their general. He was how- 


treat a Subject so ill, to whom he owed 
the conquest of Portugal. The duke 
of Alba died shortly after, January 12, 
1582, aged 74. Even his enemies have 
acknowledged that he was a very 
skilful politician and good captain, and 
possest all the qualities that characte- 
rize a great man ; but his pride, his ex- 
treme rigour, his 8:verity in military

discipline, and the cruelties he exer- 


cised on several occasions, tarnished 
his glory, and contributed not a little 
to the entire revolt of the Netherlands 
from their sovereign Philip II. His 
Liſe has been written in French, Paris, 
1698, 2 vols.

TOLET (Francis) born 1532, at Cor- 
doua, and appointed professor of phi- 
losophy in the university of Salamanca 
at 15. Having afterwards entered the 
Jesuits' order, he was sent to Rome, 


where he taught philosophy and the- 


ology with reputation. . Paul V. chose 
father Tolet for his preacher, who 
held the same office under the succeed- 
ing pontiffs, with that of theologian in 
ordinary, and was entrusted with se- 
veral important commissions. Pope 
Gregory XIII. appointed him judge 
and censor of his own works, and 
Clement VIII. raised him to the car- 
dinalate 1594, being the first Jesuit 
who held that dignity. He was a 
lover of justice and equity, laboured 
success fully to reconcile Henry IV. 
with the court of Rome, and died in 
that city, 1596, aged 64. Henry IV. 
out of gratitude, ordered a solemn 
Service to be performed for him at 
Paris and at Rouen. This learned 
cardinal left several works, the prin- 
cipal are: Commentaries on St, John, 
Lyons, 1614, fol.; On St. Luke, Rome, 
1600, fol.; On St, Paul's Epiitle to the 
Romans, Rome, 1602, 4to.; 1 Summary 
of Cases of Conicience, or Instruction for 
Priest, Patis, 1619, 4to. translated 
into French 4to. and a great number 
of other treatises. Dominco Soto, WhO 
had been his master, called him 4 
Monster of Genins, 

TOLLIUS (James) an ingenious 
Dutch author, a native of Utrecht, 
doctor of physic, and professor in or- 
dinary of rhetoric and Greek in the 
university of Duisburg. He made se- 
veral voyages, and died 1696, leaving 
Epistelæ Itinerariæ, Amsterdam, 1687, 
8 vo.; containing several chimerical 
ideas concerning the philosopher's 
stone; an edition of Lengi aus, 1694, 
4to.; and some other works which 
are curious and learned. 

TOLLIUS (Cornelius) brother of the 
preceding, secretary to Isaac Vossius, 
aftewards professor of Greek. and rhe- 
toric at Haderwic, and secretary to the 
trustees of the universty in that ** 
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Litteratorum, which John Burchard

in the collection entitled, Analecta de 
Calamitate Lit teratorum, 12m0. Cor- 
nelius Tollius also published an edit. 
of Palæplatus, and some other works. 
TOMASI (Joseph Maria) a pious and 
learned cardinal, son of Julius Tomasi, 
duke of Palma, and born at Alicata, in 
Sicily, September 14, 1649. He de- 
voted himself particularly to the holy 
virgin from his earliest youth, made a 
vow of chastity, and entered the The- 
atin order, in which he was distin- 
guished by his humility, charity, and 
every Christian virtue. Father To- 
masi learnt the Greek, Hebrew and 
Chaldee languages, and became well 
skilled in theology, especially the sa- 


cred writings, and that part of eccle- 


siastical learning which relates to the 
regulation of divine service. Pope 
Clement XI. obliged him to accept 
the cardinal's hat, May 16, 1712, but 
he continued his austerities and his 
alms. He preached with success at 
Rome, laboured zealously for the re- 


formation of manners in that city, and 


died piously, January r, 1713, aged

1654, This bishop also wrote the 
Lives of several illustriaus Persons, 1630, 
and 1644, 2 vol. 4to.; Agri Patavini 
Inscriptiones, 1696, 4to.; Gymnaiium Pa- 
ravinum, 16 54, 4to. &c. 

TONSTAL (Cuthbert) born 1476, 
of an ancient and illustrious family at 
Hack ford, in Hertfordshire.

they are written in a plain, clear, and 
easy style, and very methodically, 
Tornelo is the first who treated this 
subject at large, and with precision.

TORRE (Philip della) born 1657, 
of a noble family at Cividad de Fri- 
ouli, His connexions with Octavio 
Ferrari, one of the most learned an- 
tiquarians of Italy, increased his na- 
tural taste for the study of antiquity, 
Having settled at Rome, he gained the 
esteem and friendship of the cardinals 
Imperioli and Noris, pope Innocent 
XII. and Clement XI. Which latter 
gave him the bishopric of Adria, 1702, 
where he died piously, 1717.

 TORRENTIUS (John) a celebrated 
painter of Amsterdam, who might 
have acquired a large fortune, had not 
a taste for debauchery, and a licen- 
tious disposition proved his ruin. He 
drew such infamous pictures that they 
were burnt by the hangman, 1640. 
Torrentius also took upon him to 
meddle with religion and dogmatise, 
and being accused of heresy, was put 
to the torture, under which he ex- 
pired. 
TORRICELLI, (Evangelista) born 
October 15, 1708, at Faecnza, He stu- 
died mathematics under Benedict Cas- 
teili, abbot of Mount Cassino, who 
introduced him to Galileo. This latter 
conceived so bigh an esteem for Tori- 
celli, that he invited him to Florence, 
and Galileo dying soon after, Torricelli 
became professor of mathematics in 
that city, He was the first who made 
microscopes with little glass balls, 
worked at the lamp, and invented ex- 
periments an quick-silver with the 
glass tube that bears his name; besides 
other discoveries which have acquired

him immortal reputation. Torricelli 
died at Florence, October 25, 1647, 
aged 39, leaving Academica! Lectures in

TORTEBAT, a celebrated portrait 
painter, and skilful engraver, who en- 
graved Vesal's anatomical plates. 
TORY (Geoffroi) a printer of Paris, 
born at Bourges, who contributed much 
to the perfection of types, by his book.

le Champ Fleury, Paris, 1529, 4to. and 
Since in 8vo. He was also author of 
a translation of Orus Apollo's Hiero- 
glyphics, 8vo.; Adiloquium zen Digesta 
circa Ades ascribenda, 8vo, &c. He died 
1550. He had taught philosophy in 
the college de Bourgogne at Paris. 
TOSTAT (Alphonso) a learned 
Spaniard of the 15th century, born at 
Madrigala, who distinguished himself 
so much by his learning, as to be ad- 
mitted to a doctor's degree at Sala- 
manca, when but 22 years of age. He 
was afterwards bishop of Avila, ap- 
peared with great honour at the coun- 
cil of Basil, and died 1454, aged 40, 
leaving Commentaries on the Chronicle of 
Eusebius, Salamanca, 1506, 5 vol, fol.; 
Cummentaries on the Holy Scriptures, 


and other learned works, printed at 


Venice, 1596. 13 vol. fol. His epitaph

TOTILA, king of the Goths in 
Italy, placed on the throne after the 
death of Evani, about 541. He re- 
took several cities and provincesfrom 
the Romans, defeated their forces, and 
made himselt master of all the Lower 
Italy, with the islands of Corsica, Si- 
cily and Sardinia. Having taken Rome 
sometime after, he delivered it up to 
be pillaged, by which persons of rank 
were reduced to such extreme poverty, 
that the wife of Boethius, and other 
principal Roman ladies, found thera- 
selves compelled to beg their bread at 
the doors of the Goths. Totilla quit- 
ted this city, being unable to keep it; 
but returned thither in 548, after Beli- 
Sarius was recalled, and repaired some 
part of the evils he had before occa- 
sioned. He was Killed in battle by 
Narses, 552.

TOUCHES (Philip Neicault des) 

born 
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born of à good family at Tours. He 
went into the army, and was at the 
siege of Barcelona, where he nearly 
lost his life by the blowing up of a 
mine. His regiment passing through 
Soleure, he made himself known to 
the marquis de Puisieux, ambassador 
from France, who persuaded him to 
study negociations. Destouches took 
his advice, and succeeded so well that 
hewas shortly after appointed secretary 
to the embassy. He wrote his first play 
in Switzerland, it is entitled, /e Curi- 
eux impertinent, the subject taken from 
Don Quixotte, and was acted with ap- 
plause at Paris. M. the duke of Or- 
leans, then regent, sent him to Eng- 
land, 1717, where he was entrus ted 
with the affairs of France, during seven 
years, and married a young English 
lady. After the duke's decease, who 
had intended him for the foreign de- 
partment, he retired to an estate which 
he had purchased near Melun, and in 


this retreat wrote all the pieces which 


he published after, le Philosophe maric. 
M. Destouches visited Paris, from time 
to time, to present the actors with a 
play, but returned to his fields on the 
eve of its first representation. Ever 
candid and open, he made himself 
universally beloved by his strict in- 
tegrity, and was a good citizen, hus- 
band, father and friend. M. Destuu- 
ches died at his estate, 1754, aged 74. 


He had been admitted into the French 


academy, 1733. A collection of his 
works was printed at the Royal press, 
1577, 4 vol. 4to. and since in 10 vol. 
12M0, He is one of the good French 
comic poets of the middle class. His 
most admired plays are: e Philawphe 
marie, containing the history of his own 
marriage, and in which he paints 
himself under the name of Arie ; le 
Glhorieux ; Homme Singulier, and la force 
du naturel, In general, his style is too 
diffuse, and there is too much mono- 
tony in his pieces. 
TOUCHES (Andrew, cardinal des). 
After having been at Siam with father 
Tachard, he went into the army, and 
became, at last, one of the best mu- 
sicians who appeared in France during 
the reign of Louis XIV. He was ap- 
pointed superintendant of the King's 
band, and inspector-general of the 
royal musical academy, with a pension 
of 4000 livres. This good fortune, and

his high reputation, Destouches owed 
to his opera of Ine, performed for 
the first time at Trianon, with which 
Louis XIV. was so much pleased, that 
he told him he was the only person 
who had not made him regret Lulli. 
The most extraordinary circumstance 
is, that Destouches, when he produced 
this charming piece, was ignorant of 
the rules of composition, and obliged 
to have recourse to other musicians for 
his bases, and his songs; but he after. 
wards studied rules, which chilled his 
genius. Besides the opera above men. 
tioned, his master-piece, he has left 
the eight following: Amadis de Grete; 
Martes ie; Omphale; Telemaque ; Semi- 
ramis; le Carnaval et lu Folie: les Ele. 
mens; les Stratagtmes de Amour, He

TOUR (Henry de la) vicount de 


al camps and armies, colonel-general 
of the light horse, marechat of France, 
governor of Upper and Lower Limosin, 
born in September 1617, at Sedan, se- 
cond son of Henry de la Tour, duke 
de Bouillon, descended from one of the 
most illustrious French families. He 
very early discovered uncommon ta- 
lents for the military art, made his 
first campaign in Holland under Mau- 
rice, and Frederic Henry of Nassau, 
his uncles, on the mother's side; went 
soon after into Lorrain with his regi- 
ment in the year 1634, and having 
contributed to the taking of la Mothe, 
was appointed major-general, though 
at that time very young. In 1636, he 
took Saverne, and the year following, 
the castles of Hirson and Sorle, and 


it was on this occasion, that he acted 
like 


TOU 
like Scipio, with respect to a very beau- 
tifyl woman, whom he sent back to 
her husband. M. de Turenne was 
made marechal of France, 1644, and 
had the misfortune to be defeated at 
thebattle of Mariendal, 1645; but gain- 
ed that of Nortlingen, three months 
after, restored the elector of Treves to 
his dominions, and the following year 
effected that famous junction of the 
French with the Swedish army com- 
manded by general Wrangel, which 
compelled the duke of Bavaria to sue 
for peace. This duke having broken 
the treaty he made with France, the 
vicount de Turenne defeated him at 
Zumarshausen, and drove him entirely 
from his dominions 1648, During the 
civil wars he joined the princes, and 


was defeated at the battle of Rhetal, 


1650; but his majesty, being soon re- 
conciled to him, gave him the com- 
mand of his army, 1652. 
renne's conduct was much admired at 
the battles of Jergeau, Giey, and the 
Fauxhourg St. Antoine, also in his re- 
treat before the army of the princes at 
Villeneuve-Sainta-George, He forced 
the Spaniards to raise the siege of Ar- 
ras, 1654, took Conde, Saint Guillain, 
and several other places, 1655; won 
the famous battle of the Downs, and 
took Dunkirk and Oudenarde, with 
almost all the rest of Flanders; Which 
obliged Spain to conclude the peace of 
the Pyranees, 1660. These important 
Services deservedly acquired him the 
office of marcechal- general of the 
royal camps and armies. A fresh war 
breaking out with Spain, 1667, the 
vicount de Turenne commanded under 
the King's orders in Flanders, where 
he took so many places that the Spa- 
niards were forced to propose peace 
the following year, In the same year 
M. de Turenne abjured the Protestant 
religion. He commanded the French 
troops during the war against Hol- 
land, 1672, took forty towns in 22 
days, drove the eleor of Bradenburg 
quite to Berlin, won the battles of 
Sintsheim, Lademburg, Ensteim, Mul- 
hausen and Turkeim, and compelled 
the imperial army, consisting of 70,000 
men, to re-pass the Rhine. This cam- 
-Paign acquired the yicount de Turenne 
immortal honour. He crossed the 
Rhine to attack general Montecuculli, 


and pursued him to Saspach, near the

town of Acheren; but having ascend- 
ed an eminence to observe the ene- 
my's camp, he was killed by a canon 
ball, July 27, 1675, at the age of 64. 
All France lamented the loss of this 
great man, whose generosity and mo— 
desty, joined to his military virtues, 
and the noblest qualities of the hero, 
had made him admired throughout 
Europe. The king ordered a solemn 
Service to be performed for him in 
the cathedral church at Paris, as for 
the first prince of the blood, and that 
his remains should be interred in the 
abbey of St. Denys, which is the 
burying place of the Kings, queens, 
and princes of France, where the car- 
dinal, his nephew, raised a superb 
mausoleum to his memory. He mar- 
ried Anne de Nompar de Caumont, 
daughter of the duke and marechal 
de la Force, but had no children by 
her. His life has been written by the 
abbé Raguenet, and M. de Ramsay. 
The vicount de Turenne, one of his 
ancestors, wrote a valuable treatise an 
the Military Art. 

TOUR (George de la) professor of 
botany in the university of Padua.

TOURNEFORT (Joseph Picton de) 
bore June 5, 1656, of a good family at 
Aix in Provence. He discovered an 
uncommon passion for botany, almost 
from his infancy, but his parents in- 
tending him for the ecclesiastical pro- 
tession, made him study divinity, and 


placed him in a seminary. The death 


of his father in 1677, leaving him at 
liberty to pursue his own inclinations, 
he quitted the study of theology, and 
devoted himself wholly to botany, na- 
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tural philosophy, physic, and natural 
history. M. de Tournefort traversed 
the mountains of Dauphiny and Savoy, 
in search of the most curious plants; 
went to Montpellier, 1679, to improve 
himself in botany and physic, and 
going from thence to Barcelona, 1681, 
travelled over the mountains of Cata- 
lonia, and the Pyrannees, where he 
encountered great hazards.

He was 
much blamed for the part he acted in 
what is called the Cheat of Douay, or the 
affair of the Falle Arnauld, when the 
Jesuits by writing in M. Arnauld's 
name to several professors of Douay, 
abused their confidence; but it was 
this which procured him the patronage 
ot the Jesuits, through whose interest 
he obtained his benefice, and his pro- 
fessorship. 
TOURNEMINE (René Joseph de) 3 
celebrated ſesuit, born April 26, 1691, 
at Rennes, descended from one of the 
best and most ancient families of Bre- 
tany. He distinguished himself by his 
talents and works, assisted a long time 
in the Fournals of Treveur, which con- 
tain many pieces of his writing, was 
librarian to the Jeauits in the professed 
house at Paris, and connected with 
most of the literati in Europe. Hedied 
May 16, 1639, at Paris, aged 78. 
Father Tournemine published an 
edition of Menochius, 1719, 2 vol. fol. 
of the history of the Jews by Prideaux, 
Paris, 6 vol. 12mo. also a great many 
Dissertations, and other works. He was 
among the strongest adversaries of hi 
brother Father Hardouin. 
TOURNET (John) an advocate oi 
Paris, his native place, who revised the 
code of Henry III. 1622, fol. published 
a collection of Decrees respecting bene- 
- tices, 
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tces, 1631, 2 vol. fol. and wrote Netes 


rn the common law of Paris, He was 
c-mployed by the clergy, and published 
an Zccount of the dioceses, 1625, which 
had appeared before with his Police 
{colctaitique. M. Tournet translated 
Chopin's works into French, and his 
translation appeared, 1635; but the 
edition of 1662, 5 vol. fol. is most 
valued. 

TOURNEUX (Nicholas le) born 
April 30, 1640, at Rouen, of poor and 
mean parents. The inclination for 
icarning whick he discovered from his 
childhood, induced M. du Fosse, 
maitre des comptes at Rouen, to encon - 
rage him in that pursuit, and to send 
him to the Jesuits' college at Paris. 
He completed his philosophical studies 
at the college de Grassins, under M. 
Eersent, and was afterwards vicar of 
St. Etienne des Tonneliers, at Rouen, 
where he distinguished himself by his 
instructions. During a visit to Paris, 
he gained the prize given by the 
French academy, 1675. Reflecting 
afterwards on the inconsiderate man- 
ner in which he had engaged in the 
sacted othce, he went again to Paris, 
quitted his cassock, and renounced all 
the dutics of the priesthood, that had 
done him so much honour, till M. de 
Sacy, to whom he applied for Cirec- 
tions in his penitence, drew him from 
this state of dejection, aud persuaded 
lim to resume the sacred functions. 
His talents procured him a benefice in 
the holy chapel, and the priory of 
Viilers, which the archbishop of 
Rouen gave him. M. Tourneux would 
gladly have resigned his benefice in 
tzavour of some pious ecclesiastic; but 
only simple resignations were at that 
time accepted. A change of this rule 
was hoped for, but did not take place 
during his life. The king gave him a 
pension of 300 crowns. He preached 
ore Lent in the church of St. Benoit, at 
Paris, to a prodigious number of audi- 
tors, M. le Tourneux spent his last 
years at his priory of Villers-sur-Fere, 
in Tardenois, in the diocese of Soissons. 
M. le Maitre de Sacy, and M. de San- 
teuil, who were his friends, placed 
creat confidence in him, and frequently 
consulted him, in consequence of 
which he was involved in some diffi- 
culties. He died suddenly at Paris, 
November 28, 1686, aged 47, and bis 
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remains were interred at Port Royal, 
The principal among his numerous 
works are, La Vie de J. C.; La meillure 
maniere d'enterdre la Meese; L' Ann 
Chreticnne, Paris, 1635, and the follow- 
ing, 13 vol 1:mo; A French Trans/a- 
tion Of the Roman breviary, 4 vol. Svo.; 
Explication litterale et morale zur Epitr e 
de S. Paul aux Raman; Tr. de la Provi- 
aenre zur le miracle des Sept Pains; Prin- 
cipes et Reples de la Vie Chretienne avec des 
Avis Salutaires et tres importans pur un 
Pecheur converti a Dieu; Instructions et 
Exercizes de pietè durant la Sainte Messe; 
Office de la Vierge, Latin and French; 
L' Office de la Semaine Sainte, Latin and 
French, with a preface; Remarks and 
Reflections; Le Catcichiome de la Peui- 
tence, Sc. His translation of the bre= 
viary was censured by a sentence from 
M. Cheron, official of Paris, 1688; but 
M. Arnauld undertook its defence. An 
£Abridgement of the principal Theological 
Treaties, 4to. is also ascribed to M. le 
Tourneux. He had a peculiar talent 
for homilies and instructions, and it is 
said, that while he preached the Lent 
Sermons at St. Benoit in Paris, instead 
of Father Quesnel, who had been ob- 
liged to abscond, Louis XIV. enquired 
of Boileau concerning a preacher named 
le Tourneux, whom every body was 
running after. Sire, replied the poet, 


your Majesty knows that people a/wways run 


after novelties; this man preaches the Gus» 
The king then pressing him to 
give his opinion seriously, Boileau 
added, Mn M. le Tourneux first ascends 
the pulpit, his ugliness 30 disgusts the con»

TOURNIERS (Robert) a celebrated 
painter, born at Caen, who died 1752, 
aged 77. . 

TOURNON (Francis de) son of James 
de Tournon, descended from an illus- 
trious and arcient French family. He 
entered the order of St. Anthony de 
Viennois, and was $0 celebrated for 
his skill in public afairs, and his zeal 
for the Catholic 1cligion, that he be- 
came one of the chief counsellors to 
king Francis I. archbishop of Embrun, 
Auch, Bourges, and Lyons, abbot of 
Tournus, Ambournay, la Chaise Dieu, 
Ainay, St. Germain-des-Pres, St An- 
toine, &c. Pope Clement VII. created 


- him cardinal, 1530, and his majesty 
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made him governor of Lyonnois, and 
employed him in the most important 
affairs. Cardinal de Tournon was 
ambassador in Italy, Spain, and 
England. His great attachment to 
the sciences induced him to have 
Mucet, Lambin, or some other learned 
men, always about him He founded 
a college for the Jesnits at Tournon, 


the first which they had in France; 


and after doing great service both to 
the church and the state, died April 
22, 1562, aged 73. This cardinal 1s 
considered as one of the greatest men 
of his time. 

TOURNON (Charles Thomas Mail- 
lard de) a celebrated cardinal, de- 
scended from an ancient and illustrious 


family, originally of Savoy, son of 


Victor Amadeus Maillard, marquis de 
Tournon, chevalier de I Annonciade, 
and one of the principal lords at the 
court of Savoy. He was born at Turin, 


December 21, 1663, and having dis- 


tinguished himself by his piety and 


virtues, Clement XI. consecrated him 


patriarch of Antioch, 1701, and sent 
him to China as apostolical lggate to 
Settle the disputes which had arisen 
between the missionaries, M. de 
Tournon arrived at Pondicherry, 1703, 
and in China, 1705, and published a 


Mandate at Nankin the same year, for- 


bidding tablets inscribed with the 
words dre Heaven, to be placed in 
churches, also prohibiting the worship 
which the Chinese were accustomet to 
Pay to their ancestors, to Confucius, 
and to the planets, He then went to 
Pekin, where he was kindly received 
at first by the emperor of China, hut 
carried to Macao not long after, and 
the bishop .of Conon, his apostolical 
vicar, banished. M. de Tournon pub- 
lished a Mandate, January 25, 1707, to 
Serve as a rule for the conduct of the 
missionaries when interrogated respect- 
ing the worship of the Chinese, and 
died at Macao, June 8, 1710, after 
having been imprisoned three years 
among the Jesuits, Pope Clement XI. 
had created him a cardinal, 1707, on 
account of his piety. His enemies are 
accused of having poisoned him, or at 
least occasioned his death by their ill 
treatment. M. Mezzabarba, being 
forced to quit China, 1719, by the in- 
trigues of the ſesuits, carried away 
cardinal de Tournon's remains, which 
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were solemnly interred at the college 
della Propaganda, 1723. 

TOURON (Anthony) a Dominican, 
born 1686, at Graulet, in the djocece 
of Catires: He died September 2, 
1775, at Paris, leaving the following 
works; La Vie de S. Dominique, 4to, ; 
La Vie de S. Thomas, 4to.; L' Histoire dt. 
Hemmes Illustres de P Ordre de S. Demi. 
nique, 6 vol. 4t0.; Tr. de la Providence,

TOURREIL (James de) born Nor. 
18, 1656, at Toulouse, son of John de 
Tourreil, attorney-general to the par. 
liament ii that city. He discovered 
from his youth a great taste for elo. 
quence, went to Paris to complete him. 
self in the law and belles lettres, and 
gained the prize inthe French academy, 
1631, and 1683. M. the chancellor 
de Pontchartrain took him to his house 
soon after, and placed him with his son 
the count de Pontchartrain. M. de 
Tourreil was admitted a member of the 
academy of belles lettres, then of the 
French academy, had a pension from 
court, and died at Paris, October 11, 
1715, aged 59, leaving a French Tran- 
lation of several Orations of Demosthene:, 
and other works, the most complete 
edition of which is 1721, 2 vol. gto. 
and 4 vol. 12mo. Racine justly blamed 
him for having attempted to make Demn:- 
thenes witty, He assisted in the Medal.

TOURVILLE (Anne Hilarion de 
Costentin et de) marechal of France, 
vice admiral, and general of the king's 
naval forces, third son of Cæsar, earl 
of Firnes and Tourville. He was ad- 
mitted a knight of Malta, when only 
four years old, but never took the 
vows, and therefore married. M. de 
Tourville displayed uncommon courage 
and prudence in many sea fights, and 
served as second to M. du Quesne, He 
was appointed vice-admiral and gene- 
ral of the French fleet, 1690, and 
gained a signal victory in the channel 
over the combined fleets of England 
and Holland; but suffered a severe loss 
at the famous battle of la Hogue, 1692, 
and died at Paris, May 28, 1701, aged 
59. His son was killed, 1712. He had 
a daughter married to the count de 

Brassac, 
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Brassac, of the house of Gallard de 
Bearn. The Memoirs published under 
nis name, 3 vol. 12mo. were not writ- 
ten by him. 

TOUSSAINT de St. Luc, a reformed 
Carmelite des Billetes, of the province 
of Bretany, who died 1694, leaving 
the following works; L' Histoire de 
Ordre du Ment Carmel et de S. Lazare, 
Parss, 1666, 12m0. Memoirs on the

But the most scarce and most valued 
among his works is Memoires tar l'ctat 
d Clerg® et de la Nebleste di Bretagne, 
1691, 3 parts, 8 vo. one part for the 
clergy, and two for the nobility, with 
the arms.

TOUSSAINT (Francis Vincent) an 
advocate of Paris, where he endea- 
voured to make himself known by his 
book des Maurs; but finding his hopes 
disappointed, went to Berlin, was ad- 
mitted a member of the academy there, 
and became professor of Oratory in the 
gentlemen's college. He died in that 
city, July, 1772, aged 57. Besides the 
work above-mentioned which appeared 
1748, 8vo. 3 parts, he published the 
following ; Eclaircissemens ur les Maurs, 
1762, 12mo.; Esiai ur le Rachat des 
Rentes, 1751, 12mo.; Hist. des Passions, 
2 vol. 12mo.; La Vie du petit Pompee, 
12mo.; Les Avantures de Wil/iams Pickle, 
4 vol. 12mo. M. Toussaint was em- 
ployed in the Dittionnaire de Medicine, 6 
vol. fol. and wrote the law articles in 
the Encyclepedie, Paris, 1751, and the 
following, 17 vol. of Discourses, and 
11 vol. of plates. 

TOUSTAIN (Charles Francis) a 
learned Benedictine of the congregation 
de St. Maur, born 1700, of an ancient 
and illustrious family in the diocese of 
Seez. He died 1754, at Paris. 
principal work is a new Treatiie en the 
Diplematica, in French, which he un- 
dertook with Dom. Tassin, and some 
others of his brethren; he lived to pub- 
list the first volume. His eulogy is 
prefixed to the second volume of this 
important work, which has been 
finished in 6 vol. gto. He wrote La 
Verite pertecutet par Perreur, 1733, 2 vol. 
12 mo. in favour of the bull Dnigenitus. 

TOUTEE (Dom. Anthony Augus-

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tine) 2 learned Benedictine of the 
congregation de St. Maur, born at 
Riom in Auvergne, who assisted in a 


new edition of the works of St. Cyril- 


lus of Jerusalem, published by Dom. 
Prudent Maran, 1720. He died Dec. 5,

TOUTIN (John) an excellent gold- 
smith of Chateaudun, in Blaisois, who 
discovered the art of enamelling, 1632, 
and communicated it to other artists, 
by whom it was at length brought to 
still greater perfection. 

TOZ ZI (Luke) professor of physic 
at Naples, who died 1717, He pub- 
lished several works, Venice, 1721, 5 
vol. 4to. | 

TRABEAS (Quintus) a comic poet 
of ancient Rome, some fragments of 
whom may be found in Maittaire's 
Corpus Poetarum. 

TRAJAN (Marcus Ulpius Crinitus) 
a Roman emperor, one of the greatest 
and best heathen princes, a native of 
Italica in Andalusia. He was extremely 
useful to Vespasian and Titus during 
the wars against the Jews, and dis- 


played so much courage on various 


occasions that Nerva associated him in 
the empire, and the soldiers proclaimed 
him emperor on the death of that 
prince, in the year 98. Trajan wrote 
immediately to the senate, declaring, 
That no honest man Should be put to death 
by his order; but his prohibition of noc- 
turnal assemblies furnished the go- 
vernors with opportunities of raising a 
cruel persecution against the Christians, 
the fury of which ceased only for a 
time, by advice of the younger Pliny. 
This emperor defeated the Daci, who 
had rebelled, and reduced Dacia to a 
province. The superb pillar which he 
set up in Rome at his return, and 
which bears his name, is one of the 
mozt astonishing efforts of architecture. 
He afterwards gained some celebrated 
victories over the Armenians, Parthians, 
Osdroenians, Arabians, Assynans, Ibe- 
rians, the inhabitants of Colckis, and 
the Persians — is said to have ba- 
nished 11,000 Christians from his army, 
and confined them in Armenia. Tra- 
jan exterminated the Jews, who had 
rebelled in Cyrenaica, and Egypt, and 
had even carried their cruelty so far as 
to eat the flesh of the Romans. He 


died in Cilicia, at Selinunthus (since 
called Trajanopolis) August 10, 117, 
aged

aged 64. Pliny the Younger had spoken 
a noble panegyric in honour of him, 
which is still remaining; but Trajan's 
cruelty towards the Christians, and his 
intemperance tarnished his glory, v. 
SABURRANUS. 

TRALLIAN, v. ALEXANDER 
TRALLIAN, PHLEGON, 

TRAP (Joseph) a learned English 
writer in the 18th century, who was 
professor of poetry at Oxford, after- 
Wards rector of Harlington, and preacher 
at Christ church, and St. Laurence, 
London. He died 1747, aged 66, five 
days after his marriage, leaving a tran- 
Slation of Milton's Paradise lost, in 
Latin verse, and some works on the 
poetical art. 

TRASIBULUS, v. THRASYBULUS, 

TREBATIUS (Catus) an eminent 
lawyer surnamed Testa, who lived in 
the time of Julius Cæsar, and remained 
always attached to him. He endea- 
voured to gain his friend Cicero from 
Pompey's party, and was consulted by 
Augustus on the validity of codicils. 
- Frebatius adhered to the Epicurean 
sect, and wrote several works, but 
they are lost. Horace calls him Do&us. 

TREBELLIUS POLLIO, a Latin 
historian, who wrote the Lives of the 
Emperors, but we have only part of 
Valerian's remaining, with those of 
the two Gallienus and the thirty 
tyrants, in Hit. Aug. Script. This 
author is not accurate. He lived about 
the year 298, 

TREMBLERS, v. QUAKERS. 

TREMELLIUS (Emmanuel) a cele- 
brated Protestant writer, well skilled 
in the Hebrew tongue; born at Ferrara, 
in the 16th century, of Jewish parents. 
Having turned Protestant, he visited 
Germany aud England, was afterwards 
appointed professor of Hebrew at Hei- 
delberg, went from thence to Metz, 
where he married, then to Sedan. He 
died 1580, aged 70. He left a Latin 
Fersien of the Syriac New Testament, 
and one of the Old Testament from the 
Hebrew, in which last he was assisted 
by Francis Junius, or du Jon, who pub- 
lished it after the death of Tremellius, 
1569, fol. with many alterations, which 
have not been approved by the learned. 
He translated Calvin's Careckiom into 
Hebrew and Greek, 1551, 8vo. 

TREMOILLE, or TREMOUILLE 
(Louis de la) vicount de Thowars, 
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prince de Talmond, &c. one of the 
greatest generals of his age, born Sept, 
20, 1460, descended from a family 
which 1s among the most ancient and 
illustrious of France, and has produced 
many eminent men. He was originally 
page to Louis XI. and made his fire 
campaign under his uncle, George de 
la Tremoille, sire de Craon. At the 
age of 28, the king appointed him 
general of his forces against Francis, 
duke of Bretany, who had afforded an 
asylum in his dominions to Louis, duke 
of Orleans, and other combined Princes, 
Louis de la Tremoille defeated these 
princes at the battle of St. Aubin du 
Cormier, July 28, 1488, and took the 
duke of Orleans, (afterwards Louis 
XII.) and the prince of Orange prison. 
ers. He also took Dinant, and St. 
Malo, and contributed much to uniting 
Bretany to the crown, by concluding a 
marriage between Anne, duchess of 
Bretany, and King Charles VIII. 
After having been made a knight of 
the King's orders, and his first cham- 
berlain, he was sent as ambassador to 
Maximilian, King of the Romans, and 
pope Alexander VI. Louis de la Tre- 
moille acquired great glory at the bat- 
tle of Fornoua, 1495, after which he 
was appointed lieutenant-general of 
the provinces of Poitou, Angoumois, 
Saintonge, Aunis, Anjou, and Marche 
de Bretagne. Louis XII. on his ac- 
cession to the throne, having given 
him the command of his army in Italy, 
he conquered all Lombardy, and com- 
pelled the Venetians to deliver up to 
him Louis Sforza, duke of Milan, and 
the cardinal his brother. On his return 
the king made him governor of Bur- 
gundy as a reward for his services, then 
admiral of Guienne, 1502, and shortly 

after, admiral of Bretany. Louis de 
la Tremoille commanded the main 
guard at Agnadelloa, 1509, was de- 
feated by the Swiss at that of Novara, 
but bravely sustained the siege of Dijon 
against them during six weeks. The 
same year he was at the battle of Ma- 
rignano, and defended Picardy from 
the Imperialists and English. Going 


afterwards into Provence, he forced 


the constable de Bourbon, general of 
the Imperial armies to raise the $1ege 
of Marseilles, 1523, and having at- 
tended Francis I. in the unfortunate 
expedition to Italy, ended his life glo- 

| riously 
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riously at the battle of Pavia, where 
he was killed, February 24, 1525, at 
the age of 65. Paul Jovius mentions 
chis great man as the glory of his age, and 
the ornament of the French nation. Guic-

TREMOILLE (Francis de la) grand- 
son of the preceding. He died, 1541. 
He had married Anne de Laval, daugh- 
ter of Guy XV. of Laval, and Char- 
lotte, of Arragon, princess of Taren- 
turn, who carried her' right to the 
crown of Naples into the house of 
Tremoille, which that family have 
claimed at Munster, and all the fol- 
lowing, congresses, and in virtue there. 
of lay claim to some particular dis- 
tintions, with the title of highness, 
which have been granted 1n foreign 
countries. Lauis the third de la Tre- 
moille, served under Henry II. Charles 
IX. and Henry III. and died 1577. 
It was for him that Charles IX. raised 
the vicomté de Thouars to a duchy, 
1563, and for his son, Claudius de Tre- 
moille, that Henry IV. raised the 
duchy of Thouars to a Ducks Pairie, 
1:95 This latter died 1604. His 
zrandson, Henry Charles de la Tre- 
moille, prince of Tarentum, was strong- 
ly attached to the prince of Conde, 
during the war of Paris; he even fol- 
lowed him into Flanders, and solicited 
an amnesty for him, which he obtained 
1655, He afterwards served in the 
army of the United Provinces, against 
the bishop of Munster, abjured Cal- 
vinism 1670, in presence of the bishop 
ot Angers, and died 1672, two years 
before his father Henry. The prince 
of Tarentum left Memoirs, which have 
been printed at Liege, 1767, 12mo. 
This family sti1l subsists. 
TREMOLLIERE (Peter Charles) a 
French painter, horn 1703 at Chollet 
in Poitou, who gained several prizes 
in the academy of painting, and went 
to improve himself in Italy as King's 
pensioner. At his return to Paris, he 
drew many beautiful pictures, and pro- 
mised to have been one of the best 
painters of France, had he not died in 
the flower of his age, 1739. 
TRENCHARD (John) an English 
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writer, born of a good an ancient fa- 
mily, 1669. He was well acquainted 
with civil law and politics, held some 
considerable posts in his native coun- 
try, and died 1723, leaving a work, 
entitled, An argument to prove that @ 
Standing army is inconsistent with a free 
Government, and absolutely destruttive 20 
the Conititution of the English Monarchy x; 
A short History of standing Armies in 
England, and a Series of Letters under 
the name of Cate, which he published 
in conjunction with Thomas Gordon, 
his intimate friend. The above are all 
in English. | 

TRE VILLE (Henry Joseph de 
Peyre count de) son of the count de 


Troisville (pronounced Treville) cap- 


tain- lieutenant of musqueteers under 
Louis XIII. He was brought up with 
Louis XIV. appointed cornet of the 
first regiment of musqueteers, then 
colonel of infantry, and governor of 
the county of Foix, M. de Treville 
served under M. de Coligni in Candia, 
Where he received two shots, the ef- 
fects of which he felt during life. 
Having shared the confidence and 
friendship of Henrietta of England, 
first wife of Monsieur, Louis the XIV. 
only brother, he was present when chat 
princess died at St. Cloud, June 10, 
1670, which event so deeply affected 
him that he renounced the world. 
Troivuille, says the marquis de la Fare, 
in his memoirs, whom [ carried that day 
from St. Cloud, and whom kept te sleep 
with me, that he might not be left a prey 
to his grief, quitted the world on this oc- 
casion, and chose a life of devotion, whick 
he has continued ever ince. M. de Tré- 
ville read almost all the Greek fathers 
in their original language, and prefixed 
them to the Latin fathers. He was 
much connected with Mess. of Port 
Royal, M. de Rance, abbot of la Trapp, 
and Boileau Despreaux, who speaks 
very highly of him. In 1666, he at- 
tended with mess. Arnauld, Nicole, 
de Lalane, de Sainte Marthe, de Sacy, 
&c. at the conferences held in the 
duchess de Longueville's house, for 
revising the New Testament of Mons, 
and suggested many corrections for 
rendering that work more perfect as 
to choicc of words, turn of phrase, and 
force and accuracy of translation. He 
also revised with M. Nicole, the Life 
of Theodozius the Great, written by M. 

Flechier, 
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Flechier, and many other celebrated 
writers consulted him respecting their 


works. M. de Treville died at Paris, 
August 13, 1708, aged 67, and was 
buried at St. Nicholas du Chardonet, 
his parish. | 

TREUL (Sebastian de) a priest of 
the Oratory, born 1684, at Lyons, who 
died July 30, 1754, leaving 2 vol. of 
Sermons, 12Mmo. 

TREUVE,, (Simon Michael) a na- 
tive of Noyers in Burgundy, who en- 
tered the congregation of the Christian 
doctrine 1668, and quitted it 1673, 
after having taught ethics at Vitri-le- 
Francois. He then went to reside at 
Epoisses with M. the count de Gui- 
tant, and was appointed almoner to 
madame de Lesdigueires some years 
after. M. de Treuve at length became 
vicar of St. jacques du Haut-Pas, 
then of St. André des Arcs at Paris, 
and was lastly invited to Meaux, by 
the celebrated M. Bossuet, Who made 
him Theolegal, and canon in his church. 
He assisted in the Breviary of Meaux, 
and remained in that city nearly 22 
years; dut in consequence of his op- 
position to the bull, and of an accu- 
sation brought against him, of being a 
Flagellant, even with respect to the 
nuns, his penitents, M. the cardinal de 
Bissy obliged him to quit his diocese. 
M. Treuvé then went to Paris, and 
died there, February 22, 1730, aged 77, 
leaving the following works: Initrac- 
rions Sur les Despoiitons qu*on deit apporter 
aux Sacremens de Penuiteuce et d' Euchar:s- 
tie, one vol. 12mo. dedicated to mad. 
de Longueville; Le Direferr Spirituel 
Pour ceux qui nenont point; La Vie de N. 
Duckamel; Discours de Piete, 1695, and 
1697, 2 vol. 12mo. &c. He was a 
great friend to Mess. of Port Royal, 
and very adverse to the Bull Unigenitus, 

TRIBBECHOVIUS (Adam) a native 
of Lubec, who taught philosophy at 
Giessen, ethics and history at Kiel, was 
appointed ecclesiastical counsellor to 
the duke of Saxe Gotha, superinten- 
dant- general of the churches in that 
duchy, and died 1787, leaving a great 
number of works, much esteemed in 
Germany. The principal are: De Doc- 
foribus Schotasticis corruptd per eos dtui- 
narum humanarumgque rerum scientia, M. 
Heuman reprinted this work, 1719. 
De philoxophia morum inter Barbaros; De 
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Niliasmo exercitationes a1 Rarontt Anne, 
les; De veritate Creationis mundi: 5 
Angelis; De More Agypbiarum Oude: 
Hist. Naturalizmi, Jenx; 1700, 4to, xc. 
TRIBON TAN, an excellent lawyer 
of Sida in Pamphylia, the principal 
person employed by Justinian, about 
1531, in compiling the Code which 
bears his name. He was a man of 
abilities, indefatigable in business, ang 
had great influence over the empergr 
but dishonored himself by his extreme 
avarice, and by his irreligion. Tribo. 
nian, though he appeared outwardly a 
Catholic, was a Pagan in his heart, 
TRICALET (Peter Joseph) born 
1696 at Dole. The impetuosity of his 
youth bid defiance to all restraint, till 
some serious books which fell into his 
hands having led him to reflection; he 
suddenly disappeared, and a consider. 
able time elapsed before he was dis. 
covered among the Franciscans at No. 
zeroi, who had brought him up. He 
Studied divinity, entered the sacred 
ministry, became one of the directors 
in the seminary of St. Nicholas du 
Chardonet, and was chosen by the 
duchess dowager of Orleans for her 
confessor. This princess offered him 
an abbey, but he refused it, and infir- 
mities coming upon him early, he re- 
tired to Villejuif, 1746, and there died 
1761, His works are: An Abridgement 
of St. Francis de Sales on the Love of 
(rod, 1656, 12mo.; Bibliotheque des Pe- 
res, 1758 to 1761, 9 vol. 8vo ; Pre; 
de la Vie de Jes Christ, 1760, 12m0.;

Abrege de la Perfection Chictienne de Ro- 
driguex, 1761, 2 vol. 12mo.; Lc Liwe 
du Chretien, 1762, 12mo0. 
TRIGLAND (James) born May 8, 
1652, at Harlem. He acquired great 
skill in the Oriental languages, and 
the Holy Scriptures, of which he was 
professor at Leyden, in the place of 
Anthony Hulsius, and died in that 
city, September 22, 1705, aged 54, 
after having been twice rector of the 
university there. Trigland left several 
works and Dissertations on the sect of 
the Caraites, and other curious and im- 
portant subjects. He also published 
the Tribus Judæorum Sectis of Serrarius, 
Drusius and Scaliger, Delphis, 1703, 2 
vol. 4to. 
TRIMOSIN (Solomon) tutor to Pa- 
racelsus 
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arcelsus, and author of a very searce 
chemical treatise, entitled, The Golden 
Flecce, Paris, 1602, or 1612, 8v0. 

TRINITY (order of the) v. JOHN 


DE MATHA, John of the Concep- 


tion. 
TRIPTOLEMUS, son of Celeus, 
king of Elensis, supposed to have been 


the first who introduced agriculture in 


Greece; whence the poets feign that 
he was educated and iustructed by Ce- 
res, who placed him in a chariot 
drawn by winged serpents, and sent 
him over the whole earth to teach 
mankind how to till the ground and 
so- corn. It is said, that Triptolemus 
also gave laws to the Athenians, which 
laws were reduced to three heads; the 
Adoration of the Gods, the honour due to 
parents, and abstinence from fle. He is 
supposed to having lived about 1600, 
A.C. | 

TRISMEGISTUS, v. HERMES. 

TRISSIANO or TRISSINO (John 
George) a celebrated Italian poet, 
born of a noble family at Vicenza, and 
much esteemed by pope Leo X. and 
Clement VII. who sent him several 
times as amhassador to the emperor 
Charles V. and his brother Ferdinand. 
He died 1530, aged 72. His works 
are: an Art of Poetry, Vicenza, 1589, 
fol. scarce ; A tragedy, entitled, So- 
phonisba, 1 524, 4to. which was acted 
at Rome by order of Leo X. an epic 
poem, entitled, Italla /iberata da Getti, 
Venetia, 1547, and 1548, 8vo. divided 
into 3 tom. each consisting of 9 can- 
tos. There should be a plan of the 
carng of Belisarius, and also of Rome, 
engraved on wood, one at p. 112 of 
vol. 1. the other at the end of vol. 2. 
This poem is in blank verse, the plan 
tolerably well formed, but the poetry 
languid. From an affectation of $in- 
gularity, the edition of 1547 has the 
first part in Greek characters. Tris- 
sino left several other works in Italian, 
all of which were printed at Verona, 
1729. 2 vol. fol. 

TRISTAN - 'HERMITE (Francis) 
a French dramatic poet, gentleman in 
ordinary to Gaston of France, duke of 
Orleans, and one of the forty members 
of the French academy, born at So- 
liers in the province of la Marche. 
He furnished the stage with several 
pieces, among which his Aariamne met 
with the greatest applaase. Mondory, 


vor. IV, 
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a celebrated actor, exerted himself 80 
violently one evening in this play, 
that he died in consequence of it. 
Tristan was author of several other 
works. He died September 7, 1633, 
aged 54. His poems have been col- 
lected in 3 vol. 4qto. This poet's pas- 
sion for gaming kept him always poor, 
and it 1s to him that Boilean atludes 
in the following line of his first satire: 


Passe FEte sans linge, et PHiver sans manteau. 


Tristan wrote the following epitaph

TRISTAN L'HERMITE SOULIERS 
(John Baptist) gentleman of his ma- 
jesty's bedchamber, and author of the 
Geneaologics of several families;  His- 
toire genevlogique de la Noblesse de Tous 
raine, 1669, fol.; La Tosane francoive, 
1661, 4t0. ; Les Corses francoise, 1662, 
I2m0.; Naples francoise, 1663, 4to. &. 
containing the history of such persdns 
in those countries as have been attach- 
ed to France. 

TRISTAN (John) Ecuier $ieur de 
St. Amand et du Puy d' Amour, and 
son of Charles Tristan, auditor des 
comp:es ar Paris. He attached him - 
self to Gaston of France, duke of Or- 
leans, was well skilled in antiquity 
and medals, and published a Hizzorical 


. Commentary en the Lives of the Emperors, 


1644, 3 vol, fol. a work full of curious 
observations, but Angeloni and father 


Sirmond have found several faults in 


it, and Tristan has answered them with 
great agperity. He was living in 1656. 
TRITHEMIUS (John) a cetebrated 
abbot of the Benedictine order, and 
one of the most learned mes in the 
35th century, born February 1, 1464, 
at Tritenheim, in the diocesedf Treves. 
After finishing his studies he took. the 
Benedictine habit, and was made abbot 
of Spanheim in the diocese of Mencz, 
148 3, which abbey he governed till 
1506, and reigned it to be abbot of 
St. James at Wirtzberg. He died Des. 
N N I 3, 
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13, 1516. Trithemius was well ac- 
quainted both with sacred and profane 
literature,and left various works, among 
which the principal are: a treatise on 
_ . the illustrious edclesiastical Writers, Co- 
logn, 1 546, 4to. in this book he men- 
tions 870 authors; Another en the illus- 
trious Men of Germany, and a third on 
those of the Benedifine order, 1606, 
4to. translated into French, 1625, 4to.; 
Six books on Polygrapky, 1601, fol. 
translated into French, (v. COL- 
LANGE) a treatise on Steganography, 
i. e. the various methods of writing in 
cyphers, 1621, 4to. Nuremberg, 1721, 
There is a scarce book on this work, 
attributed to Augustus, duke of Bruns- 


wick, entitled, Gustavi Seleni Enodatio 


Steganographiæ F. Trithemii, 1624, fol.; 
Chronicles, in Trithemii Opera historica, 
1701, fol. two parts, to which are add- 
ed his works on religious Subjects,

TRITON, 'a sea god, according to 
the fable, son of Neptune and Amphy- 
trite. He was considered as Neptune's 
trumpeter, and represented under the 
figure of a man whose body termina- 
ted in a fish, with a dolphin's tail, and 
two feet like those of a horse, holding 
always a hollow shell in his hand, 
which served him for a trumpet. Se- 
veral historians have asserted that Tri- 
tons or sea- men really existed; but 
learned critics consider these accounts 
as old women's stories. | 
TRIVERIUS, v. DRIVERE. 
TRIVULCE (John James) marquis 
de Vigévano, and marechal of France, 
descended from an illustrious and an- 
cient Milanese family, Being banish- 
ed from his native country for his at- 
tachment to the Guelphs, he engaged 
in the serviceof Ferdinand of Arragon, 
king of Naples, afterwards in that of 
Charles VIII. king of France, to whom 
he delivered up Capoua, 1495. He 
commanded the vanguard, with mare- 
chal de Gié, at the battle of Fornoua, 
took Alessandria della Paglia, and de- 
feated Louis Sforza, duke of Milan, 
Louis XIT. made him governor of that 
City, 1 50, and also marechal of France. 
Tri vulce acquired great glory at the 
battles of Agnadelloa, Novara, and 
Marignano, and died at Chatre, De- 
cember 5, 1518, in consequence of 


Reggio.

Francis I. 

TRIVULCE (Theodore) first cousin 
of the preceding. He served in the 
vanguard of the French army at the 
battle of Agnadelloa, and at that of 
Ravenna, 1512. This latter was made 
marechal of France by K ing Francis 1. 
and governor of Genoa, the caxtle of 
which he defended against the inhabi. 
tants, 1528. He died at Lyons, where 
he was governor, 1531. 

TRIVULCE (Anthony) brother of 


the preceding. He declared for the 


French when they made themselves 
masters of the Milanese, was after. 
wards created cardinal by pope Alex- 
anderVI. at the king's request in L500, 
and died March 18, 1508, aged $1, 
There have been four cardinals in this 
family, viz. 

TRIVULCE (Sacramutia) nephew 
of John James, an excellent lawyer, 
counsellor of state in France under 
Louis XII. and successively bishop of 
Cosmo and Placentia, and cardinal, 
He died August 9, 1527. | 

TRIVULCE (Augustine) nephew 
of Theodore, abbot of Froimont, in 
France, chamberlain to pope Julius II. 
then successively bishop of Bayeux, 
Toulon, Novara, and archbisbop of 
When the army of Charles 
V. had taken Rome, he was carried 
to Naples as a hostage, and displayed 
great firmness of mind during his con- 
finement. Bembo and Sadoles were 


his intimate friends, and he wrote a 


History of the Popes, and Cardinals; 
but died at Rome, March 3oth, 1548, 
before he had printed it. 

TRIVULCE (Anthony) nephew of 
John James, referendary of the two 
signatures, then bishop of Toulon, and 
afterwards vice-legate of Avignon. 
He made himself much beloved by the 
people, strenuously opposed the en- 
trance of heretics in the combat, and 
was sent as legate into France, where 
he concluded the treaty of Catau Cam- 
bresis ; but died of an apoplexy, in his 
way back to Italy, one day's journey 
from Paris, June 26, 1559. Lastly, 

- TRIVULCE (JOHN JAMES THEO- 
DORE) great nephew of the prece- 
ding, who, after having served with 
honour in the armies of - Philip III.

created cardinal, 1626. He became 
viceroy of Arragon, then of Sicily and 
cardinia, governor-general of the Mi- 
lanese, and ambassador extraordinary 
from Spain to Rome.

took the name of Trivulce, | 
TROGUS POMPEIUS, a celebrated 


Latin historian, born in the country 


of the Vocontii, the capital of which 
was Vaison. He lived in the reign of 
Augustus, about the commencement 
of the Christian zra, and his father 
after having been a soldier under 
Cxsar, became "ecretary and keeper 
of the seal to that Prince, Trogos 
Pompeius wrote a Unitersa/ Hittery in 
44 books, of which Justin has given 
an abridgement ; but without changing 
either the number of the books, or the 
title of Philippic History. This abridge- 
ment is supposed to have vuccasioned 
the loss of the original work. 

TROILUS, son of Priam and Hecu- 
ba, He might have preserved Troy 
by preserving himself; but was rash 
enough to attack Achilles, who slew 
| him. The city, which could not be 
taken while he lived, was soon lost 
after his death. 

TROMMIUS (Abraham) a learned 
Protestant divine, born 1633, at Gro- 
ningen. He was curate of the village 
of Haren, afterwards pastor at Gro- 
ningen, where he died 1719, leaving 
a Greek Concordance to the Septuagint 
version of the Old Testament, 1718, 
2 vol fol. and a Flemish Concordance to 
the Old Testament, which had been 
begun by John Martinius of Dantzic. 

TROMP (Martin Happertz) a fa- 
mous Dutch admiral, born at Briel, 
who rose by his merit. After having 
signalized himself on several occasions, 
particularly at the celebrated engage 
ment of Gibraltar, April 25, 1607, he 
was considered as the greatest seaman 
tnat had ever appeared, and appointed 
Amiral of Holland, by advice of the 
prince of Orange himself. In this 
character, Tromp defeated a large Spa- 
nish fleet, 1639, and gained zz other 
naval victories; but was killed upon 
deck, during an engagement with the 
English, August 10, 1563. The States 
General had medals struck in honour 
of him, ordered his remains to be in- 
terred with every solemnity in the 
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church at Delft, and regretted him as 
the greatest hero of their republic. 
Admiral Tromp amidst his most bril- 
liant fortune always discovered un- 
common humility, nor would he ever 
assume a higher title than that of Citi- 
zen, and Grandfather of the Sailors, | 

TROMP (Cornelius) second son of 
the preceding, who also signalized 
himself by his courage in many naval 
engagements, was appointed lieutenant 
admiral general of the United Provin- 
ces, and died May 21, 1691, aged 62, 
being born at Rotterdam, September 
9, 1629, The Life of this latter was 
published at the Hague, 1694, 12mo. 

TRONSON (Louis) a celebrated su- 
perior of the seminary de St. Sulpice 
at Paris, Whose father was secretary to 
the king's closet, in the reign of Louis 
XIII. He held the office of his ma- 


jesty's almoner, but resigned it in 


1655, to enter the seminary above 
mentioned, which had been founded 
but a few years before; was appointed 
its Superior, acquired great honour by 
his piety, zeal, and prudence, and died 
February 66, 1700, aged 79, leaving a 


book of devotion, entitled, Examens 
particuliers, 1690, 12mo, and another 


work, entitled, Forma Cleri, 1724, 4to. 
TROPHIMUS, an Ephesian, who 
was converted to Christianity by St. 
Paul, and attended him in his travels 
to Corinth and ſerusalem. He fell 
sick at Miletum in the year 65. 
TROPHONIUS, son of Apollo, ac- 
cording to the fable, a celebrated Gre- 
cian architect. He built a temple to 
Appollo at Lebadea. in Buotia, in 
which was a cavern, whence that god 
was supposed to deliver oracles. This 
cavern is famons in Pagan history, and 
called the Cave of Trophonius, 
 TROUIN DU GUAY, or more pro- 
perly DU GUAY TROUIN (René) 
born June 10, 1673, at St. Malo, son 
of a rich merchant of that city, who 
had been Freach consul at Malaga in 
Spain, and who commanded armed 
vessels, either for war or for trade, as 
circumstances required. - Young Du 
Guay Trovin, led by his example, and 
a strong inclination for the sea, served 
on board a privateer at 15, gave imme- 
diate proofs of his courage at tho 
taking of a Flessingen ship, and con- 
tinued to signalize himself by impors 
tant captures, for which he was epo- 
N N 2 bled 
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vied by his majesty, 1709, having pre- 
vious to that time, taken above 300 


merchant men, and 20 ships of war 
or privateers from the enemy. In Sep- 
tember, 1741, he took the city and 
ſortresses of Rio-Janiero, one of the 
richest and most powerful colonies in 
Brasil, and returned home with great 
riches, 1712, The king then gave 
him a pension of 2000 livres, and M. 
du Guay Trouin afterwards presented 
the regent with an excellent plan for 
the India company. He was made 
commaner of the order of St. Louis, 
and lieutenaut-general, 1728, and went 
in 1737, at the head of a squadron to 
curb Algiers and Tunis, and secure a 
good understanding between France 
and Tripoli. At length, after having 
acquired immortal glory on the sea, he 
died at Paris, September 27, 1736, 
leaving some Memoirs of his. expe- 
dition, Paris, 1740, 4to. or 1748, 12mo. 

TROY (Francis de) an eminent 
Painter, born 1645, at Toulouse. He 
first studied his art under his father, 
who was painter to the Hotel de Ville 
of Toulouse; went afterwards into 
Nicholas de Loir's school, then into 
that of Claudius le Fevre, a celebrated 
portrait painter. Francis de Troy ex- 
celled in the style above mentioned, 
and in historical subjects. He was pro- 
fessor and director of the royal acade- 
my of painting, drew the royal family 
and great persons of the court, and 
was even Sent into Bavaria by Louis 
XIV. to take a picture of M. the dau- 
phiness. This painter had the art of 
heightening a lady's beauty without 
altering her features. His drawings are 
very correct, and much sought atter. 
He died 1930, at Paris. 

TROY (Francis de) son and pupil of 
the preceding, Knight of St. Michael, 
King's secretary, head of the academy 
of painting at Paris, and afterwards 
director of that established by his ma- 
jesty at Rome, in which city he died 
1752, aged 77. He is one of the best 
painters of the French school. 

TROY, a city of the Lesser Phrygia, 
founded by Dardanus.

TRUBLET (Nicholas Cuarles fo. 
seph) treasurer of the church at 
Nantes, afterwards canon of St. Malo, 
his native place, where he died 17:9, 
He had been admitted into the French 
acaderay, 1761, and was also a mem. 
ber of that at Berlin.- His Essai 4. 
Litterature are in 4 vol. r2mo. What. 
ever praise these may claim for the 
choice of subjects, and the manner in 
which they are handle, the writer's 
sentiments differ so much from those 
of the literati, who eonsider themselves 
as authorised to decide on every per- 
son's merits, that they have found no 
better method of contradicting him, 
than by ridiculing him for his compi- 
lations, not that all who treat the abbé 
Trublet as a compiler, are themselves 
original authors, He was distinguished 
in the pulpit, and his Pareg yrics have 
been printed, 2 vol. 12mo. 
 TRUCHET (John) a very celebrated 
mechanician, better known by the 
name of Father Sebastian, born 1657, at 
Lyons. He entered the Carmelite or- 
der at 17, and was sent to Paris, where 
he devoted himself wholly to me- 
chanics, for which he had an extreme 
fondness. Charles II. king of Eng- 
land, having presented two repeating 
watches to Louis XIV. the first that 
had been seen in France, these watch - 
es grew out of order, and were put 
into the hands of M. Martinot, a skil- 
ful clock maker, who being ignorant 
how to open them, scrupled not to tell 
M. Colbert, that he knew nobody who 
was able to do it but a certain young 
carmelite. This carmelite was father 
Sebastian, who accordingly opened and 
repaired them, but without Knowing 
that they belonged to the King. Soon 
after-however M. Colbert sent for him, 
praised his skill in mending the watch» 
es, exhorted him to cultivate his great 
talents for mechanics, and assigned 
him a pension of 600. livres, one year's 
income of which was paid that very 
day. From this time, father Sebastian 
became 


became celebrated thronghout Europe. 
He was employed in all works of im- 
portance, received visits from the 
duke of Lorrain, Peter the Great, CZAT 
of Muscovy, and several other princes, 
and enriched the manufactures with 
many excellent discoveries. He in- 
vented the machine for removing large 
trees entire without damage, also those 
moving pictures which were the ad- 
miration of the court; had a very cu- 
rious cabinet, and was an honorary 
member of the academy of sciences. 
He died February s, 1729 at Paris. 
His candour, humility, and extreme 
sweetness of temper occas:vned M. the 
prince to say of him, that he was as 
simple as his machines. 

TRY PHON, or DIDOTUS, a gene- 
ral under Alexander Balas, Whose son 
he caused to be crowned King of Syria, 
in opposition to his uncle Demetrius. 
But the perfidious wretch only placed 
the crown on this child's head, with 
a view of taking it from him more 
easily. He began by getting rid of 
Jonathan Maccabeus, and his sons, 
then put Antiochus to death, and 


caused himself to be proclaimed King 


of Syria. The legitimate heir put an 
end to his crimes, by Killing him in 


Agramea, where he had tak en refuge. 


TSCHIRNAUS (Ernfroi Walter de) 
born April 10, 1651 at Rislingswald, a 
lordship of his father's in Lusatia, of 
a noble and ancient family. He served 
as a volunteer in the Dutch troops, 
1672, and afterwards travelled in Ger- 
many, and visited England, France and 
Italy to gratify his taste for mathema- 
tics and natural history. Being at Paris 
for the third time, in 1682, he pro- 
posed to the academy of sciences his 


discovery of the famous Caustics, 80 


well known by the name of M. de 
achim Caustics, and was admitted 
a member of that academy. On his 
return to Germany he laboured to 
bring optics to perfection, and for that 
purpose established three glass houses, 
whence came many wonderful dis- 
coveries in dioptricks and natural phi- 
losophy, among others, the burning 
glass, which M. de Tschirnaus present- 
ed to the duke of Orleans, aſterwards 
regent of France. Saxony is princi- 
pally indebted to him for its porcelain. 
He refused the high honours to which 
ne might have arisen, and died Oct.

TUBAL CAIN, son of Lamech and 
Tillah, born about 2975 A.C. He in- 
vented the art of forging, beating and 
polishing brass, iron and other metals;

ters borrowed the idea of their Vulcan 
from him. 

TUBI, surnamed de Romain (John 
Baptist) an excellent sculptor, member 
of the royal academy of painting and 
sculpture; who died at Paris, 1700, 
aged 70, Some of his works are at 
Versailles. | 

TUDESCHI (Nicholas) more kno 
by the name of Panormo, called also 
Nicholas of Sicily, the Abbot of Palermo, 
or Panormitanus, a native of Catania in 
Sicily, who acquired $0 great a skill 
in the canon law, as to be surnamed 
Luterna Juris.

TURGOT (Michael Stephen) born 
June 9, 1699, at Paris. He passed 
from the office of president of the 
parliament to that of provost of the 
merchants 1739. The feasts, which he 
gave on madame Henrietta's marriage, 
have been much longer remembered 
than the pains which he took to se- 
cure plenty for the capitol in the vears 
of scarcity, and the fountain he made 
in the rue de Grenelle has been far 
more generally admired, than those 
immense sewers that surround one side 
of the city, and cleanse it from the 
filth which would else be hutful to 
the health of its inhabitants. Thus do 
the populace, incompetent judges of 
merit, pursue the showy, and neglect 


the useful; but persons of judgement.

TURLUPIN, v. GRAND (Henry le), 

TURNEBE (Adrian) Turnebus, a na- 
tive of Andely near Rouen, who after 
having taught ethics with uncommon 
reputation at Tolouse and Paris, was 
appointed king's professor of Greek, 
and director of the royal press, and 
died at Paris, 1565, aged 53, leaving 
five children. We have several valu- 
able works of his, most of which were 
collected and printed at Strasburg, 
1606, 


ria, in 30 books, 1530, fol. This col- 
lection contains very judicious and 
deep criticism. The first six books 
bad appeared in 1564, and the last 
six in 1573, by Adrian Turnebe, his

TURNEBE (Odet) son of the pre- 
ceding, an advocate to the parliament, 
and first president of the Mint. He 
died 1581, aged 28. He wrote a come- 
dy, entitled e Content, Paris, 1584, 
$vo. in the licentious style of that 
time.

TURNER (Robert) a learned Eng- 
lich divine, who quitted his native 


ligion, and retired to Bavaria, He 
taught with credit at Ingolstadt, and 
was employed by William duke of 
Bavaria in several important negoci- 
ations; but having afterwards lost that 
princes* favour, became canon of Bres- 
lau, and died at Gratz, November 28, 
1597, leaving Commentaries on the Holy 
Scriptures, and other works. He must 
be distinguished trom Francis Turner, 
another English divine, who was made 
bishop of Rochester, 1683, and trans- 
lated to Ely the year following, but 
deprived of his bishopric afterwards 
in consequence of some disagreeable 
circumstances in which he involved 
himself at court. This latter left some 
works alsn. 

TURPIN, a monk of St. Denis, who 
was made archbishop of Rheims, about 
760, and received the Pallium from 
pope Adrian I. 774, with the title of 
primate. He placed some Benedictines 
in the abbey of St. Remi, 786, instead 
of the canons who were originally 
there, and died about 800. The Fita 
Caroli magni et Relandi, which may be 
found in Schardii rerum Germanicar. qua- 
tune vctustiores Chronographi, Francfort, 
1556, fol. and of which there is a 
French translation, Lyons, 1583, 8vo. 
has been attributed to him; but this 
work is a series of fables invented by 
a monk of the 11th century, who 
taxes the name of John Turpin, and 
trom whom the adventures of Roland 
are borrowed.

made himself much esteeemed in that 
city, by his learning, moderation, and 
prudence, and died there, March 4, 
I631, leaving, a Defence of the Geneva 
Versions against Father Coton, fol.; 
Sermons in French on the Utility of C- 
tisements, 8 vo. and other works. 

TURRETIN (Francis) son of the 
preceeding, born October 17, 1623, 
and appointed professor of divinity at 
Geneva, 1653. He was deputed to 
Holland, 1661, where he obtained. 
75,000 florins, which were employed 
in constructing the bastion of Geneva, 
called to this day, the Dutch bastion. 
Francis Turretin became $0 celebrated 
for his preaching, his genius, and his - 
talents, that he was pressed to settle at 
Leyden and at the Hague, but chose 
rather to return to Geneva, where he 
died, September 28, 1687. His works 
are: InStitutis Theologiz Elenchtice, 3 
vol. 4to.; Theses de satisfattione Feeu- 
Ckristi, Geneva, 1667, 4t0.; de Seccsxou 
ab Ecclesia Romana; Sermons in 2 vol. 
and other works. Benedict Pietat, his 
nephew, succeeded him in the profess - 
ship of divinity. 

TURRETIN (John Alphonsus) son 
of the preceding, born August 24, 
1671, at Geneva. He devoted himself 
wholly to the study of ecclesiastical 
history and theology, and a professor - 
ship of ecclesiastical history was found - 
ed on purpose for him at Geneva. He 
was rector of the academy in that city, 
from 1601 to 1611, became professcr 
of divinity, 1715, and died there, May 
1, 1737, aged 66, leaving the follow; 
ing works: Speeches and Diziertations, 
Geneva, 1737, 3 vol. 4to. Several 
pieces on the truth of Christianity aud 
of the Jewish religion; these are va- 
lued, and have been partly translated 
from Latin into French, by M. Vernet, 
5 parts, 8vo.; Several Sermons; an 
Abridgement of Eccletiastical Hiztory, the 
Second edition of which, is 1736, 8vo. 
It is to be wished, that a complete 
edition of this learned man's works was 
published with necessary alterations.

TURRETIN (Michael) a learned 
professor of oriental languages at Ge- 
neva, first cousin of Francis Turretin, 
who has been mentioned. He left 
several S-rmons, esteemed by the Pro- 
testants, among which are two on the 
Utility of Affiction He died Febru- 
ary 17, 1721, | 

TURRETIN (Samuel) one of the 
tons of the preceding, pastor aud pro- 
fessor of Hebrew and divinity at Ge- 
neva, where he distinguished himself 
by his knowledge and learning. He 
died July 27, 1727, leaving Thesises, 
from which was composed the treatise 
entitled, Pretervat if contre le Fanativme 
et les pretendus Inspires du dernier ziecle, 
Geneva, 1723, 8vo. 

TURRIANUS (Francis) whose real 
name was Torres, born about 1504, at 
Herrera in the diocese of Valencia in 
Spain. He applied himself to the 
study of Greek, Hebrew, ecclesiastical 
antiquities, and theology, and attended 
the council of Trent 1562, where he 
strongly opposed the concession of the 
communion in both Kinds. Turrianus 
entered among the Jexuits, 1566, when 
above 60 years old, and died at Rome, 
November 21, 1584, leaving many 
works on ecclesiastical affairs, and 
some Translations, which discover much 
more extent of reading than either 
judgement, taste or skill in criticism. 

TURSELIN, or TURSELLIN 
(Horace) a learned and indefatigable 

esuit of Rome, who taught rhetoric 
in that city with reputation during 20 
years, and was afterwards rector of 
Several colleges. He promoted the 
study of the belles lettres in his so- 
ciety, and died at Rome, April 6, 1599, 
aged 24. His principal works are: 
The Life of St. Francis Xavier, the best 
editions of this are 1596 4to.; and the 
following, The History of Lovetto, 8vo ; 
a treatise on the Latin Particles; An 
Abridgement of Universal History, from 
the creation to 1598, &c, All the above 
are elegant Latin. The best editions 
of his Univerial History, are those which 
have a continuation by father Philip 
Briet, from 1618 to 1661. The best 
French translation of it, is by the abbé 
Lagneau, Paris, 1757, 4 vol. 12mo. 
with Netes.

TYDEUS, son of /Eneous and Al- 
thea, sent by Polynices to Eteocles, 
with a summons to surrender the king. 
dom of Thebes, at the siege of which 
city he was killed. 3 
TYNDARUS, king of CEbalia, hus- 
band of Leda, and the supposed father 
of Castor and Pollux, who were called 
Tyndaride. 
TYPHON, or TYPHEUS, an enor- 
mous giant, son of Juno according to 
the fable. That goddess being offend- 
ed because Jupiter had produced Mi- 
nerva without her, struck the ground 
with her hand, which gave birth to 
Typhon. He was of a prodigious sta- 
ture, with one hand he touched the 
East, with the other the West, his 
head reached to the sky, his eyes were 
fire, and his mouth aud nostils cast 
ſorth flames. His body was covered 
with feathers twisted with serpents, 
and his legs and thighs resembled two 
dragons. He joined with the other 
giants in attempting to dethrone the 
gods, whom he so far terrified, that 
they fled into Egypt ; but Jupiter Struck. 
him dead with a thunderbolt, and cast 
him under mount Gibello in Sicily. 
The learned are not agreed concerning 
the origin of this fable. 4 
TYPOT (James) a learned politician 
and civilian, born of a good family at 
Diestem, a city of Brabant, who, 8 * 
in

jng taught law in Italy, settled at Wirta- 


burg; wende JohnJIII. Eing of Sweden, 


invited him into his dominions. This 


prince heaped many honours and fa- 
vours on Typot at first; but afterwards 
committed him to prison on false ac- 
cusations, nor was he set at liberty till 
the reign of Sigismond, son and $uc- 


cessor of John III. Typot remained 


in Sweden till 1595, when he went to 
the court of the emperor Rodolphus 
IL who appointed him his historio— 
grapher. He died at Prague before the 
year 1602. His works are; Historia 
Gothorum; Hizstoria rerum in Suecid ges- 
tarum, 8v0.; de Monarchia; de Fortuns ; 
de Sainte Reipublice, $vo.; de Fusto, ive 
de Legibus, 8vo.; Symbola Divina et gu- 
mand Pontificum, Imperatorum, Regum, cum 
icenibus, Pragæ, 1613, 3 tom, fol. and 
others. 
TYRANNION, a celebrated gram- 
marian in the time of Pompey, born at 
Amisus in Pontus, His original name 
was Theophrastus; but because he 
teazed his fellow scholars, Hestiæus, 
their master, gave him that af Tyran- 
nion. He was pupil to Dionysius of 
Thrace at Rhodes, aad fell into the 
hands of Lucullus, when that general 
had put Mithridates to flight, and 
siezed his dominions. Murena asked 
him of Lucullus, that he might boast 
of having restored a celebrated gram- 
marian to his freedom, on which sub- 
ject Plutarch makes very judicious re- 
flections. Tyrannion's captivity was 


no disadvantage to him, for it pro- 
cured him an opportunity of going to 


Rome, where he became celebrated for 
his lectures, and acquired great riches. 
One use which he made of his wealth 
was to form a library, consisting of 
above 30,000 vol. and his care in col- 
lecting books, contributed much to 
the preservation of Aristotle's works, 
He died at Rome, in a very advanced 
age, weakened and worn out by the 
gout. Cicero had employed him to

TYRTAUS, a famous Greek poet 

of Athens, who excelled particularly 

in the celebration of martial valour. 

The Lacedemonians, intimidated by 

the boldness of Aristomenes, the Mes- 


senian general, consulted the oracle, 


which replied, tar Lacedemonia must be 
led hy an Athenian, Deputies being ac- 
cordingly sent to Athens, brought 
back the poet Tyrtæus; Whose verses 
$0 revived the Spartans* courage, in 
the second war of Messina, that they 
gained a complete victory. This 
success procured him the privileges of 
a citizen, which the Lacedemonians 
very rarely granted ; and it was even 
ordered that his poems should be re- 
cited in all military expeditions. Tyr- 
tæus lived about 630, A.C. We have 
only some fragments of his works in 
Plantin's collection of Greek poets, 


- Antwerp, 1568, 8vo. Plato calls him 


Divine, and Horace, in his Art of Poe- 
try, says, 
Tyrtzusque mares animos in martia bella 
Versibus exacuit. 


TZERCLAES, v. TILLL 
TZETZES (John) a Greek poet, 


Critic, and grammarian in the the 12th 


century, originally of Constantinople. 
He was carefully educated, learnt the 
belles lettres, Hebrew, mathematics, 


and theology, and had so astonishing a 
memory, that he is said to have learnt 
'the whole bible by heart.

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eated his A!legories on Homer, to Irene, 
wife of the emperor Emanuel Comne- 
nus, Paris, 1616, 8vo.; Tzetzes was 
also author of a Miscellaneous History, in 
13 chiliades, in easy verse, Basil, 1646 
fol.; several Epigrams, and other Poems 
in Greek, in the Corpus Poet. Græc. 
Geneva, 1606 and 1614, 2 vol. fol. His 
grammatical and critical works, and 
his Scholia on Hesjed are much esteemed,

TZETZES (Isaac) brother of the 
preceding, well known by his excel- 
lent Commentaries on the Alexandra, call- 


ed also the Cassandra of Lycophron, 


Londen, 1697, fol. These Commentaries 
are learned, curious and useful. Fab. 
Ticius ascribes them to John Tzetzes.

ACHET (John Anthony le) a 
Y priest, founder of the Sisters of 
te Christian Union, and director of the 
Ladies Hoxspitallers of St. Gervais, born 
of a good family at Romans in Dau- 


phiny. He lived in a style of the 


deepest humiliation, practising those 
austerities Which are hardest to human 
nature, and devoted himself wholly to 
the instruction and relief of the poor, 
among whom he distributed his pro- 
perty, Le Vachet died February 6, 
1681, aged 78, leaving many religious 
books, as  Exemplaire des Enfans de 
Dieu; La Voice de J. C.; L' Artisan 
Chretien; Reglemens pour les Filles et les 
Veuves qu. Vivent dans le Seminaire des 
Sæurs de P Union Chretieme, His Life, 
by the abbe Richard, was printed at 
Paris, 1692, 12mo. He must be dis- 
tinguished from Peter joseph de Vach- 
et, a native of Beaune, priest of the 
oratory, and curate of St. Martin de 
Sablon, in the diocese of Bourdeaux. 
This latter left some Poems in Latin, 
Saumur, 1664, 12mo, and died about 
1655. | 

VACQUERIE, or VAQUERIE 


(John de la) first president of the par- 


liament of Paris under Louis XI. He 
was admired for his probity, his firm- 
ness and intrepidity, in maintaining the 
rights of the people, and for his dis- 
interestedness. Absolute as Louis XI. 
Wat, he could not withstand the fol- 
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lowing speech made by la Vac 
at the head of the N 
come, Sire, to resign our offices, and to Suffer 
whatever you please, rather than ad again 
eur conscience. The King withdrew hig 
edits. At that time the loss of their 
posts left the officers of the parlia. 
ment without any great resources. He 
died 1497. Chancellor de VHo0spital 
bestows this eulogy on the president 
de la Vacquerie, that he was muck more 
respettable for his poverty, than Rollin, the 
duke of Burgundy” s chancellor, was for his 
riches, 

VADE' (John Joseph) born Jany. 
ary, 1720, at Ham in Picardy, and 
carried to Paris, at five years old, by 


his father, a small tradesman, He was 


$0 headstrong, wild, and dissipated in 
his youth, that nothing could make 
him attend to literature; but he en. 
deavoured to supply this defect in his 
education as much as possible, by read- 
ing all the best French books. Vadé 
invented a new species of poetry, which 
is called Je Genre Poissard (the Billings- 
gate style). To succeed the better, 
he studied the manners of the fish 
women, and their dialeR, and attained 
it at last, in the highest perfeRion, 
This Poissard style, in which Vade ex- 
celled, must be distinguished from the 
Burlesque, for the latter paints nothing; 
whereas the Poissard paints nature in 
a low style indeed, but not wholly 
without its attractions. Vade is the 
teniers of poetry. His Poiszard pieces 
had great success; but were never 
acted so well as he recited them, and 
they lost much, who did not hear them 
from him, for then it was not imita- 
tion, it was nature herself. But this 
nature, this Polssard style, this Billings- 
gate language, this freedom of phrase, 
and these two licentious expressions, 
render the works of Vadé very dan- 
gerous, and are always disgusting to 
well bred persons. Vadé was sweet 
tempered, generous, all probity, and 
candor, and the delight of every com- 
pany, never failing to diffuse mirth 
and joy by his conversation, his songs, 
and particularly by his Poiriard lan- 
guage. This poet's constitution was 
strong and robust, but he abused it, 
and his passion for gaming, convivial 
pleasures, and women, shortened bis 
days. He was become sensible of his 
errors, and had resolved to he wiser and 
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disorder attacked him, of which he died 
with truly Christian sentiments, July 4, 
1757 aged 37. His works are printed 
in 4 vol; 8vo. They consist of Comic 
Operas, Songs, Parodies, Bouquets, Lettres 
de la Grenouilliere, la Pipe Casse:, a poem, 
Complimens des elotures des Feires de S. 
Germain et de S. Laurent, &c. 

VADIANUS (Joachim) born Nov, 
29, 1484, at St. Gal in Switzerland, 
He practised physic with success, 
taught the belles lettres at Vienna, be- 
came senator in his native country, 
and held the first offices there. Va- 
dianus also obtained the laurel crown, 
which was at that time given by the 
emperors, to those who excelled in 
poetry. He died 1551, aged 66. He 
left Commentaries on Pomponius Mela, 
1577, fol. A treatise on the Art of Poe- 
ti, 1518, 4to. and other works in 
Latin, 

V.ANIUS (Otto) a celebrated paint- 
er, born 1556 at Leyden, He became 
very famous in Italy, was employed 
by the duke of Parma, the emperor, 
the duke of Bavaria, and the elector 
of Cologn, and at length was invited 
to Brussels by the archduke Albert, 
who made him overseer of the mint. 
The most particularly admired among 
the works of this artist, are, his Tri- 
umphi of Bacchus, and the Last Supper, 
which he painted for the cathedral of 
Antwerp. He drew correctly, cast his 
draperies well, gave a graceful air to 
his heads, and a fine expression to his 
figures. Vænius painted the Emblems 
of Horace, 1607, 4to.; of Divine Love, 
1615, 4to.; of Love, 1608, 4to. Latin; 
the war of the Batavians against the 
Romans, which Tempesta has engraved 
in 36 plates, 1612, and to which a Dis- 
1ertation was added, 1770, by M. de St. 
Simon, Greek, fol. He was the cele- 
brated Ruben's master, and died at 
Brussels, 1634. Gilbert and Peter Væ- 
nius, his brothers, were also eminent;

merit, was esteemed by Francis I, and

VAILLANT (John Foy) a very 
eminent antiquary, born May 24, 1632, 
at Beauvais. An uncle, on the mother's 
Side, took great pains in his .educa- 
tion, and he was intended for a phy- 
sician; but a labourer having found a 
small coffer full of old medals, in his 
fields near Beauvais, carried them to 
M. Vaillant, who felt his taste for an- 
tiquity, awakened at the sight, pur- 
chased them immediately, and from 
that time, devoted himself wholly to 


the search of those valuable remains 


of ancient times. He soon formed a 
very curious cabinet, and made several 
voyages to foreign countries, whence 
he brought back many very scarce me- 
dals; but having embarked at Mar- 


seilles in his way to Rome, he was 
taken by a corsair, carried to Algiers, 


and put on board the gallies. About 
four months after, he obtained leave 


to return home, and solicit his ransom, _ 


when, being in a small frigate, they 
were attacked by a corsair of Tunis, 
At sight of this fresh danger, M. Vail- 
lant, fearing to lose all, as he had done 
in the former ship, swallowed fifteen 
gold medals, that were concealed about 
him. He however found means to 


escape in askiff, where nature restored 


after some days, the medals he had 
entrusted to his stomach. At his re- 
turn to Paris, he was ordered by the 
court to undertake a new Voyage, 
which he extended to the farthest parts 
of Egypt and Pers1a, and brought from 
thence some extremely scarce medals, 
M. Vaillantbecame keeper of the duke 
of Maine's medals, and member of the 
academy of inscriptions, and was $0 
much esteemed at the court of Rome, 
that he obtained a dispensation for 
marrying two, $1Sters Successively, He 
died October 23, 1706, at Paris, aged 
75. His works are: A Histery of the

VAILLANT (Sebastian) born May 
26, 1669, at Vigny, near Pontoise, 
He was first an organist, then a sur- 
geon, and afterwards secretary to M. 
Fagon, chief physician to Louis XIV. 
This ingenious man having discovered 
M. Vaillant's talents for botany, gave 


him the office of director of the royal 


garden, which he enriched with cu- 
rious plants. M. Vaillant became pro- 
fessor and sub-demonstrator of plants 
in the abovementioned garden, keeper 
of the king's cabinet of drugs, and a 
member of the academy of sciences. 
He died of an asthma, May 26, 1722, 
leaving a widow, but no children, His

He was suc- 
cessively counsellor to the parliament 
master of requests, first president of 
the parliament of Provence, and lastly 
keeper of the seals, 1616. M. du Vie 
afterwards entered the ecclesiastical 
profession, and was consecrated bishop 
of Lizieux, 1618. He possessed uncom- 
mon foresight and sagacity, and chose 
rather to resign the seals, than to fa- 
vour the views of marechal d' Ancre, 
who made an ill use of his influence,

VAISSETTE (Dom Joseph) born

VALDO (Peter) a native of Vaud 
in Dauphiny, who was $0 shocked by 
the sudden death of a. friend, in his 
presence, that he distributed all his 
property among the poor. These poor 
people immediately followed him, 
and from their benefactor, he be- 


came their master. He explained 


the New Testament to them in the 
vulgar tongue; and inculcated a love 


of idle poverty, whence they were 


called the Poor of Lyons, because 
they made themselves known first 
in that city, The clergy finding 
fault with his doctrine, he exclaimed 
against their order, equalling the laity 
to them. Some say, that he went so 
far as to despise the sacraments of 
which they were the administrators; 
but others attribute this only to his 
disciples, who were called Faudsis, 
from his name, when they joined with 
the Arnaldists and Albigenses.

VALENCIA (James de) v. PARES. 
VALENS (Flavius) emperor of the 
Last, son of Gratian, born at Cibale in 
Pannonia. He was associated in the 
empire, by his brother Valentinian, 
364, and had the East for his share. 
Valens wished at first to resign the 
imperial dignity, been alarmed by the 
revolt of Procopius; but after some 
good success, he took courage, defeat- 


ed his enemy, and sentenced him to be 


beheaded, He then prepared to attack, 
the Goths, who had assisted Procopius, 
and was baptized at Constatinople, by 
Eudoxius, chief of the Arians.. Va- 
lens granted peace to the Goths, 
376, and allowed them a retreat in 
Thrace. He persecuted St. Basil, Me- 
letius, and the Catholics, and punished 
several phitosophers, who were in- 
fected with magic. The philosophers 
having reported that the name of the 
emperor's successor should begin with 
Ileod, by which they appeared to des- 
cribe an illustrious heathen, named 
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Theodore, Valens ordered this pre- 
tended empeor to be burnt, the di- 
Viners to be beheaded, and every 
person to suffer death, whose name 
began with Theod, among whom 
was Theodosius, father of the emperor 
of that name. Valens afterwards 
marched against the Goths, who, led by 
Alavin, had demanded to inhabit the 
banks of the Danube, and being op- 
pressed with taxes, had rebelled and 
ravaged Thrace. They defeated the 
emperor, August 9, 378, at the famoug 
battle of Adrianople, which may be 
compared to that of Cannæ, for the 
great loss sustained by the Romans. 
Valens being wounded, was carried 
into a peasant's cottage, to which the 
enemy, (not knowing this circum- 
Stance) set fire, and burnt him alive, 
August 5, 378, at the age of 50. Theo- 
dosius the Great, succeeded him. 

_ VALENS (Peter) born 1561, at 
Groningen, He cultivated poetry and 
eloquence with success, was teacher in 
the university, and at the royal col- 
lege, and died, 1641, leaving some 
Harangues, and Latin Poems, an account 


of which may be seen in tom. 36 of 


father Niceron. 
VALENTIA (Gregory de) a learned 
Spanish Jesuit, born at Medina-del- 


Campo, in Old Castille, who taught 
theology with reputation at Ingolstadt, 


and wrote some controversial books 
against the Protestants. This father 
having been convicted by Lemos of 
falsifying a passage in St. Augustine, 


which he quoted in one of the congre- 


gations de Auxiliis, was so Severely re- 
primanded'by the pope, that he died 
in consequence of it, April 25, 1603, 
aged 54. His works are in 5 vol. fol. 
and contain besides those on contro- 
versial subjects, some Commentaries on

VALENTIN (le) an excellent paint- 
er, born 1600, at Colomiers in Brie, 
who entered Vouet's school very early 
and went afterwards into Italy, where 
he took great pains to imitate the 
works of Caravaggio, He formed a 
ſriendship with Poussin, and excelled 
particularly in representing gamesters, 
Soldiers, and gipsies, His martyrdom 
of the saints, Procesies and Martinian, 
which he painted for the church of St, 
Peter at Rome, is much admired, Va- 
lentin having bathed imprudently, was 
Siezed 
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seized with a shivering, and died soon 
after in the suburbs of Rome, 1632. 
This artist is deficient in grace and 
correctness, but he studied nature, and 
his colouring is strong. | 
VALENTINE, a Roman, who suc- 
ceeded pope Eugenius II. and died 
September 21, 827, 40 days after his 
election. 
VALENTINE, a famous heresiarch 
of the 2d century, an Egyptian, aud 
follower of the Platonic se&t, He dis- 
tinguished himself at first by his learn- 
ing and eloquence; but falling after- 
wards into error, imagined a genealogy 
of Ton, male and female, amounting 
to thirty, and of these he composed 
the divinity which he called Pleroma, 
i. e. Plenitude, Valentine also asserted 
that Christ was not made flesh in the 
holy virgin's womb, but only passed 
through it as through a conduit. He 
advanced many other errors, which he 
propagated first in Egypt, and after- 
wards at Rome from 140 to 160. His 
disciples were called Palentinians, 
Irenzus, and the other Fathers of the 
church, have written forcibly against 
him. | | 
VALENTINE GENTILIS, v. GEN- 
TILIS. | 
VALENTINE (Basil) the name as- 
sumed by a skilful chemist in the 16th 
century, who is supposed by some to 
have been a Benedictine of Erfort. 
His works are written in high Dutch, 
and were printed at Hamburg, 1677, 
2717, or 1740, 8yo. most of them have 
been translated into Latin and French, 
the most celebrated among the Latin

VALENTINIAN I. emperor of the 
West, son of Gratian, born at Cibale 
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in Pannonia. He raised himself by bis 
courage and merit, was proclaimeg 
emperor at Nice on the death of Jovian, 
February 25, 364, and associated his 
brother Valens in the empire, giving 
him the East. Valentinian possessed 
great qualities; he always discovered 
an ardent zeal for the Catholic religion, 
even in Julian's time, and feared not 
to ventme his life and fortune in its 
defence. He conquered the Germans, 
and subdued several barbarous nations; 
but gave way to such transports of 
anger, as tarnished his glory. The 


Quadi having sent ambassadors to him 


meanly cloathed, either from poverty, 
or with a view of exciting his pity, he 
took it as an insult, and flew into 80 
violent a passion that he burst a blood 
vessel, and died suddenly, November 
17, 375, at Bregitio in Pannonia, aged 
$5. This emperor left by his first wife 
Severa, Gratian, who succeeded him; 
and by Justina, Valentinian II. 
VALENTINIAN II. son of the pre. 
ceding, and brother of Gratian, born 
71, was proclaimed emperor at 
Treves, November 22, 375. He $uc- 
ceeded Gratian, 383, but being de- 
prived of his dominions, 337, by the 
tyrant Maximus, had recourse to Theo- 
dosius, who defeated Maximus, con- 
demned him to be beheaded, 388, and 


restored Valentinian, with whom he 


entered Rome in triumph. From this 
time St. Ambrose became Valentinian's 


spiritual father, and most faithful 


counsellor; but Arbogeotus, a French 
officer, having been deprived of his 
posts in consequence of his aiming at 
independence, rebelled openly, and 
caused the emperor to be strangled by 
the blackest treachery at Vienne in 
Dauphiny, May 15, 392, when that 
young prince was only twenty years of 
age, and $till a catechumen. Theodo- 
sius the Great, succeeded him, and re- 
venged his death. 3 ä 
VALENTINIAN HHH. (Flavins Placi- 
dus Valentinianus) emperor of the West, 
son of the general Constantius, and 
Placidia, daughter of Theodosius the 
Great, born July 3, 419, was crowned 
emperor, October 23, 425. He mar- 
ried Eudoxia, daughter of Theodosius 
the Younger, 437, and entrusted all the 
authority at first to his mother Placidia; 
but her wisdom could not. preserve 
Africa, where the Vandals founded. a 
| kingdom, 
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kingdom. By the valour of tius, 
however, she retarded the loss of his 
remaining dominions, till Valentinian 
having killed this great general with 
his own hand, the empire fell into a 
state of decay, from which it never 
recovered, Valentinian was himself 
murdered at the age of 36, March 17, 
455, by order of Petronius Maximus, 
whose wife he had debauched, and 
who then usurped the throne, 
VALERE (Cyprian de) a Protestant 
writer, by whom we have a Spanish 
version of the whole Bible, which 
may be considered as a second edition 
of Cassiodorus de Reyna's version, 
Amsterdam, 1602, fol. 

VALERE (Luke) a learned mathe- 
matician at the beginning of the 17th 
century, who became so celebrated as 
a teacher of geometry in the college at 
Rome, that he was called the Archime- 
de: of kis age, by the famous Galileo. 
He has left a book de Centro gravitatis 
wiidorum, Rome, 1604, 4to. and another 
de Quadraturd Parabole per simplex faluem, 
VALERIAN (Publius Licinius Va- 
lerianus) a Roman emperor, who was 
proclaimed 253, after the death of 


in the empire, with whom he reigned 
seven or eight years. He discovered at 
tirst same affection for the Christians, 
of whom his palace was full; but at 
length abandoned himself to magic, and 
all Kinds of impiety, and raised the 
most cruel persecution the church had 
yet experienced. But his crimes did 
not remain unpunished, for Macrian, 


him, he was defeated by the Persians, 
260, and taken prisoner by Sapores, 
who made him his footstool when he 
mounted on horseback, and put him 
to death three, or as some some say, 
nine years after. Gallienus succeeded 
him. 

VALERIAN, a celebrated bishop of 
Cemele, which bishopric has been 
transferred to Nice. He lived in the 
5th century, was descended from an 
illustrious family, attended the council 
of Riez, 439, and that of Arles, 455. 
Twenty of his Homilies with an Epistle 
to the Monks are in the Library of the 
Fathers, and Paris, 1612, 8vo. 
VALERIAN MAGNI, v. MAGNI 
VALERIANUS, v. PIERIUS, 
VALERIANUS, v. URBAN, 


Gallus, and associated his son Galienus 


one of his captains having betrayed 
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VALERIO, or VALIERO (Augus- 

tine) born April 7, 1531, at Venice, 
descended from one of the best families 
in that city. After having made a 

rapid progress in his studies, he was ad- 

mitted among the Savii del Ordixi. 

These are five young men of the high- 

est rank. at Venice, who have access 

to the college where affairs relative to 
the republic are debated, that they 
may be trained up to the science of 
government. Valerio took a doctor's 
degree in divinity and in canon law, 
became professor of philosophy at 
Venice, 1558, and having afterwards 
chosen the ecclesiastical profession, 
was appointed bishop of Verona, on 
the resignation of his uncle, cardinal 
Bernardo Naugerio, 1555. He dis- 
charged the duties of the episcopal 
Station with great prudence, and to the 
edification of his diocese, and formed 
a friendship with St. Charles Borromeo, 
Pope Gregory XIII. created him cardi- 
nal, 1583, invited him to Rome, and 
placed him at the head of several con- 
gregations, Valerio acquired universal 
esteem by his skill in public affairs, his 
learning and virtue. He died at Rome, 
May 24, 1606, aged 75, of vexation, 
occasioned by the interdiftion under 
which pope Paul V. had laid the re- 
public of Venice. This pious and 
learned bishop left several excellent 
works, the most known are, The Rle- 
toric of a Preacher, composed by the 
advice and according to the plan of his 
intimate friend, St. Charles Borromeo. 
The above work has been translated 
into French from the Latin, by M. the 
abbe Dinouart, and printed at Paris by 
Nyon, 1750, 12mo. nor can the study 
of it be too strongly recommended to

VALERIO VINCENTINI, a cele- 
brated engraver on precious Stones, 
born at Vincenza, whose real name 
was Valerio de belli, He ranks among 
the modern engravers who have ap- 
proached nearest to the ancients in this 
branch of their art; was employed by 
pope Clement VII. and died very rich 
in 1546. 

VALERIUS MAXIMUS, a Latin 
Þi>torian, descended from the families 

of 
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of Valerius Maximus. He followed 
Sextus Pompeius to the wars, made a 
great proficiency in the belles lettres, 
and at his return formed a collection of 
remarkable actions and speeches of the 
Romans and other great men, which 
he dedicated to the emperor Tiberius, 
The above-mentioned work is gupposed 
by many of the learned to have been 
the same with that now remaining 
under the name of Valerins Maximus; 
but others assert that the latter is only 
an abridgement of this celebrated his- 
torian's work, made by an African 
named Nepotianus, However it may 
be, the work is curious, and contains a 
great number of memorable examples 
and actions of the Greeks and Romans, 
which are well worth reading.

from them in less than five years, 
Soliman II. enraged at his success, at- 
tempted the conquest of Malta, and 
sent an army exceeding 80,000 men, 
who formed the siege in May 1565; 
but the valiant resistance made'by the 
grand master, during four months, ob- 


liged them to retreat, after having lost 


more than 20,000 men. john de la 
Valette afterwards built several forts, 
secured Malta from the assaults of the 
Turks, refused a cardinal's hat offered 
him by Pius V. and died August 21, 
1568. He descended from an illustti- 
ous and ancient family of Provence. 
VALETTE (John Louis de Nogaret 


et de la) duke of Epernon, born 15 54, 


descended from an ancient and illus- 
trious house, originally of Toulouse. 
He first bore arms at the siege of Ro- 
chelle, 1573, and attached himself to 


Henry IV. at that time king of Navarre, 


but left him soon after, and having 
signalized himself against the Hugue- 
nots, became the favourite of Henry 
HI. who made him first gentleman of 
his bed chamber, colonel-general of the 

French 
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French infantry, duke and peer, and 
at length admiral of France, in 1587. 
This nobleman was at St, Cloud, when 
Henry III. was assassinated, and 
quitted Henry the fourth's army, con- 
trary to the advice of his friends; but 
that prince afterwards received him 
into favour, and he became lieutenant- 
general of the army against the 
Leaguers, from whom he took several 
places. He contributed much to the 
reduction of Bearn, which had rebelled, 
and carried succours to the fort in the 
isle of Rhe against the English, 1627, 
At length, having had a violent quarrel 
with the archbishop of Bourdeaux, (v. 
SOURDIS) he fell into disgrace, and 
received orders to retire to Loches, 
where he died, January 13, 1642, aged 
$8. The duke of Epernon was one of 
the noblemen most concerned in those 
great events which distinguish the 


reigns of Henry III. Henry IV. and 


Louis XIII. His male descendants 
ended in his son Bernard, who died 
1661. Bernard de Nogaret, seigneur 
de la Valette, brother of John Louis, 
distinguished himself on sgveral occa- 
sions, and was admiral of France. He 
received a musket shot at the Siege 
of Roquebrune, in consequence of 


which he died February 11, 1592, 


aged 39,regretted by the King as a great 
captain. | 
VALETTE (Louis de Nogaret de la) 
a celebrated cardinal, third son of John 
Louis de la Valette, Juke of Epernon, 
mentioned in the preceding article, 
He became abbot of St. Victor at Mar- 
seilles, and St. Vincent at Metz, prior 
of St, Martin des Champs, archbishup 
of Toulouse, cardinal, lieutenant-gene- 
ral of the king's armies, governor of 
Anjou, Metz, the province of Messin, 
&c. Cardinal de la Valette abandoned 


the ipterests of queen Mary de Medicis, 


to engage in those of cardinal Riche- 
lieu, and supported that minister's 
authority by his advice on the Day of 
Du es. He remained afterwards en- 
tirely dependant on Richelieu, who 
flattered his ambition by giving him 
the highest military posts, and sent 
him as commander into Germany, 
Franche Comté, Picardy, and Italy. 
This cardinal died at Rivoli, near Turin, 
September 28, 1639, aged 47, after 
having caused, by his ambition, most of 
the troubles in which his family was 
VOL tv.

VALINCOUR (John Baptist du 
Trousset de) born 1653, of. a good fa- 
mily at St. Quentin in Picardy..

member of the academy of sciences, 
and historiographer to his majesty. 
M. de Valincour had collected a great 
number of very curious and important 
memoirs respecting marine affairs; but 
these MSS. were consumed with his 
library by a fire, which burnt his house 
at St. Cloud in the night, between tis 
thirteenth and fourteenth of January, 
1725. He died January 5, 1730, at 
Paris, aged 77.

VALLA or VALLE (Laurentius) 
born 1415, at Placenza, one of those 
who most successfully opposed that 
barbarity, with which the Goths had 
infeted Rome, and contributed most 
to reviving the elegance of the Latin 
tongue. His freedom in criticising and 
contradicting others, is said to have 
created him so many enemies, that he 
was forced to withdraw to the court of 
Alphonso, King of Naples, a great 
patron of literature, - who wished to 
learn Latin of him though fifty years 
old. It is added that Laurentius Valla 
did not a& more cautiously at Naples 
than at Rome, but censured the clergy, 
and set up for a teacher; in conse- 
quence of which he was accused before 
the inquisition, and condemned to be 

Pe burnt 
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burnt alive; but Alphonso mitigated 
the sentence, and the inquisitors were 
contented with whipping Laurentius 
Valla round thecloyster of the Jacobins. 
He afterwards returned to Rome, 
where he found patrons sufficiently 
powerful to reconcile him with the 
pope, and procure him a license to 
teach, and a pension. The abbe John 
Anthony V igerini denies all this, and 
proves that this eminent scholar was 
usually a very polite disputant, and 
never departed from that character, ex- 
cept with Poggio, to whose satires he 
replied with great warmth. He taught 
the belles lettres and rhetoric with re- 
putation at Genoa, Pavia, Milan, 


Naples, and other principal cities of 


Italy, died August 1, 1465, aged 50, 
and was buried in the church of St. 


John Lateran, of which he is said to 


have been canon. Valla was much at- 
tached to Quintilian, and the Epicu- 
rean doctrine, and always affeted to 


despise Aristotle. His works are, Six 
books on the elegances of the Latin tongue, 
which are much admired, and which 


he was falsely accused of having stolen, 
Venice, 1471, fol.; Three books on 
Truth and Fulseloed; a treatise against 
the spurious Donation of Constantine; His- 
tory of the reign of Ferdinand, king of Ar- 
ragon, 1521, 4to. It appears from this 


history, that Laurentius Valla succeed- 


ed better in giving rules to others for 
writing, than in practising them him- 
self. Translations of Thucydides, Hero- 
dotus, and Homer's Liad. These trans- 
lations are not esteemed, and prove 
him to have been less master of Greek 
than of Latin.

VALLEE (Geofroi) a native of 
Orleans, who published a small book 
in 3vo, eight leaves, entitled, La Bea- 
titude des Chretiens, ou le Fles de la Fii, 
where he teaches the knowledge of a 
God without the fear of him. He was 
burnt at Paris for his deistical doctrine, 
1573. Desbarreaux was his nephew.

VALLEMONT (Peter de) a priest, 
and indefatigable writer, whose name 
was le Lyrrain, but he took that of 
abbe de Vallemont. He was born at 
Ponteaudemer, September 10, 1649, 
and died there, December 30, 1721.

VALLIERE (John Florent de) lieu- 
tenant-general of the 
mies, and a member of the academy 
of sciences, born September 7, 
1667, at Paris. He was considered 
as the best officer of artillery from 
his great experience, and died 1759, 
aged 92. 

VALLIERE (Louisa Frances de la 
Beaume le Blanc, duchess de la) de- 
«cended from the ancient house of la 
Beaume, originally of Bourbonnois. 
She was bred up as maid of honour to 

Henrietta of England, first wife of 
_ Philip, duke of Orleans, and conceived 
so great an affection for Louis XIV. 
that she could not conceal it. His 
majesty returned her tenderness, and 
raised the estate of Vaujour, and the 
barony of St. Christopher to a duché 
pairie for her sake, 1667. The duchess 
de la Valliere never abused her in- 


fluence, nor made use of it but to do 


good. At length having retired from 
court and from the world, she became 
4 nun in the Carmelite convent of the 
Fauxbourg St. Jacques at Paris, and 
taking the name of sister Louisa de /a 
mizericorde, lived in an exemplary and 
very penitent manner. She there re- 
ceived the news of her brother's death, 
who was very dear to her, and that of 
her son an admiral of France, with he- 
roic courage, and entire submission to 
the will of Heaven. When the death 
of this son, whom she had by the king, 
was announced to her, she said with a 
Sigh, I cught to weep for his birth still 
more than for his death. Her great aus- 
terities brought on a disease of which 
she died June 6, 1710, aged 66. Be- 
tore her retirement to the convent she 
had Louis de Bourbon, count de Ver- 
mandois, admiral of France, and Mary 
Anne de Bourbon, legitimated, 1669, 
who married the prince of Conti, An

This gentleman 
signalized himself in many battles, 
and several sieges, but was killed at 
that of Lerida, 1644.

VALLIERE (Gilles de la Beaume le 
Blanc de la) uncle to the duchess de la 
Valliere before- mentioned, born 1616, 
at the castle of la Valliere in Tourraine. 
He was made canon of St. Martin at 
Tours, afterwards bishop of Nantes; 
but resigned his bishopric, 1677. M. 
de la Valliere distinguished himself by 
his genius and by his piety, and died 
at Tulle, June 10, 1709, aged 93. He 
wrote the treatise, entitled, La Lumiere © 
du Chretien, reprinted at Nantes, 1693, 
2 vol. i2mo. LOU 
VALLISNIERI (Antonio) a knight 
and celebrated professor of physic at 
Padua, born May 3, 1661, at the old 
castle of Tresilico, of a noble and an- 
cient family. He distinguished him- 
self among the learned, practised and 
taught physic with great reputation, 
was honorary physiciau to the emperor, 
and was created a knight by the duke 
He died January 28, 


1730, aged 69. His works on Intech, 


Natural History, and Physic, are nume- 


rous, and were printed at Venice, 1733, 
3 vol. fol. in Italian. They are curious, 
learned, and much esteemed. He left 
a son, who was a physician also. 
VALOIS, v. CHARLES, MARGA- 
RET DE VALOIS. 
VALOIS (Henry de) historiographer 


of France, one of the most learned 


men in the 17th century, born Sept. 
10, 1603, descended from a noble fa- 
mily, originally of Lower Normandy. 
After having distinguished himself by 
his progress in the belles lettres and 
philosophy, he went to study the law 
at Bourges, and was admitted advocate 
to the parliament of Paris, in com- 
pliance with his father's wishes; but 
afterwards devoted himself wholly to 
literary pursuits, and studied the an- 
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cient Greek and Latin authors with 
so much success, that he became cele- 
brated throughout Europe. Henry de 
Mesmes, president à Afortier of the 
parliament of Paris, gave him a pen- 
sion of 2000 livres, 1633, which he en- 
joyed till the death of that president, 
1650. Cardinal Mazarini settled one 
of 1500 livres upon him, eight years 
after, and this he received as long as 
he lived. The king honoured him 
with the place of historiographer of 
France, 1660, and a salary of 1200 
livres, augmented to 2000 livres in 
1663. At the age of 62, Henry de 
Valois married a young lady named 
Margaret Chesneau, by whom he had 
four daughters who died before him, 
and three sons who survived him. He 
died 1676, aged 73. His principal 
works are, a new edition of A, 
Marcellims, with Notes; an edition of 
Exsebius, and other Greek ecclesiastical 
historians, with a good Latin [rans/a- 
tion, and learned Netes, which discover 
great genius, critical skill, judgement, 
and erudition, Emendationum Libri V. 
Amsterdam, 1740, 4to. 

VALOIS (Adrian de) younger bro- 
ther of the preceding, historiographer 
of France, and one of the most learned 
men of his age. He followed the ex- 
ample of his brotber, for whom he had 


always the sinceres affection, and ap- 


plied with him to the study of the 
Greek and Latin poets, the orators, 
and historians, and more particularly 
whatever related to the French history, 


of which he attained an extensive 


knowledge, In 1664, Adrian Je Va- 
lois received a gratuity from the king, 
and marrying some years after, had a 
son who published the Valesiana, And 
a daughter, who died young. He 
died with sentiments of fervent piety, 
July 2, 1692, aged 85, leaving a great 
number of learned works, the princi- 
pal among which are, a History of 
France, 1658, 3 vol. fol.; Le Notice des 
Gaules, in alphabetical order, 1675, 
fol. These two are generally and 
justly esteemed. An edition in $vo, of 
two ancient Poems, the first a Paneg yric 
on the Emperor Ber engerius ; the second, 
a kind of Satire, written by Adalberon, 
bishop of Laon, against the vices of 
the monks and courtiers; a Dissertation 
on a Fragment attributed to Petronius; 
A second and new edition of Armianus 
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Marcalliuass, and other writings. All 
this author's works contain deep learn. 
ing and sound criticism, and are well 
worth reading. 

VALOIS (Lewis le) a pious Jesuit, 
born at Melun, who was conſessor to 
the princes, grandsons of Louis XIV. 
and died at Paris, September 12, 1706, 
leaving Euvres pirituelles, 3 tom. and a 
small book against the opinions of 
Descartes. 

VALOMBREUSE, v. HUMILITE/. 

VALSALVA (Antonio Maria) a 
celebrated physician and anatomist, 
born 1666, at Imola. He was pupil of 
Malpighi, and became uncommuonly 
celebrated at Bologna for his anatomi- 
cal lectures. Valsalva died 1723, aged 
57, leaving an excellent treatise on 7/2 
Human Ear, 1707, 4to. and other works

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He discovers the greatest talents in 


all his pictures, nor has he ever been 
equalled in the art of painting flowers 
and fruit. His pictures of this Kind 
are so highly valued, that none but 
princes, or very opulent persons can 
afford to purchase them, He died 
1749, at Amsterdam. 

VANIERE (James) a celebrated 


esuit, and excellent Latin poet, born 
March 9, 1664, at Causses, a town in 


the diocese of Beziers. He taught 
ethics at Tours and Toulouse, and phi- 
losophy at Montpellier, was afterwards 
placed at the head of the pensioner's 


house in Toulouse for six years, and 


then had rhe office of writing master 
at the school in that city. Father Va- 
niere went to Paris, 1730, where he 
became much esteemed by the literati, 
and died at Toulouse, August 12, 1739, 
aged 76. His principal works are: 
Prædium rusticum, Paris, 1746, 12mo, 
an excellent poem, which has been 
translated into French, by . Berland, 
1756, 2 vol. r2mo.; Opuscula, 12mo.;

VANINI (Lucilio) a famous athe- 
ist, born 1585, at Taurozano in the 
territory of Otranto. He discovered 
from his childhood a studious dispo- 
sition, and applied with ardour to phi- 
| losophy, physic, divinity, and judicial 
astrology, the reveries of which last 
science he adopted. Vanini also stu- 
died the civil and canon law, and calls 
himself doctor of both, in the preface 
to his Dialegues.. Having finished his 
studies at Padua, he was ordained 
priest and began to preach; but soon 
quitted the pulpit, for which he had 
no talents, and devoted himself again 
to study. His favourite authors were 
Aristotle, Averrœs, Cardan and Pom- 
ponatius, and from the works of these 
Philosophers, he is supposed to have 
derived those atheistical notions and 
monstrous errors, which he afterwards 
undertook to teach others. Being re- 
turned to Naples, he there, according 
to father Mersenne, formed the strange 
design of travelling over the world, 
with twelve companions of his liber- 
tinism and impiety, in order to pro- 
pagate atheism. France having fallen 
to Vanini's share, he dropt the name 
of Lucilio, and took that of Julius 
Cxear, He afterwards travelled 
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throughout Germany, the Netherlands 
and Holland, whence he went to 
Geneva and to Lyons, where his im- 
pious principles were discovered, and 
an attempt was made to arrest him, 
but he escaped to England, There he 
conducted himself so as to be imprison- 
ed in 1614, during 49 days; and then 
being set at liberty, he re-crossed the 
sea and went to Genoa, with a view of 
teaching youth. His dangerous sen- 
timents were however soon iound out, 
which obliged him to return to Lyons, 


where he endeavoured to pass for a 


good Catholic, by writing his Anpki- 
theatrum against Cardan, and other au- 
thors of a similar kind. The poison 
which Vanini had endeavoured to 


conceal in this work, being discovered, 
he went back to Italy, and afterwards 


returned to France and took the mo- 
nastic habit in Guienne, but in what 


order is not known, His irregular 


conduct occasioned him to be expelled 
from his monastery, and he fled to 
Paris, where he undertook to write 
an Apology for the Council of Trent, in 
hopes of gaining access to the pope's 


nuncio. Not long after he published, 
in 1616, his Dialogues, dedicated to the 
marechal de Bassompierre, who had 


made him his almoner. This work, 


which is still more impious than the 


Ampiithratrum, was approved by two 


doctors, only one had approved the 


former, It is said that Vanini, being 
reduced about the same time to ex- 
treme indigence, had the boldness to 


write to the pope, saying, That if he 


did not give him a goo! Benefice-as 300 as 
possible, he would overthrow the Christian 


Religion, Such a letter he might. 


perhaps write, but it is incredibe that 
he should have the *audacity to send it 
to Rome. His Dialogues were scarcely 
published, when the Sorbonne cen- 
sured them, and they were condemned 


to the flames, which obliged him to 
quit Paris, 1617, and retire to Tou- 


louse. There Vanini taught physic, 
philosophy, and theology, and took ad- 
vantage of the confidence apparently 
placed in him, to instil atheistical 
principles in private into his scholars, 
But his impiety was discovered, he 
was imprisoned and condemned by 
the parliament of Toulouse to be burnt 
alive, which sentence was executed in 
that city in February, 1619. This

convent. He adds, that Vanini, driven 
to despair by this Step, used every ef- 
fort to shake her resolution; but find- 
ing all in vain, he determined to per- 
Suade her of the falsehood of those re- 
ligious principles which had induced 


her to retire, and with this view, be- 


gan to study the atheistical system. 
M. Durand has publised his Life, Rot» 
terdam, 1717, 12m0, and Frederic Arpe 
printed his Hology in Latin, Retterdam, 
1712,5vo, Were Justice equally severe 
at present, many persons would have

VANLOO (John Baptist) a cele- 
brated painter, born 1684, at Alx, who 
acquired great reputation by his ta- 


lents, and excelled particularly in por- 


traits and, historical pieces. Several 
princes had a high esteem for this 


artist, and took pleasure in employing 


him. He died, 1745, at Aix. Lewis 
Michael Vanloo, first painter to the 
king of Spain, and Charles Amadeus 
Philip Vanlon, first painter tothe king 
of Prussia, were sons and pupils of 
John Vanloo, Whose reputation they 
supported with honour. 

VANLOO (Charles Andrew) 
brother of the preceding, born 17085, 
at Alx. He was a knight of St. Mi- 
chaci, governor of the pupils uncer 
his mayesty's patronage, and professor 
in the academy of painting at Paris. 
His pictures are much admired for cor- 
rectness of drawing, joined to a sweet, 
fresh, and brilliant culouring; and with

VANNIUS (Valentine) a Lutheran 
of Suabia, pastor at Constadt, dis- 
tinguished in his community by his 
TFud:cium de Alissa, 1557 Svo.; Miz 
Historia integra, 1563, 4to. He died 
at the end of the 16th century. 
VANNIUS(Francis) an eminent Ita- 
lian painter, born 1563, at Sienna, who 
excelled particularly in religious sub- 
jects, acquired the esteem of cardinal 
Baronius, and stood godfather to Fabio 
Chigi, afterwards pope Alexander VII. 
who loaded him with favours, Van— 
nius was the intimate friend of Guido. 
He died 1609, at Rome. His picture 
of Simon Magus, in St. Peter's church 
in that city, is considered as his master- 
piece. He owed his vigorous colour- 


tion with which he had studied the 
works of Barocci and Correggio. 
 VAN-OBSTAL (Gerard) an excel- 
lent sculptor, born at Antwerp, who 
was rector of the academy of painting 
and sculpture at Paris, worked admi- 
rably in ivory, and displayed great ge- 
nius in his bas-reliefs. Being engaged 
in a law suit, concerning payment for 
one of his works, and the debtor 
pleading prescription, M. de Lamoig- 
non, advocate-general, maintained 
with much eloquence, that the liberal 
arts were not subject to this law. The 
figure of the king on the gate de St. 
Antoine, at Paris, was done by Van- 
Obstal who died in that city 1668, 
aged 73. 
VAN-OORT (Adam) an excellent 
painter, born 1557, at Antwerp, who 
had Rubens and James Jordans among 
his pupils, He: excelled in portraits, 
landscapes, 
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121dscapss, and historical subjects, and 
his pictures are much in request. He 
died about 1641, at Antwerp, 

VAN-ORLAY (Bernard) a skilful 
painter of Brussels, who was Raphael's 
pupil, and excelled particularly in 
hunting pieces, and grand pictures for 
churches. He was employed by the 
emperor Charles V. and by several 

opes. He died 1550. 

VAN-OSTADE (Adrian) an emi- 
nent painter and engraver, born 1610, 
at Lubec. The usual subjects of his pic- 
turcs are the insides of eating houses, 
taverns, inns, Cottages, and stables. 
He perfectly understood the chiaro 
scuro. He died 1685, at Amsterdam. 
This artist has also left a beautiful set 
ol coloured drawings. He was com- 
monly called the good Ostade, to distin— 
cuish him from Isaac Van-Ostade, his 
brother, whose pictures are much in- 
ferior to those of Adrian.

VAN-SWIETEN (Gerard) born 


May 7, 1700, at Leyden, of a noble- 
house, divided into two branches, one 


of which, having embraced what is 
called the reformed religion, enjoyed 
all the wealth of the family, while the 
other, by continuing stedfast in the 
religion of their ancestors, were re- 


duced in their fortunes. M. Van-Swie- 


ten was of this latter hranch. He 
found sufficient opportunities of cul- 
tivating his taste for physic in his na- 
tive city, by attending the celebrated 
Boerhaave's lectures, and after taking 
a doctor's degree, began immediately 
to read lectures himself; but some per- 
sons, who envied him, found means 
to have them stopt, by alledging his 
religion to the magistrates. Van-Swie- 
ten received the most liberal offers 
from the English, in case he chose to 
settle among them, which he declined, 
not chusing to change his countty, 
unless for one, where his being a Ca- 
tholic would not prevent his having 
the liberty of reading lectures. The 
empress queen, to whom, his abilities, 
not only as a physician, but in every 
other Sience, had been made known, 
invited him to Vienna, in which city 
he fixed, 1745. Her imperial majesty 
appointed Van-Swieten her first phy- 
sician, and this place included that of 
librarian and director general of the

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Every thing assumed a new aspect 
under his direction, particularly physic, 
in which he gave lectures till 1753.

VAN-TULDEN (Theodore) a'skil- 
ful painter and engraver, pupil of Ru- 
bens, born about 1620, at Bois-le-Duc, 
The choir of the Mathurins at Paris, 
is embellished with a series of his pic- 


tures. His favourite subjects were his- 


torical pieces, fairs, markets, village 
feasts and the like entertaining scenes. 
He excelled in the chiaro scuro. 
VAN-UDEN (Lucas) an excellent 
painter. and engraver of Antwerp, 
pupil of Rubens, and one of the best 
landscape painters of his time. He 
died about 1660. 
VAN-VELDE (Adrian) a painter, 
r. VELDE. 25 | 
VAN-VIANE (Francis) born Oct. 
He gave lectures 
in divinity at Molines, and in philoso- 
phy at Louvain, where he took a doc- 
tor's degree, and became president of 
the college of pope Adrian VI. Van- 
Viane was deputed to Rome, 1677, by 
the university of Louvain, with father 


Lupus, an Augustine, and Dr. Stey- 


aert, to solicit the condemnation of 
several proposit ions of relaxed morality, 
They obtained a decree from the in- 
quisition in March, 1679, which con- 


demned 65 of these propositions, and 


also procured the censure which the 
universities of Louvain and Douay 
passed upon Lessius, to be approved 
by the holy office. Scarcely, however, 
were they returned to Louvain, when 
they were accused at Madrid of having 
themselves taught propositions preju- 
dicial to the state and religion; hut

him, and Van-Viane proved extremely 
useful to this prelate by his prudence 
and knowledge. He was perfectly ac-

VARENIUS (Bernard) a skilful

VARIUS, a Latin poet, who was 


the friend of Virgil and Horace, and 
shared largely in the favour and boun- 


ty of the emperor Augustus. He 
wrote some Tragedies, by which he 
acquired great reputation, but unfor- 
tunately they have not come down to 
us. His Thyestes, is particularly to be 
regretted, as that tragedy and the Me- 
dea of Ovid, passed for the two best 
that had appeared among the Romans. 
Some fragments of Varius may be found 
in Mattaire's Corpus Poetarum. 
VARLET (Domenique Marie) born 
March 15, 1678 at Paris. Having been 
religiously educated by his father, who 
"Had retired to Mount-Valerien, he 
chose the ecclesiastical profession, be- 
came a doctor of the Sorbonne, and 
This 
cure he afterwards resigned to cardi- 


nal de Noailles, and devoting himself 


to foreign missions, he laboured zea-— 
lously, during six years, as a missionary 
in Louisiana, whence he went to Que-

At that 
juncture, the metropolitan chapter of 
Utrecht, having elected an archbisliop, 
of which they had been deprived more 
than twenty years, and finding, that 
the neighbouring bishops would not

Secrated the archbishop of Utretcht, 
October 15, 1724. He also consecrated 
three other archbishops of Utrecht 
suecessively, and published two Ae. 
logies, for his conduct, which, with the 
additional pieces, form a thick quarto. 
This book is very curious. Many more 
of his writings have been published, 
among others, some Letters to M. de 
Senez, on the council of Embrun, and 
on the errors advanced by father le 
Courrayer, in his Notes to the history 


of the council of Trent. He died May

VARRO (Marcus Terentius) a Ro- 
man, who was consul with Lucius 
Emilius Paulus, and by his rashness and 
imprudence lost the famous battle of 
Cannz against' Hannibal, 216, A.C. 
When he went back to Rome, the 
people were $0 far from accusing him, 
that they returned him thanks, Because 
fe hat nit des palred of the safety of the 


republic after so great a los. 


VARRO (Marcus Terentius) the 
most learne&.man among the Romans 
in grammar, history, and philosophy, 
born 116 A. C. He is said to have written 
Several treatises on history, illustrious 
men, and the Roman families; also, 
annals and many, other works, amount- 
ing to near 500 val. of which we have 


only some fragments remaining. The

VRRO zhe Gail (Publius Terentius) 
an excellent Latin poet, in the time 
of Julius Cæsar and the triumvirs, 
born at Ataci, on the river Aude, in 
Gallia Narbonensis, 671 from the foun- 
dation of Rome. 
the age of 35, wrote a poem, entitled, 


de Bello Sequanico, and translated the 


poem on the Argonauts, written by 
Apollonius Rhodius, into Latin verse. 


Horace mentions him B. 1. satire 10. 


Some fragments of this poet are in the 
Corpus Poetarum, 5 
VARUS (Quintilius) a Roman pro- 
consul, who was entirely defeated by 
Arminius, the German chief, in the 


reign of Augustus, and the year of our 


Lord 9. | 
VASARI (George) a celebrated 
Italian architect, and tolerable painter, 
born at Arezzo in Tuscany, who spent 
the greatest part of his life in travel- 
ling, and was pupil to Michael An- 
gelo, and Andrea Del-Sarto. He died 
1574, at Florence, aged 64. His prin- 
cipal work is, a Hist. of the Painters 


Florence, 1568, 3 vol. 4to. in Italian, 


which 1s esteemed, though not very 
accurate. It was reprinted at Rome, 
1759, 3 vol. 4to. a good edition, He 
also left a Tr. en Painting, 1619, 4to. 
VASCONCELLOS (Michael) a Por- 
tuguese, secretary of state to the go- 
vernante of Portugal, under the king 
of Spain; but who was in effet 
the minister of the comte duke d'Oli- 
varez, from whom he received his 
orders directly. His inflexible cruelty 
to the people made him hated, and 
contributed not a little to the procla- 
mation of the duke of Braganza, by 
the name of ſohn V. He was also 
the first victim of this conspiracy; 
for the conspirators finding him in a 
closet, stabbed him, and threw his 
dead boby out of the window, 1640.

VASCOSAN (Michael de) a cele- 
brated printer, of Paris, born at Ami- 
ens, who married one of the daughters 
of Badius, and thus became allied to 
Robert Stephens, who had married the 
other, Vascosan is justly considered 
as one of the best French printers, for 
his elegance and accuracy. His edition 
of Amyot's Plutarch, 1567, 13 vol, $vo. 
is particularly valued. He died 1576. 

VASQUEZ (Gabriel) a Spanish je- 
suit, and eminent scholastic divine, 
vwho taught theology with reputation 
at Alcala, and died in that city, Sep- 
tember 23, 1604. His works, which 
were printed at Jen, 1620, 10 tom. 
fol. are full of the ultramontane opi- 
nions, 

V ASSE (Anthony Francis de) a 
sculptor of Toulon, who died at Paris, 
1736, after having embellished several 
churches with his works. 

VASSENS or VASSE'E (John) born 
at Eruges, an ingenious writer, author 
of a Hſit; of Spain, in Latin, Salamanca, 


- 1552, fol. which is eteemed. He died 


1560, at Salamanca. His History of

VASSOR (Michael le) a celebrate 
writer, born at Orleans, who centered 
the congregation of the Oratory, in 
which he distinguished himself by his 
works, till 1690, when he quitted it. 
He went to Holland, 1695, and after- 


wards to England, where he turned 


Protestant, obtained a pension from 


the prince of Orange, at the solicita- 


tion of Dr. Burnet, bishop of Salis- 
bury, and died 1718, aged above 70. 
The works published by le Vassor, 
while a Catholic, are: Tr. de la veri- 
table Religion, to.; Paraphrases on St. 
Matthew, St ſohry and St. Paul's 
Epistles. Those he wrote after his 
change are: a Tr. de la manicre d'ex- 
aminer les difſcrends de Religion, 12mo.

VATER (Abraham) born 1684, at 
Wittemberg, where he became eminent- 


as professor of anatomy, botany, and 


physic, after having studied in several 


German academies. The celebrated 
Ruisch, professor at Amsterdam, gave 


him private instructions respecting 


anatomy, and taught him the whole 


art of injection in that beautiful style 
which was his distinguishing talent. 
Vater was admitted a member of the 
academy of vaturalists, the royal so- 


ciety of London, and that of Prussia, 


and died at Wittemberg, 1751, leaving 
anatomical preparations not inferior to 
those made by Ruysch. They form a 


magnificent cabinet, the description of 


which has been published under the 


following title; YVateri mus gum anatomi- 


cum proprium, to.

VAT (Lewis de) a celebrated French 
architect, first architect to his majesty, 


who drew the sketches of part of the

M. Cotbert's hotel, Mess. Lambert, and 
Heslin's bouse in the isle, the college 
des Quatre Nations, and several other 


grand buildings. He died 1670, at 


Paris. De Vau executed the front of 
the Louvre from Claude Perrault's 
designs. 

VAVASSEUR (Francis) a critical 
and indefatigable Writer among the 
Jesvits, born 1695, at Paray, in the 
diocese of Autun, who became inter- 
preter of the Holy Scriptures in the 
college of his order at Paris, and died 
there, December 14, 1681, aged 76, 
leaving a Commentary on Job; a Disier- 
tation on the beauty of J. C. and several

VAUCEL (Lewis Paul dn) well 
known in the affair of the Regale, and 
by his negociations at Rome, was in 
1665, a young advocate under 25, son 
of a counsellor at Evreux. M. Feydeau 
persuaded him to take the ecclesiasti- 
cal habit, and Vaucet accompanied 
that gentleman when he went to take 


Possession of the prebend of St. Paul, 
five leagnes from Aleth. M. Pavillon, 
bishop of Aleth, being informed of his 
skill in business, wished to have him 
there as Tlealagul, and canon of his 


cathedral, when his other officiating 


clergy had been banished. M. du 


Vaucel was of great use to this prelate, 


and served him as a secretary; but 
while he was thus assisting him in his 
dispatches, and in the memoirs con- 
cerning the Regale, lie received a Lettre 


de Cachet, which banished him to Saint 
Pourgain. He set out from Aleth for 


the place of his exile, August 5, 1677, 


and four years after, about the month 


of June, 1681, visited M. Arnauld in 
_ Holland, who advised him to go to 
Rome, where he might serve him and 


his friends by his negociations and 
writings. M, du Vaucel arrived at 
Rome, 1682, and remained there more 
than ten years concealed under the 
name of YVal/o5ni, M. Arnauld wrote to 
him frequently, as appears by the col- 
lection of his letters, and it. is to be 
wished that M. du Vaucel's answers 
had been inserted in this collection. 
The latter lived very secretly at first in 
Rome; but he afterwards gained 
friends, had access to the cardinals, 
was employed on many occasions, and 
frequently admitted to an audience by 
the pope, who entrusted him with the 
affairs of the Datch mission, He 2t 
length quitted Rome, visited most of 
the I:alian cities, resided some time in 
Several of them, was at Genoa, 1711, 
and died at Maestricht, July 22, 1715, 
leaving several works, but all anony- 
mous. The principal among those 
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which have been printed are, an edi- 
tion of the Synodal Statutes made in the 
diecese of Aleth from 1640, t9 1674, 
Paris, 1675, 12MO.; an edition of the 
Tr. general de la Regale, printed 1681, 
4:0. composed by M. Caulet, bishop of 
Pamiers, assisted by several other per- 
Sons.

UBERTI (Fazio for Bonifacio de Gli) 
a Florentine poet of the 14th century, 
author of a geographical poem in Ita- 
lian, entitled, Ditta mundo, or Dia 
mundi, of which there is a very scarce 
edition, Vicenza, 1474, fol. another, 
Venice, 1501, 4to. and several since, but 
only the firet is in request. 

UBIQUISTS, v. BRENTIUS. 

VECCHIETTI (Jerome) a Florentine 
who printed at his own expence Opus 
de anno primitive, Augurte Vindelicorum, 
1621, fol. in which important and 
Scarce chronological work he asserte, 
that Christ did not keep the Passover 
the last year of his life, and that he 
did not use unleayened bread. This 
occassioned the book to be suppressed 
as hexetical, and the authar to be can- 
demned to perpetual imprisonment. 
He chose ta submit to his sentence ra- 
ther than retract his opinion, and died 
in conſinement at the age of 80. 

VECCUS (John) Carteghylax, i. e. 
keeper of the charters of Sancta Sophia, 
and a celebrated patriarch of Constan- 
tinople, tall, handsome, and majestic 
in his deportment, and distinguished 
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for his genius, candour, learning, elo- 


quence, and skill in public affairs, 
He was very averse at first to the union 
between the Greek and Latin churches; 
but after having carefully examined 
that important subject, declared openly 
for the re- union, and was sent by the 
emperor Michael Paltolagus to the coun- 
eil of Lyons, where it was concluded 
in 1274. The patriarch Joseph, who 
ſomented the schism, being deposed 
in 1275, Veccus was raised to the pa- 
triarchal dignity.” His zeal for preserv- 
ing the union having dravn upon him 
the hatred of the Greek schismatics, 
they brought false accusations against 
him, upon which he determined in 
1279, to send the resignation of his 
patriarchate to the emperor, and retire 
into a monastery; but this prince re- 
called him shortly after. Michael Pa- 
leologus died 1283, and was succeeded 


dy Andronicus, who suffering himself 


to be guided by his aunt the princess 
Eulogia, opposed the union, procured 
the deposition of Veccus, and sent him 
into banishment, where this great pre- 
late died through want, 1298. He had 


written several tracts in defence of the 


truth, and inserted in his will a noble 

declaration of his belief in the Holy 
Ghost, conformable to the doctrine of 
the Latin church on that point. Alla- 
tius has published his treatise on rhe 
Precession ef the Holy Ghost, with seve- 
ral others, Greek and Latin, Rene, 
16 52, and 1659, 2 vol. 4to. 

VECELLI, v. TITIAN. | 
_.VEDELIUS (Nicholas) a native of 
the palatinate, who taught philosophy 
at Geneva, afterwards theology and 
Hebrew at Deventer and Francker, and 
was a great enemy to the Armenians, 
against whom he published his book 
de Arcanis Arminianismi, 1632, to 1634, 
4 parts 4to. He wrote several other 
works, and died 1642, leaving a son, 
who was a minister also, and who 
died 1705. 

VEENINX (John Baptist) a skilful 
painter, born 1621, at Amsterdam, 
who tried his genius in every style, and 
succeeded particularly in large pictures; 
but his figures are deficient in elegance, 


and his drawing in correctness. He 
died near Utrecht about 1660. 
VEGA (Andrew) a celebrated 


Spanish scholastic divine of the Fran—

of Trent, and died 1570, leaving some 
tracts de Justificatlone; De Gratid; h.

VEGA (Lopez de) a celebrated

VEIL (Charles Mary de) son of 2 
Few of Metz, and converted after his 
father's death by M. Bossuet. He en- 
tered the Augustine order, became a 
regular canon of St. Genevieve at Paris, 
and was sent to study at Angers. De 
Veil distinguished himself in that uni- 
versity, took a doctor's degree there, 
and was professor of divinity in the 
public schools, but resigned his chair 
for the priory of St. Ambrose at Melun, 
which benefice he held till he aposta- 
tized, He married an anabaptist's 
daughter, 1679, went to Enzland, and 
there died at the close of the 17th cen- 
tury. De Veil was the first foreigner 
ho censured Richard Simon's Critical 
History of the Old Testament, in a printed 
Letter addressed to Mr. Boyle. He also 
left Commentaries in Latin, on St.

' VELASQUEZ (Don Diego de Sylva) 
one of the most eminent painters Spain 
has produced; born 1594, at Seville. 
He endeavoured from the first to imi- 
tate Caravaggio, to whom he may he 
compared as a portrait painter, and 
went to Madrid, where his works ac- 
quired him the highest reputation, 
Velasquez pleased the royal family, 
and became chief painter to Philip IV. 
who loaded him with favours, honoured 
him with several offices, and presented 
him with the golden Key, a mark of 
distinction which gives access to the 


wo palace at all hours. He visited Italy, 


and every where met with a magnifi- 
cent reception; for to shew respect to 
this great painter, was to oblige the 
King of Spain.

| VELD (James) a learned Augustine 
monk, born at Bruges in Flanders, 
author of a valuable Commentary on the 
prophet Daniel, to which he has added 
a chronology useful for explaining the 
prophecies of Jeremiah, Ezekiel, and 
Daniel. He died 1583, or 1588, at St. 
Omers. 

VELDE (Adrian Van) à celebrated 
Dutch painter, whose landscapes are 
much admired, and also his pictures of 
animals, small figures, and little gay 
pieces. He must be distinguished from 
John Van-Veide, who excelled in 
engraving. 

VELEZ (Lewis de Guevara et de 
Duegnas) a celebrated Spanish poet in 
the facetious style, born at Icija in 
Andalusia, who had an uncommon 
talent for turning the most serious 
things into ridicule. He was a great

favourite at the court of Philip IV, and 
died 1646, leaving some Comedies, and 


a humourous work entitled, The Lame 


Devil, tidings from the other world, i mi- 
tated in French by M. le Sage, 2 and 3 
vol. 12mo. Velez is the Spanish Scar- 
ron. 

VELLEIUS (Paterculus) a celebrated 
Latin historian, supposed to have been 
born at Naples, of an illustrious family, 
He was at 
first tribune, afterwards commanded 
the cavalry in Germany under Tiberius, 
whom he followed nine years in all his 
expeditions, and rose to the Pretorian 
dignity in the year 3o, the same in 
which Augustus died. Velleius Pater- 
culus left an Abridgement of the Roman 
History, which is very curious, and 
worthy of the Augustan age, both for 
purity of Latin and elegance of style. 
The author accurately marks the 
epochs of memorable events, and 
speaks in praise of illustrious men, 
He is nevertheless blamed for having 
lavished flattering and absurd enco- 


miums on Tiberius, and even on Se- 


janus, which, according to Justus 
Lipsius, involved him in the ruin of 
that unhappy favourite. His excellent 
Abridgement above mentioned is not 
complete. Rhemanus published it, 
1520, and many editions have since 
appeared, Elzevir, 1639, I2mo. Paris, 
1746, 12mo. ad uawum Delphini, 1675, 4to. 
cum notis variorum, Leyden, 1668, 1719, 
1744, $vo. Oxford, 1711, 8vo, Doujat 
has given an excellent French transla- 
tion, and well supplied what was 
wanting in the original, A Fragment, 
which mentions the defeat of some 
Roman legions, in the country of the 
Grisons, is also attributed to Velleius 
Paterculus; but this piece is considered 
as spurious by learned critics. 

VELLI (Paul Francis) born near 
Fismes in Champagne. Heentered the 
Jesuits* order, but quitted it at the end 
of eleven years, was tutor to M. Goguet, 
counsellor to the parliament, and hav- 
ing finished that gentleman's education, 
devoted himself wholly to the study of 
French history. M. Velli died sud- 
denly at Paris; September 4, 1759, aged 
about 48, leaving a History of France, 
better written, and more diffuse than 
Mezeray's, but which does not convey 
more information. He published the 
first six vol, 12mo, The seventh, 
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which he had entirely finished, and 
the eighth, which was nearly com- 
pleted at the time of his death, have 
been published since by M. Villaret. 
This history is continued by M. Gar- 
nier, and forms 24 vol. M. Velli also

VELLUTEELO (Alexander) a na- 
tive of Lucca, in which city he died 
about the end of the 16th century, 
leaving Commentaries on Petrarcl 
Venice, 1545, 4t0..and on Dante, 1578, 
fol.

VELTHUYSEN (Lambert) Felthuy- 
u,, a learned writer of the 17th cen- 
tury, born 1622, at Utrecht. After 
pursuing his studies with credit, he 
took. a doctor's degree in physic, but 
never practised, being wholly devoted 
to philosophy and theology. He was 
4 zealous Cartesian, and had great dis- 
putes on that subject with the famous 
V veEiius. Velthuysen exercised the 
office of a magistrate some years at 
Utrecht; but his enemies having found 
means todeprive him of it, he lived in 
retirement till his death, which hap- 
pened 1685, when he was 63. He was 
one of the most learned men of his age. 
His works have been collected in 2 
vol. 440, The first contains a treatise 
o Divine aud human Justice; a treatise 
on the ue Reavon on Theological wbjetts ; 
a moral treatise on natural modesty and 
the dignity of Man; a treatise on Grace 
and Predestination; a dissertation on the

the Fundamental Points of Faith, Sc. In 
the second volume are several tracts 
on philosophy, astronomy, natural phi- 
losophy and physic; a treatise on natu-

Jasti et decori, Sc. This last is an apo- 


logy for the Citizen of Hobbes, but he 
ditfers un many points from that cele- 
brated Englishmay. 

VENANTIUS FORTUNATUS (V. 
nantius Honorius Clementianus Fortunatus) 
an Italian priest, and, according to 
some writers, bishop of Poitiers. After 
finishing his studies at Ravenna, he 
went to Tours, where he formed a 
friendship with Gregory, bishop of

that city, and was one of queen Rade. 
gonde's domesticss He died about 
609, at Poitiers. We have a P: of 
hisin four books, containing the Life of 
St. Martin, in Maittaire's Corpus Poeta. 
rum, and other works, which were pub. 
lished by Father Brower, 1616, qto, 
and are also in the Library of the 
Fathers. The fourth piece inserted in 
book. 6, of his Miscellanecus Poems, con- 
tains the two following lines in praise 
of king Charibert;

VENCE (Henry de) a priest, doctor 
of the Sorbonne, and provost of the 
Primatial church of Nancy, in which 
city he died 1749, leaving several Dis- 
sertations on the Bible, inserted in 
Calmet's Bible, Paris, 1748, 14 vol, 
40, reprinted 1774, 17 vol. to which is 
added a Dictionary of the Bible, 1776, 
3 vol. 4to. by M. Rondet. 

VENDOME (the dukes of) were a 
branch of the house of Bourbon, to 
which Henry IV. belonged, (v, 
BOURBON.) This duchy, united to 
the crown in the person of Henry IV. 
was by him given to his son Czsar, 
duke of Vendome, whom he had by 
Gabrielle d'Etrées. He was governor 


of Bretany, chief and superintendant 


of the navigation, and died 1665, 
This nobleman married the daughter 
of the duke de Mercœur. Philip 
Emmanuel de Lorraine, who died 
i669, by whom he had the duke of 
Beaufort, (v. BEAUFORT) and Louis, 
who died 1669, and had married Laura 
Mancini, which lady died, 1657.

The new abbot read the Fathers and 
the councils with Jansenius, and took 
great pains to impress him with his 
centiments and opinions, as well as a 
number of divines, with whom he cor- 
responded; nor did he leave any 
means untried to inspire M. le Maitre, 
M. Arnauld, M. d' Andilly, and seve- 
ral more disciples whom he had gained, 
with the same opinions. This conduct 
making much noise, cardinal Riche- 
lieu, who was besides piqued that the 
abbot of St. Cyran refused to declare 
himself for the nullity of the marriage 
between Gaston, duke of Orleans, the 
brother of Louis the thirteenth, and 
Margaret of Lorraine, confined him at 
Vincennes, May 14, 1638. After this 
minister's death, the abbot regained 
his liberty, but did not enjoy it long, 
for he died at Paris, October 11, 1643, 
aged 62, and was buried at St. Jacques 
du Haut-Pas, where his epitaph may 
be seen on one side of the high altar.

M. de St. Cyran was assisted in the 
above mentioned book by his nephew, 
the abbe de Barcos, and it has done 
him the most honour of all his works, 
though it must be acknowledged that 
if all the abuse of the Jesuits, and the 
invectives against their order, were 
taken from this great volume, very 
little would remain. Such at least has 


been our opinion on reading it; and 


M. Hallier's small tract on the same 
subject, occasioned by the censure of the 
clergy, 1635, appears to us more solid, 
much deeper, and to contain better 
arguments, than any that are to be 
found in the great volume of Petrus 
Aurelius, The first edition of this book 
is the collection of different parts, 
printed between 1632, and 1635, for 
which the printer Morel. was paid by 
the clergy, though if was done without 
their order. The assembly held in 
1641, caused an edition to be pub- 


lished, 1642, which the Jesuits $eized ; 


but it was nevertheless dispersed on 
the remonstrances of the clergy, This 
edition contains two pieces, Confutatio 
collectionis locorum quos Fezuite compilarunt 
convitia petulantiæ, that are not in the 
third edition, which was also published 
at the clergy's expence, 1646. But to 
this third edition is prefixed the eulogy, 
written by M. Godeau on the author, 
by order of the clergy, and the verbal 
process which orders it; whence it 
appears that their sentiments respecting

him, differed widely from those of the 
Jesuits and their adherents. The abbot 
de St. Cyran was a man of much sim- 
plicity in his manners and practise; 
he told his beads; he exorcised here- 
tical books before he read them; this 
simplicity, however, concealed a great 
fund of learning, and great talents for 
persuasion, without which he could 
never have gained so many illustrious 
and distinguished disciples, as Mess. 
Arnanld, le Maitre de Sacy, Arnauld 
Q'Andilly, and the other literati of Port 
Royal, who all had the highest vene - 
ration for him, and placed the most 
unbounded confidence in him. But 
whatever talents he might have for 
speak ing, persuading and directing, he 
certainly had none for writing; nor 
zr& his books answerable to his high

He went early 
in life to Paris, where his agreeable 
wit and polite manners, made him 
beloved, and his company much 80. 
licited. M. Vergier, at that time, wore 
the ecelesiastical habit, and became à 
bachelor of the Sorbonne; but after. 
wards went into the army, and wa 
made Commiziarre Ordannateur of the 
marine, 1690, by the marquis de Seir. 
nelay, He was also appointed pre- 
ndent of the Board of Trade at Dun. 
kirk; but his voluptuous indolence, 
and fondness for pleasure, prevented 
his rising to higher posts, or acquiring 
much wealth. M. Vergier died at 


shot, as he was returning home at 
midnight, after supping with a friend, 
August 23, 1720. Some authors in- 
sinuate that Vergier had written some 
philippics against a powerful prince, 
and that this was done by his order; 
but the story is entirely void of foun- 
dation. He was shot by a comrade of 
the famous Cartouche, called Chevalier 
le Craqueur, who confessed the murder 
when broken on the wheel, at Paris, 
June 10, 1722. M. Vergier left a col- 
lection of Poems, Songs, Letters, and 
other pieces, 17:0, 2 vol. small 12mo; 
His Songs are particularly admired for 
their delicacy. Vergier, says NM. de 
Voltaire, is to la Fontaine, what Cam- 
pistren is to Racine; a feeble, but natura 
imitation, | : 

VERGNTF (Peter Tressan de la) horn 
1618, of a noble and ancient family of 
Languedoc, and educated in the Pro- 
testant religion, which he abjured -at 
the age of 20. He spent some years at 
the court, but afterwards quitted it, 
and giving up all expectations of pre- 
ferment, retired to Languedoc, near 
Pavillon, bishop of Aleth, with whose 
approbation he visited Palestine, and 
at his return devoted himself zealous- 
ly to the duties of a missionary, and 
the direction of souls. M. de la Verg- 
ne was driven ſrom Languedoc, by 2 
Lettre de cachet, in consequence 
having assisted in the book of MO 
Theology, but the king restored him to 
his former liberty in a short time, He 
was drowned near the castle of Terar- 
gues, in his way to Paris, April 5, =

VERGNE, v. FAYETTE. 

VERHEYEN (Philip) son of a la- 
bourer of Verrebrouca, a village in the 
territory of Waes, He continued a 
farmer with his relations till the age 
of 22, when the curate of the parish 
perceiving him to be a lad of genius, 
taught him the Accidence, and procured 

him a place in the college de la Tri- 
nite at Louvain, In this college, Ver- 
heyen made $0 rapid a progress, that 
.- he became doctor of physic, and pro- 
fessor of anatomy and surgery, He had 
four children by his second wife, and 
died at Louvain, February 18, 1710, 
aged 62, leaving an excellent Tr. De 
Corporis humani Anatemia, the second 
edition of which is Brussels, 1710, 2 vol 
4to. and it has been reprinted at Aust. 
1731, 2 vol. 8vo.; a Tr. de Febribus, and 
other learned works. 

VERIN (Hugolino) born 1442, at 
Florence, author of some Latin poems, 
which did him honour, among others, 


de Illustratione Florentiæ, Paris, 1583, fol. 


He died about 1505. His son, Michael, 
died 1487, at the age of 19, having 
from a motive of piety, refused to fol- 
low the advice of the physicians who 
wished him to marry. This latter left 
tome Moral Distichs, Florence, 1587, 
reprinted several times since in 8vo. 

VERKOLIE (Peter) a Dutch painter 
and engraver, whose pieces in Mezzo- 
tinto are much admired. f 

VERMANDER (Charles) a painter 
and poet, born at Meulebrac, a lord- 
Ship of his father's in Flanders. He 
discovered. spirit and genius, both in 
his poems and his pictures, most of 
which are taken from sacred history. 
He died 1607, leaving a Tr. en Painting 
Lives of the Flemish Painters; Plays, and 
viher poetical works. 

VERMANDOLS (Herbert II. earl 
of) great grandson of Bernard, king of 
Italy. He took Charles the Simple pri- 
soner at St. Quentin, and sent him as 
such to Peronne, where he ended his 
days. Herbert died 943. | 

VERMANDOIS (Hugh de) son of 
the preceding, elected archbishop of 
Rheims at six years old, Rasul, king 
of France, who was his father's enemy, 


VER 

procured the election to be declared 
null, and a monk named Artand to 
be elected. These two competitors 
were each of them deposed and re- 
Stored three or four times; but Artand 
at length remained in possession of 
the archbishopric. This first branch 
of Vermandois ended in Adele, wife 
of Hugh of France, third son of 

I. who signalized himself in the cru- 
Sades, and died of his wounds at Tar- 
sus, 1102. His son was, 

VERMANDOIS (Raoul de) senechal 
of France, and regent during the ab- 
sence of Louis VII. who crossed the 
Sea, 1147. He died 1152. He was ex- 
communicated 1142, for divorcing his 
first wife Alienore de Champagne. By 
this lady, Raoul had a son, named 
Hugh, whom St. Bernard educated, 
and who, chusing the monastic life, 
founded the order of the Trinity, for 
the redemption of captives, Lig, with 
St. John de Matha. He died at Cer- 
froi, 1212, and was canonized 1677, by 
the name of Felix de Valois. By his 
second wife, Alix de Guienne, he had 
only one son, who died without issue, 
and some daughters. 

VERMANDOIS (Louis de Bourbon, 
C. de) son of Louis XIV. and madame 
de la Valliare. He was appointed ad- 
miral, 1669, and died of a malignant 
fever at the siege of Courtrai, 1683. 
The count de Vermandois is one of 
those to whom the adventures of the 
Iron Mas have been attributed. It is 
pretended, that, being one day in $0 
violent a passion with the dauphin' as 
togive him a box on the ear, he was 
sequestered from the world by a per- 
petual confinement. This prisoner had 
been committed to the custody of St. 
Mars, who was Successively governor 
of the isles of St. Margaret, and of the 
Bastille, and who conducted him to 
those different places. He wore a mask 
in his journies $0 contrived that he 
could eat; but in case of his saying 
or doing any thing, which tended to 
make him known, St. Mars had orders 
to kill him. His Keeper knew who 
he was, and treated him with great 
respect, but his secret died with him, 
The prisoner died in 1703, aged about 
60, and was buried at St. Paul's by the 
name of Marchiali. M. de Saint-Foix 
has entered very minutely into the 
affair, in his letters on the subject, but 

could 
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could say nothing with certainty. 
Some have supposed that this prisoner 
might be the duke of Monmouth, who 
was beheaded, 1685, or the duke of 


Beaufort, who was killed in Candia, 


1669, but his age does not agree with 
either. 

VERMEYEN (John Cornelius) a 
celebrated painter, born at a village 
near Harlem, and surnamed the Bearded, 
because, as it is said, his heard was $0 
long that it lay on the ground, even 


when he stood upright. He was es- 


teemed by the emperor Charles V. and 
followed that prince in his expedition 
to Tunis, which he has made the sub- 
ject of several pictures. He died 1559 
at Brussels, aged 59. | 

VERMILLI (Peter) better known 
by the name of Peter Martyr, born 
September 8, 1500, at Florence. He 
took the habit of a regular canon of 
St. Augustine, in the monastery of 
Fiesole, became head of his congre- 
gation, and was $0 eloquent in his 
pulpit, as to be esteemed one of the 
best Italian preachers; but the wri- 
tings of Zuringilus and Bucer led him 
into error. Vermilli perverted Tremel- 
lius, Zanchias, and a great number of 
other persons; took with him Bernar- 
dine Ochino, general of the Capuchins, 
and went to Zurich, then to Basil, 
and afterwards to Strasburg, where 
he tanght publicly, and married a 
young nun named Catherine Merande. 
His. encreasing reputation occasioned 
him to be invited into England, where 
he arrived with his wife, 1547, and 


was professor at Oxford, till 1553, 


when he returned to Strasburg. He 
taught afterwards at Zurich, and died 
in that city, 1562, Vermilli had at- 
tended the conference of Poissy, the 
preceding year, and left a daughter, 
whom the senate of Zurich maintained 
out of respect to her father's memory, 
He left Commentaries on the Bille, and a 


great number of works, written in 


support of his errors, most of them 
collected under the title of Leci Com- 
munes Theolegici, 3 vol. fol. the first 
should he of 1624. 

VERNEQUE (Peter de) a gentleman 
and poet of Provence, of the 12th cen- 
tury, who spent his youth in the ser- 
vice of the dauphin of Auvergne, and 
retired in the latter part of life to 
Provence, near the countess, wife of

Alphonso, son of Raimond, who, his 
decease, erected a superb mausoleum 
to his memory. Vernegue wrote a 
poem in Provengal verse, On the Con. 
quest of Ferusalem by Saladin, 

VERNEUIL, v. ETRANGVUES, 
| VERNEY (Guichard Joseph du) an 
eminent physician, member of the 
academy of sciences at Paris, profes. 
sor of anatomy at the royal garden, 
and one of the most learned anatomists 
of his time, born August 5, 1648, at 
Feurs in Fores, son of a physician in 
that city. He died at Paris, Sep, 10, 
1730, aged 82, leaving an excellent 
Tr. de] Organe d P Ouie, 1713, 12mo. 

VERNUL AUS (Nicholas) born 
1583, in the duchy of Luxemburg. He 
became professor in the university of 
Louvain, and died there, 1639, leaving 
a Hit. of that university in Lal 
1667, 4to. A History f the Heute of Au. 
tria, 8 vo.; some Tragedies, in Latin, 
he 5, 8vo.; Imtitutiones Politicæ, 1647, 
ol, | | 

VERON (Francis) an eminent mis. 
sionary and controversial writer, born 
at Paris, who entered the jesuit's or- 
der, but quitted it soon after, became 
curate of Charenton, and died 7649, 
leaving an excellent Method of Contro- 
very, with a Rule of Faith, and other 
works, most of which have been print. ' 
ed in 2 vol. fol, His book, entitled, 
Baill;n des Fansenistes, made much noise, 
and the lieutenant civil stopt the sale 
SR: | 

VERONESE (il) a celebrated paint. 
er, v. CAGLIAN. 

VERONESE (Alessandro) whose fa- 
mily name was Turchi, born 1600, at 
Venice. He painted at first in the 
style of his master, Felix Ricci, till 
he went to Rome, after which he 
formed a manner of his own, and is 
admired for colouring and design; but 
his attitudes and draperies are not 
equally pleasing. He married a young 
lady at Rome, who was of- a noble 
family, anddied 1670, leaving a daugh- 
ter married, and very little fortune, 
for he squandered every thing in en- 
tertainments, and gratifying the taste 
of his wife for servants and equipage. 
Some of his pictures are at the King's 
palace, the royal palace, and the Hotel 
of Toulouse, but chiefly at Rome and 
Verona. 


VERRAT (John Mary) a learned 
Italian

Italian of the Carmelite order, born 
at Ferrara, who died 1563, leaving a 
Harmony of the Evangelists, and other 
works in Latin, which have been col- 
lected in two vol. fol. | 

VERRIUS FLACCUS, v. FESTUS. 

VERROCHIO (Andrew) a cele- 
brated painter in the 15th century, 
who was skilled in goldsmith's work, 
geometry, perspective, music, painting, 
sculpture, and engraving. He also 
understood the art of melting and 
casting metals, and was perfectly 
master of drawing. He died 1488, 
aged 56. His drawings with the pen 
are much valued. Leonardo da Vinci 
and Peter Perugino were his pupils. 
Verrochio first introduced the art of 
monlding the faces of dead or living, 


persons in plaster, in order to take 


likenesses of them. 

VERSCHURING, or VERSCURE, 
(Henry) an excellent painter, born 
1627, at Gorcum, who followed the 
armies of the states in 1672, and made 
the affairs of camps, sieges, battles, &c, 
the usual subjects of his pictures, but 
succeeded also in hunting- pieces and 
animals, particularly horses, landscapes, 
Kc. He became a magistrate in his 
native place, and perished, 1690, in a 
zust of wind, two leagues from Dort. 

VERSE (Noel Aubert de) horn at 
Mans, of Catholic parents. He turned 
Calvinist,and was for sometime minister 
of what is called the reformed religion 
it Amsterdam; he resided afterwards 
with Christopher Sandius, the younger, 
a famous Socinian, and adopted his 
errors; but returned at length to the 
Catholic church, about 1690, and had 
1 pension from the French clergy, He 
died 1714, at Paris, leaving a work, 
entitled, Le Protestant pacifique,ou Traite 
ans le quel an fait weir, par les principes 
e Reforms, que la Fei de Eglise Catho- 
«gue ne chaque point les fondemens du Salut, 
„ quils doivent tolfrer, dans leur Commu- 
nun, tous les Chrietiens du monde, les Soci- 
niens et les Quakers mimes, 12mo.; a Ma- 
nifexty against Jurien, who had at- 
tacked the preceding work by a Fac- 
tum, which is the best book Aubert de 
Versé has written, 24 pages, 4to. 1687 ;

ens, He wrote this by order of ths 
clergy, to prove the sincerity of his 
conversion. Le Tombeau du Sociniantiime; 
Le Platonisme dewoile, a dangerous and 
infamous book, 1700, 12mo. is by some 
attributed to him, and by others, to the 
Sieur Souverain, &c. 

VERSOSA (John) a Latin poet, born 
1528 at Saragossa, who went to Paris 
at the age of 15, and became so cele- 
brated there for his Greek lectures, that 
he had frequently a thousand auditors. 
He acquired no less honour at Lou- 
vain, from whence he went to the 
emperor's court at Ratisbon, and at- 
tended Diego Huttado de Mendoza, his 
imperial majesty's ambassador, to the 
council of Trent, where he was ex- 
tremely useful to that minister. Ver- 
sosa afterwards visited England, and 
then returned to Rome, in which city 
he received orders to stay, for the pur- 
pose of searching after such papers 
and principles, as established the king 
of Spain's title to the different king- 
doms that prince then possessed, He 
died February 24, 1574, at Rome, aged 
46. Among his numerous works, his 
Meral Epistles in Latin verse, in imi- 
tation of Horace, are most esteemed. 

VERT (Dom Claudius de) acelebrated 
and learned monk of Cluny, born 
October 4, 1645, at Paris. He was 
treasurer to the abbey of Clugny vi- 
Sitor of the order, and vicar-general, 
1594. In 1695 he obtained the priory 
of St. Peter at Abbeville, and died 
there, May 1, 1708. Pere de Vert 
made the ceremonies of the church 
his particular study, and undertook to 
explain them both literally and his- 
torically in the 4 vol. Svo. (the two 
first of 1720, and tom. 3 and 4 of 1713) 
which he has left on that subject, 
under the title of Explications simples, 
littærales et historiques des Ceremonies de la 
Messe, &c. This work. contains many 
curious and interesting particulars. Se- 
veral books have been written to re- 
fute it, but they are sunk into deserved 
oblivion, and Dom Claudius de Vert's 
continues to be justly esteemed. The 
Approbation of this excellent book 1s 
singular, and worthy the perusal of the 
curious. D. Claudius de Vert was au- 
thor of some other works. : 

VERT or VERTH (John de) a famou 
German captain and commander, who 


was taken prisoner by M, de Turenne, 
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and became-the subject of many songs 


and jests. 

VERTOT D'AUBCEUF (René Au- 
bert de) born November 25, 1655, at 
the castle of Bennetot in Normandy, 
of a noble and ancient family. He 
entered the Capuchin order at 16, 
passed afterwards into that of Premon- 
tre, in which he held several benefices, 
and was lastly a secular ecclesiastic. 
The abbe Vertot became secretary to 
mad. the duchess of Orleans, a member 
of the academy of inscriptions, his- 
toriographer of Malta, with the pri- 
vilege of wearing the cross, and was 
also made commander of Santeny. He 
died June June 15, 1735, at Paris, aged 
80, His principal works are: L' Ha- 
goire des Rewalutions au Suede, 2 vol. 
12 mo. esteemed; Les Rwolutions de Pore 


luga!l, 12mo., well written, but not. 


esteemed; Les Revolutions Romaines, 3 
vol. 12mo. which last has gained him 
the most honour of all his works; L. 
Histoire de Maithe, 7 vol. 12mo. and 4 
vol. 4to. This history is not only too 
Superficial, but in many parts inaccu— 
rate. He left a great number of other 
writings, and several Dissertations in 
the Memoirs of the academy of inscrip— 
tions. His works are in general ex- 
tremely well written, but must not 
always be depended upon as to facts. 
VERTUMNUS, god of Autumn, 
who, having the power of assuming all 
shapes, seduced Pomona under the 


figure of an old woman, and married 


her. | 
VERTUS (John de) descended from 
the family of that name. He was se- 
cretary of state to Charles V. and is 
one of those to whom Le Songe au For - 
gier has been attributed. v. PRESLE 
(Raoul de). 

VERULAM (Baron) v. 
(Francis). 

VERUS (Lucius) a Roman emperor, 
son of another Lucius Verus, adopted 
by Adrian, Marcus Aurelius as$0c1- 
ated him in the empire, gave him his 
daughter Lucilia in marriage, and sent 
him to oppose the Parthians in the 
East. Lucius Verus defeated them in 
the year of our Lord, 163, but plunged 
afterwards into all Kinds of debauche- 
ries and excesses, and died of an apo- 
plexy at Atino, 169, aged 42. After 
his decease, Marcus Aurelius associ- 
ated Commodus in the empire. 

VESALIUS (Andrew) a native of

Brussels, whose ancestors were ori- 
ginally of Vesel, in the duchy «f 


Cleves, where they distinguished them. 


selves in the Sciences. He applied to 
anatomy, in which he gave lectureg 
with uncommon reputation at paris 
Louvain, Bologna, Pisa, and Padua, 
and was physician to the emperor 
Charles V. and Philip II. King of Spain, 
Languet relates, that Vesal undertook 
to open a Spanish gentleman 
was supposed to be dead; but he had 
no sooner made an incigion in the 
breast, than signs of life appeared, and 
the heart was seen to beat. The gen- 
tleman's relations, enraged at this mis. 
take, accused Vesalius to the inquisi- 
tion; the King of Spain however saved 
him, on condition that he should ex. 
piate his crime by a pilgrimage to the 
Holy Land. He accordingly went to 
Cyprus with James Malatesta, the Ve. 
netian general, and from thence to le- 
rusalem. Fallopius dying soon after at 
Padua, the senate of Venice recalled 
Vesalius to take his place; but the 
Ship being wrecked on Its voyage, he 
was cast on the island of Zante, and 
died there, October 15, 1564, aged 38, 
in consequence of the hunger and fa. 
tigue he had suffered on $hip-board, - 
during forty days of stormy weather, 
\ esalius left a valuable course of ang 
tomy, entitled, ac Corporis humani Tub. 
rica Libri HII. Basilex, 1555, fol. Lev- 
vol. fol. published by 
Boerhaave. 

VESPASIAN (Titus Flavius) a Ro- 
man emperor, horn at a village of the 
Sabines, near Rome, in the year 8, of 
a respectable, but not. illustrious fa- 
mily. He distinguished himself in the 
army, rose by his merit to the rank of 
tribune, questor and ædile, and hav- 
ing gained the favour of Caligula, by 
means of Narcissus, Claudia's freed 
man, was sent into Germany and Pri- 
tain, and conynered the Barbarians, 
Agrippina's influence obliged him to 
resign his offices; but he went into 
Africa soon after as proconsul, and 
conducted himself extremely well 
there, Nerotook him with him in his 
voyage to Greece; but Vespasian fall- 
ing asleep while that prince was 1e- 
peating some verses, incurred his dis 
pleasure, and was forced to conceal 
himself in a small city. The follow- 


ing winter, however, Nerore called him 


and sent him against the. revolted Jews 
whom 


VES 


whom Vespasian defeated in several 
engagements. He took Ascalon, Jo- 
tapata, Gamala, Joppa, with various 
other places, and was preparing to be- 
siege Jerusalem, when Nero, Galba, 
Ocho, and Vitellius being dead, his 
soldiets saluted him emperor, July t, 
69. Vespasian's reception at Rome, 
was attended with great acclamations 
of joy, and the most flattering hopes 
were entertained of him. He left his son 
Titus in the East, who took Jerusalem, 
and triumphed with his father at 
Rome. Vespasian banished the phi— 
losophere, who taught pernicious 
maxims, from that city, built the 
temples of peace, and ruled with 
great wisdom and prudence. He was 
siezed with a pain in his intes:ines, 
while in Campania, which did, not 
prevent his applying assiduonsly to 
state affairs, and when any one re- 
monstrated with him on that subject, 
he replied: I. becomes an Emperor to die 
standing. He died, June 24, 79, aged 
71. Vespasian was a warhke prince, 
fond of learned wen, and delighted in 
witty sayings. When at the point of 


death, he said to those about him, 1 


feel my teſf beginning to be a gu; thus ris 
diculing the superstitious custom of the 
Romans, who deified their deceased 
emperors. Dion attributes some mi— 
racles to Vespasian; but it is certain, 
that he never wrought any. Canis, 
lus concubine, had great influence over 
him, and it was by her advice, that 
he permitted the sale of offices, and 
loaded the people with fresh taxes. 
This circumstance has led some writers 
to accuse Vespasian of a mean and sor- 
did avarice; but he certainly never 
made an 111 use of the public revenues, 
and the most judicious historians con— 
sider him as a very good and very great 
prince. Titus, his son, succeeded him. 
VESPUCCI, or VESPUCIUS, v. 
AMERICUS, 
VESTA, the name of two heathen 
goddesses, one - Saturn's mother, the 
other his daughter. The former was 
wife of Uranus, and is represented 
under the figure of a woman carrying 
a drum. The latter was honoured as 
the inventress and goddess of fire. 
Numa Pompilius raised a temple to 
her, and commanded a perpetual fire 
to be kept there, in honour of her, 
which fire, he appointed virgins, called 
Veitals, to preserve. If these virgins 


VIA 


suffered the fire to goout, they were 
punished by the high priest; and if 
they forfeited their chastity, they were 
buried alive. 

VETTORI, v. VICTORIUS (Peter), 

UGHELLI (Ferdinand) a Cisterti- 
an, born March 21, 1595s, at Florence, 
of a good family. He pursned his 
Studics with great credit, held several 


honourable posts in his order, was ap- 


pointed abbot of Trois Fontaines at 
Rome, procurator in his provence, and 
counsellor to the congregation of the 
[:d:v. The sovereign pontiffs esteem- 
ed Ughelli, and gave him a pension of 
500 crowns, He died at Rome, in his 


abbey, May 19, 1670, aged 75. His ' 


principal work is, Lalla sacra, ziue de 
Episcopis Italiæ, et Insularum adjarentium, 


&c. Rome, 1642, to 1662, 9 vol. fol. The 


above work, which is esteemed, has 


been reprinted at Venice, 1717 to 1722, 
ro vol. with considerable additions; 
but this second edition is very incor- 
rectly printed. 


UGONIUS (Matthias) bishop ok 


Famagusta in Cyprus, at the beginning 
of the 16th century, author of a Tr. 
On the Patriarchal Dignity, Basil, 1507, 
and another, On the Councils, Venetiis, 
1532, and 1563, fol. a book full of en- 
quiries, but scarce, because privately 
Suppressed by the court of Rome, as 

being contrary to its maxims. 
VIALARD (Felix) son ofa counsellor 
to the parliament of Paris. He was 
appointed coadjutor to the bishop of 
Chalons at 27, in 1640, and bishop 
the year following. His punctual dis- 
charge of every duty, joined to his 
virtues, won the affections of his 
whole diocese, not excepting the he- 
retics. Of these he had the satisfac- 
tion to re-unite great numbers, with 
the Catholic church, by exhortations, 
missions, and kind offices; furnishing 
from his own purse, such sums as 
debtors were unable topay, when their 
creditors insisted upon them, at least, 
in part, as the condition of their re- 
conciliation. In this pious manner did 
he spend his whole fortune, and lived 
afterwards with still greater frugality. 
Louis XIV. being informed of his me- 
rit, made choice of him ta negociate 
the affair of the Formulary, which he 
terminated to the pope's satisfaction; 
but those who disapproved of peace 
involved him in some troubles, these 
troubles could not however deprive 
Fs him 
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Parete, and his Graces, Charitum Libri

him of the interior peace resulting 
from a good conscience. He died 1680, 
leaving Mandates and & nodal Ordinances

VIARD, or WIARD, a Carthusian 
of Lugny, who retired to a solitary 
Spot, four leagues from Langres, that 
he might there practise greater auste- 
rities, and was followed by a consider- 
able number of disciples, to whom he 
gave a very strict rule, approved by 
Innocent III. These hermits took the 
title of Notre Dame du Val des Choux, 
which is become the chief of the order, 
and is united to the abbey de Sept- 
Fons, a reformed house like la Trappe. 
Brother Viard died at the beginning 


of the 13th century. 


VIAS (Balthasar de) a Latin poet, 


born 1587, at Marseilles, who, at the 


age of 19 formed a curious cabinet of 
medals and antiques, and died at Mar- 
seilles, 1667, with the title of consul 
of Angers, which office he exercised. 
He had been married, but left no chil- 


dren. His works are: Sy/ve Regie, Paris, 


1623, 4to. and a Pæem on pope Urban 
His Orais2: Funchte de M. de 


tres, Paribiis, 1660, 4to. are particularly 
admired. . 

VIBIUS SEQUESTER, an ancient 
author, by whom we have a Geographt- 
cal Di&ionaryot rivers, fountains, lakes, 
mountains, forests, and nations. Jo- 
sias Simler has published a good edit. 
1575, 12M0. Rotterdam, 1711, 8vo. and 
it may be found with Pomponius Mela. 

VIC (Eneas) a learned antiquary of 
the 16th century, a native of Parma, 
by whom we have the twelve Cz5ars, 
and other medals neatly engraved, 
but there are several false ones, Paris, 
1619, 4to. 


VIC (Dominique de) called captain 


Sarred, wounded 1586, by a shot from 


a great gun, which nearly tore off the 
whole calf of his leg, at the siege of 
Vaucanson in Provence. He recovered 
from this accident, but could not sit 
on horseback without violent pain, 
and was extremely unhappy at being 
out of the army, while his majesty was 
warmly attacked by the leaguers. M. 
the president de Thou, to whom he 
unbosomed himself on the subject, ad-

vised him to have his leg amputated. 
This advice De Vic took in 1589, and 
was no Sooner recovered than he offer. 
ed his services, which were gratefully 
accepted. He acted as a serjeant at 
the battie of Ivry, and Henry was 80 
charmed with his courage and magna. 
nimity, that he ordered him to change 
his arms from an azure escutcheon to 
a fleur-de-lvs. On the reduction of 
Paris, De Vic was made governor of 
the Bastille, afterwards of Amiens, and 
then of Calais, with the title of vice. 
admiral of France. He was so sensible 
of the distinguished marks of kind. 
ness bestowed upon him by Henry Iv. 
that soon after that King's death, find- 
ing himself on the spot where he had 
seen his corpse carried by, a fit of 
horror seized him, the effects of which 


grave in two days. This brave man 
died August 14, 1610, leaving no chil. 
dren. His nephew, Mori de Vic, was 
keeper of the seals under Louis XIII. 
and died 1622. b 

VIC (Dom Claudius de) a learned 
Benedictine of the congregation de $t, 
Maur, born at Soreze, a small town 
in the diocese of Lavaur. He was 
teacher of rhetoric at the abbey of St. 
Severin in Gascony, when his superiors 
sent him to Rome, 1701, as a com- 
panion to the procurator- general of his 
order; but they recalled him to France, 
1715, and chose him with Dom Vais- 
sette, to write the Hist. of Languedsr, 
5 vol fol, The two first appeared 
before Dom de Vic's death, which hap- 
pened January 23, 1734, when he wa 
64 complete, He also left a Latin 
translation of father Mabillon's Lye, 
written in French, by Dom Ruinart. 

VICENTE (Gilles) a Portugues? 
dramatic poet, who has served as 3 
model to Lopez de Vega and Quevedo. 
His works were published by his chil- 
dren, 1562, fol. This author wrote 
for the amusement of the populace,

VICTOR (St.) a celebrated martyr, 
descended from an illustrious family 
of Marseilles, who signalized himself 
in the Roman armies till the year 303, 
when he was beheaded for the Chris- 
tian faith. The famous abbies of St. 
Victor at Marseilles and Paris, are 
dedicated to him.

' VICTOR I. an African, succeeded 
pope Eleutherius, July 18, 185. A 
great dispute arose during his potifi- 
cate, concerning the celebration of 
Easter, which he fixed for the Sunday 
after the fourteenth day of the March 
moon ; but this affair was not attended 
with any ill consequences, nor were 
those who held the contrary opinion 
treated as heretics till the question had 
been decided in the second council of 
Nice. Pope Victor suffered martyrdom 
for the faith under Severus, July 26, 
197. Some of his Epistles remain. 

VICTOR II. bishop of Eichtet in 
Germany, elected pope after Leo IX. 
April 13, 1055, through the interest 
of the emperor Henry III. He was 
near being poisoned at the beginning 
of his pontificate ; a subdeacon having 
mixed poison with the wine in the 
chalice, which is said to have been 
discovered miraculously. Victor de- 
posed several Simonaical bishops in a 
council held at Florence; sent Hilde- 
brand into France as legate, and at- 
tended the emperor Henry III. on his 
death bed. He assembled a council 
at Rome, 1057, and died at Florence, 
July 28, the same year, 

VICTOR III. abbot of Mount Cas- 
sino, a native of Benevento, descended 
from an illustrious family. He $uc- 
ceeded pope Gregory VII, May 24, 
1086; but did not accept the pontificate 
till after very long and very earnest 
solicitations, and was opposed by the 
antipope Guibert. Victor III. held a 
council at Benevento, and died at 
Mount Cassino, September 16, 1087, 
leaving some Dialogues and Epistles, 
and a Tr. er the Miracles of St. Benedict, 
in the library of the fathers, v. IN- 
NOCENT III. | 

VICTOR IV. v. ALEXANDER III. 

VICTOR AMADEUS II. duke of 
Savoy, and first King of Sardinia, born 
May 14, 1666, succeeded his father 
Charles Emmanuel II, 1675. He married 
April 10, 1684, Anna Maria of Or- 
leans, younger daughter of Philip of 
France, duke of Orleans, Louis XIV. 
only brother; and two years after, 
being assisted by the French forces, 
drove the Waldenses from the vallies 
of Luzerne, Angrone, &c. In 1690, 
he joined the German princes against 


France; soon after which, he lost all, 


Savoy, was defeated by M. Catinat, 


e 
at Staffarda, August 19, and retipjng 
to Turin, shut himself up there. Vic- 
tor Amadeus having entered Dauphiny, 
1692, took Gap and Embrun; but soon 
found it necessary to retreat and lost a 
second battle against the marechal de 
Catinat, October 4, 1693, near Mar- 
seilles. He made peace with France, 
August 30, 1696; but declared against 
that kingdom in the war concern- 
ing the Spanish succession, though 
one of his daughters was married to 
the duke of Burgundy, and another to 
the king of Spain. At the conclusion 
of peace in 1713, this prince had 
Sicily, which he was forced to ex- 
change for Sardinia. Wearied at length 
by the perplexity of affairs, Victor 
Amadeus abdicated 1730, in favour of 
Charles Emmanuel. A year after, at 
the instigation of an ambitious mis- 
tress, he attempted to re-ascend the 
throne ; but without success, and be- 
came the prisoner of those over whom 
he had once been sovereign. He died 
at the castle of Montcalier, a league 
from Turin, Oct. 31, 1732. This prince 
was a $kilful politician and brave 
warrior; but guilty of many errors, 

both as a prince and as a general. 
VICTOR VITENS, or of Utica, 
{Vifor Vitensis,or Uticensi a celebrated 
bishop of Vita, a city of Byzacenium 
in Africa, during the persecution raised 
in Africa by Huneric, King of the 
Vandals, He has left a good History 
of this persecution, in three books, 
which he wrote in 487, after Huneric's 
death, The best edition of his work, 
is by Dom Ruinart, Paris, 1694, Svo.; 
Father Chiflet had before printed it 
at Dijon, 1665, 470. In the work, Vic- 
tor Vitensis bears a striking testimony 
to a miracle which happened during 
the persecution. Huneric having or- 
dered the tongues of several Catholics 
to be cut out from the roots, they cone 
tinued to speak notwithstanding the 
excution of that cruel sentence. 7 
any persons doubt of this, says the holy 
bishop three years after the event, let 
them go to Conttantinople, where they will 
find, among others, a wwh-deacon named Re- 
paratus, who speaks plainly and without 
any difficulty, and is for this reason muck 
honoured in the emperor Zeno's palace, par- 
ticularly by the empress. :

VICTOR of 7unones, or Tunes, bishop 
of that city in Africa, in the 6th cen- 
tury, and one of the chief defenders of 
the Three Chapters, which circumstance 
occasioned his being banished, and 
afterwards confined in a monastery at 
Constantinople, where he died 566. 
We have part of his C4r:nicle in Cani— 
sius, and in Scaliger's Thesawins Tempo- 
rum.

ViCTORINUS (Marius) an ancient 
rhetorician,whose works may be found 
in Antigei Rhetores Latini, Paris, 1599, 
4to. republiched by the abbe Cappe- 
ronnier, Strasb. 4to. 

VICTORIUs, in Italian, Fetter: 
(Fe: er) a Florentine, of a noble family, 
He acquired so complete a knowledge 
of the belles lettres, both Greek and 
Latin, that Cosmo de Medicis, ap- 
pointed him professor of morality and 
rhetoric. Victorius had among others, 
two illustrious pupils, cardinal Farnese

and the duke of Urbino, who heaped 


many favours upon him. Cosmo de 
Medicis, grand duke of Florence,  em- 
ployed him in several embassies; and 
Julius III. made him a knight with 
the title of count. He died loaded 
with wealth and honours, 1585, aged 
87, leaving learned and critical Notes, 


with elegant Prefaces, to Cicero, and

System of Practical Physic for the Cure of 
Diseases, intended for the use of he. 
ginners, fol.; Medical Advice, respect. 
ing. different diseases, 4to. and Svo., 
a book de merbe gallice, S Vo. Leonelle 
Victorius or de Victoriis, his uncle, 
was a learned professor of physic at 
Bologna, where he died, 1520, This 
latter left a good treatise on the Dis.

and some other valuable works. 


VICTORY, a heathen goddess, who 
had a temple at Athens and at Rome. 
She was usually represented as a young 
woman with wings, holding a laurel 
crown in one hand, and a branch of 
palm 1n the other. | 

VIDA (Marcus Hieronymus) born 
1470, of a good family at Cremona, 
He was made bishop of Alba, 1522, 
discharged his episcopal duties with 
great fidelity, and died September 27, 
1566, aged 96. His Art of Poetry, and 
his poem on the Silk Worm, are con- 
Sidered as master pieces, and his poem 
on Chess is much admired. Vida also 
left Hymns, Buccolices, and a poem, en- 
titled, Christiados, The edition of his 
poems published at Cremona, 1550, 2 
vol. Svo. is complete, as is that of Ox- 
ford, 1722, 1725, and 1733, 3 vol. 8vo. 
the first in two parts. All the above 
are in Latin verse. His works in prose 
are: Dialogues on the dignity of the 
republic, Cremona, 1556, 8vo.; Dis- 
courses against the inhabitants of Pavia, 
Paris, 1562, Svo. scarce; Symadal Con- 
Stitutions, Letters, and some other pieces. 
Vida is justly considered as one of the 
best Latin poets, who have appeared

VIDEL (Lewis) son of a physician, 
and successively secretary to the duke 
de Lesdiguieres, the duke de Crequi, 
and the marechal de l'Höpital, in 
which posts he was so far from grow- 
ing rich, that he found it necessary to 
each geography, and also Latin, 
French, and Italian at Grenoble, 
whither he had retired.

He was edu- 
cated as Enfant d'honneur in the hous- 
hold of Francis the first's mother, pur- 
sued the usual road to preferment wich 
the French nobility, by entering the 
army, and rose to the rank of mare- 
chal of France, 1562. This honour he 
had merited by the capture of Thion- 
ville, and in his government-of Metz, 
which he had preserved from several 
conspiracies, among others, from that 
of the Cordeliers, twenty of whom 
were executed. Though the marechal 
de Vieille-Ville always continued a 
Catholic, he ranked among such as 
were called politic ones, and of course 


did not espouse any party very 
warmly, He was poisoned 1571, 


during a journey which the court took 
to his castle of Duretal, for the purpose 
of hunting, The Memzirs of his life 
were written by Vincent Carloix, his 
secretaty, Paris, 1757, 5 vol. 8vo, tie 
married, but left only daughters. 

VIENNE (John de) seigneur de 
Rollans, Clervaux, Moptbis, &c. ad- 
miral of France, and knight of the 
order de  Annenciade, son of William 
de Vienne, seigneur de Rollans, &c, 
descended from one of the most noble 
and ancient houses of Burgundy. He 
did great services to Charles V. and 
Charles VI. and sailed to Scotland, 
1380, with a fleet, which joined to the 
Scotch vessels, might have proved a 
formidable foe to England. M. de 
Vienne had even burnt the town of 
Penrith, but he afterwards quarrelled 
with the court, on account of his gat- 
lantries with a lady related to the 
King, and was forced to return home, 
that he might avoid the anger of a

vation not accustomed to such man- 
ners. He was present at the siege of 
Carthage by the duke of Bourbon, 
1399, and lost his life at the battle of 
Nicopolis, where he commanded the 
vanguard, September 26, 1396 This 
family, which has produced many 
other eminent men, ended in Frances 
de Vicnne, who married Charles de la 

Vieuville, and died 1669. 
VIETE (Francis) master of requests 
to queen Margaret, and one of the 
greatest mathematicians France has 
produced, a native of Fontenai in 
Poitou. He invented Algebra in which 
letters are used instead of ſigures, and 
found the geometry of angular sections, 
by which the ratio of the angles is 
given by the ratio of the sides. Adrian 
Romain having proposed a difficule 
problem to all the mathematicians in 
Europe, Viete solved it, and added 
under the name of Apollonius Gallus, 
what he had written on 4po/ionivs Per- 
gau, 1610, gto. Romain was $0 
charmed with this solution, that he 
immediately set out from Wirtzberg in 
Franconia, to find out the author, and 
solicit his friendship. Viete afterwards 
published (Corrections of the Gregorian 
Calendar, He was so skilful in ex- 
plaining the letters written in a cypher 
by the Spanish court during the league, 
that he passed for a magician, He died 
1603, aged 63. All his works have

VIEUSSENS (Raymond de) a phy- 
Sician of Montpellier, who became 
phvysician tov the King, and a member 
of the academy of sciences, 1688; he 
had been admitted of the royal society 
at London, 168 5. M. de Vieussens 
being subject to the gout, was obliged 
to request leave to retire to Montpel- 
lier, where he died, 1715. His works 
are, Neurographia universalis, Lugduni, 
168 5, fol.; De Mixti principiis et de na- 
tura fermentatignis, Lugd.

VIGILANTIUS, a heresiarch of 
Gaul, in the sth century, born at Ca- 
laguri, a small town near Cominges. 
He was curate of a parish in the diocese 
of Barcelona in Catalonia, and became 
acquainted with St. Paulinus, who re- 
ceived him Kindly, and recommended 
bim to St. Jerome, that Saint being 
then in Palestine, where Vigilantius 
proposed going to visit the holy places; 
but St. Jerome having discovered the 


errors of this heresiarch, immediately 


took up his pen to combat them. Wi- 
gilantius taught that no honour should 
be paid to the relics of the holy mar- 
tyrs, nor any credit given to the mita- 
cles said to have been wrought at their 
tombs; that no prayers ought to be 
made for the dead, nor lamps nor 
tapers burnt in churches by day light. 


He condemned fasts and vigils, and re- 


vived all Jovinian's erroneous opinions 
against celibacy and virginity. But his

errors did not gain many prosylites 
and his sect soon became extinct. g 
VIGILIUS, a Roman, who procured 
himself to be elected pope, Nov. 22 
537, through the interest of the * 
press Theodora and of Belisarius, 
While pope Silverius was yet living. 
This latter being sent into banishment, 
died 540, after which Vigilius remained 
in possession of the holy see. He went 
to Constantinople, where he excom. 
municated the empress Theodora, 
Severus, and the Acephali, at first de- 
fended the three Chapters; but condemned 
them afterwards for the sake of peace, 
This conduct highly offended the 
African bishops, who separated them. 
selves from his communion, and the 
emperor Justinian sent him into exile; 
but he was recalled in a short time, 
and at his return to Italy, died at Sy. 
racuse, January 15, 555. We have

VIGILIUS / Taps, bishop of that 
City in the province of Byzacinum in'

VIGNIER (Nicholas) king's phy- 
Sician and historiographer of France, 
born 1530, of a good family at Troies 
in Champagne. He became very ce- 
lebrated by his practice, and died at 
Paris, 1596, aged 66, after having ab- 
jured Calvinism, leaving a great num- 
ber of works in Latin and French; the 
following are the principal: Les Fates 
des anciens Hebreunx, Greco et Romains, 
4to. tolerably estecmed; Biblicthegue 
Hiitoriale, 4 vol. fol not badly written;

VIGNIER (Jerome) horn 16c6, at 
Elois. He was bred a Calvinist, and 
became bailiff of Baugency ; but having 
afterwards abjured the Protestant re- 
ligion, he entered the congregation of 
the Oratory, in wkich-he distinguished 
himself by his learning and merit. 
Father Vignier understood Greek, 
Hebrew, and Chaldee, cultivated the 
belles lettres with success, and had a 
talent for Latin poetry, as appears 
from his paraphrases of some Psalms. 
He died November 14, 1661, at Paris, 
aged 56, He left several works, 
among the principal are; La Gen-alogie 
des Scigneurs d' Alsace, 1649, fol.; a very 
useful Supplement to St. Augustine's 
works, of which he found some MSS, 
VOL. iv.

Vignier found an ancient MS. at Metz, 


containing a relation of events in that 
City, and in which there was a long 
account of the famous Jan d' Arc, 
more known by the name of the Maid 
of Orleans, This MS, set forth that she 
had been married to the Sire des Ar- 
moizes, descended from an illustrious 
house, and of the ancient Knighthood. 
He also found in the treasury of Mess, 
des Armoises, the contract of the above 
marriage, which contract imports tat 
in the year 1436, Robert des Armoixes 
mar ied an d' Arc, called the Maid f 
Orleans, It these two MSS, were ge- 
nuine, we must, conclude that the fa- 
mous Maid of Orleans was not burnt by 
the English in 1430, as is commonly 
believed. See two Letters on this sub- 
ject in the Mercure de France, February 
and March, 1725, written by M. Vig- 
nier, brother of Jerome. But the bulk. 
of historians contradict these accounts, 
and D. Desmartain, a monk of St, 
Martin des Champs, supports those 
historians in No. 11. of L' Anne Litte- 
raire, 1775, by some extracts from the 
records preserved in the archives of his 
priory. From these extracts it appears, 
that the Maid of Orleans was purchased 


for 10,000 French livres of John de 


Luxembourg, count de Ligni, to whose 
care Lyonel, bastard of Vendome, had 
committed her, as soon as she was 
taken The receipts given by most 
of the ecclcsiastical judges are also con- 
tained in them, which judges came 
from Paris, and were paid at the rate

VIGNOLE (James Barozzio de) a 
learned 2rchitect of the 16th century, 
whose family were originally of Bo- 
logna, born at Vignoli, a small city in 
the maronisate of that name: He be- 
came celebrated both at Rome and in 
France, for his taste and his skill in 
building, and in casting Statues of 
Bronze, and left a book en rhe five orders 
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of Architecture. This work is valued, 
and Davilers has written Commentarzes 
upon it, Paris, 1691, 3 vol ꝗto. The edi- 
tion of 1738, is in only 2 vol. 4to large 
paper. He died July 7, 1573, at Rome, 
aged 66. 

VIGNOLES (Stephen des) more 
known by the name of /a Hire, de- 
scended from the illustrious house of 
the barons de Vignoles, who, being 
driven from their territories by the 
English, Seitled in Languedoc. He 
was one of he most celebrated captains 
under Charles VII. compelled the duke 
of Bedford to ra e the siege of Mon— 
targis, and accompanied the famous 
Joan d' Are to that of Orleans. Charles 
VII. received great services from this 
captain, who contributed much to his 
restoration, and to preserving him on 
the throne. He died 1447, at Montau- 
ban. v. CHARLES VII. | 

VIGNOLES (Alphonse des) third 
son of James des Vignoles, born Oct. 
19, 1649, at the castle of Aubais in 
Languedoc, of a noble and ancient 
family. He neglected his studies at 
first, and proposed going into the army; 
but conversing with some Protestant 
divines, when he was 21, he acquired 
an inclination for the ministerial office 
as excrcised in their Communion. NI. 
des Vignoles accordingly studied di- 
vinity at Saumur, and after having 
made some voyages, was appointed 
minister at Aubais, and afterwards at 


Cailar, an estate belonging to NM. 


d'Aubais, where he remained till the 
revocation of the edict of Nantes, 
1688. He married in 1683, the eldest 
daughter of john Bernard, minister of 
Manosque in Provence, by whom he 
had several children, who died young. 
M. des Vignoles having retired to 
Prandenburg was successively minister 
at Schwedt, Halle, and Brandenburg. 
He became a widower in May 1694, 
and was admitted a member of the 
academy of sciences at Berlin, on its 
rst establishment in 1701.

VIGNON (Claudius) an eminent 
painter of Tours, who died 1670, 

VIGOR (Simon) a native of Evreux, 
and learned doctor of the Sorbonne in 
the 16th century, who finished hig 
Studies at Paris, was admitted into the 
house of Navarre, and appointed rector 
of. the university, 1540. He became 
afterwards penitentiary of Evreux, ac. 
companied the bishop of that City to 
the council of Trent, and at his return, 
was appointed curate of St. Paul's in 
Paris. M. Vigor preached strongly 
against the Calvinists, succeeded to the 
archbishopric of Narbonne, 1570, and

VIGOR (Simon) nephew of the 
preceding, counselior. to the grand 
conncil, and a zealous defender cf 
Richer, for whom he wrote several 
works, which have deen collected, 
1683, one vol. gto. Histeria eorum que 
ata sunt inter Philippum pulchrum, Regen 
Christianiszimum et Beonifacium VIII.

VILLAPANDE (Francis Torrebla- 
nea) author of a scarce hook, entitled, 
Epitome delittorum, Seu de  invocatione 
F Demon:um, Hispali, 1618, fol. at the end 
of which is Defensa en favor de los Libros 
ae la Magta. 

VILLAMENE (Francis) a skilful 
engraver, born at Rome in the pontifi- 
cate of Sixtus V. Whose prijzs ate ad- 
mired for correctness design.) He 
was the pupil of Augustino Caracci, 
and died at abont 60 years of age. 

VILLANI (John, Matthew, and 
Philip) the two former brothers, the 
latter, son of Matthew, natives of 
Florence, in the 14th century, and au- 
thors of a Chrenicle, printed at Venice, 
1559, i562, and 1881, 3 vol. 4to. which 
is worth consulting for the history of 
their time. It was reprinted at Milan, 
1729, 2 vol. fol. They must be dis- 
tinguished from John-Peter-James 
Villani, of Sienna, who publishcd a 
scarce book at Parma, 1692, 12mo. 
entitled, La witiera alzata; Hecatoste di 
Seritteri che wvaghti dl andar in maschera 
wor del temps di Carnevale zond Sceperti da 
G. P. G. Fillani. 
VILLARET (Foulques de) twenty- 
fifth grand master of the order of St. 
John of Jerusalem, in which office he 
succeeded William de Villaret, 1308. 
He determined to quit the isle of Cy- 
prus, where the grand masters then 
resided, and took Rhodes from the 
Saracens, 1309, with several other 
islands of the Archipelago. Notwith- 
Standing all his noble actions, he was 
accused of neglecting the interests of 
his order, and deposed in 1316, but 
restored 2gain in 1321. He resigned 
his dignity of grand master two years 
after, and returning to Provence died 
there, 1325. 

VILLARET (Claudiys) a native of 
Paris, who applied himself early to 
literature. La Belle Allemande, his first 
production, did not meet with sufficient 
success to encourage his progress, and 
it was indeed sufficiently hindered by 
the impetuosity of his passions, to 
which he never denied any thing. 
Being obliged to quit Paris, 1748, he

appeared on the comic theatre at 
Rouen; but renounced that way of 
life at Liege, 1756, and went to Paris, 
vhere he obtained a commissary*s 
place in the chamber of accounts, and 
died 1766, Clau ius de Villaret has 
continued the abbé de Velley's History 
France, from vol. 7, to vol. 17. He 
also published L' Esprit de M. de Pod- 
tatre, 1759, S vo.; Considerations zur Þ Art 
du Theatre, 1758, 8vo, 

VILLARS (Andrew de Brancas de) 
descended from a Neapolitan family, 
which settled in France, 1378. He 
defended Rouen, 1592, when besieged 


by Henry IV. but after that prince had 


abjured in 1594, he restored the city 
to him, and was appointed admiral. 
M. de Villars, being defeated and taken 
prisoner by the Spaniards at the battle 
of Doulens, 1595, they killed him in 
cold blood, as was their custom at 
that time with respect to all who had 
been in their pay, and afterwards 
quitted them. He never married, but 
one of his brothers was head of the 
branch of dukes de Villars of this 
house. | 
VILLARS (Francis de Boyvin baron 
de) bailiff of Gex, and steward of the 
household ta queen Louisa, author of 
Some valuable Memoirs of the marechal 
de Brissac's wars in Piedmont, which 
are continued by Cl. Malingre, Paris, 
1630, 2 vol. 8vo. v. TENDE. He was 
Still living, but very old, in 1618. 
VILLARS (Louis Hector, duke de) 
born at Moulins, son of Peter, marquis 
de Villars, knight of the king's orders, 


descended from a noble and ancient 


Lyonese family. He served at first as 
aid-de-camp to his cousin, the mare- 
chal de Bellefons, and signalized him- 
self in several sieges and engagements, 
till 1702, when having defeated the 
prince of Baden at the battle of Frede- 
linghem, he was appointed marechal of 
France, October 22, the same year. 
The following year he took the for- 


tress of Kell, won a battle at Hochster, 


1703, and subdued the Fanatics in 
Languedoc, 1704. His estate of Nocle, 
in Nivernois, was raised for him to a 
Ducks Pairie, by the name of Villars, 
1706. He forced the lines at Stol- 
hoffen, 1707, and obtained more than 
eighteen millions in contributions from 
the enemy. It is believed that mare- 
chal de Villars would have gained the 
bloody battle of Malpiaquet, near 
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Mons, 1709, had he not been dan- 


gerously wounded, before the action 
finished. But however that might be, 
he acquired great glory from the stra- 
tagem by which he forced the en- 
trenchments of Denain on the Schelde, 
July 24, 1712. Tnis success was fol- 
lowed by the capture of Marchiennes, 
Douay, Bouchain, Landau, Friburg, 

&c and by a peace concluded at 
Rastat, between the emperor and 
France, May 6, 1714. Marechal de 
Villars, who had been plenipotentiary 
at the treaty. ot Rastat, was made pre- 
sident of the council of war, 1715, and 
afterwards counsellor to the regency 
and minister of state. In 1733, he 


went into Italy as commander under 


the King of Sardinia, and his mayesry 
declared him marechal 33 of his 
camps and armies; a title granted to 
no one till that time, since the 40 ath of 
marechal de Turenne, who appears to 
have been the first person honoured 
with it. M. de Villars took Pisighi- 
tona, Milan, Novarra, and Tortona; 
but after having opened the following 
campaign, he fell sick and cied at 
Turin, on his return, to France, June

VILLE (Jerome Francis marquis de) 

a native of Piedmont, who engaged in 
the service of the duke of Savoy, 
where he distinguy himself. He 
held the rank ant-general in 
the French.art prince Thomas, 
hen ed by the republic 
of V to take the command in 
Candia, 1665, where he withstood all 
the efforts of the Turks, till he was 
recalled in 1668. M. de Ville quitted 
that island, April 22, ta the great con- 
cern of the whole army, but by order 
of his Sovereign, the duke of Sasoy, the 
marquis de St. Angre-Montbrun sup— 
plied his place Francis Savinien d' Al- 
quie has translated his Mn, of it 
s/:ge of Candia, Amsterdam, 1671, 2 
vol. 12mo. which contain an interesting 
Journal of that famous siege. 
VILLEBE ON (Peter de) chamber- 
lain and minister of state under St.

He succeeded his elder 
brother, Gautier de Villebean, in the 
chamberlain's office, and afterwards 
becoming prime minister to St Louis, 
did that prince the most important 
services, attended him in his voyages, 
and was appointed one of his execu- 
tote. 

Peter de Villebeon displayed 
astonishing courage in the wars beyond 
the seas, and died unmarned at Tunis, 
in 1270. 

VILLEDIEU, v. FARDINS. 

VILLEFORE (Joseph Francis Bour- 
goin de) born Deceniber 24, 1652, at 
Paris, son of James Bourgoin, king's 
counsellor, and hereditary judge and 
warden of the mint in that city. He 
spent some years in the community of 
gentlemen established in the parish of 
St. Sulpice, with a view of concealing 
himself from the world, and having 
more leisure for study; but his merit 


discovered him, and he was admitted 


into the academy of inscriptions, 1706. 
In 1708, however, he voluntarily 
withdrew from this academy, alledging, 
as an excuse, that his health would not 
permit hin to perform the exercises of 
it, M. de Ville fore retired afterwards 
to a small apartment in the cloysters of 
the Metropolitan church, and there 
passed the rest of his life, contented 
with a little, free from ambition, em- 
ployed in study and prayer, and enjoy - 
ing the society of a small number of 
select friends. He continued a layman, 
but neither married, nor held any 
office in the state. M. de Villefore 
died December,2, 1727, aged $5, leav- 
ing a great n historical works, 
translations, all pieces. His 
historical ones a Life of St. Per- 
nard, ato.; The Lives of the Father « 
of the Deserts in the Euu ani , 5 vol, 
12mo.; The Life of St. Theresa, with 
Select.

VILLEFROVY (William de) a priest, 
and qector of divinity, who was first 
Secretary to the Juke of Orleans, after- 
wards professor of Hebrew at the 
royal college. His !abours were re- 
warded with the abbey of Blasimont, 
which the King gave him, 1721, and 
h2 died in April, 1777, aged 87, being 
born March 5, 1690. His principal 
work is entitled, Lettres de M. P 4b3& 
de. . . & 565 Elevery, prur vervir a'in= 
trodutinn a Pin;elligence des Saintes Ecrie 
tures, Paris, 1751, 2 vol 12mo. 
VILLEGAGNON (Nicholas Durand 
de) a knight of Malta, who after hav- 
ng signalized himself in the Alzerine 
expedition, and in the defence of 
Ma'ta, (of which he has given an 
Accurt in French, 1553, 8vo or in 
Latin, to.) attempted to form to him- 
Self a Sovereignty in America. He 
began by declaring, that he would 
afford a retreat tothe Protestants, and 
this produced plenty of inhabitants fur 
his calony; but having taken upon 
him to interfere concerning their faith, 
they abandened him, and the Portu- 
guese took his fort. He returned to 
France, and died there, 1571, leaving 
Several controversial works. 
VILLEHARDOUIN (Geofroi de) 
chevalier, marechai of Champagne, a 
celebrated historian in the 13th cen- 
tury, by whom we have an Account of 
the taxing of Constantinople by the French, 
in 1:04. The best edition of this 
history is that by M. du Cange, fol. 
1657, printed at the Lauvre Those 
on large paper are sought after as a 
supplement to the Byzantine history. 
VILLENEUVE, v. ARNAUD. 
VILLENEUVE (Gabrielle Susanna 
Barbot de) widow of J. B de Gaalon 
de Villeneuve, lieutenant-colonel of 
infantry. - He died December 29, 1755, 
at Paris. This lady wrote several ro- 
mances, which have been well received.

NEUFVILLE. 

VILLERS (Nicholas) chosen by the 
nobility to superintend the arrange- 
ment of the Peerage of Picardy, with 
M. de Rousscville. (v. ROUSSE- 
VILLE.) He was nephew of M. du 
Cange, and father of mad. de joyeuse. 

VILLETHIERY (John Girard de) a 
learned and pious priest of Paris, who 
spent great part of his life in writing 
tracts on the duties of Christians, 
which tracts, collected, would form a 
system of practical morality, suited to 
all states and conditions of life. He 
supports his arguments, not only by the 
principles of reason, but also by the 
Holy Scriptures, the Fathers, and 
councils, He died January 15, 1709, 
at Paris, aged 68. The principal of

VILLIERS de LU Ide Adam (John de) 
chevalier, seigneur de VIsle Adam, &c. 
and marechal of France, son of Peter 
Villiers, seigneur de VIse Adam, 
descended from one of the most ancient 
and illustrious French families. He 
engaged in the Burgundy faction, was 
confined in the bastile by order of 
Henry V. King of England, 'and not 
set at liberty till 1422. He again 
served the dukes of Burgundy and the

English, till 1435, but soon after re. 
turned to the service of Charles VII 
took Pontois, facilitated the reduction 
of Burgundy, and was Killed in a 
Popular tumult at Bruges, May 22 
1437. 
VILLIERS de LUI Adam (Philip 
de) forty-third grand master of the 
order of St John of ſerusalem, and 
grandscn of the preceding. He com. 
manded in Rhodes when the Turks 
bes:eged that island, r522, and de. 
fended it with the most heroic courage 
during six months, but was forced to 
capitulate, December 24, the same 
year. The emperor Charles V. gare 
him Malta, Gozes, and Tripoli in Bar— 
bary, 1530, of which the grand master 
took possession that yerr in the month 
of October. He died August 21, 1534, 
aged 70, after having distinguished 
himself by his courage, prudence, and 
piety. From that time the knights of 
St. John of Jerusalem have taken the 
names of knights of Malta, His great 
nephew Charles, who died 1535, left 
all his estates to his cousin, the consta-

VILLIERS (Peter de) a celebrated 
French writer and poet, born May 10,

He had 
already made himself known by his 
preaching and writings. P. de Villiers 
became prior of St. Taurin, and died at 
Paris, October 14, 1728, aged 80, leav-

VINCENT (St.) a native of Sara- 
gossa, and Ccletrated deacon, who 
died gloriously for the Christian faith 
at Valencia, 303. 

VI+\CENT de Beausnis, a celebrated 
Dominican of the 13th century, $0 
called from the place of his birth, who 
was esteemed dy St. Louis and the 
princes of ius court, became reader and 
preacher to that great prince, and com- 
posed many works by his order, which 
acquired him the highest reputation 
throughout Europe. He died 1264, 
leaving a large book, entitled, Specuium 
majies, Duaci, 1624, 10 tom. in 4 vol. 
fol. containing Speculum naturale, Specu- 
lum docrinule, Speculum morale, and Spe- 
culum hicteriale, each of which had been 
often printed separately; but Father 
Echard clearly proves that the Specuium 
morale was not written by Vincent de 


Beauvais, and that the Edir/ons of this 


learned Dominican's works have been 
altered. A Letter tv St. Leuis on the 
death of his eldest son; 2 treatise 7 
the education of Princes, and other trea- 
tises in Latin, which are printed at the 
end of the Hzeistorical Miner, and may 
be found in the Library of the Fathers.

VINCENT de Lerins, a celebrated 
monk of the monastery of that name, 
born at Toul, according to the most 
general opinion, who in 434, wrote a 
small work against heresies, entitled, 
Memorial du Pelerin, ou Commeunitur tun. 
This is an excellent little book, and 
contains good rules for escaping tne 
contagion of novelty of all kinds in 
mutters of religion, The best edition 
is by Baluze, with learned: Notes, 
printed with Salvien, 1654, 8v0. Rome, 
173i, qto. enlarged. Vincent de Le- 
Tins died about 450 He was not the 
brother of St. Loup, bishep of Troyes, 
as has been said. 

VINCLNT Ferrier (St.) an illustrious 
Don imcan, born January 22, 1357, at 
Valencia in Spain. 
himself zs a student, took a dogtor's 
degree at Lerida, 1394, and performed 
the duties of a missionary in Spain, 


He distinguished 
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France, Italy, England, Scotland, and 
Ireland, preaching every where with 
success, and prattis:ng great austerities 
at the Same time. John V. Juke of 
Bretany, having invited him into his 
dominions, 1417, St. Vincent Ferrier 
fixed the seat of his mission at Vannes. 
He quitted the party of Benedict XIII. 
declared himself strongly for Martin V. 
and lahoured zealously to promote that 
pontiit's being acknowledged, and to 
put an end to the schism. He died 
April 5, 1419, in his sixty-third year. 
The miracles wrought at his tomb, in- 
duced pope Calixtus III. to canonize 
him, 1455. He left a treatise «rn the 
Spiritual Life; a book en the end of the 
Will; Epitles; Sermons, and some 
other works in Latin, published at 
Valencia, 1591, fol. ä 

VINCEN H de Paul (St.) born April 
24, 1570, at Poy in the diocese of Ace, 
of a family which possessed but a mo- 
derate fortune; having however applied 
himself to study, and taken a bachelor's 
degree at Toulouse, or, according to 
mess. de Sainte Marthe, a doctor's 
degree, he was ordained a priest in 
1600. Returning to Narbonne, from 
Marseilles, Where he had been to take 
possessioh of a small estate, the vessel 
he sailed in was captured by the Turks, 
and he remained in slavery under three 
differtut masters, the latter of whom, 
a Renegado, he converted. Peter 


 Montorto, the vice-legate of Avignon, 


carried M. Vincent to Rome, where he 
made himself known to one of Henry 
the fourth's ministers, who entrusted 
him with an important commission to 
that prince, and he accordingly re- 
turned into France, 1608. Louis XIII. 
to fuläl his father's intentions, made 
him abbot of St. Leonard de Chaulme; 
and after he had been some time 
almoner to queen Margaret, M. de Be- 
rulle, his direstor, gave him the care 
of the parish church at Clichy, which 


be furnished with vestments, and re- 


paired completely, without any expence 
to the parishioners. Towards the cod 
of the following year, M. Vincent 
went to reside ia the house of Emma- 
nuel de Gondy, general of the gallies, 
that he might train up his children in 
learning and piety ; but the universal 
esteem and marked regard shown to 
him, having obliged him to quit this 
Situation privately, he obtained the

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curacy of Chatillon- les-Dombes, which 


de kept only five months. Compelled 


by the solicitations of numberless per- 


sons of the highest distinction, to re- 


turn to the Gondy family, he resigned 
himself wholly to his natural desire of 
relieving the poor and afflicted, and 
promoting their salvation Louis XIII. 
being made acquainted with his zeal, 
appointed him almoner-general of the 
gallies, 1619, and the following year, 
St. Francis de Sales, who knew not a 
eworthier priest in the Church, made him 
superintendant of the nuns cf the 
visitation. On the virtuous madame 
de Gondy's decease, M. Vincent retired 
to the college des Ben Enfant, of 


which he was principal, and which 


be never quitted, but to perform the 
office of a missionary. Some years 
after, he accepted the house de St, 
Lazare, though with great reluctance. 
His life was a continues Series of good 
works, and it is scarcely to be con- 
ceived how one man could plan $0 
many, still less, how he could execute 
them. Missions in all parts of France, 
as well as in Italy, Scotland, Barbary, 
Madagascar, &c. Ecelesiastical Confe- 
rences, at which the most eminent 
bishops of the Kingdom were present; 
Spiritual Retirements, which were also 
gratuitous; an [Topital for Foundlings, 
for which, by a discourse of six lines, 


he obtained an income of 40,000 livres; 
lie Foundation of the charitable Virgins, 


for the relief of sick poor; nor 1s the 


above more than a slight sketch of 


this good man's services to the church 

and state. The hospitals de Bicetre, de 
la Salpetriere, de la Piti; those of Mar- 
sciles for galley slaves; of Sz. Reine for 
pilgrims, and of /e Saint Nom de Fe5us, 
for old men, are principally indebted 
to him for their present state. In 


times of the greatest distress, he 
sent above two millions into Lorrain 


in money and effects; nor did Picardy 
and Champagne experience much less 
of his bounty, when the scourges of 
heaven had reduced those provinces to 


the most deplorable indigency. During 


ten years that M. Vincent presided in 
the council of conscience, under Anne 
of Austria, he suffered none but the 


most worthy to be presented to bene- 


fices. A zealous patron of virgins de- 
dicated to heaven, he supported the 
establishment of the guns de la Pro- 
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tidence, de Sainte Genevieve, and de le 
Croix, He laboured with success for 
the Reform of Grammont, Premontré, 
and the abbey of St. Genevieve, as 
well as for the Establishment of the great 
Seminaries, Even those, whio have 
doubted whether his talents were very 
extensive, have openly acknow ledged 
that he was one of the holiest priests 
in the kingdom, and more useful to 
the poor and to the church, than most 
of those who are considered as great 
geniuses. This excellent man died 
loaded wirh years, labour, and morti- 
fications, September 27, 1660, aged 
near $5, Benedict X11. placed him 
in the number of the blessed, August 
13, 1729, and Clement XII. among the 
Saints, July 16, 1737. Those who wish 
to Know more of St. Vincent de Paul, 
may consult his Life by M. Collet, 2 
vol. 4to. and / AHvecat du Diable, 3 vol.

VINCI (Leonardo da) a celebrated 
painter, born about 1443, of noble pa- 
rents, at the castle of Vinci near Flo- 
rence, one of the greatest geniuses of 
his time. He understood the arts and 
belles lettres, loved poetry, music, ana- 
tomy, mathematics, and architecture, 
and Was invited to Milan by Louis 
Storza, duke of that city. Leonardo 
da Vini executed some admirable 
works, among others, the figure of a 
lion; which after it had advanced some 
Steps to meet .Louis XII. when that 
prince entered the palace hall, stopt 
Short, and opening its breast, displayed 
the arms of France.. This great man 
distinguished himself no less at Flo- 
rence, at Rome, and in France, where 
he died in the arms of Francis I. 1518, 
aged 75, His principal work is an ex- 
cellent Tyr. an Painting, printed at. Paris 
in Italian, 1651, fol. There is a French 
Translation of the same year, and one 
in 12mo, 1716.

1730, 4to. His pictures are much ad-

VINEIS (Peter de) a celebrated 
chancellor to the emperor Frederic II. 
esteemed for his wit, eloquence, and 
learning. He served his imperial 
master with great zeal during the . 
disputes which the latter had with 
pope Gregory IX. and Innocent IV. 
and was deputed to the council of 
* 1245, to prevent the con- 

demnation

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demnation of this prince. Peter de 
Vineis long enjoyed the favour and en- 
tire confidence of Frederic; but being 
afterwards falsely accused, as is sup- 
posed, of having intended to poison 
him, by means of his physician, the 
emperor, ordered his eyes to be put 
out, and he was committed to prison, 
where he killed himself, 1249. Some

VINET (Elias) born near Barbe- 
sieux in Saintonge. He was princi- 
pal of the college de Guyenne at Bour- 
deaux, where he taught the belles 
lettres and mathematics with repu— 
tation many years, and died there, 
1587, aged 78, leaving a great number 
of learned works, the principal are:

VINGBOONE, a celebrated Dutch 
architect, who planned the most noble 
edifices in Holland. His works were 
printed at te Hague, 1736, fol. 

VINNIUS (Arnold) professor of 
ethics, afterwards of law, at Leyden, 
He died 1657, aged 70. He wrote 
Commentaries on Justinian's [nstitutes, 
Elze vir, 1665, 4to. There is an abridge- 
ment, 12mo. also Commentaries on the 
ancient lawyers, in the edition of them 
published by Simon Van Leewen,

VINOT (Modeste) a priest of the 
oratory, born at Nogent sur Aube, son 
of an advocate. He was teacher of 
the second class, and of rhetoric at

on ecclesiastical history at Tours. M. 
d'Hervaux, archbishop of that diocese, 
made him canon of. St. Gatien, and 
father Vinot kept this canonry till his 
death, without quitting his congre- 
gation, He died December 20, 1731,

VINTIMILLE (Charles Gaspard 
William de) bishop of Marseilles, from 
which see he removed to that of Aix, 
1708, and from Aix to Paris, 1729, 
when the disputes between the Janse- 
nists and Molinists were at their great- 
est height, Cardinal de Noailles, who 
was just dead, had sometimes favoured 
the former. M. de Vintimille, indiffe- 
rent enough on such subjects, sought 
only to secure his own quiet, and the 
Jesuits being then the strongest party, 
he frequently took their side, but not 
so warmly as they wished. He was the 
first to laugh at the satires published 
against him; of these satires, the Sarcel- 
ladas among others, are very ingenious. 
He died, March 13, 1746, aged 91. 
His brother, who died, 1740, aged 87, 
has continued the branch of Luc. 

VIO (Thomas de) a celebrated car- 
dinal, better known by the name of 
Cajetan, born February 20, 1469, at 
Gaietta, in the kingdom of Naples. 
Having entered the Dominican order, 
1484, he became so eminent in it as to 
be doctor and professor of divinity, 
then procurator-general of his order, 
and at length, general in 1508. He 
was essentially servicable to pope Ju- 
lius II. and Leo X. the latter of whom 
created him cardinal, 1517, and sent 
him into Germany, as his legate the 
year following. Cardinal Cajetan at- 
tended the election of the emperor 


Charles V. 1519, and held several con- 


ferences with Luther; but being ser- 
vilely attached to the ultramontane 
opinions, he could not bring that he- 
resiarch to reason. He became bishop 
of Gaietta the same year, and went as 
legate into Hungary, 1523. He. died 

UL August 
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August 9, 1534, at, Rome, aged 67. 
Cardinal Cajetan was one of the most 
able divines of his time. 
Standing the multiplicity of business, 
and the very important affairs en- 
trusted to him, he made it a rule to 
devote some hours every day to study; 
and this enabled him to compose $0 
many works. The principal are: Com- 
mentaries on the holy scriptures, learn- 
ed and judicious; but in some parts 
too bold, Lyon, 1639, 5 vol. fol. Several 
Treatizes on different subjects, and Com- 
mentaries on the Summary of St. Thomas, 
which may be found in the ancient 
editions of this n 1541 and 
1612. 

VIOLA (11) an excellent Italian 
landscape painter, who was the pupil 
of Annibal Caracci, and much esteemed 
by pope Gregory XIV. He died 1622, 
at Rome, aged 50. 

VIOLETTE (le Sieur de la). v. 
CHESNE. 

VIONNET (George) a jesuit of 
Lyons, who died 1754, aged 42, leav- 
ing a tragedy, entitled, Xerxes, in five 
acts, and in verse, 1749, also some 
Latin Poems on different subjects. 

VIPERANI (John Antonio) canon 
of Girgenti, afterwards bishop of Gio- 
venazzo, 1588. He died 1610. He was 
author of an Art of Poetry; some Latin 
Poems, and other works which are 
esteemed, Naples, 1606, 3 vol. fol, 

VIRET (Peter) born 151, at Orbe 
in Switzerland. While a student at 
Paris, he formed a friendship. with 
Farel, and they went together to Ge- 
neva, for the purpose of progagating 
the errors of Calvin, Their plan hav- 
ing Succeeded, they drove the Catho- 
lics from thence, 1536, and Viret be- 
came afterwards minister at Lausanne, 
and in several other cities. He was 
considered as an excellent orator, 
whence those of his party said, They 
admired the learning of Calvin, the force of 
Farel, and the eloquence of Viret. He died 
1571, at Pau, aged 60. He left se- 
veral works in Latin and French, 
among others, Opuscula, 1553, fol; Dis- 
| putations zur Petat des Trepasies, 1552, 
8vo.; La physique Papale, 1552, 8v0.; 
La Necremance Papale, 1553, 8vo. 

VIRGIL (Publius Maro) the most 
excellent of the Latin poets, born Oct. 
15, 70 A. C. at Andes in the territory 
of Mantua, son of a potter. He studied

first at Mantua, afterwards at Cremo. 
na, Milan, and Naples, from which 
last city, he went to Rome, and there 
gained the friendship of the emperors 
Augustus, of Mazcenas, and Pollio, Vir. 
gil was not only skilled in polite lite. 
rature and poetry; but also in philo. 
sophy, mathematics, geography, phy- 
sic, and natural history. Taough one 
of the finest geniuses of his time, ani 
the admiration of the Romans, he pos. 
sessed a singular degree of modexty, 
and preserved his manners pure and 
uncorrupted in a licentious age. Virgil 
carried poetry to such perfection, that 
he was justly considered as the Prince 
of the Latin Poets, His Eclogues or Bu- 
colics were written in imitation of 


Theocritus, his Georgics of Hesiod, and 


his AZrcid of Homer, It is said, that 
Virgil was employed 12 years about 
this last poem, and being urged by the 
emperor to finish it, shewed him the 
second, fourth and sixth books, which 
are the finest. Also, that when he 
read before that prince and his sister 
Octavia, the passage where Marcellus 
is mentioned ; they were so much af- 
feted, as to interrupt him by their 
tears and sighs, and Octavia fainted at 
the words, TI. Marcellus 'eris. Virgil on 
his death-bed, ordered his Æneid to be 
burnt; but hearing that Augustus 
would not permit this, he requested 
that no alteration might be made in 
it. On the above condition, he be- 
queathed his admirable work to Tucca 
and Varius, excellent poets, Who were 
his friends; and the emperor took care 
to have the author's desire obeyed; 
which is the reason we. meet. with 
some imperfect passages. Virgil died 
at Brundasium in Calabria, Sept. 22, 
19 A. C. aged 51, on his return from 
Greece with Augustus. He was buried 
near Naples, and the two following 


lines written by himself, placed on his 
tomb: 


Mantua me ie gendit, Calabri rapuere, tenet nune 
Parthenope : cecipi pascua, ruta, duces.

VIRGINIA, a young Roman 
maiden, celebrated in history, promised 
by Virginius, her father, to Lucius 
Icilius, who had been tribune, Appius 
Claudius, one of the decemviri, fall- 
ing in love with her, and holding 
a tribunal at that time, in right of his 
office, ordered that she sbould be put 
into the hands of M. Claudius, who 
was in his interest, and who claimed 
Virginia as his slave. Virginius hear- 


ing of this plot, quitted the camp, and 


finding that Claudius, to whom his 
daughter had been adjudged, was 
about to carry her away, Seized a Knife 
from a butcher's shop, and plunged it 
in her heart, saying, 0 dear Virginia, 
this is the only way 4 have left to preserue 
thy honour and liberty; and then immedi- 
ately made his escape. This crime was 
the cause that the Decemviri were abo- 
liched, 449, A. C. and the canguls 
afterwards restored. 

VIRSUNGUS, v. WIRSUNGUS, 

VISCH (Charles de) an indefati- 
gable Flemish writer of the Cistertian 
order, in the 17th century. Author of 
2 Library of the authors of his order, 
Cogn, 1656, o. This work is in 
Latin, its style is bad, but it is tolerably 
accurate. | 

VISCLEDE (Anthony Lewis Chala- 
mont de la) born 1692, at Tarascon. 
He died 1760, at Marseilles. He found- 
ed the academy in that city, and bad 
been a long time its secretary.

V ISCONTI, an illustrious Italian 
family, which obtained the sovereiguty 
of Milan. Matthew was created its 
first duke, 1295, The two sons vf 
of Matthew II. (who died 1356) shared 


the Milanese. Galeazzo reigned at 


Pavia, and Barnabas at Milan. The 
former had only one son, the latter 2 
numerous family. Barnabas hoped to 
gain the whole duchy, by marrying his 
daughter to his nephew Galeazzo, and 
drawing him to his court, where he 
Should find some means to get rid of 
him ; but the wicked find each other 
out. Galeazzo affected extraordinary 
devotion,and contrived to deceive that 
hypocritical mask. He went one day 
on pilgrimage to a chapel dedicated to 
the virgin, near Milan, with his usual 
guard of two thousand men. Barna- 
bas suspecting nothing, set out to meet 
him, but was immediately arrested, 
with two of his sons, who ended their 
lives in prison. The fruit of this 
treachery was the possession of that 
part of the Milanese which belonged 
to Barnabas; he also extended his do- 
minion over several cities of Lom- 
bardy, and died 1402. He married 
Isabella of France, and had by her, 
an only daughter, named Valentina, 
whom he gave in marriage to the 
duke of Orleans, op condition of his 
Succeeding ro the duchy of Milan, if 
the male branch of Visconti should be 
extinct. John Galeazzo had by bis 
cousin Catherine Visconti, John Mary 
and Philip Mary, whom he left mi- 
nors, under the guardianship of their 
mother. John Mary reigned in Milan, 
but was known to his subjects only 
by his cruelty ; he delighted in order- 
ing the unhappy wretches, who had 
offended him, to be devoured by dogs. 
His tyranny, and that of his favourites, 
rose at length to such a height, that

the people murdered him, 1412. Philip 


Mary, who reigned, at Pavia, became 
Sovereign of all the Milanese, and died 


1447. He left a daughter, Bianca 
Maria, whose husband, Sforza, usurped 
the Milanese, from the duke of Or- 
leans, who claimed it in right of his 
mother Valentina, and hence arose the 
wars of the Milanese, in which such 
numbers of the French perished. v.

VISDELOU (Claudius de) born 
August 1656, in Bretany, of a respect- 
able and ancient family. He entered 
very early among the 'Jesuits, and was 
sent by Louis XIV. to China, as a mis- 
sionary, with five others of his order, 
1685. Father Visdelou being arrived 
at Macao, in 16$7, gave himselt up to 
his ardent zeal, and learned the Chinese 
writing and characters with astonih- 
ing facility. So rapid was his progress, 
that the son of the great emperor, 
Camhi, presumptive heir to the throne, 
gave him an attestation of it himself, 
in which, among other honourable 
testimonies in ths missionary's favour, 
he says, He acknowledge this European 
to be higher in light and in the knmuledge 
of our Chinese Charatters, than the clouds 
over eur heads, and deeper in penetration 
and learning, than the abysies over which 
_ awe tread, During more than twenty 
years that father Visdelou resided in 
the vast empire of China, he laboured 
incessantly to propagate Christianity, 
and to abolisk all such practises, as were 
inconsistent with the strict purity of the 
gos pel morality. Cardinal de Tournon, 
having been sent into China, as legate 
from the holy See, declared him aposto- 
lical vicar and administrator in several 
Chinese provinces 1708, appointed him 
bithop of Claudiopolis the same year, 
and consecrated him at Macao, Feb- 
ruary 2, 1709. The new bishop was 
this celebrated cardinal's friend and 
co-operator, and shared in his troubles, 
_ which induced that illustrious legate 
to send him to Pondicherry, where he 
he arrived June 24, 1709; and having 
received orders from the court of Rome 
to remain there, fixed his abode among 
the Capuchin missionaries, living with 
them in 2 state of evangelical poverty. 
His enemies wanted to banish him to 
Bengali; but he wrote a long Historical 
and Apologetical Letter, to Louis XIV.; 
but as the priace died before its arri-

val, it was delivered to M. the duke 
of Orleans regent, who gave orders 
that M. Visdelou should remain at Pon. 
dicherry. This zealous and learned 
bishop died there, November 11, 1737, 
His works are: A very curious History 
of China, in Latin; A work containing 
various particulars relative to the Chi. 


nese chronology ; The Life of Confucius; 


Eulogies on the seven Chinese Philosophers, 
a Latin Translation of the Chinese Ritual, 
a book concerning the Ceremonies and Fa- 
erifices of the Chinese; A Chinese Chrong. 
log y; An abridged History of Japan, &c. 
The above works were all delivered 
to the pope, after their author's de. 
cease, and remain in MS, but it is 
much to be wished that they were 
printed. 

VISE' (John Donneau Sieur de) born 
about 1640, of a noble and ancient 
family at Paris. Being destined by his 
parents for the ecclesiastical profession, 
he took the habit, and obtained se- 
veral benefices; but resigned them all, 
against the will of his family, to marry 
a painter's daughter. In 1672 he began 
a periodical work, entitled, le Mercure 
galant, which was continued till May, 
1710, 488 vol. That part containing 
a history of Louis XIV, 1638, to 1688, 
has been printed in 10 vol. fol. M. de 
Vise also wrote some Plays and other 
works, not esteemed. He became blind 
four years before his death, which hap- 
pened at Paris, 1710. On the first re- 
presentation of his comedy, entitled, 
le Gentillumme Guespin, ou le Campagnard, 
several persons of rank, friends to the 
author, were present, who laughed at 
every part, while the pit being of a 
different opinion, hissed with the ut- 
At length, one of 
the laughers advancing to the front of 
the stage, said, Gentlemen, if you ure dis- 
Satisfied, your money hall be returned at the 
door, but do net prevent our hearing what 
entertains us, To this a wag replied, 
Prince, n'avez vous rein à nous dire de 
plus! and another added: Non den 
avoir dit tant, il eat mime confus. { Prince, 
have you nothing more te say ?—= No, he is 
even achamed of having said 50 much).

VITALIANUS, a native of Segni 
in Italy, who succeeded pope Euge- 
* nius I,

nius I. July 31, 657. He held sevetal 
councils, laboured zealously for the 
good of the church, and died in great 
reputation for sanctity, January 27, 
67. Some of his Epistles remain. 

VTTELLIO, or VITTELO, a learned 
Pole, of the 13th century, who has 
left a good Tr. on Optics, the best edit. 
of which is Bas, x 572, fol. 

VITELLIUS (Aulus) proclaimed 
emperor vf Rome, almost at the same 
time with Otho, in the year of our 
Loxd 69. He made himself hated by 
his intemperance and cruelties, was 
torn in pieces by his Soldiers, and 
Uirown into the Tiber by the populace, 
inthe fifty-seventh year of his age, after 
having reigned eight months. Ves- 
pasian succeeded him. 

VITRE (Anthony) a celebrated 
printer of Paris, who carried his art 
almost to its highest perfection. He 
printed the beautiful edition of Jay's 
Folyglot (the types of which were 
melted down, that they might never 
be used again) the Latin bible, fol. 
£566, 4to. and 1652, 8 vol. tz mo. be- 
sides many other works, that are 
sought after, for the elegance of the 
printing. Vitre would even have ex- 
celled Robert Stepheus, had he been 
equally learned and accurate; but he 
could hardly translate the easiest Latin 
aut hots into French. He was printer 
to the clergy, and died 1674. His 
Curps de Droit, Paris, 1628, 2 vol. fol. 
is very beautiful. | 

VITRINGA (Campegius) an emi- 
nent and fearned Protestant divine, 
bora May 16, 1652, at Leuwarden in 
Friesland. He took a doctor's degree 
in divinity at Leyden, ſuly 9, 1679, 
and was successively professor of ori- 
ental ' languages, divinity, and sacred 
History at Fraueker, in which city he 
married, 468 f, and died March 3, 1722, 
of an apoplexy. His works are: an 
excellent Commentary on diaiah, 2 vol. 
fo!. in Latin; Apocalypicot enachrisis, 
1719, gto.; Typus Theologis Pratiice, 
Zvo.: Hypotypoiis Hictoriz et Chromlogiz 
cacræ, Byo.; Synagopa wetus, to.; Ar- 
chisynagegus, to.; De Decemviris otiosis 
Synagegæ, 4to; Obtervationes acre, 
£711, 4to. Kc. Campegius Vitringa, 
ane of his sons, born March 23, 1693,

VITRUVIUS M. Fitruvins Pollio) 
a very celebrated Roman architect, 
born at Verona, as is commonly sup- 
posed. He lived in the reign of Au- 
gustus, to whom he dedicated his ex- 
cellent Tr. on Architecture, divided into 
ten books. The edition of this work 
by John de Laet, Amirerdum, 1649, fol. 
is valued, and there is an elegant 


French translation of it, by Clauding 


Perrault, with learned Notes. This 
translation has gone through $everal 


editions, one 1673, the other 163g, 


fol. The engine by which the stones 


were raised to the chapiter of the 


Louvre is added among others to this 
last edition.

VIVALDI (Anthonio) an Italian 
musician, celebrated for his perftorm- 
ances on the violin, and for his Sym- 
prionies, He was music master of 1a 
Pieta at Venice, and died about 1743. 
VIVALDI (John Lewis) a learned 
Dominican, born at Mendevi in Pied- 
mont, of a noble Genoese famity. He 


was made bishop of Arbe, one of the 


Adriatic Islands, 1519, and died a few 
years after, in his diocese, leaving 2 
Tr. de Peritate centritionis, Or Veræ n- 
fritionis Præcepta, which is esteemed, 
and has gone througli several editions,

VIVANT (Francis) a doctor of the 


house and Society of the Sorbonne, 
born at Paris, He distinguished him-

Paris, and chancellor of the univer- 


sity. M. Vivant contributed much to 
the establishment of che priests of St. 
Francis de Sales, at Paris, who received 
great services from him; and he died 
in that city, November 30, 1739, aged 


77, leaving a Tr. against the Plurality of 


Benefices, in Latin, 1710, 12mo. ; another

VIVE'S (John Lewis) born 1492, at 
Valencia in Spain. He finished his 
studies at Paris, taught the belles 
lettres at Louvain, with universal ap- 
plause; and going from thence to Eng- 
land, had the honour of teaching Latin 
to Mary (afterwards queen of England) 
daughter of Henry VIII. This prince 
kept Vives six months in prison, for 
having spoken too freely to him, res- 
peRing his design of divorcing queen 
Catherine of Arragon. On recovering 
his liberty, he returned to Spain, 
married at Burgos, and died a good 
Catholic, at Bruges, May 6, 1540, 
aged 48. He left learned Commentaries 
on St. Augustine's City of God.; A Tr. 
on Religion; Seven books en the Cor- 
ruption and Decline of the Arts and Sci- 
ences ; Five books on Chrittian Iustruc- 
tion; eight en Philzzophy ; with other 
valuable works, printed at Bai 1555, 
2 vol. fol. 

VIVIANT (Vincent) born April 5, 
1622, at Florence, of a good family. 


He had studied geometry, when Ga- 


lileo took him into his house; and 
after that great man's decease, he 
continued wholly devoted to the same 
Science, and formed a design of resto- 
ring the five books of Aristzus, which 
are lost; also the fifth book of Apol- 
lonius, which had never appeared, 
Viviani was appointed first mathema- 


tician to Ferdinand II. grand duke of 


Florence, 1666, foreign member of the 
academy of sciences at Paris, 1699, 
and had a pension from the king of 
France. He died with sentiments of 
the most fervent piety, September 22, 
1703, aged 82, leaving, de Maxjmis et 
Minimis geometrica Divinatio in quintum 
eqnicerum Apollonii Pergæi ad/nme devide- 
ratum, 1659, fol. In this work, Vivi- 
ani not only guessed what Apollonius 
had written, but went much further 
than him. Emnodatio Problematum uni- 
wersis Geometris propoziterum a Claudio 
Commiers, 1677, 4to.; A Tr. entitled, 
De lacis wlidis zecunda Divinatio Geome» 
erica in quingue libres injuria temporum 
ams Aritei senioris Geometre, 1701, 
fol. This work is full of deep remarks 
on Conics, &c. 

VIVIEN (Joseph) an excellent por- 
Trait painter, born 1657, at Lyons, who

was Pupil of Le Brun. He paitteq 
much in Crayons, was a member of the 
academy of painting at Paris, had x 
lodging at the Gobelins, and became 
afterwards first painter to the electors 
of Cologn ani! Bavaria. He died 17355 
at Bonu. 7 

VIVIER (John du) a native of 
Liege, Who made himself famous by 
his skill in engraving medals, and gave 
the best likeness of Louis XV. He 
was a member of the academy of paint- 
ing, and lodged at the Louvre. He 
died 1761, at Paris.

ULACQ (Adrian) a learned mathe- 
matician of the Netherlands, who pub- 
lished a work on Trigonometry, in Latin,

ULAZAI. v. LOUCHALI. 

VLEUGHELS, pronounced Feugle: 
(the chevalier) an ingen ious painter, 
born at Paris, son of an eminent Flem- 
ish painter. His majesty appointed him 
director of the royal academy of St, 
Luke, established at Rome. He $uc- 
ceeded particularly insmall easel pieces 
in the style of Paul Veronese, and has 
left a French Translation of Lodivico 
Dolce's Italian Dialogue On Painting. 
He died December 10, 1737, at Rome, 
aged near 70. | 

ULFELD {(Cornifix or Corfits, count 
de) tenth son of the high chancellor 
of Denmark, descended from one of 
the chief and most ancient families of 
that Kingdom, Christiern IV. King of 
Denmark appointed him grand master 
of his states, and viceroy of Norway, 
and chose him for his son-in-law. This 
prince also sent the count de Ulfeld 
into France as ambassador extraordi- 
nary, 1647, preferring him to all the 
other Danish nobility; but Frederic 
III. his son and successor, was dis- 
pleased with the count's conduct, and 
thought him too ambitious. In 1651, 
a woman accused him of an attempt 
to poison the King; but being unable 
to produce proofs, she was beheaded. 
The count nevertheless quitted Den- 
mark privately, and retired to Sweden, 
where queen Christina gave him a 

: * very 


favourable reception. He dis- 
played great zeal in the service of 
Sweden; but dishonoured himself by 
giving advice prejudicial to his own 
country. Count de Ulfeld was one of 
the Swedish delegates at the treaty of 
Roschild, 1658, and could not be one 
at that of Copenhagen, 1660. Falling 
at length into disgrace among the 
Swedes, he was committed to prison, 


whence he escaped, and returned to 


Copenhagen, previous to his obtaining 
a pardon for what he had done against 
his prince. Frederic III. then arrested 
him, and sent him with the countess, 
his wife, to the isle of Bonholm ; but 
permitted them soon after to reside in 
that of Funen, Having had leave to 
travel out of the kingdom, he went to 
the waters of Spa, afterwards to Paris 
1ncopnito, and thence to Bruges. His 
wife, who had gone privately to Eng- 


land, was arrested at Dover, conveyed 


to Copenhagen, and there confined ; 
for it was said that a horrid conspiracy 
had been discovered, which was formed 
by the count to dethrone the King of 
Denmark, and place his crown on the 
head of the elector of Bradenburg. 
Count de Ulfeld was condemned to 
death as guilty of high treason, july 
24, 1663, and execnted in effigy. Hear- 
ing of this while in Flanders, he re- 
tired to Basil, and remained there un- 
known about five months; but find- 
ind that search was making for him, 
he embarked by night in a small vessel 
for Brisac. He had scarcely sailed two 
leagues, when the extreme cold affect- 
ed him so much, that being already 
ill, he died in consequence of it, in 
the month of February 1664, aged 60, 
leaving three sons and a daughter. 
ULPHILAS or GULPHILAS, bi- 
shop of the Goths in Mæsia, under the 
emperor Valens, about 370, supposed 
to have invented the Gothic letters. 
It is certain, that he was the first who 
translated the Bible into that language 
ULPIAN, a celebrated lawyer, who 
was preceptor, secretary, and minister 
to the emperor Alexander Severus, 
and afterwards prefect of the Prætorium. 
He prosecuted the Christians cruelly, 
and was killed by the soldiers of the 
Prætorian guard, 226, We have re-

ing the manners of the Romans. 
ULRIC (St.) a bishop of Augsburg, 
descended from an ancient German 
family, who governed his diocese 
with great wisdom and prudence du- 
ring fifty years, and died 973, aged 83. 
John XV. canonized him in a Laterari 
council, 995, which is the first instance 
of canonization by a pope. He must be 
distinguished from St.Ulric or Udalric, 
a native of Ratisbon, son of one of the 
most noble and powerful lords in that 
country. This last died in the monas- 
tery of la Celle, July 14, 1093, leaving 
a Collection of the ancient Mages or Cus- 
toms of Clunt, from which the abbé de 
Fleury has given an excellent extract 
in his Zccles/astical History, Book 63, 
No. 60; and it may be found in d' 
Acheri's Spicelegium. ; 
ULRICA ELEONORA, sister of 
Charles XII. king of Sweden, during 
whose absence she governed with a 
degree of prudence, which he could 
After this hero's 
death, Ulrica resigned her hereditary 
right, that she might appear to hold 
her crown only from the States, and 
the absolute power, which had ruined 
Sweden, was abolished. She caused 
her husband, Frederic of Hesse Cassel, 
to be crowned, and reigning jointly 
with him, endeavoured to repair the 
evils still felt by her country, She 
died 1751, aged 54. | 
ULUG-BEIG, a Persian prince and 
learned astronomer, who was descend- 
ed from the famous Tamerlane, and 
reigned at Samarcand about forty 
years, after which he was put to death 
by his own son, 1449. His Tables of the 
Longirndes and Latitudes of the fixed 
Stars, recti ſied for the year 1434, were 
published at Oxford, by the celebrated 
Thomas Hyde, 1665, 4to. with learned 
Notes. Hudson has inserted them in 
his English Geography. Greaves had 
before published his Astronomical 
Epacks, in Latin, London, 1650, Ato. 
ULUZZALI, v. LOUCHALI. 
ULYSSES, son of Laertes and An- 
ticlea, He was King of Ithaca, and 
one of the heroes who contributed 
most to the capture of Troy. After 
this city had been sacked, he led a 
wandering life during ten years, was 
shipwrecked on Circe's island, and on 
that of Polypheme ; but returned *

Iast to Ithaca, where with tie 255ist- 
ance of his son Telemachus, he killed 
Autinous and the other princes, who 
wanted to marry his wife Penelope, 
aud usurp the kingdom. Ulysses after- 
wards resigned the government to Te- 
Jemachus, and was slain by Telegonus, 
z son whom he had by Circe, but who 
did not know him. This hero's his- 
tory is. the subject of Homer's second 
poem, entitled, the Odyssey. 

VOET (Gisbert) ii, an eminent 
Protestant divine, born March 3, 158g, 
at Heuslen. 
brated among tho of his Communion, 
attended the synod of Dort, was pro- 
fessor of divinity and Oriental langua- 
ges at Utrecht, and also pastor in that 
city, He died November 1, 1676, aged 
87. Loet left Disputat jones Theologice, 


F648, 5 vol. 4to. in which he descends 


ta invectives, and discovers a degree 
of passion and violence, unbecoming a 
man of education. He was a professe4 
enemy to Descartes and his philosophy. 
His followers were called Fzetians, and 
have ever been the greatest adversaries 
of the Cacceians, Voet had two sons, 
Daniel and Paul, who also left several 
works; the former died 1660, the lat- 
ter 1667, John Voet, son of Paul, was 
doctor and professor of law at. Herborn, 
and died 1714, leaving an only daugh- 
ter.

works on law. 
 VQ3LERUS (Valentine Henry) an 
errunent professor of physic at Helm- 
stadt, in which city he was born 1622. 
He acquired an extensive knowledge 
not only of phy sic, but also of lan- 
gulges, history, and philosophy, and 
Ras left many works, the most known 
and valued among which out of Ger- 
many, is entitled, Liver introlut/2 
mm muitiam cujasqee generis bonwam Scripe 
rur ur. The best edition of this book 
published by Henry Meibomius, with 
remarks and considerable additions, 
Helmstadt, 1799, qt. Voglerus died at 
Helmstadt, 1677. 
VOIGT (Godfrey) a learned philo- 
sophier, and learned Lutheran divine, 


born in Misnia, who was master of the

VOISENON (Claudius Henry Face 
de) an ecclesiastic, who was grand 
vicar of the bishopric of Boulogn; but 
whenever he had reason to believe 
that any dignities in the church were 
designed for him, he comrived to 
avoid them; the belles lettres, which 
he made his principal occupation, ap- 
pearing to him little compatible with 
the sacred ministry. He was admitted 
into the French academy, 1762, and 
had the title of minister plenipotentiary 
to the bishop of Spires at the time of 
his death in December, 1775. A wor- 
thy successor to Chaulien, he has dif- 
fused all the wit and all the beauties of 
that author through his romances and 
poems. The former are, Zulmis et Zel- 
maide; Hixtoire de la Felicit“; Il cut Tort; 
Le Sultan Misapouf. They are collected 
in four small volumes, 1zmo. His 
poetry consists chiefly of dramatic 
pieces; Le Retour de  Ombre de Moliere; 
Les Mariages asortis; La Goquette fixet, 
and Le Reveil de Halle; the comic 
aperas of La Faue prevention; L' Ecole 
des Prudes; and La Fer Urgelle, are also 
attributed to him. He was author of 
the poem, entitled, L-s Fureurs de Sail, 
and that of Le: Iraclites a la montagne 
4' Hereb.

. VOAISIN (Daniel Francis) after 
having distinguished himself in several 
offices of the law, was appointed 
minister and secretary of state, 1709, 
keeper of the seals and chancellor, 
July 15, 1714, and died suddenly, 
February 2, 1717, aged 62. 

VOISIN (Joseph de) an ingenious 
doctor, and one of the most learned 
men of the 17th century in Hebrew 
and the Oriental languages, a native of 
Bourdeaux, descended from a respeta- 
ble family of distinction in the law. 
He at first held the office of counsellor 
to the parliament in his native city; 
but having afterwards chosen the ec- 
clesiastical profession, was raised to 
the priesthood, and became preacher 
and almoner to Armand de Bourbon, 
prince of Conti, M. de Voisin was

extremely well skilled in rabinical 
learning and the ecclesiastical authors, 
He died 1685. His principal works

VOlTURE (Vincent) a member of 
the French academy, and one of the 
finest geniuses of the 17th century; 
born 1598, at Amiens. His father, who 


was a wholesale wine merchant, and 


very rich, had him educated at Paris, 
where he soon became known. Voi- 
ture's wit and convivial talents made 
him welcome to persons of the highest 
rank and merit, and he was the de- 
light both of the French court, and of 
the foreign ones to which he was sent. 
He carried the news of Louis the four- 
teenth's birth to Florence, received 
many favours from the count duke 
d'Olivarez at Madrid, and when $0 
near to Africa, took the opportunity 
of going thither out of curiosity. He 
was Steward of the household to his 
majesty, master of the ceremonies. to 
the duke of Orleans, which prince he 
attended into Languedoc during the 
troubles of France, and became com- 
missioner of M. d'Avaux, superintend- 
ant of finances. Voiture received the 
emoluments of this office without doing 
the business of it, obtained several 
pensions, and might have grown rich, 
had it not been for his extreme passion 
for women and gaming. He wrote 
well in Latin, French, Italian, and 
Spanish. This poet revived the Za/- 
lads, Rondeau, and Triclets, from which 
Malterbe had cleared the French Par- 
nassus. He died at Paris, May 27, 
1648, aged 50, having been always of 
$0 weak and delicate a constitution 
that he could drink only water. Sar- 
rasin, in his elegant piece entitled, 
Pompe funebre de Voiture, relates most of 
this celebrated writer's adventures, 
There are many editions of Voiture!s 
works, among the latest is Paris, 1729,

VOLDER (Burchel de) born July 26, 
1643, at Amsterdam, He became 
professor of philosophy, and afterwards 
mathematics at Leyden, and was the 
first who introduced Descartes' philoso- 
phy in that university. Volder died 
unmarried, March 21, 1709, much re- 
gretted by the learned, leaving several 
Speeches, and some Philozophical Disser- 
tations on important subjects, 3 vo. 
which are written in good Latin and 
esteemed, 5 5 

VOLKELIUS (John) a native of 
Grimma in Misnia, who formed a 
friendsbip with Socinus, adopted his 
errors, and became one of the ablest 
men of that sect. He died about 1639, 
His principal work is a treatise in five 
books entitled, De Verd Religione, in 
which he has comprised the complete 
system of the Socinian doctrine, with 
a Summary of the best arguments used 
by its followers in its defense. The 
best edition of this work is 1630, 440. 
at the end of the following edition is a 
treatise de an Des et Patre, by Crellius, 
Au edition of this treatise 1631, 8vo, 
is joined to the edition of Volk elius, 
1630.

VOLPILIERE (N. de la) a priest of 
Auvergne, and doctor of divinity, ce- 
lebrated at the close of the 17th cen- 
tury for his Sermons, He published 4 
vol. 8vo. of them, 1689, and some 
Synoedal Discuur ies, 1704, 2 vol. 12mo. 

VOLTAIRE (Francis Mary Arouet 
de) born November 21, 1694, son of a 
creasurer to the chamber of accounts at 
Paris. His poetical talents discovered 


themselves even in his childhood, and 


the celebrated Ninon de Lenclos fore- 
told from his first productions that he 
would be a great poet. The abbe de 
Chateauneuf who lived with Ninon, 
introduced him to her house, and the 


young author received encouragement, 


and a legacy of 2000 livres from that 
celebrated courtezan. M. de Voltaire 
studied at the Jesuits' college, and 
learned rhetoric from Father Poree. 
When scarcely 15, he wrote a poem, 
entitled, Etrennes du Nouvelle an, au 
Darphin, which was presented to the 
dauphin by an officer of the invalids, 
who received a present of twenty 
louis. M. de Chateauneuf, brother of 
the abbe, being sent on an embassy to 
the Hague, 1713, took M. de Voltaire 
with him as his page, but was obliged 
to send him back speedily, that he 
might avoid the resentment of mad. 
Dunoper, whose youngest daughter 
was too much attached to him. In 
1714, and 1715, M. de Voltaire was 
an unsuccessful candidate for the prize 
given by the French academy, which 
induced him to write the gatire, en- 
titled, Le Bourbier. His fame occa- 
sioned another satire to be attributed 
to him, written on the death of Louis 
XIV. in imitation of the abbe Reg- 
nier's F ww; and as it concluded with 


this line, i wu tour ces maux et je nai 


« wingtani, no doubt was entertained 


of Voltaire's being the author, in con- 
sequence of which, he passed a year 
in the bastile, deprived both of books 
and paper. In this forced retirement, 
he composed six cantos of the Henriade, 
which he retained in his memory, and 
wrote down when set at liberty; but 
of these six cantos we have only the 
second remaining, where he describes 
the massacre of St. Bartholomew, 
which has bees very Lttle altered.

The above mentioned poem was printed 
first in 1723, under the title of /a Ligne, 
and has been reprinted numberless 
times since under that of Ja Henriade. 
The first edition with this title js 
Londen, 1726, in 10 cantos; it was de. 
dicated to the queen of England, and 
the dedication procured M. de Voltaire 
goof, Previous to his departure for 


England, he had published dipe, 


which was acted 45 times in 1718, and 
his Marianne, which ran through only 
twelve nights, 1724. The failure of 
this piece was owing to a wag, who 
when Marianne swallowed poison on 
the stage, cried out, /a Reine bolt; but 
after the author had changed the man- 
ner of her death, his play was acted 
more than forty nights. The great 
Rousseau then wrote another Marianne, 
in imitation of that by Tristan, which 
the actors could not receive; and this 
rivalship produced a quarrel between 
the two poets, who mutually abused 
each other, hut were not the less ad- 
mired for their different excellencies of 
Style. During two years that M. de 
Voltaire spent in England, he studied 
the language, and read the best authors 
of that nation; he also wrote his Ler- 
tres Philosophiques there, which appeared 
for the first time translated into English 
by Lockman. From this translation a 
French one was published, but with 
great alterations, which induced M. 
de Voltaire to have them printed by 
Jore, at Rouen, 1730. In 1732, he 
brought forward his Zaire, to oblige 
some ladies who had blamed him for 
not introducing love into his plays. 
Alxire, Enfant prodigue, Merope, and 
te Funatisme, appeared in 1736; but the 
author was obliged to withdraw this 
last piece, which his adversaries taxed 
with profaneness. His fame had raised 
him many enemies, and the abbe des 
Fontaines having interpreted some 
lines in e Mondain, so as to make it 
appear a libel, M. de Voltaire was 
obliged to retire into Holland. He 
published his tragedy entitled, 4 Mort 
de Cisar, 1743, and le Fanatime ap- 
peared at last even with the pope's 
approbation, r751, under the title of 
Makomet. The French academy had 
admitted M. de Voltaire a member, 
1746, and the King had given him the 
office of gentleman of his bed chamber 
with its privileges; but to all these 

| honours - 
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honours he preferred a pension of seven 


thousand crowns, offered him by his 
Prussian majesty, which he accepted, 


and settled at Berlin, 1751. If the 
whole academy in that city would have 
cringed to him, he might possibly have 
remained there, but he could not bear 
that M. de Maupertuis should not ad- 
mite him; and this proved a source of 
cabals and intrigues, to which he was 
à victim, for the King heard of them, 
and sent him orders to retire. At his 
return to France, he settled at Fernex, 
in the extremity of the kingdom near 
Geneva, and from thence came the 
poem of Ja Pucelle, the Siecie de Louis 
XIV. which was but sketched out be- 
fore, the Essay on Universal History, and 
abundance of foolish jests upon religion, 
and upon those who censured his writ- 
ings, such as a well bred man who 
respected himself would have blushed 
at. The diversity of opinions con- 
cerning the merits of this author's 
separate works, is a subject too exten- 
sive for our plan; the following accord 
best with the sentiments we entertained 
on reading them. However the beaux 
esprits may affect io despise the Hen- 
riade, there is nothing of that Kind in 
French which equals it; the choice of 
the subject, the beauty of its style, the 
loftiness of the verse, and the interest- 
ing sentiments which run through se- 
veral cantos, will ever render this 
work precious to France, and the de- 
light of Frenchmen. Those who pre- 
tend to hold the Henriade in contempt, 
extol the poem of /a Pucelle d' Orleans ; 
this depends doubtless on the effect 
which the reading of each has upon 
their minds; but the jests of Ja Pucelle, 
though sometimes well placed, are 
mixed with recitals and scenes so dis- 
gust ing, that none who are not familiar 
with the priestesses of Venus and their 
language, can bear to read them. 
Among his tragedies, Zaire, and Merope 
hold the first rank; /a Mort de Cevar, 
Alzire, Marianne, Brutus, Eadipe, Ma- 
kemet, and Tancrede, will never want 
admirers. 


cess to malignity. The defects of the 
rest exceed their beauties, His fugitive 
pieces are much admired. His work 


on Newton is but moderate; few poets 


have possessed $0 extensive a Know- 
ledge of natural philosophy. Charles 


Nanine and Enfant pradigue,

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MI. and Je Stecle de Louis XIV. are his 
best historical works, but must be | 
read with caution, for they contain 
many bold asertions. As to his EA 
on Universal History, it was undertaken 
solely with a view to destroy the be- 
lief of the miraculous establishment of 
Christianity, and of its beneficial in- 
fluence on society and manners. This 
work is indeed a mere brief, in which 
all facts contrary to the author's system, 
are either omitted or palliated. Those 
on the other hand, which appear to 
favour it, are placed in the strongest 
light, and every circumstance tending 
to render them in the least doubtful, 
or to alter the application of them, is 
disguised or supprest. In short, Who- 
ever confines his historical studies to 
this book, will know nothing less than 
history; he will know only the 
opinions of M. de Voltaire. We shall 
pass over all his diatribe against the 


censurers of his works or against reli. 


gion, They are exalted to the skies 
by some of his admirers, and utterly 
despised by all who have merely a 
respect for society, and who are not 
familiar with the language of Billings- 
gate. Those who publish their works 
run the risque of being criticised, nor 
can they consider themselves as ill 
used while that criticism is conſined to 
their works; but should it be extended 
to their conduct, or to their opinions 
respecting religion or submission to 


government, they might justly com- 
plain; unless by the notoriety of their 


actions or opinions they had made 
them subjects for moral criticism, as 
their works are for literary criticism. 
We shall touch upon nothing but what 
is publicly known. The first charge 
brought against M. de Voltaire is ava- 
rice, which charge is supported by the 
unnecessary alterations made in his 
works, from time to time, to give them 
an appearance of novelty; and by the 
sale of the MS. copies of these works 
to different authors at the same time, 
or successively. This aspersion how- 
ever he partly wiped off, or his dispo- 
sition was changed, when he published 
an edition of Corneille with Nates, for 
the benefit of maderaoiselle Corneille. 


It was doubtless a principle of benevo- 


lence which induced him to distribute 
land at Fernex, for building upon, by 
furnisbing many. families with a main»

tenance, he has greatly increased the 
revenues of his estate, Which looked 
like a hamlet when he first arrived 
there, but has now the appearance of 
a little city. From his being unable to 
continue at any of the courts where 
he was at first s0 Kindly received, it 
must be concluded that his temper was 
at least peevish. His writings in fa- 
vour of such unhappy persons, as he 
either believed to be innocent, or too 
severely punished, are proofs of his 
humane disposition. As to religion, 
his numberless satires against that in 
which he was educated, and of which 
he always chose to retain the shadow, 
indicate his disbelief of it. Neverthe- 
less in 1769, he wanted to persuade 
the public that he meant to live and 
die in the religion of his country, and 
caused authentic accounts to be drawn 
up by attornies of his profession of 
faith, his confession to his curate, and 
his having received the sacraments of 
penitence and of the Eucharist. His 
bishop, to whom he wrote on the sub- 


ject, wished much that these protesta- 
tions might be sincere, but did not 


dare to confidein them. M. de Voltaire 
Has every where shown a greater res- 
peR to the government of states, cen- 
suring only some parts of its adminis- 
tration, not subordination in general, 
as many of his admirers have done. 
At the beginning of 1778, he quitted 
His Chateau des delices (Castle of delights,) 
at Fernex, and went to Paris, to bring 
forward his tragedy of Irene, but fa- 
tigued himself so much by attending 
the actors at their rehearsals, that he 
was Siezed with a spitting of blood, 
which endangered his life. The abbe 
Gautier, chaplain to the Incurables, un- 
dertook to reconcile him with the 
church, and in the month of March 
made him publish a confession of faith, 
which clearly discovers the disposition 
of the parties; it is there said that the 
abbe Gautier was sent by the curate of 
St. Sulpice, and this circumstance has 


been denied by the curate himself. 


Alto, that if M. de Voltaire has given 
any offence to the church, he repents 
of-it: what an if! His Irene owed its 
success wholly to the complaisance of 
the Parisian sybarites, hose enthusiasm 
Was ridiculed by all persons of sense. 
Verses appeared daily in its praise, 


astonishing crowds flocked to gee it; 


vON 


the author's bust was placed on the 
Stage by the actors, who crowned it in 
his presence, and crowned him also in 
his box. Neither Corneille, Racine 
nor Moliere have ever been 80 much 
celebrated, but they are more admireq 
than M. de Voltaire, whose talents did 
not equal theirs. He suffered great 
pain for some time from a retention of 
urine, and died May zo, 1778, in con- 
sequence of having taken too much 
opium for the purpose of procuring 
sleep. His remains were interred at 
Sellieres, a Bernardine abbey between 
Nogent and Troyes, of which his ne. 
phew, M. Mignot was abbot. The 
opium having rendered him senseless 
the three last days of his life, he could 
perform no voluntary act expressive of 
Catholicism or the contrary. The 
most elegant edition of M. de Voltaire's 
works is Geneva, 30 vol. 4to. which 
contains even Ja Bible enfin expliquee, 
The empress of Russia desired to have 
his library, and a plan of his house and 
gardens at Fernex, that she might erect 
a similar building in one of her parks. 

VOLTERRA (Daniel Ricciavelli de) 
a celebrated Italian sculptor and 


painter, born 1609, at Volterra in 


Tuscany. Balthasar Peruzzi, and 
Michael Angelo were his masters, and 
he acquired great reputation by his 
works. This artist was much em- 
ployed at Rome; the descent from the 
cross, which he painted at Trinit del 
Monte, is considered as his master 
piece, and one of the finest pictures 
in that city. His paintings in the 
princess d' Ursino's chapel are also 
much admired. It was Daniel de Vol- 
terra who made in one cast the horse 
belonging to the statue of Louis XIII. 
in the Place Royale at Paris. He died 
1666, at Rome. - 
VONDEL (Justus or Josse dn) a 
very celebrated Dutch poet, born Nov, 
17, 1537. He was bred an anabaptist, 


afterwards joined the Arminian sect, 


for whose defence he .employed his 
pen with great zeal; and in his old 
age turned Roman Catholic. His 
verses would have equalled those of 
me greatest poets, had he been ac- 
quainted with the ancients; but he 
had no other master than his own 


genius, and did not begin to learn 


Latin till he was near thirty, Vondel 
married Mary de Wolf in 1610, and 
| opened

opencd a hosier's shop at Amsterdam, 
leaving however all the care of it to 
his wife, while he was wholly occu- 
pied with poetry. The profligacy of 
his son having at length deranged his 
affairs, he obtained a place worth 650 
livres yearly, but discharged the busi- 
ness of it so negligently, that in com- 
passion to his situation he was per- 
mitted to Keep the income without 
doing any thing. He.died February 8, 
1679, in his ninety second year. Vou- 
del's poems have been collected in 9 
vol. gto. The most celebrated are, 
The Park of Animals; The Heroes of God; 
The Destruction of Jerusalem, a tragedy ; 


' The Grandeur of Solomon; Palamede, or 


Tunccence oppressed, a celebrated tragedy 


which he wrote while an Arminian. 


By Palamede he meant the famous 
Olden Barneveldt, who was condemned 
to death by prince Maurice Vondel

_ VOPISCUS (Flavius) a native of 
Syracuse, who lived in the time of 
Dioclesian and Constantius Cilorus, 
about the year 304, He retired to 
Rome, and there composed the follow - 
ing works. The Lives of Aurelian, 
Tacitus and Florianus, of Probus, and the 
four Tyrants, Firmus, Saturninus, Proculus, 
and 'Bonosus, lastly, the Lives of Carus, 
Numerianus, and Carinus. In that of 
Aurelian he bestows extravagant 
praises on the famous impostor Apcllo- 
nius Tyaneus.

I594, was appointed professor of divi- 
nity and minister at Steinfurt, and was 
invited to Leyden to succeed Armi- 
nius, 1610, but met with insuperable 
obstacles in that city. James, king ot 
England, instigated by the Arminians, 


ordered his book De Des (Steinfurt, 


I610, 4to.) to be burnt by the hangman, 
and engaged the states of Holland to 
exclude him. Vorstius retired to Ter- 
gow, 1612, and remained there till 
1619, when the sy nod of Dort, without 
hearing his defence, having declared 
him unworthy of being professor, he 
was banished for ever. At length he 
went into the duke of Holstein's domi- 
nions, 1622, where he enjoyed rest and 
tranquility, and died at Tonningen, 
September 29, the same year, leaving 


a great number of works both against 


the Roman Catholics, and against his 


adversaries of the Protestant party. 


His Amica Collatio, cum F. Piscatore,

Vos (Martin de) a celebrated 
painter of Antwerp, who excelled in 
representing the vessels made by the 
ancient Greeks and Romans at their 
feasts, sacrifices, and funerals. His 
colouring was smooth and clear, his 
drawing easy, and the disposition of 
his figures judicious, whence he became 
so famous, that the prince of Parma 
having taken Antwerp, made tym a 
visit, and employed him to draw his 
picture. Martin de Vos had many ex- 
cellent painters among his pupils, and 
died at Antwerp, 1604, aged 70. 
VOSSIUS (Gerard John) descended 
from a distinguished family in the 
Netherlands, whose name is Jes, was 


born 1577, in the palatinate, at a place 


where his father John Vossius was 
minister, near Heidelburg. He ac- 
quired an extensive knowledge of the 
belles leitres, history, and antiquity, 
both sacred and profane, and was di- 
rector of the college at Dort, after- 
wards professor of rhetoric and chrono- 
logy at Leyden, whence he was invited 
to Amsterdam, 1643, to take a pro- 
fessorship of history. He died 1649, 
aged 72, His principal works are; De 
origine Idololatriiz; De Histericts Cræcis;

VOSSIUS (Tsaac} son of the preced- 
ing, born 1618, at Leyden. He fol- 
lowed his father's steps, became an 
able critic jn Greek and Latin, and 
was also well acquainted with history. 
He went into England, and obtained 3 
canonry of Windsor. Isaac Vossius 
was the first who revived the chrono- 
logy of the Seventy, which had been 
long laid aside, bat which he warmly 
defended. He collected a noble li- 
brary both of printed books, and MSS, 
and died at Windsor, February 21, 
1689, aged 77, leaving the following 
works; an edition of the Letters of St. 
Ignatius the Martyr ; several philologi- 
cal and philosophical Dissertation:; 
various other small Tra#s;; a book of 
Mizcellareous Observation, with a Tr. en 
the Sibills, London, 1685, 4to.; Notes on 
Scytix, Pomponius Mela, and Catullus ; 
Observations on the zource of the Nile, and 
other rivers; De Poematum cantu et viribus 
rithmi, Oxford, 1675, $vo. and several 
other learned works in Latin, The 
high repntation which Isaac Vossins 
had acquired, induced M. Colbert to 
send him a letter of compliment, June 
21, 1663, accompanied with a hill of 
exchange from the King as the reward 
of his merit; a circumstance which 
reflects no less honour on his majesty 
and M. Colbert, than on Vossius. 

VOSSIUS (Gerard) provost of Ton-

VOSTERMAN (Lucas) an excellent 
Dutch engraver, whose prints are 
much valued, He eegraved a great 
number from Rubens. 

VOUET (Simoa) a celebrated painter 
of Paris, who was employed by pope 
Urban VIII. king Louis XIII. cardinal 
Richelieu, &c. and became famous 
throughout Europe. He died 1649, at 
Paris, aged 59. His pictures are not 
all equally valued; for the rapidity 
with which he painted, made him 
sometimes fall into the grey in his 
colouring, and at other times, when 


oppressed with a multiplicity of work, 


he only drew the sketch, aud left his 
pupils to finish the picture. 

VOUGNY (Lewis Valentin de) a 
native of Paris, counselior, cierk to 
che parliament ia that city, and canon 
of Notre-Dame. He died 1754, aged 
49. He translated part of Jordano 
Bruno's Spaccie della Bewutia, le Ciel re- 
farms, 1754, tzmo. :

VOYER de Pauimy (Rene de) cheva- 
lier, seigneur d*Argenson, &c. coun- 
sellor of state in ordinary, and ambas- 
sador from the King to Venice, born 
x596, san of Peter de Voyer, descend- 
ed from a noble and, ancient family, 
originally of Touraine, which has pro- 
duced many persons of merit. He be- 
came counsellor to the parliament of 
Paris, and afterwards master of re- 
quests, and intendant of several pro- 
vinces, where he did great service to 
the state, particularly in Catalonia, 
which had lately Submitted to France. 
M. de Voyer was afterwards sent into 
Germany and Italy on various embas- 
ties, and took the ecclesiastical habit. 
The court wishing to procure a peace 
detween the Turks and Venetians, em- 
ployed him on that occasion also, and 
he died at Venice, July 14, 1651, aged 
$5, during his residence in that city as

VOYER de Paulmy (Marc René de) 
marquis d' Argenson grandson of the 
preceding, born November 4, 1652, 
at Venice, during the embassy of his 
father René, who died in 1700. He 
was master of requests, and lieutenant- 
general of police at Paris, in which last 
situation he particularly distinguished 
himself, and became keeper of the 
Seals, 1718, afterwards president.of the 
council of finances, and minister of 
State, 1720. Being obliged to resign 
the seals the same year, he lived in 
retirement till his death, which hap- 
pened May 8, zt, when he was 69. 
He had been admitted an honorary 
member of the academy of sciences, 
1716, and one of the forty members of 
the French academy 1718. Francis 
HElie de Voyer de Paulmy d' Argenson, 
one of his brothers, was bishop of

1715, and archbishop of Bourdeaux, 
1719, He died October 25, 1728, at 
Bourdeaux, aged 72.

URANUS, v. SATURN. 

URBAN I. succeeded pope Calixtus 
I. October 13, 222, and was beheaded 
for the Christian faith, in the reign of 
Alexander Severus, May 23, 250. 
| URBAN 
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URBAN II. originally called On 
or Eudes, a monk of Clugni, born at 
Chatillon-sur-Marne, who succeeded 
pope Victor III. March rz, 1088, and 
conducted himself with great prudence 
during the schism of the antipope 
Guibert. He held the famous council 
at Clermont in Auvergne, 1095, for 
the recovery of the Holy Land, in 
which council it was also ordered that 


the body and blood of Christ should 


be separately received by communi— 
cants. He died july 29, 1099, at Rome. 
Fifty-nine of his Letters are in father 
Labbe's Councils, His Life, written in 
Latin, by Dom Rainart, is in father 
Mabillon's posthumous works. 
life is worth reading. 

URBAN III. before called Lam 
Crivelli, archbhishop of Milan, elected 
pope, November 25, 1185. He had 
great disputes with the emperor con- 
cerning the lands left by the. princess 
Matilda to the church of Rome, and 
died at Ferrara, October 29, 1157, 
after having heard the fatal tidings, 
that Saladin had taken Jerusalem, 

URBAN IV. (James Pantaleon, pa— 
triarch of [erusalem) a native of Troyes 


in Champagne, who rose by his merit, 


and was elected pope, August 25, 
1261. He published a crusade against: 
Manfred, usurper of Sicily, instituted 
the festival of the holy sacrament, 
1264, and died at Perugia, October 20, 
the same year, leaving various Wwri- 
tings. Those which have been printed 
are, Sixty-one curious and uvetel 
Epistles in the Ilesaurus novaes Anerdg- 
tum of fathers Martenne and a Para- 
Phrase on psalm 51; Mizerere mei Deus, 
in the library of the fatHers. 

URBAN V. born in the diocese of 
Mende, son of William Je Grimoard 
baron de Roure and de Grisac, and of 
Emphelise de Sabran, sister of St. El- 
sear. 
der, was abbot of St. Germain d'Aux- 
erre, afterwards of St. Victor at Mar- 
seilles, and succeeded pope Innocent 
VI. October 27, 1362. This pontiff 
patronized the learned, maintained 
1000 scholars in different universities; 
zealously defended ecclesiasticab rights; 
went to Rome, 1367, where he staid 
two years, and died at Avignon, in 
great reputation for sanctity, Decem- 
ber 19, 1379, aged '6r, leaving some 
Letters,

URBAN VI. a Neapolitan, and 
archbishop of Bari, elected pope, 


though not a cardinal, contrary to the 
usual forms, during a kind: of popular 
Sedition, April 8, 1378. The cardi- 
nals soon after elected cardinal Robert 
of Geneva, who took the name of 
Clement VII. and this proved the 
beginning of a long and fatal schism. 
Urban ordered a crusade to be preach. 
ed in England against France, and 
against his rival Clement; but the 
army was dispersed. Enraged to the 
last degree, he arrested six cardinals, 
who had conspited to depose him, and 
to have him burnt as a heretic, Five 
of these cardinals died in tarments; - 
but the sixth, who was bishop of Lon- 
don, escaped through the. king of 
England”s interference. Urban VI. in- 
Stituted the festival of the visitation, 
and died October 13, 1359. 

URBAN VII. a Roman, whose 
name was John Baptist Castanci. He 
Succeeded pope Sixtus V. and great 
expectations were formed from his 
learning and piety; but he died 13 
days after his election, September 27, 
1590. 

URBAN VIII. a native of Florence, 
be fore called Maffeo Barberini, who suc- 
ceeded pope Gregory XV. August 6, 
1623 He united the duchy of Ur- 
hino to the holy see, governed the 
church with great wisdom, prudence, 
and splendour, patronized the belles 
lettres and men of learning, and wrote 
elegant verses both in Latin and 
Italian, This pontiff approved the 
order of the visitation, 1642, and sup- 
pressed that of the Jesuitesses; he 
also published a bull of Pius V. against 
Baius, and declares that the famous 
book of Tansenius, entitled, Augusinus, 
contains several propositions already 
condemned. He died July 29, 1644, 
leaving various. works in verse and 
prose. His Italian Poems were printed 
at Rome, 1640, mo. and his sacred 
ones in Latin, have been most elegant- 
ly printed at the Louvre, fol. under 
the title of Mofei Barberini Pocmata. 
He understood Greek $0 well, that he 
was called the Attic Bee. It was Ur- 


ban VIII. who gave the title of El- 

nency to the cardinals. 
URBAN- DE BELLUNO, Urbanus 
Fama, or Bolzanus, a Franciscan,

preceptor to pope Leo X. and the 
fret according to Vossius, who pub- 
licked a Greek grammar in Latin, 
Paris, 1548, 4to. which is of no value. 
He also published a collection of an- 
cient grammarians, entitled, Thesaurus 
Cornucopia, Venice, 1496, fol. Urban 
de Belluno died 1524, aged 84. 
URBANE (St.) one of St. Paul's 
disciples, who was bishop of Mace- 
donia, That apostle salutes him in 
his epistle to the Romans. 
URBANISTS, v. CLAIRE. 
URBINO (Bramante d') one of the 
best architects Italy has produced, 
born about 1444, at Castel Durant), in 
the duchy of Urbino. He was much 
esteemed by pope Alexander VI. and 
Julius II. appointed him superintend- 
ant of his buildings. This architect 
undertook to join the Belvidere to the 
Vatican palace, and nothing can be 
more astonishing than the staircase 
which he made for that purpose. Hav- 
ing persuaded the pope to pull down 
St. Peter's church, and rebuild it in 
a more superb style, according to his 
plan, he began that great work, by 
which he has acquired immortal hon- 
our, though he could not finish it. He 
left the continuation of this building 
to Raphael d' Urbino, and Julian de St. 
Gal, who did not fulfil his intentions; 
wherefore St. Peter's church, though 
the finest in the world, falls short of 
the perfection it would have attained 


had Bramante's plan been exactly fol- 


lowed. He died 1514 at Rome, aged 
70, | 

URBINO (the dukes of) v. RO- 
VERA. | 

URCEUS (Anthony) surnamed Ce- 
drus, born August 15, 1446, at Her- 
beria or Rubiera, a town in the terri- 
tory of Reggio. He taught the belles 
lettres at Forli, and afterwards at Bo- 
logna; but is said to have discovered 
little religion, either in his conduct or 
conversation, particularly when a fire 
broke out in his chamber at Forli, 
which consumed all his papers. It is 
however asserted, that he repented at 
length of his vices and profaneness, 
and died with very pious sentiments at 
Bologna in 1500, aged 54, or in 1516, 
aged 70, His works consist of Speeches, 
Letters, Sylvz, Satires, Epigrams, and 
Eclogues, in Latin, which have gone 
through several editions; but only that

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of Belegna, 1502, fol. is valued. He is 
said to have gained the surname of 
Cadrus from the following circumstance.

VREDIUS, or UREDIUS (oliver) 
a lawyer of the Netherlands, who died 
1642, leaving, a Genealogy of the Earls 
of Flanders, in Latin, Bruges, 1642, and 
1643, 2 vol. fol.; Seals of the Earl; of 
Flanders, 1639, fol. both translated into 
French, and printed at Bruges, 1641, 
and 1943, 3 vol. fol.; a History of Flane 
ders, in Latin, Bruges, 1650, 2 vol. fol. 
Tom. x ends at page 400, and is the 
most scarce. The first vol. is in two 
parts, and comes down to Clovis; the 
Second begins with Clovis, and ends 
in 767. 

URFE” (Honoré d') born February 
11, 1667, at Marseilles, son of James 
d'Urfe, descended from an illustrious 
house of Forez, originally of Suabia, 
and Renee de Savoie, daughter of the 
count de Tende. He was the fifth of 
six sons, and had six sisters. He was 
Sent to Malta, but returned to Forez. 
Anne d'Urfé, his brother, married in 
1574, Diana de Chiteau-Morand, a 
rich lady, sole heiress of that house; 
but having procured his marriage to 
be declared null in 1596, he took the 
ecclcsiastical habit, and Honore d'Ur- 
fe, whose interest it was to Keep Di- 
ana's very large fortune in his own fa- 
mily, married her, about 1601. Their 
union did not however prove happy, 
for the lady, then above forty, was 
intolerably nasty, owing to her keep- 
ing great dogs always about her, even 
in bed. They had no children, and 
Honoré, after separating himself from 
her, retired to Piedmont, where he died 
1625, aged 53, His principal work is 
a celebrated romance, entitled,  4:tr, 
4 vol. 8vo. to which Baro, his secre- 
tary, added a fifth, It was reprinted, 
1733, 10 vol. i2mo. and is the most 
ingenious book that has appeared of its 
kind. Honor d' Urfé is commonly sup- 
posed to have described in it the gal- 
lantries of Henry the fourth's reign, 
aud the passion, which it is pretended 
he entertained for Diana de Chateau- 
Morand, at the time she became his 
brother's wife; but this is a mistake, 
for he was then only seven years old 
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and besides, he married her from mo- 
tives of interest, not love, as has been 
already observed, His other works 
are: a poem, entitled, la Sirene, 1617, 
8yo.; Epitres morales, 1620, t2mo.; /a 
Sawcys'ade, 2 poem, of which only part 
is in print; a pastoral in blank verse, 
entitled, la Sylvariere, 8vo. and some 
Sonxets, Anne d'Urfe, his eldest bro- 
ther, was count de Lyon, lived in a 
very exemplary manner, and died 
1621, aged 66. This last was also a 
literary man, and has left Sonnets, 
Hymns, and other poetical pieces, 1608, 
4to. Many more persons of merit 
have descended from this family; but 
it is now extinct, 

URITJAH, a jewish prophet, who, 
having foretold the destruction of So- 
lomon's temple, and the misfortunes 
with which the Jews would be over- 

whelmed, was put to death by order 
of King Jehoiakim, 608 A. C. He 
must be distinguished from Uriah, the 
husband of Bath-sheba, mentioned in 
David's history; and from Urijah, $uc- 
cessor of Zadok II. in the high priest- 
ood. 

UROONMI (Henry Cornelius) a $k.i}ful 
Painter, born, 1566, at Harlem, who 
spent the greatest part of his life in 

visiting most of the European. courts, 
He had a singular talent for painting 
sea pieces, and naval engagements. 

RSA TUS, v. ORSATO. 

URSEOLO, the name of an -illus- 
trious Venetian family, of which was 

the Doge Peter I. who, to the great 
ee of the Venetians, took the mo- 
dic habit at the end of two years, 


90 died 9<7. Peter II. added all Dalma- 


tia to the republic; destroyed the Na- 
' Tentines, who infested the Gulf with 
their piracies, and died in ooo. The 
Venctians, out of gratitude, placed his 
son Otho on the throne, who proved a 
blessing to their republic during 24 
years; but fella victim to a faction 
headed by Flabenigo, 1028. Otho was 
Shaven and Flabenizo reigned, Though 
this latter had some good qualities, 
his usurpation rendered him odious; 
he was dethroned at the end of four 
vears, and Otho recalled ;but Otho had 
died in his retreat at Constantinople. 
One of his brothers, named Domenico, 
placed himself in the doge's seat, 
which he enjoyed but four and twenty 
hours, Flabenigo being elected, pro-

Scribed the Urseolo family, and the 
proscription has continued to this day, 
notwithstanding the services received 
by the Venetians from its ancestors. 

URSINO, or URSICINUS, v, Da. 
MASUS. 

URSINO, or ORSINI, one of the 
most ancient and illustrious houses of 
Italy, which has subsisted for several 
centuries, and of which there have 
been five popes, above thirty cardinals, 
and a great number of Roman sena. 
tors and great captains. | 

URSINO (Anne Mary de la Tre. 
mouille, princess des) The name of 
her second husband was Flavio Ursing, 
duke de Bracciano. She had the most 
unbounded influence at the court of 
Philip V. but that monarch being 
obliged to withdraw his favour in 
1715, She retired to Avignon, and 
thence to Rome, where she died 1722. 

URSINS (John Juvenal, or rather 
Juvenel des) an eminent archbishop 
of Rheims, in the t 5th century, brother 
of William des Ursins, baron de Tray- 
nel, and chancellor of France, des- 
cended from an illustrious family of 
Troris in Champagne, different from 
that before mentioned. After having 
distinguished himself in several posts, 
and being master of requests, he took 
the ecclesiastical habit, became bishoy 
of Beauvais, 143t, of Laon, 1444, and 
archbishop of Rheinis, 1449, in which 
see he succeeded his brother James 
Juvenal des Ursins. He was appointed 
to revise the sentence pronounced 
against the famous Maid of Orleans, 
held a council, and died July 14, 1473, 
aged 85, leaving a History of the Reign 
of Charles II. from 1380, to 1422, 
printed at the Louvre, fol. This fa- 
mily has produced several other great 
men. 

'URSINUS (Zachariah) an eminent 
Protestant divine, born July 18, 1534, 
at Breslau. He acquired an extensive 
knowledge of the belles lettres and 
sciences, became very celebrated in 
Germany, and was the intimate friend 
of NMelaucthon; but after the decease 
of the latter, finding himself perse- 
cuted by the divines of the Ansburg 
confession, he withdrew from Breslau 
to Zurich, Ursinus died at Neustadt, - 
March 6, 1583, aged 49, leaving seve- 
ral works which are valued by the 
Protestants, Heideiburg, 1611, 3 wo 
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ol. The most celebrated are: Taege- 
vis de Sacramentis » Admonitio Neustadi- 
ana; Commentarius de moralitate et con- 
iclationibus Christiani. He was the first 
who wrote over his stndy door: Amice 
quisque huc wvenis, aut agito paucis, aut 
abi, aut me laborantem adjuva. There 
have been many authors of this name; 
among others, John Henry Ursinus, a 
learned Lutheran divine, superintend- 
ant of the churches of Ratisbon, where 
he died May 14, 1667, leaving, Paral- 
ela Evangelii; Comment. in Joel, Amos, 
Jonam, Ecclesiasten; Sacra Analecta; de 
Christianis Offictis; Arboretum Biblic, 
Exercitationes de Zoroastre, Hermete, San- 
choniatone, Norimbergz, 1661, 8vo.; 
Sy, Theologia, Symbolicæ, 1685, 12mo.; 
Jeremice virga vigilans ; de Ecclesiarum 
' Germanicarum vrigine et progress u, 1664, 
 $8vo.&c. His son, George Henry Ursinus, 
2 learned philologist, who died Sept. 
10, 1707, aged 60, left the following 
works: Diatribe de Taprobana, Cerne et 
Cgyride veterum; Disputatio de locustis; 
Observationes Philologice ; de variis vocum 
etymolegicis et Significationibus, Sc.; De 
Creatiene mundi; Netulæ Critice ad Ece 
logas Virgilii; Annotationes in Senece 
Troada ; De prime et proprio Aoristorum 
ui; Grammatices græca; Dionyiii Terre 
erbis descriptio cum notis, He must be 
distinguished from George Ursinus, a 
learned Danish divine, who acquired 
honour by his Hebrew Antiquities, V, 
FULVIUS. 

URSULA (St.) daughter of a Bri- 
tish prince, who was martyred by the 
Huns near Cologn on the Rhine, with 
several other virgins, her companions, 
about 383. Many writers have assert- 
ed, that St. Ursula's companions were 
| 11,900 in number, and call them the 
Eleven thousand Virgins; but Usuard, 
who lived in the grh century, says 
only, that there was a great number of 
them, aud others affirm, that they 
were but eleven in all, This opi- 
nion is grounded on some ancient 
titles, where we read in Roman figures 
XI. M. V. which they suppose to 
mean eleven Martyrs Virgins, instead of 
eleven theusand virgins, Others are of 
Opinion, that St, Ursula's principal 
companion was named Undecimillia, 
whence arose the ambiguity, and the 
error of those who mistook Undecimiliia, 
which is a proper name for the num- 
der eleven thousand, or undecimillia. This 
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conjecture is supported by an ancient 
Missal at the Sorbonne, where the fes- 
tival of St. Ursula, patroness of the 
Sorbonne, is thus marked: Festum 8. 
Urulæ Undecimilliz et Sociarum Virgi- 
num et Martyrum. There is an order of 
nuns who take the name of this saint. 
V. ANGOLA MARICI, BUS, 

URSUS (Nicholas Raymarus) a skil- 
ful mathematician, born at Henstedt, 
in Dittimarsen, who, after having been 
a swineherd in his youth, applied, from 
inclination, to the study of the lan- 
guages and sciences, and made so rapid 
a progress as to become one of the 
most learned astronomers and best ma- 
thematicians of his time. He taught 
mathematics with reputation at Stras- 
burg, was afterwards invited by the 
emperor to teach the same science at 
Prague, and died about 1600, leaving 
some works on that subject. Ursus 
had a very warm dispute with Tycho 
Brahe, who accused him of having 
stolen his system. 

USHER (James) born 1580, at Dub- 
Iinzof a good and ancient family. In 
an assembly of the Irish clergy, 1615, 
he drew up some a»tic/cs relative to re- 
religion and ecclesiastical discipline, 
which articles were approved by king 
James, though different from those of 
the church -of England. This prince 
made him bishop of Meath, 1620, and 
archbishop of Armagh, 1626. In 1640, 
he went to England, and ordered his 
valuable library to be sent over when 
he found that the civil wars would 
prevent his return, Archbishop Usher 
was much affiited at the death of 
king Charles I. Cromwell had a great 
respect for him, and promised him, in 
1655, that he would no more trouble 
the episcopal clergy; but he did not 
keep his word, This prelate died of a 
pleurisy, March 21, 1655, aged 75, 
leaving a daughter married. Cromwell, 
who knew how dear he was to the 
people, had him buried with great so- 
lemnity in Westminster Abbey. Arch- 
bishop Usher left many learned works 
in Latin; the principal are, 4 Histery 
of Godescalc, Dublin, 1631, 4to. A Chro- 
nolegical History, or Annals of the Old 
and New Testament, Geneva, 1722, fol. 
much valued. An edition of the Epi- 
tles of St, Ignatius, St. Barnabas, and St. 
Palycarp, with Notes, Oxford, 1644, and 
London, 1647, 2 tom. to; this edition 
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is scarce. Antiquitates Eeclesiorum Bri- 
tannicarum, London, 1687, fol. A trea- 
tise on the Septuagint, London, 1655, 
4to, containing some singular opinions 
which have not, been approved by the 
learned, &c. His works certainly dis- 
cover great learning and critical skill, 
with an extensive knowledge of anti- 
quity, both sacred and profane. This 
prelate's Life, written by Richard Prat, 
is prefixed to the collection of his

USPERG (the Abbot) v. CONRAD 
De LICHTHEMAN. | 

USUARD, a . learned benedictine, 
who died about 875, author of a cele- 
brated Martyrolegy, which he dedicated 
to Charles he Bald. The best editions 
of this work are, that by Molanus, 
Louvain, 1568, 8vo; one by John So- 
lerius, Antwerp, 1714, fol. and that by 
Don Bouilard, 1718, 4to, because his 
critics have omitted several parts in 
the other editions. 

USUM-CASSAN, King of Persia. 
He was the son of Alibeg, a descendant 
of Tamerlane, and, while governor of 
Armenia, rebelled against Joaneha, 


King of Persia, killed him, and as- 


cended his throne. Usum-Cassan mar- 


ried a daughter of the emperor of Tre- 
bisand, and united with the Christians 
against the Turks; but no advantage 
was received from his exploits. He 
died 1478. 

UTENHOVE (Charles) born 1526, 
at Ghent, of an illustrious family be- 
longing to that city. He pursued his 
studies at Paris, and went from thence 
to England, where he wrote in favour 
of queen Elizabeth, whose liberality 
he experienced. Utenhove retired af- 
terwards to Cologn, and died there, of 
an apoplexy, in 1600, leaving AH As- 
logica s9pica, Steinfurt, 1607, $vo.; 
Xenia, Basil, 1564, Svo.z and other 
works, which are valued. This family 
has produced several learned men, 

VULCAN, God of Fire, and Black- 
smith to the Gods, according to the 
fable, son of Jupiter and Juno. He 
was born $0 ugly and deformed, that 
his father cast him down to the earth; 
by which fall Vulcan broke one of his 
legs, and continued always lame. To 
console him for this misfortune, Jus 
piter gave him Venus in marriage, and 
employed him with Cyclops to forge 
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his thunderbolts. He is represented 44 
a blacksmith, holding a hammer, ang 
Striking on an anvil. The fable of 
Vulcan is supposed to have been taken 
from the history of Tubal- Cain, 
VULCANIUS (Bonaventure) a na. 
tive of Bruges, who taught Greek at. 
Leyden, and died there 1614. He wag 
a Lutheran, and wrote some things 
against the church of Rome; but is 
most known by his Commentaries on 
Agathias, printed at the Louvre, 1660, 
fol. and on other ancient authors, 
UXELLES (Nicholas Chalon de Ble, 
Marquis d'). He was intended for the 
church; but on his elder brother's 
death, in 1669, he went into the arm 
sustained the. siege of Mentz fiſty-six 
days, and only surrendered at last in 
obedience to the King's orders. In 
1703, he was made mareshal of France, 
plenipotentiary at Gertrudenderg and

in which last city he died, September

WADING (Luke de) a celebrated 
Irish Franciscan, who died at Rome, 
1655; leaving Annals of his order, Rome, 
1731, 17 vol. fol. and a Library of the 
Writers who have been Frantizcans, 1650, 
fol. The above works are valued. 
Father Francis Harold has published 
a good Abridgemert, and a good conti- 
nuation of these Annals, 2 vol. in which 
he has correted some passages that 
had escaped the accuracy of Wading, 
A to- 


wat: 

A tolerably good Abridgement of them 
has been also made by Father Castel, a 
Recollet. 

WAGENSEIL (John Christopher) 
born November 26, 1633, at Nurem- 
berg. Louis XIV. gave him proofs of 
his esteem on several occasions, and 
made him three considerable presents. 
Wagenseil was appointed professor of 
history, law, and Oriental languages at 
Altorff, and librarian of the university 
;n that city, where he died, October q, 
1705, aged 72, after having published 
many valuable, works. His collection 
af the writings of the Jews against 
Christianity, with the refutation, en- 
titled, Tela ignea Satanz, Altorf, 1681, 
2 vol. 4to. is particularly esteemed ;

WAICE, WAICCE, WARS, GASSE, 
or WASSE (Robert) a French poet, 
born in the island of Gerzai, author of 
Ryman de Rou et des Normans, written in 
French verse, a curious. work and 
valuable for those who wish to know 
the origin and progress of that language. 
He lived about the middle of the 12th 
century, was carried to Caen in his 
childhood, became canon of Bayeux, 
and clerk of the chapel to Henry II. 
king of England. His Romance which 
goes back to 1099, is in Ms. in the 
king's library, and M. du Cange has 
made great use of it in his Glosary of 
medern Latin. WW” 

WALZUS (Anthony) a very emi- 
nent Protestant divine, born October 
3, 1573, at Ghent, of an ancient fa- 
mily, which has produced many distin- 
guished magistrates. He officiated as 
pastor at several different places; de- 
clared in favour of the Counter-remon- 
rant, enjoyed the friendship and con- 
tidence of prince Maurice, and was one 
of those who drew up the canons of 
the famous synod of Dort. Walæus 
became afterwards professor of divinity 
at Leyden, and died July 9, 1639, 
leaving Compendium Ethice Aristolicæ, 
Leyden, 1636, 12mo. The greatest part 
of the Flemish translation of the Bible, 
made by order of the states, and which 
tust appeared in 1637, was done by 


He left a son and a daughter by 
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Walæus. Almost the whole of the 
New Testament is his translation. 
WAL AFRADE STRABON, a 
learned Benedictine of the gth century, 
who was educated in the monastery of 
Fulde, under Hincmar. He became 
dean of the monastery of St. Gal, and 
abbot of Richenoue, in the diocese of 
Constance, where he died 849, aged 
42. His principal works are, de officiis 
divinis, in the Library of the Fathers, 
and in other collections.

WALEMEOURG, WALEMBURCH, 
or VALEMBOURG (the illustrious 
brothers Adrian and Peter de) born at 
Rotterdam, of Catholic parents, and 
descended from one of the principal 
families in that city. Wearied by the 
opposition they met with in their na- 
tive place, they retired to Dusseldorp, 
and there applied wholly to the study 
of controversy. Adrian, the eldest, 
was appointed canon of the metropo- 
litan church at Cologn, and in 166r 


was consecrated bishop of Adrianople, 


that he might be suffragan of. Cologn, 
Peter was appointed canon and dean 
of St. Peter's at Mentz, and suffragan 
of that city, under the title of Bishop of 
Mysia; but his brother's infirmities 
obliged him at length to return to Co- 
logn, and act there as suffragan in his 
place. Adrian died in that city, Sep- 
tember 11, 1669, after having revised 
the first volume of their important 
work, Peter finished the edition, 
which was published at Cologn, 1670, 
2 vols. fol. There should be a short 
tract at the end, entitled, Regula Fidei. 
He was preparing five other valuable 
treatises for the press, when he died, 
December, 1675, leaving orders to be 
buried without. any pomp. They 
founded six scholarships at Cologn, for 
such young Dutch Catholics as should 
be thought capable of deep studies. 
Their two volumes on controversial 
subjects are excellent, and universally 


esteemed; and ought, as M. Arnauld 


has very justly observed, zo be in the 
hands of all whe study divinity, The sub- 
| stance 
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Stance and ground-work of them may 
be found in a small vol, t2mo. 1768, 
which they wrote for the use of three 
brothers, their relations. This excel- 
lent Abridzment contains the tract, en- 
titled, Regula Fidei, Messrs. de Walem- 
burch made many converts to the Ca- 
tholic religion by their writings. 

W ALLEN (Edmund) born, 1605, of 
a wealthy family in Buckinghamshire, 
from which he inherited an income 
of 2500, When only seventeen, he 
was chosen member for Agmonde- 
Sham, in the last parhament under 
James I. and afterwards wrote some 
poems, which were admired by all 
persons of taste and merit, for the de- 
licacy and strength of genius which 
they discovered. He sat in several 
other parliaments, and, in 1642, was 
chosen one of the commissioners who 
carried proposals of peace to the King 
at Oxford, Waller joined in a plan, 
the year following, for reducing the 
city and tower of London under his 
mojesty's authority; but this plan being 
discovered, he was committed to pri- 
son, and paid a large fine, When set 
at liberty, he went into France, where 
he staid several years, and, at his re— 
turn, attached himself to the great, 
particularly to Oliver Cromwell, on 
whom he wrote a panegyric, 1654; 
und his Pen on Cromwell's death, 
1658, is considered as a master- piece. 
Waller afterwards employed his pen 
in favour of Charles II. and when this 
prince complained that these verses 
were inferior to what he had written 
on Cromwell, he replied, Me poets c- 
cecd letter in fiction than in truth, He 
preserved his interest at court, was very 
intimate with the duckess de Mazarin 
and M. de St. Evremond, and died 
1637. Beside the poems above men- 
tioned, Waller left one o# Divine Love, 
in six cantos, and some other religious 
pieces, besides a number of poems 
which breathe nothing but pleasure 
and voluptuousness; the whole printed 
at London, 1730, 12mo. They are writ- 
ten with $0 much wit, taste, genius, 
and delicacy, that this poet is consi- 
dered as the Anacreon and Chaulieu 
of England. 

WALLIS (John) born, 1616, at 
Ashford in Kent, where his father was 
minises. He had the care of some 
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churches, took a doctor of divinity's 
degree, at Oxford, was appointed Sa. 
vilian professor of geometry in that 
university, 1649, and keeper of the 
archive eight years after. Dr, Wallis 
was one of the first members of the 
royal society, to the establishment of 
which he had greatly contributed. He 
became much celebrated by his mathe- 
matical lectures, While he at the same 
time studied theology and the art of 
decyphering, for which art he had a 
singular talent. Dr. Wallis was one of 
of the greatest aq versaries of Hobbes, 
against whom he wrote many learned 
tracts, He had several children, ang 
died at Oxford, October 28, 1703, aged. 


87. His principal works are, A4rithme. 
tica, De S:&4ionibus Conicis, Avrithmetica: 


Infinitmum. Several theological tracts, 
which are not quite equal to his other 
writings. Good editions of Archimedes; 
of Ptolemy's Harmonie a; of the tract by 
Aristarchus of Samos, the Distance of 
the Sun and Moen: of Porphyry's Com.

WALLIUS (}James) a Flemish jesnit, 
born, 1699, at Courtray, who gained 
credit by his Latin Poems, 12mo. which 
have gone through several editions. 
He died about 1680. 

WALPOLE (Sir Robert) a celebrated 
English prime minister under George I, 
and George II. who supported himself 
in that slippery situation during twenty 
years, by preserving peace abroad. In 
1741, however, he foresaw that he 
Should not be able to weather out the 
Storm which was rising against him. 
The king, therefore, created him a 
peer, by the title of Earl of Orferd, and 
he resigned all his posts three days 
after, This minister, having employed 


large sums to secure a majority of the 


court party in the house of commons, 
the parliament called him to account 
for thirty millions spent in secret ser- 
vice; but his majesty eluded the in- 
quiry by proroguing the parliament, 
and Walpole died peaceably in retire- 
ment, 1744- 

WALSH, a famous English Socinian, 
one of the whig party. 

WALSH (William) a celebrated 
English poet, who was Pope's master 


in the art of yersification, and acquired 


great 
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great reputation by his poems; died 
1708, aged 49. His works were printed 
at London, 1736, 8vo. and are written 
in a style of uncommon delicacy and 
sweetness. The abbe Yart has trans- 
| lated two of this author's Odes into 
French, in his Idec de la Pocie Angloice, 
Paris, 1749, 8 vols. 12mo. 
WALSINGHAM (Thomas) a learned 
English benedictine of the monastery 


of St. Alban's, about 1440, who studied 


the history and antiquities of his own 
country in character of historiographer 
to the King, and wrote the Histery of 
Henry V. with other works, which are 
esteemed, and which may be found in 
the Collection of English Historians by 
Savile, and separately, London, 1574, 
fol. | | 
WALSINGHAM (John) an English 
divine, who taught theology in the 
Sorbonne, and afterwards entered the 
Carmelite order, He was esteemed by 
Pope John XXII. and Benedict X. and 
died at Avignon, 1330, leaving several 
works, among which is a tract, De Ec- 
clesiastica Potestate contra Ochamum, 
WALSINGHAM (Sir Francis) de- 
. Scended from a noble and ancient fa- 
mily of Chislehurst. He went twice 
into France as ambassador, but was $0 
unhappy, the first time, as to be a wit- 
ness of the massacre of St. Barthlomew, 
and narrowly escaped, being involved 
in it. The most important affairs were 
entrusted to him at his return; he be- 
came secretary of state, and discovered 
such extensive talents in this situation, 
that his countrymen call him Queer 
Elizabeth's Rickelieu. It was sir Francis 
Walsingham who discovered to that 
princess the project formed by Philip 
II. against England; yet he fell in 
disgrace, and died so poor, in 1590, 
that, excepting his library, Which was 
a very fine one, he scarcely left effects 
sufficient to pay the expences of his 
funeral, The principal among his 
works, which have been translated 
into French, are, Memoirs and Initruce 
tions for the Die of Ambaxsadors, with his 
Letters and Negociations, 4to, or, 1725, 
4 vols. 12mo. Political Memcirs, or the 
Secret of Courts, Lyons, 1695, mo. &c. 
WALSTEIN (Albert) born, 1584, of 
a noble and aucient Bohemiaan family. 
After having travelled over the greatest 
part of Europe, he married; but being 
soon left 2 widower, he went to the 
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Siege of Gradisca, in Friuli, and offered 
his Services to the archduke Ferdi- 
nand against the Venetians. When 
the troubles broke out in Bohemia, he 
offered himself to the emperor, with 
an army of 30,000 men, on condition of 
being their general; to which the em- 
peror having agreed, Walstein placed 
himself at the head of this army, and 
reduced the diocese of Halberstadt and 
the bishopric of Halle to subjection. 
He ravaged the territories of Magde- 
burg and Anhalt; defeated Mansfeldt 
in two battles; retook all Silesia; van- 
quished the marquis d'Urlach ; con- 
quered the archbishopric of Bremen 
and Holsace, and made himself master 
of all the country between the ocean, 
the Baltic sea, and the Elbe; leaving 
only Gluckstadt to the King of Den- 
mark, whom he also drove from Po- 
merania, where he had made a descent. 
After the treaty of Lubec, the emperor 
gave him the titles and spoils of the 
duke of Mecklenburg, who had re- 
belled; but Walstein published an 
edict about that time, ordering the re- 
stitution of ecclesiastical property in 
the territories just given him, and the 
Protestants, being alarmed, called in 
Gustavus Adolphus, king of Sweden, 
to their assistance. This step so inti- 
midated the emperor, that he per- 
mitted Walstein to be removed, and 
sent only Tilly against Gustavus. Tilly 
having been defeated at Leipsic by the 
Swedes, the conqueror rushed into 
Germany like a torrent, which obliged 
the emperor to recall Walstein, whom 
he appointed generalissimo. Walstein 
accordingly entered the lists with the 
Swedish monarch; defeated him, and 
was defeated in his turn; took from 
him almost the whole of Bohemia, by 
the capture of Prague, and fought with 
various success till the bloody battle of 
Lutzan, November 16, 1632, which 
Walstein lost, though Gustavus Adol- 
phus was Killed at the commencement 
of the action. Walstein, notwithe 
standing this defeat, finding himself 
delivered from so formidable a prince, 
was suspected of aiming at independ- 
ence. These suspicions being increased 
by his refusing to submyt to the court 
of Vienna in any of his enterprises, the 
emperor degraded him, and gave the 
command to Galas. Walstein, alarmed 
at this, made the officers of his army 

take . 
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take an oath of fidelity to him at Pilsen, 
January 12, 1634, and retired to Egra, 
a strong city on the frontiers of Bo- 
hemia and Saxony; but Gordon, a 
Scotchman, lieutenant-colonel and go- 
vernor of Egra, flattered by the hopes 
of great preferment, conspired against 
him with Butler, an Ir:shman, to whom 
Walstein had given a regiment of dra- 
goons, and Lasci, a Scotchman, captain 
of his guards. These three foreigners, 
who are said to have been instigated 


to this crime by the court of Vienna, 


murdered him in his chamber, Feb- 
ruary 15, 1634. He was, at that time, 
fifty years old. The family of Wal- 
stein is distinguished in Germany, and 
has produced several other great men,

In Bayer's Historia Revni 
Battriani, Petropoli, 1738, gto. is a piece 
of his, entitled, Doci ina temporum In. 
dica; and he printed a Sacred Histe 
at Tranquebar, in the Malabar lan. 
guage. 

WALTON (Brian) a learned bishop 
of Chester, celebrated for his edition 
of the Po/yg/ot Bible, called rhe Polyglat 
of England, London, 1657 and 1778, 
6 vols fol. and 8 with the addition of 
Castell's Lexicon Heptaglotton, 1686, 2 
vols. fol. Bishop Walton has prefixed 
some Prolegomena to this Bible, much 
more comprehensive and accurate than 
any which had befure appeared. He 
died 1667, leaving some other works; 
these, as well as his edition of the 
Polyglet Bible, discover great critical 
Knowledge, accompanied with much 
learning, judgment, and moderation.

WAMELE (John) an able lawyer of 


the sixteenth century, born at Liege, 


who taught law with great repatation 
at Louvam, and died 1590, aged sixty- 
six, leaving some curious Remargues zur

WANDELBERT, a deacon and monk 
of the abbey of Prum, in the reign of

WANLEY (Humphrey) a native of 
Coventry, who made it his amusement 
to visit the different English libraries 
in search of books written in the an- 
cient northern languages, his catalogue 
of which may be found in Antiqua Lit- 
teratura Septentricnalis, Oxford, 1703 
and 1705, six parts, fol. He had plan- 
ned a Diplomatita of the different Ages ; 
but his company was so much solicited 
on account of his learning, that he 
found little time for writing, and died 
without executing his design, 1726,

WANSLEB (John Michael) born, 
November 1, 163<, at Erfort in Thu- 
rignia, of Lutheran parents. He was 
Ludolf's pupil, and acquired great sk ill 
in the Ethiopian language. The duke 
of Saxe-Gotha sent him into Egypt 
and Ethiopia, to examine the dogmas 
and ceremonies of those countries, 
which Wansleb finding conformable 
to those of the Roman church, abjured 
heresy at Rome, 1665, and entered the 
dominican 
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dominican order. Going to Paris, 
1670, he was sent back to Egypt by 
M. Colbert, where he made fresh dis- 
coveries, and brought from thence 334 
MSS. Arabian, Turkish, and Persian, 
which are in the King's library, His 
I conduct, however, occasioned him 
to be recalled, and finding himself re- 
reduced to want at his return, he sub- 
sisted by officiating as vicar at Bouron, 
a village between Fontainebleau and 
Nemouri, where he died, June 12, 
1679, aged forty-four, leaving a History 
ef the Alexandrian Church, 12mo.; an Ac- 
count of the State of Egypt, 12mo.; an 
Account of his second Voyage, 12mo.

WARD (Seth) born 1617, at Bunting= 
ford, Hertfordshire. He became succes- 
sively professor of astronomy, chanter, 
dean, and bishop of Exeter, from which 
sce he was translated to that of Salis- 
bury, 1667, Bishop Ward was a great 


politician, and well skilled in mathe- 


matics, but less eminent as a divine. 
He contributed much to the establish- 
ment of the royal society, and left the 
following works: some Jract: against 
Hobbes, Oxford, 1656; a Treatise or Co- 
mts; and an Exay on Trigonometry, Ox- 
ford, 1654, fol.

WAKE (Sir james) Wares, a learned 
Irishman, knight, and auditor-general, 
who was deprived of his place in con-

Authors, in Latin, Dublin, 1639, 4to.

WARHAM (William) a native of 
Oakley, in Hampshire. He took a 
doRor's degree in law at Oxford, was 
appointed professor of law, and sent 
by Henry VII. on an embassy to Phi- 
lip duke of Burgundy. At his return 
he was appointed bishop of London, 
then chancellor of England, and lastly, 
archbishop of Canterbury. He made 
a very fine speech in parliament, 1512, 
on the words, Righteauiness and peace 
have kisied each other; and died, 1532, of 
grief for having scen the catholic re-

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ligion banished England in the reign of 
Henry VIII, 
WARIN (John) secretary to the 


King, surveyor of his majesty's build- 


ings, director-general of the French 
coin, and one of the most eminent en— 
gravers in the seventeenth century; 
born of a good family at Liege. Louis 
XIII. being acquainted with his abili- 
ties, not only employed him, but cre- 
ated two offices for his sake, that of 
director-general of the mint, and that 
of engraver-general of the puncheons 
for his coins. Warin made some me- 
dals and coins in this King's reign, and 
in the minority of Louis XIV. which 
are considered as master-pieces of en- 
graving, and have immortalised his 
name. He died at Paris, 1672, aged 
68, while employed in the Medallic 


History of the King. 


WARWICK (Edward, earl of) last 
of the Plantagenet family. His father, 
George duke of Clarence, was brother 
of Edward IV. and Richard III. Kings 
of England. Henry VII. confined him 
in the tower, where he became ac- 
quainted with the famous Perkin War- 
beck, who, had pretended to be the 
son of Richard III. and they concerted 
together the means of escape, which 
gave Henry a pretence for putting 
Warwick to death, 1499. W BEAU-

WASER (Jaspar) a German anti- 
quary, who was professor of Hebrew 
at Zurich, and afterwards of divinity, 
He died, 1625, aged 60, after having 
had ten children. He wrote several 
works, among others, De Nummis He- 
breorum, Chaldgorum, et Syrorum, 4to. 

WASSEBOURG (Richard) archdea- 
con of Verdun, and author of Les An- 
tiquites de la Gaule Belgique, which he 
published at Paris, 1543, folio. This 
work is esteemed. 

WAST (St.) bishop of Arras, a na- 
tive of Toul. As Clovis passed through 
this city, after the battle of Tolbiac, he 
was taught the principles of christi- 
anity by St. Wast, who aczompanied 
him to Rheims, where St. Rhemi com- 
pleted his conversion, and solemnly 
baptized him. St, Wast was afterwards 
ordained bishop of Arras by St. Remi. 
He ruled his diocese with great zeal 
and prudence twenty-eight years, and 
died piously, Feb. 6, 540. 

WATEAU (Anthony) son of a tiler

at Valenciennes, where he was born, 


1684. His father, finding that he had 
a taste for drawing, placed him with a 
painter in his native city; but Wateau 
soon discovered that his master's ta- 
lens were small, and chose another, 
who was employed in scene painting, 
and who carried him to Paris, 1702.

first physician to the dukes of Saxony, 
He married three times, was a member 
of the royal society at Berlin, also of 
the academy of naturalists, and died 
Sept. 6, 1721, aged 76.

Being placed at the head 
of a strong army, in Germany, by 
Louis XIII. he gained some remarkable 
victories there, and made himself 
master of several cities, and even of 
Alsace, which the King had given 
him. Thus he became very powerful, 
and was preparing for still greater con- 
quests, when he died at Neuburg, 
July 18, 1639. As a proof of this 
duke's high opinion of count de Gue- 
briant's courage, he bequeathed to him 
his sword, pistols, arms, and war- horse.

WEINM4NNUS (John James Wil- 
liam) apothecary, of Ratisbon, who 
died 1734.

Paradoxorum Logicorum 
Decades, to. Charatter were Religionis 
in Doctrind de Fide in Christum Tustifi- 
cante, &c.

WELTZIUS (John) an able philo- 
logist of the Seventcenth century, wtio 
has left valuable Commentaries on 


Terence; Ovid's Tristibus; Verrius Flac 


cus; Prudentius, &c. Died 1642. 
WELLER (James) a learned German 
divine, born December 5, 1602, at 
Neukirk, in Voightland; who, after 
having been professor of di7inity and 
Oriental languages at Wittemberg, was 
invited by the elector of Saxony to be 


his aulic preacher, and died July 6, 


1664. His principal works are, Sp/c7- 
legium Quæstionum Hebr 40-Syrerum; a 
Greek Grammar, which is much es- 
teemed; AAnnetationes in Epiitolas ad Re- 
manos; Disputationes contra Becanum, &C. 
WELLER (Jerome) a pious and 
learned Lutheran divine of the six- 
teenth century, born September 5, 
1499, at Freyberg, in Misnia, He at 
first studied the law; but a sermon, 
preached by Luther, induced him to 
turn his thoughts to divinity ; and Lu— 
ther, who loved him as his son, Kept him 
eight years at his house. Weller was af- 
terwards professor of divinity at Frey- 
berg, where he died, March 20, 1572, 
aged 73, leaving Commentaria in Libres 
Samuel et Regum; Consilium di Studio Theo - 
heig re iniituends; Commentaria in 
Efiotolas ad ple; and other works, 
printed at Leipswick, 2 vols. fol, 
WELLS (Edmund) professor of Greek 
at Oxford, where he died, 1730. He 


published an edition of Xenophin, Ox- 


ford, 5 vols 8vo. 

WELSER, or VELSER (Mark) born 
June 20, 1558, at Augsburg, of a noble 
and ancient German family. His pa- 
rents sent him to Rome, that he might 
study under the celebrated Anthony 
Muret; and he not only acquired a 
knowledge of the Latin classics, and 


of antiquities, but made himself 50. 
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completely master of Italian as to write 
that language with the elegancy of a 
Florentine. At his return he attended 
the bar, became senator and proctor of 
the city of Augsburg, and was the pro- 
fessed patron of learning and of learned 
men, whom he assisted both by his 
knowledge and by his interest. He died 
June 13, 1614. He had been married, 
but left no children. His works were 
printed at Nuremberg, 1682, folio, and 
contain, Rerum Angustanarum Vinde!:- 
carum, Libri VIII. Rerum Beocarum, 

Libri J. These two are accurate, ju- | 


diciously written, and are much es- 


teemed. There is a Supplement, by 
Welser, to his Antiquities of Augsburg, 
in Scelhorn's Amanitates Litterariz. 
Several of his Letters are in different 
collections; and the Squittinio della Li- 
berta Vencta, is by some attributed to 
him, by others to Alfonso de la Cueva, 
marquis de Cedmar, &c. He was a 
zealous Catholic, and not a heretic, as 
NM. Dupin supposed. 

WENCESLAUS, son of Charles IV. 
whom he succeeded in the empire, 
1378, at the age of 15. He endea- 
voured to defend the Jews against his 
Bohemian subjects, who wanted to 
massacre them; upon which the Bo- 
hemians arrested him, and confined 
him in a dungeon, but he made his 
escape four months after. His own 
brother, Sigismond, Kept him in a 
tower at Vienna. The misfortunes 
which this prince met with, obliged 


him to neglect the rest-of the imperial 


domains in Italy ; whence the electors 
took occasion to depose him in 1400. 
He did not, however, renounce the 
empire till 1410, and died, king of 
Bohemia, 1418. This prince has been 
accused of too much fondness for wine 
and women, and of cruelty; but with 
respect to the last article, the repeated 
ill-treatment he had ' endured suffi- 
ciently authorized some acts of justice 
which may have had an appearance af 
cruelty. - i 
WENDELEN (Godfrey) a native of 
Brabant, who taught philosophy in 
France, and had Gassendi among his 
pupils. He published an edition of 
the Saligue Laws, Antwerp, 1649, fol. 
WEPFE (John James) physician to 
the duke of Wirtemberg, the marquis 
of Dourlac, and the elector palatine; 
he died 1695, aged 74 He published 
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Historia Apoplecticorum, 1710, 8vo. Ci- 


cutæ Aquaticæ Historia, 1716, 4to. Ob- 
Servations, 1717, 4to. His Life, by his 
son-in-law, may be found with his 
Observations, : 

WERENFELS (John james) a 
learned protestant divine, born at Basil, 
in which city he became pastor, and 


died November 17, 1655, leaving Ser- 


mens in German, and Hemelies on Eccle- 
s/astes in Latin. | 
WERENFELS (Peter) son of the 
preceding, an eminent protestant di- 
vine, born 1627, at Leichtal; who, 
after having been pastor of different 
churches, was appointed archdeacon of 
Basil, 1654, where he gave $tiking 
proofs of his piety and zeal during the 
pestilence which desolated the city of 
Basil 1667 and 1668. His sermons, 
preached at that time from Psalm xci. 
have been printed. He was appointed 
professor of divinity 1675, and died 
May 23, 1703, aged 76, leaving a great 
number of valuable Dissertation, some 
Sermons, and other works. 
WERENFELS (Samuel) one of the 
most eminent and judicious protestant 
divines, son of the preceding, born 
March 1, 1657, at Basil. He obtained 
a professorship of logic 1684, and of 
Greek in the year following, and soon 
after set out on a literary journey 
through Holland and Germany, and 
then into France, with Gilbert Burnet, 
who was afterwards bishop of Salis- 
bury, and Frederick Battier. At his 
return to Basil, he was appointed pro- 
fessor of rhetor'c, and filled the diffe- 
rent divinity chairs successively. He 
died in that city, June 1, 1740. His 
works have all been collected and 
printed in 2 vols, qto.; the most com- 
plete edition of them is that of Genera 
and of Leusanne, 1739. They treat of 
philology, philosophy, and divinity, 
and are universally exteemed, particu- 
larly the tract De Logumackiis E. udi- 
torum, In the same collection are se- 
verat poems, which show the author 
to have been a good poet, as well as 
an able philosopher and learned di- 
vine. We have also 1 vol. 8vo, of his 
Sermons, which are much admired, 
WERNEREY. V. IRNERIUS. _. 
WESEMBEC (Matthew) born 1531, 
at Antwerp, and admitted to a doctor 
of law's degree at Lousain, when only 
nineteen; an honour never before 
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granted to so young a man. He after. 
wards turned protestant, taught law 
with reputation at Jena and Wittem. 
berg, where he died, 1586, aged 55, 
leaving, Obzervationes in Pandutas et Co- 
dicem, Amsterdam, 1665, gto. 
WESSELUS (John) born about 1419, 
at Groningen, He became so celebrated 
as to be surnamed Lux Mundi, and Ma. 
gister Contradictiguis, from the contempt 
in which he held Aristotle and the 
Peripatetics. Having attended Francis

minors, to the council of Basil, the 
latter, when seated in the papal chair 
by the name of Sixtus IV. continued 
to esteem him, and offered him all 
kinds of preferment; but he only 
asked for a copy of the Bible in He. 
brew and in Greek. The pope, think. 
ing this an absurd request, said,“ Why 
did not you ask me for a mitre, or 


something of that kind?“ Because I 


do not want it, rephed Wesselus; 
upon which Sixtus ordered the books 
he wished for to be given him from 
the Vatican Library, Wesselus returned 
afterwards to his native country, and 
died at Groningen, October 4, 1489. 
He is justly considered as the Fere- . 
runner of Luther, Part of his MSS. were 
burnt after his decease, and the rest 
were printed at AMarpurg, 1617, 4to. 

WESTPHALIA ( ſoachim) a cele- 
brated Lutheran divine, born 1510, at 
Hamburg, who wrote forcibly against 
Calvin and Reza, and was considered 
as one of the most learned divines of 
his sect. He died at his native place, 
1574, leaving, Fpi,tele de Religionis per- 
nicicsis mutaticnibus, and several other 
works. | 

WETSTEIN (John Rodolphus) born 
September 1, 1647, at Basil, grandson 
of John Rodolphus Wetstein, burgo- 
master of that city; a man of great 
merit, who rendered important services 
to his country at the peace of Munster, 
in the.imper1al court, and in his native 
place. J. R. Wetstein, of whom we 
are now to speak, succeeded his father 


as professor of Greek, and afterwards - 


of divinity, and died at Basil, April 21, 
1711, leaving two sons, one of whom, 
Rodolphus, was professor of divinity 
at Basil, and the other, John Henry, a 
bookseller at Amsterdam. He had 
published, in 1673, with Neres, Ori- 
gen's Dialogue 1yaint the Marcionites, 


with 
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with the Exlortation to Martyrdom, and 
the Letter to Africanus concerning the 
History of Susanna, which he first took 
from the Greek MSS. We have seve- 
ral other valuable Disccurses or Disser- 
zations of his. Henry Wetstein, one of 
his brothers, was also well acquainted 
with Greek and Latin, He settled in 
Holland, where he followed the busi- 
ness of a bookseller, became a cele- 
brated printer, and died April, 4, 1726. 
His descendants remain in Holland, 
and follow his steps. | 

WETSTEIN (John James) born 1693, 
at Basil, of the same family with the pre- 
ceding. He was engaged, a considerable 
time, in an edit. of the New Testament, 
the Prolegomena to which occasioned his 
being accused of Socinianism. On this 
accusation Wetstein was deprived of 
his deaconry of St. Leonard's church, 
by the ecclesiastical assembly, 1530, 
and was forced to retire into Holland, 
where the Remonstrants chose him to 
fill M. le Cler's philosophical chair; 
on condition, however, that he should 
clear himself from the charge brought 


against him. For this purpose he re- 


turned to Basil, made his apology, ob- 
tained, in 1732, a reversion of the sen- 


tence passed against him, and was re- 


stored to all his rights and functions, 
which he exercised freely at Basil dur- 
ing a year. He then went back to 
Amsterdam, and took possession of his 
chair, in which he distinguished him- 
self till 1754, when he died, aged 61. 
His edition of the New Testament in 
Greek, with various readings, and cri- 
tical Remarks, appeared 1751 and 1752, 
2 vols. folio, He has inserted two 
Fpiitles of Clemens Romanus, which 
had never been published before, and 
of which he pretends to demonstrate 
the authenticity. They are in Syriac, 
with the author's Latin version, and 
are worth reading. Wetstein found no 
Greek MS. of these two Eprszles, and 
has therefore published only the Syriac 
version, which is ancient, but had not 
been published before.

WHARTON (Henry) born about 
1664, at Worsted, in Norfolk. He was 
chaplain to archbishop Sancroft, after- 
wards reQor of Chatham, and vicar of 
Minster. Died March 15, 1695, aged 
31, leaving many works in English 
avd Latin; the most esteemed are, 
Anglia Sacra, London, 1691, 2 vols. fol, 
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Hiotoria de Episcopis et Decanis Londi- 
nensibus et Auavenibus ad Annum 1540, 
London, 1695, qto.

WHEARE (Degory) a native of Ja- 
cobstow, in Cornwall; chosen by the 
celebrated Cambden to be the first 
who filled the historical chair he had 
just founded at Oxford, where he dis- 
tinguished himself in this situation till 
1647, when he died, leaving a widow 
and children in very poor circum- 
Stances, His principal work is entitled, 
Relutiones hiemales de ratione et method 
Legendi utrasque Historias civiles et ec- 
cles/asticas; the best edition is by M. 
ores Tubingen, 1700 to 1703, 3 vols, 

vo. 

WHEELER (George) a learned Eng- 
lish traveller, whose Travels to Dalma- 
tia, Greece, and the Levant, with Spon, 
Hague, 1724, 2 vols. 12mo. are very cu- 
rious. Wheeler's were printed sepa- 
rately, 1689, 2 vols. 12mo. | 

WHICHCOT (Benjamin) born Marc 
It, 1609, in Shropshire. He was ap- 
pointed provost of king's college, Cam- 
bridge, in the place of Dr. Collins, 
who had been ejected, and with whom 
he voluntarily shared the income of 
his provostship. He succeeded to the 
living of Milton, near Cambridge, 
when Dr. Wilkins was made bishop of 
Chester, and died at Cambridge, in the 
house of his friend Dr. Cudworth, 1683. 
Dr. John Tillotson preached his funeral 
Sermon, and Dr. Jeffery published his 
Sermens, 4 vols. 8vo. which do him 
honour, 


WHIGS, v. JAMES I. king of Eng- 
land. / 

WHISTON (William) born 1667, at 
Norton, in Leicestershire, He entered 
into holy orders, took a master of arts” 
degree at Cambridge, 1693, where he 
had been educated; published, in 1696, 
his New Theory of the Earth, which was 
much admired, and succeeded Newton 
as mathematical professor, 1701. This 
great man, whose principles Whiston 
adopted, had recommended him as a 
proper person for that chair, and he 
proved himself worthy of it by his as- 
tronomical lectures, which he pub- 
lished 170r, and which were followed 
by his Prælectiones Physico- Mathematicz. 
Whiston's philosophical occupations 


did not make him neglect divinity; 
he published a quarto volume 1702, 
en the Chronology and Harmony of the four 

Evan. 
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Evangelista. In 1707, having had the 
honour of being chosen to preach at 
Boyle's lecture, he took for his subject 
the Accomplishment of the Prophecies; and 
his sermons were printed the same 
year, 1 vol. 8vo. Hitherto Whiston's 
carreer had been highly honourable; 
but about 1708, he began to entertain 
doubts concerning the doctrine of the 
Trinity, and soon persuaded himself, 
and endeavoured to persuade others, 
that Arianism was the doctrine of the 
primitive ages of the church. A num- 
ber of books, which he continued to 
publish in favour of this system, occa- 
sioned him at length to be deprived of 
his professorship, expelled the univer- 
Sity, and prosecuted in London, before 
both houses of convocation. His writ- 
ings were condemned; but some pow- 
erful friends secured his person. Whis- 
ton's sentiments were not more ortho- 
dox respecting eternal punishments, 
and the baptism of infants; as appears 
from a collection of sermons and es- 
says, which he published 1709, and a 
small tract, printed 1712. 
adopted the Millenarian opinions, and 
even fixed the epoch for the return of 
the Jews, the restoration of their tem- 
ple, and the reign of a thousand years, 
for March 14, 1714. The event not 
justifying his prediction, he fixed on 
the year 1736, and finding himself 
again mistaken, made fresh calcula- 
tions, and asserted that the great re- 
volution would certainly happen in 
1766. All these reveries did not, how - 
ever, prevent his continuing to publish 
a great number of excellent works on 
philosophical, critical, and theological 
subjects, the titles of which may be 
Seen in some Memsirs of his life and 
writings published by himself in 1749. 
Though these memoirs discover a little 
of their author's declining age, they 
are curious, and contain some particu- 
Jars, and not unfrequently bold ones, 
relative to several great men of his ac- 
quaintance. He died poor, in 175%, 
and had turned anabaptist five years 
before. 

WHITAKER (William) a native of 
Holme, in Lancashire, and professor 
of divinity in the university of Cam- 
bridge, where he died, 1595, aged 47. 
His works were printed at Geneva,' in 
1610, 2 vols. fol.; the principal among 
them is the Refutation of Bellarmine, 
which contains great learning, but dis- 


He also 
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covers too much heat and malice 
against Bellarmine and the Catholics. 
WHITBY (Daniel) born about 1638, 
at Rushden, Northamptonshire, where 
his father was minister. He became 
Canon and chanter of Salisbury cathe. 
dral, took a doctor of divinity's degree, 
and was appointed rector of St. Ed. 
mund's, in Salisbury; died 1726, aged 
88. His principal works are, A Treatisz 
on the Truth of the Cristian Religion in 
general, and of the Rexurrefion of Christ 
in particular, 1671, 8vo. A Dixscourse on 
the Truth and Certainty of the Chiidtian 
Faith, Paraphrase and Commentaries on 
the New Testament, 2 vols folio, A 
Treatise on the Necessity and Utility of the 
Chrixtian Revelation. These four in 
English. Examen wariantum Lectionum 
Foannis Millif in Novum Testamentum, 
London, 1710, fol. Many Tracts and 
Sermons against the doctrines of the 
Roman Catholic church. De Imputa- 
tiene diving Peccati Adami Posteris cus, 
1711, Svo. in which he opposes original 
Sin. De SanFarum Scripturarum Inter- 
pretatiune, 1714, 8vo. This last appears 
as if written to ridicule the explana- 
tions given by the fathers.. All Dr, 
Whitby's works, most of which are in 
English, contain great learning, but 


some singular and absurd opinions. He 


discovers a degree of violence and pre- 
judice against the church of Rome, 
unworthy a scholar, and declares him- 
self strongly in favour of Arianim, 
though he had zealously opposed that 
heresy in his early writings. He is 
Said to have been ignorant of the 
world, and unskilled in the common 
affairs of life, to a degree almost in- 
conceivable. IT» 
WHITELOCKE (Eulstrode) born 
1605, in London. He distinguished 
himself in parliament, was made 
keeper of the King's library and me- 
dals, 1649, and was sent into Sweden 
as ambassador, 1653. At his return, 
in 1659, he became president of the 
council, and had several other impor- 
tant offices. Died 1676. His Speeches, 
Memsirs of Englich Affairs, and many 
more of his writings, have been 
printed. The English say of him as 
Cornelius Nepos does of Porcius Cato, 
That he was an able Statezman, a learned 
lawyer, a great commander, an excellent 
orator, and a true scnolar, | 
WHITGIFT (John) born 1530, at 


Grimsby, in Lincoloshire, He did not

dare to discover his hatred to the catho- 
lic religion during queen Mary's reign ; 
but when Elizabeth ascended the 
throne, he threw off all restraint, both 
in his lectures and thesises, This con- 
duc being then the surest road to pre- 


ferment, he was appointed master of 
Pembroke hall, in Cambridge, after- 


wards of Trinity college, regius pro- 


fessor of divinity, bishop of Worces- 
ter, and, lastly, archbishop of Canter- 
bury, 1583. He was a great cnemy to 
the Puritans, and strenuously defended 
the rights of the clergy against the 
court. When commissioners were ap— 
pointed by government to inquire into 
the exact value of all bene fices, under 
pretence of augmenting the queen's 
revenues, archbighop Whitgift wrote 
in such strong terms to the lord trea- 
surer against this plan, that it was laid 
aside, He died February 29, 1604. We 
have a lopg Letter of his to Reza, where 
he blames him for havins furnished 
the puritans with weapons; and several 
other writings, in which he speaks of 
the pope as Antichrivt, and of the Ro» 
man church as the ore, &. 
WICELIUS (George) born, 150r, at 
Fulda, He had chosen the monastic 
profession, and quitted it when about 
zo, to adopt the errors of Luther; but 
returning again to the communion of 
the church, he obtained a cure, and 
was counsellor to the emperors Ferdi— 
nand and Maximilian, Wicelius la» 
boured earnestly through life to unite 
the catholics and protestants, but in 
vain. He died 1573, at Mentz. He left, 
Vita Regia, Helmstadt, 1550; Methodus 
Concordiz, Leipsic, 1537, 12mo.; Lets 
ters, Leipsic, 1537, 4to.; and many 
other works, most of them in German, 
which have been translated into Latin, 
and printed several times, He must 
be distinguished from George Wicehus, 
his son, author of Sancti Bonifacii His- 
toria, carmine, Cologne, 1553, 4to. For 
distinction, the father is commonly 
called Mayor, or Senior. V. JONAS. 
WICKHAM (William of) born 1324, 
at Wickham, a village in Hampshire. 
tle became chief secretary of state, 
and, having taken the ecclesiastical 
habit, succeeded bishop Edington in 
the sce of Winchester, 1367. He was 
in a short time appointed lord chan- 
cellor, and president of the privy coun- 


cil; but resigned the chancellorship in 


1371, and the great seal not long after. 
The duke of Lancaster, son of king 
Edward, left no means untried that 
could ruin Wickham; he procured him 


to be deprived of all the temporal 


rights of his bishopric, and even ad- 
vised the king to banish this illustrious 
prelate. But Edward, suspecting some 
injustice in the sentence passed against 
him, and an ill design in the duke of 
Lancaster, restored to Wickham all 
that had been taken from him, and 
died soon after, having first appointed 
his grandson, prince Richard, for his 
successor on the throne, Richard be- 
ing only eleven years old, the duke of 
Lancaster, then head of the council, 
renewed his accusations against the 
bishop; but this prelate refuted them 
$0 forcibly, that he was acquitted, He 
afterwards founded two noble colleges, 
one at Oxford, the other at Winche- 
Ster, and was recalled to court, almost 
by force, to resume the office of lord 
chancellor, 1389. This station the bi- 
shop of Winchester filled three yeats, 
so as to be a blessing to the nation; 
but foreseeing, afterwards, the storm 
Which threatened the kingdom, he 
obtained leave of his majesty to retire. 
He then completed his college, and 


erected a cathedral almost as magni- 


ſicent as that of St. Paul's, at London. 
Windsor castle had been built under 
his direction, He settled several other 
foundations for the benefit of the pub- 


lic, and of the poor; but found himself, 


nevertheless accused, in full parlia- 
ment, of high treason, 1397, From 
this charge, however, the bishop was 
openly cleared; and he died in his dio- 
cese, 1.404, aged 81. He had been em- 
ployed in the expulsion of Wicklif,

WICK LIFF (John) a famous Eng- 


lish heresiarch, born 1324, at Wiclet, 
or Wick lff, in Vorkshire, and educated 
at Oxford, where he read theological 
lectures with great credit, and had 
many pupils among the bachelors and 
young doctors, till, upon his beginning 


to propagate singular and erroneous 


opinions, he was deprived of the war- 


denship of Canterbury hall, and the 


pope refused him the bishopric of Wor- 
cester. In revenge for this refusal, 


' Wick liff determined to destroy the au- 


thority of the popes and clergy, and, 
though 
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though himself rector of Lutterworth, 


in Leicestershire, he attempted to strip 
the ecclesiastics of all their property. 


To forward this pernicious design, he 


insinuated himself into the favour of 
the duke of Lancaster. who governed 
the state; of the princess of Wales, 


whose young son, Richard, was to suc— 


ceed hls grandfather, Edward III.; and 
of Henry Percy, grand marshal of Eng- 
land. He afterwards preached and 
taught openly, That the church of 
«© Rome is not the head of all other 
«© churches; that neither the pope, 
© archbishop, nor bishops, have any 
© pre-eminence over the other priests ; 
« that, according to the divine law, 
neither the clergy nor the monks can 
© have any temporal possessions; that, 
if they live wickedly, they lose all 
their spiritual authority, and it be- 
« comes the duty of princes and secular 


lords to take from them their whole 


property; that they ought not to be 
suffered to act against christians as 
© judges, because this power belongs 
© only to Kings and magistrates; that 
£ neither the King nor the Kingdom 
should submit to any episcopal see; 
© that no taxes ouglit to be laid upon 
the people, till all the revenues of the 


church had been employed for the 


© public good; that the King was 
© obliged, in conscience, to confiscate 
© the property of such prelates as of- 
© fend God mortally, and that he might 


© not employ any bishop in offices of, 


state; that the substance of the bread 
* and wine remained after consecration 
in the holy sacrament of the altar, 
© and that Jesus Christ is not truly and 
© really there, but ovly figuratively ; 
© that if a man be contrite, confession 
© of sins is $uperfluvus; and that after 
© Urban VI. no pope ought to be ac- 
© knowledged, but all hve like the 
© Greeks, according to their own laws ;" 
&c, Wickliff travelled throughout 
England, preaching his erroneous pi. 
nions, going barefoot, and followed by 
numerous disciples, who supported his 
doctrine with incredible zeal. Gre- 
gory XI., being informed of these 
scandalous proceedings, wrote to the 
university of Oxford, 1377, and Wick- 
liff was cited, the year following, to 
appear before judges appointed by the 
pope; but his powerful patrons $0 
Strongly supported him, that he ob- 


WIC 
tained a dismission, on promising to 
Keep silence for the future; This pro- 
miso, however, he broke, and not only 
continued to spread the same errors, 
but attempted to establish a system of 
equality and independence; which oc- 
casioned, in 1379 and 1380, a general 
iusurrection among the peasants and 
country people, who were obliged, by 
the laws of England, to cultivate their 
masters' lands, Above 100,000 of these 
people took up arms, and committed 
numberless outrages, crying every 
where, Liberty Liberty!“ This body 
of insurgents being dispersed, and the 
King having granted them an amnesty, 
Wickliff was condemned in a national 
council, held at London, May 17, 1382. 
King Richard published an edict against 
the Wick liffites, July 12 following, 
and commanded the university of Ox- 
ford to expel Wickliff and all his dis- 
ciplzs, most of whom submitted, fear- 
ing to incur the penalties threatened 
in this edict; but returned to their 
Errors again. Those writers who have 
Said that Wickliff retracted, in the 
council of London, are mistaken. He 
died at Lutterworth, where he kept 
himself concealed, December 2, 1384. 
The council of Constance afterwards 
condemned his errors, and ordered that 
his bones should be dug up and burnt, 
which was accordingly done. King 
Richard condemned his writings to the 
fire, and Henry V. extirpated the re- 
mains of this sect; but a Bohemian 
gentleman, who was pursuing his stu— 
dies at Oxford, having carried Wick- 
liff's books into his native country, 
they gave rise to the sect of Hane, 
whence sprang that of the Lutherans 
and Protestants. We have a Tr ans/arion 
of the New Testament, by Wickliff, 
remaining, which was published by 
Lewis; and some other works, the 
most celebrated among which is his 
Diatogur, or rather, Trialogue, in Latin, 
where he introduces and persombpes 
Truth, Faliehsed, and Hiidom, 1525, 4to- 
reprinted in Germany, 1733, 4to. There 
; a Short Life of Nei, Nuremberg, 
1546, Svo. or Oxferd, 1612. 
WIC EFOKT (Abraham de) went 
early into France, and remained thers 
thirty-two years as resident from the 
elector of Brandenburg. Being accused 
to Cardinal Mazarini of having trans- 
mitted some court anecdotes to Hol- 
land, 
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and, that minister sent him to the 
bastille, 1658, and afterwards to Ca- 
lais; but recalled him three months 
after, and gave him a pension of a 
thousand crowns, Which he enjoyed 
till the war between Holland and 
France, and was patronized in Holland 
by the first minister, John de Wit ; but 
having sent the English ambassador 
the original copies of some private dis- 
patches received by the Dutch from 
Lord Howard, their spy in England, 
which had been entrusted to him to 
translate, he was condemned to perpe— 
tual imprisonment. One of his daugh- 
ters found means to deliver him in 
1679, and he retired to the duke of 
Zell's court, where he remained till 
1681. At the time of Wicquefort's 
being committed to prison in Holland, 
he was resident at the Hague for the 
dukes of Brunswick, Lunenburg, &c. 
and secretary interpreter to the states- 
general for foreign dispatches; but 
lost these offices on that occacion, and 
never recovered them again. He died 
1682, aged 84. His works and Trans- 
lations are very numerous; his best book 
is P.Ambassadcur et zes Fon&ions, and the 
best edition of it, the Hague, 1724, 2 
vols. 4to.; it is curious and esteemed. 
He translated the Trave/s of Adam 
Olearius, and Albert Mandeslo; the 
best ecition of these in Holland, 1727, 
2 vols. folio, Themas Herbert's Viyage 
to Persia and the Faxt Indies, 1663, 4to. 
The Embasiy of Don Garcias de Silva Fi- 
oweria in Persia, 1667, 4to. He must be 
distinguished from Joachim de Wic- 
4yuefort, his brother, a Knight of St. 
Michael, counsellor to the landgrave 
of Hesse, and his resident in the states.

WIER (John) called Piscinarius, born 
1515, at Grave, on the Meuse, in the 
duchyof Brabant, of a respectable family. 
He studied philosophy under the fa- 
mous Henry Cornelius Agrippa; made 
several voyages even to Africa, but re- 
turned again into Europe, and was 
physician to the duke of Cleves during 
thirty years. Wier had so strong 2 
constitution, that he frequently passed

convenience from it. 
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three or four days without eating or 
drinking, and found not the least in- 
He died sud- 
denly in 1588, at Tecklemberg, where 
he was on a visit to count de Ben- 
theim. His works were printed at 
Amsterdam, 1660, 1 vol. 4to. which in- 
cludes his treatise de P:earigits ef Incan— 
tationibus, translated into French by 
James Grevin, 1577, '8v0, He main- 
tains in this work, that those accused 
of witchcraft were persons whose brain 
was disordered by melancholy, whence 
they imagined falsely, and without any 
reason, that they had dealings with 
the devil, and were therefore deserving 
of pity rather than of punishment. It 
Seems strange that, with this opinion, 
Wier should in other instances give 
credit to fabulous stories. The above- 
mentioned book made much noise. 

Wigand (John) a learned Lutheran 
divine, born .1523, at Mans, who was 
the disciples of Luther and Melanc- 
thon, and officiated as minister at 
Mansfeld, and several other places. 
He assisted Flaccus Illyricus in the Cen- 
turiæ Magdehurgenses, Basil, 4562, 13 
tom. folio; and was afterwards super- 
intendant of the churches of Pomera- 
nia, in Prussia. He died OR. 21, 1587, 
aged 64, leaving many works, Which 
are valued by the protestants. | 

WIGGERS (John) a pious and 
learned doctor of Louvain, born De- 
cember 27, 1571, at Diest, who read 
lectures in philosophy at Louvain, in 
divinity at Liege, and afterwards at 
Louvain; and died, much lamented, 
March 2oth, 1639, in the 67th year 
of his age, leaving Commentaries, in 
Latin, on the Summary of St. Thomas, 
4 vols. folio, which are esteemed. The 
editors of this work have corrected 
some false opinions respecting proba- 
bility, and some other parts which - 
were inaccurate. 

WIGNEROD (Francis de) marquis 
de Pont-de- Courlai, in Poitou, and go- 
vernor of Havre-de-Grace, son of René 
de Wignerod, seigneur de Pont-de- 
Courlai, and de Glainai, gentleman in 
ordinary of the King's bed-chamber, 
who died 1625, and Frances Duplessis, 
sister of cardinal Richelieu. He was 
made a knight of the royal orders, 
1663; general of the French gallies, 
1635, and gained a celebrated victory 
over the Spanish fleet near Genoa, 
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September 1, 1638. He died at Paris, 
January 26, 1646, aged 37, leaving by 
Mary Frapces de Geumadeuc, his wife, 
Armand John de Wignerod, on whom 
the name and arms of Plessis Richelieu 
were entailed by the cardinal, his great 
uncle, and who continued the family of 
the dukes de Richelieu. He died 1715, 
aged 86. He published the Latin Bible, 
called Richelieu's Bible, 1656, 12mo, v. 
PLESSIS RICHELIEU. 

WILDENS (John) born, 100 at 
Antwerp, one of the most celebrated 
landscape-painters in Europe, and fre— 
quently employed by Rubens. Many 
engravings have been made from his 
pictures of the Twelve Months, His 
drawings, in black chalk washed with 
Indian ink, are much admired. He 
died about 1644. 

WILHELMINA of Bohemia, a fa- 
natic of the twelfth century, 
gained followers by her hypocrisy, and 
dissembled so skilfully, that she died 
in great reputation for sanctity, 1181; 
but the cheat being afterwards disco- 
vered, her body was taken up and 
burnt. This woman's disciples main- 
tained that she was the Holy Ghost, 
incarnate under a female form; that 
She only died according to the flesh, 
and that she would rise again before 
the last judgement, and ascend to hea- 
ven in sight of her proselytes; likewise, 
that she had left Maifreda, a nun of 
the order of Umiliate, her vicar on 
earth, who should fill the pontifical 
chair at Rome, banish the cardinals, 
and substitute in their places four doc- 
tors, which doors should compose 
four new gospels. 

WILKINS (John) son of a goldsmith 
of Oxford, born, 1614, at Fauseley in 
Northamptonshire. 
quainted with mathematics and theo- 
logy, and, having marricd Cromwell's 
sister, obtained the mastership of Tri- 
nity college, Cambridge. Dr. Wilkins 
was one of the first members of the 
royal society, was afterwards bishop 
of Chester, through Lord Bucking- 
ham's interest, and died November 19, 
1672, aged 58, leaving a daughter, 
married to Dr. John Tillotson, arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, He wrote many 
works, esteemed by his countrymen ; 
the principal are, several Discourses and 
Sermons, Two books On the Duties and 
Principles of Natural Religion, 1678, 8vo.

WILKINS (David) prebendary of 
Canterbury, and archdeacon of Suffolk, 
He published the English Councils, Lon. 
don, 1737, 4 vols. fol. Leges Angla- 
Saxonicz, London, 1721, fol. 

WILLIAM I. the Conqueror, duke of 
Normandy, King of England, and one 
of the greatest captains in the eleventh 
century; born 1027; natural son of 
Robert, duke of Normandy, and Har- 
lette, a citizen's daughter of Falaise, 
whence he had the name of Bastard. 
On Robert's decease, 1035, William, 
who was his only son, and had been 
appointed his heir, succeeded him, 
His relations attempted to dispute this 
succession; but William, assisted by 
Henry I. king of France, triumphed 
over the rebels, defeated the count 
d' Arques, took Maine, and carried his 
arms into Anjou. Edward the Conſessor, 
King of England, dying without chil- 
dren, 1066, left him his heir, because 
he was his cousin, friend, and bene- 
factor. William went immediately to 
England with a strong army, engaged 
with bis rival Harold, at Hastings, and 
gained a celebrated victory over him, 
October 14, 1066, when Harold, the 
last of the Saxon Kings, fell, with his 
two brothers. Upon this, the magis- 
trates delivered the keys of London to 
the conqueror, and he was crowned 
king of England. William engaged in 
several other battles against the Eng- 
lish princes, who refused to submit to 
a foreign dominion ; but they were al- 
ways defeated. These troubles, how- 
ever, obliged William to disarm the 
Evglish ; he built the tower of London, 
and many other forts, to Keep them in 
awe, and forbad them to have any light 
in their houses after eight in the even- 
ing. This custom originated in the 
North for preventing fires, where the 
houses were only wood, with thatched 
roofs, To soften and civilise the man- 
ners of his people, still in a state of 
half barbarism, William promoted arts, 
sciences, and commerce, and thus laid 
the foundation of the greatness and 
power of England. At length, having 
received the King of Scotland's hom- 
age, he went into France, 0. in 
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Bretany, and brought back to his duty 
Robert de Courte-Heuse, one of his 
sons, who had proclaimed himself 
duke of Normandy, and taken up 
arms against him, 1076. Sometime 
after this, William declared war 
against Philip King of France, ravaged 
Vexin Frangois, burnt Mantes, and 
brought fire and sword to the very 
gates of Paris; but falling sick at 
Mantes, was, by his own desire, car- 
ried back to Rouen, and there died, 
september 10, 1087, aged 60. By his 
wife Matilda, daughter of the earl of 
Flanders, he left three sons: Robert, 
the eldest, had the dukedom of Nor— 
mandy, with Maine; William, the 
kingdom of England; and Henry, the 
youngest, inherited his father's trea- 
Sures, with a large pension. 
WILLIAM II. Rufus, second son of 
William e Conqueror, whom he $uc- 
cceded in the English throne, being 
crowned September 27, 1087. He 
crushed a dangerous conspiracy which 
had been formed against him; dis- 
graced Lanfranc, archbishop of Can- 
terbury; attempted to take Normandy 
from his eldest brother, and had great 
disputes with St. Anselm. This prince 
engaged in a war against the king 
of Scotland, who was defeated and 
killed, with his son Edward; after 
which William Rufus went into France, 
to relieve the castle of Mans, at that 
time besieged by the count de la 
Fleche, whom he took prisoner. Be- 


ins afterwards hunting in Normandy, 


he was killed by an arrow, which a 
Knight, named Walter Tyrrel, aimed 
at the deer, August 2, 1100, in the 
45th year of his age. Henry, his bro- 
ther, succeeded him. 

WILLIAM 1II. of Nassau, prince of 
Orange, stadtholder of Holland, King 
of England, Scotland, and Ireland, one 
of the most skilful politicians and 
greatest princes who have reigned in 
Europe; born, November 14, 1650, at 
the Hague; son of William of Nassau, 
and Henrietta Maria, daughter Charles 
I. king of England, He was elected 
Stadtholder in 1672, when but just 22 
years of age, and appointed general of 
the Dutch forces, to oppose the rapid 
conquests of Louis XIV. The prince 
of Orange, though frequently defeated 
during this war, exhibited strong proofs 
of prudence, courage, and skill, both 
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as a prince and as a commander; and 
hostilities being terminated by the 
peace of Nimeguen, 1678, he married 
Mary Stuart, daughter of the duke of 
York, who had ascended the English 
throne, by the name of James II. on 
the death of his brother, Charles II. 
A war afterwards breaking out, the 
prince of Orange made a descent in 
England, towards the close of 1688, and 
having dethroned James II. his father- 
in-law, who' found it necessary to seek 
an asylum in France, was crowned at 
London, with the princess Mary his 
wife, in April, 1689. He then joined 
the allies against France, and was ac- 
knowledged king of England, by the 
treaty of Riswick, 1697. The death of 
Charles II. king of Spain, which hap- 
pened November x, 1700, induced Wil- 
liam III. to form a new league; but 
he did not see the accomplishment of 
his plans, for he died March 29, 1702, 
aged 52, leaving no children. This 
prince was of a gloomy temper, his 
manner haughty and forbidding. When 
placed on the throne, the English, 
who idolized him before, esteemed 
him less. His hatred to France $up- 
plied/the want of talenis; it rendered 
him the $qul of a powerful league, and 
the object of panegyric with all the 
French refugees.. He was so much dis- 
gusted with the English, that he pre- 
ferred Holland to England as a Tesi- 
dence. Ann Stuart, second daughter 
of James II. and wife of prince George 
of Denmark, succeeded him. 

WILLIAM (St.) duke of Aqui- 
taine, commanded Charlemagne's forces 
against the Saracens, and turned monk 
of Gallone, in the diocese of Lodeve, 
where he died May 28, $12, 

WILLIAM (St.) of Malaval, in Tus- 
cany, a French gentleman, who, after 
leading a licentious life, visited the 
apostles' tomb at Rome, and the holy 
places at Jerusalem. He then shut 
hirazelf up in the hermitage of Mala- 
val, in the diocese of Sienna, founded 
the Guillemins, or Guillemitas, and died 
there, February 19, 1157. 

WILLIAM (St.) founder of the con- 
gregation of Mont Vierge, a native of 
Verceili. He founded this congrega- 
tion on a mountain in the kingdom of 
Naples, 1119, and died at Salerno, 
June 25, 1142. | 

WILLIAM of Hirsauge (St.) one of 
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the most pious and learned monks of 
the eleventh century, taken from the 
abbey of St. Emmeran, at Ratisbon, to 
be abbot of Hirsauge. He founded se- 
veral monasteries; made piety, learn- 
ing, and arts flourish in his abbey, and 
died July 25, rogr, leaving some phi- 
losophical and e works, 
Bau, 1531, 4to. 

WILLIAM of Tyre, a celabritad his- 
torian of the twelfth century, so called 
from his being archbishop of Tyre, in 
Phœnicia. He attended the Lateran 
council, 1179, drew up its a&s, and 
died at Rome, about 1184 William 
of Tyre left a History of the Crusades, 
which is esteemed, and ends at 1184. 
It was published 1549, folio, and may 
be found in the Gesta Dei per Francos of 
Bongars. There is a continuation down 
to 1275, in Martenne's {m:plissima Collec- 
tio. John Herold wrote a continuation 
to 1521, which has been printed with 
the History, Bas, 1564, folio. Gabriel 
du Preau has translated it into French, 
Paris, 1573, falio. He must be distin- 
guished from another William, bishop 
of Tyre, by whom we have some epis- 
tles to Bernard, patriarch of Antioch. 
Died 1129. 

WILL I AM the Breton, a celebrated 
historian, so called because born in 
Bretanv, about 1170: He was chaplain 
to Philip Augustus, whom he accom- 
panied in his military expeditions, and 
was so much esteemed by him as to be 
entrusted with the education of his 
natural son, who died, bishop of 
Noyon, 1249. William the Breton has 
left a History of Philip Augustus, in 
pProse, as a Supplement to that by Ri- 
cord; and a poem, entitled Philipide, 
which is a complete history of this 
prince, Zwictasu, 1657, no. and in 
Dom | Bouquet's Histerians of France. 
These two are very useful works for 
the history of the time in which their 
author lived. 

WILLIAM / Auxerre, one of the 
mrs! illustrious prelates of his time, so 
called from being bishop of Auxerre, 
from which $se he was removed to 
Paris, and died November 23, 1123. 
He was of the Segnelai family, and 
brother of Manasses, bishop of Orleans. 
A Summa 
tim, Pari, 1500, foo; but this work 
was by another ecclesiastic, named 


W:!!:am of Auxerre also, who taught 
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theology at Paris, was afterwards arch. 
deacon Beauvais, and died 1230, at 
Rome, to which city he went with 
Milon de Chatillon, bishop of Beau. 
vais. 

WILLIAM of Avergne, bishop of 
Paris, one of the most eminent divines 
of the thirteenth century, a native of 
Aurillac. He was originally physician - 
to king Philip II. afterwards taught 
theology with reputation, converted 
great numbers by his sermons, was ap- 
pointed bishop of Paris, 1228, and go- 
verned his church with zeal and pru- 
dence, He died 1248. The best edi. 
tion of his works is by Blaise le Feron, 
1674, 2 vols. folio. The dialogues on 
the seven sacraments, the sermons for 
the year, and several other tracts as- 
cribed to William of Auvergne, in this 
edition, were not written by him, 

WILLIAM ae St. Amour, v. 
AMOUR. 

WILLIAM (St.) archbishop of Bour. 
ges, of the house of the ancient counts 
de Nevers, educated by Peter the Her- 
mit, his uncle on the mother's side. 
After having been canon of Soissons 
and Paris, prior of Pontigny, and abbot 
of Fontaine-Jean and of Chalis, he 
was elected bishop of Bourges, Nov. 
24, 1199, and died Jan. 10, 1209. 

WILLIAM de Lindewode, an eminent 
English lawyer, and bishop of St. Da- 
vid's, who died 1446, leaving a collec- 
tion of Constitutions of the Archbishops of 
Canterbury, Oxford, 1633. | 

WILLIAM «os 5. an English 
benedictine and celebrated historian of 
the twelith century, whose works are 
esteemed, and were published at Lon- 
don by Henry Savile, 1596, folio. 

WILLIAM / Verilog, a famous 
Scholastic divine in'the 15th century, 
of the order of Friars Minors, who has 
a Commentary on the Matter of the Sen- 
tences, and an Abridgment of Theolo- 
gical Questions entitled, Fade Mecum, 
folio. He died 1464. 

WILLIAM of Newburgh, v. LIT- 
TLE. 
WILLIAM ade N (Nangius) a 
celebrated benedictine of the abbey 
de St. Denis, in France, in the thir= 
teenth century, author of two Chronicles, 
and tie Life of St. Lowis, and of his son 
Philip te Bell, in the Histories of 

France. He died about 1302.

WILLIAM, ear! of Holland, elected 
king of the Romans by the German 
princes, in opposition to Frederic II.

WILLIAM of Clartres, a dominican, 
chaplain to St. Louis, whose history, 
began by Geoffroi de Beaulieu, he con- 
tinued.

WILLIS (Thomas) born February 6, 
1622, at Great Bedwin, in Wiltshire. 
While a scholar at Oxford, he took up 
arms, with his companions, in defence 
of the king; but his study was physic, 
and at the restoration, in 1660, he was 
appointed to the professorship of na- 
tural philosophy, founded by William 
Sedley. Dr. Willis became one of the 
first members of the royal society, and 
left Oxford, 1666, to settle in London, 
where he practised with uncommon 
reputation. He died in that city, Nov, 
21, 1675, and was buried at Westmin- 
ster, by his wife. We have a trea- 
tise of his, entitled, A ure and easy 
Methed of awoiding and of curing the 
Plague, and all contagious Dizeases, in 
English, and several works in Latin,

printed together at Amiterdam, 1632, 
2 vols.

WILMOT (John) earl of Rochester, 
born 1648, in Oxfordshire. He wrote 
a poem on the restoration of Charles II, 
when but twelve years old; and hav- 
ing visited France and Italy, he went 
into the army, and was distinguished 
by his zeal in the service of his coun- 
try. After this, he abandoned himself 
wholly to pleasure and poetry, offended 
the King by his satires, and died of de- 
bauchery, in the prime of life, 1680, 
but not before he had seen the errors 
of his past conduct, and expressed the 
deepest contrition for them. Most of 
his poems are Satires, London, 1714, 
I2mo, many of which have been trans- 
lated into French; they are written in 
a $pirited and ingenious style, and con- 
tain some elevated, strong, and noble 
passages; but mingled with obsceni- 
ties, which render them very danger- 
ous. Bishop Burnet has left an in- 
teresting. account of Lord Rchester's 
death, which has been translated into 
French, 8vo. and is well worth read- 
ing, particularly for the solidity with 
which he answers the principal ob- 
jections made by infidels, and the ar- 
guments brought by them to justify 
their incredulity and licentiousness. 

WILLOUGHBY (Francis) an Eng- 
lish naturalist of the seventeenth cen- 
tury, who published an Oruitholog y, 
London, 1676, folio, and 4 History of 
Fisles, Oxford, 1686, folio, in Latin; 
the latter is more scarce than the 
former. 

WIMPHELINGEN (James) born 
July 24, 1450, at Schelestadt. He 
preached with credit at Spires, in 1494, 
and went afterwards to Heidelberg, 
where he devoted his time to the study 
of the holy scriptures, and the instruc- 
tion of young ecclesiastics. The Au- 
gustines summoned him to Rome, for 
having said that Augustine was never 
a monk; but he defended himself by 
an apology, and. pope Julius II. stop- 
ped the controversy, He died Nov. 
17, 1525, at Schelestadt, aged 79. He 
left, Catalogus Episcoporum Argentinen- 
Sium, 1651, 4to, Poems, in Latin, 1492 
and 1494, 4t0. A Treatize on the Edu- 
cation of Youth, Argent, 1500, 4to. Li- 
bellus Grammaticalis, 1497, 4to. Rheto- 
rica, 1515, 4to. and a great number of 
other works on different subjects.

WIMPINA; or WYMPINA (Conrad) 
founder of the university of Francfort 
upon Oder, where he was rector of the 
two colleges and first professor of di- 
Vinity, He became also canon of 
Brandenburg and Havelberg, was one 
of Luther's principal antagonists, and 
died 1531, leaving A Commentary on the 
Books of the Sentences.

WION (Atnould) born May 15, 1554, 
at Douay. He took the monastic habit 
in the abbey of Ardembourg, in the.-- 
diocese of Bruges, but retired into ltaly, 
during the civil wars concerning reli- 
gion, and was received among the be- 
nedictines of St. Justina of Padua, 
called the Benedictines of Mount Cas- 
Sino, and wrote "the following works 
during his retreat. The Genealogy of 
the Hui family, from which he makes 
St Benedict and the house of Austria 
descend. A Hivtery of illustrious men 
of his order, entitled, Lignum Vitæ. 
This second work, printed at Venice, 
1595, 2 vols 4to. contains the predic. 
tions respecting the elections of popes, 
attributed. to St. Malachy, bishop of 
Ireland; but these predictions are spu— 
rious, and were written after the event, 
as appears clearly from the anachro- 
nisms and gross mistakes of which they 
are full. All father Wion's works 
abound with fables and ridiculous

WIRSUNGUS, or WIRSUNGIUS 
(John George) a Bavarian, who disco- 
vered the Pancreatic Duet, in 1642. His 
anatomical lectures at Padua gained 
him great reputation; but his merit 
raised the envy of some persons, who, 
as is supposed, bribed an Italian to 
murder him. Wirsungus was shot by 
this wretch with a pistol in his study, 
before he had published any works.

Dutch: designer and engraver, whose 
prints and drawings discover great taste 
and genius.

WISSOWATIUS (Andrew) born 
1008, at Philippovia, in Lithuania, of 
a good family, was grandson, on his 
mother's side, to Faustus Socinus. He 
Studied at Cracow, under John Crel- 
lius; was also pupil to Martin Ruart, 
and afterwards visited Holland, France, 
and England. On his return to Poland, 
he became one of the great leaders of 
the Socinians, and spread that seR, at 
the hazard of his life. Being at length 
forced to retire into Holland, he as- 
sisted in publishing de Library of e 
Polti Brethren, 1656, and the following 
years 9 vols. folio, by correcting the 
proof sheets. He died in that country, 
June 17, 2662, lea wing a' tr. entitled, 
Keligio ratienalis, Seu de rations judicis in 
contreverniis etiam theulggicis ac religitssts 
adkihends tractatus, 1685, 16mo. and se- 
' veral other works of a very dangerous 
tendency. 

WIT (John de) born September 2 5, 
1628, of a noble and ancient family. 
He was pers/oner, or first minister, of 
the city of Dort, afterwards counsellor 
pensioner of Holland and West Fries- 
land, steward and Secretary of the kets, 
and keeper of the great seal. Thus 
placed at the head of affairs in Holland, 
his $Kill in governing, during the most 
perplexed times, and the promptitude 
with which he repaired the losses and 
misfortunes of his country, were uni- 
versally admired. De Wit procured 
the exclusion of William III. prince 
of Orange, trom the offices which his 
ancestors hag held in the republic; and 
by ttris step he ruined himself He 
was attacked by four assassins; but his 
wounds not proving mortal, he re- 
quested leave to retire, and obtained 
it. William, though elected stadt- 
holder immediately, beheld de Wit's 
popularity with uneasiness, and caused 
Cornelius de Wit, grand bailiff of Put- 
ton, to be accused of an intention to 
murder him. The accuser was a poor 
barber, who said that he had received 
orders to commit this murder ; but, for 
want of proofs, Cornelius de Wit could 
only be banished. It was artfully con-

trived that his brother should fetch 
him out of prison, and a popular tu- 
mult, which arose at the time, fur- 
nished occasion for both of them to be 
murcered at the Hague, in 1672, Thus 
ended one of the greatest men that 
Holland has produced: plain and fru- 
gal, indefatigable in business; con- 
ducting all his affairs with the utmost 
regularity and Prudence ; an excellent 
Citizen, 2 great politician, and worthy 
of a better fate, His Life was printed 
at Utrecht, 1709, 2 vols. 12imo. Some 
very interesting Memvirs, Ratisbon, 
T709, 12mo. Some Nepocraiicns, Am- 
sterdam, 1725, 5 vols. -12mo. are attri- 

buted to him. | 
WITASSE (Charles) born November 
IT, 1660, at Chauny. He was admitted 
doctor of the Sorbonne, 1690, and re- 
gius professor of divinity, 1696, in 
which office he continued till 1714, 
when he lost his chair, and was ba» 
nished to Noyon, for having refused to 
accept the constitution Uniger/zies, NI. 
Witasse repaired to the Sorbonne in 
September, 1715, and took some steps 
for the recovery of his place; but died 
of an'apoplexy, April 10, 1716, aged 
56, leaving the following works: Se- 
veral Leiters respeRing Easter. L' Ex. 
amen de “ Edition des Conciles du P. Hare 
douin, He undertook this examination 
by desire of the parliament of Paris. 
Part of ths treatises which he had dic- 
tated in the Sorbonne, viz. those 22 
Penitence, 2 vols.; e Oder, 2 vols ; cn 
the Fucharist, 2 vols.; on the Attributes, 
3 vols.; n the Trinity, 2 vols.; and en 
the i Incarnation, 2 vols.

WITSIUS (Herman) born February 
12, 1626, at Enckhuysen, in North

tober 22, 1708. His principal works 
are, Malctemata Leidensia, or Disserta-

WITTICHIUS (Christopher) born 
October o, 162<, at Briag, in Lower Si- 
lesia. He was professor of mathema- 
tics at Herborn; of divinity at Duis— 
burg, at Nimeguen, and afterwards at 
Leyden, in 1671. Wittichius has suc— 
ceeded, best of all the protest ants, in re- 
conciling Descartes! philosophical prin- 
ciples with sound theology, in his Consen- 
ws veritatis, Leyden, 1682, 4to. He died 
May 19, 1687. The principal, among 
his other works, are, IIc Pacifica, 
Leyden, 16-1, o.

WOLDIKE (Mark) born 1699, at 
Sommerstedr, a village in the duchy of 
Sleswick, son of a minister.

WOLFF, Me, (Christern, or Chris- 
tian de) born January 24, 1679, at 
Breslau, son of a brewer, who was 2 
literary man. He began to give phi- 
losophical lectures at Leipsic, Jan. 13, 
1703; became protessor of mathematics 
in the university of Halle, 1707, and 
was received, the same year, into the 
society at Leipsic, which published the 
Aa Eruditor im, The roval societies 
of London and Berlin also admitted him 
a member. He made a Latin speech, in 
1721, on the Chineic Fystem of Afer ality, 


showing its conformity to his own 


Principles, This speech gave so great 
offence to the clergy of Halle, that, 
after several fruitless attempts, they 
procured an edit in 1723, by which 
Wolff was degraded, and ordered to 
quit Halle and the states within twenty- 
four hours, under the severest penalties, 
Wolff then withdrew to Cassel, where 
he obtained a professorship of mathe- 
matics and philosophy in the univyersity 
of Marpurg, with the title of*Couunsel- 
lor to the Landgrave's Court, and a 
handsome pension. He now resumed 
his studies with fresh ardonr, and most 
of his large works were published dur 
ing his residence there. In 1725, he 
was chosen honorary professor of the 
academy of sciences at Petersburg, and 
in 1733, was admitted into the aca- 
demy of sciences at Paris. His Swe- 
dish majesty also appointed him Coun- 
Selicr to the Admints tration. Attached to 
Marpurg, by the tics of duty and gra- 
titude, he refused very advantageous 
offers till 1740, when Charles Frederic, 
who was not only well acquainted 
with our philosopher, but a philoso- 
pher himself, and a patron of the te- 
rati, having succeeded to the throne, 
invited him to Halle, 1741, and gave 
him the titles of Privy Counsellor, 
Vice-chancellor, and Professor of the 
Law of Nature and Nations. This in- 
vitation from that great prince Wolff 
thought himself bound to accept. His 

Prus- 
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prussian majesty raised him to the dig- 
nity of chancellor of the university, on 
i. Ludwig's death, and the elector of 
Pavaria, then imperial vicar, made him 
+ baron of the empire, without any 


<0licitation. Frequent attacks of a 
gouty disorder, which did not throw 
itself out properly, and which he plea- 
santly called, Podagra ancmala, (i. e.) a 
dixorderly gout, brought on by degrees a 
»arasmus; whence he clearly perceived 
his end approaching, and he died at 
at length, in consequence of this gout 
having fixed in his stomach, April q, 
1754, in his 76th year. About two 
hours before he expired, feeling that 
his last agony drew near, he uncovered 
his head, and joining his hands, aid, 
« Tesus my Redeemer, strengthen me 
in this hour.” M. Wolff's principal 
works are, A Corrie of Mathematics, in 
Latin, Geneva, 1732 and 1751, 5 vols. 
40, the most complete we have at pre- 
sent of the kind. An Abridgment has 
been published in French; but it is to 
he wished that some skilful mathema— 
tician would revise the work, correct 
it, and publish a good French transla— 
tion; for the Latin edition 1n 5 vols. 
is very inaccurately printed; besides 
which, the author wrote very ill in 
that language. A Sytem of Philozophy, 
23 vols.

Latin work, en the Law of Nature and 
Naticns, has been published in French, 
3 small vols 12mo. by M. Formey; to 
which is prefixed, a life of Wolff, and 
a chronological list of-all his writings. 
He was, doubtless, one of the most 
learned philosophers and mathema- 
ticians Germany has produced; but his 
eulogy scems to us to be carried too 
high, when he is compared to Descartes 
and Leibnitz for his genius and writings, 
in which he was certainly much infe-

WOLLASTON (William) an Eng- 
lish clergyman, born March 26, 1659, 
at Coton-Clanford, in Staffordshire, of 
an ancient and respectable 
The death of 3 rich relation, in 1088, 
who left Wollaston his heir, placed 
him in a state of opulence, which en- 
abled him to assist numbers ot untor- 
tunate people. Having atterwards set- 
tled in London, he married there the 
year following; but retused all Kinds 
of preferment, Jevoting hunselt wholly 
to the study of languages, philosophy, 
mathematics, natural philosophy, an- 
cient and modern history and theology, 


with all which he was weil ac- 
quainted.

WOLMAR (Melchior) a native of 
Rotese:!, in Switzerland, who taught 
the Creek language to Calvin, and in» 
spired him with zcal for the character 
of a retormer. He was also tutor to 


Beza, and induced his pupil to embrace 


what is called the retormed religion. 
After Wolmer had been corrector of 
the press to Gourmont, Ulric, duke of 
Wirtemberg, invited him into his do- 
. minions, and made him protessor of 
law at Tubiogen, where he read lec- 
tures on jurisprudence, and explained 
the Greek authors with uncommoa re- 
putation. Re retired at length to Ei- 
senach, and died there, of an apoplexy, 
1561, aged 64. His Preface to the Greek 
Grammar of Demetrius Chalcondyles, 
is consideted as a master- piece in that 
style of writing. He has also left Come 
mc 7421/24 on the two first books of Ho-

WOLSEY (Thomas) son of a butcher 
of Ipswich, in Sultolk, He became al- 
moner and chaplain to King Henry the 
eighth, over whom he gained so great 
an ascendancy as to be appointed ty 
Several bishoprics successively, and at 
length was made archbishop of York, 
high chancellor ot England, and prime 
minister. Wolsey was the arbiter ot 
Europe during several years; pope 
Leo X. created him cardinal 1815, and 
legate « /atere tor all England. Francis 
I. and the emperor Charles V. loaded 
him with favonrs, in hopes of obtain 
ing his assistance; and Wolsey; after 
having taken the emperor's side for a 
time, declared himself in favour of 
France, He strongly opposed the di- 
vorce of queen Catharine of Arragon 
at first; but finding that Nenry was 
not to be dissuaded trom it, he se— 
conded the wishes of the King, and 
was active for the grattfication of them. 
Anna Boleyn having atcerwards ac- 
cused cardinal Wolsey to his Sovereign, 
in revenge for the opposition he had 
originally made to the divorce of tle 
queen; this prince confiscated his 
whole property, deprived him of all 
his othces and benetices, except the 
archbishopric of York, and ordered 
that he Should be coatined in the tower 
ot London; but Wolsey died on the 
road, at Leicester, 1533, aged 60. A 
little before he expired, he uttered the 
following memorable words: * Alas! 
had I served the King of heaven as 
faithfully as I Served my earthly sove- 
reign, he would not have abandoned 
mein my old age, as my prince does 
now.“ His life has been published in 
Engi:zsh, gto. The learned abbe de 
Longetue, in his learned and judicious 
Remares on Wolsey's Life, inserted in 
tom. S. of father Desmolet's Literary 
Memoirs, has clearly refuted many false 
stories of this celebrated cardinal. A. 
small collection of Thomas Wolsey's 
Lecter may be found in tom. III. of 
the Coliedtio amplisu. of fathers Mar- 
tenne and Durand, which are useful 
for explaining che ecclesiasical history 
of France and England at that time. 

WOLZOGUE, or WOLZOGEN - 
(Lewis de) a learned Dutchman, born 
1632, at Amersfort, of a good family, 

Or- 
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originally of Austria. He was succes— 
«vely minister of the Walloon churches 
at Groningen, Middleburg, Utrecht, 
and Amsterdam, and at the same time 
preacher and professor of ecclesiastical 
history in the two latter cities, where 
formel many distinguished pupils. He 
died November 13, 1690, at Amster- 
dam. His principal works are, Orot 
de $0le Jus lit! 4% 4t0, De S. ripturarum In- 
tor prete CONfrrua [exercitatorem Paradoxum, 
16058, I2mo. This last made much 
noise, and the famous John Labadie 
attacked it; but he was condemned to 
retract in a synod of the Walloon 
church, where Wolzogen was cleared.

WOOD (Anthony) a learned English 
antiquary, born December 17, 1632, at 
Oxford. He never took a higher degree 
than that of master of arts, and lived 
unmarried and retired, devoted to the 
study of antiquities, particularly those 
of his native country, and the univer- 
sity of Oxford. Wood was at first a 
great enemy to the Calvinists and Pres- 
byterians, and appeared much inclined 
to the Catholic religion; but died a 
zealous member of the church of Eng- 
land, November 21, 1695, aged 63. He 
left, Historia et antiquitates Univeriitatis 
Oxoniensis, 1674 and 1675, 2 vols. folio. 
Htheng Oxonienses, 2 vols. folio. These 
two works are much esteemed. In the 
latter Wood mentions all the authors, 
and other illustrious men, educated at 
Oxford, from 1500 to 1690; and it is an 
excellent literary history of England. 
Having, however, expressed himself 
too freely concerning Edward Hyde, 
earl of Clarendon, high chancellor of 
England, and chancellor of the uni- 
versity of Oxford, that nobleman com- 
plained of jt, and ordered one ot two 
leaves to be burnt, insisting that Wood 
Should be banished from the univer- 
Sity, till he retracted what he had 


written. This Wood refused to do; 
but, nevertheless, remained in the 
un.versity. 

WOODWARD (John) born 1665. 
He was appointed proſessor of physic 
in Gresham college, 1692, and after- 
wards founded a professorship at Cam- 
bridge. Dr. Woodward left an EN 
towards the Natural History of the Earth, 
in Latin, London, 1714, Svo. which 


has heen translated into French, by 


M. Noguer, under the title of Gcogra- 
Phie Phixique.ou Exxai vr Þ Histgire Natu- 
relle de {a Terre, Paris, 1735, 4to. and 
Several other learned works. 
WOOLSTON (Thomas) born 166g, 
at Northampton, He was a member 
of Sidney college, Cambridge, and 
took a bachelor's degree there, but 
could not afford to take that of a doc. 
tor. In 1705, he published an octavo 
volume, entitled, 1%e %, Apology fer 
the Truth of the Cristian Religion against 
the Je ws and Gentiles revived 4 reprinted 
at London, 1732, $vo.; and wrote se- 


veral other works, the most dangerous 


among which are his Six Dizeourses on 
the Miracles of Christ, 1727 to 1729, 8vo. 
where, under pretence of representing 
the. miracles as allegories, he endea-— 
vours to destroy the belief of them. 
Being expelled from Sidney college, 
1721, on account of his impious doc» 
trine, and Jeprived of his income, he 
went to London, but continued to write 
against the fundamental truths of chris- 
tianity, He was at last summoned be- 
fore the secular power, and Sentenced 
by the court of King's bench, November 
28, 1729, to pay a fine of twenty-five 
pounds for each of his discourses, to be 
imprisoned one year, and to find secu- 
rity for his future good behaviour. 
Woolston died at London, Januaty 27, 
1733, of an epidemical cold, which 
prevailed almost throughout Europe at 
that time. Not long before his sen- 
tence he had published an apology, 
entitled, 4 Defence of Mr. Weelsten's 
Discourses on the Miracles of Christ against 
the Bizhops of St. David's and Londen, 
" and his vther Enemies, 1730; it is a pam- 
phlet in oRavo, dedicated to the queen. 
He left several other works in English, 
which discover much malignity and 
impiety. The learned men who have 
best refuted him, are, Dr. Brown, bi- 
shop of London; Dr. Smallbrook, bi- 
shop of Litchfield and Coventry; Dr. 
— 99.552 Wade; 
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Wade; Dr. Pearce, bishop of Roches- 
ter; and Dr. Sherlock, bishop of Ban- 
gor. His [fe was printed at London, 
1733, 8vo. in English. 

WORNIUS (Olaus) an eminent Da- 
nish physician, born May 13, 1588, at 
Arhusen, in Jutland. He succeeded 
Jaspar Bartholin, in the protfessorship 
of physic, 1624; became canon of Lun- 
den, and physician to Christian V. 
Wormius made new discoveries in ana- 
tomy, and died, rector of the academy 
at Copenhagen, September 7, 1654, 
leaving several children, who proved 
eminent men. He, wrote many va— 
luable works on the Danish history, 
and other subjects; the principal ate, 
Fasti et Monumenta Danica, 1043, folio. 
A Histery of Norway, in Latin, 2 vols. 
Danica Litteratura antiquiss;ma SITE (70 
ihica, 1651, folio,. All his works are 
in Latin. | 

WORMIUS (William) eldest son of 
the preceding, born 1632, at Copenha- 
gen. He became a skilful physician, 
was professor of experimental philo- 
sophy, historiographer to the king, 
royal librarian, president of the su— 
preme court of justice, counsellor of 
state, and counsellor to the conferences. 
He died 1704, aged 71. He published 
an account of his father's curiosities, 
under the title of Mauiccum HI ormianum, 
This work is valued, and was printed 
at Leyden, 1685, folio. Olaus Wor- 
mius, his eldest son, professor of rhe- 
thoric, physic, and history, at Copen- 
hagen, died April 28, 1708, aged 41, 
leaving, de Glossopetris; de Viribus Media 
camentorum specificis; de Lumborum et 
renum Officio in re venered; with Bartho- 
lin de Uu Flagrorum, Francfort, 1670, 
12mo ; and other works. Christian 
Wormius, second son of William, was 
doctor and professor of divinity, and 
afterwards bishop of Secland and Co- 
penhagen, He made himself univer- 
sally estteemed for his learning, merit, 
exemplary conduct, and zeal for the 
public good. He died 1737. His 
works are, de corruptis Antigquitatum He- 
braicarum vettigiis apud Tacitum et 
Idartialem; Dixzertatienes quatuor de weris 
causis cur dcleffates Heminis carnibus ef 
premiicuo Concuditu Christianss calumniati 
Sint Ethnici; Histeria Sabel ia nim, &C. 

WOTTON (Anthony) an eminent 
Euglish divine, born in London, who 
took a bachelor's degree is. divinity at 


not 
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Cambridge, 1594, and was appointed 
professor of divinity in Gresham col. 
lege, two years after, being the first 
who had filled that chair; but having 
married, contrary to the founder's 
rules, he was atterwards obliged to 
quit it, The treatie de Reconciliatione pece 
eatorts, Which he published 1624, and 
in which he maintains, © that justifica— 
tion consists only-in the pardon of 
sins,“ raiscd, him many enemies, and 
occastioned his being accused of heresy 
and Socianianism. He died December 
11, 1626, leaving several controversial 
works in English, which are esteemed 
by the divines of that nation. 
WOTTON (Fdward) a learned Eng. 
lieh physician of the $1xteenth century, 


born at Oxford; author of a book, in 


Latin, en the different Species of Animal;, 
Paris, 1552, folio. This 1s à very 
learned work, and gained Wotton great 
honour among the literati. He also 
began the Theatrum Intedterum, pub- 
liched by Moufet, at London, 1634, 


folio, figures. Wotton died in London, 


1555, aged 63. 
WOTTON (Henry) son of Sir Thos, 
Wotton, born 1568, at Bofton-hall, in 
Kent. He began his studies at New- 
college, Oxford, but removed after- 


wards to Queen's college, where he 


took a master of arts' degree, and gave 
three lectures on the eye at that time, 
which gained him great reputation. 
Wotton spent nine years in travelling 
over France, Germany, and Italy, and 
at his return became secretary to Ro- 
bert, earl of Essex. When that noble- 
man was declared guilty of treason, 
Wotton retired to Florence, where the 
grand duke conceived $0 high an es- 
teem for him, that he sent him pri- 
vately into Scotland, with letters to 
James VI. warning that prince of*a 
conspiracy against his life, James being 
placed on' the throne of England, did 
forget Wotton's services, but 
knighted him, and employed him in 
nine or ten embassies. He was ap- 
pointed proyost of Eaton, 1623, and 
died there, 1639, leaving, Episto/a de 
Gaipare Scippio; Epistola ad M. Velserum ; 


the State of Chrixtendom, in English; an 


a collection of other pieces, entitled, 

Reliquize Wottoniane, London, 1651, 8vo. 

Sir Henry Wotton was a man of great 
wit and learning. 

WOUVERMANS (Philip) one of 
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the greatest painters Holland has pro- 
duced; born, 16:0, at Harlaem, son of 
a history-painter. He excelled parti— 
cularly in landscapes, and embellished 
them with whatever could render them 
most pleasing and interesting; hunting 
matches, skirmishes, and other sub— 
jects, where he could introduce horses, 
he painted in a most capital style. His 
merit and talents were not, however, 
properly rewarded; for he died poor, 
at Harlaem, 1668, choosing rather to 
make his son a monk than a painter, 
Peter and James Wourermans, his bro— 
thers, imitated his manner, but with 
very inferior success. 

WOWER. or WOUVER. (John) a 
writer of the seventeenth century, 
born at Hamburg, who died 1612, aged 
37, leaving. a very learned book, en- 
titled, Pe/ymat/ia, 1603, 4to. A good 
edition of  Pezronius. Several Letters, 
Hamburg, 160g, 5vo. + and other valu- 
able works. Wower appears, from 
his writings, to have understood Greek 
extremely well, and to have possessed 
great judgment and critical knowledge, 

WOWER (John) a relation of the 
preceding, Knight, counsellor to the 
city of Antwerp, and member of the 
council of finances and of war. He 
was a warm defender of justus Lipsiug, 
and died at Antwerp, his native place, 
September 23, 1635, aged 69, leaving 
some works. 

WKANGEL (Charles Gustavus) mare 
Shal-general and constable of Sweden, 
who rose by his courage and merit, and 
signalised himself both by sea and 
land, He burnt the Danish admiral's 
ships, 1544; defeated the Imperialists 
and Bavarians, near Augsberg, 1648, 
and the Dutch fleet, at the passage of 
the Sound, 1658. This brave man died, 
constable of Sweden, 1676. 

WREN (Sir Christopher) horn Oc- 
tober 20, 1636, at East Knovle, Wilt- 
Shire; descended from an ancient fa- 
mily, originally of Binchester. He 


was appointed astronomical professor 


at Gresham college, London, 1657; Sa- 
vilian professor of that science at Ox- 
ford, 1660; and took a journey to 
France, 1665, for the purpose of exa- 
mining the most capital edifices. In 
1668, he succeeded Sir John Denham 
as Surveyor of the works, and from 
that time had the direction of several 
public buildings, which have gained 
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him immortal honour. Sir Christopher 
Wren built the magnificent theatre at 
Oxford; St. Paul's and St. Stephen's 
churches in London; the palace of 
Hampton-court, Chelsea college, Green- 
wich hospital, and many other noble 
editices. le lost his place of surveyor 
of the works, 1718. He was twice 
chosen member of parliament 
died in London, Free, Ar 
2575 17235 
aged 01, leaving several learned and 
valuable works, besides his [ravouration 
Speech, delivered August 7, 1657, on 
his being appointed professor of astro- 
nomy at Gresham college. In this 
Speech he proposes an ingenious me- 
thod for explaining the manner in 
which the sun retired ten degrees 
back ward on the dial of Ahaz. He 
had been Knighted 1674, and was one 
of the first members of the royal so- 
ciety, Sir Christopher Wren, his son, 
a member of parliament, who died 
1747, aged 72, published, in 1708, N. 
mi matum Antiquorum Syege, &c. 4to. 

WULSON (Mark) de /a Colombiere, a 
Huguenot, and gentleman of the king's 
bedchamber in 1618. Having one day 
surprised his wife in adultery, he killed 
her and her gallant. He died 1658. 
His works are, La Science Herciguc, 
1669, folio,  Recueit d' . Meiries, 1689, 
folio, The atre u' Honuncur ct de Chevalericy 
1648, 2 vols. folio. 

WYCHERLEY (William) born about 
1640, at Clive, in Shropshire. lle 
went into France, at fifteen, and on 
his return became a protestant again, 


having been a catholic during his tra- 


vels. Wycherley afterwards studied 
the law; but gave up this pursuit in 
the reizn of Charles II. and abandoned 
himself to pleasure and poetry, which 
were the delight of that prince. In 
1672, he brought out his comedy of 
Le in a Wood, or St. James's Park; 
and this was followed by The Gentleman 
Dancing- Mater, The Plain Dealer, and 
The Cnmtry ie; all which succeeded 
so well, that he became a favourite 
both in the city and at court, till he 
offended the king by his marriage with 
the countess of Drogheda, who settled 
her whole fortune upon bim. This 
settlement was contested by the lady's 
heirs after her decease;. and Wycher- 
ley, being unable to pay his creditors, 
was sent to jail, where he remained 
se ven years, and might have remained 

much 
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much longer, had not James II. after 
seeing The Plain Dealer acted, given 
orders that the poet's debts should be 
paid. His majesty also settled a pen- 
sion of £.2c0 upon him; but all his 
Iiberality proved insutticient to settle 
Wycherley's affairs, because he was 
ashamed to discover the extent of his 


debts. Nor did his father's death, who. 


left him more than L. a-year, re- 
lieve his perplexities, for he could only 
dispose of it as a jointure. This plan, 
however, he chose, and married a 
young lady tor his wife, in 1715, when 
near eighty He died eleven days after, 
Besides the comedies before mentioned, 
London, 1731, 1:mo, we have some 
Pasthrmcocus H ork of Wycherlev's, print- 
ed at London, 1728, 12mo. His writ- 
ings discover wit, and a poetical ge- 
nius; but they are too satyrical and too 
hcentious He has endeavoured to 
imitate Molicre, particularly his .- 
zan ops, and Ecole des Femmes.

WYXANTS (Jobn) a Dutch painter 
of the sevenicenth century, hose 
landscapes are among the best which 
his country has produced.

native of Japan, who taught the 


metempsychosis, and the idolattous 
theology of China to the ſapanese, 
XANTIPPE, wite of Socrates. v. 
SOCRATES. | 
XANTIPPUS, a Lacedemonian ge- 
neral, sent to assist the Carthagenians, 
285 A. C. against the Romans, who, 
led by Attilius Regulus, had already 
defeated Hamilcar and the two Asdru- 
bals. Xantippus was successful in se- 
veral engagements, and, notwithstand- 
ing the resistance made by Regulus, 
rendered the Romans much inferior to 
the Carthagenians. They, fearing lest 
Xantippus should acquire too much 
authority, sent him home; but such 
was their detestable ingratitude, that 
his conductors had orders given them 
that he should be shipwrecked and 
perich by the way. This treachery 
made the Carthagenians completely

odious, Whose pertidiousness was al. 
ready become proverbial, 

XAVIER, v. FRANCIS XAVIER. 

XENOCRATES, one of the most ce. 
lebrated philosophers of ancient Greece, 
He was born at Chalcedon, became 
Plato's disciple very early in lite, and 
always retained a high degree of re— 
Spect and attachment for that great 
man, whom he accompanied in a voy. 
age to Sicily; where, when Dionysius 
the tyrant threatened Plato one day, 
Saying, * that some person should be. 
head him;* * Nobody shall do that,” 
said Nenocrates, till they have first 
beheaded me.“ This philopher studied 
under Plato at the same time with 
Aristotle, but did not possess equal ta— 
tents; for he had a slow genius and 
dull apprehension, while Anistotle's 
genius was quick and penetrating, 
whence their master observed of them, 
that one wanted a spur, and the other 
a bridle,” But however inferior Xeno— 


crates might be to Aristotle in genius, 


he greatly excelled him in the practice 
of moral philosophy, He was grave, 
Sober, aus:cre, and of a disposition so 
Serious, and-so far removed from the 
Athenian politeness, that Plato fre- 
quently exhorted him to * sacrifice to 
the graces.” He always bore his mas- 
ter's reproofs with great patience, and 
when persuaded to defend himself, re- 
plied, © He treats me thus only for my 
good.” , Xenocrates is particularly ce- 
lebrated for chaſtity, He had acquired 
so great a command over his passions, 
that Phryne, the most beautiful cour- 
tezan of Greece, who had laid a wager 
that she would Seduce him, could not 
efſeet her purpose, though she made 
him a visit, and tried. every possible 
method. Being afterwards laughed at, 
and the wager demanded, she replted, 
© | have not lost it; for I undertook to 
Seduce a man, and not a statue.“ The 
conduct of Xenocrates exhibited an 
equal example of temperance in every 
other resPeRt. He cared neither for 
pleasures, wealth, nor fame; and was 
so moderate in his diet, that he often 
found it necessary to throw away his 
provisions because they were grown 
Stale and mouldy; whence the proverh 
among the Grecians, of Aenecrate“ 
cheese, when they would describe any 
thing which lasted a long time. This 


philosopher succeeded Speusippus, who 
was 
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was Plato's immediate suecessor in the 
academy at Athens, 339 A. C. He re- 
quired his d sciples to understand ma- 
thematics before they placed them- 
 $&1ves under his care; and sent back a 
youth who was ignorant of that sci— 
ence, Saying, © that he had not the key 
of philosophy.“ So great was his re- 
putation for sincerity and probity, that 
the magistrates accepted his testimony 
without an oath; a favour granted to 
him alone. 
man, but so debauched, that his wife 
had hegun a prosecution àgainst him 
for his infamous conduct, rambling 


through the streets, one day, with his 


dissolute companions, after they had 
drank freely, entered our philosopher's 
school, with an intention to ridicule 
and insult him. The audience were 
highly offended at this behaviour; but 
Xenocrates continued pertectly calm, 
and, immediately turning his discourse 
upon temperance, spoke of that virtue 
in terms so forcible, lofty, and ele- 
vated, that the young libertine made 
a sudden resolution to renvunce his 
voluptuousness, and devote himself to 
wisdom. From that moment, Poutemon 
became the pupil of virtue; he drank 
nothing but water, and at length suc— 
ceeded Xenocrates in the philosophical 
chair. His conversion made much 
noise, and so increased the public ve- 
neration for Xenocrates, that when he 
appeared in the $treets, no dissolute 
youths dared to remain there, but 
turned aside that they might avoid 
meeting him. The Athenians sent this 
pliilosopher on an embassy to Philip, 
king of Macedon, and, a considerable 
time after, to Antipater; neither of 
whom could corrupt him by their pre- 
sents, which circumstance made him 
doubly honoured. Alexander the Great 
so highly estcemed Xenocrates, that 
he sent him fifty talents, a large sum 
then; and when his messengers ar- 
rived at Athens, Xenocrates invited 
them to eat with him, but gave them 
only his common fare. Upon their in- 
quiring, next morning, ig whom they 
Should pay the fifty talents, he replied, 
© Has not last night's supper convinced 
you that I want no money ? * meaning 
to exptess that he was contented with 
a little, and that money was necessary 
to kings, not to philosophers, But at 
the earnest intreaties of Alexander's 


Polemon, a rich young 
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messengers, he accepted a small part 


of the sum, les he should appear de- 
ficient in respect to that great monarch. 
It is astonishing that the Athenians 
Should suffer a philosopher of such ex- 
alted merit to he so ill treated by the 
collectors and receivers of their taxes; 
for though they were once fined for 
attempting to imprison Xenocrates, 
because he had not paid a certain tax 
imposed on foreigners, it is certain that 
the same collectors and receivers sold 
him at another time, because he had 
not enough to pay them. But Deme- 
trius Phalereus, detesting so base an 
action, purchased Xenocrates, gave 
him his freedom immediately, and dis— 
charged his debt to the Athenians, 
This philosopher died about 314 A. C. 
aged near go, in consequence of run- 
ning against a copper vessel in the 
dark. He wrote, at the request of 
Alexander, a small tract c te ore of 
Reigning; six books on Nature; six 
books «n Pki/oophy; one on Rickes, &c. 
but none of these have come down to 
us. There is a tract on Death, under 
his name, in the Jamblicus of Aldus, 
1497, folio, Xenocrates said, © That 
we often repent of having spoken, 
but never of having kept silence; 
that true philosophers are the only 
persons who do willingly, and by 
their own choice, what others are 
constrained to do by fear of the laws; 
that it is as great a crime to look into 
our neighbour's house as to enter it 
privately ; that there was more ne- 
cessity for putting iron plates over 
the ears of children, to defend and 
© preserve them from hearing vicious 
discourse, than of - gladiators, to 
© guard them from blows,” &c. It 
seems wonderful that a' philosopher, 
who was so excellent a woralist, suhould 
entertain such wretched ideas concern— 
ing theology; for he. acknowledged 
no Deity but heaven and the seven 
planets, which made eight gods. Ci- 
cero has ably'refuted this absurd and 
ridiculous doctrine, in his first book 4e 
Natura Deorum. Xenocrates is much 
praised for persevering in his studies, 
notwithstanding the slowness of his 
capacity; and Piutarch proposes him 
as an examyle for the encouragement 
of such as want quickness of genius, 
This celebrated philosopher must be 
distinguished from Several other per- 
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sons of the same name, who are men- 
tioned in history. | 
XENOPHANES, a famous Grecian 
philosopher, born at Colphon; said 
by some writers to have been the dis- 
ciple of Archelaus, and cotemporary 
of Socrates; but others assert that he 
was entirely self-taught, and lived at 
the same time with Anazimander, and 
before Socrates, about 540 A.C. Thus 
far is certain, that he was nearly 109 
years old when he died, and had-writ- 
ten several poems on philosophical 
subjects, on the foundation of Colo- 
phon, and of the colony of Elea, a city 
in Italy. His system of theology is 
supposed to have nearly resenibled 
that of Spinoza. He 
against the accounts given of the Pa- 
gan deities by Homer and Hesiod; and 
held, That it is no less impious to 
© maintain that the gods are born, than 
© to maintain that they die, because in 
* both cases it would be equally true 
© that they do not always exist.“ A 
just maxim with respect to the hea- 
then deities, but which it would be 
absurd and profane to apply to the 
doctrine of the incarnation. Xeno— 
phanes believed that the moon is an 


inhabited country; that it is impossible 


naturally to foretel future events; and 
that good overbalances evil in the order 
of nature. It seems highly probable 
that he also believed the incompre— 
hensibility of all things, 
sent, one day, at the festivals of the 
Egyptians, and observing their lamen= 
tations, he laughed at them, saying, 
© If the objects of your worship are 
gods, do not weep for them; if men, 
© do not Sacrifice to them.“ Having 
been banished his country for his im- 
pieties, he retired into Sicily, and 
dwelt at Zancle, now Messina, and 

Catana, where he founded the El-aric 
Sec, and had Parmenides for a disciple. 
Plutarch relates that this philosopher 
complained of poverty; and having 
said, one day, to Hiero, Kk ing of Sy ra- 
cuse, That he was too poor to keep 
© two servants;F © How, replisd Hiero, 
« Homer, whom you continually re- 
« prove and find fault with, though 
© dead, maintains above ten thousand,” 
Being reproached with cowardice, by 
a man with whom he refused to play 
at dice, he answered, © I am indeed a 
© great coward with regard to all ill 


wrote verscs 


Being pre- 
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actions“ Atheneus, Plutarch, and 
many other ancient authors, frequently 
quote fragments of his poetry, which 
is all we have remaining of him. 
AENOPHON, a very celebrated Gre- 
cian commander, philosopher, and his- 
torian, a native of Athens, and son of 
Gryllus. He was among the most dis- 
tinguished disciples of Socrates, under 
whom he learned Phil osophy and po— 
litics; and having chosen the military 
profession, entered Byzantium at the 


head of the troops, 400 A. C. and by 


his eloquence saved that city from 
plunder. Xenophon went afterwards, 
with ten thousand Grecians, to assist 


Cyrus the yourger, and accompanied this 


prince in his Persian expedition against 
his brother Artaierxes., Cyrus having 
been defeated and killed, Xenophon 
became the leader of the famous retreat 
ot these ten thousand Grecians, which 
is so much celebrated in history, and 
had almost all the honour of it. Hav. 
ing conducted them back, and restored 


them to the Lacedemonians, he fol- 


lowed Agesilaus into Asia; and having 
been banished from Athens some time 
after, at the solicitation of Artaxerxes, 
withdrew to Scilluntis, a Lacedemo- 
nian City, where he studied philosophy, 
and amused himself with hunting, 
conversing among his friends, and 
writing several moral and historical 
treatises. It was Xenophon who con- 
tinued and published the history began 
by Thucydides. The Thebans having 
taken Scilluntis, he went to Corinth. 
As he was one day offering Sacrifice, 
news arrived of his son's death; upon 
which he took off the flowers he wore 
on his head: but when the messenger 
added that this son, who had killed 
Epaminondas, at the battle of Man- 
tinea, died bravely, he immediately 
replaced his garland. Xenophon died 
at Corinth, about 360 A. C. aged 90. 
His remaining works are, the Cyropæ- 
dia, in eight books, which has been 
translated into French by Charpentier. 
Die Expedition and Retreat of the ten 
thouwand, in Seven books, translated 
into Freach by M. d' Ablancourt. The 
Gre 110 History, in seven books; this 
begins where Thucydides finishes, and 
has also been translated by M. d' Ablan- 


court. It forms tom. 3. of his Thu- 
cydides. The memorable Sayings of So- 
crates, in four books. An excellent

As to the book of Equizzcaticns, which 


Annius of Virterbo, and others, have 
attributed to him, they are certainly 
not his writing. The best editions of 
Xenophon are, Paris, 1625, folio, Leip- 
SiC, 1763, 4 Vols. 8vo. Glasgow, 1764, 
12 vols. 8vo. and Oxford, 1703, Greek 
and Latin, 5 vols. 8vo. 1727 und 1735, 
2 vols. 4to. These two volumes con- 
tain only the Cyropadia; the Retreat 
of the ten thansand; and the Eulogy on 
£Hgeii/auns., All the attic urbanity, and 
the qualities which characterise, great 
writers, are to be found in Xenophon's 
works; particularly in his Cyropæ dia, 
or hook” en the Education of Cyrus the 
elder; the language and style of which 
are inexpressibly sweet and beautiful. 
_ His countrymen so much admired his 

writings, that they have surnamed him 
the Grecian Bee, and the Athenian Muxe, 
Several of Xenophon's works were 
printed in French, 2 vols. 12mo. 1745, 
Viz. the Retreat of the ten thuusand; the 
Memorabilia; the Life of Scciates; and 
Tiers. 

XENOPIION i, younger, a Greek 
writer, so called to distinguich him 
from the famous Xenophon, mentioned 
in the preceding article, He was a 
native of Ephesus, and lived, according 
to some writers, before Heliodorus, 
that is, towards the beginning of the 
fourth century at the latest. This 
Xenophon is known only by his Ephe- 
s/aca, a Greek romance in five books, 
containing the loves or adventures of 
Abrocemes and Anthiz, which is es- 
teemed, It has been printed in Greek 
and Latin, London, 1726, 4to.; and 
M. Jourdan de Marseille published a 
French translation of it, 1748, 12mo. 

XERXES I. fifth king of Persia, and 
second son of Darius, whom he $Suc- 
ceeded, 485 A. C. being preferred to 
his elder brother Artabaz anus, because 
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the latter was born when Darius Hys- 
taspes was only a private man; whereas 
Xerxes was brought into the world by 
his mother Atossa, grand-daughter of 
Cyrus, after Darius had ascended the 
throne, At the beginning of his reign 
he conquered Egypt, and, leaving his 
brother Achemenes to govern it, de- 
termined on a war against Greece, and 
accordingly went thither with an army 
of 800,000 men, and a fleet consisting 
of 1000 Ships. He threw a bridge over 
the strait of the Hellespont, and cut 
through the isthmus of mount Athos. 
But being arrived at the pass of Thero- 
pylæ, he found that the largest armies 
do not always prove the most invin- 
cible; for Leonidas, king of Sparta, 
with zoo Lacedemonlans only, disputed 
the passage with him a long time, and 
was killed there, with his soldiers, 
having first made a dreadful slaughter 
of the Persians. The Athenians after- 
wards defeared Xerxes at the famous 
naval battle of Salamis, which loss was 
followed by several shipwrecks among 
the fleet, and the prince found himself 
compelled to return with shame to his 
own dominions, leaving his general, 
Mardonius, and the rest of the army, 
in Greece. Xerxes was Killed by Ar- 
tabanus the Hyrcanian, 404 A. C. Ar- 
Lax2rxes Longimanus Succeeded him. 

XERXES II. seventh King of Persia, 
Succeeded his father Artaxerxes Lony:- 
manus, 425 A.C. and was murdered, a 
year after, by his brother Sogdianus, 
who usurped the throne, 

XI, or CHI-HOQANG-TI, or XIUS, 
a famous emperor of China, who began 
| his reign about 240 A. C. Having con- 
quered all China, of which he at first 
possessed only a part, he turned his 
victorious arms against the Tartars, 
and to hinder their incursions, built 
the famous wall that Separates China 
from Tartary, 211 A. C. This immense 
work was finished in five years; it 
is 500 leagues in extent. | 

XIMENES (Francis) born 1437, at 
Torrelaguna, in Old Castille, son of 
Alphonso de Cimeros de Ximenez, 
procurator in the jurisdiction ot that 
city, He went to Rome: but, be- 


ing robbed on his journey home, 


brought nothing back with him, ex- 
cepting a bull for the first prebend 
which should be vacant. This the 


archbishop of Toledo refused to grant, . 
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and confined him in the tower of 
Uceda, where a priest, who had long 
been prisoner there, foretold to him 
that he should, one day, be archbishop 
of Toledo. Having recovered his li- 
berty, he obtained a benekce in the 
diocese of Siguenza, and cardinal Gon- 


salez de Mendoza, who was bishop 


there, made him his grand vicar, MXi- 
menes entered soon after among the 
Franciscans of Toledo, and took the 
vows; but finding himself embarrassed 
by visits, he retired to a solitude called 
Castane/, where he studied the Oriental 
languages and divinity. On his return 
to Toledo, queen Isabella' of Castille 
appointed him her confessor, and no- 
minated him to the archbishopric of 
Toledo, 1495, without his knowledge, 
When Ximenez received the bulls 
from the- hand of this princess, he only 
Kissed them, returned them to her, 
unopened, saying, * Madam, these 
letters are not addressed to me,” and 
went immediately back to his convent 


at Castanel, being determined not to 


accept the archbishopric. The queen 
was much pleased with this refusal; 


in which Nimenes still persisted, an 


express command from the pope be- 
came necessary to overcome his reso— 
lution. Nor would he even then yield 
but upon the following conditions: 
That he should never quit his church 
of Toledo; that no pension $honld 
be charged oa his archbishvpric (one 
© of the richest in the world); and 
© that no infringement of the privileges 
© and immunities of his church should 
ever be attempted.“ He took pos- 
session of it, 1408, being received with 
unusual magmitic=nce at Toledo. This 


prelate's first care was to provide for 


the poor, visft the churches and hospi- 
tals, and clear his diocese from usurers 
and hicentious houses. Those judges 
ho neglected their duty, he degraded, 
supplying their places with persons 
whose probity and disinterestedness 
were known to him. He held a sy nod 
afterwards at Alcala, and anuther at 
Talavera, where he made very prudent 
regulations for the clergy of his diocese, 
and laboured, at the same time to re- 
form the Franciscans throughout Cas- 
tille and Arrogan, in which he happily 
Succeeded, notu ithstanding the ob- 
stacles he had to encounter. Ximenes 
established a celebrated university at 
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Alcala, and founded there, in 1 
the famous college of St. Ildephonsus, 
built by Peter Gumiel, one of the best 
architects of that time. Three years 
after he undertook the great plan of 
a Polyglot Bible, for the execution of 
which he invited many learned men 
from Alcala to Toledo, who were 
skilled in Latin, Greek, Hebrew, Ara- 
bic, and other languages necessary tor 
the perfect understanding the holy 
Scriptures. This Bible, though began 
in oa, was not printed till 1514 to 
1517, 6 vols. foho, at Alcala. It con- 
tains the Hebrew text of the Bible, 
the version of the LXX, with a literal 
translation, that of St. Jerome, and the 
Chaldee paraphrases of Onkelos on 
the Pentateuch only. In the original 
Preface, addressed to pope Leo X. the 
learned archdishop, says, * It is doing 
great service to the church to publish 
the scriptures in their original lan- 
guage, both because no translation 
* Can give a perfect idea of the origi- 
nal, and because, according to the 
opinion of the holy fathers, we Should 
refer to the Hebrew text for the Old 
Testament, and to the Greek for the 
Testament.“ The work was 
above twelve vears in finishing. Xi- 
menes himself assisted in it with great 
assiduity, and paid the whole expence, - 
which amounted to an immense sum. 
He purchased seven Hebrew copies, 
that cost four thousand crowns, and 
gave any price for ancient MSS, To 
to the above-mentioned Bible, which 
is called the Pelyglot of Nimenes, he 
adved a dictionary of the Hebrew and 
Chñaldee words in the Bible; and this 
great man has gained immortal honour 
by his Polyglot. Pope Julius II. gave 
him a cardinal's hat, 1507; and Ferdi- 
nand tie Catholic entruſted him with. 
the administration of state affairs, from 
which moment cardinal Ximenes be- 
came the soubof all that was done in 
Spain. He began his ministry by de- 
tivering the people from an oppressive 
tax called Acadale, which had been 
continued on account of the war of 
Grenada; and he Iaboured so zealously 
and successfully in the conversion of 
the Mahometans, that he made near 
three thousand proselytes, among 
whom was a prince of the blood royal 
of Grenada. This great multitude he 
baptized in a Spacious square, and or- 
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dering all the copies of the Kotan to 
be brought thither, set them on fire; 
which memorable day was afterwards 
kept as a festival in Spain. Cardinal 
Nimenes extended Ferdinand's domi- 
nion over the Moors, 1509, by the con- 
quest of Oran, a city in the kingdom 
of Algiers. He undertook this con- 
quest at his own expence, and marched 


nimself at the head of the Spanish, 


army in his pontifical habit, accompa- 
nied by a great number of ecclesastics 
and monks, and at his return was met 
within four leagues of Seville by Fer- 
dinand, who alighted to embrace him. 
Foreseeing afterwards an uncommon 
dearth, he ordered public granaries to 
be built at Toledo; Alcala, and Torre- 
laguna, and Stored them with corn at 
his own cost; which made him so ge- 
nerally beloved, that his eulogy was 
engraved in the senate-house at To- 
ledo, and in the public squate, to per— 
petuate the memory of this noble ac- 
tion. King Ferdinand, dying 1516, 
appointed him regent of his dominions, 
and the archduke Charles (atterwards 
the emperor Charles V.) confirmed this 
appointment. No sooner was cardinal 
Ximenes established in the regency, 
than he became intent on exerting his 
authority. He introduced a reformation 
among the officers of the supreme 
council, and those of the court, ordered 
the judges to repress all extortions of 
the rich and of the nobility, and dis- 
missed prince Ferdinand's two fa- 
vourites. These changes excited mur- 
murs among the grandees, and some 
officers asked the cardinal, By what 
authority he thus acted? 
immediately showed them the soldiers 
who composed his common guard, and 
replied, that his power consisted in 
their strength ; then Shaking his cord 
of St. Francis, said, This suffices me 
to quell my rebellious subjects.“ At 
the same time he ordered the canons, 
which he kept behind his palace, to 
be fired, and concluded with these 
words: Hac et ratio ultima regis; i. e. 
This is the decisive argument of kings. He 


opposed the reformation of the inqui- 


Sition; devoted himself, with indefati- 
gable ardour, to the affairs of the 
church and state; and omitted nothing 
that he thought could contribute to the 
glory of religion, and the advantage of 
his sovereigns. At length, after baving 
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governed Spain twenty-two years, in 
the reigns of Ferdinand, Isabella, Jane, 
Philip, and Charles of Austria, he was 
porsoned, and died November 8, 1517, 
aged Sr, His remains were interred 
in the college of Ildophonsus, at Alcala, 
where his tomb may be seen. This 
cardinal had settled several excellent 
foundations; among others, two mag- 
nificent female convents; one for the 
religious education of a great many 
young ladies of high rank, but desti- 
tute of fortune; the other to be an 
asylum for such poor maidens as should 
be ſound to have a real call to the mo- 
nastic life. He also founded a chapet - 
in his cathedral for the performance 
of divine service according to the Mo- 
zarabic rites. (v. OKTILZ). If we 
add the fountain of spring-water, 


which he conveyed to the town of 


Torrelaguna, for public use, to the 
other sums he expended there, it will 
appear that he laid out nearly a million 
in that one place. Those who wish to 
Know more particulars concerning this 
great man, may consult his Life, write 
ten by M. Flechier, or by XI. Marsollier, 
each in 2 vols. 12mo. or by Gomen, 
folio, This celebrated cardinal must 
be distinguished from Roderigo Xi- 
menes, archbishop of Toledo, who ob- 
tained for his see the primacy of all 
Spain, at the council of Lyons, 1247, 
against the bishop of Compostella, by 
whom it was claimed, aud died on his 
journey home, leaving 1 Histery of 
Spain, in nine bocks. There are se- 
veral other Spanis2 authors of this 
name. | 

XIMENES (Sebastion) a Spanish 
lawyer, who died about 1600, leaving, 
Concordentie - utriusgue Jui, Toledo, 
1596, fulio; to which some other 
lawyer has added another, 1619, 

XIPHILIN (John) a celebrated pa- 
triarch of Constantinople, in the 11th 
century; a native of Trebizond. He 
distinguished himself by his learning 
and piety, and was raised to the see of 
Constantinople, 1064. He died August 
2, 1075. There is a Sermon of his in 
the library of the fathers. He must 
be distinguished from his nephew, who 
was also named Niphilin, and dy 
whom we have a good denen 
Dion Caius, Paris, 1592, folio. The 
president Cousin has translated it into 
French. : 
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XYLANDER (William) born 1532, 
at Augsburg, of poor parents. He 
taught Greek at Heidelberg; but his 
poverty, and intense application to 
Study, brought on a disorder, of which 
he died in that city, 1576, aged 44. 
Xylander left a Latin Translation of 
Dion Cassius, Marcus Aurelius, &c. 
and many other works; the errors in 
which we must attribute to his indi- 
gent circumstances; tor being obliged 
to write for bread, he had neither time 
to pertect his writings, nor to revise 
them with the attention and accuracy 
of which he was capable.

what is transmitted to us dy writings 
or monuments. Now the writings and 


monuments of the Chinese go back, at 
farthest, but to about Soo A. C. whence 


we must conclude that all we are told 
of Chinese antiquity prior to that time, 
is fabulous, or, at least, very doubtful. 


YOUNG (Edward) born 1084, son of

of his function, that the bishop of 
Treguir called uim home, made him 
his official, gave him the cure ot Tres- 
dret, and afterwards of Lohanec. St. 
Yves discharged all the duties of an 
excellent, otticial, and good pastor ; 
preached both in French and in the 
language of Bretany, and delivered 
some synodal speeches in Latin; died 
May 19, 1393, aged 50. It appears 
from the ancient accounts of the do- 
main, that the King allowed St. Yves 
a considerable pension.

pope, being more expeditious, had al- 
ready given it to another man. Za- 
barella was afterwards invited to Rome 
by Boniface IX. and by lohn XXIII. 
who made him archbishop of Florence, 
and created him cardinal, 1411; from 
which time Zebarella was called tee 
Cardinal of Flerence. The pope sent 
him on an embasy to the emperor 
Sigismund, who demanded à council, 
both on :ccount of the Bohemian he- 
resies, and of the anti-popes; and this 
prince having ixce on the city of Con- 
Stance for the general © uncil, Zab2- 
rella distinguished himself very much 
in that assembly. He advised the de-

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position of John XXIII. and there is larly in a short treatise de Inventions 


every reason to believe he would have 
been elected pope, had he not died, 
September 26, 1417, aged 78, six 
weeks before the election of Martin V. 
The emperor and the whole council 
attended his obsequies, and Poggio 
spoke his funeral oration. Zabarella's 
works are, Commentaries on the De- 
cretals and the Clementines, 6 vols. folio. 
Councils, 1 vol. Speeches and Letters, 1 
vol. A treatise de Heris Canonicis; de 
Felicitate, Libri tres; variæ Legum repe- 
titiones; Opuieula de Artibus liberalibus ;

Schism, Basil, 1565, folio, in which he 


ascribes all the misfortunes of the 
church, during his time, to the cessa- 
tion of councils. This treatise on Schism 
has been frequently reprinted by the 
protestants, because Zabarella speaks 
very freely in it of the popes and the 
court of Rome; and for the same rea- 
son the book: has been put into the In- 
dex. Cardinal Zabarella had a nephew, 
Bartholomew Zabarella, who gave lec- 
tures in canon law at Padua, with re- 
putation, and was afterwards arch- 
bishop of Florence, and referendary of 
the church under pope Eugenius IV. 
He died August 12, 1442, aged 46. 
ZABARELLA (James) born Sept. 5, 
1533, at Padua, son of Bartholomew 
Zabarella, mentioned in the preceding 
article. He took great pleasure in 
astrology, and amused himself with 
drawing several horoscopes. Zabarella 
taught logic at Padua during fifteen 
years, from 1564, and afterwards phi- 
losophy till his death. He was several 
times deputed to Venice, and spoke 
with great eloquence in the senate. 
He died at Padua, in October, 1589, 
aged 56, after having had six children. 
ames Zabarella bore the title of Count 
Palatine, Which passed to his descend- 
ants. He left, Commentaries on Aristotle. 
Legica, 1597, folio. De Anima, 1606, 
folio. Physica, 1601, folio, De Rebus 
waturalibus, 1 594, 4to.; from which he 
appears to have had a genius capable 
of clearing up very difticult - points, 
apd comprehending the most obscure 
questions. He maintains, in these 
Commicntaries, but still more particu- 


Hterni Motoris (which forms part of 
his works, Francfort, 1618, 4to.) that, 
according to Aristotle's principles, no 
proof can be brought of the soul's im- 
mortality ; whence some writers accuse 
him of impiety. 

ZACAGNI (Laurence Alexander) 
a priest, and keeper of the Vatican li- 
brary, who died about 1720, leaving, 
Collectanea Monumentorum Ecclesiz Greece 
et Latinæ, Romæ, 1698, 40. 

ZACCHIAS (Paul) physician to 
pope Innocent X. He was a native of - 
Rome, and cultivated the belles lettres, 
poetry, music, painting, and all the 
Sciences; which, however, did not pre- 
vent his being one of the best physi- 
cians of his time. He died 1659, at 
Rome, aged 75, His works are, Ques- 
tones Medico-legales; of which there are 
Several editions, among others, Lyons, 
1726, 3 tom. folio, This is an excellent 
work ; it contains. great learning and 
judgment, with solid reasoning, and is 
very necessary for divines who study 
casuistry. A treatise in Italian, en- 
titled, La Vita quadragesimale for avoid- 
ing the dispensations of Lent, Romæ, 
1673, $vo. Three books, in the same 
language, on Hypochondriacal Diseases, 
Venice, 1665, 4to. &c. 

ZACHARIAH, a Greek, son of Po- 
lychrones, illustrious for his learning 
and piety, succeeded pope Gregory III. 
December 3, 741. He held several 
councils for the restoration of ecclesi- 
astical discipline, and advised Rachis, 


king of the Lombards, to abdicate the 


crown, and do penance in a monastery, 
to which that prince consented. It 1s 
said that pope Zachariah was consulted 
about giving the crown of France to 
Pepin, and decided in his favour ; but 
the learned father le Cointe considers 
this as a fabulous story. He died 
March 15, 752. He left some Decretals, 
some FEpistl:s, and a translation of St. 
Gregory's Dialogues, from Latin inta 
Greek; the best and most complete 
edition of which is by Canisius, in his 
Antique Lectiones. 

ZACHERIE de Lizicux, a capuchin, 
who died 1661, aged 79, leaving some . 
books of morality : Seculi Genius; Gyges 
Gallus; Somnia Sapientis; printed togee 
ther, and separately, 12mo. He fre- 
quently assumed the name of Petru: 
F:rmianus, and has taken that of 1 5 
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Fontaines, in his Relation du Pais de Fane 
genie; Paris, 1660, 8vo, 

ZACHT-LEEVEN (Herman) an ex- 
cellent landscape-painter, born 1609, 
at Rotterdam, whose drawings in black 
chalk are also much admired. John 
Griftier, and Cornelius Zacht-Leeven 
his brother, were his pupits. He died 
1685, at Utrecht. . 

ZACUTUS LUSITANUS, born 1575, 
at Lisbon, in which city he practised 
physic till 1624, when an order was 
published, banishing all Jews and their 
children from the kingdom, and he 
was obliged to quit it, being of jewish 
extraction. He afterwards practised 
at Amsterdam and at the Hague, where 
he died 1642. His works were printed 
at Lyons, 1649, 2 vols. folio. The first 
contains the History of Physic ; the se- 
cond, the Practice of Physic: both have 
appeared Separately. 

ZAHN (John) a Premontre, who was 
provost of la Celle, near Wurtzburg, 
and employed his leisure hours in ex- 
perimental philosophy. He died 1707. 
He published Specula notabilium ac mi- 
rabilium Scientiarum, Norembergæ, 1696, 
three vols. folio, Ocalus Teledioptricus, 
1702, folio. This learned man did not 
adopt the Copernican system. 

ZALEUCUS, a famous legislator of 
the Locrians, a people of Italy, He 
lived about 500 A. C. was the disciple 
of Pythagoras, and made a law by 
which adulterers were condemned to 
have their eyes put out. His son was 
afterwards guilty of that crime, and 
the people, moved with compassion, 
earnestly Solicited his pardon ; but Za- 
ieucus, who was determined that the 
law $hould be executed, Shared the pe- 
nalty, by having his own right eye 
plucked out, and his son's left; thus 
proving himself as tender a father as 
he was a just law-giver. This ex- 
ample of justice and rigour made $0 
general an impression, that adultery 
was no more heard of during bis legis- 
lation. It is also said that Zaleucus 
forbade the sick to drink wine, under 
pain of death, unless prescribed by 
their physicians; and was $0 jealous of 
his laws as to order, that whoever at- 
tempted to change any part of them, 
Should be obliged to make the proposal 
with a halter about his neck, that he 
might be strangled on the spot, if the 
changes proposed should not be thought 
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more advantageous than the law al- 
ready established. Diodorus Siculus 
relates the same of Charondas, legis- 
lator of the Sybarites. 

EZALUSKI (Andrew Chrysostom) 
bishop of Plocskow, afterwards of Var- 
mia, and grand chancellor of Poland, 
son of Alexander Zaluski, waywode 
of Rava. He was much employed in 
all the important affairs of the state, 
and died August 1, 1711, aged 61. His 
principal work is a curious collection 
of Letters, in Latin, printed 1709 and 
1711, 3 vols. folio, which contain num- 
berless interesting facts relative to the 
history of Poland. 

ZAMET (Sebastian) son of one of 
the Italians who followed Catharine 
de Medicis. He was a native of Lucca, 
and originally shoemaker to Henry III. 
but his supple disposition and his com- 
plaisance made him a favourite with 
the great, through whose interest he 
obtained a considerable profit arising 
from salt. If Zamet had made himself 
agreeable to Henry III. he was no less 
$0 to Henry IV. whom he served faith- 


fully, both in his business and his plea- 


sures; this prince discovered the great- 
est esteem for him, and frequently 
Supped, in a familiar style, at his 
house. He grew $0 rich, amidst the 
favour and bounties he enjoyed, as to 
boast of beins master of 1,700,000 
crowns. He died July 14, 1614, aged 
67. He had lived with Madeliene le 
Clerc du Tremblay, who died 1615, 
and was either his mistress, or his wife 
by a private marriage, and by whom 
he had several children, afterwards le- 
gitimated, among others, john Zamet, 
called by the Calvinists re great Ma- 
homet, who was Killed at the siege of 
Montpellier, 1622; another of his sons 
was Sebastian Zamet, bishop of Lan- 
gres, who erected his family tomb at 
the Celestines in Paris, 1634, and died 
1655: 

ZAMOLXIS, one of the Getz, who 
was the slave and discipte of Pytha- 
goras, and accompanied his master into 
Egypt. He returned afterward to his 
native country, where he civilized the 
Getz and Tartars, who deihed him 
after his death. Zamolxis had con» 
cealed himself three years in a subter - 
raneous place, that he might seem to 
be risen 'from the grave when he ap- 
peared again. 
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ZAMORA (Jaspar de) published a 
good edition of e Concordance of the 


Bible, Rouen, 1627, folio. v. AL- 
PHONSO, SANCIO. 

ZAMOSKI (John) son of Stanislaus, 
Castellain of Chelm, a city in Red 
Russia, a man of great merit, who was 
chosen rector of the university of Pa- 
dua, and in this honourable situation 
wrote his books n the Reman Senate, 
and the Complete Senator, in Latin. 
his return to Poland, he rose to the 
highest offices in the state, and was 
one of the ambassadors sent to the 
duke of Anjou, at Paris, 1573, with 
the act of his election to the Polish 
throne. Stephen Battori, prince of 
Transylvania, becoming King of Po. 
land the following vear, conceived so 
high an esteem for Zamoski, that he 
gave him his nicce in marriage, made 
him grand chancellor of. the kingdom, 
and general of his armies shortly after. 
Zamoski acquired great glory in these 


important stations, checked the arro- 


gance of Basilides, czar of Muscovy, 
delivered Polesia, Volesia, and Livo- 
nia, from the yoke of that formidable 
neighbour; maintained an obstinate 
war against him, and besieged Pleskow 
in Muscovy, in the midst of a severe 
winter, During the siege, some Polish 
noblemen, being led by curiosity to 
visit some remote places, are said to 
have found Cicero's book, de Repubilica, 


written in golden letters; and six days 


journey from thence, the tomb of Ovid, 
in a pleasant valley, near a fountain. 
However this might be, when Stephen 
Battori died, in 1586, 4 great number 
of the lords offered the crown to Za- 
moski; but he refused it, and caused 
Sigismond, prince of Sweden, to be 
elected king, and supported him on 
the throne, against all the efforts of 
the archduke Maximilian. Zamoski 
was a zealous patron of the Aft and 
the sciences; prociired several colleges 
to be established in Poland; drew the 


most learned men of Europe thither, 


by pensions; and founded a noble uni- 
versity himself in the city, which he 
built, and bears his name. He died 
1605, aged 63, after having merited, 
by his heroic qualities, the glorious 
titles of Defender of A Country, and Pa- 
tren of the Sciences. 

ZAMPIERI, a celebrated painter. 
v. DOMINICHINO. 

ZANCHIUS, or ZANCHUS (Bags 


On, 
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licis) a native of Bergamo, who took 
the habit of a regular canon, and be- 
came Keeper of the Vatican library, 
which place he filled to the satisfac- 
tion of the learned; but he was cruelly 
persecated towards the latter end of 
his life, and died at Rome, with senti- 
ments of the most fervent piety, 1560, 
leaving several works in prose and 
verse, which are proofs of his learning; 
the principal are, some Latin Poems, in 
Delicia Poetarum Italorum. A Poetical 
Dictionary in Latin, and some Questions 
in Latin, concerning the books of 
Kings and Chronicles, Rome, 1553, 4to. 
The following epitaph was made upon 
him: 

Cum docti fusum sit Zanchi nomen in orbem, 

Pulvere tam pauco, quis putet ossa tegi k 


ZANCHIUS (Jerome) born Feb. 2, 
1516, at Alzano, in Italy. He entered 
among the regular canons of Lateran, 
at the age of fifteen ; but Peter Martyr, 
who was canon of the same congreza- 
tion, having adopted the protestant 
errors, drew him to his party. Thus 
Zanchius quitted his order at the end 
of eighteen years, in 1550, and retired 
to the Grisons, afterwards to Geneva, 
and at last to Strasburg, Where he gave 
lectures on the holy scriptures, and on 
Aristotle's philosophy, 1553, and was 
admitted into the chapter ot canons of 
St. Thomas, two years after. Zanchius 
was one of the most moderate among 
the protestant divines; he loved peace, 
and wished to avoid engaging in theo- 
logical contests. This, however, he 
tound impossible. The protes: ants ac- 
cused him of errors, and insisted upon 
his Signing a formulary; he did so, 
with some restrictions; but his adver- 
saries continuing to exclaim against 
him, he resigned the canonry, re- 
quested to be dismissed, and withdrew 
from Strasburg, 1563. From that time 
he othciated as minister at Chiavenna, 
among the Grisons, till 1561, when he 
went to Heidelberg, where he became 


doctor and professor of divinity, and 


died in that city, November 19, 1590, 
leaving a large work against the anti- 
trinitarians, written at the request of 
Frederic III. elector of Palatine. Zaun- 
chius was also author of a Commentary 
on St. Paul's Epistles, Neustadt, 1595, 
folio, and many other books, Genova, 

1613, 8 tom. folso. 
ZANNICHELLI (John Jerome) a 
Mode- 
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Modenese; who practised physic at 


Venice, and died jn that city, 1729, 
aged 67. He drew up a Caraicewe of 
the plants growing on the coasts of 
that republic, which his son has en- 
larged, and published in Italian, 1735, 
folio. Mu ZLannichel{ianum, VN ene- 
tiis, 1736, 40. 

ZANNONI (James) a physician and 
botanist of Bologna, who published, in 
Italian, Histia Botanica, 1675, folio, 
Cajetan Monti published his work 
entitled, Rarierum Stirpium Historia, Bo- 
logna, folio, 1742. He died 1682. 

ZANNOTTI, an illustrious Italian 
Pbysician. 

Z ARATE (Augustine de) a Spanish 
writer, who was sent to Peru, 1543, as 
| treasurer-general of the Indies, and on 
his return was employed in the Ne- 
therlands, in affairs relative to the 
coin, He wrote.a History of {he Disco- 
wry and Conquest of Peru; the best edi- 
tion of which, in Spanish, is Antwerp, 
1758, Syo. It has been translated into 
French, and printed at Amsterdam and 
at Paris, 2 vols. 12mo. This History is 
greatly inferior to that of the Conquest 
ot Mexico. | 

LARINA, queen of the Scythians 
after the death of Marmares, whom 
Cyaxares murcered at a feast, to free 
the Medes from the Scythian yoke, 
under which they had been kept 28 
vears. This princess, no less famous 
tor courage and virtue, than ior wit 
and beauty, commanded her army in 
person against that of Cyaxares, which 
was led by his son-in-law, Stryangeus, 
2 young Median lord, handsome, ge- 
nerous, and a good officer. After a 
war of two years, in which the fortune 
of the parties, and the skill of the 
chiefs, left the event doubtful; Za- 
rina was at length defeated by Stry an- 
genus, who seeing this princess thrown 
from her horse, not only spared her 
life, but left her in possession of her 
dominions, and fell violently in love 
with her. Zarina loved also; but 
though her heart felt the force of a 
Strong passion, it was Superior to all 
weakness; and Stryangeus killed him- 
Self in despair. She governed her sub- 
jects like a wise princess, increased 
their happiness, and subdued the neigh- 
bouring people, who attacked them. 
Zarina preserved peace with the 
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Medes; Cleared the lands; civilized 
barbarous nations; built many cities; 
and was the heroine of her age. The 
pevple paid heroic honours to her after 
her death. Zarina's history would 
furnish a noble subject for 1 tragedy. 
Those who wish to know more of this 
great princess may consult a Dissertation 
by M. Boivin, senior, inserted in the 
ANemsirs of the academy of inscriptions. 
_ ZARLIN (Joseph) a native of Chi- 
oggia, in the Venetian state, who is 
said, by father Mersenne and Albert 
Bannus, to be the most learned of all 
the Italian writers on music. He died 
1599, at Venice, His works, which 
are much valued, were printed in that 
City, 1602, 4 vols. folio, in Italian. 

ZAZIUS (Hulric, or Udalric) a 
learned German lawyer, born 1461, at 
Constance. He was for some time a 
notary in his native place, and after- 
wards doctor and professor of law at 
Friburg, where he died November 24, 
1535, aged 74, leaving, Ixtellectus Legum 
Singulares; Traftatus de Judæorum Infun- 
tibus baptizandis; Epitome in uu, Fen- 
dale; and other valuable works, printed 
during his life. Those published after 
his decease are not esteemed. The 
whole appeared at Franctort, 15g0, 
6 tom. John Ulric Zarius, his son, 
was professor of law at Basil; after- 
wards counsellor of state to the empe- 
rors Ferdinand I. and Maxunilian II. 
and died 1555, leaving Some works 
on law, 

ZECHARIAH, eleventh of the mi- 
nor prophets, son of Berechiah, and 
grandson of Iddo. He began to pro- 
phesy in she second year of Darius 
Hystaspes, 520 A. C. His Prophecies 
are in Hebrew, and consist of fourteen 
chapters; in which he exhorts the Jews 
to rebuild the temple, and shun the 
idolatry, vices, and disobedience of 
their fathers; assuring them of tlie 
Lord's protection, and the blessings 
which should be poured upon the peo— 
ple of God at the coming of the Mes- 
siah. At the same time he ſoretells 
the misfortunes that were to befal other 
nations. He must be distinguished 
from Zechariah, son of another Bere- 
chiah, or Jebetechiah, who lived in 
the time of Isaializ from Zechariab, 
son of the high priest Jehoiada, who 
was killed by order of King Josiah; 
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and from Zacharias, father of St, John 
the Baptist. It was this latter w ho 
Sang the hymn BenediFus., 
ZECHARIAH, or ZACHARIAH, 
king of Israel, succeeded his father 
Jeroboam II. 573 A. C. after an anar- 
chy of eleven years, and was killed, 


at the end of six months, by Shallum. 


Zachariah was a wicked and impious 
prince. 

ZEDEKIAH, last king of Judah, 
$0n of Josiah, placed on the throne by 


| Nebuchadnezzar, at the age of twenty- 


Cy:irtici Sacrt, 


one, in the place of his nephew, je- 


hoiakim, or Jechonias, 399 A. C. He 


despised the counsel of Jeremiah, lived 
in sin and idolatry, and at length re- 
belled against Nebuchadnezzar. But 
this prince having taken Jerusalem, 
after a long siege, reproached Zedekiah 
with his treachery and ingratitude; 
murdered his children in his presence; 
and, having put out his eyes, carried 
him in chains to Babylon, where he 
died, a prisoner. Thus ended the King- 


dom of Judah, 588 A. C. 387 years 


from its separation from that of Israel. 

ZEGEDIN, or SZEGEDIN) Stephen 
de) born 1505, at Zegedin, a city of 
Lower Hungary; his family name was 
Kis. He studied under Luther and 
Melancthon, at Wittemberg; taught 
and preached Lutheranism afterwards, 
in several cities in Hungary, and was 
taken prisoner by the Turks, who used 
kim very cruelly. Having recovered 
his liberty, he officiated as minister at 
Buda, and in many other places. He 
died at Reven, in Hungary, May 2, 
1572, aged 67, leaving, Specx/um Reman, 
Pentium Histgricum, 3602, Svo.; a 
work written with great partiality. 
Attertie de Trixitate, 1573, 8vo. Ta- 
ale Anaiytice in Prephetas, Pianos ct 
Noviem Teitamentum, 1592, folio. 

ZEGERS (Tacitus Nicholas) alearned 
Franciscan of she sixteenth century, 
born at Brussels, who was well ac- 
quainted with the languages, and every 
thing relative to the holy scriptures. 
He died Angust 26, 1559, at Louvain, 
He left CorreQions of the Vulgate, Co- 
logn, 2555, $vo. Peres, or Sch>!ia, on 
the most difficult passages in the New 
Testament, doth printed in Pearson's 
A Concordance fe the New 
Tritamtat. This author did not possess 
much critical skill. 
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ZEMLLER (Martin) an indefatigadle 
German geographer, born in Stiria. 
His father had been pupil of Melanc- 
He was 
appointed inspector of the German 
Schools, and thongh he bad but one 
eye, he studiod much, and wrote many 
works; the most esteemed among 
which are those relative to the modern 
geography of Germany, viz. The :ine 
rary ef Germany; the Topography of Ba- 
varia; the Topegraphy of Suabiay which 
is very accurate; e Topography of - 
ace; of rhe States of Brammwict; and of 
the Ceuutey of Humburg; the Uinerary cf 
Ita, w hich is exteemed; and a pretty 
good Description of Hungary, Kc. Which 
compose almost all the whole Tep- 
graphy of Merian, in 31 vols. folio, 
Zeiller also left two volumes of His 
Geographers, and Chronolo- 
gers, in which he has copied the whole 
of Vossius, and other authors, but 
without correcting their mistakes. He 
died 1661, at Ulm, aged 73. 

ZENO (Apostolo) born 1659, in the 
isle of Candia, of an illustrious Ve- 
netian family. He established the aca. 
demy de £7! Ani es at Venice, 1696, 
and began the Giornale de Lorterati in 


that city, 1710, of which he püblished 


zo vols. to 1718 inclusive. His drama- 
tic poetry having made him celebrated, 
he was invited to Vienna, by the em- 
peror Charles VI. which prince gave 
him the title of poet, afterwards of 
historiographer to the imperial court, 
with considerable salaries. Zeno re- 
mained above eleven years at the court 
of the emperor, who highly esteemed 
him, and over whom he had great in- 
fluence. During this time he published 
at least one piece every year; they 
were not always common tragedies, 
but frequently dramas and dialogues 
on sacred subjects; a species of poetry 
which the Italians call Aten, sacre, or 
craterio, He returned to Venice, 7729, 
and his place at court was supplied by 
the admirable Metastasio, his pupil; 
but the salaries of poet and historio- 
graphar were still continued to him. 
Zeno corresponded with the learned of 
Italy, and other countries; was a great 
coanoisseur in antiquities; a good critic, 
and had made an excellent collection 
of literary anecdotes. His canduur, 
sincerity, affability, and other amiable 


telo Leno. 


, antiquities, &c. 
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qualities, rendered him universally 
esteemed, and highly agreeable in so- 
ciety. He died at Venice, November 
11, 1750, and was buried at the convent 
of the Dominicans of the $tri&t observ- 
ance, to whom he had left his library, 
Vis Tragedies, and other poems, were 
printed at Venice, 1744, 10 vols. Svo. 
from which eight dramatic pieces have 


been translated into French, Paris, 2vols. 
12mo. under the title of raden 


Fran coise des Autres dramatiques d Apes- 
He is universally allowed 
to have possessed great talents for dra- 
matic poetry, and is the first Italian 
poet who gave his countrymen good 
rules for tragedy, and taught them to 
consider music only as an embellish- 
ment. He discovers genius, fire, and 
feeling; but his style is far inferior to 


that of his pupil Metastasio. Zeno 


also left a grent. number of works on 
Dissertations on Vos- 
sius, 3 vols, 8vo. Letters, Venice, 
2 vols 4to. 

ZENO (Carlo) a Venetian general, 
who served his countrymen in all their 
wars, and being more anxious for their 
welfare than for his own interest, 
not only served them without any sa- 
lary, when they were unable to afford 
him one, but sacrificed his own fortune 
to pay the soldiers, and bring them 
back to their duty, from which they 
had departed. He would certainly 
have been elected doge, but for an 
apprehension that no one could supply 
his place at the head of the army. 
Zeno did not, however, escape the ri- 
gour of his country's laws. - At the 
taking of Padua, his name was found 
in the papers of Frech Carrera, for 
400 ducats, The law of Venice for- 
bids a citizen to receive any pension or

dy him to the young Carrera, while 


a prisoner in the castle of Asti; but 
having no testimony of his own to 
produce, the Venetian tribunal pre- 
sumed the crime. He was condemned 
to suffer two years imprisonment, and 
to be deprived of his offices; a sen- 
tence which every one but himself 
heard with indignation, This great 
man made a voyaze to the Holy Land, 
when set at liberty, assisted the king 
of Cyprus to drive the Genoese from 
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his island, and returned to die at Ve- 
nice, May 8, 1418, aged $4. 

ZENO of Elia, or Vella, in Italy, one 
of the chief philosophers of antiquity. 
He lived about 504 A. C. was the dis- 


ciple of Parmenides, some say, his 


adopted son. Aristotle asserts, that he 
was the inventor of logic, but a kind 
of logic calculated to confuse every 
thing, rather than to clear any thing 
up; for Zeno of Elia made use of it 
only to dispute and criticise, and to 
perplex those with whom he argued 
by pro and cen, till they Knew not 
which side to take. His opinions con- 
cerning the unity, the incomprehen- 
Sibility and the immutadility of all 
things, were nearly the same with 
those of Xenophanes and Parmenides. 
What some writers have said of his 
maintaining, © that there is nothing in 
the universe,“ is, however, highly im- 
probable; but he certainly proposed 
very puzzling arguments respecting 
the existence of motion; and Aristotle, 
in book VI. of his Phy:ica, has pre- 
served some which are extremely sub- 
til, particularly one called ee. It 
is very likely that Zeno also proposed 


several others against the existence 


of extension, a vacuum, time, &c, 
As he lived long before Diogenes the 
cynic, they are certainly mistaken, 
who assert that this latter refuted Ze- 
no's arguments concerning motion, by 
walking once or twice up- and down 
his school. Neither is it probable that 
Zeno (as sorae have asserted) affirmed 
matter to be composed of mathematical 
points; but, on the contrary, far more 
likely that he denied the possibility of 
its being so composed. Arriaga, and a 
hundred other Spanish schoolmen, have 
indeed given the name of Zeuenists ta 
those who hold that continuity is com- 
posed of indivisible and unextended 
parts; but they bring no solid proof 
that Zeno of Elia was really of that 
opinion, It is said that he fell into a 
violent passion with a man who was 
abusing him; and perceiving that the 
by-standers were surprised at his heat, 
replied, © If I were insensible to af. 
fronts, I should be insensible also ta 
praise; an answer unworthy of a phi- 
losopher. He discovered more pa- 
tience under pain; for having at- 
tempted to deliver his country from 
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the oppressions of a tyrant, named 
Nearchus, and the plan being disco— 
vere, he endured the severest torments 
with uncommon firmness, The parti- 
culars of these torments are so variously 
related, both by ancient and modern 


authors, that an account of them would 


be too long for this work. The circum - 
Stance in which they most generally 
agree, is, that Zeno had the courage to 
bite off his tongue, and spit it in the ty + 
rant's tace, lest he should be tempted, 
through violence ot suffering, to reveal 
his accomplices. Sowe say that he 
was pounded alive in a mortar. 
ZENO, a celebrated Grectan philo— 
sopher, born at Citium, a cuy in the 
isle of Cyprus. He founded the seed of 
Stores, Which took us vame trom a pore 
tico in which Zeno was ſond of teach» 
ing. Being shipwrecked on the coast 
ot Athens, he ever ater considered 
this gceident as a most happy circum» 
Stance, and pratzed the winds for hav- 
ing thrown him $0 fortunately into the 
port of Pyrxus, It is said that an ora- 
cle recommended to him the colour of 
the dead, upon which he devoted him - 
selt to study, SCPPOS!NS this oracle 0 
mean the pale complexion usually ac- 
oured by literary men. Zeno was the 
disciple of Cretes, and had many tol- 
lowers. He placed the soveteigu good 
in neing conformably to nature, ac- 
cording to the principles of right rea- 
$00; acknowledged but one God, and 


held that all things were sudject to an 


inevitable destiny. His Servant endea- 
voured to take advantage ol the latter 


opmion, when corrected for theft, aud 


cried out, © It was my tate to steal;“ 
Les, rept ed Zeno, and to he beaten 
© for it.* This philosopher used to say, 
That if a wise man bought not to love, 
as some have asserted, no petsons 
© Mould be more wretched than deau- 
©tifual and virtuous women, for they 
could have none but ſools for lovers.” 
Also, That one branch of science con- 
« $1425 in being ignorant of what ought 
© not to be Known; that a friend is a 
EC s$econd self; Mat a Small! matter 
* brtnzs 2 work to perfection, though 
« perfection is not a Small matter.“ He 
compared those who spoke well, and 
lived ill, to the coin of Alexandria, 
wich appeared beautiful, but was 
composod of dase metal. Zeno is said 
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to have Killed himself, after a fall, 
about 264 A. C. His disciples fre- 
quently tollowed this example of sui— 
cige. Cicanthes, Chrys1ppus, and the 
other $uccessors of Zeuo, maintained 
that virtue could make men happy, 
even amidst the most dreadful tor- 
ments and all the trowns ot tortune, 
They acknowledged but one God, who, 
according to them, was nothing but 
the sou of the world, which they con- 
idered as his body, and both together 
as a pertect animal. This whole, or 
the world, was the god ot the Stoics, 
and they held many other very absurd 
opinſops; uu must, however, be ace 
knowledged, that among all the sees 
of the ancient philosophers, then's is 
one which has produced the gtsatest 
men. The two Zenos, of whom we 
have been speaking, must be distin— 
guixhed from Zeno, a native of Sidon, 
and celebrated epicurcan philosopher, 
who taught philosaphy to Cicero and 
Vomponius Atticus; and from sevetal 
other Zenos mentioned in history. 
ZENO, ie Lausian, emperor of the 
Fast, married, in 488, to Ariadne, 
daughter of the emperor Leo J. He 
had a son by this princess, called Leo 
(tz younger, Who Succeeded his grand- 
tather, on the mother's side, 474, but 
ed ten months atter; upon which 
Zeno asuwmed the purple, and caused 
himself to be proclaumed emperor, 474. 
His irregular lite rendered him so odi- 
ous, that Verina, tis mother-in-law, 
and her brother Basiliscus, drove him 
trom the throne, towards the end of 
478. He then fled into Isauria, and 
Bastliscus succeeded him; but this de- 
bauched prince was dethroned, in his 
turn, dy Zeno, who contined him, with 
his wife and children, in a tower, 
where they were starved to death. 
Zeno, being restored, did not act bet- 
ter than before; he persecuted the or- 
thodox, and, under pretence of restor- 
ing union, published a famous edict, 
called ienoticon, which was contrary to 
the council of Chalcedon. He died 
April, 491, aged 635. lt is said that 
this prince having fallen into a le- 
thargy, his wife Ariadne, who did nat 
love him, ordered him to be interred 
as dead. He was succeeded by Ana- 
stastus. 
ZENOBLA, queen of Falmyra, one 
ot 
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of the most illustrious women who 
have swayeq the sceptre. She traced 
her descent from the Ptolemies and 
Cleopatras; was taught the sciences by 
the celebrated rhetorician, Longinus, 
and made so great a progress in litera— 
ture, that she spoke the Egyptian lan- 
guage as perfectly as the Greek, and 
also understood Latin, though she scru— 
pled to speak it. This princess pa- 
tronised the learned; was so well ac- 
quainted with the Egyptian and the 
Oriental history, as to make an abridg- 
ment of it; and had read the Roman 
history in Greek, Having married 
Odenatus, a Saracen prince, she con— 
tributed much to the great victories he 
gained over the Perstans, which .pre- 
Served the East to the Romans, when, 
on Valerian's being made prisoner, it 
appeared certain that Sapores would 
take that country trom them. Galli- 
enus, in acknowledgment of this im- 
portant service, gave her the title of 
Augusta, and made Odenatus emperor, 
264. Zenobia, when left a widow, 
reigned with great authority and glory ; 
for her two sons, Herennanus and Ti- 
molaus, being under age, had only the 
tithe: and dress of the emperor. She 
preserved chose provinces which were 
subject to Odenatus; made herself 
mistress of Egypt, and was preparing 
for fresh conquests, when the emperor 
Aurelian declared war against her. 
This prince, having deteated Zenobia 
in two battles, besieged her in Palmyra, 
She made a vigorous: defence; but 
finding, at length, that the city would 
be compelled.to surrender, she quitted 
it privately. The emperor ordered her 
to be followed with all possible expe- 
dition, and She was overtaken just as 
She had embarked to cross the Eu- 
phrates, 272. Aurelian spared Zeno— 
bia's life; Kept her to adorn his tri- 
uwrph; and gave her a country -house 
near Rome, where she spent the re- 
mainder of life peaceably with her 
children. All histortans bestow the 
highest encomiums on this princess. 
She is, nevertheless, suspected of hav- 
ing consented that Mronius should 
murder her husband Odenatus, 267, 
because the latter showed less tender- 
ness for her sons, than for Herod, a 
ton whom he had by a former wife. 
Zenobia is alsoreproached with having 
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protected Paul of Samosata, though he 
had been condemned by the council of 
Antioch; which protection prevented 
that bishop's expulsion from his church 
so long as she reigned. But P. Jouve, 
who published her Life, 1758, r2mo. 
clears her from all these imputations. 
She must be distinguished from Zeno— 
bia, wife of Rhadamistus, King of Ibe- 
ria, who fled from the Arminians, and 
took her with him, This princess be— 
ing near the time of her delivery, 
begged Rhadamistus to kill her. He 
reluctantly yielded to Zenobia's ear- 


nest entreaties, and wounded her with 


a Sword; but she was found by some 
Shepherds, who saved het life, in the 
year of our Lord 51. Zenobia being 
atterwards conducted to Tiridates, he 
ordered her to be treated as a queen, 

ZENODORUS, a skilful Grecian 
Sculptor, who lived in the reign of 
Nero. He made a Colossal statue of 
that prince, 110 feet high, and one of 
Mercury, Vespasian ordered Nero's 
head to be taken from his statue, and 
that of Apollo put in it's place. 

ZEPHANIAH, ninth of the minor 
prophets, son of Cushi, the great grand- 
son of Hizkiah, whom some confound 
with King Hezekiah, whence they 
suppose this prophet to be of the blood 
royal; but that is far fram certain. 
Zephaniah began to prophesy in the 
reign of Josiah, about 624 A. C. His 
prophecies are in Hebrew, and consist 
of three chapters, in Which he exhorts 
the Jews to repentance; foretells their 
ruin, and the destruction of idolatry; 
and speaks afterwards of the resurrec- 
tion of Christ, and the happiness of 
the church. His style much resembles 
that of Jeremiah. 

ZEPH YRINUS,(St ) succeeded pope 
Victor, August 8, 197. He governed 
the church pious!y, and died August 
26, 217. The two epistles ascribed to 
him are spurious. 

ZEPRYRUS, i.e. Life-Bearing, from 
Zn life, and esu te bear, a Pagan 
deity, son of Aurora, and lover of the 
nymph Ckleis, according to the Greeks, 
or of Flora, according to the Romans. 
He presided over the birth of flowers 
and fruits of the earth; revived the 
natural warmth of plants, and with 
his mild and pleasant breath gave life 
to all things. Zephyrus was repre- 

sented 
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sented under the form of a young man, 
with a very delicate air, crowned with 
a garland of all Kinds of flowers. 
ZEPPERUS (William) a learned 
protestant divine of the Seventeenth 
century, who was minister at Herborn. 
His book, entitled, Legum Mosafcarum 
forensium explicatio, is much esteemed, 
and was reprinted, 1614, 8vo. In this 
work he examines whether the civil 
laws of the Jews are $till obligatory, 
and when they were abolished. He 


must be distinguished from Philip Zep- 


perus, author of The Civil Laws of Mases 
compared with those of the Rimans, which 
last work was printed at Halle, 1632, 
8vo. 

apo ABEL, son of Shealtiel, of 

e royal family of Judah, and chief of 

Jews, who, after their captivity, 
returned to Judea in the reign of Cyrus. 
He began to rebuild the temple about 
535 A. C.; but when the Samaritans 
opposed this work, Zerubbabel went 
to the court of Darius, son of Hystaspes, 
and obtained from that prince what- 
ever he desired for the intended build- 
ing. It was finished twenty years 
after, and dedicated, with great so- 
lemnity, about 515 A. C. He must be 
distinguished from another Zerubbabel, 
son of Pedaiah. 

ZEUXIs, a very celebrated and very 
excellent ancient painter, who lived 
about 400 A. C. He was born at He- 
raclea, but there were so many cities 


of this name, that we cannot certainly 


know to which he belonged. Some 
learned men, however, suppose it to 
have been Heraclea, near Cortona, in 
Italy. Xeuxis carried painting to still 
greater perfection than Apollodorus 
had done; he discovered the method 
of disposing lights and shades, and 
particularly excelled in colouring. This 
artist grew extremely rich, after which 
he would no longer sell his pictures, 
but gave them away, saying plainly, 
© That he could not set a price upon 
them equal to their value.“ Previous 
to that time he had made every one 
pay for seeing them; nor could any 
person be admitted to a view of his 
Helen, but for ready money; whence 
this portrait was jestingly called, Helen 
the Courtezan, It is not Known whe⸗ 
ther the above-mentioned picture is 
the same which was at Rome in Pliny's 
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ture. 
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time, or that which Zeuxis painted 
for the inhabitants of Cortona, to be 
placed in Juno's temple. He drew 
this latter from the five most beautiful 
women in the city, borrowing from 
each whatever was her greatest charm. 
Pliny relates, that when Zeuxis dis- 
puted the prize of painting with Parr- 
hasius, he drew some grapes, which 
appeared so natural, that the birds 
came and pecked them. Parrhasius, 
at the same time, painted a curtain 
with such exquisite skill, that Zeuxis 
took it for a real one drawn before his 
antagonist's picture, and with great 
confidence ordered it to be immediately 
undrawn, that the work might be 
Seen. But, perceiving his mistake, he 
acknowledged himself outdone, since 
he had only deceived birds, while 
Parrhasius had deceived even a master 
in his art. Another time Zeuxis 
painted a boy carrying grapes; and the 
birds flew to this picture also; but the 
artist was displeased at it, and frankly 
owned that his work was imperfect ; 

for had the boy been as well done as 
the grapes, the birds would have been 
afraid of him: so he effaced the fruit 
in a passion, leaving only the figure, 
which was the worst part of his pic- 
Archelaus, King of Macedonia, 
employed Zeuxis to embellish his pa- 
lace. One of this painter's best pieces 
was a Hercules strangling the serpents 
in his cradle, before the eyes of his 
terrified mother. He most valued his 
Atlletic, and placed some Greek verses 
under this picture, which afterwards 


became celebrated, and which aignifed, 


© That it was easier to criticise it, than 
to imitate it.“ Zeuxis presented his 
Alcmena to the people of Agrigentum. 
He did not value himself, like Aga- 


tharcus, upon working rapidly and 


finishing his pictures in a short time; 
but said, That on the contrary he 
gloried in being slow; for if he was a 
long time painting, his pictures were 
to last long.“ Verrius relates, that this 
artist having painted an old woman, 
laughed so immoderately at the por- 
trait, that he died in consequence of 
it; but the circumstance not being 
mentioned by any ancient author, there 
is every reason to believe it fabulous. 
Carlo Dati has written the life of 
Zeaxis in Italian, with those of Parr- 

haazsius, 
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hasius, Apelles, and Protogenes. This 
Life was printed at Florence, - 1667, 
tO, 

ZIEGLER (Bernard) a learned Lu- 
theran divine, born Novemher 10, 
- 1496, in Misnia, of a good family, He 
became eminent for his learning and 
his great skill in Hebrew; was profes- 
sor of divinity at Leipsic, and formed 
a friendship with Luther and Melanc- 
thon, Who highly esteemed him. 
Ziegler died January 1, 1556, leaving, 
a treatise 6x the Mass; another en all the 
principal Points of the Church Doctrine; 
and other theological and controversial 
works in Latin. 

ZIEGLER (Jamee) a learned philo- 
sopher, mathematician, and divine, of 
the sixteenth century; born at Land- 
shut, in Bavaria, who taught at Vienna 
for a considerable time, and resided af- 
terwards near the bishop of Passau. 
He died 1549, leaving several works; 
among which his Notes on some select 
passages of the holy scriptures, Basil, 
1548, folio, and his Description of the 


Hely Land, Strasburg, 1536, folio, are 


particularly esteemeq. 

ZIEGLER (Jaspar) born September 
6, 1621, at Leipsic. He was professor 
of law at Wittemberg, afterwards coun- 
sellor to the appeals, and to the con- 
sistory; and the court of Saxony em- 
ployed him in some affairs of import- 
ance. He died April 17, 1690, at Wit- 
temberg, His works are, Milite Epis- 
copa; de Diaconis et Diaconisiis, Vit» 
tebergz, 1678, 4t0.; de Clers Renitente; 
de Episcopis, Norimbergæ, 1686, 4to. 
critical Notes on Grotius's treatise en 
the Rights of War and Peace, &c.

ZILETTII (Francis) published the 
collection of Commentaries on the canon 
law, under the title of Tractatus Trace 
ratuum, Venice, 1548, 18 tom. sometimes 
dound in 29. ; 

ZIMISCES, v. JOHN I. emperor. 

ZIMRI, son of Salu, and chief of 
the tribe of Simeon. 
a tent before all the people, where 
was a Midianitich woman, Phinehas 
followed him, and killed both the 
guilty parties at one stroke. 

ZIMRI, captain of the chariots of 
Elah king of Israel, whom he destroyed, 
and all his family. But Omri, being 
made King of Israel, besieged Zimri

in Tirzah, and compelled him to burn 
himself there, with his treasure, 929 
A. &. 

ZIpPORAH, daughter of Jethro, a 
priest of Midian, and wife of Moses, 
by whom she had Gershom and 
Eliezer. 

ZI SCA, or ZISKA (John) a gentle- 
man who was educated at the Bohe- 
mian court, in the reign of Wenceslaus. 
He went into the army very young, 
signalized himself on several occasions, 
and lost an eye in battle; whence he 
was called Zica, which signiſies ene- 
eyed. Almost all Bohemia being in- 
fested with the heresy of John Huss, 
Zisca became the leader of these he- 
retics, and soon saw himself at the 
head of 40,000 men, with whom he 
gained several victories over the ca- 
tholics, He built a town in an advan- 
tageous Situation, and named it Tabor, 
from which circumstance the Hussites 
were also called Taborites, Zisca lost 
his other eye, by an arrow, at the siege 
of Rubi; but this did not prevent his 
continuing the war, and obtaining 
great victories, particularly that oft. 
Aussig, on the Elbe, when gooo ca- 
tholics were left dead on the spot. 
The emperor Sigismond, alarmed by 
all this, privately offered Zisca very 
advantageous terms. Zisca accepted 
them, and set out to meet Sigismond ; 
but died of the plague, on his journey, 
1424, after having ordered, as is said, 
that his body should be left a prey to 
the birds and beasts, and that a drum 
should be made of his skin, at the 
sound of which, he assured his follow- 
ers, the enemy would immediately fly. 
The Hussites, it is added, obeyed his 
command; and the news of this absurd 
injunction made so strong an impres- 
sion on the Gerchan catholics, who 
were not well disciplined, that they 
actually fled in several battles, on 
hearing the drum, made of John Zisca's 
skin. | 

ZUZIM, or ZIZIME, son of Maho- 
met II. emperor of the Turks, and 
brother of Bajazet II. one of the most 
celebrated princes in the Ottomon his- 
tory ; his name, in the Turkish lan- 
guage, signiſies /ave. He had a lively 
genius, a noble and generous soul, was 
extremely fond of learning as well as 
of arms, and though a zealous Mussel- 
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man, loved the knights of Rhodes, 
whom his father hated, Bajazet, on 
the contrary, whose name $1ygnifies 
lightening, or thunder-bc/t, disgraced it 
by the qualities of his mind, which 
was (lull and heavy; and by his inch - 
nations and disposition, Which were 
not in the least martial. Mahomet II. 
apprehensive lest either à friendship 
detween these two brothers should 
unite them against him, or a jealousy 


occasion a breach between themselves, 


made Ju im governor of Lycaonia, in 
Asia Minor, and Bajazet governor of 
Paphlagonia, and kept them always 
so tar asunder, that they had seen each 
other but once when their father died, 
May 3, 1481. Bajazet, as the eldest, 
ought naturally to have succeeded him, 
and was accordingly proclaimed em- 
peror ; but Zitim, who had not been 
able to get to court so soon, pretended 
that the empire belonged to him, be- 
cause he was born after Mahomet as» 
cended the throne, and Bajazet while 
he was only a private man. He took 
possession of Prusa, the ancient abode 
of the Ottoman emperors, and tormed 
a considerable party; but having heen 
defented by Achomet, general of Baja- 
zet's forces, he retired into Egypt, at- 
terwards to Cilicia, and thence to Ly- 
cia, where, being unable to support 
himself, he went to Rhodes, July zo, 
1482. Zim went afterwards to Boure 
ganeuf, in France, where he remained 
six years, and was conducted to pope 
Innocent VIII. and the grand master 
of Rhodes, Charles VIII. who was 
at that time meditating] the conquest 
not only of Naples, but ot Greece, be- 
ing arrived at Rome, demanded Zizim 
ot the pope; and Alexander VI. being 
unable to sefuse the request, restored 
him, by a sclemn act, at a public ce- 
remony, This prince then set out for 
Naples, With: the King, to assist the 
French in their enterprise; but telt 
himself $tezed with an unknown dis- 
order, on the road, which carried him 
off in a very few Jays, 1435 The sud- 
den death of Zimti occavtoned univer— 
il surprize, and gave rise to various 
conjectures respecting us cause, though 
nothing seems more natural than to 
suppose that fatigue and vexation 
Shortened his days. He understood 
not only the Tuxkish and Arabic lan- 
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guages, but Greek and Italian, and has 
undertaken to write a history of Ma- 
homet his father, about which he was 
employed when he heard of his death. 
Zizim left a son, named Amurath, 
who took refuge at Rhodes, and con- 
cealed himself, after the capture of 
that city, in hopes of escaping in a 
Ship.of the grand master's. But this 
unfortunate prince heing discovered, 


and carried to the emperor Soliman, 


was immediately strangled by his order, 
in sight of the whole army, with his 
two male children. He had two daugh- 
ters, who were conducted to the sera- 
glio at Constantinople. 

ZOILUS the rhetorician, a native of 
Amphipolis, a city in Thrace, who 
lived in the reign of Ptolemy Phila- 
delphus, about 270 A. C. and made 
himself famous by his restless devire 
of criticising Homer's verses, and the 
works of Plato and Is&ocrates. He 
gained the name of Ifomercmartix, or 
the Scauvge of Hemer, aud repeated the 
verses he had written again that ex- 
cellent poet to King Ptolemy ;- but this 
prince was greatly oftended with them, 
and when Zoilus solicited for s0me- 
thing to relieve his wants, rephed, that 
Since Homer, who had been dead a 
thousand years, maintamed several 
thousand persons, Z011us, who boasted 
* of having more wit than Homer, ought 
certainly to.þe induſtrious enough to 
© maintain himselt.“ Some say, that 
Ptolemy ordered him to he crucitied ; 
others, that he was stoned; and some, 
that he was burnt at Smyrna. Thus 
far is certain, that the memory of this 
carping Critic was, as it were, held in 
eXecration among persons of learning 
and taste, and the name ot Zeil was 
atterwards given to abustve and con- 
temptible critics. 

Z ONARAS (John) a Greek histo- 
rian, who lived about 1120, and held 


dome considerable posts at the court of 


the emperors ot Constantinople. He 
afterwards entered the monastic order 
of St. Basil. He has left nal, to 
the death of Alexius Commnenus, 11183 
the best edition of them is the Lene, 
1680 and 1687, 2 vols. folio, which form 
part of the Byzantine history. These 


Annals are written with but little ac- 
curacy or critical skill, and discover 


too much credulity, President Cousin

ZONEA (Victor) an Italian mathe- 
matician of the seventeenth century, 
who published Nero Teatro di Machine 
et Fdifico, Venice, folio, Padua, 1607 
or 1621. 

'  ZOPYRUS, son of Megabyzes, and 
one of the courtiers of Darius, son of 
Hystaspes, about 520 A.C. He was 
famous for the stratagem by which he 

ained the city of Babylon when it 
was besieged by Darius, Having cut 
off his nose and ears, he presented 
himself, thus mutilated, to the Baby- 
lonians, pretending that it was Darius 
who had so cruelly treated him. The 
Rabylonians, not doubting but he would 
revenge himself, entruſted to him the 
whole defence of their city, the gates 


of which he opened to Darius, aſtet a 


siege of twenty months. This prince 
rewarded him with the revenue of the 
province of Babylon for life, and said 
frequently, that he had rather have 
Zopyrus, not mutilated, than twenty 
Babylons. 

ZOROASTER, a celebrated ancient 
philosopher, said to have been King of 
the Bactrians, who was held in great 
venexzation by the Persians, to whom 
he Fave laws concerning religion. 
Some authors make him more ancient 
than Abraham; others only trace him 
back to Darius, the successor of Cam- 
dyses, while some distinguish Several 
Zotoastets. But whatever becomes of 
rhese different opinions, there can be 
little doubt that a famous Persian phi- 
losopher, named Zoroaster, lived long 
before Plato; introduced the study of 
religion and the sciences into Persia, 
and was chief of the agi, or <vise nen, 
x0 frequently mentioned in history. 
He held that there were two Sovereign 
principles, one of good, rhe other of 
evil; the first called Oromaztes, the se- 
cond frimanes, Zoroaxter taught that 
Oromases, the principle of all good, was 
the proper object of adoration and re- 
ligious worship. It is said that this 


philosopher lived in Solitude on a 


mountain, and taught the Persians to 
worship God, under the symbol of fire; 
VOL, IV, | 
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for which reason he ordered a perpe · 
tual fire to be preserved in Persia, in 
honour of the Divinity. Plato calls 
Zoroaster, IIe Son of Oromaxes, that is, 
the Adorer ; for all the ancient writers 
assert that Oromases was the god of 
Zoroaster, and the object of his wor- 
ship. He 1s still held in great venera- 
tion among all the Persians who are not 
Mahometans, but follow the ancient 
religion; they keep up a perpetual 
fire, and observe such rites and cere- 
monies as they pretend to have re- 
ceived from this ancient philosopher. 
When before the fire, and towards the 
Sun, he declared that he adored nei- 
ther of them, but one only God, of 
whom these odjects were the symbol. 
They even show a book, which they 
atfitm to contain his doctrine, and relate 
a thousand fables and imaginary pro- 
qigies concerning him. The followers 
of Zoroaster, who still remain in Per- 
sia, are called Guebres, and there is 4 


part of the suburbs of Ispahan inha- 


bited wholly by them. These are a 
simple, ignorant people, despised by 
the Musselmen, but sincere, and sttict 
in their morals. They are particularly 
inclined to incestuous marriages. The 
book, attributed to Toroaster, was 
brought into France, 1762, and depo- 
Sited in the King's library, by M. An- 
queril, who published a French transla- 


tion of it with Zend-Avasta, 1770, 2 


vols. to. 

ZOZIMUS, succeeded pope Inno- 
cent I. March 9, 417. Celestius, the 
disciple of Pelagius, imposed upon him 
at first; but this pontiff being after- 
wards undeceived by the African bi- 
shops, cited Celestius to Rome, con- 
firmed the sentence passed by his pre- 
decessot against Pelagius and Celestius, 
and wrote a letter on the sudject to 


the above-mentioned bishops, which 


he published in Italy. Zozimus settled 
the dispute between the churches of 
Arles and Vienne, concerning the me- 
tropolitan jurisdiction over the pro- 
vinces of Viennois and Narbonne, de- 
ciding in favour of Patroselus, bishop 
of Arles. He had a great contest with 
the African bishops, respeRing the ap- 
peal of the priest, Apiarius, which he 
maintained to be valid, contrary to the 
privilege which the Africans claimed, 
of passing final judgement on clerks,

and even on bishops. He died De- 
cembet 18, 418, Sixteen of his Eis- 
ben written with great zeal and au- 
thority, are in Constant's Zpirrole Roe 
rer Poutificem, folio. 

ZOSIMUS, a Greek historian, count 
and advocate of the treasuty, in the 
reign of the emperor Theodosius k. 
vorn ger, adout 410. He wrote a Listen 
of the Fmperers, in six books, but we 
have only the tr& five remaining, and 
the beginning of the last. Cellatius 
published a good edition, 1696, Svo. 
Greek and Latin, that of ed, 1679, 
$vo. is more elegant. Presxdent Cousiu 
das translated it into French. Zosimus 


Peaks very Hl ot the emperor Con- 


stantine, and takes every opportunity 
ot exclaiming against the christians. 
ZOVIMUS (the abbot) a celebrated 


$0litary of the sixteenth century, about. 


Se, who was Superior and abbot of a 
monastery on the banks of the river 
Jordan. It was he who admisstered 
the Sacrament to St. Mary the Egyp- 
tian, in the desert. 

ZOUCH (Richard) a learned Eng- 
dSh lawyer, born in the pansh of 
Ans:y, in Wiltshire, of a respetable 
und ancrent family. He studied the 
law at Oxford, became an excellent 
counse lor, afterwards doctor and pro- 
tessor of law, held several honourable 
posts, and died 1660, leaving a great 
number of jearned works, most of 
Them in Latin, printed at Oxford. 

LZOCOCHERDO, or ZUCCHAROQ,(Tad- 
dow and Frederico) tw o cetebrated pain» 
ters, natives of the duchy of Urbino, in 
ahh The former died 1506, aged 37, 
ater having taught his art to his dro» 
ther; and left several unfinished works, 
which Frederico completed. This late 
ter Was employed at Florence, by the 

grand duke; at Rome, by the popes; 
5 France, by cardinal de Lorraine ; in 
Eng and. by queen Elizadeth; at Ve- 
dice, in the hall of the grand council, 
&c. He completed the establishment 
of the academy of painters at Rome, 
and was its frst head. He died 1629, 
aged 65. F. Zucchero painted with 
faciity; was a good colour: and de- 
$igner, but bis v le is rather too stu- 
died. His brother's pencil is soit; his 
hands, which resemble each other, are 
de cent in dgnity. 
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ZUINGLE (Viric, or Huldrich) a 
curate of Zurich, and famous heresi. 
arch, who introduced the change of re. 
ligion in several of the Swiss cantons. 
He was born at Wildehausen, in the 
county of Tockenburg, in Switzerland; 
studied at Basil, Berne, and Vienna; 
and took a doctor's degree in divinity 
at Basil, 1505, after having learns 
Greek and Hebrew. Zuingle first dis- 


tinguished himself by his Sermons, and 


became curate of Glaris, and afterwards 
of Zurich; in which last city he 
preached the new doctrines, and re- 
commended Luther's writings, He 
also exclaimed against indulgences, the 
intercession and invocatiun of saints, 
the sSacrifices of the mass, the eccleg- 
astical laws, vows, the celibacy ot 
priests, the fasts appointed by the 
church, Ke. After having inculcated 
this doctrine during four years (dut 
without making any change in the ex- 
tot tor Worship) and having thus pre- 
pared the people for its reception, he 
procured an assembly to be called by 
the senate of Zurich, January 29, 1523, 
for the purpose of conterring with de- 
puties from the hishop of Constance, 


and other ecclesia$ics, on the subject 


of religion. There Faber, the bishop's 
grand vicar, and Zuingle, disputed be- 
fore arbiters chosen by the Senate; 
which, atter this conference, abolished 
part of the worship and ceremonies by 
an evict, Zuingle's ceremonies being 
opposed by the cathulics and domi- 
nicans, the senate of Zurich convened 
a general assembly the same year, in 


which John Faber, the vicar betore 


mentioned, spoke in defence of the 
but in vain; for the 
partizans of Tuingle having prevailed 
by chew numbers, his dotrine was es- 
tablished, by a plurality” of votes, 
throughout the canton of Zurich. Soon 
after this, images began to be broken, 
altars thrown down, and all the cere- 
monies of the Roman church abolished. 
The convents were als set open, and 
Zaingle himself married. To stop 
these dsorders, the bisbops of Basil, 
Constance, and Lausanne, ordeted a 
general assembly of all the cantons to 
be held at Basil, John CEcolampadius 
appeared there for Zuingle, who did 
not chuse to attend; and this heresi- 
arch's doctrine was condemned by a 
solemn decree inthe name of the whole 

nation ; 
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nation; but the inhabitants of Bern 
opposed it, and summoned another as- 
sembly, 1528, in which Zuingle, hav- 
ing the strongest party, procured the 
reception of his doQrine, and the peo- 
ple of Basil embraced it. Thus the 
cantons of Zurich, Schaft hausen, Bern, 
and Basil, leagued together, and of- 
fered many insults to their neighbours, 
with a view of making them join their 
side; but the cantons of Lucern, Zug, 
Uri, Underwold, and Schwitz, which 
were all good catholics, entered their 
territories, sword in hand, so that in 
sz they came to an engagement, in 
which the whole army of Zurich was 
cut to pieces, and Zuingle, who at- 
tended as chief pastor, was killed. At 
last, after many more battles, the can- 
tons concluded a peace, on condition 
that each should enjoy the free exer- 
cise of their religion. Tuingle has 
left a book, entitled, De vera et falsa 
Religiene, and several other Works, 
Zurich, 1581, 3 vols. folio, 
this heresiarch agreed with Luther in 
some points, he differed from him in 

many others. For instance, he taught 
the Pelagian errors concerning graces, 
ascribing all to free will; and main- 
taining, that by the mere powers of 
nature, Socrates, Cato, Scipio, Seneca, 
even Hercules and Theseus, with the 
rest of the heroes and virtuous men of 
the heathen world, were saved, and 
had obtained heaven by their noble 
actions. Tuingle also taught that the 
body of Christ is not really in the eu- 
charist, and that nothing 1s received 
in this sacrament but bread and wine, 
which, he said, signified and repre- 
sented the body of our Saviour, to 
whom we became spiritually united 
by faith. This opinion spread in Ger- 
many, and gave rise to the sect of Sa- 
cramentarians, Since the Zuinglian 
cantons have been in alliance with 
the republic of Geneva, their inha- 
ditants are become Calvinists, or very 
little different from the followers of 
Calvin. 

ZUMBO (Gaston John) a Sicilian 
gentleman, one of the most celebrated 
sculptors in coloured wax, who have 
appeared in Europe; born 1656, at Sy- 
racuse. Possessing naturally an un- 
common genius for the fine arts, he 


applied himself particularly to sculp- 
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ture; and the continual view of the 
antiques and Scarce paintings pteserved 
at Rome, and throughout Italy, gave 
him an exquisite taste for that science, 
which he still further improved by a 
a close application to anatomy. He 
made use of no other materials than a 
kind of coloured wax, prepared in 2 
particular manner by his own hand, 
with which he has executed several 
works at Bologna, Florence, Geneva, 
and NMarseilles, that are considered as 
master-pieces. This gentleman went 
to France, 1701, where he was received 
with uncommon applause; but while 
the public were expecting to see some 
new works from him, he died at Paris, 
in the month of October the same 
vent. | | 
ZUMEL (Francis) a learned Spanish 
divine, born at Palencia, who was pro- 
fessor of divinity at Salamanca, and 
general of the monks de la Merci. 
He wrote against Molina, who had at- 
tacked his doctrine, several Apelagetical 
Pieces, which Bannez engaged to de- 
fend before the inquisition. Zumel 
also composed a censure of Molina's 
doctrine, and this censure was sent to 
Rome, for the deciston of the famous 
affair de Ann; and he revenged the 
election of Clement VIII. by his piece, 
entitled, De Inconcuis8 Clementis VILE, 
Pape «leAiune, et certitudine igſallibil p- 
Sis Pentificatss, He died 1507. 
ZURITA. v. SURITA. 
ZUR-LAUBEN (Oswald de) de- 
scended from the ancient. and illus- 
trious family of la Tour Chatillon Val- 
lais, which took the surname of Zur 
Leben, at the end of the fourteenth 
century, to avoid the persecution of the 
Vallaisans against the nobility of their 
name, and retired successively into the 
cantons of Ury and Zug. After having 
deen captain of three hundred Swiss, 
in the service of popes Julius II. and 
Leo X. also of Maximilian Oforza; and 
deing engaged in the battles of No- 
varra, Ravenna, Bellizona, &c. he en- 
tered the army of Francis I. in the 
same capacity, after the battle of Ma- 
rignano. He was major-general of the 
troops of Zug, 1531, at the battle of 
Cappel, where Zuingle lost his life, 


and contributed greatly to secure the 


victory on that memorable day. He 
died at Zug, 1549, aged 72, after hav- 
EEES ing 
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ing filled the highest offices of the 


state. His son, Anthony de Zur- 
Lauben, Served as captain in France, 
in the reign of Charles IX.; received 
wounds at the battle of Dreux; was en- 
gaged in the famous retreat of Meaux; 
and distinguished himself by his cou- 
rage and fidelity in the services of the 
same prince, during all the civil wars 
which disturbed his reign. He was at 
the battle of St, Denis, Jarnac, and 
Moncontour; and died at Zug, 1586, 
aged Br, after having filled the first 
posts in his canton, and employed in 
important negociations. This last has 
left, An Account of a Voyage to the Holy 
Land; a History of the Troubles which 
aroze in Zug, 1585; and an interesting 
account of his campaigns. These are 
in MS, Conrad de Zurlauben, his se- 


cond cousin, was chancellor of the royal ' 


order of St. Michael, Landamme, i. e. 
chief of the canton of Zug, and captain 
of the Swiss guards, under Louis XIII. 
After having gloriously served his na- 
tive country and France, both in war 
and negociations, particularly for the 
cessation of commotions in the Val- 
talins, He died at Zug, March 31, 
1629, aged 75, leaving a printed trea- 
tise, entitled, De Concordia Fidei; in 
which he p.oves that the tranquillity 
of the Swiss depends on the establish- 
ment of the catholic religion solely in 
their cantons. Beat de Zur-Lauben, 
his son, was landamme of the canton 
of Zug, captain of the regiment of 
Swiss guards under Louis XIII. and 
one of the three catholic ambassadors 
sent to that monarch, 1634, to concert 
measures for -uarding Switzerland from 
the armies of Gustavus Adolphus, king 
of Sweden. He rendered important 
services to his country, and the canton 
of Lucern granted him and his posterity 
the perpetual freedom of its capital 
city, for having assisted in preserving 
this republic, when threatened with a 
total overthrow by a rebellion among 
the peasants. He died May 2, 1663, 
at Zug, aged 66. The catholic cantons 
nad given him the glorious title of Fa- 
ther of the Country and Pillar of Religion. 
He has left a detail of all his negocia- 
tions from 1629 to 1659, His eldest 


son, Beat James de Zur-Lauben, was 
knight-landamme of Zug, and captain- 
general of the free province of Argew. 
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After having served in France, he held 
the principal offices in his native 
country, and contributed greatly, by 
his expeditions, to quell the rebellious 
peasants of Lucern. 1653. This canton, 
and its allies of the same religion, owe 
to his courage and prudence the victor 

gained at Vilmergen, 1656, over the 
Bernese, from whom he took two flags 
and three pieces of cannon himself. 


He died. April 21, 1690, at Zug, aged 


Seventy-four, 

ZUR-LAUBEN (Beat James de) ne- 
phew of Beat James de Zur-Lauben, 
mentioned in the preceding article. 
He distinguighed himself by his cou- 
rage and "$ervices in the armies of - 
Louis XIV.; was successively captain 
and major in the German regiment of 
Furstemberg, and colonel of a regiment 
of German infantry, 1685; and was 
appointed brigadier, marechal de camp, 
and lieutenant-general, and was also 
the only person 80 prompted at the 
same time. This gentleman acquired 
great glory in Catalania, Ireland, Flan- 


ders, and Italy; was wounded at the 


battle of Steinkirk ; contributed, by 
the valour of his brigade, to secure the 
victory at Nerwinde, and (with the 
count de Tosse) compelled prince Eu- 
gene to raise the long blockade of Man- 
tua. He was the only general officer 
who repulsed the enemy (which he 
did three times) at the famous battle of 
Hochstet, 1704. M. de Zur-Lauben 
received seven wounds in this engage- 
ment, and died, in consequence of 
them, September 21, at Ulm, in Sua- 
bia, aged 43. His majesty had re- 
warded him, in 1687, with the barony 
of Ville, in Upper Alsace, revertible 
to the crown at the death of Conrad, 
baron de Zur-Lauben, overseer-general 
of infantry in the department of Ca- 
talonia and Roussillon, brigadier of the 
royal forces, &c. who had obtained 
that lordship from the Kking' s bounty, 
as a recompence for his services. Louis 
XIV. raised this estate to an earldom, 
1692. After the battle of Hochstet, 
the King ordered M. de Chamillard, 


minister at war, to write to the count 


de Zur-Lauben, as follows: His ma- 
« jesty commands me to say, that you 
* will be satisfied with the manner in 
* which he means to make you amends; 
think only of recovering speedily, ns 
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« of coming to receive the reward of 
of your services,) &c. Placide de 
Zur-Lauben, his first cousin, was chosen 
abbot of Muti, a benedictine abbey in 
Switzerland, 1683, and merited, by his 
labours and acquisitions, the title of its 
second founder. He rebuilt it entirely 
in a magnificent style; considerably 
increased its revenues, by the purchase 
of several lordships in Suabia and Tur- 
govia, and obtained, from the emperor 
Leopold, 1701, the rank and title of 
Prince of the Holy Empire, for himself, 
and for the abbots his successors. He 
died September 11, 1723, at Sandegg, 
one of his castles in Turgovia, aged 
78, leaving, Spiritus duplex Humilitatis 
et Obedientiæ; and Conciones Panegyrico- 
Morales; both in print. His remains 
lie in the abbots' church of Rheinaw, 
between Gerald I. de la Tour-Zur- 
Lauben, a celebrated abbot and re- 
former of this house, who died 1607, 


and Gerald II. de la Tour-Zur-Lauben, 


an abbot and restorer of the same ab- 
bey, who died 1735. This latter was 
younger brother of the abbot, prince 
de Muri. The house of la Tour-Zur- 
Lauben has produced a great number 
of other eminent men, both in church 
and state. Fourteen officers of- this 
family have been killed in the service 
of France only, and it has held the 
highest public posts in the canton of 
Zug. Beat Francis Placide, baron de 
Zur-Lauben, grand croix of the mili- 
tary order of St. Louis, heutenant- 
general of the king's forces, and co- 
lonel of Swiss guards, who died at 
Paris, December zi, 1770, aged 83, 
was nephew of count Beat James de 
Zur-Lauben, mentioned at the begin 
ning of this article. 
ZUR-LAUBEN (Beat Fidele Antoine 
Jean Dominique de la Tour Chatillon 
de) nephew of Beat Francis Placide; 
born August 4, 1720, at Zug; was 
marechal de camp, first captain of the 
regiment of Swiss guards, and an hono- 
rary member of the academy of inscrip- 
tions and belles lettres, He was living 
in 1778. His works are, L' Histoire 
Militaire des Sul sies, 8 vols. 1200, Me 
muires et Leitres du Duc de Rohan Sur la 
Valteline, 3 vols. t2mo. FPibliotheque 
Militaite, 3 vols, 12mo, Code Militaire, 
des Suises, 4 vols.

ZUSTRUS (Lambert) a skilful Fle- 
mish painter, who was pupil to Ti- 
tian, and excelled in landscapes and 
historical subjects. His Rape of Pro- 
serpine is at the royal palace. 
- ZWICKER (Daniel) a Socinian of 
the Seventeenth century, who pub- 
lished the system of toleration, so much 
celebrated by the Arminians, in his 
Irenicum Irenicotun, 1558, 8vo. which 
book was attacked on all sides by the 
protestants. He defended himself in 
Trenicomastix vietus et constrictus, 1 561, 
8vo. and in Trenicomastix viftus et abs 
mutescens, v. COMENIUS. | 
ZWINGER (Theodore) a celebated 
physician of Basil; nephew, on the 
mother's side, to John Oporinus, the 
famous printer. He studied at Lyons, 
Paris, and Padua; and afterwards 
taught Greek, morality, politics, and 
physic, at his native place, He died 
1588, aged 54. His principal work is, 
the Theatrum Vitz humane, which had 
been began by Conrad Lycosthenes, 
his father-in-law. Zwinger's family 
has produced many other illustrious 
men, and his descendants have distin- 
guished themselves greatly in the sci- 
ences. James Zwinger, his son, who 
died 1610, was also a skilful physician ; 
he both enlarged and improved the 
Theatrum Vitz humanz, Lugduni, 1656, 
8 vols. folio; and left other works. 
Theodore Zwinger, son of James, a 
learned protestant divine, married the 
daughter of Buxtorf the elder. This 
Theodore Zwinger was pastor and 
physician when the city of Basil was 
afflicted with the plague, 1629. He 
wrote several works, and died 1651, 
leaving a son, named ſohn Zwinger, 
professor of Greeky and librarian at 
Basil, author of several works; he died 
1696. Theodore Zwinger, his son, 
professor of rhetoric, natural philoso- 
phy, and physic, at Basil, died in that 
city, 1724. His works are, Theatrum 
Botanicum, Basilz, 1690, folio, in Ger- 
man. Fasciculus Dissertatienum, 1710, 
4to. Triga Dissertationum, 1716, 400 
which are esteemed. John Rodolphus 
Zwinger, his brother, minister of se- 
veral protestant churches, and professor 
of divinity, died 1708, leaving some 
works. | | 
ZUYLICHEM. v. HUYGENS. 
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ZVAUs, or VANDEN ZYPE 
(Francis) a learned and eminent ca- 
nonist, born 1580, at Malines. He 
completed his studies at Louvain, and 
had the direction of the bachelor's col- 
lego there; but ſohn le Mire, bishop 
of Antwerp, sent for him soon after, 
and made him his private secretary. 
Zypzus was a man of great genius, 
acquired an extensive knowledge of 
| both Kinds of law, and became official, 
canon, archdeacon, and grand vicar of 
Antwerp; in which city he died, No- 
vember 4, 1650, aged 7r, leaving seve- 


\ 
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ral works, in Latin, on law, much va» 
lued, and printed 1675, 2 vols. folio. 
Henry Zypzus, his brother, a benedic- 
tine, who was abbot of St. Andrew's, 
near Bruges, obtained permission to 
wear the mitre, and repaired the mis- 
chiefs which the heretics had occa- 
sioned in his monastery. He died 
1659. This latter also left several 
works; among others, a volume. in 
octavo, printed at Ypres, r6rr, in 
which he takes great pains to prove 
that Saint Gregory was a dene 
dictine. 
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
